Peer  of  the  United  Kinffdom. 

The  Earl  is  grandson  of  Major  Philip  Roberts  of  the  Horse  Guards,  by  his  marriage 
with  Anne,  only  daughter  of  Edward  Coke,  Esq.,  of  Holkham,  Co.  Norfolk,  and 
sister  of  Thomas  Coke,  who  formerly  bore  the  titles  which  have  recently  been  re- 
vived in  the  person  of  the  present  Peer.  Through  this  marriage  the  inheritance  of 
the  ancient  feraily  of  Coke  finally  devolved  on  the  descendants  of  Major  Roberts. 

Sir  Edward  Coke,  the  celebrated  Judge,  and  the  first  of  this  family  who  raised 
the  name  to  eminence,  was  descended  from  a  line  of  ancestors  long  seated  in  the 
County  of  Norfolk,  and  was  son  of  Robert  Coke,  Esq.,  of  Mileham,  and  Winifred 
his  wife,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  William  Knightley,  Esq.,  of  Morgrave  Knightley, 
both  in  that  county.  Great  as  was  this  learned  person's  celebrity  and  extensive  his 
practice  in  the  law,  he  obtained  official  rank  first  in  Parliament ;  having  been  elected 
a  representative  of  his  native  county  to  the  House  of  Commons,  he  was  placed  in 
the  chair  of  that  assembly  ;  from  which  dignified  station  he  was  elevated,  tdfter  pass- 
ing through  the  subordinate  honours  of  the  legal  profession,  to  the  high  office  of  Lord 
Chief  Justice  of  England.  He  was  twice  married,  1st,  to  Bridget,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  John  Paston,  Esq.,  and  2ndly,  to  Lady  Elizabeth  Cecil,  daughter  of  Thomas, 
Earl  of  Exeter  ;  and  d.  in  1633,  leaving  an  ample  estate  to  each  of  his  five  sons  fol- 
lowing, the  issue  of  his  1st  marriage  ; 

1  Sir  Robert  Coke,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1653. 

2  Arthur,  who  d.  in  1629,  leaving  four  daughters,  his  co-heirs. 

3  John,  seated  at  Holkham  ;  he  had  seven  sons,  none  of  whom  left  issue. 

4  Henry,  ancestor  of  the  former  and  present  Earls  of  Leicester. 

5  Clement,  whose  son  Edward  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1641,  which  title  was 
buccesdyely  inherited  by  his  two  sons.  Sir  Robert  and  Sir  Edward,  and  became  ex- 
tinct on  the  death  of  the  latter  in  1727. 

Henry  Coke,  Esq.,  of  Thurrington,  Co.  Suffolk,  the  4th  son,  and  whose  descend- 
ants finally  became  the  sole  male  heirs  of  the  Chief  Justice,  left  an  only  son,  Robert, 
who  succeeded  to  the  estate  of  Holkham,  which  on  his  death  in  1679  devolved  on  his 
only  son, 

Edward  Coke,  Esq.,  who  rf.  in  1 707,  leaving  four  sons,  none  of  whom  left  sur- 
viving issue,  and  one  daughter,  Anne,  the  wife  of  Philip  Roberts,  Esq.,  Major  in  the 
Horse  Guards,  and  mother  by  him  of  several  sons,  of  whom  Wenman  Roberts,  Esq., 
the  eldest,  eventually  inherited  the  estates  of  the  Cokes. 

Sir  Thomas  Coke,  K.B.,  the  eldest  son  of  Edward  Coke,  Eisq.,  was  created,  in 
1728,  Baron  Lovel  of  Minster  Lovel,  Co.  Oxford,  and  in  1744,  Viscount  Coke  of 
Holkham  and  Earl  of  Leicester.  He  m.  Lady  Margaret  Tuflon,  afterwards  Baroness 
De  Cliflbrd,  (See  that  title  in  this  volume^)  and  having  survived  his  only  son  Edward, 
Viscount  Coke,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1 753,  his  titles  became  extinct  on  his  death 
in  1759,  and  his  estates  devolved  on  his  nephew, 

Wenman  Roberts,  Esq.,  who  thereupon  assumed  the  name  and  arms  of  Coke ; 
he  din  1776,  leaving  besides  other  issue,  his  eldest  son,  Thomas- William  Coke, 
Eiq.,  created,  in  1837,  Viscount  Coke  and  Earl  of  Leicester  of  Holkham,  Co. 
Norfolk.

Fsoif  sll  the  illmtrioiu  Houaea  which,  from  the  earlievt  huioriml  period,  h&Te  giren 
Kings  to  England,  her  preaent  Majevty  is  deocendeilp  and  in  her  own  pateni&l  lin^ 
tntccs  iiD  anceMfj'  to  which  no  fknulj  in  modem  Europe  can  boaat  superior  antiqoitj. 


predBceMon  of  the  Marquii  of  EiAe,  vhoie  pedigree  from  the  ninth  centurj  ii  accu- 
ntely  pnserred.  Aio  IV.,  Marquii  of  Este.  having,  by  marriase  with  Cunegunda, 
dttnghter  of  Ouelph  III.,  Duke  of  Lower  Bavaria,  and  aioter  and  heir  of  Ouelpn  IV., 
engnfted  this  ancient  race  upon  a  Oennan  itock  of  equal  antiquity  and  taiger 
dominion,  left  hia  p«ges>ionB  in  Italy  to  his  younger  brother,  Fulco,  whou  male 
descendants  hecame  extinct  in  1790,  by  the  death  of  Hercules  III.,  Duke  of  Modena, 
now  represented  in  the  female  line  by  a  prince  of  the  Austrian  family. 

The  House  of  Guilfh,  which  tbus  became  united  to  the  paternal  line  of  Etri, 
loses  the  certainty  of  its  pedigree  in  the  remote  ages  to  which  it  ascends  ;  but  had 
long  been  poweifil  and  renowned  when,  in  the  11th  centnij,  Aio  IV.,  of  Este,  sac- 
cceded  to  the  inheritance  of  his  brother-in-law.  Oitilph  V.,  his  son,  by  Cunegonda, 
waa  fiOher  of  Hbnhv  the  Black,  who  married  Wutfhilda,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Magnus,  Duke  of  Saxony  on  the  Elbe.  Their  son,  Hinby  the  Proud,  married 
Oeitrude,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  Emperor  Lothajr,  by  Richenia,  daughter  ~  ' 
heir  of  Henry,  Duke  of  Saxony  on  the  Weser,  who  united  in  his  own  pinson,  i 
hj  marriage,  ths  inheritance  of  the  ancient  Dokes  of  Saxony  in  all  ui«r  fari 
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branches,  and  of  the  Saxon  Emperors ;  l>eing  himself  descended  tlirough  twenty 
male  generations,  all  reigning  Kings,  Princes,  or  Dukes  of  Saxony,  from  Hengist, 
King  of  the  Saxons,  whose  successful  descent  upon  the  coast  of  Kent  gave  rise  to 
the  establishment  of  the  Kings  of  his  lineage  in  Britain. 

In  the  person  of  Hbnry  the  Lion,  Duke  of  Saxony  and  Bavaria,  son  of  Henry 
the  Proud,  and  Gertrude,  heiress  of  Saxony,  the  House  of  Este  attained  a  degree 
of  power  in  the  empire  so  formidable  to  the  reigning  Emperors  that,  by  the  pro- 
mulgation of  the  ban  of  the  empire,  in  the  year  1180,  his  vassals  were  instigated  to 
assert  their  independence  ;  and,  after  a  life  spent  in  military  achievements,  and  the 
display  of  prowess  and  heroism  worthy  of  better  success,  he  left  at  length  to  his 
posterity  the  possession  of  the  Duchy  of  Brunswick  only,  while  the  present  reigning 
Houses  of  Saxony,  Bavaria,  Brandenburg,  Mecklenburg,  Wirtemburg,  Anhalt,  and 
the  first  line  of  Austrian  princes,  rose  on  the  ruins  of  their  ancient  inheritance. 
From  Hbnry  the  Lion  descended  in  the  11th  degree, 

Ernest,  Duke  of  Brunswick,  who  d.  In  154G  ;  his  elder  son,  Henry,  was  an- 
cestor of  the  present  reigning  Duke  of  Bnmswick,  and  his  younger  son,  William, 
was  grandfather  of  Ernest,  Elector  of  Hanover,  whose  marriage  with  the  Princess 
Sophia,  daughter  of  Frederick,  5th  Elector  Palatine,  by  the  Princess  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  King  James  L,  finally  conducted  the  House  of  Brunswick  to  the  throne 
of  these  realms. 

But  in  a  volume  devoted  to  the  elucidation  of  British  genealogies,  a  more  par- 
ticular, however  slight,  sketch  of  the  descent  of  the  British  Crown  seems  desirable. 
Our  early  history,  like  that  of  all  other  nations,  is  too  much  Involved  in  the  clouds  of 
doubtftil  tradition  to  permit  us  to  lay  much  stress  on  that  pedigree  of  the  House  of 
Tudor,  which,  by  claiming  for  it  a  descent  from  the  ancient  British  kings,  would  place 
an  heir  of  that  race  on  the  throne  in  the  person  of  Henry  VIL,  from  whom  all  our 
subsequent  monarchs  have  descended.  But  firom  Cerdic,  one  of  the  earliest  Saxon 
invaders,  and  founder  of  the  kingdom  of  Wessex  in  the  sixth  century,  the  Royal 
lineage  is  unequivocal. 

Egbert,  the  seventeenth  King  of  Wessex,  9th  in  paternal  descent  from  Cerdic, 
united  uitder  Ills  sceptre,  about  tlie  year  828,  by  inheritance  or  conquest,  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  Saxon  Heptarchy,  and  transmitted  the  kingdom  undivided  through 
fourteen  successions  and  seven  generations  in  the  male  line,  to  Edmund  Ironside  ; 
on  whose  death  in  1017,  Canute,  the  Dane,  acquired  the  English  Crown,  his  reign 
and  those  of  his  two  sons  forming  an  interruption  to  the  line  of  Saxon  Kings,  which 
was  temporarily  restored  under  Edward  the  Confessor,  the  brother  of  Edmund 
Ironside,  to  be  finally  closed  at  his  death  in  1066.  Edward  the  Confessor  left  no 
issue,  but  Edward,  a  son  of  Edmund  Ironside,  left  a  son,  Edgar  Athellng,  and  a 
daughter,  Margaret,  and  from  the  nmrriage  of  the  latter  with  Malcolm  III.,  King 
of  Scotland,  proceeded  all  the  subsequent  kings  of  Scotland,  till  the  accession  of 
Jambs  VI.  of  Scotland  to  the  English  throne  restored  the  true  heir  of  this  ancient 
and  honoured  line  to  the  inheritance  of  his  ancestors. 

The  disorders  which  had  affected  the  succession  towards  the  close  of  the  Saxon 
dynasty,  terminated  in  the  introduction  of  a  foreign  race  through  the  result  of  the 
battle  of  Hastings ;  and  thenceforth  Willlam  the  Conqueror  must  be  considered  as 
the  stock  of  the  Royal  family. 

WILLIAM  I.,  sumamed  the  Conqieror,  left  three  sons,  1  Robert,  who  suc- 
ceeded him  as  Duke  of  Normandy,  and  died  without  surviving  issue  in  1134; 
2  Willlam,  his  successor  in  the  throne  of  England  ;  3  Henry,  who  succeeded  his 
brother  William  ;  and  several  daughters,  one  of  whom, 

Adeh^  m.  Stephen,  Count  of  Blois,  and  had  four  sons :  1   William,  Coimt  of 
Blois ;  2  Theobald,  Count  of  Champagne ;  3  Stephen,  who,  residing  at 
the  English  Court,  found  means  to  usurp  the  Crown  on  the  death  of  his 
uncle  King  Henry  I. ;  4  Henry,  bishop  of  Winchester. 
William  I.  d.  9  Sept.  1087,  and  was  succeeded  on  the  throne  by  his  2nd  son, 

WILLIAM  II.,  who  d.  unm.  2  Aug.  1100. 

HENRY  I.,  his  brother,  who  succeeded,  had  one  son,  William,  who  died  before 
him,  and  an  only  daughter,  Matilda,  to  whom  the  nobles  of  England  and  Nor- 
mandy swore  fealty  as  the  successor  of  her  father,  and  who  afterwards  contested  the 
crown  with  King  Stephen;  was  herself  crowned  Queen  in  1141,  but  again  over- 
powered by  Stephen,  and  compelled  to  retire  to  Anjou.  She  was  first  m.  to  Henry  IV., 
Emperor  of  Gtermany,  by  whom  she  had  no  issue ;  and  secondly,  to  Geoffrey  Planta- 
mnet,  Count  of  Anjou,  by  whom  she  was  mother  of  Hbnrv,  acknowledged  by  King 
BTBPHBN  as  his  successor.    Henry  I.  dA  Dec.  1 1 35. 

•  • 
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STEPHEN,  the  nephew  of  King  IIbnrv,  being  on  the  spot  at  hiA  death,  and 
enabled  by  the  aMistance  of  his  brother,  the  bishop  of  Winchester,  to  seize  the 
crown,  retained  it  through  numerous  vicissitudes  of  fortune ;  but  was  unable  to  trans- 
mit it  to  his  descendants.  He  had  two  sons,  who  both  died  without  issue,  Stbphbn 
dL  25th  Oct  1154,  when 

HENRY  II.,  son  of  the  Empress  Matilda,  and  grandson  of  King  IIknry  1., 
peaceably  ascended  the  throne,  presenting  the  first  example  in  our  history,  since 
the  Conquest,  of  the  triumph  of  hereditary  right  over  temporary  usurpation.  Four 
of  his  sons  lived  to  maturity,  viz.  1  Prince  IIbnrv,  whom  he  caused  to  be  crowned 
King,  bat  who  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  without  issue ;  2  Richard,  who  suc- 
ceeded ;  3  Geoffirey,  Earl  of  Britany,  who  died  in  his  fiither*s  lifetime,  leaving  two 
children,  Arthur,  Earl  of  Britany,  and  Eleanor,  both  of  whom  should  have  suc- 
cessively inherited  the  crown  after  the  death  of  their  uncle  King  Richard,  but  were 
■uperseded  by  the  usurpation  of  John  ;  they  both  d,  unmarried  ;  John,  afterwards 
King. 

King  HxNRY  II.  d,  6  July  1189. 

RICHARD  I.,  his  eldest  surviving  son,  succeeded ;  he  tL  without  issue,  6  April 
1 1»»,  when 

JOHN,  taking  advantage  of  the  youth  of  Arthur,  only  son  of  his  elder  brother 
Geoffrey,  obtain^  possession  of  the  crown ;  to  which  his  posterity  at  length  ac- 
quired an  hereditary  right,  by  the  extinction  of  (Geoffrey's  descendants.  King  John 
d,  \9  October  1216,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

HENRY  III.,  who  d.  16  Nov.  1272.     His  eldest  son, 

EDWARD  I.,  succeeded  him.  By  his  first  marriage  with  Eleanor,  of  Castille, 
this  King  had  but  one  surviving  son,  Edward,  the  first  Prince  of  Wales  of  the  Royal 
fiimily  of  England  ;  by  his  second  marriage  with  Margaret  of  France  he  had  two 
sona,  Thomas  de  Brotherton,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  from 
whom  the  office  of  Earl  Marshal  has  lineally  descended  through  female  heirs  to  the 
present  Duke  of  Norfolk  ;  and  Edmund  Earl  of  Kent,  whose  male  issue  failed  in  his 
sons. 

King  Edward  I.,  d.  7  July  1307,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

EDWARD  II.,  who  was  dethroned  20  January  1327,  and  murdered  the  2]8t  of 
September  in  the  same  year.     He  was  also  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

EDWARD  III.  The  conflicting  claims  ofthisKing^s  numerous  issue  caused 
the  long  civil  wars  which  disturbed  the  reigns  of  the  subsequent  Kings  of  the  House 
of  Plantagenet ;  and,  though  so  well  known  to  the  British  Public,  and  more  usefully 
perhaps  through  the  works  of  our  immortal  dramatic  bard  than  even  by  those  of  our 
best  historians,  must  be  shortly  noticed  in  this  lineal  sketch  of  the  royal  race.  King 
Edward  had  fire  sons,  who  lived  to  maturity,  viz. : — 

1  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales,  the  renowned  Black  Prince,  whose  only  surviving 
iasoe  was  Richard,  who  succeeded  his  grand&ther. 

2  Lionel,  Duke  of  Clarence.     He  left  an  only  daughter, 

Philippa,  f».  to  Edward  Mortimer,  Eail  of  March,  by  whom  she  was  mo- 
ther of 

Roger,  Earl  of  March  ;  he  left  a  son,  Edmund,  Earl  of  March,  who  dieil 
without  isnie,  and  a  daughter, 

Anne,  heiress  of  her  brother.  She  married  Richard^  £arl  of  Cambridge, 
2nd  son  of  Edmund,  Duke  of  York,  4th  surviving  sqA  of  King  Edward 
III. ;  and  thus,  carrying  into  the  House  of  York  the  hereditary  rights  of 
the  Duke  of  Clarence,  gave  to  that  line  a  priority  of  claim  through  the 
female  descent  over  the  elder  male  line  of  Lancaster.  By  the  Earl  of 
Cambridge  she  had  an  only  son, 

Richard,  Duke  of  York,  father,  besides  several  sons  who  died  young,  of  the 
three  following : 

1  King  Edward  IV. 

2  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  who  being  put  to  death  in  the  reign  of  his  bro- 
ther Edward,  left  by  Isabella,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard 
NeTille,  Earl  of  Warwick,  the  celebrated  king-maker,  one  son  Edward, 
Earl  of  Warwick,  who  was  beheaded  by  King  Hknry  VII.,  unm. ;  and 
one  daughter,  Ifaigaiet,  Countess  of  Sfdisbuiy,  who  married  Sir  Richard 
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Pole ;  her  eldest  son  Henry,  Lord  Montague,  left  two  daughters,  Catherine, 
married  to  Francis  Hastings,  E^I  of  Huntingdon,  of  which  marriage  the 
Marquis  of  Hastings  is  the  representative ;  and  Winifred,  married  first  to 
Sir  Thomas  Hastings,  by  whom  she  had  no  issue,  and  secondly,  to  Sir 
Thomas  Barrington  ;  the  lineal  descendant  and  heir  male  of  which  mai^ 
riage  is  Sir  Fitz-william  Barrington,  Bart,  who  is  consequently  co-heir, 
with  the  Marquis  of  Hastings,  of  George  Plantagenet,  Duke  of  Clarence. 
3  King  Richard  III. 
3  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster ;  he  married  first  the  Lady  Blanche,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  the  house  of  I^caster, 
descended  from  Edmund,  2nd  son  of  King  Hbnry  III.,  by  whom  he  had  an  only 
son,  afterwards  King  Hbnry  IV. ;  he  married  secondly,  Constance,  daughter  of 
Peter  the  Cruel,  King  of  Castille,  and  had  an  only  daughter,  heiress  to  the  throne  of 
Castille,  who  married  Henry  III.,  King  of  Castille.     By  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir 
Payne  Roet,  and  widow  of  Sir  Otes  Swinford,  whom  he  afterwards  married,  John  of 
Gaunt  had  a  son, 

John,  sumamed  Beaufort,  legitimated  by  Parliament,  and  created  Earl  of 
Somerset ;  he  had  three  sons ;  1  Henry,  E^l  of  Somerset,  who  died  un- 
married ;  3  John,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  was  created  Duke  of 
Somerset.  He  died  without  issue  male.  3.  Edmund,  2nd  Duke  of  Somer- 
set, who  had  two  sons,  Henry  and  Edmund,  successively  Dukes  of  Somer- 
set; with  the  latter  of  whom,  who  was  beheaded  by  King  Edward  IV., 
in  1471,  failed  the  legitimate  male  line  of  John  Beaufort,  Earl  of  So- 
merset, the  legitimated  son  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster  *,  but 
Henry,  Duke  of  Somerset,  his  elder  brother,  left  a  natural  son,  Charles, 
who  assumed  the  surname  of  Somerset,  was  created  Earl  of  Worcester, 
and  was  ancestor  of  the  present  Duke  of  Beaufort. 
John,  Duke   of  Somerset,  2nd  son,  as  above,  of  John  Beaufort,  Earl  of 

Somerset,  left  an  only  daughter. 
Lady  Margaret  lWaufort,f?i.  first  to  Edmund  Tudor,  Earl  of  Richmond,  eldcfd 
son  of  Owen  Tudor  (a  supposed  descendant  of  Cadwallader,  King  of  Bri- 
tain, by  Catherine,  daughter  of  Charles  VI.,  King  of  France,  widow  of 
Hbnry  V.  and  mother  of  Hbnry  VI.,  Kings  of  F^ngland;  secondly,  to 
Sir  Henry  Stafford ;  and  thirdly,  to  Thomas,  Lord  Stanley,  and  Elorl  of 
Derby.     By  the  two  last  she  had  no  issue,  but  by  Edmimd  Tudor,  Earl  of 
Richmond,  she  was  mother  of 
King  Hbnry  VII. 
4.  Edmund,  Duke  of  York.     He  left  two  sons, 

1  Edward,  his  successor,  Duke  of  York,  who  died  without  issue. 

2  Richard,  Earl  of  Cambridge,  who  m.^  as  before  related,  Anne,  daughter  of 

Roger  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March,  grand-daughter  of  Philippa,  only  daughter 
of  Lionel,  Duke  of  Clarence,  and  heiress  of  the  pretensions  of  the  line  of 
Clarence ,  their  only  son  Richard,  who  succeeded  his  imcle  as  Duke  of 
York,  was&ther,  as  above,  of  King  Edward  IV.,  George,  Duke  of  Cla- 
rence, and  King  Richard  III. 
5  Thomas  of  Woodstock,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  who  left  no  suryiving  sons.    His 

only  daughter  who  had  issue  was 

AjBne,  m.  first  to  Thomas,  4th  Earl  Stafford  without  issue;  secondly,  to  Ed- 
mund his  brother,  5th  Earl  Stafford  ;  and  thirdly,  to  William  Bourchicr, 
Earl  of  Ewe :  from  the  latter  marriage  descended  the  family  of  Devereux, 
Earls  of  EIskx,  and  through  their  female  heirs  the  present  Duchess  of 
Buckingham  and  Chandos.  From  the  second  marriage,  the  line  of  Staf- 
ford, Dukes  of  Buckingham,  of  which,  and  of  Thomas  of  Woodstock, 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  the  present  Lord  Stafford  is,  through  females,  the 
lineal  representative. 
Kii^  Edward  III.,  having  survived  his  eldest  son  the  Black  Prince,  d.  21  June, 

1377,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandion, 

RICHARD  II.,  only  surviving  son  of  the  Bhick  Prince ;  he  d  14  February  1400, 
having  been  deposed  2d  September  1399,  by  the  Parliament,  which,  passing  over  the 
lin(»l  claim  of  Edmund  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March,  by  female  descent  from  Lionel, 
Duke  of  Chu«nce,  2nd  son  of  King  Edward  III.,  declared  the  crown  to  have  de- 
scended upon  the  son  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  3rd  son  of  King  Ed- 
ward III.,  by  the  name  of 

HENBYIV.    He  ft  20  Maich  U12,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
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HENRY  v.,  who,  dying  81  August  1422,  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

HENRY  VI.,  who  was  finaUy  deposed  on  the  4th  Maioh  1461.  He  d,  21  May 
1472,  and,  having  survived  his  only  son  Eldward,  Prince  of  Wales,  in  him  ended  the 
legitimate  male  line  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  the  third  son  of  King 
Edward  III.  But  the  civil  war,  which  had  raged  through  a  large  portion  of  this 
unfortunate  monarches  reign,  had  during  his  lifetime  seated  upon  the  throne  the  heir 
of  the  rival  house  of  York, 

EDWARD  IV.,  descended  as  above.  In  the  female  line,  ftom  Lionel,  Duke  of 
Clarence,  second  son  of  King  Edward  III.  He  <i.  9  April,  1483,  leaving  issue,  be* 
sides  several  younger  daughters, 

1  King  ]^ward  V. 

2  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  murdered  in  the  Tower,  with  his  elder  brother. 

3  ESldeabsth,  heiress  of  the  house  of  York ;  who,  transmitting  her  rights  to  her 
chfldr«i,  their  final  establishment  on  the  throne  produced  the  triumph  of  the  lineal 
■ttccessionin  the  elder  line  through  females,  in  preference  to  the  junior  male  heirs ; 
but  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  this  settlement  did  not  actually  take  effect  till 
after  the  total  extinction  of  the  male  line  of  Plantagenet  She  m.  King  Hxnry  VII., 
and  by  him,  besides  other  issue,  was  mother  of  King  Hknry  VIII.,  and  of  Marga- 
ret, from  whose  marriage  with  Jamxs  IV.,  King  of  Scotland  descended  Jamks  I., 
and  all  the  subsequent  kings  of  Great  Britain. 

EDWARD  V.  succeeded  his  father,  under  the  protectorate  of  his  uncle,  Richard, 
Duke  of  Gloucester,  and  was  by  him  murdered  in  the  Tower;  but  not  till  after  the 
Protector,  having  found  means  of  setting  aside  all  the  issue  of  King  Edward  IV.,  on 
the  allegation  of  illegitimacy,  had  himself  ascended  the  throne  by  the  name  of 

RICHARD  III.  The  murder  of  his  two  nephews  should  have  devolved  their 
rights  on  their  eldest  sister,  the  Princess  Elizabeth  ;  and  lest  even  the  plea  of  male 
inheritance  might  give  a  shadow  of  sanction  to  the  usurpation  of  that  crown,  for 
the  descent  of  which  on  the  female  heirs  the  house  of  York  had  so  long  and  strenu- 
ously contended,  it  must  be  remembered  that  Edward,  Earl  of  Warwick,  only  son 
of  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  next  brother  of  King  Edward  IV.,  and  elder  brother 
of  Richard,  was  still  in  existence.  The  usurpation  and  tyranny  of  this  monarch, 
who  lefl  no  surviving  issue,  having  alienated  a  large  portion  of  the  nation,  the  power 
of  the  Lancasterians  revived,  and  the  battle  of  Bosworth,  in  which  he  lost  his  life,  22 
August  1485,  transfierred  the  crown  to  the  distant  and  scarcely  legitimate  scion  of  the 
house  of  Lancaster, 

HENRY  VII. ;  the  son,  as  above  stated,  of  Edmund  Tudor,  Earl  of  Richmond, 
by  the  lady  Margaret  Beaufort,  grand-daughter  and  lineal  heir  of  John  Beaufort, 
Duke  of  Somerset,  the  legitimatized  son  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster.  By 
his  marriage  with  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Edward  IV.,  he  finally  closed 
the  contest  between  the  rival  houses  of  York  and  Lancaster.  They  had  issue,  be- 
sides other  children  who  died  in  infancy,  two  sons  and  two  daughters, 

1  Arthur,  Prince  of  Wales,  who  died  in  his  father^s  lifetime,  without  issue  by  his 
consort,  Catherine,  daughter  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  King  and  Queen  of  Castillo 
and  Arragon,  who  afterwards  became  the  first  wife  of  his  surviving  brother, 

2  Hknry  VIIL 

3  Princess  Margaret,  m.  to  James  IV.,  King  of  Scotland,  by  whom  she  was  mo- 
ther of 

James  V.,  King  of  Scotland,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  9  September, 
1513,  leaving  an  in&nt  daughter  and  heir,  Mary  Queen  of  Scots,  who  had 
no  issue  by  her  first  husband,  Francis  II.,  King  of  France  *,  but  by  her 
second,  Henry  Stuart,  Lord  Damley  and  Douglas,  was  mother  of 

Jambs  VI.,  King  of  Scotland,  and  I.  of  Great  Britain. 

4  Princess  Mary,  m.  first  to  Louis  XII.,  King  of  France ;  and,  secondly,  to 
Charles  Brandon,  Duke  of  Suffolk.  By  her  first  husband  she  had  no  issue,  by  her 
■eoond  she  had  two  daughters, 

1  Lady  Frances  Brandon,  m.  to  Henry  Grey,  Marquis  of  DorKt,  and  Duke 
of  Suffblk,  by  whom  die  had  three  daughters, 

1  Lady  Jane  Grey,  proclaimed  Queen  of  England,  under  the  will 
of  King  Edward  VI.,  and  beheaded   with  her  husband.  Lord 
Guilford  Dudley,  by  order  of  Queen  Mary,  12  February  1554 
without  issue. 
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2  Lady  Catherine  Grej,  m.  to  Edward,  Earl  of  Hertford,  son  of  the 
Protector,  Edward,  Duke  of  Somerset ;  by  whom  she  had  a  son, 
Edward,  ViBComit  Beauchamp,  whose  lineal  heir  is  the  Duchew  of 
Buckingham  and  Chandos. 
8  Lady  Mary  Grey,  who  hi.  Henry  Keyes,  and  d.  without  issue. 
2  Lady  Eleanor  Brandon,  who,  by  Henry  Clifford,  Earl  of  Cumberland,  had 
an  only  daughter. 

Lady  Maigaret  Clifford,  m.  to  Henry  Stanley,  Earl  of  Derby,  by 
whom  she  had  issue. 
King  Hbnry  VIL,  d,  21  April  1509,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surriving 
son, 

HENRY  VIIL  To  recite  the  numerous  marriages  of  this  monarch  is  not  neces- 
sary to  our  purpose,  as  they  cTentually  produced  no  change  in  the  succession.  By 
three  different  Queens,  he  left  issue  one  son  and  two  daughters,  Tiz. : — King 
Edwako  YI.,  Queen  Mary,  and  Queen  Euzabbth.  The  King  dL  28  January  1547, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

EDWARD  VI.,  who  d,  unm.  6  July  1553,  and,  notwithstanding  his  testament 
in  fiiTour  of  his  cousin,  the  Lady  Jane  Grey,  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sister. 

Queen  MARY.  She  m.  Philip  IL  King  of  Spain,  but  dying  without  issue, 
17  Nov.  1558,  was  succeeded  by  her  sister. 

Queen  ELIZABETH ;  on  whose  death,  24  March  1603,  the  issue  of  King 
HxNRY  VII  I.  became  extinct,  and  she  was  succeeded  by  the  King  of  Scotland, 

JAMEIS  I.,  King  of  Great  Britain,  great  grandson  of  the  Princess  Margaret, 
Queen  of  Scotland,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Hknry  VII.,  and  the  lineal  heir  to  the 
throne  on  the  extinction  of  the  line  of  King  Hbnry  VI II.  Besides  several  children, 
who  died  infants,  the  King  had,  by  his  consort,  Anns,  daughter  of  Frederick  II., 
King  of  Denmark,  two  sons  and  a  daughter ; 

1  Frederick-Henry,  Prince  of  Wales,  who  d.  unm,  16  November  1612. 

2  King  Charles  I. 

3  Princess  Elizabeth,  who  m.*  Frederick,  5th  Elector  Palatine  and  King  of 
Bohemia,  by  whom  she  had  a  numerous  issue,  all  of  whom  became  Roman 
Catholics,  or  died  without  issue  before  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester  in  1700, 
except  her  youngest  daughter. 

The  Princess  Sophia,  on  whom,  and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  being  Protestants, 
the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  was,  by  the  Act  of  Settlement  in  1701,  en- 
tailed, and  she  therefore  became  the  stock  of  the  now  reigning  royal  House. 
She  m,  Ernest  Augustus,  Elector  of  Hanover,  and  d.  8  June  1714.  She 
had  seven  sons,  who  all  d,  unm.  except  King  Giorgb  I.,  and  one  daughter, 
Sophia-Charlotte,  married  to  Frederick  I.,  King  of  Prussia;  of  which 
marriage,  the  only  issue  that  survived  the  period  of  infiincy  was  Frederick- 
William  I.,  King  of  Prussia,  who  m.  hu  cousin,  the  Princess  Sophia- 
Dorothea,  only  daughter  of  King  Gborgb  I. 
King  J  AMIS  I.,  d.  6  April  1625,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  sur^'iving  son, 

CHARLES  I.,  who  m.  Hknrirtta-Maria,  daughter  of  Henry  IV.,  King  of 
France,  and  had,  besides  other  children  who  died  young, 

1  King  Charlib  II. 

2  Kmg  Jamjes  II. 

S  Princess  Mary,  m.  to  William  II.,  Prince  of  Orange  and  ^tadtholder  of  Hol- 
land, bj  whom  she  had  a  posthumous  son,  of  whom  presently  as  King  William  III. 

4  Henrietta-Maria,  m.  to  Philip,  Duke  of  Orleans,  brother  of  Louis  XIV.,  King 
of  France,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter, 

Mary- Anne,  m.  to  Victor  Amadeus,  Duke  of  Savoy,  and  afterwards  King  of 
Sardinia.  She  left  by  him  one  son  and  two  daughters : 
1  Charles-Emanuel  I.,  King  of  Sardinia.  His  heir  in  direct  male  descent 
was  Victor-Emanuel,  late  King  of  Sardinia,  who  d,  II  January,  1824, 
leaving  four  daug^iten ;  the  eldest  of  whom,  the  Princess  Maria-Bkatrick- 
Vktoua-Jusbphinb,  wile  of  Frands  IV.,  Arehduke  of  Austria,  and  Duke 
of  Modma,  is  the  pnsent  reptsentative  of  King  Charlbb  I.

CHARLES  II. ;  who  m.  Cathkrinb,  daughter  of  John  IV.,  King  of  Portugal, 
but  d,  without  issue  by  her,  16  February  1685,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only 
brother, 

JAMES  II.  He  was  twice  m.,  first  to  Anne,  daughter,  of  Edward  Hyde,  Earl 
of  Clarendon,  who  d,  befinv  his  succession  to  the  throne ;  and  secondly,  to  Mary, 
daughter  of  Alphonso  of  Este,  Duke  of  Modena ;  by  both  marriages  he  had  a 
numerous  issue,  most  of  whom  d,  in  infimcy :  the  surviyors  were,  by  the  first  mar- 
riage. Queen  Mart  and  Queen  Anns  ;  and  by  the  second  a  son, 

James-Francis-Edward,  commonly  called  Uie  Pretender,  whose  two  sons,  Charles- 
Edward  and  Henry,  d,  without  issue;  the  latter  in  July  1807,  when  the  male  line 
of  the  Royal  House  of  Stuart  became  extinct. 

King  Jamxs  was  held  to  have  abdicated  the  throne  by  quitting  the  kingdom  in 
1688,  and  d,  at  St.  Germains,  in  France,  16  Sept  1701.  He  was  succeeded  on  his 
abdication  by  his  son-in-law  and  daughter, 

^  WILLIAM  III.  and  MARY  II.  The  Queen  d.  1  January  1695,  and  the 
King  19  March  1702;  they  had  no  issue;  and  the  crown  devolvcKl,  on  the  King*s 
decease,  upon 

Queen  ANNE,  second  daughter  of  James  II. ;  by  George,  Prince  of  Denmark, 
her  husband,  she  had  several  cluldren,  who  all  d,  in  very  early  age,  William,  Duke 
of  Gloucester,  the  last  sunrivor,  on  the  30th  of  July  1700.  The  Queen  d.  without 
surviving  issue,  12  Aug.  1714,  and  was  succeeded,  according  to  the  Act  of  Settle- 
ment, lately  quoted,  by  the  nearest  Protestant  heir,  the  Elector  of  Hanover, 

GEORGE  I.,  b.  28  May  1660,  m.  21  Nov.  1682,  Sophia- Dorothea,  daughter 
of  his  uncle,  George,  Duke  of  Brunswick  Zell,  whom  he  divorced  28  December 
1694 ;  she  was  b,  3  February  1666,  and  d  13  November  1726     Their  issue  were 

1  King  Gborgb  II. 

2  Princess  Sophia- Dorothea,   b.  15  March   1687,   m.  28   November   1706, 

Frederick- William  I.,  King  of  Prussia,  and  d,  29  June  1757. 
King  Gmorox  I.  </.  22  June  1727,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

GEORGE  II.,  b,  10  November  1683,  m.  2  September  1705,  Wilhklmina-Caro-

Loui&A  of  Saxb  Coburo,  as  see  The  Peerage  Volume.

Fetr  of  Oreal  Bntmn,  Scotland,  and  Ireiand. 

Sir  Gilbert  Hamilton,  from  whom  this  illuMrioua  foniily,  of  which  the  Marquis 
oT  Abercom  i«  the  chief,  derive  their  deicent,  settled  in  Scotland  before  1272.  The 
Scotch  gencHloKUtadeKribe  him  at  aon  of  William  de  Hameldun,  bo  named  from 
Uie  place  of  his  birth,  a  maiior  so  cnlled,  in  the  Parish  of  Barkby,  and  Cotinly  of 
Leicester,  a  part  of  the  inheritance  of  the  EnrU  of  Leicester,  from  whose  grunt  the 
Hamiltons  poneacd  it,  and  suppose  this  William  to  be  the  third  son  of  Itobert, 
3nl  Eail  of  Leicester.

He  also 
ladfonrirais;      I  Jamis,  Ist  EUbl  of  Abircohn  t      2  Claud,  from  whom  descends 
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the  present  Sir  James  John  Hamilton,  Bart,  (for  whose  fiunily  see  The  Peertige 
Volume ;)  3  Sir  George,  whose  only  son,  James,  d,  unmarried  ;  4  Sir  Frederidi, 
ancestor  of  Viscomit  Bojue  in  Ireland. 

Jambs,  the  eldest  son  of  the  first  Lord  Paisley,  was  created  Baron  of  Abercom  in 
1603,  and  in  1606,  Earl  of  Abkrcorn,  Baron  of  Paisley,  Hamilton,  Mountcastle, 
and  Kilpatrick;  he  d,  in  hisfather^s  lifetime,  16  March,  1617,  leaving  five  sons  :

The  gallant  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombr,  K.B.,  a  LL-Gen.  in  the  airoy,  and  CoL  of 
the  2nd  R^.  of  Dragoons,  after  serying  in  the  caminigna  in  Flanden  in  1793  and 
1794,  vas  ^ipointed  Commander  in  Chief  in  the  Wert  Indies,  and  subsequenUy  in 
Ireland  ;  he  commanded  in  1799  the  iiiK  division  of  the  Eipeditioo  to  the  Haider, 
and  in  1801  that  to  Egypt,  where  he  was  mortaUy  wounded  in  the  glorious  Victory 
of  Aleiandria;  in  consequence  nf  which  Mabv-Annb,  his  widow,  was  created  a 
BAao.-nsa.  She  died  in  18*21,  leaiing  the  bmiljr  described  in  The  Peerofft  Volume, 
and  was  succeeded  by  het  eldest  son,  Qeoige,  the  Present  Peer.

Peer  qf  Seolland  and  rfthe  Uniled  Kmgdam. 

This  bmily  is  supposed  to  descend  trom  Bertrand  de  Gourdon,  who  caused  the 
death  of  King  RicttiaD  I.,  by  the  shot  of  an  arrow.  From  Patrick  Gordon  of 
Hethley,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  at  King  Jauxb  I.,  of  Scotland,  descended  in 
the  8lh  degree.  Sir  John  Gordon  of  Haddo,  who,  in  reward  for  his  actiie  loyalty,  was 
created  a  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  in  I42S,  and  sealed  his  gratitude  with  his  blood, 
being  taken  prisoner,  after  standing  a  siege  in  his  house  at  Kelly,  against  the  parlia* 
menlary  forces  under  the  Marquis  of  Argyll,  on  the  eight  of  May  1644,  and  beheaded 
at  Edinburgh  the  19th  of  July  following.     His  second  son,  and  eventual  heir, 

8m  GiORQK  GoaDON,  was  appointed  Lord  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  16B2,  and 
created  in  the  same  year  Earl  of  Abehdebn,  Viacnunt  of  Formantine,  Lard  Haddo, 
Methlie,  Tarrea,  and  Kellie.  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland  ^  he  (t  20  April  1720,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son, 

WiLLUM,  2nd  Earl,  d.  30  March  1746,  leaving,  besides  Gioiioa,  3rd  Eirl,  his 
suoxaKiraiidolherBoni  who  died  unmarried,  Alexander,  appointed  in  1738  a  Lord  of 
Seidon,  by  Ihe  title  of  Lord  Rockiiile,  whose  issue  are  elated  in  The  Peerage  Vidume. 

GioaGK,  3rd  Eabl,  d.  13  Aug.  IfiOl,  and  having  aurvired  his  eldest  son  George, 
Lord  Haddo,  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson, 

OaomoB,  the  present  and  4th  E^ta.,  who  was  created  a  Peer  of  Great  Britain  in 
1814,  bjF  the  title  of  Viscount  Gordun  of  Aberdeen,  in  the  Co.  of  Aberdeen. 


ABERGAVENNY,  EARL  OF.     (Nevill.) 

P««r  <if  th*  Untied  Kingdom. 

BoBBKT,  Lord  of  Kaby,  of  a  noble  Saxon  ancestry,  married  Isabel  do  Novill, 
■uter  and  heir  of  Henry,  Baion  Nevill,  and  ^reat  grand- daughter  of  Gilbert  de 
Neiitl,  Admital  of  the  Fleet  to  William  the  Conqueror.  Tlieir  son  Geoffrey  as- 
nuned  the  name  of  Nevill,  and  wai  great  grandtather  of  Ralph,  auoimuned  to 
Parliament  01  Baron  Neiill  in  1395.  His  numeroitg  progeny  Nourished  in  gmit 
dignity,  so  that  at  one  and  the  mne  period,  namely,  during  the  years  1470  and  1471. 
they  reckoned  among  their  Tarioua  hranchea,  the  Duke  of  Bedford  ;  the  Morquia  of 
Montagu,  Earl  of  Northumberland ;  the  Earl  of  Salisbury  anil  Warwick,  Baron 
Hontacute  and  Monthermer ;  the  Earl  of  Wefltmoreiand,  Baron  Nevill ;  and  the 
Barons  Latimer  and  Monlhermer.  The  titles  of  Baron  Pumivnl,  and  Bamn  Pau- 
conberg,  and  Earl  of  Kent,  had  alio  been  previously  enjoyed  by  tnembers  of  the  sune 
noble  femily  ;  the  only  branch  of  which  now  eiisting  in  the  Peerage  is  the  Barl  of 
Abergavenny.

Edward  Nevill,  4th  son  of  the  I  at  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  (and  brother  of  Richard, 
EorlofSaliibury.fiither  of  the  renowned  Earl  of  Warwick,)  married  Eliinbeth,  co- 
heir by  her  mother  of  the  Bamna  Despencer  and  Burghenh,  daughter  and  sole  heir 
of  RicHiRD  Di  BiAUCBAMP,  Earl  of  Worcester,  son  and  heir  of  Willub  n»  Biiu- 
cHAHF,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  ds  BanaAVENNv,  in  1393,  being  seised 
of  the  Castle  and  lands  of  Bergavenny,  whose  Lords  had  been  Peers  of  Parliament, 
by  tenure  Awn  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  In  right  of  Elizabeth  his  aaid  wife,  Ed- 
wAttli  NiviLL  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1450,  as  Boron  Abekoavinnv.  Ho 
died  in  1476,  and  was  succeeded  b;  hia  son  Otckok,  ith  Loan  by  writ,  and  11th  by 
tenure,  who  was  succeeded  in  1492,  by  his  son,

Jambs,  created  Baron  Ogilvy  of  Airlie  in  1491,  was  successively  followed  in 
direct  paternal  descent  by  John,  2nd  Lord,  and  the  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th 
Lords,  all  of  the  name  of  Jambs.  The  last  was  created  Earl  of  Airlib  and  Lin- 
TRATHBN  In  1639,  and  was,  with  his  three  sons,  greatly  distinguished  by  their  zeal  in 
the  Boval  cause  during  the  civil  wars  of  the  years  immediately  ensuing.  He  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Jambs,  2nd  Earl,  and  he  by  his  son, 

David,  3rd  Earl.  He  J.  in  1717,  leaving  two  sons.  Jambs,  Lord  Ogilvy,  who 
should  have  succeeded  him  ;  but  having  engaged  in  the  rebellion  of  1715,  was  for-

m.  2ndly,  7  June  1749,  Jean,  daughter  of  John  Drummond,  of  Megginch,  by  whom 
he  had  no  issue.  She  survived  him,  and  re-married  Lord  Adam  Gordon,  4th  son  of 
Alexander,  2nd  Duke  of  Gordon.  The  Duke  had  by  his  1st  marriage,  besides  one 
son,  who  d.  an  infant,  two  daughters,  1  Lady  Jane,  m.  3  March  1747,  John, 
17th  Earl  of  Crawford,  and  d,  10th  Oct.  following  without  issue ;  2  Lady  Charlotte, 
his  only  surviving  child  and  heir.  The  DirKs  d.  8  Jan.  1764,  when  the  Sovereignty

Froh  the  origiiiftl  nunmona,  in  1297,  of  NinnoLAS  Di  Aldithi-it,  or  Audlev,  the 
Bsnia;  continued  in  bis  male  deecendants  till  the  deelh  of  Nicholan,  6th  Lord,  in 
1392. 

John  Toucbit,  hii  giand  nephew  and  heir,  son  and  heir  of  John,  eldot  Hin 
of  Sir  John  Touchet,  b;  Jane,  eldest  daufthter  of  John,  4th  Loud,  and  lirter  of 
Nkholas,  5th  Lord,  waa  niminoned  in  1405  to  this  Barony.  He  d.  in  1456.  anJ 
to  him  lucceeded,  in  direct  patemiil  descent,  Juikh,  2nd  Lord,  John,  3rd  Lrnui, 
•ad  JiMta,  4th  Lord  ;  the  !aM  was  attainted  Bnd  beheaded  in  1497,  foi  joining  in 
tiie  Cornish  rebellion  against  Hinry  VII,  His  honours,  however,  were  restored  to 
hit  son  John,  fith  Lord,  to  whom  again  followed  in  unbroken  deKent,  GiOROE, 
6t)i  Lord,  Hinrv,  7th  Lord,  and  Giorce,  Hth  Lord.

Two  brothers  of  the  nnme  obtained  lands  in  Scotland,  from  KtnR  n^vin  I,, 
and  verc  anceeton  of  all  the  Lindsays  in  Scotlnnd,  of  which  distingiUBhed  houie  th? 
Earl  of  Ifcdcarrcs  IB  the  undoubted  Chief.  From  Witliam  de  Lindiay.  living  in 
1 145,  descended,  in  the  6th  generation. 

Sir  David  Lindnay  of  Crawford,  who  leil  three  sons, 

1  SirJamea,  whose  onl; son  Sir  James  d.  without  issue  in  1397- 

2  Sir  Alexander  Lindsay  of  Glenesk,  whose  son  Sir  David  succeeded  his  cousin 
at  Crawford,  and  became  I  at  Earl  of  Crawford. 

3  Sir  William  Lindsay  of  the  Byres,  from  whom  descended  the  Lorda  Lindsay  of 
the  Byrw  and  Earls  of  Crawford,  and  Lindsay. 

Sir  David  Lindsay  of  Crawford,  grandson  of  the  above  Sir  David  by  his  second 
•on  Aleiander,  having  m.  Catherine,  Sth  daughter  of  King  Bobbrt  IL,  was  by  his 
brother-in-law  Robirt  11  L  created  Eail  of  Crawford  in  1398.  He  repaired,  with  n 
gallant  train  of  thirty  persons,  to  a  Tournament  at  London  Bridge,  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Lord  Welles,  whom  he  unboned,  amidst  the  highest  plaudits  of  his  skill  and 
ralour.     He  wasaucL'eededin  1412.  by  his  eldest  son, 

Alexander,  2nd  Earl  of  Crawford,  who  woe  killed  in  a  party  feud  at  Aberbrotbwick 
in  1446,  leaving  aeveiaJ  sons,  of  whom  the  two  eldest  were,  . 

1  Alexander,  3rd  Earl  of  CrawfonI ;  he  rose  in  arms  to  avenge  the  death  of  the 
Earl  of  Douglas,  killed  by  the  hand  of  King  Jambh  II.,  and  was  defeated  withgreat 
•laugjiter  hy  the  Earl  of  Huntly,  but  afterwarda  pardoned.  His  grandson  David, 
7th  Earl  of  Crawfbrd,  having  been  seiied,  imprisoned  and  fettered  in  the  most  un- 
natural manner  by  hiasons,  disinherited  them  and  made  a  settlement  of  the  Earldom 
upon  David  Lindsay  of  Rdiell,  ancestor  of  the  Elorl  of  Balrarres,  who,  after  his 
own  imue,  was  the  nearest  male  heir;  he  consequently  succeeded  in  1542,  as  Bth 
Earl  of  Crawford,  hut  generously  sum.-ndcrcd  the  title  and  estates  to  David  Lind- 
say, 9th  Earl,  grandsmi  of  the  7th  Earl.  Ludovick,  14lh  Earl  of  Crawford,  grand- 
son of  the  9th  E^l,  having  taken  up  arms  for  King  Charleh  I.,  had  sentence  of 
forfeiture  pronounced  against  him  by  the  Parliumcnt  of  Scotland,  and  his  estates  and 
title  were  conferred  on  the  Earl  of  Lindsay ;  he  was  aflerworda  taken  priaoner 
at  the  storming  of  Newcastle  in  Oct-  1644,  and  condemned  to  death,  but  execution 
being  deferred,  he  was  released  on  the  capture  of  Edinbii^h  by  Montrose  in  Aur. 
1645,  and  escaping  into  Spain,  after  the  surrender  of  the  King  to  the  Scottiab  army 
in  1646,  died  there  soon  after,  without  iasue.  The  representation  of  the  family  then 
devolved  on  George,  third  Lord  Spynic,  also  a  lealoua  loyaliat,  and  grandson  of 
Aleianricr,  1st  Lord  Spynic,  youngest  son  of  Ifae  Sth  Earl  of  Crawford;  hed.  with- 
out issue  in  1672,  when  the  mnle  issue  of  Alexander,  3id  Elarl  of  Crawford  being 
extinct,  the  Earl  of  Balcarres  became  the  male  representative  of  this  ancient  housi-. 
Bui  both  Lord  Spynie  and  the  Eart  of  Balcarres  were  despoiled  of  their  rights  by 
the  Act  of  theScottigh  Parliament  in  1644,  and  the  Earldom  wasenjoyed  by  Johii, 
lOth  Lord  Lindsay  of  the  Byres  (descended  from  Sir  William,  uncle  a!  the  1st  Earl 
of  CrawfonI,)  and  who  had  been  created,  in  1633,  Earl  of  Lindny  ;  his  male  line 
liecame  extinct  by  the  death,  30  Jan  180B,  of  his  descendant  in  the  Sth  degree, 
George,  20th  E^l  of  CrnwfbnUand  no  claim  to  this  title  has  since  been  establi^eil.

although  the  Earl  of  Balcarres  is  beyond  all  doubt  the  lineal  heir  male  of  the  1st 
Earl.

This  Sir  David  was  a  learned  and  laborious  chymist,  had  the  best  collection  of 
books  in  his  time,  and  wrote  with  his  own  hand  ten  volumes  still  extant  in  the 
library  at  Balcarres,  upon  the  Philosopher's  stone.  He  was  created  Baron  Lino- 
say  of  Balcarrxs  in  1633 ;  he  adhered  to  the  Royal  cause,  but  died  in  1641. 

Alxxandbr,  2nd  Lord,  entered  upon  political  life  in  the  army  of  the  Covennn- 
tera,  but  assisted  in  raising  the  army  for  tlie  rescue  of  the  King  in  1648,  and  in 
1650,  was,  by  King  Charlks  II.,  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  of  Balcarrbs, 
Lord  Lindsay  and  BalneiL  He  d,  in  1659,  leaving  issue :  1  Charleh,  2nd  Eaki, 
who  d.  ttnm.  in  1662. 

2  Colin,  3rd  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d,  in  1722,  leaving  also  two 
sons,  1  Albxanobr,  4th  Earl,  whot/.  without  issue  in  1740.  2  Jambk,  5th  Earl,  for 
whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume,  lied,  in  1768,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  Alkxandkr,  6th  Earl  ;  father  of  Jambs,  present  and  7th  Earl,  who  succeed- 
ed him  in  1825,  and  was  created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1826,  by  the  title 
of  Baron  Wioan,  of  Haigh  Hall,  Co.  Lancaster.

Tnm  bunilj  acqaired  diBtinetiou  (oon  after  the  Conqueat,  and  hai,  in  ila  different 
bnoches,  facen  imiaed  to  four  Kveral  Baroniei ;  namely,  Banet  of  Drayton,  to  which 
Ralph  Buaet  wu  (ominooed  by  writ  in  1364,  and  which  failed  in  1390,  b;  Che  death 
of  Kalph,  <th  Baron,  without  inue  ;  Baaet  of  Sopcota  to  which  another  Ralph  Bas- 
•et  waa  nunmoDed  by  writ  alio  in  the  year  I2fil,  and  which  fell  into  abeyance  in 
1378,  on  the  death  of  Ralph  Srd  Baron,  between  hii  two  daughten  and  co-heira ; 
BtmM  ofWaldon,  created  by  writ  to  Richard  Baaset  in  1299,  and  which  fkiled  in 
hiaaoii  Ralph,  2nd  Lord;  and  laatly,  the  present  Barony  of  Dc  Dunitanville  and 
DaaeL  About  the  middle  oftbe  twelfth  century  the  Banets  of  Cornwall  obtained  the 
eitate  of  Tehidy,  in  that  county,  by  marriage  with  the  heireaa  of  the  ancient  hooae  of 
De  DnnatanTille,  and  ftom  that  period  appear  to  have  enjoyed  conaidemble  wealth 
and  influetice  till  the  Riga  of  Chaklis  I^  when  three  biothen.  Sit  Pranda,  Sir 
Tbomaa,  and  Sir  Arthur,  became  bmoui  for  their  exertiona  in  the  Royal  cauae.  Sir 
Fnnda,  the  eldeat,  waa  SherilT  of  Cornwall  during  the  greater  part  of  the  Rebellion, 
in  which  he  maniftaled  the  utmoat  zeal  and  activity  in  defence  of  hia  Royal  Maatcr ; 
be  waa  with  tke  King  at  Lostwithiel  when  Eaeei's  army  gucTcndeied  after  the  royaliat 
Tictoij  at  SUattim,  aftet  which  event,  he  aaja,  in  a  letter  to  bis  wife,  "  The  King 
told  me,  in  the  hMrliWofthaaaanda,'Hr.  Sheriff,  I  now  leave  the  county  of  Cornwall 
to  joaz  can  and  protection.' "  Sir  Thomaa  vaa  a  Hajar-Oeneral,  and  commanded  a 
dindon  oftbe  Boyalarmyinthe  battle  of  Stratton,  and  Sir  Arthur  waa  alao  a  Major- 
GcnenltD  the  King'^  aerrice,  and  Governor  of  St.  Michael'B  Mount,  the  property  of 
hia  hntber  Sir  Francia,  which  waa  one  of  the  last  places  that  yielded  Co  the  ParliamenL 
Owing  to  Ihe  large  anma  of  money  diebuned  in  thia  unhappy  struggle,  the  &mily  be- 
came considerablj  reduced  in  drcumBtanccs,  but  retrieved  itaelf  by  skilAil  man^e- 
ment  and  aabaequent  marriam  with  heirenea.

in  1757  he  was  appointed  Treasurer  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  afterwards  King 
Obokui  in.,  and  d.  14  Sept.  177S,  having  m.  his  cousin  Catherine,  daughter  and 
sole  heir  of  Sir  Peter  Apsley  ;  he  was  aocceeded  by  hia  eldest  auniving  ton,  Hinbv. 
2nd  Eau.,  who  had  been  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor,  and  created  Baron 
ApsJcy  of  Apsley,  Co.  Snaei,  in  1771  \  he  d.  in  1794,  and  was  succeeded  by  hia 
only  son,  Hbnrv,  3rd  Earl,  to  whom  in  1834  succeeded  his  eldest  son,  Hsnrv- 
Gbobob,  preaeot  and  4th  Earl.

Thi  Hon.  Willkm  TowTuhend,  3rd  vm  of  Chorlei,  Igt  Vucount  Townahend,  iru 
Aide-de-cnnip,  to  King  Gaoiuii  II.,  and  Qroom  of  the  Bedchamber,  and  I'riv;  Funp 
to  Frederick  rriocc  of  Walen  ;  he  waa  A.  9th  June  1702,  and  d.  28  Jan.  I73fl  ;  bnv- 
iiigm.39Ma7  1735,  Henrietta,  daughterand  sole  heir  of  Lord  William  Powlett, 
by  bis  3nd  mairia^  with  Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Randolph  E^rtnn,  Eni., 
of  Betlej,  Co.  Stafford,  b;  Anne,  elde«t  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Ueniy  Murm;, 
Esq.,  bj  Anne,  his  vile,  who  had  been  created  Viecounteea  Bapiins  in  1674,  fur  life, 
being  2nd  daughter  of  Bir  Paul  Bajning,  who  had  been  created  Viscount  Barnins 
in  1637,  and  wboHe  title  became  extinct  in  I63B.

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Tranrer  and  K.O.,  creuled  Bbidii  Beauchsmp  of  Fowyk,  in  U-l',  which  title  be- 
came extinct  in  M96b;  the  death  of  hit  son  Rirhanl,  2nd  Lord,  irithoul  ioue  mnlf. 

Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  the  'Aid  I^rd,  m.  Richaid  Lygnn,  of  a  family  ex- 
■ting  in  the  time  of  RcckjIBD  I. ;  7th  in  descent  from  thera  wm  William  Ljgon  of 
Madi^field,  Co.  Worcester,  whowt  daughter  and  eventual  heir  Msqtaret  n.  R«inald 
Pjndar,  Baq. ;  thai  aon  R^inald  amumed  the  name  and  aimg  of  Lygon,  he  m. 
SuBotiah,  daughter  of  William  Hanmer,  of  Betteetield,  Co.  Flint,  E^.,  and  d.  25 
Dm.  17SB,  leaiing  inue  hj  her,  who  d.  in  1785,  a  daughter  Rliiabelli,  irho  m.  the 
Hon.  John  Yoriie,  fth  aon  of  the  lit  Eail  of  Hwdwicke;  and  one  Mm, 

WiLLUH  LtOON,  created  Baron  Beaachamp  of  Powjk,  Co.  Worcester,  in  1806, 
and  EitBL  BiAUCBAiiF  and  Viscount  Ehnlej  in  Iflli.  He  wai&ther  of  Wuxiam- 
BBivcHiMr,  his  locceHor,  2iid  Earl,  who  aucceeded  him  in  1816,  and  d.  tmm.  in 
1B23;  and  of  Jobn-RboinaLd,  3rd  and  present  Eabl,  who  by  Royal  sgn-manual 
Kmned,  in  1  SI  3,  the  paternal  name  of  Pyndar  only. 


BEAUFORT,  DUKE  OF.    (So«erbet.) 

Pter  nf  England. 

Ha  hmily  of  the  Britiih  Peerage  traces  a  longer  line  of  illuBlrioiu  descent  than  that 
of  Beaufort  The  three  ions  of  John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  (4th  son  of  King 
EDWAao  IV.,)  all  bearing  the  name  of  Beaufort,  were  legitimated  by  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, with  an  exception  against  any  claJm  to  the  Throne  ;  Thomaa,  Earl  of  Dorset 
and  Duke  of  Exeter,  who  died  without  inue  ;  and  Henry,  ihe  well-known  Cardinal 
Besofbrt,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  Lord  Chancellor,  were  the  two  younger  of  these 
legitimated  sons.  John  de  Beaufort,  created  in  1397  Ear]  of  Sornenet,  was  Ihe 
eldest,  and  was  father  of  three  succeaaive  Earls,  Heniy,  John,  and  Edmund.  The 
eldest  died  unmarried  -,  and  the  second,  having  been  created  Duke  of  Somerset  in 
1443,  waa  constituted  by  his  cousin.  King  HbNRV  VI.,  Captain-Oeneral  of  the  whole 
realm  of  Prance  and  Duchy  of  Normandy,  and  letl  an  only  daughter,  Margaret,  wife 
oTEdmrnidTudor,  Earl  of  Richmond,  and  mother  of  King  HiNRV  VII.,  who,  in  her 
right,  daimed  the  Crown,  as  heir  of  the  House  of  Lancaster. 

Edmund,  the  3nl  son,  Earl  of  Mortaigne  and  Murquia  of  Donct,  who  succeeded 
his  brother  as  Earl  of  Somerset,  was  likewise  Regent  of  Normandy,  and  created  Duke 
of  Somenet.  He  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  St.  Albans  in  1455,  leaving  four  sons, 
Henry,  Edmond,  John,  and  Thomas,  Ihe  two  eldest  of  whom  were  succeasively 
Dokea  of  Sornenet,  and  all  lost  their  lives  cither  valiantly  supporting  in  the  field  the 
declining  fortunes  of  the  House  of  Lancaster,  or  felling  by  the  hands  of  the  execu- 
tioner, victims  to  the  spirit  of  party  vengeance,  which  in  that  period  deluged  the 
scaffolds  with  the  best  blood  of  the  realm.  With  Edmund,  the  4(h  Duke  of  Sam»- 
set,  who  was  beheaded  by  King  Edward  IV.,  after  the  battle  of  Tewkesbuir,  ex- 
pired the  legitimate  descendants  of  the  Ist  Earl  of  Somerset;  but  Henry,  the  3rd 
Duke,  left  on  illegitimate  son, 

Chakld,  to  whom  he  gave  the  name  of  Someiwt,  and  who  obtained,  ft^m  King 
HlNItT  VII.,  the  Order  oif  the  Garter  ;  he  m.  Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  Herbert,  Eari  of  Pembroke,  and  2nd  Baron  Herbert  by  writ,  (UGl,)  and 
«■■  created  by  patent,  in  1506,  Boron  Herbert  of  Ragland,  Chepstow,  and  Gower, 
and  in  1514  Earl  of  WoRcHrm;  he  rf.  in  1526.  Hinhv,  2nd  Earl,  their  son,  in- 
herited the  BaiDDj  of  Herbert  by  writ ;  he  d.  in  1549,  and  was  gucceeded  by  his 
ddeM  WD,  William,  Srd  Earl,  K.O.  who  d.  in  l£R9.  Edward,  4tli  Earl,  K.G., 
Mceseded  hi*  flOlwr,  and  was  succeeded  in  1628  by  his  son, 
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HknRV,  Sth  EnrI,  wboinu  created  Mahquih  of  Woncnrra^  in  1642;  be  vu 
amongit  the  mort  con«picuou8  defendcra  of  the  Rojal  cause,  in  the  oi»il  wars  of  the 
reign  of  Chaklis  I. ;  Bnuting  the  King  with  large  guppliet  both  of  men  and  imonejr, 
uid  maintaining  for  four  jcam,  with  800  men,  hia  Cautle  of  Ragland,  in  the  conntj 
of  Monmouth,  which  vat  amonget  the  laat  place*  in  England  that  Buirendered  to  the 
rebela,  and  obtained,  at  last,  in  Auguit  1646,  an  honouiable  capitulation  ftnm  Genenl 
Fairi^  ;  in  violation  of  which,  however,  he  was  taken  into  custodj,  and  died  a  pri- 
■oner  in  December  foUowing.  The  Caatle  of  Ragland  ma  wholl;  dcMioyed,  and 
injury  to  an  immenie  amount  was  committed  upon  his  propett;.  He  was  nicceeded 
by  hu  cldeM  son,  Edward,  3nd  Mitaauis,  also  a  distinguished  RojalisL  He  waa 
■tyled  in  hi*  father's  lifetime  Earl  of  Glamorgan,  to  which  title  he  is  uid  to  hsTe 
be«i  created  b;  patent  in  1644  i  he  if.  in  1667,  and  wa*  succeeded  by  hia  only  too, 

Hmsv,  Sid  Marquis,  K.O.,  created  Dusk  of  Buipobt  in  1683.  On  the  ele- 
vation of  William  I II.  lo  the  Throne,  this  noble  Duke  ref^ued  to  take  the  oath*  of 
allegiance,  and  consequently  lived  in  retirement  till  his  death  in  1699,  when  he  «M 
nicceeded  by  hii  grandson, 

HiNKY,  3nd  DiiKK,  K.G.,  son  of  Charles,  Marquis  of  Wat«Mter,  who  d.  in  the 
lifetime  of  his  father,  the  lit  Duke.  He  d,  in  1714.  leaving  only  two  sons,  HiNiir, 
who  d.  without  ianic  in  1745,  and  Charlis-Nokl,  gucceasively  Dukes  of  Biaufoht. 

CHAaLKH-NoBL,  4th  DuKK,  d.  28  Oct.  1756 ;  haiing  m.  Elizab^'h,  sister  and 
heir  of  Nuhborni  BiaKiLir,  Baron  BotxtourT  :  to  which  ancient  Barony  she 
succeeded  on  the  death  of  her  brother,  and  transmitted  it  in  1799,  to  her  only  son, 
Hrnhv,  6th  DuKB,  K,0.,  who  is  described  at  length  with  his  iwue  in  The  Peerage 
Volitme.  He  d.  in  1803,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  ton,  Hbkrv-Cuahlics,  6th 
DuKR,  K.Q.  \  to  whom  succeeded  in  1S36,  lus  eldest  son,  Hkkrv,  present  and  7th 

DUKR. 


BEDFORD,  DUKE  OF.     (RtssBLL.) 

Peer  nf  England. 

John  Russell  was  Constable  of  Corfe  Castle,  Co.  Dorset,  in  1221  ;  Sth  in  decent 
from  bim  was  John  Rubsill,  who  entered  into  the  service  of  King  Hbnrv  VII.,  aa 
a  Gentleman  of  the  Privy  Chamber,  and  rose  lo  be  Comptroller  of  the  HoUKhold, 
in  that  of  King  Hknkv  VIII.  He  was  created,  in  1539,  Baron  Runell,  of  Cheneys, 
Co.  Bedford,  made  a  Knight  of  the  Garter  in  the  foUotring  year,  and  obtained  con- 
tiderable  grants  of  land  upon  the  dissolution  of  monasteriea  He  enjoyed  many  high 
offices  under  this  King,  and  waa  appointed  one  of  the  Council  of  admin  istration  during 
the  minority  of  King  Edward  VI.,  at  whoM  Coronation  he  acted  as  High  Steward. 
In  1A50  he  was  created  Eabl  of  Bkd  ford,  and  dying  in  1554,  was  succeeded  by  his 
only  son, 

Fbancu,  3nd  Earl,  K.G.,  who  d.  in  1585;  having  had  four  sons,  vix. 

1  Edward,  Lord  RuMiell,  who  d.  without  issue  in  his  Ihther's  lifttime. 

2  John,  Lord  Sunell,  who  also  d.  in  his  father's  lifetime,  having  had  one  ton,  who 
d.  befbre  Urn,  and  two  daughters,  Elisabeth,  wbo  d.  tatm.,  and  Anne,  who  m.  Henry, 
fith  Earl,  afterwards  Marquis  of  Woreerter. 

S  Fnads,  summoned  to  Parliament  aa  Baron  Russell,  was  killed  in  an  acddenlal 
fray  on  the  Scottiab  botden,  only  one  day  before  his  fother's  death,  leaving  an  only 
son,  Edward,  3td  Earl,  who  succeeded  bia  grandfather,  and  d.  without  iMue  in  I G27. 
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havoh;  heil  in  1613,  letting  two  niu^  1  Fiuncu,  hi»  mceetaot,  2nd  Loud  Ri'k- 
Bsu-,  of  Thorn  HA  UOH,  who  nicceeded  hia  couiin  aa  4th  Eau.  ;  and  '2  WilliBin,  from 
vhom  A  &Diilj  of  Ruawll,  seated  at  Speldhiust,  in  Kent,  descended. 

WiLUAH,  5th  Eakl,  K.&,  eldest  aon  oT  the  4lh  Earl,  succeeded  hia  father  in 
1641 ;  in  1694  he  wo*  created  Marqiiii  of  Taviatock  and  Dukk  of  Bannjao,  and  d.  in 
1700.  Re  wM&therofWilliam,  the  celebrated  Lord  Runell,  who  lost  hia  life  on  the 
tckffoldai  July,  1683,  but  hia  attainder  trail  HUtiulledb;  Act  of  Parliament  Boonaftrr 
the  Rerolution.  He  m.  Bachel  Wriothestey,  2nd  daughter  and  at  length  heir  oT 
Thomaa,  4th  Earl  of  Sonlhamptoa,  so  distinguiahed  Tor  her  conjugal  affection,  and 
left  issue  b;  her, 

WMoTHiSLn',  2nd  Duki,  K.C.  He  waa  created  Baron  HowLAMn  of  Streatham 
in  I69S,  faefbre  his  accenion  to  the  Ducal  title,  bj  the  death  of  hia  grandfather.  He 
d.  in  1711,  InTiog  two  sooo,  aucceaiiielf  Dukes  of  Bedford,  WniUTiiiiu.iv,  3nl 
DvKl,  who  d.  without  iaue  in  1 732,  and 

John,  4tb  Dvki,  K.O.,  who  d.  in  1771,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson, 
HuNCB,  5th  Dutt,  eldest  son  of  Francis,  Marquia  of  Taviatock,  who  died  befbre  hia 
father.  TbeSth  Dvkm  d.  uim.  in  1 802,  and  waa  nicceeded  by  his  brother  John,  the 
pnaent  and  6Ui  Duxh. 


BELHAVEN,  BARON.  (Hamilton.) 

Par  Df  Sectland  and  qf  At  Unittd  Kmgdom. 

8n  John  Hamilton  wai  created  Bajun  Biluavin  and  Stinton  in  1647,  and 
in  167S  had  Ms  patent  imewed,  with  remainder  tu  John  Hahii.i'on,  huaband  of  hia 
grand-daughter  Hai^aret,  (daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Hamilton,  BaK.,  \tj  Anne,  hia 
Lotdabip**  2nd  daughter,]  and  the  heiia  male  of  his  bodj,  failing  which,  to  the  heirs 
male  wbataocTer  of  the  said  John  Hahiltoh,  who  succeeded  him  aa  2nd  Lord,  in 
1679.  The  second  Loan  dislinguiahed  himself  in  Parliament  by  his  oppoaition  to 
the  BQCcession  of  the  Doke  of  York,  afterwards  King  Jahib  II,,  and  waa  committed 
to  the  castle  of  EdinburRb,  for  ^plying  seditious  language  towards  him,  terming  him 
popiah  and  bnatical.  He  concurred  in  the  addresa  calling  the  Prince  of  Orange  to 
the  throne',  jet  on  an  attempt  of  the  French  to  invade  Scotland  on  behalf  of  the  son 
of  Jakh  II.,  Lord  Belhaven  waa  sent  prisoner  lu  London  on  suspicion  of  bvotiring 
hia  csoae.  This  indignity  so  wounded  hia  spirit  that  he  died  immediately  on  hia 
release  tVom  prison  in  June  170B.  By  Margaret  Hamilton,  his  wife,  he  left  a  ton, 
John,  3rd  Lobd,  &ther  of  John,  4th,  and  Jaheo,  5th  Lord.  On  the  death  of  the 
latter,  in  1777,  the  male  line  of  the  2nd  Lord  became  eitinct  and  the  title  descended, 
■ccordiog  to  limitation  of  the  patent,  to 

RoBiBT,  6th  Loud,  grand&ther  of  the  preaent  Peer,  lineal  deacendant  and  heir 
male  of  William  Hamilton  of  Wishaw,  younger  brother  of  James  Hamilton  of  Bam- 
clenah,  graodfather  of  the  2nd  Lord.  He  was  descended  fVom  Thomaa,  3rd  son  of 
Sr  John  Hamilton  of  Cadiow,  and  uncle  of  James,  lat  Lord  Hamilton,  ancestor  of 
the  Marquii  of  Abercom.  He  d.  however  in  1764,  without  having  eatabliahed  his 
claim,  but  the  Peerage  waa  allowed  by  the  House  of  Lorda  in  1799,  to  his  son,  WiL- 
LLAK,  7tb  Loan,  fkther  of  Robibt  Hontuouuiv,  the  present  and  8th  Loan,  who  suc- 
c«eded  him  in  1814,  and  waa  created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1831,  by  the 
title  of  Bakoh  Hamiltoh  of  Wiahaw,  Ca  Lanark.

BaButT  LowRV,  Esq.,  vaa  descended  tnm  an  andent  Scotch  ftmil^,  wbich  aettlcd  at 
Ahenii,  Co.  Trrone,  Ireland;  he  married  Anne,  dnughter  oT  the  Rev.  James  Sin- 
clajr.  and  wae  fether  of 

Qalbraith  Lovry,  Eiq.,  of  Abenii,  who  married  Sarah,  daughter  nnd  co-heir  of 
.lohn  Con?,  Esq.,  and  in  consequence  amuned  the  name  of  Corry ;  their  daughter, 
Anne,  married  in  1763,  William  Willoughby,  Ist  Earl  of  Ennnkillen,  and  died  in 
1802. 

Akhar,  their  only  urn  and  heir,  wa*  created  Baron  Belmore  of  Caitle  Coolc  in 
I7A1,  Viscount  Belmore  in  1789,  and  Earl  of  Bklhou  in  1797;  he  d:  in  1802, 
and  wai  nicceedcd  by  hii  only  son,  Sohdisit,  the  present  and  2nd  Earl.

Willuh-Cark  BnmroRD,  the  ill^timale  ion  of  George,  1st  Harquis  of  Watei- 
tbrd,  WB«  raised  to  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1814,  for  his  eminent 
militar?  seirices  in  the  Peninsular  War,  bj  the  title  of  Baron  Beresfbrd  of  Albuem 
and  DungaiTOn,  Co.  Walerfbrd,  and  was  advanced  in  1823  to  the  dignitj  of  Vm- 
covNT  Bbrmfom),  of  Bereaford,  Co,  StafTord,  and  is  the  pi«sent  Viscount. 


BERKELEY,  EAHL  OF.  (Berkklbv.) 

Pter  q^  Eryland. 

Tun  Terjr  ucipnt  ftmily  doriiei  iU  origin  fivm  Hanting,  a  nobleman  sprung  from 
Ihe  Kings  of  Denmark,  who  accompanied  William  Duke  of  Normimilj'  into  Eiij2> 
hud.  and  fought  in  the  memorable  battle  of  Hastings.  His  son,  Ruhkrt,  obluintil, 
(iom  King  Hikkv  II.,  the  Caatle  of  Berkeley,  and  held  it  with  the  dignity  »f 
Baiun  of  Ihe  realm,  which  was  enjoyed  by  his  descendant*,  by  tenure  of  Ihrir  castle 
of  Berkeley,  tilt  Tuouas,  6th  Bahon  Bbbkiley,  by  tenure,  was  summoned  to  Par- 
liament by  writ  in  1295.  He  was  succeeded  in  lli^l  by  his  son  Maiihic:^,  and 
be  in  1336  by  bis  son  Tuokas,  3rd  Lnan,  to  whose  custody  the  unfortunate  King 
Edwakd  II.  was  committed  after  his  deposition  ;  but  exceptions  being  taken  to  the 
too  great  dTility  with  which  Lord  Berkeley  was  supposed  to  treat  lus  Royal  pri- 
Sdner,  he  was  required  to  deliver  up  his  chaJfte,  and  also  bis  Caslle  of  Berkeley,  to 
John,  Lard  HaltraTers,  and  Sir  Thomas  Goumay,  in  whose  custody  the  King  wiu 
baibivouily  murdered.    This  Lord  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

Maukick.  4th  Loan,  who  d.  in  1368,  leaving  two  sons,  Thomas  his  succenor,  and 
James;  the  latter  was  father  of  Jamxh,  Sth  Lnao.  The  said  Thomas,  eldest  son, 
ith  LiiaD,  and  10th  by  tenure,  m.  Margaret,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Warine,  2nd 
Baron  Lisle,  [by  writ  1357,]  and  d.  without  issue  male  in  H16.  leaving  an  only 
daughter,  EUiabeth,  wife  of  Richard  Beauchamp,  14th  Barl  of  Warwick,  betwetm 
whoec  three  daughtem  and  co-hein  the  Barony  of  Lisle  is  in  abeyance,  and  the 
Baronyof  Berkeley  [by  writ  1295]  would  have  been  so,  but  that  jAiiiutde  Berkeley, 
nephew  and  heir  male  of  the  IDth  Lord,  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony  by  the 
tenure  of  his  castle  of  Berkeley  to  which  he  was  heir  of  entail ;  he  was  summoned  in 
1416.

Peer  of  Great  Britain. 

This  nobleman  represents  a  branch  of  the  family  of  the  ancient  Lords  St.  John, 
l)eing  descended  from  Sir  Oliver  St.  John  of  Bletshoe,  Co.  Northampton,  and  Ly- 
tliard  Tregoze,  Co.  Wilts,  in  right  of  his  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  of  John,  3rd 
Lord  Beauchamp  of  Bletshoe,  and  sister  and  sole  heir  of  John,  4th  Lord.  This 
John  Lord  Beauchamp  and  Maigaret  his  sister,  were  fourth  in  paternal  descent 
from  Roger,  Baron  Beauchamp  of  Bletshoe,  Chamberlain  to  King  Edward  IIL,  bj 
his  marriage  with  Sibil,  sister  and  co-heir  of  William  de  Pateshull,  (who,  though  he 
survived  his  father,  was  never  summoned  to  parliament,)  and  eldest  daughter  of  John 
de  Pateshull,  (who  received  summons  as  a  Baron  in  1342,)  by  his  wife  Mabel,  only 
daughter  of  William,  Baron  Grandison,  summoned  in  1299,  and  heir  of  her  nephew 
Thomas,  4th  Baron  Grandison  ;  the  latter  never  had  summons,  neither  had  his  pre- 
decessor, John,  3rd  Baron.  The  above-named  Roger,  Baron  Beauchamp  of  Bletse,  (to 
whom,  and  Sibil  his  wife,  heiress  of  Pateshull  and  Grandison,  Margaret,  the  ¥rifc  of 
Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  was  great-great-granddaughter,  and  eventual  heir,)  waA  sum- 
moned as  a  Baron  of  the  R«alm  to  all  the  parliaments  convened  from  1363  to  1379, 
the  year  of  his  death  ;  but  none  of  his  descendants  ever  received  summons  in  right 
of  the  Barony  so  recognized  in  their  progenitor.  Sir  Oliver  St  John  d.  in  1437,  and 
Margaret  Beauchamp,  his  viridow,  m.  2ndly,  John  Beaufort,  Duke  of  Somerset,  by 
whom  she  had  a  daughter,  Maigaret,  wife  of  Edmimd  Tudor,  Elarl  of  Richmond, 
and  mother  by  him  of  King  Henry  VII.  After  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  So- 
merset, she  m.  3rdly,  Lionel,  Lord  Welles,  by  whom  she  was  mother  of  Viscount 
Welles,  who  m.  Princess  Cecily,  daughter  of  King  Edward  IV.  By  Sir  Oliver 
St.  John  she  had  two  sons.  Sir  John  St.  John,  Knt,  the  elder  son,  ancestor  of  Lord 
St.  John,  and 

Oliver,  the  younger.  He  was  father  of  Sir  John  St.  John,  Knt.  Chamberlain 
and  executor  to  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond  and  Derby,  mother  of  King 
Henry  VII. ;  who  lefl  a  son,  John,  father  of  Nicholas  St.  John  ;  whose  elder  son. 
Sir  John,  continued  the  family,  and  whose  second  son,  Oliver,  was  created,  in  1620, 
Viscount  Grandison  of  Limerick,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  with  limitation,  failing 
his  issue  male,  to  the  issue  male  of  his  niece,  Barbara,  (elder  daughter  of  his  brother  Sir 
John  St.  John,)  by  Sir  Edward  Villiers,  her  husband,  elder  brother  of  Geoige,  Duke 
of  Buckingham,  the  celebrated  favourite  of  Jambs  I.,  and  Charles  I.  *,  and  in  1626 
was  created  a  Baron  in  the  Peerage  of  England,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Tregoze  of 
Highworth,  Co.  Wilts.  He  d,  without  issue  in  1630,  when  his  English  Barony  be- 
came extinct ;  but  his  Irish  Peerage  devolved  on  his  great  nephew  William  ViUiers, 
and  still  exists  in  the  Earl  of  Jersey,  the  male  heir  of  the  marriage  of  Barbara  St 
John  and  Sir  Edward  Villiers. 

Sir  John  St.  John,  of  Lydiard  Tregoze,  elder  brother  of  Oliver,  Ist  Viscount 
Grandison,  and  fiither  of  Barbara,  on  whose  issue  male  that  honour  vras  entailed, 
was  fether  also  of  Sir  John  St.  John,  created  a  Baronet  in  1611.  He  had  seven 
sons,  three  of  whom,  namely,  William,  2nd  son,  Edward,  3rd  son,  and  John  5th  son, 
were  killed  in  battle  in  the  service  of  King  Charles  I. ;  Oliver,  the  eldest  son,  </. 
in  his  father ^s  lifetime,  leaving  one  son.  Sir  John,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and 
f/.  under  age,  and  unm. ;  Nicholas,  4th  son,  d,  before  his  nephew  unm. ;  Henry,  7th 
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•nn,  d.  without  iisue  male,  and  Sir  Walter,  6(]i  Mm,  aucceeded  hh  nephev  in  tbc 
Baronetage,  and  dying  in  1708,  vaa  «ucceede<l  by  hii  Km, 

Sir  HiNRV  »T.  John,  created  in  1716  (after  the  attainder  of  Hbnhv,  Viscount 
BoLiNQBRUKi,  hi>  unlj  *on  b;  his  Erst  wife  Ladj  Harjr,  Snd  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Robert  Rich,  Earl  of  Warwick)  Baron  St.  John,  of  Batterwa,  Co.  Surrey,  and 
VucouNT  St.  John,  with  remainder  to  hi*  inue  niole  by  Angelica,  his  second  wife, 
daughter  of  George  Pillesary,  Treasurer  of  the  Harine  under  Liwis  XIV.,  King  of 
France.    His  only  nuriving  son  by  this  marriage  was  John,  2nd  Viscount  St.  John. 

Hmnrv,  onl)'  son  of  the  1st  Viscount  St.  John,  by  his  (irat  marriage,  was  the 
celebrated  philoKpfaer  and  statesman,  who  beinf(  then  Secretary  of  Slate  to  Queen 
Anne,  was  created,  in  1712,  Baron  BL  John  of  Lydiard  Tregoie,  Co.  Wilts,  and 
ViscoutiT  BoLiNQBROiiB,  Co.  Lincoln,  with  remainder,  tailing  his  issue  male,  to  Sir 
Henry  St.  John,  his  bther,  and  his  iwue  mole.  He  was  a  lealous  Tory,  and  one 
of  Ihe  piindpaJ  promoters  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht ;  and,  when  the  Whig  Ad- 
ministration came  into  office  on  the  accession  of  King  Gujbue  I.,  was,  while  party 
feuds  were  at  the  highest,  impeached,  together  with  the  Duke  of  Ormonde,  the 
Earl  of  Oxford,  and  others,  for  his  share  in  the  negotiations  which  terniinaled  in 
the  ratification  of  that  treaty,  and  which  were  pronounced  tay  parliament  to  be  trea- 
sonable. Having  made  a  timely  retreat  into  Fiance,  he  eluded  the  extreme  len- 
Cce  intended  agunst  him,  but  was  attainted  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  171S  ;  he  was 
CTcr  restored  in  blood  in  1725,  and  d.  without  inue  in  1751. 

John,  the  only  surviving  son  of  Henry,  1st  VihcouNT  St.  John,  succeeded  his 
(kther  as  2nd  VmoouNT  Sr.  John,  and  dying  in  1749,  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
FaiDiRicK,  Srd  Vmooiint  St.  John,  who  succeeded  also  to  the  title  of  Viscount 
BoLiHOBnoKi,  on  the  death  of  his  uncle,  Henry,  Ist  Viscount  Bolihubboke.  He 
died  in  1787,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Geuhub-Richard,  3rd  Viscount 
BoLiNGBEOKB  and  1th  VmcoUNT  ^.  John,  father  of  Hinrv.  the  present  Visiuunt, 
who  succeeded  him  in  1S24.

John  OkO»,  Esq.  of  East  Orde  and  Morpeth,  Co.  Durham,  ftther  of  Thoma-s  1st 
Loan,  is  supposed  to  be  descended  ftom  John  Orde,  living  in  that  County  in  I6I5, 
wn  of  Gawcn  Orde,  of  Fenwick,  Co.  Northumberland  ;  in  both  which  counties  the 
fiimily  has  been  lery  long  pntsessed  of  conniderahlB  landed  estates.  The  said  John 
Orde,  Esq.  m.  Ist,  Anne,  daughter  of  Edward  Ward,  Esq.,  Nunnikirk,  Co.  North- 
umberland, by  whom  she  had  one  son,  William,  whose  male  heirs  are  seated  at  Fen- 
ham  Hall.  Co.  Northumberland ;  and  2ndly,  Anne,  Widow  of  the  Rev.  William 
Pje  Clark,  by  whom  he  had  twosome  Thomas.

Thb  Rev.  Dr.  John  Bridgeuan,  dew;ended  in  the  3rd  generation  fi-om  John  Bridge- 
man,  Esq..  sealed  at  Dean  Magna,  Co.  Gloucester,  about  the  beginning  of  the  ISth 
centnry,  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  Cheater  in  1619,  which  See  he  continued  to  hold 
till  the  mppienioD  of  Episcopacy  under  the  Commonwealth,  when  the  temporalities 
of  his  bishoprick  were  sequestered,  and  he  retired  to  his  son's  house  at  Moreton  in 
Shropshire,  where  he  d.  about  I65R.  Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman,  his  eldest  eon,  was 
successively  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common 
Pleas,  and  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal ;  he  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1660,  im- 
mediately after  the  Restoration,  and  d.  in  1674. 

His  great-grandson.  Sir  Orlando  Bridgeman,  Bart.,  d.  25  July  1764,  having  m.

Duncan,  In  Lord 
CmpbeU,  who  d.  in  1453,  ww  &tber  of  1  Archibald,  uiceMor  of  the  Duke  of  Ar- 
nli ;  2  Sir  Colin,  who  sbo  had  two  sons :  Sir  Duncan,  ancntor  of  the  Earl  of 
Bnadalbane,  and  John,  from  whom  the  Counten  of  Loudoun  descenda.  Fourth  in 
deaeeut  from  the  above  Sir  Duncan  was 

Sir  Eobcil  Campbell  of  Glenorchf,  who  had  twosoni;  1  Sir  John,  fother  of  the 
l(t  Earl ;  2  Colin,  greftt-giandfiither  of  the  present  Earl.

"g"""!  and  his  bein  male,  lailiag  which  to  the  hein  male  of  the  bodf  of  the  Earl, 
Ailing  which  to  the  nearest  legitimate  hein  male  of  the  Garl,  failing  which  to  his 
Dcaieat  legitimate  heirs  whatever.  Under  this  patent,  Duncan,  styled  Lord  Or> 
melis,  his  eldest  son,  who  furvived  him,  was  paned  over ;  the  Earl  was  succeeded, 
in  1716,  by  his  second  son,  John,  2Dd  Eahl  ;  and  he,  in  17.^2,  by  his  son,  John, 
3rd  Earl,  who  m.

He  m.  a  second  wife,  but  died 
without  surviving  isaue  male  in  1782,  when  the  male  heirs  of  the  body  of  the 
Ist  Earl  became  extinct ;  and  John,  great-fipsndion  and  lineal  heir  male  of  Colin, 
2nd  son  of  Sir  Robert  Campbell  of  Glenorchy,  succeeded  as  4th  Earl.  He  ira« 
anted  to  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1806,  by  the  title  of  Baron 
Breadalbane  of  Tamworth  Castle,  Co.  Porth,  and  was  farther  advanced  to  the  dignity 
of  Marquis  of  Briadalbank,  and  Elarl  of  Ormelie  in  1831.  His  Lordship  died  in 
1834,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son  John,  present  and  2nd  Marouis.

Tttou  Robert  Fitx-Merve/,  a  CammiindeT  in  the  annf  nf  William  the  Coaquemr, 
and  younger  eon  of  Hervey,  Duke  of  Orleans,  descended  Heney  de  Yuon,  who 
d.Tn  116U;  and  whcne  dewendanls  have  all  borne  the  name  of  Hervey.  17th  in 
descent  ftom  him  was  John  Hkrvbv,  created  Baron  Hervey  at  Ickworth,  Cn. 
Suffolk,  in  1703  ;  and  Earl  of  Bribtol  in  1714.  He  d.  in  1751.  having  m.  Eliia- 
beth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Pellon,  Bart.,  by  Lady  Elizabeth  How- 
ud,  2nd  daughter  and  co-heir  (with  her  sister,  llady  Essex,  wife  of  Edward  Lord 
Giilfin,  whose  imie  &iled  in  1797)  of  James,  3rd  Earl  of  Suffolk,  and  Baron 
Howaiil  <le  Walden  by  writ ;  and  by  her  had  ten  sons,  of  whom  the  five  eldest,  and 
Felton  the  ninth  son,  were  married ;  the  other  four  d.  young  or  unm.

Tbb  anceMon  of  this  family  are  said  to  have  been  aeoted  at  Brougham,  in  West- 
moreland, in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  and  to  have  continued  uninter- 
ruptedly Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Brougham  till  the  death  of  Thomas  Brougham  of 
Brougham  without  issue,  in  1607.  From  Peter  Brougham,  an  uncle  of  thisThamaa, 
descended  a  branch,  of  which  the  representative,  Henry  Brougham,  was  seated  at 
Scales  Ha]I,  Co.  Westmoreland,  at  Sir  William  Dugdalc's  Visitation  in  1665 ;  he 
had,  amongst  other  inue.  by  bis  2nd  wife,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Lamplugh  of 
Lamplugh,  three  sons, 

1  John,  commonly  called  CommiasioneT  Brougham,  who  succeeded  to  the  estate 
at  Scales,  and  re-purehased  the  ancient  family  demesne,  Brou^am  Hall,  ftam  the 
grandchildren  of  James  Bird,  (to  whom  his  ancestors  had  sold  it,)  and  entailed  it 
upon  his  four  nephews,  in  succession,  and  their  heirs  male. 

2  Peter,  who  by  his  marriage  with  Etiiabeth,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Christo- 
pher Richmond,  Esq.,  of  Highhead  Castle,  Co.  Cumberland,  grandson  and  heir 
of  John  Vaui  of  Catterlen,  letl  two  sons,  Henry-Richmond,  who  possessed  the 
estates  of  Highhead  Castle  and  Catterlen,  and  succeeded  hia  uncle  at  Scales  and 
Brougham ;  he  d.  without  issue,  in  1749 :  and  John,  who  d.  also  isauelen  befbre 
his  brother. 

3  Samuel,  who  had  two  sons,  John,  a  Bencher  of  Gray's  Inn,  who  succeeded 
his  cousin  Henry,  and  d.  without  issue  in  1756 ;  and  Henry,  who  succeeding  hia 
brother  rf.  in  1762,  leaving  a  son  and  heir. 

Henry  Brougham,  Esi].,  of  Brougham  and  Scales  Hall,  who  tn.  Eleanor,  only 
child  of  the  Rer.  James  8yme,  D.D.,  by  Mary,  sister  of  Robertson  the  historian; 
and  d.  19  Feb.  ISIU,  leaving  his  succewor, 

HiNRV,  the  celebmted  legal  orator,  elevated  to  the  dignity  of  Lord  High  Chan- 
cellor, and  created  Baron  Bhouohah  and  Vaux,  of  Broughun,  Ca  Westmoreland, 
in  IB30,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Voiume;  and  other  issue.

SiH  r>m  Ci-irr,  of  Pinchbeck,  Co.  Lincoln,  d.  133FI.  was  nnontiir,  in  the  t:»h  <lc- 
Ifnt,  of  the  tint  Sir  Richard  Ciut,  whomia  a  icoioug  ngsertor  of  conL-itutionalliherty 
under  the  t;oveninient  of  KinK.  Lonla,  and  Commona.  Thcac  pnncii>liii  ImimiiiiH 
■mniitcd  to  the  fenatidmi  of  the  period,  he  wm  eicludeil  hy  Cromwell,  when  in  the 
heiiiht  of  hi«  illegal  power,  from  the  reprcBiTilation  of  the  county  of  Lini^iln  in  Par- 
liament;  he  waa,  howcTer,  twice  elected,  after  the  ReBtorolion.fbr  the  borough  of 
Btwnford.  He  was  created  a  Baionet  by  KinK  Chahlxs  II.  in  1677,  and  (f.  in  17UI). 
B;  hia  marriage  with  Beatrix,  daufthter  and  heir  of  Tbomai  Furey,  of  Kinton,  Co. 
Lincoln,  Eaq.,  he  hod  one  boo,  8ir  Purey  Cuat,  who  d.  before  him  in  Ie99.  At  the 
period  of  the  Revolution.  8ir  Purey  raised  at  hig  own  cipense  a  troop  of  hone,  and 
joining  with  other  gentlemen  to  form  a  lament,  of  which  William,  Earl  of  Devnn- 
•Wre,  was  choaen  Colonel,  they  marched  to  receive  the  Prince  of  Orange  on  hia 
janding  in  the  weaC  Thia  regiment  was  aflerwaida  highly  diatinKuiahed  in  the  war 
ia  Iretaad,  and  on  hia  return  thence.  Sir  Purey  wni  knighted  by  the  new  King.  He 
waa  twice  m.,  lit,  to  Unula,  daughter  and  heir  of  Edward  Woodcock,  of  Newtimber, 
Co.  Suvei,  Esq.,  and  2ndly,  to  Alice,  dauKhter  and  co-heir  of  William  SnTile,  of 
Newton,  Co.  Lincoln,  Eaq.,  by  whom  he  had  only  one  child  that  auriived  the  perioil 
of  in&ncT,  Ssiile  Cockayne  Cuat,  Eaq.,  who  d.  ii»m.  in  1772.  By  hia  first  marriage 
Bit  Puicy  had  a  aon. 

Sir  Richard  Cult,  who  auccceded  hia  Rntndfiithcr  in  the  Itaronetcy.  He  d,  in 
17M,  haling  m.  Anne,  datiKhter  of  Sir  William  Drowiilow,  Bart.,  and  aole  heir  of 
ber  brother  John,  Viacount  Tyrcouncl,  of  (he  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  by  which 
Bunage  the  maoBon  and  eitate  of  Bclton,  Co.  Lincoln,  came  to  hia  aon  and  luc- 

Sir  John  Coat ;  he  was  Clerk  of  the  Hcuaehold  to  Frederick,  Prince  of  Wnlea, 
and  after  hia  death  waa  appointed  to  the  aame  oiSee  in  that  of  hia  ton,  aftcrwanla 
King  Gnkoa  III.  In  Wfil,  and  again  in  17fi3,  he  wn>  elected  Speaker  of  the 
HoBM  of  Commoiu ;  in  which  important  office  hia  unceasing  attention  to  the  cx- 
tnordinatr  iocican  ot  the  national  business  ocerpowered  his  conalitution.  and  dc-

THiBn«««tOT  of  the  Hoiue  of  Buccleuch  iras  Richaid  le  Scot,  of  Murthudutonn,  wlio 
warn  among  the  BaronB  that  swore  fealty  t«  King  EpwaRD  I.  ia  1296 ;  trota  hiiD 
Waltbb,  1st  Lord  Scott  of  BfcCLSircH,  was  I'ith  in  d«ceiiL  Hii  aon,  Waltik, 
2nd  Lord,  was  created  Earl  of  Bvcoliucu  in  I61S,  and  mu  &ther  of  Francib,  2nd 
Earl,  who  djiog  without  issue  rniUe  in  16,^1,  left  two  daughten,  Ladhs  Harv  and 
Annk,  who  luccoBTely  inherited  the  title.  Ladj  Harj  to.  Walter  Scott,  of  Harden, 
(Uid  <f.  without  issue  in  1661,  in  the  1 3th  year  of  her  age. 

Lady  Anns,  Countiw  of  Buccliuch,  was  m.  20  April  1663,  to  James,  Duke  of 
Monmouth,  natural  son  of  King  Chahldi  II.,  who,  on  the  daj  of  his  mBrriage,  was 
created,  with  Annk,  hia  wife,  Dl'ke  and  UitcHsas  of  BuccliI'ch,  and  Eul  and 
Countess  of  Dalkeith,  with  rcniundcr  to  the  heirs  male  of  their  bodies,  remainder  to 
the  heira  whatever  of  their  bodies  succeeding  to  the  eslate  and  E^ldom  of  Buc- 
cleuch. It  is  onneceasar;  here  to  follow  Sie  unfonunale  Duke  of  Honmouth 
through  his  well-known  history  -,  his  English  titles  were  forfeited  by  his  attainder, 
but  the  Scotch  titles  being  conferred  on  him  jointly  with  the  Duchew  were  inherited 
by  her  dercendanta ;  they  had  issue,  i  James,  Earl  of  Dalkeith,  who  d.  in  I7U5, 
during  the  lifetime  of  his  mother,  but  wa>  lather  of  Francis,  2nd  Duke:  3  Hbnbv, 
created,  in  i70fi,  Eari  of  Deloraine  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland,  which  title  becane 
extinct  in  1807,  on  the  death  of  hi«  grandson,  Henry,  *th  EarL 

Fhancis,  and  DtiKK,  succeeded  hia  grandmother,  in  1 732,  as  Duke  of  Buccleuch, 
and  was  restored  to  the  Earldom  of  Doncaster,  and  Barony  of  Tyndale,  forfeited  by 
Monmouth's  attainder.  The  Duke  (f.  in  1751,  having  tn.  Lady  Jean  Dougla^  eldest 
daughter  of  James,  2nd  Duke  of  Queensberry,  by  wham  he  had  a  son,  Francis,  Earl 
of  Dalkeith  ;  who  m.  Iddy  Caroline  Campbell,  2nd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  John, 
2nd  Duke  of  Argyll  and  Greenwich,  and  d.  in  1760,  in  the  lifetime  of  his  hthcs, 
leaving,  besides  other  issue,  a  posthumous  daughter.  Lady  France*,  who  is  deceased, 
having  tn.  Archibald,  late  Lord  Douglas  ;  and  a  son, 

HiNRv,  3td  Duke,  who  was  i.  iSSejit.  1746,  succeeded  his  grud&lhet  ta  1751, 
and  also  succeeded,  as  heir  of  line,  in  tight  of  his  gruidmothet,  on  the  d«tfa  of 
WiLLiAH,  4th  DitKB  of  QuBiHBBuiRV,  23  Dec  tStO,  to  the  titles  of  Duke  of 
Queensberry,  Marquis  of  DumlHesihire,  Eari  of  Dnunlanrjg  andSanquhai,  ViMoant 
of  ffith,  Toithorwald,  and  Rose,  and  Lord  Douglas  of  Kinmont,  Hiddldue,  and 
Dornock  \  these  titles  having  been  suirendered  by  the  Snd  Duke  of  Qneensber^, 
who,  in  1706,  obtained  a  new  patent,  granting  them  to  him  and  his  heiia  of  entail, 
male  or  female,  succeeding  to  the  property  and  estate  of  Queensfawrjr,  proTided 
such  heirs  were  dewended  from  the  body  of  William,  Ist  Ewl  of  Queensbeny. 
HiNHV,3d  DuEa,m.  2  May  1767,  Lady  Eliiabeth  Montagu,  only  daughter  and  hur 
of  Qeorae,  Duke  of  Montagu,  4th  E^rl  of  Cardigan,  by  Lady  Mary,  daughter  and 
at  length  sole  heir,  of  John,  Duke  of  Montagu  -,  and  by  this  virtuous  Lad;,  who  d. 
21  Not.  1827,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-four,  had  issue  as  in  7^  Fatrrngt 
Voiume;  be  was  followed,  II  Jan.  1612,  by  his  eldest  surviving  son,  Chablw- 
WiudAM,  4th  Diniw  of  BttocLBUCH,  and  6th  of  QunNHBaaiiT ;  ha  dl  in  1818, 
and  WM  BUGcaeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Waltcr-Fbancis,  the  preamt  DuBi.

8m  Rkhard  Tkhfli,  Bart.,  descended  ftom  a  long  line  of  Saion  and  Nomun 
•ncestOTS,  and,  more  modemly.  through  heiresses,  from  the  Ixirds  Cohham.  waa 
distinguished  for  his  military  services  in  the  wnis  of  Queen  Anne,  under  the  Duke 
of  Marlborough,  and  rose  to  be  a  Field  Maishal,  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Ord- 
nance, and  Colonel  of  the  lOtb  raiment  of  Dragoons.  He  was  alto  appointed 
Envoy  Eitraordinary,  and  Miniater  Plenipotentiary,  from  King  Oioaoi  I.  to  the 
Emperor  Chahlis  VI.,  and  was  created  Baron  Cobham,  of  Kent,  in  1714,  and  b 
1718,  Viscount  and  Baron  Cobham,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue,  to  his  as- 
ters, Hester,  wifb  of  Richard  Qrenville,  Esq.,  and  Christian,  wife  of  Sir  Thomai 
Lytlelton.  Bart,  and  their  issue  male  respectively.  He  d.  without  iaiue,  15  SCfit. 
1749,  and  was  succeeded  b?  his  eldest  sister,  Huteh,  2nd  ViscoonleM,  created  U 
1749  CuuHraas  Trhfli,  with  remainder  to  hei  issue  male.  She  d.  in  17S3,  having 
had,  besideatwo  sons  who  d.  young,  the  following  issue: 

1  Richard,  her  succemor,  2nd   Earl  TxiirLa,  K.O. ;  he  was  Ke^iet   of  the 
Privy  Seal  at  the  death  of  King  Giwrub  11.,  and  msilc  a  conspicuous  figure  at 
leader  of  the  Oppoaition  to  Lord  Bute's  Adminisbation,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
reignofOBORoallL  )  he  d.  without  issue  11  Sept.  1779. 
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2  The  Right  Hon.  G«oige  Grenville,  b.  14  Oct.  171*2,  who  became  Prime  Minis- 
ter in  1763,  and  </.  13  Nov.  1770;  hv  his  marriage  in  1749  with  Elizabeth,  2nd 
dailghter  of  Sir  William  Wjndham,  Bart.,  and  sister  of  the  2nd  Earl  of  Egremont, 
who  d.  5  Dec  1769,  he  had,  besides  the  other  issue  stated  in  The  Peerage  Volume^ 
the  two  sofns  following : 

1  Gborus,  3rd  Earl,  who  having  m.  Mary-Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of 

Robert,  Earl  Nugent,  assumed  liy  Royal  Sign  Manual,  after  succeeding 
his  uncle  in  the  Earldom,  the  additional  surnames  of  Nugent  and 
TsifPLK.  His  father-in-law,  Robert  Nugent,  who  had  been  created,  in 
1766,  Baron  Nugent  and  Viscount  Clare,  which  titles  became  extinct  on 
his  death  in  1788,  was  also  created,  in  1776,  Earl  Nugent,  in  the 
Peerage  of  Ireland,  with  remainder  to  his  said  son-in-law,  Geoige  Gren- 
ville, afterwards  Earl  Temple,  whr)  succeeded  to  the  Irish  Earldom  on 
his  death,  13  Oct.  1788  *,  and  was  created  Marquis  of  Buckingham  in 
1784.  His  Lady  was  created,  in  1800,  Baroness  Nugent,  in  Ireland, 
with  remainder  to  her  second  son.  Lord  George  Grenville-Nugent- 
Temple,  who  succeeded  her  in  that  title  16  March  1812.  The  Mar- 
quis dL  11  Feb.  1813,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Richard,  the 
present  Duke.

26  April  1825,  when  the  title  became  extinct.  2  General  Richard  Grenville,  who 
d.  unm,  before  his  brother  22  April  1823. 

4  The  Hon.  Henry  Grenville,  Governor  of  Barbadoes,  and  afterwards  Ambas- 
sador to  the  Porte,  ft.  1717,  rf.  22  April  1784;  having  m.  11  Oct.  1757,  Margaret- 
Eleonora,  daughter  of  John  Banks,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  19  June  1793,  he  left 
an  only  daughter,  Louisa,  b,  10  Aug.  1758,  who  m.  Charles,  3rd  Earl  Stanhope,  and 
d,  7  March  1829. 

5  Thomas,  a  Captain  in  the  Royal  Navy,  was  killed  in  the  command  of  the  De- 
fiance of  60  guns,  in  Vice  Admiral  Anson *s  Victory  over  the  French  fleet  off  Cape 
Finisterre,  3  May  1747. 

6  Lady  Hester,  b,  1720,  d.  3  April  1803,  having  m.  16  Oct.  1754,  the  illustrious 
Statesman  and  popular  Minister,  the  Right  Hon.  William  Pitt,  afterwards  Earl  of 
Chatham,  who  d,ll  May  1778,  she  was  herself  created  Baroness  Chatham  in  1761 ;

Richard,  the  present  Duke,  who,  in  1813,  succeeded  his  father  as  2nd  Mar- 
qoia,  having  m.  Lady  Anna- Elizabeth  Brydges,  daughter  and  heir  of  James,  3rd  and 
last  Duke  of  Chandos,  has  assumed  the  additional  surnames  of  Brydges  and  Chan- 
doa.  He  was  created  in  1822  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Chandos,  Marquis  of 
CSiandos,  and  Earl  Temple  of  Stowe,  with  remainder  of  the  said  Ekirldom,  failing 
fhe  heirs  male  under  the  patent  of  1749,  to  Anne-Eliza,  his  Grace^s  granddaughter, 
and  the  heirs  male  of  her  body. 

Lord  Lyttelton,  and  the  other  male  descendants  of  William- Henry,  Ist  Baron 
Lyttelton  and  Westcote,  see  that  title  in  Tlhe  Peerage  Volume^  are  in  remainder  to 
the  titles  of  Viscount  and  Baron  Cobham,  being  descended  from  Christian,  Lady 
Lyttelton.

VII.,  who  d.  in  1507.  Sir  Henry  Hobart,  his  grcHt-graadson,  Lord  Chi^  JuatJM 
of  the  Common  PlesB,  vaa  creaUd  s  BaHmet  in  1611,  and  <1  in  1625.  He  pui^ 
cliBKtl  the  manor  of  Blickling  in  Narfblk,  and  built  there  a  atatet;  house ;  he  left, 
besides  other  issue,  two  sons,  Sir  John,  his  succeasor,  who  d,  without  issue  male, 
and  Sir  Miles  Hobart,  Knt.,  fiither  of  Bir  John,  who  succeeded  his  unde  in  the 
Baronetcy;  and  m.  Hary,  daughter  of  John  Hampden,  Esq.,  of  Hampden,  Co. 
Bucks,  and  widow  of  Co!.  Hammond,  by  whom  he  was  &ther  of  Sir  Henry,  his 
succeasor.  Being  Member  for  Norwich  in  the  Convention  Parliament,  Sir  HeiU7 
loled  fbr  the  vacancy  of  the  throne,  and  afterwards  attended  King  WiLLuM  aa 
Gentleman  of  the  Horse  in  the  battle  of  the  Boyne.  He  was  killed  in  a  duel  in 
1699,  leaving  a  son. 

Sir  John,  raised  to  the  Peerage  in  1728,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Hobart,  Barrai 
Hobart  of  Blickling,  Co.  Norfolk,  and  in  1746  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Eau. 
of  BuCKiNOHAMSuiKK.  Hc  d.  in  1756,  having,  by  two  marriages,  had  Gve  sons, 
two  of  whom  d.  young  ;  the  other  three  were,

1816,  he  was  &ther  of  Robuit,  4th  Eabl,  his  succesKir,  who  d.  without  issue  male 
in  1816,  of  the  Hon.  George-Vere  Hobart,  fiither  of  Oioaai-HoBaaT,  the  prraent 
and  5th  EakL,  and  of  other  iamie,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Folume. 

3  Bon.  Henry,  who  d.  10  May  1T99  ;  having  bl  22  July  1761,  Anae-Maigaiet, 
daughter  of  John  Bristow,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  12  July  1788,  he  had  ianie,  as 
slated  in  The  Peerage  Volume. 

Gaoitui-RoButT,  the  present  Earl,  succeeded  to  the  Estate  of  Hampden  on  the 
death  of  John  Trevor  Hampden,  laat  Viscount  Hampdea,  9  Sept  lS2i,  and  there- 
upon assumed,  by  Royal  Sign  Manual,  the  name  and  arms  of  Hampden  in  addition 
to  his  own,  in  puiiuance  of  the  will,  dated  1753,  of  John  Hampden,  Esq.,  great- 
grandson  of  the  celebrated  John  Hampden,  who  dying  unmarried  beque^liad  his 
ealale  to  the  Trevore,  descended  trom  Ruth,  eldest  ^ughter  of  his  great-grand- 
fhther,  and  on  failure  of  her  heirs  male  to  the  heirs  male  of  Sir  John  Hobart  by  his 
marriage  with  Mary,  younger  daughter  of  the  same  John  Hampden.  '

Sbtknth  in  descent  ftom  Sir  John  Stewsit,  Sheriff  of  Bute,  a  natural  ton  of  King 
BoBKBT  11.  ofScotland,wM9ir  JsmeiStuak,  created  a  Baronet  h;  King  Charldi  I. 
in  1627.  Hii  active  and  efficient  \oyaitj,  throughout  the  troubles  of  that  unfbrtu- 
nale  monarch,  brought  him  into  gn«t  difficulties  and  dangen;  he,  however,  lived 
to  witnaa  the  happy  lertoiaUon  of  King  Chaklis  It.,  and,  dying  in  London  in 
1662,  was  buried  id  Wertminsler  Abbey.  His  son.  Sir  Dugald,  «u  bther  of  Sin 
jAMn,  created  a  Peer  of  Scotland  in  1703,  by  the  titles  of  Earl  of  Bini,  Vis- 
count of  Kingartb,  Lord  Mountstuart,  Cumn,  and  Inchmanock.  He  m.  Agnee, 
e)de«t  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Oeoige  Mackenzie  of  Rosehaugh,  and  dying  in 
1710,  was  succeeded  b;  his  son  James,  2nd  Earl  ;  to  whom,  in  1723,  lucceedcd 
His  eldeat  son, 

John,  3rd  Eahl,  K.O.    His  Lordship,  shortly  befbre  the  death  of  Frederick, 

rrince  of  Wales,  was  appointed  one  of  the  Lords  of  the  Bedchamher  to   His  Royal 

HigbncM  i  and  haiing  continued  in  the  hoosehold  of  the  Princess  Dowager  and  the 

roung  Pimce  ber  son,  acquired  in  a  high  dugre«  the  confidence  of  the  latter,  who 
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soon  uftcr  his  acceflsion  to  the  throne  placed  Lord  Bute  at  the  head  of  the  administia- 
tion.  This  appointment,  however,  not  proving  popular,  his  Lordship,  after  con- 
cluding, in  1763,  the  treaty  which  terminated  the  seven  years*  war,  retired  from 
office,  and  never  afterwards  took  any  prominent  part  in  politics.  He  was  6.  25  May 
1713,  succeeded  28  Jan.  1723,  and  d.  10  March  1792;  having  m.  24  Aug.  173U, 
Mary,  only  daughter  of  Edward  Wortley-Montagu,  Esq.,  [eldest  son  of  the  Hon. 
Sidney  Wortley-Montagu,  2nd  son  of  Edward,  first  Earl  of  Sandwich,]  which  Lady 
was  b.  Feb.  1718,  and  elevated  to  the  British  Peerage  in  1761,  by  the  title  of  Baroness 
Mountstuart,  of  Wortley,  Co.  York,  with  remainder  to  her  issue  male  by  the  Earl  of 
Bute  ;  she  d.

William  de  St.  Clair  obtained  the  Manor  of  RoMlyn,  in  the  reign  of  King  Da- 
vid I. ;  7th  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  William,  who  m.  Isabel,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Malise,  Earl  of  Strathem,  Caithness,  and  Orkney ;  their  son  Henry  obtained 
the  Earldom  of  Orkney,  and  was  grandfather  of  William,  3rd  Earl,  who  surren- 
dered his  Earldom  to  the  King,  and  had  a  grant,  in  1455,  of  that  of  Caithness,  which 
he  resigned  to  William,  his  son  by  a  second  marriage,  passing  over  another  William, 
the  only  son  of  his  first  marriage,  and  from  whom  Lord  Sinclair  is  maternally 
descended. 

The  above  William,  2nd  Ea&l  of  Cajthnkss,  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland,  who 
obtained  a  confirmation  of  the  EaiijS<nh,  to  hhn  and  his  heirs  whatsoever,  was  killed 
in  the  battle  of  Flodden,in  1513,  aoid  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  John,  3rd 
Eaul.  He  was  killed  in  1529,  in  'an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  obtain  possession  of 
the  Orkney  Islands,  to  which  he  alleged  a  claim,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only 
surviving  son, 

Gbobgs,  4th  Eabl  ;  he  <2.  in  1582,  having  had  three  sons,  of  whom  two  left 
issue,  vis. :  1  John,  Master  of  Caithness,  ancestor  of  the  succeeding  Earls ;  and  2 
Geoige  Sinclair,  of  Mey ;  from  whom  are  descended  many  collateral  branches  of 
this  noble  fiunily,  and  among  them.  Sir  John  Sinclair,  of  Dunbeath,  Bart  Sir 
John,  2nd  son  of  this  Qeoige  Sinclaur,  of  Mey,  obtained  the  title  of  Baronet,  which, 
after  his  decease  without  issue,  devolved  on  the  male  heirs  of  his  eldest  brother.  Sir 
William  Sinclair,  of  Mey ;  from  whom,  through  seven  generations  of  Baronets,  in 
direct  male  succession,  descended  Sir  J  amis  Sinclair,  of  Mey,  who  became  12th 
Earl  of  Catthnsss  in  1789. 

John,  Master  of  CaiUmess,  eldest  son  of  the  4th  Earl,  d,  before  his  fiither  in  1 577^ 
leaving  three  sons,  viz.

But  Gborox,  5th 
Earl,  had  also  a  second  son,  Francis  Sinclair,  of  Keiss,  whose  son,  Gborox,  7th 
Earl,  succeeded  in  establishii^  his  claim  to  the  Earldom  of  Caithness,  and  Sir  John 
Campbell,  of  Glenorchy,  was  in  consequence  created  Earl  of  Breadalbane.  The  7th 
Eael  d,  unm.  in  1698  ;  when  the  title  devolved  on  the  heir  male, 

John,  8th  EUrl,  grandson,  as  shown  above,  of  Sir  James  Sinclair,  of  Murchill, 
2nd  son  of  John,  Master  of  Caithness,  eldest  son  of  the  4th  Earl.  He  d,  in  1705, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Albxandxr,  9th  Earl,  who  d,  without  issue  male 
in  1765,  when  the  male  line  of  Sir  James  Sinclair,  of  Murchill,  became  extinct,  and 
the  title  devolved  on  the  heir  male  of  his  younger  brother.

Having  |iiiair  il  through  Eton  and  Oxford  with  more  than  ordinary  tMt,  he 
altered  early  into  public  life,  and  beoune  distinguished  as  a  political  wril«r,  and 
moat  eloquent  pariiamentaiy  orator.

Thb  first  of  this  iamfly  from  whom  the  pedigree  can  be  traced  was  William  de 
Brudenell,  living  in  the  reign  of  Hrnry  III. ;  8th  in  descent  from  him  was  Thomas 
Brudknbll,  created  a  Baronet  by  King  Jamks  I.  in  1611,  and,  in  1627,  Baron  Bru- 
denell of  Stanton- Wivill,  Co.  Leicester,  by  King  Charles  I. ;  to  which  unfortunate 
monarch  he  fiiithfully  adhered  during  his  wars  with  the  Parliament ;  and  on  the 
triumph  of  the  latter  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  where  he  relieved  the  tedium 
of  a  long  confinement  by  making  extracts  and  collections  from  the  national  records 
there  deposited,  most  of  which  still  remain  in  manuscript  in  the  library  of  the  Earl 
of  Cardigan  at  Dean,  in  Northamptonshire.  Soon  after  the  Restoration,  he  was 
advanced  by  King  Charlks  II.,  in  1661,  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  of  Cardigan.  He 
d,  in  1664,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Robert,  2nd  Earl.  He  d.  in  1703,  and 
Francis  Lord  Brudenell,  his  only  son  who  survived  the  age  of  infancy,  d.  before 
him  in  1698,  leaving  two  sons,  George,  3rd  Earl,  and  the  Hon.  James  Brudenell, 
horn  whom  male  issue  still  exists. 

Oborok,  3rd  ELarl,  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d.  in  1732  ;  having  m.  Lady 
Elizabeth  Bruce,  daughter  of  Thomas,  2nd  Earl  of  Ailesbury  in  the  Peerage  of 
England,  and  3rd  Earl  of  Elgin  in  Scotland,  oy  whom  he  had  four  sons,  viz. :

NiBBBT,  In  his  heraldry,  gives  the  following  singular  origin  far  the  annorial  bear- 
ings and  Muname  of  this  fitmily.  A  favourite  mid  near  kingmiui  of  Kenneth  11., 
King  ofSootlancl,  tiHving  bcon  taken  by  the  Picta  and  hanged  upon  a  gibbet,  the 
King  being  exceedingly  grieved  that  the  body  of  his  friend  ihould  be  bo  diigtace- 
ftilly  treated  by  his  enemies,  proffered  a  great  reward  to  any  of  hie  lubjects  who 
would  undertake  to  rtscue  it.  The  enterprise,  however,  appeared  so  hazardous,  that 
it  was  long  before  any  one  could  be  found  to  adfenturc  it ;  till  at  length  a  valorous 
gentleman  said  to  the  King  "  Dal  lell,"  which  in  the  old  Scottish  language,  signilies 
"  I  dare  ;"  and  having  successfully  performed  the  exploit,  took  for  his  arms  a  naked 
man  hanging  on  a  gibbet,  and  for  his  name  the  word  "  Daliell,"  both  which  his 
posterity  bear  to  the  present  day.  Niabet,  however,  elsewhere  saya,  that  the  name 
is  local  ami  taken  from  the  Barony  of  Dalicll,  in  the  county  of  Lanark,  which  he 
sumioses  this  &mily  to  have  lost  by  forfeiture,  as  it  was  granted  by  King  David  II. 
to  sir  Malcolm  Fleming,  in  1343.  From  the  period,  however,  designed  by  the 
above  questionable  and  contradictor}'  anecdotes,  numerous  individuals  of  this  name 
have  signaliicd  chemitelves,  or  are  epecltied  in  various  existing  charters;  and 
William  de  Dalzell,  from  whom  the  Earl  is  certainly  descended,  recovered  the 
estate  of  hii  ancestors  about  1406.  But  the  earliest  ancestor  from  whom  the  pre- 
sent fomiiy  can  regularly  deduce  their  pedigree,  is  Robert  Daliell,  of  Dalzell,  Co. 
or  Lanark,  who  <L  in  1553.  Sir  Robert  Dalzell,  of  Dalzell,  his  son,  was  engaged 
on  the  side  of  his  unfortunate  Sovereign  in  the  battle  of  Langside,  in  which  Queen 
Hahv  was  totally  defeated.  Sm  Robert  Dalzill,  of  Dalzell,  grandson  of  the 
last-mentioned  Sir  Robert,  was  created  Baron  of  Dalzell  in  1628,  and  Earl  of 
Carnwath  in  1639,  and  d,  soon  aRerwards.     He  left  two  sons. 

1  RouKHT,  3nd  Eabl,  constant  in  his  loyalty  to  King  Chablis  I.,  whom  he 
served  in  person  in  the  field  throughout  the  Civil  Wars.  Lord  Clarendon  imputes 
to  the  Earl's  anxious  lenl  for  the  safety  of  his  Rojal  Master,  the  loss  of  the  battle 
ofNazeby,  on  the  14th  of  June  1645,  for  when  the  King  was  on  the  point  of  cbaig- 
ing  the  enemy  in  person  at  the  head  of  his  guards.  Lord  Camwath  suddenly  and 
unaccountably  seized  his  bridle,  and,  turning  his  horse's  head,  gave  an  impiUse  of 
doubt  and  alarm  to  the  whole  army,  which  ended  in  every  one  endeavouring  to  sAve 
himself.  The  Eari  was  succeeded  before  April  1646,  by  his  son  Gavik,  Srd  Earl, 
who,  distinguished  for  his  loyalty,  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  WorcMter, 
and  detained  some  yeam  in  confinement  He  d.  in  1674,  leaving  two  sons,  Jamib, 
4tb  Eael,  who  d.  without  issue  male  in  16B3,  and  John,  5th  Earl,  who  locceeded

Sib  Toby  CAULraiLO,  a  dininguished  soldier,  settled  in  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  Eliu- 
beth,  and  for  hs  servicea  against  the  rebels,  had  a  grant  of  part  of  the  estate  of  Conn 
O'Neill,  Earl  of  Tyrone,  and  was  created,  in  1620,  Dahun  Caulfeild  of  Charli- 
■iONT,Co.  Armagh,  with  limitation  to  his  nephew  Williah  Caulfkilo,  (son  of  his 
brother  James,)  who  succeeded  his  uncle  in  1G27,  as  2nd  Lord,  and  d.  in  1640,  leav- 
ing four  sons ;  1  Toav,  Zri  Lokd,  murdered  by  Sir  Phelim  O'Neill,  in  the  rebellion 
of  1641 ;  2RuBE>tT,  4th  Lord,  d.  also  in  1641,  from  taking  too  large  a  dose  of 
opium ;  3  Wu-Luu,  Sth  Lord,  ancestor  of  the  E:arl ;  4  Thomas,  whose  eldest  son 
William  was  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  in  Ireland,  and  was  ancestor  of 
St  George- Francis  Caulfeild,  Esq.,  (for  whom  see  TV  Fetragt  Voittmt^  the  only 
collateral  branch  amongst  many  of  this  family  which  the  editor  has  yet  been  able  to 
trace  to  its  origin.

8il  JiJin  Stanhope,  of  Shelfbrd,  Co.  Derby,  bther,  by  his  1st  marriage,  of  Phe 
Itf  E*KL,»nd  by  his  2nd,  of  John,  ancestor  of  the  Eult^Hurington. 
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Philip,  the  eldest  son,  waa,  in  1616,  crested  Baron  Stanhope,  of  Shelford,Co. 
Notta.,  and  in  1628,  Earl  of  Chbstbrfiblo,  Co.  Derby ;  after  endeavouring,  in  his 
place  in  Parliament,  by  every  gentle  expedient,  to  prevent  the  eruption  of  a  civil 
war,  and  after  having  urged,  in  vain,  that  the  rabble  which  assaulted  both  the  King 
and  the  House  of  Peers  should  be  dispersed ;  finding  that  no  parliamentary  mea- 
sures were  likely  to  produce  the  desired  efieet,  he  retued  into  the  country,  and  put 
himself  and  his  sons  in  arms,  hoping  to  aid  Uie  rest  of  the  KingVi  loyal  subjects  in 
ledndng  the  rebels  to  obedience.  He  put  a  garrison  into  his  house  at  Shelford, 
under  tibe  command  of  his  son  Philip,  who  lost  his  life  in  its  defence,  when  it  was 
stormed  by  the  Parliamentary  forces.  The  £arl  himself  having  taken  possession 
of  the  City  of  Lichfield  for  the  King,  defended  first  the  City  and  then  the  Close, 
or  Cathedral  yard,  to  the  last  extremity,  but  was  at  length  compelled  to  surrender, 
t(^gether  with  one  of  his  sons,  and  the  sur>'ivors  of  his  party ;  he  d.  in  1656,  after  a 
long  confinement.  He  had  by  his  first  marriage  eleven  sons,  of  whom  John,  the 
eldest,  d,  young  ;  and  Henry  Lord  Stanhope,  the  2nd,  d.  before  his  father :  Charles, 
the  3rd  son,  m.  but  d.  without  issue  in  1645  ;  Edward,  William,  Thomas,  Michael, 
and  Greoige,  d,  under  age ;  Ferdinando,  the  9th  son,  was  a  Colonel  of  Horse  in  the 
Royal  army,  was  in  the  battle  of  Edgehill  and  other  engagements,  and  was  killed  at 
Biidgford  in  Nottinghamshire  in  1643  ;  he  was  tn.  but  left  only  a  daughter ;  Philip, 
1 0th  son,  lost  his  life  at  Shelford,  unm.\  and  Arthur,  11th  son,  was  ancestor  of  the 
present  Earl.  The  1st  Earl  had  also  by  his  2nd  marriage  a  12th  son,  Alexander, 
ancestor  of  Eail  Stanhope. 

Henry,  Lord  Stanhope,  the  2nd  son,  d.  in  1634  ;  having  m.  Catherine,  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  Thomas,  2nd  and  last  Lord  Wotton,  which  Lady  being  appointed 
governess  to  the  Princess  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Charles  I.,  went  with  her 
into  Holland  upon  her  marriage  with  the  Stadtholder,  and  was  very  instrumental  in 
supplying  the  King^s  troops  with  money,  arms,  and  ammunition ;  she  was  created 
Countess  of  Chesterfield  for  life,  by  patent,  bearing  date  on  the  day  of  King 
Charlbs  II.^s  restoration,  with  the  precedency  of  an  Earl^  daughters,  for  her 
daughters  by  Lord  Stanhope ;  they  had  one  son,  Philip,  who  succeeded  his  grand- 
father as  2nd  Earl  ;  he  was  very  serviceable  in  forwarding  the  restoration  of  the 
royal  fiEunily,  and  d.  at  an  advanced  age  in  1713.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
Philip,  3rd  Earl  *,  and  he,  in  1726,  by  his  son  Philip- Dormer,  4th  Earl,  so  cele- 
brated for  his  accomplishments,  and  his  literary,  political,  and  oratorical  talents ;  be

Aug.  1783,  Peggy,  daughter  of 
Francis  Malbone,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  was  b.  9  Feb.  1761,  and  d.  8  Aug,  1810,  he 
was  &ther  of  Sir  Edwyn- Francis  Scudamore-Stanhope,  Bart,  and  a  daughter,  for 
whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume. 

Michael  Stanhope,  D.D.,  Canon  of  Windsor,  the  2nd  son  of  Charles  Stanhope, 
Esq.,  d.  in  1738,  leaving  four  sons :

His  grandson,  Frederick,  remoTed  to 
Ireland,  purchased  the  lands  and  Castle  of  Oaibally,  with  a  considerable  estate  in 
the  County  of  Galwaj,  and  established  his  residence  there.

Frederick  Trench,  Esq.,  succeeded  at  Garbally,  and  his  son  Richard  tn.  Francct, 
only  daughter  and  heiress  of  David  Power,  Esq.,  of  Corhcen,  Co.  Galwny,  (descended 
from  the  Barons  de-la- Poer,  and  in  the  female  line  D-om  the  Lords  Muskerry,  after- 
wards Earls  of  Clancarty,}  by  his  nife  Elizabeth  Keating;  through  which  marriage, 
Mr.  Trench  became  possessed  of  the  united  fortunes  of  llie  families  of  Power  and 
Keating,  and  was  succeeded  at  his  decease  by  his  eldest  son, 

William- Power- KiA TINS  Trinch,  Bm].,  who  was  created,  in  1797.  Baron 
Kilconncl  of  Garbally ;  in  1601,  Viscount  Dunlo  of  Dunio  and  Ballinasloe;  and, 
in  1803,  Earl  of  Clancartv,  all  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland.  He  4.  in  1S05,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Richard,  the  present  and  2nd  Eahl,  who  «•■ 
created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1615,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Trench  of 
Garbally,  po.

Maigaret,  daughter  of  Patrick  Den,  of  Orenan,  Co.  Kilketmir,  E*q.,  and  had  inue, 
two  aona,  1  Walter,  who  attaching  himself  to  the  cauaeof  King  Jma  II.  foifbited 
his  estate;  he  «i.

TuoMAs  Scorr,  who  was  settled  in  Ireland,  and  was  a  Captain  of  King  William's 
army,  fell  in  battle  in  Ireland,  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution.  He  m.  Harssret, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Ormsby,  of  Tubbervady,  Co.  Boacommou,  Esq.,  and 
had  issue  oue  son,  the  Rev.  Michael  Scott,  who  fn.  Miss  Furcell,  of  the  andent 
bmily  of  Furcell,  titular  Barons  of  Loughmoe,  and  hy  her  was  father,  amongst 
many  children,  of 

Jouii,  1st  Earl.  He  poHeesed  in  his  boyhood  a  spirit  superior  to  his  strength, 
with  a  warm  heart  and  temper.  Having  protected  a  little  boy  of  the  name  of  Hugh 
Carlelon,  his  schoolfellow,  and  afterwards  Lord  Viscount  Carleton,  and  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  from  the  insults  of  a  bigger,  and  avenged  him  by 
a  hearty  fl<^ng,  an  attachment  commenced  between  Ihcm  -,  and  he  found  a  kind 
patron  in  his  friend's  fiuhet,  who,  from  his  opulence  and  re^ectability,  was  styled 
"  Kbg  of  Cork,"  who  invited  him  to  his  house.  Mr.  Carleton  sent  both  the  young 
men,  with  equal  allowances,  to  Collie  and  the  Temple,  Both  were  called  to  the 
bar  ;  and  Hr.  Scott's  eloquence  procured  him  on  establishment  al  the  moment  when 
his  friend's  &ther,  by  a  combination  of  disappointments,  became  a  bankrupt.  Mi. 
Scott  immediately  settled  on  him  £300  a  year  for  U&,  and  continued  to  pay  it  till 
jroung  Carleton'B  succtas  in  his  profeswon  enabled  him  to  insst  on  his  dtscontiomng 
It.  Mr.  Scott,  having  passed  through  several  of  the  subordinate  Law  Offices  in  Ire- 
land, was  ^^inted,  in  178*,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  ;  tn  the  «ma 
year  was  created  Baron  Earlsfott,  of  Liswn-Earl,  Co,  Tipperaiy ;  advanced  to  tha 
dignity  of  VisommtCIonmel,  ofClonmel,  Co.  Tipperary,  in  17S9,  and  to  that  of  Eau 
ofCLomiM.  in  1783.

Robert,  his  lineal  heir 
male,  was  Steward  to  Margaret,  ftueen  of  Jamss  III.,  from  whom  he  obtained  a 
duutei  of  the  lands  of  Hilton,  Co.  Clackmannan.  He  appears  to  have  actively 
fttwused  the  cause  of  Jahk  IV.  against  his  &tlier,  for,  six  days  after  the  accession 
of  that  Monarch,  he  had  (he  office  of  Director  of  the  Chancer;  conferred  upon 
hin  by  Rojal  Charter ;  he  afterwards  received  other  connderable  grants  from  the 
Ciovn,  iDlaDnt  which  were  the  lands  and  Barony  of  Ochiltree.  He  was  killed  at 
the  battle  of  Flodden  in  1.^13,  and  was  succeeded  by  hzi  son  j^r  James  Colville,  of 
Odultne,  whic^  Barony  he  eiclianged  with  Sir  James  Hamilton,  for  the  lauds  of 
EMtCT-wemns  and  Lochorschjre.  He  was  Mher  of  Sir  Jamea,  who  had  two  sons, 
Jameaaiid  AJeiandei ;  Sir  James  Colville,  of  Easter- Wemyn,  the  eldest  son,  ac- 
qmied  giaat  repnt^on  as  a  military  commander  under  Henry  IV.  of  Fnmce,  and 
SSI  Us  ratum  wu  eieat«d,  in  1609,  Babon  Col  villi  of  Culrrns,  with  remaindeT  to 
Ua  bnia  tnals  whtrttoevm',  and  his  issue  mole  &iling  in  his  grandson,  Jamxb,  2iid 
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LoBD,  who  d.  in  IStO,  the  title  devolved  on  hi>  nephew,  John,  of  right  3td  Lokd, 
■on  of  hii  brother  Alexander ;  but  neither  be  nor  hii  Kiccenon  usiiDied  the  title, 
till  it  waa  claimed  by,  and  allowed  by  the  Hoiue  of  Lordi  in  1723  to,  Jobn,  of  right

Lddovick  Botlb,  bving  in  the  County  of  Herefbid,  id  the  reign  of  Hinrt  til., 

vu  (mcestor,  in  the  lOth  generation,  of 

SirBicHABD  BorLK,  who  nwe  [«  great  power,  wealth,  and  dignity,  in  the  «er- 
viee  of  Queen  Elbabfth,  King  Jawbs  I.,  and  King  CnABLn  I.,  in  Ireland.  He 
was  i.  3  Oct.  1566 ;  created  Lord  Boyle,  Baron  of  Youghall,  Co.  Cork,  in  1616, 
Viscount  Dungarvan,  Co.  Wateiford,  and  Eahl  of  the  Count;  of  Core,  in  1630; 
and  lired  to  see  hia  Qumeinug  issue  flourishing  in  a  state  of  eitnordinaiy  worldlj 
splendour  and  dignitj.  Of  his  eight  daughters,  all  seemed  ladies  of  great  pietj 
and  virtue,  and  omamentsto  their  sex,  the  youngeet  only  died  unmarried,  the  other 
seven  all  mairied  Earls  or  their  heirs-^parent  -,  of  his  seven  sons,  two  died  young, 
and  of  the  remaining  five,  four  were  raised  to  the  honoora  of  the  Peerage.  Thu 
great  EarlV  latter  days  were,  however,  clouded  with  heavy  care  and  loaa,  by  the 
breaking  out  of  the  great  rebellion  in  Ireland  in  1641,  during  the  course  of  which 
himself  and  his  sons  devoted  their  lives  and  fortunes  to  the  service  of  their  King  and 
country.  From  his  private  resourcoi  he  garrisoned  and  supplied  with  ammunirian 
all  his  castles ;  at  his  own  chaige  held  the  town  and  harbour  of  Youghall  with  two 
hundred  F.ngli.h  Frolestanls,  well  armed  and  disciplined  ;  and  in  the  great  battle  of 
Liacarro],  where  the  Royal  troops,  under  the  command  of  his  eldest  son  Viscount 
Dungarvan,  and  the  Lord  Inchiquin,  were  completely  victorious,  four  of  hi«  sons 
were  engaged,  all  were  distinguished  for  their  valour,  and  one  of  them.  Lord 
Einalmeadiy,  loat  his  life.  In  the  midst  of  these  confliuuonB,  the  Earl  d.  15  Sept. 
1643,  at  his  seat  at  Youghall.  Hia  five  sons  who  survived  their  childhood  wem 
popularly  distinguiBhed  as  Richard,  Earl  of  Cork,  the  rich  ;  Lewis,  Lord  Kinal- 
meochy,  the  valiant ;  Roger,  Earl  of  Orrery,  the  wiae ;  Fnnds,  Lord  ShanntMi, 
the  juat  i  and  Robert  Boyle,  the  philosopher ',  it  is,  however,  necessary  here  to  give 
a  more  particulai  account  of  them. 

I  RicHAKD,  2nd  Eahl.  b.  26  Oct.  1612,  one  of  the  Commandera  in  the  battle  of 
Liacamit ;  he  continued  failhftil  to  the  King  to  the  close  of  the  civil  ww,  and  wia, 
with  all  tua  brotheia,  active  in  promoting  the  restoration  of  King  CHAiu,ra  II. ;  he 
n.  Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Clifford,  £th  Earl  of  Cumberland, 
and  Baron  Cliflbtd  [by  writ  1628]  ;  she  d.  in  169D  ;  he  was  created  Baron  Cliflbrd 
of  Laneiborough  m  1644,  and  Ear]  of  Burlington  in  1GG3,  both  in  the  Peerage  of 
England,  and  d.  in  1697.  Charles  Viscount  Dungarvan,  their  eldest  son,  should 
have  succeeded  his  mother  in  the  Barony  of  Cliflord,  by  the  writ  of  1633,  but  be  had 
been  called  to  the  House  of  Peers  befbre  her  death,  in  1689,  and  placed  in  bis  fhther's 
Barony  of  Cliflord  of  Lanetborough,  and  never  claimed  the  Buony  by  writ ;  he  d. 
before  his  father,  leaving  two  sons,  of  whom  Henry,  the  younger  aon,  WM  Chaii- 
celloi  of  the  Exchequer  and  prindpel  Secretary  of  State  in  the  reign  of  Qn«Mt 
Anns,  and  President  of  the  Council  under  King  GcoiiGl  I. ;  be  was  created  Bvoa 
Carleton  of  Caileton,  Co.  York,  in  Oct.  1714,  and  d.  unn.,  in  1 73S,  bequeatbia^  Ui 
howe  in  Pall-Hall  to  Frederick  Prince  of  Wales;  hia  title  becMM  eztmct. 
Chaklm,  the  elder  son,  succeeded  his  father  as  Baron  Clifford  by  writ,  and  hk 
giandfiither  as  3rd  Earl  of  Cork  and  2nd  E^l  of  Burlington  ;  he  <<.  In  1704,  «ad 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  bod,  Richabu,  4th  Eakl,  K.O.,  who.  In  1737,  dadmad 
and  WIS  allowed  the  Barony  of  CL'flbrd,  created  by  writ  in  1628;  b«  «L in  17U, 
wiUuHitiMnemalCi  when  the  English  titleiof  Earl  trf' Budingtoo,  atid  Bam  CliflM 
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of  Laneaborough,  became  extinct ;  the  Barony  of  Clifford,  by  writ,  was  inherited 
by  his  only  Burviying  daughter.  Lady  Charlotte,  Duchem  of  Devonshire,  whose 
grandson,  tiie  present  Duke  of  Devonshine,  is  also  Baron  Clifford ;  but  the  Irish 
titles  devolyed  on  the  heir  male,  John,  5th  Earl  of  Orrbry. 

2  Lewis,  6.  23  May  1619,  created  in  1628^  Baron  of  Bandon  Bridge,  and  Vis- 
oouitT  BoYLB  of  KiNALMKACHY,  with  remainder  to  his  &ther  and  his  heirs  male ; 
he  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Liscarrol,  3  Sept.  1642,  unm,,  when  his  father,  the  1st 
Earl  of  Cork,  succeeded  to  his  titles,  which  have  since  continued  in  the  Earls  of 
Cork. 

3  RoGBR,  6.  25  April  1621,  created  in  1628,  Lord  Broghill,  Baron  of  Broghill, 
Co.  Cork,  a  man  of  great  talents,  but  who  sullied  the  character  of  his  &mily  by 
the  grossest  abandonment  of  public  principle  and  loyalty.  From  the  breaking  out 
of  the  Rebellion  of  the  Irish  Catholics,  in  1641,  he  was  remarkable  for  the  zeal 
and  valour  with  which  he  resisted  them ;  at  the  battle  of  Liscarrol  he  was  taken 
prisoner,  but  rescued  by  his  own  men,  and  continued  in  arms  till  the  death  of  King 
Charlxs  I.,  when  he  retired  to  his  seat,  at  Maniton  Bigot,  in  Somersetshire.  Be- 
ing afterwards  in  London,  when  a  corren>ondence  between  him  and  KingCnARLBS  IL 
had  just  been  detected  by  the  heads  of  the  government,  CromweU,  in  a  private  inter- 
view, pointed  out  to  him  the  danger  in  which  he.  stood,  and  promised  him  his  life 
only  on  condition  of  his  joining  the  Parliament  to  put  down  the  Irish  rebels ;  this 
he  undertook  to  do,  and  passing  over  to  Ireland  with  Cromwell,  continued  in  active 
service  to  the  end  of  the  war,  and  was  afterwards  closely  connected  with  Cromwell 
till  the  U8urper*s  death.  He  then  lent  his  best  assistance  towards  the  restoration  of 
King  Charles  II.,  and  sent  his  brother,  Lord  Shannon,  to  invite  his  Majesty  into 
Irdand.  An  caning  had,  however,  by  this  time,  been  made  for  the  King's  return 
to  England,  but  Lord  BroghilPs  services  were  acknowledged  by  his  creation,  in  Sept. 
1660,  to  the  title  of  Earl  of  Orrery.    He  d.  in  1679,  leaving  two  sons,  viz. : 

1  Roger,  2nd  Earl  of  Orrery,  who  d.  in   1698,  leaving  also  two  sons ; 

Lionel,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1703 ;  and  Charles,  4th  Earl, 
who  succeeded  his  brother.  He  was  celebrated,  before  his  accession  to  the 
Peerage,  for  his  literary  dispute  with  the  learned  Dr.  Bentley ;  and  after- 
wards entered  on  a  military  career,  in  which  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  Lieu- 
tenant-General, served  with  distinction  under  the  Duke  of  Marlborough 
in  Flanders,  and  in  particular  led  on  his  regiment  with  the  utmost  intrepi- 
dity at  the  battle  of  Malplaquet.  He  was  created  a  Peer  of  Oreat  Britain 
in  1711,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Boyle,  of  Marston,  Co.  Somerset.  During 
the  suspension  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  in  1 722,  he  was  committed  to 
the  Tower  on  suspicion  of  high  treason,  which  appearing  utterly  groundless 
on  the  strictest  examination,  he  was  liberated.  He  d.  in  1730,  leaving  an 
only  son,  John,  5th  Earl  of  Orrery,  who  also  succeeded  as  5th  Earl  of 
Cork. 

2  Henry,  whose  son  Henry  was  created  E^rl  of  Shannon,  and  was  ancestor  of 

the  present  Earl  of  Shannon. 

4  Fnncis,  who  was  created,  in  Sept.  1660,  Viscount  Shannon,  Co.  Limerick, 
which  title  became  extinct  in  1740,  by  the  death  of  his  grandson,  Richard,  2nd 
Viscount. 

5  The  Hon.  Robert  Boyle,  who,  though  the  only  one  of  his  family  not  raised  to 
the  dignity  of  the  Peerage,  has  left  behind  him  a  reputation  superior  to  any  title 
of  honour,  for  his  proficiency  in  learning,  his  discoveries  in  chemistry  and  natural 
philosophy,  and  above  all,  for  his  sohd  virtues,  unaffected  piety,  and  Christian 
charity. 

John,  5th  Earl  of  Cork  and  Orrery,  great-grandson  of  Roger,  Ist  Earl  of 
Orbxby,  the  1st  Earl  of  Cork*8  3rd  son,  succeeded  as  Earl  of  Cork,  and 
became  the  male  representative  of  this  distinguished  family,  on  the  death,  in  1753, 
of  RicHABD,  4th  Earl  of  Cork,  and  3rd  Eail  of  BurUngton,  great-grandson  of 
RvaiARo,  2nd  Earl  of  Cork,  the  Ist  Earl^s  eldest  son.  He  was  b,  2  Jan.  1707, 
and  A  22  Nov.  1762  ;  having  m.  1st,  9  May  1728,  Lady  Henrietta  Hamilton,  3rd 
daughter  of  George,  Ist  Earl  of  Orkney,  who  d.  22  Aug.  1732 ;  and  2ndly,  30 
June  1738,  Maigaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Hamilton,  Esq.,  who  d.  24  Nov. 
1758.    He  had  issue  by  both  marriages  as  follows :

CORNWALLIS,  EARL.     (Mann.) 

Peer  of  Great  Britain. 

Thomu  Cohnwallis,  who  d.  in  1378,  waa  lather  of  John  Comwallii,  leated  al 
Brome,  Co.  Suffolk.  Fourth  in  descent  Irani  him  was  Sir  John  Comwallii,  appointed 
by  King  Hinrv  VIII.  Steward  of  the  Hoiuehold  to  his  son,  Prince  Edward.  HeiL 
in  that  honourable  office  in  1544.  His  sod.  Sir  Thomaa  Comanllis,  waa  SherilTar 
the  Counties  of  Norfolk  and  Sulfolk,  at  the  decease  of  King  Edward  VI.,  and 
bringing  the  forcea  of  those  counties  to  the  aid  of  Queen  Mary,  was  the  principal 
means  of  securing  the  accession  of  that  Princess  to  the  Throne.  He  was  also  very 
instrumental  in  suppressing  Sir  Thomns  Wyatt's  rebellion,  was  of  the  Privy  Cotmcil, 
and  Comptroller  of  the  Household  lo  the  Queen  ;  but  an  the  accesion  of  Queen 
Eleubkth,  was,  on  account  of  his  religion,  omitted  on  the  appointment  of  her  Coun- 
cil and  Household.    He  d.  in  1 604,  leaving  two  sons,  viz. : 

1  Sir  William,  who  was  knighted  St  Dublin  in  1599,  by  Robert  Devereui,  Earl  of 
Eoei,  on  his  expedition  against  the  Irish  rebels  ;  he  was  lather  of  Friduuck,  1st

2  Sir  Charles  Comwallis,  Ambassador  ftom  King  Jahih  I.  to  the  Court  of 
Spain,  and  afterwards  Treasurer  of  the  Household  to  Henry,  Prince  of  Wales.  He 
1^  male  descendants. 

Fiu[D«rick,  Ist  Lord,  was  in  the  service  of  King  Charlkh  I.,  when  Prince  of 
Wales,  and  accompanied  him  in  his  journey  into  Spain.  He  was  created  a  Baronet 
by  that  Monarch  in  1627.  He  vehemently  lypooed  the  proceedings  of  the  repub- 
lican party  in  Parliament ;  during  the  Civil  War  was  distinguished  for  his  bravery 
in  most  of  the  principal  engagements  of  the  Royal  troops,  and  at  its  close,  his  estate 
being  sequestrated,  he  followed  King  Charlw  II,  in  his  eiile,  and  afterwardi  in 
his  triumphant  entry  into  London,  In  1661,  three  days  before  that  Monarch's  coro- 
nation, he  was  created  Baron  Cormwallis  of  Eye,  Co.  Suffolk  ;  and  dying  In  1662,  ' 
was  succeeded  by  hia  eldest  son,  Chaklss,  2nd  Lord,  to  whom,  in  167S,  lucceedod 
hit  son,  CuAKi-is,  3rd  Lord.  His  LDrdsfaip  took  to  lus  second  wife,  the  I^dy  Anne 
Scott,  Duchess  of  Monmouth  and  Baccleuch,  widow  of  Jamee,  Duke  of  Monmouth. 
His  children  by  hei  bore  the  name  of  Scott,  but  all  d.  young  orinun.  By  hk  1st 
wifb  he  was  father  of  Cbarlis,  4th  I<ikd,  who  d.  in  1722,  leaving  a  numerous  bmC(

In  the  American  war  he  held  an  important  command  which,  after 
iDaD7  briUiaat  luceeaeB,  terminated  in  the  defeat  and  capture  of  himself  and  the 
troopa  entnated  to  his  guidance.     This  rererae,  howerer,  wui  amply  compenmted 

■by  the  laorela  he  reaped  in  the  EaM,  as  Governor-general  and  Coniroandet^in 
chief  in  India  ;  where,  bj  his  integritj,  disintereitednesK,  and  strict  regard  for  pub- 
lic &ith,  «  much  as  b;  his  victories,  he  raised  the  reputation  of  the  British  name  ; 
and  greatl;  ameliorated  the  condition  of  our  Eastern  empire  by  his  judicious  and 
efficient  measureaof  improvement.  In  1792  he  returned  to  Europe,  and  was  ap- 
pointed Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  in  1798,  when  the  rebellion  of  that  unhappy 
country  demanded  in  its  QoTemor  militai?  at  well  as  political  abilities.  There 
also  his  administration  was  successtiil.  He  accepted  a  second  time  the  high  office  of 
Oavemoi^'geneisl  of  India,  and  died  soon  after  his  arrival  there,  universally  re- 
verted and  regretted,  on  the  5th  of  Oct.  IBOS.  Hem.  U  July  1768.  Jemima- 
Tnllikens,  dau^ter  of  James  Jones,  Ksq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  14  Feb.  1779,  he  had 
an  only  son  and  daughter,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  son  CBAnLn,  3rd  Eakl,  and  2nd  Hadauib,  on  whose  death,  without  issue 
male,  in  1823,  the  Harquissle  became  eitinct.

Edith,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sii  Edmund  Talbot,  aon  of  Sir 
Gilbert  Talbot,  of  the  Isle  of  El;,  (a  discendaot  tlom  the  lamil^  of  the  Talbod  of 
Wiltshire,)  and  b;  her  had  iii  song  and  three  daughter*  -,  four  of  the  mm  4.  vitbout 
issue ;  the  eldest  and  joungest  were  John,  ancestor  of  the  picsent  Peer,  Bud 
Talbot  Pepys,  Esq.  of  Impington,  who  d.  in  16G4,  aged  about  eighty-four,  and  Wt- 
ing  issue  b;  Beatrii,  daughter  of  John  Castle  of  Ravenhun,  in  Norfolk,  three  ion* 
anil  one  daughter.  Their  three  daughteis  were,  1  Paulina,  wife  of  Sir  Sidney 
Montagu,  Knt,  and  mother  of  the  1st  Enrl  of  Sandwich  ;  2  The  vifo  of  Sir  Gilbert 
Pickering  of  Tichmarsh,  Co.  Notts.;  3  Failh,  wife  of  Robert  Bcale,  Eaq.,of  Whh- 
tlcMs  in  the  Isle  of  Ely. 

John  Pepys,  of  Cottenhani,  the  I'tdrst  iwn  of  the  above  John  and  Edith  Pep;!, 
n.  Elizabeth,  daughtiir  of  John  Bendish,  E«q.,  of  Steeple  Bumpateail,  Eawi,  bj 
whom  he  ?iad  fbur  •ons ;  John,  who  lefl  no  iHue  ;  Richard,  Thomas,  ajid  Samuel : 
the  latter  resided  at  Steeple  Bumpstead,  and  d.  in  166G,  aged  about  lixty-sii ;  he  had 
live  lonB,  of  whom  the  four  younger  rf.  without  issue,  and  John  the  eldest,  d.  before 
him,  leaving  a  son  John,  who  was  i.  in  1657. 

Richard  Peprs,  the  2nd  son.  and  eventual  heir  of  John  Pepyi  of  Cottraham, 
WM  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland  in  1661.  He  lefl  four  sons,  Richard,  George, 
John,  and  Samuel.  It  is  probnbic,  though  not  certain,  that  this  i*  the  Samuel  Pq>7N 
who,  aa  Secretary  to  the  Admimlty,  in  the  reigns  of  Chaklu)  II^  and  Jamii  II., 
introduced  into  the  sffaini  of  the  navy,  that  order  and  economy  which  drew  (btth 
such  honourable  testimony  to  his  character  from  Mr.  Hume  and  other  historianl. 
The  Secretary  was  A.  in  1632  ;  he  attended  his  relation  the  Earl  of  Sandwich  to  bring 
over  the  King  at  the  Restoration  ;  in  16S4  he  was  chosen  Prcudent  of  the  Royal 
Society ;  in  1690  he  published  his  Memoirs  of  the  Navy,  which  have  ever  since  been 
held  in  the  highest  estimation  ;  and  he  d.  in  1703,  leaving  a  curious  and  valuable 
Lbiary,  which  is  preserved  in  Magdalen  College,  Cambridge,  under  the  name  of  the 
Pepjsian  Library. 

Richard  Pepys,  Esq.,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  was  &ther  of 
John,  whose  son,  William  Pep.rs,  Esq.,  a  bankerof  London,  d.  in  1741,  having  m. 
Hannah,  daughter  of  Dr.  Richard  RuaaeU,  and  widow  of  Alexander  Weller,  Etn., 
by  whom,  who  d.  in  1762,  he  had  two  eons;

HAH  of  Cottenliam,  Co.  Cambridge,  and  is  the  present  Peer.

John  CovaNTBr,  Sheriff  of  London  in  1416,  son  of  William  Coventry,  of  the  city 
of  Coventry,  was  ancestor  of 

Thomas  Coventry,  who,  amongst  other  issue,  had 

1  Sir  Thomas  Coventry,  >rho,  having  pasKd  through  the  usual  gradations  of 
legal  offices,  becune  at  length  Lord  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  was  created,  in 
1B28,  Boron  Coventry  of  Aylesborough,  Co.  Worcester,  and  d.  in  lfi4U,  leaving  be- 
hind him  a  reputation  of  great  ability  and  singular  integrity  in  the  discharge  of  his 
important  official  duties  1  and  also  a  very  numerous  and  flourishing  issue,  of  which, 
Dorothy,  his  5th  and  youngest  daughter,  the  wife  of  8ir  John  Paekington  of  West- 
wood,  Co,  Worcester,  Bart.,  a  said  to  have  been  the  authorcsa  of  that  pious,  and 
stillpopulorworli,  "The  Whole  Duty  of  Man;"  and  John,  Ihe  2nd  of  his  five  sonn, 
was  father  of  Sir  John  Coventry,  made  Knight  of  the  Bath  at  the  coronation  of 
Chahlw  II.;  who,  having  uttered  in  Parliament  some  words  supposed  to  be  pe> 
sonallj  offensive  lo  that  King,  was  attacked  by  some  gentlemen  of  the  Court,  and, 
notwithstanding  a  mart  gallant  defmce  made  with  his  sword,  and  with  a  flambeau 
snatched  from  hii  servant,  was  severely  wounded  in  the  &ce,  which  so  highly  in. 
censed  the  House  of  Commons,  thai  a  bill  ofbauiahment,  since  called  the  Coventry 
Act,  waa  immediately  poned  againut  the  perpetrators  of  this  malicious  deed,  in- 
duding  a  clause  barring  the  King's  power  of  pardoning  the  offendets,  and  another, 
dMKHmdng  the  puoahment  of  death  for  the  witAil  maiming  or  wounding  of  any 
pooB.  Tb«  1st  Lord  was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  heir,  Thomas,  2nd  Lord,  who 
Mt  two  tons  t  1  G«.r8e.  3rd  Lord,  fcther  of  John,  1th  Lord,  who  rf.  in  168.%  with- 
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out  iwie;  and  2  Tbamu,  Sth  Loid,  created  in  ltl97,  Vucount  Deerhnnt,  Co. 
Gloucuter,  and  Eabl  of  Covutrv,  with  mnainder,  foiling  hi*  imm  male,  to  Wil- 
liam, Tbomu,  uid  Henry,  grendKiiia  of  Waller,  brother  of  the  1st  Loid,  and  their 
iiBuemale.  He  it  in  Ifisg,  leaving  two  ■one  ;  ]  Tuokak,  3nd  Eikl,  who  wainic- 
ceeded,  in  1710,  by  hia  only  auniving  mn,  Thomas,  3rd  Earl  ;  he  d.  at  Eton  Col- 
lie, aged  ten  yean,  in  I71'2,  and  was  succeeded  by  hia  uncle,  2  GilBbht,  4th  EahL, 
on  whose  death  without  issue  male,  in  I71!l.  the  whole  male  line  of  the  1st  Lord 
fiuled,  and  the  Barony  became  eitinet  -,  but  the  Earldom  deiolTed  On  William 
CoTentry,  Esq.,  the  first  inheritor  named  in  the  limitations  of  the  patent.

WtLLtAU  Cbavkn,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  was  created  Baron  Craven, 
of  Hampstead-MutBhiill,  Co.  Berks,  in  1626,  with  remainder,  ^ling  his  issue  male, 
to  his  brothen  and  their  imue  male.  He  was  one  of  the  eommanden  of  the  ibrcei 
sent  into  German;  to  the  aniKance  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  King  of  Sweden,  aiter 
whose  death  hia  Lordship  entered  into  the  service  of  the  Elector  Palatine,  for  whose 
mother,  Elizabeth,  Queen  Dowager  of  Bohemia,  and  daughter  of  King  Jahss  I,,  he 
professed  a  romantic  and  constant  attachment.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  a  total 
defi^al  of  the  Elector's  army  by  the  Imperial  troops  in  1737,  and  afterwards  entered 
into  the  service  of  the  States- Qeneml  of  Holland,  who  received  and  protected  the 
(jueen  and  her  bmily  in  their  exile  ;  his  Lordship  was  thos  not  pemnall;  engaged 
in  the  wars  of  King  CnAaLra  I.,  but  asoisted  him  with  consid^Bble  lupplies,  fbr 
which,  and  hia  attendance  upon  King  Chaslm  II.  after  hia  btber^  death,  hi* 
estates  were  confiscated  b;  the  Parliament.  On  the  Queen  of  Boberoia^  retiring  into 
England  after  the  Restoration,  she  is  supposed  to  have  privatel;  accepted  of  Lord 
Ciaven  for  her  second  husband ;  she,  however,  d.  in  London  in  1662,  and  hii  Lord- 
ship never  entered  puhlicl;  into  the  marriage  state.  In  166S,  he  was  created 
Viscount  Craven  of  Uffington,  Co.  Berks,  and  Earl  Craven,  Co.  York,  with  a  new 
creation  of  the  Bsmn;  of  Ciaven,  remainder,  fiuliug  hia  isaue  male,  (hii  bratben 
having  died  without  i»uc,)  to  hia  2nd  eoueins.

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and  hii  btoUm,  Sr  Anthoo;  CisTen.  Sir  WiUiam  Cnven  d^ing  alio  without  iwu* 
nuie,  hi*  LiKdibip  obtained  a  new  cnation  of  the  Barony  ia  1665,  with  nmuDder, 
biling  the  iaue  nule  of  Sir  Authonj  Craven,  to  Sir  Thomoa  CrBTen,  elder  brother 
flf  Bit  Anthoar.  Hii  Lordihip  d,  in  1697,  when  the  titles  of  Earl  and  ViKount,  and 
tba  Bannies  at  1626  aod  1663,  became  extinct.

THBbmilj  of  LegB«  it  Mid  to  \m,ie  originated  in  Ilalj,  Thii  branch  was  Kated  at 
L^g^  Place,  nearTunbridge,  for  many  generBtioiu  before  Thomaa  Legge,  vho  lived 
thtnin  the  leign  of  Edward  III.,  and  was  ancestor,  in  the  5th  degree,  of  William 
L«e,  E^.,  C^nam  of  the  Bedchamber  to  King  Charln  I.,  in  all  whole  battles  he 
finight  wit£  diMinguiahed  gallantry,  and  on  the  night  aller  the  first  battle  of  New- 
burj,  irtien  attending  the  king  in  his  bedchamber,  received  fYom  him,  in  memorial 
ofbiiinTicnin  that  day's  fight,  the  hanger  the  King  had  himself  worn  in  it,  the 
hBodic  of  which  wai  an  agate  set  in  gold:  it  waa  preserved  as  an  heir-loom  in  the 
bmily,  till  their  house  at  Blackheath  was  robbed  in  1693,  when  it  was  tost,  with 
otbar  valuable  property.  Mr,  L«gge  remained  to  the  last  with  hit  royal  master, 
who  deaired  the  Due  of  Richmond  to  report  of  him,  to  the  Prince  of  Wales,  thM  he 
■as  the  **  bithftillest  servant  ever  prince  had  \"  AAer  the  King's  death,  he  nanowly 
Mcaped  condemnation  for  high  treason,  but  being  permitted  to  go  abroad,  qteedilf 
jcuned  King  Charlis  II.,  and  was  again  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Worcester, 
and  would  inevitably  have  forfeited  his  life  for  bis  loyalty,  but  that  his  wife  con- 
trived to  convey  to  him  the  clothes  of  an  old  woman,  in  which  he  escaped  from 
prison.  After  the  Restoration,  the  King  informing  him  of  the  menage  he  had 
received  through  the  Duke  of  Richmond  from  his  royal  bther,  offered  him  an  Eail- 
dtm,  preparatory  to  the  coroaation,  but  Mr.  Legge,  pleading  his  small  income  and 
laige  Gunily,  declined  the  honour.  He  however  obtained  several  grants  of  lands  in 
England  and  Ireland,  and  in  the  sunshine  of  royal  fiivour  the  drcmnstancea  of  his 
bmity  became  so  far  improved,  that  in  1682,  his  eldest  son,  Gsoaoi,  was  enabled  to 
accept  a  Peerage,  and  was  created  Bakon  Dahthoijth,  of  Dartmouth,  Co.  Devon, 
with  remainder,  ^ling  his  inue  male,  to  his  brother,  William  Legge,  and  his  issue 
male.

Thomas,  3nl  Lord  Wist,  and  Joan  Delawarr,  his  wiffe,  had  two  sona,  1  Thomab, 
who  aucceedcd  as  4th  Lord  West,  and  d.  without  iaeue  ;  and  2  RioiNALn,  5th  Lord 
Wrst,  nhu  succeeded  his  brother  in  1415,  and  his  uncle,  in  142G,  aa  Sth  Baron 
DiLAWAHH  1  he  d.  in  1451,  and  was  successively  rolloved  by  his  son,  giaadion, 
and  great-grandson,  RicHARn,  7th  Lord,  who  d.  in  147G  ;  Thomas,  8th  Lord,  K.G.  ; 
and  Thomas,  9th  Lord  Driawarr,  and  Btli  Lord  Wasr;  and  these  two  Baronies 
have  ever  since  continued  united  in  the  male  deseendanU  of  Thomas,  3rd  Lord 
West,  and  Joan  Delawarr;  although,  on  the  death  of  Thouas,  Sth  Lord,  K.O., 
without  i»ue,  in  1554,  there  were  two  daughters  living  of  Sir  Owen  WeM,  his  next 
brother,  who,  according  to  the  present  rules  of  succession  to  baxooies  by  writ,  would 
haie  been  preferred  to  Williah,  IDCh  Lord,  son  of  Sir  George  Wot,  younger 
brother  of  Owen  West.  Mary,  the  eldest  daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  the 
Mid  Owen  West,  m.  1st,  Sir  Adrian  Poynings,  and  2ndly,  Sir  Ricbaid  Bogeii  ;  she 
left  three  daughters,  whose  descendants  still  eiist. 

Thomas,  8th  Lord  Duawarr,  and  7th  Lord  Wist,  K.G.,  d.  in  1525,  le«tii« 
the  e*e  sons  following,  yii.:

Peer  qf  the  United  Kiagdom. 

AucOBStHO  to  tnidituni  the  ancestor  of  his  Lordship's  paternal  family  of  Shelley  came 
into  Eoelanfl  with  William  the  Coniiueror,  but  the  first  of  the  name  fhim  whom 
the  pedigiM  ia  r^iiulariy  deduced  is  John  Shelley,  whoK  eldeat  •on  John  wai  father 
of  thne  UDi,  Sir  John,  Sir  Thoma^  and  Sir  William.  To  Sir  John,  the  eldeel  aoii, 
wu  graoted,  In  consequence  of  his  services  on  the  coast  of  France,  three  whelk. 
AeD*.  with  which  the  family  coat-armour  is  charged  ;  this  Sir  John  and  his  brother 
Sii  TboDUU  were  both  attainted  in  consequence  of  an  attempt  to  replace  King 
Ekhahd  II.  upon  the  throne  after  his  deposition,  and  lost  large  estates, 

Kr  William,  the  3ni  son,  was  greal-gtandfather  of  John  Shelley,  who  m,  Eliza- 
beth, daughttc  and  heiress  of  John  Michelgrove,  Esq,,  of  Michelgrove,  in  Simei.  by 
whom  he  had  four  aoiu,  rii. 

1  Sir  William  Shelley,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
wboae  ncat.gnuidKiD  John  Shelley,  E»q.,  waa  created  a  Baronet  in  1611,  and  fhim 
him  is  Uneal^  deacended  Sir  John  Shelley,  of  Maresfield  Park,  the  preaent  Baronet, 

3  Edward  EOielley,  Esq.,  of  Worminghurst,  Co.  SuMei,  ancestor  in  the  serenth 
degree,  of  Sir  Byi^e  Shelley,  of  Cartle  Goring,  Co,  Sunei,  who  was  created  u 
BuDset  io  1806,  and  was  grandfather  of  the  present  Lord. 

3  Richard,  ancestor  of  the  Shellejs  of  Fateham.

Sit  Byashe  Shelley,  Bart.,  was  b.  21  June  1731,  m.  Ist,  in  1752,  Mary- Catherine, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  the  Rer.  Theobald  Mitchell,  of  Honham,  Co.  Sussex ;  and 
2nd]y,  in  1769,  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Perry.  Esq.,  of  Pen- 
shuiM  Plaf«,  Kent,  by  Eliralietb,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Colonel  Thomas  Sidney, 
younger  son  of  Robert,  4th  Earl,  andbrolheroflhe  5th,  Gth,  and  7th  Earls  of  Leicester 
of  that  family.    Sir  Bynhe  Shelley  had  issue.

Sir  John  Shellej  Sidney,  the  eldest  son  bj  2nd  marriage,  is  in  right  of  hit  mother 
one  of  the  co-heirs  of  the  Barony  of  L^Isle,  created  by  writ  to  Gmrd  de  L^Isle  in 
1357.  His  son  and  heir,  Warine,  2nd  Lord,  left  at  his  death,  in  1381,  an  only  daugh- 
ter and  heir, 

Maigaret,  who  by  her  marriage  with  Thomas,  12th  Baron  Berkeley,  had  a  daugh- 
ter and  heir, 

Elizabeth,  who  m.  Richard  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  by  whom  she  had 
three  daughters,  her  co-heirs,  amongst  whom  this  Barony  fell  into  abeyance. 

Margaret,  the  eldest  of  these  daughters,  m.  John  Talbot,  1st  E^l  of  Shrewsbury, 
and  her  son  and  heir,  John  Talbot,  was  created,  by  patent.  Baron  and  Viscount 
L*Isle ;  the  latter  title  became  extinct  on  the  death  of  Thomas,  his  son  and  heir. 

His  daughter  Elizabeth,  finally  1)ecame  the  sole  heir  of  her  brother ;  the  2nd  Vis- 
count ;  she  m.  Edward  Grey,  f2nd  son  of  Edward,  Lord  Grey,  of  Groby,)  who  in 
her  right  was  created  Viscount  L^Isle,  which  title  also  became  extinct  on  ike  death 
of  John,  their  son  and  heir,  in  1512. 

Elizabeth  Grey,  daughter  of  the  Ist,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  her  brother,  the 
2nd  Viscount  L^Isle,  m.  John  Dudley,  created  in  her  right  Viscount  L*Isle ;  he  was 
afterwards  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Duke  of  Northumberland ;  but  he  was  attainted  and 
beheaded  in  1553,  when  all  his  honours  were  forfeited.  He  left  two  sons,  Ambrose, 
created  Baron  L^Isle  and  E^rl  of  Warwick,  which  titles  became  extinct  on  his  death 
without  issue  in  1589  *,  and  Robert,  Earl  of  Leicester,  who  also  tL  without  issue  in 
1588  ;  and  a  daughter, 

Elizabeth,  ultimately  the  sole  heir  of  her  &ther  and  brothers ;  she  m.  Sir  Henry 
Sidney,  K.G.,  and  by  him  was  mother  of  Robert  Sidney,  created  Baron  Sidney  of 
Penshurst,  Viscount  Lisle  and  Earl  of  Leicester ;  he  ¥ras  succeeded  in  1 626,  by  his  son 
Robert,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  in  1 677,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Philip,  3rd  Earl, 
who  was  followed,  in  1698,  by  his  son  Robert,  4th  Earl,  the  lather  of  Philip,  John, 
and  Josceline,  successive  Earls,  the  last  of  whom  d.  without  issue  in  1743,  when  his 
titles  became  extinct;  and  of  Colonel  Thomas  Sidney,  whose  daughters  and  co-heirs 
ultimately  became  the  representatives  of  Margaret,  Countess  of  Shrewsbury,  ori- 
ginally one  of  the  three  co-heirs  of  the  ancient  JBarony  of  L^Isle. 

We  have  seen  that  Sir  Bysshe  Shelley,  Bart.,  m.  a  granddaughter  of  Col. 
Sidney,  and  his  son.  Sir  John  Shelley,  Bart.,  has  assumed  the  additional  name  and 
arms  of  Sidney  :  his  marriage  and  issue  are  described  in  The  Peerage  Volume.  His 
only  son,  Philip-Charlbs,  was  created,  in  1835,  Baron  db  L^Islx  and  Dudlby,  of 
Penshurst,  Co.  Kent,  and  is  the  present  Peer. 


DENBIGH,  EARL  OF.     (Fbilding.) 

Peer  qf  England  and  qf  Ireland, 

His  Lordship  derives  his  origin  fh>m  the  ancient  Counts  of  Hapsbuigh,  in  Ger- 
many, fVom  whom  the  Emperors  of  Germany  of  the  house  of  Auftria  Hapeburg, 
were  also  descended.  Sir  Geoffi«y,  a  younger  son  of  Geoffrey,  Count  of  Hapsbnrg, 
served  under  King  Hbnry  III.,  and,  settling  in  England,  assumed  the  surname  of 
Feilding.  Fourth  in  descent  fix>m  him  was  Sir  Wifliam  Feilding,  of  Lutterworth, 
Co.  Leicester,  who  lost  his  life  fighting  on  behalf  of  King  Hbnry  VI.,  at  the  battle 
of  Tewkesbury,  in  1471,  having  m.  Agnes,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  St.  Lii,  a 
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bmnch  from  the  noble  &iiiily  of  St.  Liz,  formerly  Earls  of  Northampton  and  Hun- 
tingdon.   Sixth  in  descent  finom  them  was 

SiE  William  Fkildino,  created,  in  1620,  Baron  Feilding  of  Newnham  Paddox, 
Co.  Warwick,  and  Viscount  Feilding ;  and  in  1622,  Earl  of  the  county  of  Dknbigh. 
He  adhered  stedihitly  to  King  Charlbs  I.  in  his  civil  wan,  and  proved  himself  a 
stout  and  valiant  soldier  in  numerous  engagements,  till  being  mortally  wounded  in  a 
sharp  ikbmish  with  the  enemy,  near  Birmingham,  in  April  1643,  he  d.  within  a  few 
days.  He  m.  Maiy,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Villiers,  and  sister  of  the  celebrated 
George  Villiers,  1st  Duke  of  Buckingham   of  that  name,  by  whom  he  left  two 


sons: 


1  Basil,  2nd  Earl,  who,  unswayed  by  the  loyal  principles  of  his  father,  con- 
nected himself  with  the  leaders  of  the  great  rebellion,  and  held  a  considerable 
command  in  the  Parliamentary  army;  he  gave  up  his  commission,  however,  in 
1645,  and  from  that  time  remained  in  retirement  till  the  period  of  the  Restoration  *, 
in  which,  weary  of  fluctuations  and  democratic  rule,  he  heartily  concurred.  He 
was  created,  in  1664,  in  req>ect  of  his  descent  from  the  ancient  and  noble  &mily 
of  that  name.  Baron  St.  Lix,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  the  heirs  male 
of  his  fitther.    He  d.  in  1675,  without  issue. 

2  George,  created  Baron  Feilding,  of  Lecaghe,  and  Viscount  Callan,  in  Ireland, 
in  1619;  and  in  1682,  Earl  of  Dssmonb,  in  Ireland,  in  reversion  after  the  death 
of  Sir  Richard  Preston,  then  Earl  of  Desmond.  He  d,  in  1655,  leaving  five  sons, 
none  of  whom  had  issue  male,  except  William,  the  eldest  son,  ancestor  of  the 
present  Earl ;  and  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  John  Feilding,  D.D.,  from  whom  male 
descendants  still  exist.  Of  this  branch  was  the  celebrated  author,  Henry  Feild- 
ing, Esq. 

The  Earl  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  and  heir,  Willlam,  2nd  Earl  of 
DxsMOND,  who  also  succeeded  to  all  the  honours  of  his  uncle,  Basil,  2nd  Earl  of 
Denbigh.  He  d.  in  1685,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Basil,  4th  Earl  of  Dkn- 
bigh and  3rd  Earl  of  Dxsmond,  who  d.  in  1717,  leaving  issue,  besides  his  eldest 
son,  WiLUAM,  5th  Earl,  a  2nd  son,  Charles,  who  rf.  in  1746,  leaving  two  sons; 
William,  a  Colonel  in  the  army,  who  d.  unm.,  and  Charles,  a  Captain  in  the  R.  N., 
who  d.  11  Jan.  1783,  having  m.  29  Feb.  1772,  Sophia,  3rd  daughter  of  the  Hon. 
William  Finch,  and  sister  of  George,  9th  Earl  of  Winchilsea ;  by  whom,  who  d,  in 
1815,  he  left  issue.  Captain  Charles  Feilding,  R.N.,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage 
Volume, 

WiLUAM,  5th  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  father,  and  d.  in  1755,  was  father  of 
Basil,  6th  Earl,  his  successor.  He  d,  in  1800,  and  having  survived  his  only  son, 
WiLLiAM-RoBKRT,  Viscount  Feilding,  who  d.  in  1799,  leaving  several  children, 
fsee  The  Peerage  Volume,)  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  grandson,  William-Basil- 
PimcY,  the  present  and  7th  Earl  of  Dknbigh,  and  6th  Earl  of  Drsmono,  in 
Ireland. 


DENMAN,  BARON.     (Denman.) 

Peer  qf  the  United  Kingdom, 

A  pumoabs  of  the  fiunily  of  Denman,  one  branch  of  which,  connected  with  high 
frmilMa,  terminated  in  f^emales  about  the  middle  of  the  17th  century,  is  to  be  found 
in  Tliofotoii'k  History  of  Nottinghamshire. 
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Lord  DentiianV  gnuid&Uier,  John  Denaum,  came  from  the  neijjhbouriioud  of 
Retfoid,  in  that  county,  anJ  •etlled  sa  an  apolhecary  at  Bukeirell,  m  DerbyJure. 
He  left  two  Bona ;  1  Jowph,  who  pisctised  as  a  phyncian  at  Boatm,  wai  nuny 
yean  Juilice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Derby,  and  rf.  21JuIj  1012,  id  hii  ftSrf 
year,  leaving  a  widow  and  son  ;  and  2  Dr.  Thomas  Dennuui,  the  well-known  London 
phyaician,  fbr  whoae  maitiatfe  and  iasue  aee  The  Peerage  Volume.  Tnoms,  hia  only 
•on,  the  prcoent  Loao,  was  bred  to  the  bnr,  and  having  been  appointed  Lotd  Chief 
Jtutice  of  Ensland,  in  193-2.  was  rai»i.d  to  the  rpL'niKe  21  March  18M,  by  tho  titkt 
ofBABoN'  DiNKAN,  of  Davedalc,  t'o.  Dcrlij.

T>i  original  aumaine  of  thU  noble   bniily  waa  Aldelegh,  or   Audlev.    Adam  or 
Alan  de  Audley,  who  floiiri»hed  in  the  reign  of  King  Hsnhv  T.,  waa  fether  of 

1  Lydulph,  ancenlor  of  Nieholas  dc  Audlev,  aummoned  to  Parliament  in 
1297. 

2  Adam,  wboae  ton  William  took  the  name  of  Stanley  from  hi>  aest  Stanley,  in 
Derbyahir« ;  4th  in  dcaceiit  fh>m  him  waa  Sir  William  de  Stanley,  who  become 
poaaened,  in  right  of  hia  wife,  of  the  Bailiwick  of  Wyrall  Forest.

with  the  heireea  of  Lathom,  nasumed  the  present  family  crest  of  an  eagle  prey- 
ing upon  an  infant  in  its  cradle.  I-Ie  waa  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  waa  much 
in  &Taui  with  King  Hkxhv  IV.,  whom  he  had  asidsled  in  acquiring  the  Crown,  and 
Asm  whom  he  obtained,  on  the  forfeiture  of  Henry  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland, 
a  grant  of  the  lile  of  Man  in  fee.  He  d.  in  UU.  Hia  eldeat  aon.  Sir  John  Stanley, 
waa  father  of 

Thokah,  lat  Loan  Stinliy,  K.O.,  aummoned  to  Parliament  by  writ  in  U56. 
From  John,  hia  joungPr  aon,  ie  dceconded  Sir  John-Thomaa  Stanley,  of  Alderiey 
Pork.  Co.  Chcrter.  Bart. 

TuoMAa,  hia  eldest  son  and  heir,  2nA  Lord,  K.G.,  m.  1st.,  Eleanor,  daushtra  of 
Richard  Neville,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  and  sister  to  the  famous  Richard  Neville,  Emtl 
of  Somerset,  {See  the  Royal  Genealogy.)  widow  of  Edmund  Tudor,  Earl  of  Rich- 
mond,  and  mother  of  King  HiKRV  VII.,  on  whose  head  the  Lord  Stanley  hod 
himself  the  gratification  of  placing  the  royal  crown  found  on  the  field  of  Bosworth, 
after  the  great  battle  in  which  King  Richard  loat  his  liit,  22  Aug.  14B5.  Hia 
Lordship  was,  in  the  October  of  the  same  year,  created  Ea>l  of  Dshbv,  which 
Earldom  had  merged  in  the  Crown  on  tho  ncceaaion  of  HaNBV  IV.,  haling  been  a 
part  of  the  inheritance  of  the  Royal  house  of  t.ancaelcr.  The  Earl  waa  Ukewiae' 
made  I^rd  High  Constable  of  England  fbr  life.  He  d.  in  1504.  He  hod  aeTeml 
■on*,  of  whom  two  only  left  isauo : 

1  George.  Lord  Stanley  and  Strange,  who  d.  before  him. 

2  Sir  Edward  Stanley,  who  commanded  the  rear  of  the  English  army  al  Floddeiv 
B  Kept,  lil  \  and  b.v  the  fiircc  of  his  orchera  finrt  compelled  the  Scots  to  omn  their 
rankf,  thus  leading  to  the  memorable  lictorv  of  that  bloodv  field,  in  which  King 
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Jambi  IV.  and  so  luge  a  portion  of  his  nobilitjr  lost  their  lives.  For  his  important 
serfiee  on  this  occasion  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Lord  Monteagle.  His 
male  line  fiiiled  in  1581,  by  the  death  of  his  grandson,  William,  3rd  Lord,  whose 
only  daughter  and  heir  carried  the  Barony  into  the  family  of  Parker,  Baron 
Mcnley,  and  it  is  nowi  in  abejrance  between  the  representatives  of  her  two  grand- 
danghten. 

Geoige,  Lord  Stanley,  K.G.,  eldest  son  of  the  l»t  Earl,  m.  Johanna,  daughter 
and  sole  heir  of  John,  8th  Lord  Strange  of  Knockyn,  [by  writ  1299,]  co-heir  of  the 
Barony  of  Mohun;  [by  writ  1299 ;]  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament,  in  her  right, 
by  writ,  in  1482,  as  Baron  Strange  of  Knockyn,  and  d,  in  his  &ther*B  life-time,  in 
1497,  leaving  issue:  1  Thomas,  2nd  Earl,  whose  male  line  &iled  in  1736  ;  2  Sir 
James,  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl. 

Thomas,  his  son  and  heir,  2nd  Earl  of  Dkrby,  succeeded  to  the  Earldom  and 
Bazovuea,  and  d,  in  1521 ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Edward,  3rd  Earl,  K.G., 
so  celebrated  for  his  magnificence  and  liberality,  that  Camden  says  that  ^  with  Ekl- 
ward  Earl  of  Derbjr's  death,  the  glory  of  hospitality  seemed  to  fall  asleep  ;^*  he  is 
also  reported  by  Hollingshed  and  Stow  to  have  fed,  twice  a-day,  three  score  and  odd 
poor  persons,  and  all  comers  thrice  a-week,  on  appointed  days ;  besides  giving,  on 
every  Good  Friday,  to  two   thousand   seven  hundred  persons,  meat,  drink,  and 
money.    He  d.  in  1574,  and  his  fUneral  was  as  splendid  as  his  manner  of  living. 
He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  and  heir  Hbnry,  4th  Earl,  K.G.,  who  d,  in  1 592, 
leaving  two  sons,  Fbroinando,  5th  Earl,  his  successor,  and  William,  6th  Earl. 
The  5th  Earl  d.  without  issue  male  in  1594,  when  the  Baronies  of  Strange  of 
Knockyn,  and  Stanley,  and  his  moiety  of  the  Barony  of  Mohun,  fell  into  abeyance 
between  his  three  daughters  and  co-heirs.     He  was  succeeded  in  the  E^ldom  by 
William,  6th  Earl,  his  brother  and  heir  male,  whose  son  and  heir  Jambs,  7th 
Earl,  K.G.,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  writ,  1628,  in  his  father *8  lifetime, 
as  Baron  Strangb,  on  the  presumption  that  such  Barony  still  accompanied  the 
Earldom,  which  not  being  the  fact,  this  writ  created  a  new  Barony  in  fee ;   his 
Lordship  succeeded  his  &ther  as  7th  Earl  in  1642.     He  gave  numerous  proofs 
of  his  valour  and  loyalty  throughout  the  civil  war,  especially  at   the  memorable 
fight  in   Wigan-lane,  26   Aug.   1651,  fVom  which,  notwithstanding  the  immense 
duproportion  between  his  snmll   band   of  resolute  followers  and  the  enemy  to 
whom  he  was  opposed,  and  notwithstanding  several  wounds  he  himself  received 
in  the  encounter,  he  made  his  way,  with  the  residue  of  his  men,  to  join  King 
Charlbs  II.,  in  time  to  take  part,  on  Sept.  3,  in  the  battle  of  Worcester ;  here 
he  was  taken  prisoner,  and,  notwithstanding   quarter  for  his  life  had  been  given 
him,  was  beheaded  at  Bolton,  Oct.  15  following.    While  the  Earl  was  thus  unfortu- 
nate in  his  loyal  efforts,  his  illustrious  wife,  Charlotte  de  la  Tremouille,  daughter 
of  Claude,  Due  de  Thouars,  Peer  of  France,  by  Charlotte,  daughter  of  William  I., 
Prince  of  Orange,  by  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Louis,  Due  de  Montpensier,  of  the 
Royal  House  <^  Bourbon,  already  distinguished  for  her  gallant  defence  of  Lathom 
House  against  the  Parliamentary  forces,  in   1644,  was  holding  the  Isle  of  Man 
with  a  courage  and  fidelity  worthy  of  a  happier  result;  and  when  at  length 
the  total  destruction  of  the  Royal  army  at  Worcester,  and  the  execution  of  her 
gallant  Lord,  left  her  without  hope  of  aaBistance,  she  yielded  with  reluctance  to 
the  necessity  of  a  surrender,  and  retained,  says  Hume,  ^  the  glory  of  being  the 
last  person  in  the  three  kingdoms,  and  in  all  their  dependent  dominions,  who  sub- 
mitted to  the  victorious  rebels.**     Charlbs,   8th   Earl,  their  son  and  heir,  d, 
in   1672,  leaving  two  sons;    1   Willlam-Gborob- Richard,   9th    Earl,  his  suc- 
cessor, who  d.  without  issue  male,  in  1702,  when  the  Barony  of  Strange,  by  writ  of 
1628,  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  two  daughters  and  co-heirs,   Henrietta  and 
EUizabeth  ;  the  latter  d.  unm.  in  1714,  when  the  Barony  devolved  on  her  sister,  who 
d,in  1718,  leaving  by  John,  Lord  Ashbumham,  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Anne, 
who  d.  unm.  in  1732  ;   2  Jambs,  10th  Earl,  who  succeed^  his  brother  in  the 
Earidom,  and  his  niece,  Anne  Ashbumham,  in  the  Barony  of  Strange.    On  his  death 
in  1736,  without  inue,  the  male  descendants  of  Thomas,  2nd  Earl,  eldest  son  of 
George,  Lord  Stanley  and  Strange,  son  of  the  1st  Earl,  became  extinct,  and  the 
Barony  of  Strange,  with  the  sovereignty  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  devolved  on  the  heir- 
general,  James  Murray,  2nd  Duke  of  AthoU,  grandson  and  heir  of  John,   1st 
Marquis  of  Atholl,  by  the  Lady  Amelia-Sophia,  3rd  daughter,  and  now,  by  the 
extinction  of  descendants  ftom  all  his  other  children,  sole  heir  of  the  body  of  Jambh, 
7th  EarlofDsRBY. 

^  The  Earldom  was  inherited  by  the  heir  male.  Sir  Edward  Stanlby,  Bart.,  of 
BickefttafT,  6th  in  descent  f^om  Sir  James,  youngest  son  of  Geoiige.  Lord  Stanley 
and  Strange.    This  Sir  James  Stanley  lef^  two  sons,  1  Sir  George,  whose  two  sons 
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Edward  and  HeDi7,  both  died  without  bnie,  and  2  Henrj  Ekaoley,  Eaq.,  who  m. 
Margaret,  only  dBughler  and  heir  of  Peter  Stanley,  Ewi.,  of  Bickerataff,  Co,  Lan- 
carter,  by  whom  he  waa  bther  of  Sir  Edward,  created  a  Baronet  in  1627 ;  which 
Sit  Edward  had  seTeral  sons,  of  whom  Sir  Thomas,  the  etdeat  »on,  wb«  onceator  of 
the  present  Earl ;  and  Henry,  the  2nd  son,  was  great-grandbther  of  Charlei  Stan- 
ley, who  left  Hverol  daughten.  some  of  whom  are  nill  living,  and  one  aon,  the 
BcT.  James  Staoley,  wboae  inue  (tee  T/u  Peeraga  Volmne)  faim  the  accond  col- 
lateral branch  of  thu  noble  fhmily. 

Sir  Tbomai,  the  2nd  Baronet,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Edward,  had  two  aon* :  I  Sir 
Edward,  hia  succeaaor,  father  of  Sir  Thomaa,  whose  son,  Sn  Edward,  5th  Baronet, 
became  the  1 1th  Eakl  of  Dansv ;  2  Peter,  grcat-inandfaCher  of  .lamea  Stanley,  Ew]. 
who  waa  fother  of  Edward  Stanley,  Esq.,  of  CroEo-hall.  Co.  Lancoater,  head  of  tha 
lint  coUaleial  branch  of  the  family.     See  The  Peerage  Votume. 

Edwakd,  the  11th  EaRI.  of  Dkrbv,  who  succeeded,  in  1736,  on  the  eitinetion 
of  the  mole  line  of  the  elder  branch,  had  three  ftona  ;  the  two  younger  he  loat  in  their 
inftincy,  and  the  elder,  Jamea,  improperly  styled  Lord  Strange,  d.  before  him  in 
1771  \  haling  m.  Lucy,  2nd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Hugh  Smith,  Eaq,,  of  Weald 
Hall,  Enei,  and,  in  cooaequence,  anumed  the  additional  name  of  Smith.  The 
Earl  d.  24  Feb.  1776,  and  waa  succeeded  by  his  grandson,  Eowakd,  12th  Eabi^  who 
also,  in  respect  of  hia  mo(her>  inheritance,  bore  the  name  of  Smith,  aa  does  hia  eldeff 
■on,  EowAan,  present  and  13th  Eakl,  who  aucceeded  him  in  1831.

Thi  present  Lohd  ia  the  eldest  aon  oT  Lord  Henry  Fit^nald,  (3rd  aon  of  Jamea, 
lat  Dulie  of  Iieinater^  by  Chahlotti,  late  BAHoNiaa  di  Rooa,  the  only  daughter 
and  heir  of  the  Hon.  Captain  Robert  Boyle,  R.N.,  [6th  aon  of  Henn,  Ist  Evl  of 
Shannon,]  who  aiaumed  the  name  of  Waliingham,  and  d.  in  Oct  1779 1  by  his 
marriage,  17  July  I7B9,  with  Charlotte,  who  if.  1790,  2nd  daughter  and  co-heir 
[with  her  elder  sister  Frances,  wife  of  William-Anne  Holies,  4tb  Earl  of  Easex,  and 
mother  of  the  5th  EarlofEasei]  of  Sir  Charlee-Hanbuty  Williams,  S.B.,  by 

Lady  Erances  Coniogiby,  daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Thomas,  E^I  of 
Coningiby,  by 

Lady  Frances  Jones,  daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Richard,  Earl  of  Bane- 
lagh.  by 

The  Hon.  Eliiabeth  Willoughby,  daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of 

Fnnda,  Lord  Willoughby  of  Parham,  aon  and  heir  of  William,  Lord  Willoilghby 
of  Parham,  by 

Lady  Fiances  Manners,  2nd  daughter,  and  at  length  co-heir  [with  her  elder  sister. 
Lady  Bridget,  wife  of  Robert  Tyrahilt.  of  Kettleby,  Esq.]  of  John,  4th  Earl  of 
Rutland,  2nd  son,  and  at  length  heir  of  HsNav,  2nd  Earl  of  RuTLANn,  and  Uth 
Baron  Roob,  great-grandson  of  Sir  Robert  Hanneis,  by  Eleanor,  daughter,  and  at 
length  heir  of  Thohah,  10th  Baron  Rims. 

This  Barony  was  created  by  writ  of  summons,  in  1264,  to  Robert,  Lord  De 
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134S,  leaTiiig  two  bodi,  Buoce«iTe  Barons  de  Roos,  William,  4th  Lord,  who  d,  in 
1352,  tand  Thomas,  5th  Lord,  who  succeeded  his  brother ;  he  d,  in  1384,  and  was  also 
sucoeauTely  followed  bj  his  two  sons,  John,  6th  Lord,  who  d.  in  1393,  and  Wil- 
liam, 7th  Lord,  who  </.  in  1414,  leaving  also  two  sons,  John,  8th  Lord,  who  d.  under 
age  in  1421,  and  Thomas,  9th  Lord,  who  d  in  1431.  Thomas,  10th  Lord,  his  son, 
succeeded;  he  was  attainted  in  1461,  and  his  son  Edmund,  11th  Lord,  though  he 
obtained,  in  1485,  a  rerersal  of  the  attainder,  was  never  summoned  to  Parliament; 
he  d,  without  issue  in  1508,  when  the  Baronjfeil  into  abeyance  between  his  three

HiNRT,  2nd  Earl  of  Rutland,  and  14th  Lord,  K.G.,  the  eldest  son,  d.  in  1563, 
leaving  also  two  sons :

heirs, as  shown  above,  are  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  the  present  Lord. 
The  Barony  having  thus  &llen  into  abeyance,  on  the  death,  without  issue  in  1687, 
of  GaoBOR  ViLLBRs,  2nd  Duke  of  Buckingham,  20th  Lord,  heir  general  of  Francis, 
6th  Earl  of  Rutland,  and  18th  Lord,  between  the  representatives  of  the  Ladies  Bridget 
and  Frances,  the  two  sisters  and  co-heirs  of  the  said  6th  E^rl,  so  remained  till  9  May 
1806,  when  the  King  was  pleased  to  terminate  the  abeyance  in  favour  of  Charlottx, 
the  late  Baroness,  on  whose  death  in  1831,  Henry- William,  the  present  Lord,  her 
eldest  son,  succeeded.

18  Aug.  1785,  Lady  Anne 
Browne,  eldest  daughter  of  Peter,  2nd  Earl  of  Altamont,  and  sister  of  the  1st  Mar- 
quis of  Sligo,  who  d.

Meeth,  who  d.  15  Horcb  1833,  and  whose  issue,  if  any,  are  the  only  coUalenil  heir* 
to  the  title. 
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DE  SAUMAREZ,  BARON.    (Saumarez.) 

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Thk  Nonnan  descent,  claimed  by  this  &niily,  is  corroborated  by  its  name,  which  is 
evidently  of  French  extraction  •,  and  its  founder  is  said  to  have  followed  the  for^ 
tunes  of  William  the  Conqueror  from  Normandy,  and  to  have  finally  settled  in 
the  Island  of  Guernsey.  The  original  name  was  de  Sausmarex,  which  is  still  used  by 
the  eldest  branch ;  but  towards  the  close  of  the  last  century,  the  younger  branches 
in  Engliuid  dropped  the  de  and  s  in  order  to  give  a  more  Anglicised  appearance 
to  their  name.  A  French  pedigree  of  the  family  records  the  following  members 
of  it,  as  of  note  in  the  Island,  but  without  describing  the  affiliation  of  many  of 
them. 

Matthieu  de  Sausmarez,  Lord  or  Seigneur  of  that  place  in  the  Island  of  Guern- 
sey, living  in  1331. 

Colin  de  Sausmarez  living  in  1364,  as  appears  by  a  docimnent  under  the  seal  of 
the  Island  ;  a  Colin  de  Sausmarez,  but  whether  the  same  or  not  is  not  stated,  held 
a  Court  for  this  Lordship  in  1390,  by  his  seneschal  and  vavasours,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  rents,  chief-rents,  homages,  services,  &c.  due  from  the  various  tenants ;  a 
Colin  de  Sausmarez  was  ^so  living  in  1416. 

Nicholas  de  Sausmarez  living  in  1429,  and  1461  ;  a  partition  of  his  estates  was 
made  by  a  deed  dated  6  Sept.  1520,  between  his  three  sons,  viz. :  1  Thomas,  whose 
only  son,  George,  d.  without  issue  *,  2  Michael,  who  continued  the  family  ;  3  William, 
who  d.  without  issue. 

Michael  de  Sausmarez  left  two  sons ;  1  Nicholas,  from  whom  descend  the  elder 
branch  of  the  family  now  seated  in  the  Island  of  Guernsey ;  and  2 

Jean,  who  by  Margueritte,  daughter  of  Guille  Bailly,  was  fitther  of  Thomas,  m. 
to  Rebecca  Handcock  de  la  Pole,  by  whom  he  had  Michael,  who,  by  Bertranne 

Fautran,  daughter  of Cardvin,  had  a  son  Thomas,  who  m.  Martha  Nichole, 

daughter  of  Thomas,  3rd  son  of  the  above  Nicholas  de  Sausmarez.    Their  son, 

m.  Charlotte,  daughter  of Le  Marchant,  and  had  a  son, 

Matthew,  who  by  Anne,  daughter  of  Philip  Durell  of  Jersey,  had  three  sons ; 

1  Matthew,  father  of  Lord  De  Saumarez. 

2  Philip,  a  Capt.  R.N. ;  he  sailed  with  Lord  Anson  in  his  expedition  to  the 
South  Seas,  was  made  captain  of  the  captured  Galleon,  and  being  afterwards  pro- 
moted to  the  Nottingham  of  74  guns,  gloriously  fell  in  the  command  of  that  ship  in 
Lord  Hawkers  engagement  14  Oct  1747. 

3  Thomas,  also  a  Capt.  R.N.,  and  a  companion  of  Lord  Anson  in  his  expedition  ; 
he  was  afterwards  appointed  to  the  Antelope  of  50  guns,  with  which  he  captured  the 
French  ship  BeUiqueux  of  64  guns.  King  Gborgk  III.,  when  Mr.,  now  Lord, 
Saumarez,  then  acting  captain  on  board  the  Preston^  was  introduced  to  him  on  his 
visit  to  the  Nore,  enquired  of  the  Admiral  if  he  was  related  to  Anson *s  gallant  com- 
panions of  that  name. 

Matthew  Saumarez,  Esq.,  the  eldest  son,  was  lost  at  sea  in  his  paMage  from 
Guernsey,  having  m.  1st,  Susannah,  daughter  of  Thomas  Dumaresq,  of  the  Island  of 
Jersey,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter ;  and  2ndly,  Carteret,  daughter  of 
James  le  Marchant>  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had,  besides  other  issue. 

Sot  Jambs,  G.C.B.,  [Jot  whom  see  The  Peertige  Volume^)  created  a  Baronet  in 
1801,  and  Bason  Db  Saumarez,  of  the  IsUnd  of  Guernsey,  in  1831.  He  d,  in 
16S6,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Jamks,  the  present  and  2nd  Lord.

Thomaa,  the  eldest  son.  Lard  Bishop  of  Killaloe,  and  afterwards  of  Onory,  was 
created  a  Baronet  of  Ireland  in  1698  ;  he  «.  Haiy,  only  surriving  daughter  and  heir 
of  Denny  Muschamp,  E>q.,  of  Honley,  Co.  Surrey,  and  dying  in  1730,  wb«  succeeded 
by  his  only  son. 

Bin  JoHN-Da.VNr  Vbsit,  who  was  created  a  Peer  of  Ireland  in  1750,  b*  the  title 
of  Bahon  of  KNArroK,  Queen^Co.,  and  d.  25  June  1761.  His  I<oidU>ip  n>.  in 
1732,  Eliabeth,  daughter  of  William  Brownlow,  Esq.,of  Lurgan.by  Lady  Elisabeth 
Hamilton,  danghter  of  James,  6th  Earl  of  Abercom,  by  whom  he  had  three  daughtera; 
1  Elizabeth,  b.  1733,  m.  1st,  4  July  1751,  Robert  Hancock,  of  Waterstown,  Co. 
WeMmeath,  Ekj.  I  and  3ndly,  27  Oct  1762,  Edmund,  Viscount  Peiy;  2  Anne,  m. 
25  Aug.  1753,  Thomaa,  Viacount  Northland,  and  d.  14  Oct.  IB03  ;  3  Jane,  m.  1776, 
Sir  J(^  Staples,  Bait.  -,  and  an  only  son, 

TuoMAa,  2nd  Loan,  who  was  created  Viscount  di  Visci,  of  Abbey  Leix,  Queen's 
County,  in  1776,  and  was  bther  of  John,  the  present  and  2nd  Viboount,  who  suc- 
ceeded him  in  1804. 


DEVON,  EARL  OF.     (Courtbnay.) 

Peer  <ff  Englajid. 

Or  this  illustrious  hmily,  the  fint  who  settled  in  England  was  Reginald  de  Courte- 
nay,  who  came  over  ftom  France  in  the  reign  of  HiNKr  II, 

Ranald  de  Couttenay.  in  common  wiUi  the  ancient  Counts  of  Boulogne,  who 
bore  the  same  arms  ss  the  bouse  of  Courtenay,  tIz.  Or.  three  torteaux  -,  and  from 
whom  proceeded  Qodftey  I.  and  Baldwin  I.,  Kings  of  Jerusalem,  claimed  his  de- 
scent ftom  Phaimmond,  founder  of  the  French  Monarchy.  HIi  immediate  ancestor 
was  Athon,  who,  about  the  year  1000,  fortified  the  town  of  Courtenay,  in  Oastinois, 
in  the  Isle  of  France,  and  thence  took  his  sumaine.  Josceline  de  Courtenay,  his  son 
and  heir,  had  two  sons ;  of  whom,  Josceline,  the  younger,  engaging  in  the  crusades, 
became  Count  of  Edeasa,  and  was  bther  and  grandfather  of  two  Joscelines,  Counts  of 
Edeasa,  who,  like  himself,  were  celebrated  in  the  history  of  the  crusades.  Hilo,  the 
elder  son  of  the  first  Joecetine,  was  &ther  of  Reginald,  who  was  also  a  crusader  ;  he 
had  a  daughter  and  heir,  Elinbeth,  n.  to  Peter,  youngest  aon  of  Louis  VI,,  King  of 
France,  who  assumed  the  name  and  arms  of  Coiutenay,  and  was  bther,  by  her,  of 
Peter,  Emperor  of  Constantinople,  whose  male  line  fiuled  in  his  grandchildren,  and 
of  other  eona,  of  whom  Robrnt  continued  the  princely  line  of  Courtenay  in  Fiance, 
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D  E  V 

The  said  Reginald  de  Courtenaj,  afterwards  canie  into  England,  and  married,  for 
his  '2nd  wife,  Ilawyse,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Abrincit,  hereditaiy  Sheriff 
of  Devonshire,  Baron  of  Oakhampton,  and  Governor  of  the  Castle  of  Exeter, 
which  title  and  offices  he  afterwards  held  in  right  of  his  said  wife.  His  ton,  Robert 
de  Courtenaj,  m.  Marj,  daughter  of  William  de  Redvers,  E^l  of  DevoDshire,  and 
in  1293,  Hugh  de  Courtenay,  the  great-grandson  of  the  said  Robert  Courtenaj  and 
Mary  Redvers,  became  the  representative  of  the  Redvers  family.  This  Hugh 
Courtenay  was  summoned  to  Parliament,  as  a  Baron,  in  1299,  and  in  1335  was 
allowed  the  E^ldom  of  Devon  in  consequence  of  his  descent  flrom  the  former 
E^ls.  He  d.  in  1340,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Hugh,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  in 
1377  ;  having  m,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hereford 
and  Essex,  by  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  King  Edward  I.,  by  whom  he  had 
six  sons:  viz.  1  Sir  Hugh  Courtenay,  K.G.,  summoned  as  a  Baron  to  Parliament; 
he  d.  before  his  father,  in  1374,  leaving  Hugh,  his  son  and  heir,  who  d,  befbre  his 
grandfather,  in  1877.  2  Sir  Edward,  from  whom  the  succeeding  E^ls  descended  ; 
he  likewise  d.  before  his  father,  but  left  two  surviving  sons.  3  William,  successively 
Bishop  of  Hereford  and  London,  and  Archbishop  of  Canterbury;  he  d,  in  1396. 
4  Humphrey,  d.  young.  5  Sir  Peter  Courtenay,  K.G.,  distinguiidied  as  a  Privy 
Counsellor  of  King  Edward  IIL,  and  companion  in  arms  of  the  Black  Prince ;  be 
d.  unm,  in  1409.  6  Sir  Philip,  of  Powderham  Castle,  Co.  Devon,  fW>m  whom,  in 
the  direct  male  line,  the  present  Earl  descends ;  and  through  whom,  to  the  present 
day,  he  inherits  Powderham  and  other  lands  which  were  settled,  by  the  2nd  Earl,  on 
himself  and  his  issue  male. 

Sir  Edward  Courtenay,  2nd  son  of  Hugh,  the  2nd  Earl,  left  two  sons:  1  Edward, 
3rd  Earl ;  2  Sir  Hugh  Courtenay,  of  Haccomb. 

Edward,  the  3rd  E^l,  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d,  in  1419;  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  Hugh,  4th  E^l ;  and  he,  in  1422,  by  his  son,  Thomaa,  5th  Eari ; 
the  latter  m.  Lady  Margaret  Beaufort,  2nd  daughter  of  John,  1st  Earl  of  Somerset, 
and  by  her  had  three  sons,  and  two  daughters,  who  became  the  co-heirs  of  their 
brothers.  The  £^1  sided  with  the  house  of  Lancaster,  in  the  civil  wars,  and  (L 
in  1451,  leaving  his  allegiance  to  that  house  a  fatal  legacy  to  his  three  sons, 
namely; 

1  Thomas,  6th  Earl,  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Towton,  and  beheaded  at 
York,  by  order  of  King  Edward  IV.,  3  April  1461  ;  and  after  his  death,  attainted 
by  Act  of  Parliament,  together  with  King  Hknrv  VL,  the  Queen,  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  and  fourteen  other  Peers ;  the  titles  of  all  the  other  Lords,  except  the  Earl 
of  Devonshire,  were  restored  in,  or  before,  the  reign  of  King  Hbnry  VII.  He  d. 
unm. 

2  Henry,  who,  but  for  this  attainder,  would  have  succeeded  as  7th  EUtri  ;  he  also 
was  attainted  and  beheaded  at  Salisbury,  4th  March  1466,  unm, 

3  John,  who,  on  the  temporary  restoration  of  Henry  VI.  in  1470,  was  restored 
to  the  ESarldom  of  Devon.  He  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Tewkesbury,  4  May  1471, 
and  d.  unm.^  when  the  male  line  of  Edward,  3rd  Earl,  failed. 

Sir  Hugh  of  Haccomb,  the  2nd  son  of  Edward  Courtenay,  and  brother  of 
Edward  the  3rd  £^rl,  left  two  sons ;  Edward,  his  heir,  who  d.  without  issue,  and 
Sir  Hugh  of  Boconnock,  who  also  lost  his  life  at  the  battle  of  Tewkesbury.  His 
son  and  heir,  Sir  William  Courtenay,  the  then  heir  male  of  his  house,  was  implicated 
in  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  conspiracy  for  setting  the  E^rl  of  Richmond  upon 
the  throne,  and  waa  attainted  in  1 484 ;  he  esc^>ed,  however,  to  Brittany,  where 
the  Earl  of  Richmond  then  was ;  and,  binding  with  him  that  same  year  in  Widet, 
waa  present  at  the  battle  of  Bosworth,  which  transferred  the  crown  to  Richmond  by 
the  name  of  Hknrv  VII.  Sir  Edward's  attainder  was  immediately  reversed,  but 
not  that  of  the  6th  Earl  of  Devon,  the  chief  part  of  whose  estates  were  con- 
ferred on  him,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  inherited  by  that  Earl's  heirs 
general ;  and  Sir  Oiward  was  created  Earl  of  Devonshire  in  1485,  and  honoured 
with  the  garter.  In  1497  he  held  the  city  of  Exeter  for  Hbnry  VII.  against  Perkin 
Warbeck,  and  d.  in  1509,  leaving  a  son.  Sir  William,  who  m.  the  Prinoev  Katherine, 
youngest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  King  Edward  IV^  and  sister  of  the  Queen 
consort.  He  was  attainted  in  1502,  on  suspicion  of  holding  a  treasonable  corxea- 
pondence  with  his  wife's  kinsman,  Edmund  de  la  Pole,  EUwl  of  ^ifibUc,  a  Yorkii^ 
who  had  fled  into  Flanders ;  and  he  was  detained  a  prisoner  ^  the  death  of 
King  Hinry  VII.  Hsnry  VIII.  liberated  him  as  soon  as  he  came  to  the  thnme ; 
and  as,  in  consequence  of  the  attainder,  he  could  not  legally  inherit  his  fkther^i 
EUffldom,  he  waa  on  the  10th  May  1511,  created  EUurl  of  Devon,  by  a  new  patent. 
He  did  not,  however,  long  enjoy  his  honours  and  the  King'i  f)»voar,  but  d,  otm  fertr 
on  the  9th  June  fbllowing:  leaving  one  son,  Henry,  K.O.,  11th  Eari  of  Devon,  in 
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the  ovder  of  niecemon.  He  inherited  his  fiither^s  Earldom  of  the  creation  of  1511, 
and  hftTiag  the  Hallowing  jear  obtained  a  rereraal  of  his  fhther^s  attainder,  inherited 
alio  the  Earldom  of  1485.  He  was  created  Marquis  of  Exeter  in  1525,  and  in  1532 
deolared  by  King  Hbnry  VIII.  next  heir  to  the  crown ;  a  short-lived  honour,  as 
in  the  fidlowing  year  his  Lady  stood  sponsor  to  the  Princess,  afterwards  Queen 
Elisibeth,  whom  her  faiher  declared  his  successor  immediately  upon  her  birth,  in 
defiuili  of  his  own  male  issue.  He  fell,  however,  under  the  displeasure  of  that  jealous 
tynnt,  towards  the  dose  of  his  reign ;  and,  aifter  presiding  in  Westminster  Hall, 
at  the  trial  and  condemnation  of  the  Lords  D'Arcy  and  Hussey,  for  high  treason, 
in  1538,  he  was  himself  tried  for  his  life  in  the  same  place,  in  the  December 
following,  on  a  charge  of  conspiring  to  raise  Cardinal  Reginald  Pole  to  the  throne, 
foond  guilty,  beheaded  upon  Tower  Hill,  9  Jan.  1539,  and  attainted.  He  left  an 
only  ton,  Eowaro,  who  was  prevented  from  inheriting  his  father's  honours  by 
the  Marquis^  attainder ;  though  only  twelve  years  of  age  at  his  fhther^s  death,  he 
waa  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  continued  a  prisoner  throughout  the  reign  of  King 
Edwakd  YI.  Queen  Mary,  who  is  supposed  to  have  entertained  an  affection  for 
him,  released  him  immediately  upon  her  accession,  and  created  him  Earl  of  Dkvon, 
with  remainder  to  his  **  heirs  nude  for  ever,'^  by  patent  dated  3  Sept.  1 553 ;  the  same 
yen  he  was  restored  in  blood  by  Act  of  Parliament,  but  as  the  attainder  of  his  fhther 
was  never  reversed,  he  did  not  succeed  to  any  of  his  honours.  Queen  Mary,  jealous 
of  SB  imagined  attachment  between  the  Elarl  and  her  sister,  the  Princess  Elizabeth, 
threw  them  both  into  the  Tower  upon  an  accusation  of  being  privy  to  Sir  Thomas 
Wyafs  rebellion,  but  released  them  on  her  marriage  with  King  Philip,  and  the  Eiarl 
of  JDevon,  f^earfUl  of  again  filing  under  the  royal  displeasure,  quitted  his  country, 
and  </.  ufMii.  at  Padua,  4  Oct.  1556. 

In  this  unfortunate  nobleman  ended  the  splendour,  interrupted  by  so  many  mis- 
fortunes, of  the  illustrious  house  of  Courtenay,  and  with  him  failed  the  male  descend- 
anta  of  Edward,  the  2nd  son  of  Hugh,  the  2nd  Earl,  and  the  three  intermediate  sons 
of  the  said  2nd  Earl  having  died  without  issue,  the  heirs  male  of  this  last  Elarl,  on 
whom,  by  the  patent  of  1553,  the  Earldom  was  entailed,  must  be  sought  for  in  the 
issue  of  Philip,  his  6th  and  youngest  son. 

This  Sir  Philip  Courtenay,  of  Powderham  Castle,  was  ancestor  of  a  line,  which, 
during  the  troubles  and  prosperity  of  the  elder  branch,  had  flourished  in  respecta- 
bility, though  not  in  splendour,  in  the  privacy  of  their  Devonshire  retirement, 
through  six  generations.  Sir  William  Courtenay,  the  proprietor  of  Powderham 
Castle,  at  the  death  of  Edward,  Elarl  of  Devon,  in  1556,  would,  according  to  the 
construction  recently  given  to  the  patent  of  1553,  have  succeeded  him  in  the  title 
of  E^l  of  Devon  ;  he  d.  in  1557,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Sir  William  Cour- 
tenay, to  whom  in  1630  succeeded  his  son  Francis.  He  d,  in  1638,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  Sir  William,  to  whom  the  dignity  of  a  Baron  was  offered  in  April 
1689,  but  which  he  appears  to  have  declined.  He  was  created  a  Baronet,  but  not 
affecting  that  title,  as  conscious  of  the  much  higher  dignities  which  of  right  pertained 
to  him,  never  took  out  his  patent ;  he  was,  however,  always  styled  Baronet  in  the 
commisdons  sent  him  by  the  King.  He  d.  in  1702,  and  Francis,  his  eldest  son, 
having  dL  before  him,  he  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson. 

Sir  William-Smyth,  2nd  Baronet,  who  d.  in  1735,  leaving  two  sons,  viz. ; 

1  Sot  William,  his  successor,  who  was  created,  in  1762,  Viscount  Courtbnay, 
of  Powderham  Castle,  Co.  Devon,  and  d.  only  ten  days  after  his  elevation  to  the 
Paenge,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  William,  2nd  Viscount,  who  d. 
in  1788,  leaving  the  thirteen  daughters  described  in  The  Peerage  Volume,  and  an 
only  son,  William,  3rd  Viscount,  to  whom  the  E^Idom  of  Devon  was  adjudged 
under  the  patent  of  1553  by  the  House  of  Lords,  15  March  1831,  and  who,  though 
only  the  2nd  Earl  who  had  borne  the  title  under  that  patent,  was  the  9th  who  had 
been  entitled  to  it,  and  the  20th  of  his  family  in  hereditary  succession  from  the 
Ist  Earl.  His  sisters  immediately  assumed  the  title  and  rank  of  f^rPs  daughters, 
their  fiither  having  been  unquestionably  entitled  to  that  dignity.  The  Earl  d.  unm. 
in  1835. 

2  Henry-Reginald,  who  d.  m  1763;  having  m.  Lady  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Allan,  Ist  Earl  Bathurst,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  both  in  holy  orders ;  William, 
the  eldart  son,  d.  unm.  in  Nov.  1783,  and  Henry-Reginald,  Bidhop  of  Exeter,  the 
yonnger,  d,  9  Jane  1803 ;  he  m.  26  Jan.  1774,  Lady- Elizabeth  Howard,  eldest 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  Thomas,  2nd  Earl  of  Effingham,  and  by  her  left  the  issue 
deaoibed  in  The  Peerage  Volume ;  of  whom  the  eldest  son,  WaLiAM,  the  present, 
and  by  fight  10th  Earl,  succeeded  his  cousin  in  1835. 
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DEVONSHIRE,  DUKE  OF.      (Cavendish.) 

Peer  of  England. 

This  bmilf  waa  founded  by  Robvrt  de  Qemon,  a  noble  Nonnan,  olio  came  Jala 
EngUnd  with  Willium  the  Conqueror ;  6th  in  deeceiit  from  him  wb«  Roger  de  Oer- 
QOa,  who  acquired  by  mnrriat^  the  Lordship  of  Cavendish  ;  and  hia  isBUc,  in  consc- 
qoence,  aMUmed  that  name.  Sir  John  Cavendish,  his  eldest  aon,  appointed  Lou) 
Chief  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  by  King  Edw*kd  HI,  in  1365,  wai  beheaded  in 
the  reign  of  Richard  II.  by  some  rebels,  in  an  inaurrectian  in  the  County  of  Suffolk 
in  13BI,  the  animosity  of  the  mob  being  chiefly  directed  a^^nst  the  lawjem,  and 
more  nipeciuUy  against  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  whobC  son,  John  Cavendiah,  being 
the  EMjuire  of  the  Body  to  the  King,  had  a  very  abort  time  preceding,  diapatched 
the  rebel  Wat  Tyler  in  Smithfield,  after  he  had  been  atruck  from  his  boiae  by  the 
Lord  Mayor.  Fourth  in  desi'ent  from  this  John  Cavendish,  the  son,  vai  Sir 
William  Cavendiah,  a  conftdential  attendant  on  Cardinal  Wolaey,  under  Hhuw 
patronage  ho  laid  the  foundation  of  n  Inrge  augmentulion  of  his  fortune,  which  vae 
Bftenrards  greatly  forwarded  in  the  service  ot  the  Kings  Hknkv  Vlll.  and  Edwari, 
VI.,  fVom  both  of  whom  he  obtained  eonjiilemble  grants  of  abbey  and  other  eccleai- 
aatjcal  lands.  Sir  William  married  to  hia  3rd  wife,  (having  had  daughters  only  by 
his  two  former  marriages,)  Ebiabelh,  daughter  of  John  Hardwick,  Eaq.,  and  co-heir 
of  her  brother  Jumcs  Hardwick,  of  Hardwick,  Co.  Derby,  who  had  been  married  at  four- 
teen yean  of  age  to  Robert  Barley,  of  Barley,  Co.  Derby,  by  whom  she  was  shortly 
4fterlefta  widow,  hia  laige  eelatesbcingsettted  upon  her  and  her  hciia.  In  compl&isince 
to  her.  Sir  William  Cavendish  sold  his  property  in  Suffolk  and  other  ports,  and 
purchased  estatci  in  the  county  of  Derby,  where  he  commenced,  near  his  wife's 
potemnt  manaion  of  Hardwick,  the  building  of  the  noble  hatue  of  Chabwoith,  which 
wn  completed  by  her  after  his  death  ;  ahe  m.  3rdly,  Sir  William  St.  Loe,  of 
Tarmarton  in  Glouceaterahire,  Grand  Itutler  of  England,  by  whom  she  had  no  issue, 
but  whose  large  entates  were  alao  settled  on  herself  and  her  children ;  and  4thly, 
George  Talbot,  K.G.,  6th  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  Ear!  Marshal  of  England,  by 
whom  also  she  had  tio  issue  ;  but  he  having  children  by  a  former  marriage,  she  pro- 
cured the  union  of  her  youngest  daughter  with  Gilbert  hfs  son  and  heir,  the  7th 
Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  and  of  Henry  her  eldest  son  with  the  Lady  Grace  his  daughter. 
Sir  William  had  by  her,  besides  Henry  Cavendish,  Esq.,  hia  eldest  son  and  heir, 
who  d.  without  issue  in  1616,  and  three  daughters,  all  matched  into  the  ooblest 
femiliea  of  the  kingdom,  two  other  sons,  vii. :

3  Sir  Charles  CaTcndiah,  ofWelbeck  Abbey,  Co.  Not^ngham,  who  il.  in  1617; 
leaving  by  his  2nd  marriage  with  Catherine,  i^rwards  Baronen  Ogle,  daughter 
and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Cuthbert,  7th  Baron  Ogle  by  writ  USl,  a  son,  Wiluam, 
K.O.,  created  in  1620  Baron  Ogle  of  Bnthal,  and  Viscount  Hanslield,  Co.  Nottin^ 
ham ;  also  Baron  Cavendish  of  Bnlsover,  and  E^l  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  in 
IS2Bi  succeeded  to  his  mother's  Barony  of  Ogle  in  1629,  was  foither  created  Har- 
qnia  of  Newcastle,  Co.  Northumberland,  in  1 643  ;  was  signally  active  in  the  cause 
^Charlu  I.,  under  whom,  and  subsequently  under  King  Chaklm  It.,  after  the 
Beatontion,  he  held  asTeial  offices  of  hi^  trust  and  honour,  and  waaGtiallT,  in  1664, 
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created  Earl  of  Ogle  and  Duke  of  Newcastle,  both  Co.  Northumberland.  He  rf.  in 
1676,  leaTing  one  son,  Henry,  2nd  Duke,  on  whose  death,  in  1691,  all  his  honours 
became  extinct  except  the  Barony  of  Oglo  by  writ,  which  fell  into  abeyance  between 
his  three  daughters  and  co-heirs. 

William,  the  2nd  son  of  Sir  William  Cavendish,  was  created  Baron  Cavendish, 
of  Hardwick,  Co.  Derby;  he  was  one  of  the  first  adventurers  who  planted  colonies 
in  Virginia  and  the  Island  of  Bermudas;  in  1616  he  obtained  a  large  increase  to 
his  already  considerable  fortune,  by  the  death  of  Henry,  his  elder  brother,  whom  he 
succeeded  in  the  whole  of  his  estates,  and  was  created  Earl  of  Dbvonshirb,  in 
1618  ;  he  d.  in  1625,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  in 
1628,  leaving,  besides  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  William,  Srd  Earl,  a  2nd  son, 
Lieut. -general  Charles  Cavendish,  who  after  many  gallant  achievements  in  the  Royal 
army  during  the  Civil  War,  was  killed  in  an  action  against  Cromwell  in  1643,  in 
the  24th  year  of  his  age.  William,  3rd  Earl,  after  attending  the  King^s  Parlia- 
ment at  Oxford,  and  supplying  him  with  money,  retired  beyond  the  seas,  where  he 
remained  till  the  mandate  of  the  victorious  Parliament  compelled  him  to  return. 
He  d.  in  1684,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

William,  4th  Earl,  K.G. ;  he  was  the  intimate  friend  of  William,  Lord  Russell, 
who  suffered  death  in  the  reign  of  Charlks  II.,  was  himself  a  strenuous  supporter 
of  the  Protestant  religion  against  the  cncroachmeijts  of  Popery  under  that  King  and 
Jamk  II.,  and  exerted  himself  to  the  utmost  to  secure  the  accession  of  William  III., 
and  the  settlement  of  the  constitution  on  the  principles  of  Protestantism  and  theo- 
retical liberty.  He  was  created  Marquis  of  Hartington,  Co.  Derby,  and  Dukk  of 
Dkvonshirb,  in  1694,  and  dying  in  1707,  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  William, 
2nd  DuKB,  K.6.,  who  d,  in  1729,  leaving,  besides  his  successor,  William,  Srd  Duke, 
a  younger  son,  Lord  Charles  Cavendish,  a  well  known  Member  of  the  Royal  Society, 
and  a  Trustee  of  the  British  Museum ;  he  was  father  of  Henry  and  Frederick 
Cavendish,  Esqs.,  both  of  whom  d.  untn.y  the  latter  in  1812,  and  the  former,  a 
celebrated  natural  philosopher  and  chemist,  in  1810,  leaving  behind  him  a  name,  of 
which  a  competent  judge,  the  late  Sir  Humphrey  Davy,  has  declared,  that  it  will 
remain  imperishably  illustrious  in  the  annals  of  science,  and  be  an  immortal  honour 
to  his  house,  to  his  age,  and  to  his  country. 

William,  Srd  Duke,  K.6.,  d,  in  1755,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  William, 
4th  DtTKK,  K.G.,  who  d.  2  Oct.  1764 ;  having  m.  28  March  1748,  Lady  Charlotte 
Boyle,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard,  3rd  Earl  of  Burlington,  4th  Baron 
Clifford,  and  4th  Earl  of  Cork,  in  Ireland,  great  grandson  and  heir  of  Richard, 
1st  Earl  of  Burlington,  by  Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Clifford, 
3th  Earl  of  Cumberland,  who  had  been  summoned  to  Parliament,  by  writ  in  1628, 
in  the  lifetime  of  his  father,  Francis,  4th  Earl  of  Cumberland,  as  Baron  Clifford, 
under  the  presumption  that  the  ancient  Barony  of  Clifford,  by  writ  1299,  was 
vested  in  the  4th  Earl  of  Cumberland  ;  but  the  right  to  this  Barony,  now  possessed 
by  Lord  de  Clifford,  proving  to  be  in  the  heirs  general  of  George,  3rd  Earl  of  Cum- 
berland, elder  brother  of  the  4th  Earl,  this  writ  of  1628,  constituted  a  new  Barony 
in  fee  to  the  1st  Lord,  which  was  claimed  by  and  allowed  in  1737,  to  Richard, 
Srd  Earl  of  Burlington,  4th  Lord  Clifford,  as  his  heir  general.  On  the  death  of 
this  Earl  without  issue  male,  in  1753,  his  Irish  titles  devolved  on  the  heir  male, 
Roger,  Earl  of  Orrery,  and  5th  Earl  of  Cork ;  the  other  English  titles  became 
extinct,  but  the  Barony  of  Clifford  by  writ  descended  to  his  daughter  Charlotte, 
Duchess  of  Devonshire;  she  d,  8  Dec.  1754,  leaWng,  by  the  Duke,  the  following 
inue:

Thib  &mily  originallj  bore  the  name  of  TiltoD,  derived  ffom  &  pari«h  in  and 
near  which  thej  ponened  a  large  eetate  in  Leicestershire  in  the  reign  of  King 
HiNRV  II, ^  in  that  of  Hbnkv  III.  the;  removed  tu  Digb^,  Co.  Lincoln,  and  ii»- 
nimed  that  name.  Bobcrt  de  Digh;,  living  in  the  time  of  Edward  III,,  woa  grond- 
bther  of  Eversrd  Digby,  who,  with  three  brothers,  ntl  lost  their  lives  in  the  battle  of 
Towton,  in  1461,  lighting  for  King  Hbnhv  VI.  This  Evererd  Digb;  left  seven  sons, 
who  all  fought  rCHoIutcly  at  Bosworth,  on  tlie  side  of  King  Hknrv  VII.  Sir 
Everard,  the  eldest  of  these  seven  sons,  wb<  ancestor  of  a  funily  long  seated  also 
«t  Tilton  ;  Sir  Edward,  4th  in  descent  from  him,  was  executed  in  1605,  as  a 
conspirator  in  the  Gunpowder  riot ;  he  wa*  father  of  the  well-known  Sir  Kenelm 
Digby,  whose  sons  left  no  male  iaue. 

Sir  Simon  Digby,  the  2nd  son  of  Evemrd,  killed  at  Towton  field,  was  an- 
cestor in  the  fourth  genetation  of  Sir  George  Digbr  of  Coleahill,  Co.  Wanrick, 
fkther  of 

1  Sir  Robert,  Ikther  of  Robkrt,  tat  Loan  DiOBV,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland, 
and  ancestor  of  the  EarL 

2  John,  created  Baron  Digby  of  Sherborne  I6I8,  and  Earl  of  Bristol  1622.  He 
was  Ambassador  in  Spain  at  the  time  of  the  journey  (hither  of  King  Charlib  I., 
then  Prince  of  Wales,  and  after  his  rctuiti  home,  he  and  the  Duke  of  Buckingham 
mutually  accused  each  other  as  the  cause  of  fkilure  in  the  Prince>  design  of  a 
marriage  there.  He  d.  in  1653,  and  was  succeeded  by  hii  son  Oeorge,  2nd  Earl, 
K.O,,  who,  as  Lord  Digby,  took  so  connpiruuus  a  part  in  the  troubles  of  the  reign 
of  King  Charles  I.,  and  was  during  his  exile  the  chief  councillor  of  CB«u.aa  II., 
till  he  lost  his  olfices  in  the  Royal  service  by  openly  reconciling  himielf  to  the 
church  of  Rome.  He  d.  in  1676,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  John,  3rd  Earl,  on 
whoae  death,  in  1698,  his  honours  became  extinct

created  Baroness  Olbley  fbr  life,  (daughter  and  heir  of  Oerald,  Lord  OKley,  who

THBfcmily  of  Hely  or  O'Healy,  of  Oonoughmore,  Co.  Cork.  dcMcnded,  accMd- 
ina  to  the  ancient  Irish  genealoguta,  f^m  the  M'Carthya,  Princes  of  Desmond,  fbr- 
felled  large  poescasions  from  its  adherence  to  the  cause  of  Jauks  II.  in  1639.  The 
Earl's  grand&ther,  Francis  Hely,  Esq..  of  Gortioe,  Co.  Cork,  {son  of  John  Hely  of 
Oortroe,)  «.  the  daughter  of  Christopher  Earbury,  Esq.,  and  was  &ther  of  the  Right 
Hon.  John  Hely,  Secretary  of  Slate  for  Ireland,  who  d.  in  1791 ;  having  assumed 
the  name  of  Hutchinson  in  consequence  of  his  marriage  with  Christian,  daughter  of 
Lorenzo  Nixon,  Esq.,  of  Murray,  Co.  Wicklow,  and  niece  and  heliesi  of  Richard 
Hutchinson,  Esq.,  of  Knocklofty,  Co.  Tipperary ;  which  Lady  was  created  Ba- 
RONiss  DoNouaHHoHi  of  Knockloily,  in  1783,  and  d.  in  1788  ■,  when  she  was 
succeeded  by  her  eldest  son,  Rkharu.  created  in  1797.

in  1S21,  he  was  brther  created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdoa  by

HviBiu[niDi8ACKvu.[.B,  vhocaine  into  England  with  Wu.lum  the  Conqueror, 
and  lettled  at  Buckhunt,  in  Sunex,  *as  uicestor,  after  13  descents,  of  John 
Sackville,  of  Chiddingleigb,  Co.  SuMox,  who  d.  in  1557,  powcMina  extenaire 
catataa  in  tbHous  counties.  Ue  n>.  Anne,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  William  Bolejn, 
Knt.,  and  siiter  of  Thomu,  Earl  of  Wiltshire  and  Ormond,  whose  dougbUr, 
Anne,  was  mother  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  fie  was  father  bj  her  of  ^ir  Richard 
Sackrille,  who,  having  lived  in  great  honour,  held  several  important  offices  under 
King  Edward  Vl.,  Queen  Makv,  and,  in  the  eax\j  part  of  her  reign.  Queen

high  in  the  fiirour  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  his  kinswoman,  was  by  her  created  Boron 
of  Buckhunt,  and  continued  throughout  his  life  iaithfullj-  and  with  abilitj  to 
serve  her  Majesty,  and  King  Jakes,  her  Riccciisoi,  as  all  his  descendants.  Earls  and 
Dnkee  of  Doraet,  have  done  b;  their  respective  sovereigns,  holding  the  highest 
offices  of  trust  and  dignity  under  tho  government,  and  supporting  the  Crown  and 
Constitution  throughout  all  difficulties,  with  what  has  been  tenned  the  hereditanr 
talent  of  the  House  of  Sackville;  till,  at  the  close  of  the  last  century,  the  death 
of  the  3rd  Duke  left  his  hnnoun  and  estates  to  an  infhnt.

UcaTftiD,  a  younger  son  of  Gospatrick,  Earl  of  Northumbetlaod,  anceatoi'  by  hia 
tWalt  Hin,  Oo^«trick,  of  the  extinct  Barls  of  Dunbar,  and  of  Uie  Earl  of  Home, 
wna  progenitor  of  the  family  of  Dundss,  irho  aamimed  their  (Umame  from  the  laodi 
of  Dundas,  granted  to  Heljoa,  ion  of  Uchtred,  by  the  chief  of  hii  &milf .  To  him 
mcceeded  in  direct  lineal  descent,  Serlo,  Ileliaa,  Radulphus,  and  Saer  de  DuDdM ; 
the  latl«r  died  before  the  year  1300,  leariag  a  iod  and  niccevor,  ^Hugh,  aiuaii 
of  remarkable  courage  and  merit.  He  waa  a  companioa  of  the  biare  Sir  William 
Wallace,  and  eagedy  embraced  erery  opportunity  of  defending  tbe  liberties  of  Scot- 
land, and  of  signalising  himself  against  the  enemies  of  bis  countij.  He  d.  in  the 
ragn  of  King  RoBGHT  Bauci,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Su-  George,  also  a 
strady  triend  of  King  Robut,  in  defence  of  irhose  son.  King  David,  he  lost  his  life 
at  the  battle  of  Duplin,  in  1332.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  sod  James,  who  was  ex- 
communicated on  account  of  an  obstinate  dispute  with  tbe  Abbot  of  Dumfbrmlioe, 
about  his  right  (o  some  islands  in  the  Forth  i  but  these  dilferences  being  at  length 
compromised,  he  vai  absolved  in  the  year  1342.  His  son,  John  de  Dnnda^  of 
Fingask,  was  father  of 

James  Dundas  of  Dundas,  who  d.  in  1430.  leaving  threeaons,  lil:.:

2  Sir  Lawrence,  created  a  Baronet  in  1762,  and  d.  in  1761.  He  was  father  of 
Sni  Thomas,  created,  in  1794,  Baron  Dundas  of  Askc,  Co.  York,  d.  in  1820,  and 
was  succeeded  by  hia  eldest  son,  Lawrinck,  the  present  and  2nd  Loan. 


DUNDONALD,  EARL  OF.  (Cochrane.) 
Peer  of  ScoUand. 
Alruhdir  Blaui,  r  younger  son  of  John  Blair  of  Blair,  m.,  about  the  year  1600' 
Eliubeth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  William  Cochrane  of  Cochrane,  a  gentleman  of 
aa  ancient  bmily  in  the  County  of  Renfrew,  and  thereupon  sasumed  the  name  and 
arnii  of  Cochrane.  Sir  William  Cochkank,  their  son,  was  created,  in  1617,  Baron 
Cochrane  of  Dundonald,  with  limltstion  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  and  subse- 
quently, in  1669,  Earl  of  DiiNnoNALO,  Lord  Cochrane  of  Paisley  and  Ochiltree, 
with  remainder  to  (he  heirs  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  the  eldest  hein  female 
of  his  bod/  without  lUvision,  and  the  heirs  male  of  such  hein  female,  l>earing  the 
name  and  arms  oT  Cochrane.  The  Earldom,  however,  was  continued  in  the  heirs 
male  oTthe  lat  Earl.  This  nobleman,  in  his  old  age,  was  accused  before  the  Privy 
Council  of  Scotland,  though  without  any  ill  consequences,  of  having,  in  the  year 
1079,  kept  a  chaplain  about  his  son.  Lord  Cochrane,  then  dying,  who  prayed  for  the 
sues—  nf  tha  rebels  in  the  west ;  those  Covenanters  who,  in  the  same  year,  routed 
thediageona  of  Captain  Graham,  of  Claverhouse,  afterwards  the  celebrated  Viscount 
DuDdse;  md  who  himself,  so  inviolably  bithfiil  to  Jauek  VII.  in  his  miafortunea, 
was,  in  the  oammencemeot  of  that  Prince's  reign,  deemed  onlit  to  be  trusted  with 
the  secrets  of  hla  CouncQ,  because  he  had  married  a  daughter  of  this  very  Lord 
Cocfaraoe.  The  Earl  d.  in  16SS ;  he  hod  two  sons,  William,  Lord  Cochrane,  and 
John,  each  of  whom  having  been  ancestor  to  succeeding  Earls,  their  pedigree  will 
be  snoaeviTcly  traced. 

William,  Lord  Cochrane,  d.  betbre  his  father  in  1679,  leaving,  besides  other 
iimc,  two  sons,  viz. : 

I  JotfN,  2nd  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  ffrandf^ther,  and  d.  in  1690,  leaving 
issue,  I  WtLUAM,  Sid  Earl,  who  d.  unm.  in  1705;  and  John,  4th  EtRL,  who 
succeeded  bis  brother,  and  d.  in  1720,  leaving  one  son,  William,  his  successor, 
Sth  Karl.    Ha  d.  tmm.  in  172S,  when  the  male  line  of  the  3nd  Earl  became  extinct 

9  WilUmn,  d.  in  1717  \  he  had  one  son,  Thomas,  who  succeeded  as  eUi  Earl, 
and  d.  in  1737,  leaving  two  sons,  of  whom  the  yaungest  d.  tHim.  in  174S,  and  the 
eldMt,  Willuk,  7th  Earl,  succeeded  his  father.  He  was  a  Captain  in  the  17th 
i«BiiMnt  of  Ibot,  and  was  Ulled  «t  the  aiege  of  Louiibonigh,  in  America,  in  17S8 ; 
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ho  d.  unm.,  and  with  him  ended  the  male  inuc  of  William,  Lord  Cochrane,  eldiit 
■on  of  the  lit  Earl. 

Sir  John  Cochnme,  of  Ochiltree,  2nd  aon  of  the  Irt  Earl,  wa«  grandlather,  by 
hit  son  William,  of  Thohae^  8th  Earl,  who  succeeded  in  17S8,  and  was  twice 
married;  1st,  to  Elizabeth,  daufihter  of  Jiimis  Kei,  B^.,  who  d.  in  1743,  without 
surviving  inue ;  and  2nd1f,  G  Sept.  1744,  to  Jane,  eldest  daugliter  of  Archibald 
Stuart,  Eaq.,  who  A  21  March  IBOB.  The  Earl  d.  27  June  1778,  leaving  by  his 
second  marriage  a  nuinerouB  iwue,  of  whom,  all  who  lived  to  maluritj  will  be 
found  in  Tlit  Peerage  Volaine ;  he  was  succeeded  b;  hie  eldest  son,  Archibald, 
9th  Eaul,  to  whom,  in  1831,  sunxeded  his  eldest  «on,  Thomas,  the  preeant  and 
10th  Earl.

Thi  Viicount  is  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  of  the  Marquis  of  Downshire,  under 
which  title  his  eitraction  will  be  found.

having  nt.  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Trevor,  of  Brinkinalt,  Co.  Denbigh, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  England,  and  bad  two  sons,  1  Trevor, 
1st  Viscount  Hillsborough,  great-grand&ther  of  the  Marquis  of  Downshire ; 
3  Arthiir,  who,  succeeding  to  the  estates  of  his  matemal  giandtiitlier,  assumed  the 
tUuneandannsofTaivoa,  was  created  in  1766,  Baion  HiU  of  Olderfloet,  Co.  An. 
trim,  and  Vistount  Dunoannon,  Co.  Tyrone,  and  d.  in  1771  ;  having  m.  Ist,  Anne, 
3rd  daughter  of  Joseph  Deane,  Esq.,  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  in  Ireland,  by 
whom  he  bad  no  eurviring  iaue;  and  2ndly,  12  Jan.  1737,  Anne,  daughter  of 
Edmund- Francis  Stafford,  Esq.,  nho  d.  13  .lan.  1799.  Their  only  son,  the  Hon. 
Arthur  Treior,  was  b.  24  Dec.  1738,  and  d.  before  his  father,  21  June  1770 ;  he 
was  lather  of  AHTHm,  the  present  and  2nd  Viwvl'nt,  by  his  marriage  27  Feb.  1762, 
with  Hon.  Letitia  Horres,  eldest  daughter  nf  Henry,  1st  Viscount  Mountmorres;

Thk  Earl  ia  a  braoch  of  the  &iiiily  of  the  Duke  of  Atholl,  under  which  title  hk 
ancestij  is  Mated.  Lord  Charles  Murray,  2nd  »on  of  John,  lot  Harquii  of  Atholl, 
mt  created,  in  16B6,  Earl  of  Dunmohe,  Viscount  of  Fincastle,  Lord  Murray  of 
Blair,  Moulin,  and  Tillemot,  and  d.  in  1710  ;  having  m.  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Robert  Watts,  Esq.,  of  Hertford,  by  whom  he  was  father  of  John,  3nd  Eaul,  who 
itunm.  18  April  1752,  and  of  William,  9rd  Earl.  This  nobleman  was  engaged  in 
the  rebellion  of  1745,  and  in  April  1746  surrendered  himself  to  justice;  he  wai 
tried  in  December  fallowing,  pleoiled  guilty,  and  immediately  received  his  Majesty^ 
pardon.  He  succeeded  his  brother  in  1752;  m.  Catherine,  daughter  of  his  uncle 
Loid  William  Murray,  who  had  become  Lord  Naime  by  his  marriage  with  the 
Honourable  Margaret  Nainie,  daughter  and  sale  heireni  of  Robert,  Ist  Lord  Naime ;

Thi  descent  of  the  Eail  of  Dunraven  from  the  ancient  Milesian  Princes  is  certi6ed 
bj  the  recognition  of  the  pedigree  of  his  ancestor,  Thad;  Quin,  Esq,,  of  Adare,  in 
a  record  entered  in  Ulster's  office,  by  Sir  Richard  Carney,  KnU,  Ulster  King  at 
Amu,  in  1088. 

Con  Ccad  Calia,  or  Con  of  the  hundred  battles,  described  by  the  Irish  Oenealo- 
giits  as  King  of  Ireland  in  the  2nd  century,  is  represented  as  founder  of  the  family 
of  Quin  ;  his  grandaon  Cormac,  who  is  said  to  have  reigned  A.D.  2M,  was  the  first 
who  adopted  the  nimpne  of  Quin,  which  ugnifies  ■  descendant  of  Con.  Thefiimily 
certainly  posMoed  large  territories  in  Ireland,  and  governed  as  hereditary  chieftains, 
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before  the  inraHon  of  the  English  in  the  rei);!!  of  King  HiNKV  II.  The  Eari  de- 
■cemia  from  a  branch  which  for  nuuij  centuriet  poaeased  great  feudal  power  in  the 
county  of  Clare,  whence  hii  aaceston  were  tiiutllf  expelled  by  the  more  powerful 
thmily  of  O'Brien,  and  lettled  in  tbe  countj'  of  Limerick. 

Jaoiea  Qjiin  of  Kilmallock,  Co.  Limerick,  wboae  brother  John  resigned  the 
Bithopric  of  Limerick  in  ISfil.  vat  lather  of  Donoo^  Quin,  whoae  kid  Donough 
d.  in  1671,  haling  iw.  the  daii{d>ter  and  lole  h^r  of  O'Biordtui,  on  Iriah  Chieftain, 
by  whom  he  left  a  tan,  the  alMie-DiaitioDed  Thi^j  Qnin,  Ewi.,  who  bad  a  grant 
from  King  Chiklb  II.,  confinnina  to  hhn  the  estate  of  Aclaie,  Co.  Limerick.  He 
dL  in  172G,  leaiing  by  hit  3td  wife  Catharine,  daughter  of  Tien  Morony,  Esq.,  Va- 
lentine, hii  succeiaor  at  Adan.  Valentine  Quin,  Esq.,  as.  Marr,  eldest  danghler  and 
co-heir  of  Henry  Widenham,  Em-,  of  the  Court,  Co.  Limerick,  and  d.  in  liii, 
IcBTing  by  her  a  son,  WindhJMu  Quin,  Esq.,  of  Adarc.  Ue  d.  in  1789,  baring  ■■. 
Fnucea,  only  daughter  of  Bichanl  Dawfon,  Esq.,  of  Dawson  Gioie,  Ca  Honaghan 
by  whom  be  was  father  of 

Sia  Vaucktinb-Ricsabd  Qvm,  created  a  Baronet  of  Great  Britain  in  1781 ; 
Baron  Adare  of  Adarr,  Co.  Limerick,  in  1800  ;  Viscount  Mount-Earl,  Co.  Lime- 
rick.  In  1816  ;  and  EinL  of  Dun&ivkn  and  Hount-Earl,  aad  Viicouat  Adare,  in 
1823.  He  d.  in  1824,  and  iraa  succeeded  by  his  Mm  Windhau-Hk.\rv,  the  present 
and  2nd  Earl,  who,  haling  n.  Caroline,  dauHhler  and  sole  heitea  of  Thomas 
Wyndham,  of  DuniBTen  Cutle,  Co.  Glamotgan,  assumed  the  additional  name  of 
WyndhaminieiS. 


DUNSANY,  LORD.     (Pldnkett.)

Hm  Lordship  is  descended  finm  John  Flunkett  of  Bewley,  in  tho  rngn  of  King 
Henry  III.,  whose  eldest  *an,  John,  was  8nc«Mor  of  Lord  Louth,  and  hi*  youi^er 
wm,  Richard,  was  grandfather  of 

Sir  Christopher  Flunkett,  who,  by  marriage  with  Joan,  heiress  of  the  Iiord^po 
of  Killeen,  Dunnny,  and  Oeraidstown,  had  tnue :  John,  Lord  KiUeen,  ancestor  of 
the  EatI  of  Fingall,  and  CniusTOrHiB.,  1st  Lord  DunhaNV,  who  wa«  followed  in 
uninlerruptod  succession,  IVom  father  to  son,  through  the  eight  following  genera- 
tions :  by  John,  Snd  Loan ;  John,  3rd  LoHo  -,  Eowaho,  4th  Loiu) ;  RoBUir,  5th 
Loan;  CniuirroFHtR,  6th  Loitn-,  PArniCK,  7th  Lord;  Ciiiubtopuih,  8th  LoB^i 
and  Patrick,  9th  Lord. 

Edward,  son  of  the  latter  nobleman,  d.  before  his  father,  leaving  two  sons, 
CicacHTOPHiR,  iOlh  Lord,  who  d.  unn.,  in  IliSH,  and  Randall,  11th  Lord,  who 
succeeded  his  brother.  He  adhered  to  the  cause  of  King  Jahks  II.,  and  was  in 
consequence  outlawed  in  1691  ;  being  included  in  the  treaty  of  Limerick,  he  was 
restored  to  his  estates,  hut  neglecting  the  forms  necesaary  to  re-eitablish  himself  in 
the  privileges  of  parliament,  did  not  recover  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Lords.  He 
d.  in  1735,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Edward,  12th  Lord  ;  to  whom,  in  17B1, 
nicceeded  his  son  Randall,  13th  Lord,  who,  in  1791,  claimed  and  was  allowed  his 
■eat  in  Parliament,  which  had  not  beea  demanded  by  any  Lord  Dimiany  unce  the 
outlawry  of  tbe  !lth  Lord.  Hi*  LonUiip  d.  in  1821,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son,  Edward  Waddiho,  present  and  Uih  Lord.

"  iTa  earlier  ownen  of  the  Manor  of  lAmbton  oie  on  recoid  thsn  the  ancient  and 
bonoursble  Aunilj  irhlch  still  bean  the  local  noine,"  Bay>  SurteM,  in  hii  biitorj  of 
the  Co.  of  Durtiam,  and  thiu  pioceeds :  "  The  regular  pedigree  can  only  be  traced 
from  tlie  12th  centuij,  miuiy  of  the  fainll;  records  being  deatrofcd  in  the  diil 
win  I  but  the  preTioui  rendence  of  the  fiunil;  is  well  proied  by  atteatatiooa  of 
cbarten  and  incidental  etidence,  from  a  period  vei;  nearly  approaching  the  Nonnan 
Conquest."  They  have  always  poaaeeied  »  leading  influence  id  the  county  and  dtjr 
of  Durham,  one  or  other  of  which  they  have  geneially  represented  in  Parliament 
ftom  the  earliest  eiertiae  of  the  eloclite  franchise  in  tboM  places. 

From  Robert  de  Lambton,  Laid  of  I«mbion,  who  d.  In  1350,  the  eleventh  in 
lineal  descent  was  Sir  William  LamUon,  Col.  of  a  regiment  of  fbot.  In  the  serrice 
of  King  Chahus  I.,  who  was  killed  In  tlie  battle  of  Hanston  Moor,  2  July  1644 ;

An  iUuminated  pedigtee  of  the  femilj  of  Bice  in  the  poasoaion  of  Lord  Djnevor, 
drawn  uid  atte«ted  id  1600  by  Ralph  Brooke,  York  Herald,Bnd  continued  by  differ- 
eot  handi  to  the  preaent  time,  makei  Sir  Rhyt  Ap- Thomas  Fiti'Urian,  K.G.,  to  be 
d^hteentb  in  paternal  descent  from  Vtyan  Reged,  Lord  of  Kidwelly.  Carunllou  and 
Yikenen,  in  South  Wales,  and  Maroaret  La-Faye,  his  wife,  daughlcr  of  Gorloi*, 
Duke  of  Comwaa  Of  thia  distinguiahed  person,  Fuller,  in  hia  Worthie*,  writea ; 
"  Sir  Rhy«  Ap-Thomai  of  FJmftliii  in  Carmarthenshire,  wm  never  more  than  a 
knight,  yet  little  lea  than  a  prince  in  hia  native  country;  to  King  Hknhv  VII.,  on 
hi*  landing  with  a  contemptible  force  at  Milford  Haven,  Sir  Rhy»  repaired  with  a 
considerable  accenian  of  choice  aoldiera,  marching  with  them  to  Boaworth  field, 
irtieie  he  right  valiantly  behaved  himself.  That  thnflv  King,  according  to  his  cheap 
courae  of  remuneration,  (rewarding  churchmen  with  church  prclennent,  and  sword- 
men  with  honour,)  afterwards  made  him  a  knight  of  the  onler ;  and  well  might  he 
give  him  a  garter,  by  whose  effectual  help  he  had  recovered  a  crown."  At  the 
battle  of  Boaworth,  however,  Hinhv  made  him  a  Knight  Banneret,  and  it  was  in 
the  21st  of  that  King's  reign  that  he  was  elected  a  Knight  Companion  of  the  moat 
noble  order  of  the  Qarter.  In  the  neit  reign  he  waa  Captain  of  the  Light  Horae  at 
the  battle  of  Thcrouenne,  and  at  the  siege  of  Toumay  in  1S13.  Sir  Griffith  Rice, 
hiiaonandh^r,  WBamadea  Knight  of  the  Bath  at  the  marriage  of  Arthur,  Prince  of 
Wales,  in  ISOI,  and  the  eighth  in  lineal  descent  from  him  wu  the  Bight  Honourable 
0«orge  Rice  of  Newton,  Co.  Carmarthen,  &theT  of  the  preMnt  Peer. 

WiUlum  Talbot,  1st  Baron  Dtnivok,  lat  Karl  and  2nd  Lord  Talbot,  m.  Feb. 
1734,  Hary,  daughter  and  heir  of  Adam  de  Cardonnell,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  B 
April  17S7,  he  had  an  only  daughter.  Lady  Cecil ;  he  was  created  Baron  Dynevor  of 
Dyneror,  Co.  Carmarthen,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  daughter 
Ceal,  and  her  iaane  male.  On  his  death  in  17S2,  the  F.arldom  become  extinct; 
the  Barony  of  Talbot  devolved  on  his  neiihew,  John  Chetwynd,  3nl  Lord,  in  whose 
bvourtfae  Earldom  WBS  revived,  and  the  Barony  of  Dynevor  on  his  dnughter, 

Ladv  Ckcu.  Talbot,  2nd  Baroness,  wife  of  the  above  Right- Hon,  Geotge  Rice, 
by  whom  ahe  was  mother  of  Giorgi-Talbot,  her  auccesaor,  the  present  and  3rd 
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DYSART,  COUNTESS.    (Tollemache.)

Lou  WtLLUM  HoiTAiui,  K.O.,  Bth  WD  of  Thomas,  2nd  Duke  of  Norfolk,  was 
craated,  in  1654,  EuioH  Howard  of  EpriNOHAM,  Co.  Surrey.  He  vru  much  Ri- 
Tourad  by  King  Hknht  VIII.,  till  hi>  niecp,  Catherino  Howard,  that  Honarch*! 
fifUi  Queen,  wai  executed  fiir  trasBon,  when  the  Lord  Williani,  and  mm/  other  of 
her  relatirea,  ware  tried  andconyictcdof  miBprieion  of  treason,  and  condemni-d  to  for- 
flHtuni  and  perpetual  impriaonment,  hut  he  vaa  soon  after  pardoned.  He  held  offices 
of  high  trust  and  honour  throughout  the  reigns  of  Edward  VI.  and  Queen  Mahv, 
•ndftlsoin  theidgnof  Elizabith,  to  the  close  of  his  life  in  1573.  Heleft,  besides 
other  iiBue,  two  sons,  Charlib,  3iid  Loan,  his  successor,  and  Sir  William  Howard, 
ancMtor  of  the  prtaent  Lord. 

Cbarlm,  2nd  Loan,  K.G.,  was  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England,  and  Commander 
of  that  fleet  which  defeated  and  destroyed  the  armada  sent  by  Spain  for  the  invasion 
of  England  in  1588;  tor  this  great  achievement  he  whs  created  E^arl  of  Nottingham  in 
1596.  He  lived  to  a  great  age  In  the  utmost  splendour  and  magnificence,  keeping 
■even  houses,  all  in  the  state  bwoming  hie  high  lank,  his  expenses  being  provided 
by  the  profits,  very  considerable  at  that  period,  of  his  office  of  Admiral.  He  served 
the  stale  in  many  other  important  situations,  and  enjoyed,  in  a  high  degree,  the  favour 
of  Queen  Gi.iiABaTH ;  this  he  probably  in  some  measure  owed  to  the  dignity  of  his 
penon,  which  was  remarkable.  He  d.  in  1624,  having  had  three  sons  who  lived  to 
Staturity  ;  vi:.,  1  William,  summoned  to  Parliament  in  the  lifetime  of  hie  fatbei, 
but  d.  before  him  In  1615,  without  issue  male;  having  m.  Anne,  only  daughter  and 
heir  of  John,  Lord  St.  John  of  Bletsho,  heiress  of  tho  Barony  of  Beauchnmp  of 
BIctsho,  by  writ,  which  their  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  carried  by  marriage  to  the 
Eails  of  Peterborough  ;  2  Chahlks,  Srd  Lord,  2nd  Earl  of  Nottingham,  who  suc- 
ceeded his  bther,  and  d.  without  isnie  in  I64S  ;  3  Chablik,  4th  Lord  and  3rd  Earl 
<tf  Nottingham,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d.  also  without  issue  in  1681,  when 
the  Earldom  of  Nottingham,  and  the  male  line  of  Charles,  2nd  Lord  Howard  of 
Efltogham,  became  extinct. 

Thla  Baronjr  devolved  on  the  heir  male  of  Sir  William  Howntd,  2ai  ton  of  the 
1st  Lord  ■,  bis  grandson,  Charles,  was  father  of  Franch,  5th  Lord  Howard  of  Ef- 
flnghan,  who  socceeded  the  Earl  of  Nottingham  in  the  Barony ;  and  of  Geotg«

EGLINTOUN,  EARL  OF.    (Montgomebib.) 

Fttr  nf  SeolUmd  and  qf  lltt  United  Kinj/dom. 

Boon  DB  Hdntoohirh,  who  came  into  England  with  William  the  Conquoor, 
was  Eaii  of  Arundel,  Chichester,  and  Shrewsbury,  and  gave  his  name  to  the  town 
and  Cfluntj  of  Montgomery  in  Wales.  Robert  de  Montgomerie,  supposed  to  be  hi* 
grandwrn,  settled  in  Scotland,  and  obtained  from  Walter,  the  High  Steward  of  Scot- 
land, the  manor  of  Egliihom,  in  the  County  of  Renfrew,  which  is  still  posMssed  by 
the  Ear!  of  Eglinloun.  Sixth  in  descent  tiijm  him  was  John  de  Montgomerie  of  Eg- 
liaham,  who,  in  1388,  made  prisoner,  at  the  battle  of  Otterbourn,  the  celebrated 
Henry,  Lord  Percy,  commonly  called  Hotspur.  He  n.  Eliiabeth,  daughter  and  sole 
heir  of  Sir  Hugh  de  Egllntoun,  with  whom,  besides  other  considerable  properly,  be 
obtained  the  j^ronica  of  Egllntoun  and  Ardrossan,  which  also  are  still  in  poasesaion 
of  the  Ebri  of  Eglintomi.  His  grandson,  Sir  Alexander,  was  created  Lord  HoNT- 
ooHiav  about  the  year  1448.  Alixander,  eldest  son  of  the  Ist  Lord,  d.  before  his 
&tlMr,leBviiig  two  sons;  AlixaMiir,  2nd  Lord,  who  sucraeded  hisgrand&tfaer  (and 
Robert,  whose  grandson  Sir  Hugh  Mantgnmeiy,  was  created  in  1622,  to  the  Peerage 
of  Inland,  by  the  dtte  of  Viscount  Hontgomery  of  Great- Aides,  Co.  Down ;  Hugh, 
•on  oftlw  Tiscount,  waa  advanced  in  1661,  to  the  dignity  of  i^l  of  Mount-Alex- 
ander ia  tile  mate  County,  and  both  title*  became  extinct  in  1758. 

To  Albkahdxr,  2nd  Lord,  succeeded  his  son  Huon,  3rd  Lord,  created  in  1S07, 
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Earl  of  EkjLiNTouN  ;  he  d.  in  1545.  His  two  eldest  sons  d.  before  him ;  John,  Master 
of  Eglintoun,  the  2nd,  Mras  killed,  in  1520,  in  an  affray  in  the  streets  of  Edinburgh, 
between  the  Earls  of  Arran  (with  whom  were  the  Montgomeries)  and  Angus,  and  their 
paitisans ;  his  eldest  son  Archibald,  Master  of  Eglintoun,  also  d.  before  his  grand- 
rather,  and  Hugh,  his  2nd  son,  succeeded  as  2nd  Earl.  He  d.  in  1546,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son,  Hugh,  3rd  Earl,  a  zealous  partisan  of  Queen  Mary,  on  whose 
behalf  he  was  engaged  at  Langside.  He  d.  in  1585,  leaving  the  two  sons  and  two 
daughters  following :  1  Hugh,  his  successor,  4th  Earl,  who  was  killed  in  a  feud 
with  the  Cimninghams  in  1586,  leaving  an  only  child  1It;gh,  5th  Earl,  then  in  his 
in&ncy,  who,  while  still  a  minor,  was  aifianced  to  the  Lady  Qabriela  Stewart,  sister 
of  Ludowick,  Duke  of  Lennox,  and  second  cousin  paternally  to  King  Jambs  VL, 
which  Lady,  however,  d.  before  the  marriage,  and  the  Earl  m.  his  cousin,  Margaret 
Montgomerie,  and  d,  without  issue  in  1612  *,  2  Bobert,  who  d.  1596  ;  he  was  father 
of  the  said  Margaret,  his  only  child,  who,  after  the  EarPs  death,  m.  Robert,  6th  Lord 
Boyd,  and  d.  without  issue ;  3  Margaret,  m.  to  Robert,  1st  Earl  of  Wintoun,  by 
whom  she  had  issue :  4  Agnes,  m.  to  Robert,  4th  Lord  Sempill,  by  whom  she  had 
issue. 

Hugh,  5th  Earl  of  EIglintoun,  resigned  his  Earldom,  and,  in  1611,  had  a  new 
grant  of  it,  (a  practice  not  unusual  in  the  Scottish  Peerage,)  with  the  former  prece- 
dency, to  him  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  Sir  Alexander 
Seton,  Thomas  Seton,  and  John  Seton,  3rd,  4th,  and  5th  sons  of  Robert,  Ist  Earl  of 
Wintouii,  by  Lady  Margaret  Montgomerie,  his  aunt ;  and  the  hein  male  of  their 
bodies  respectively,  which  failing,  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever. 

The  present  Earl  is  paternally  descended  firom  one  of  the  considerable  Norman 
fiunilies  in  England  of  the  name  of  Saye.  Secher  de  Saye  emigrated  to  Scotland  in 
the  reign  of  David  I.,  and  called  his  lands  Saytoim,  whence  his  posterity  derived 
their  surname  of  Seton.  In  the  7th  generation,  Margaret,  a  daughter  and  heir, 
carried  the  estate  by  marriage  to  Alan  de  Wintoun,  supposed  to  be  a  collateral  of  the 
same  house ;  their  only  son.  Sir  William  Seton,  had  two  sons ;  1  Sir  John,  who  d.  in 
1441  ;  2  Alexander,  who,  by  marriage  with  Elizabeth  de  Gordon,  was  ancestor  of 
the  Duke  of  Grordon. 

Sir  John,  the  eldest  son,  was  grandfather  of  Geoige,  1st  Lord  Seton ;  7th  in  des- 
cent from  whom  was  Robert,  6th  Lord  Seton,  and  1st  Earl  of  Wintoun,  who  m.  the 
above-mentioned  Lady  Margaret  Montgomerie,  eldest  daughter  of  Hugh,  8rd  Earl 
of  Eglintoun,  and  by  her  had  five  sons,  viz. : 

1  Robert,  2nd  Earl  of  Wintoun,  who  d.  without  issue. 

2  CJeorge,  3rd  Earl  of  Wintoim,  who  continued  the  line  of  the  Earls  of  Wintoun, 
forfeited  in  1716,  and  extinct  in  1726,  by  the  death  of  James,  3rd  Viscount  King- 
ston, the  last  male  descendant  of  the  3rd  Earl  of  Wintoun. 

8  Alkxandbr,  who  assumed  the  name  of  Montgomerie,  and  became,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  patent  above  recited,  6th  ELarl  of  Eglintoun. 

4  Sir  Thomas  Seton,  ancestor  of  the  Setons  of  Olivestob. 

5  Sir  John  Seton,  who  left  an  only  daughter,  m.  to  Alexander  Menzies,  of  Coul- 
terallers. 

Alkxandbr,  6th  Earl,  popularly  called  Grey  Steel,  on  account  of  his  intrepid 
courage,  was  a  ruling  elder  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in 
1642,  when  the  solemn  league  and  covenant  was  resolved  on  ;  and  in  the  following 
year  had  a  command  in  the  Scottish  army,  which  was  sent  to  the  assistance  of  the 
English  Parliament.  The  &tal  tragedy  was  consummated  in  England  by  the 
murder  of  the  King ;  but  the  E^l,  like  many  other  noblemen  of  his  principles 
in  Scotland,  by  no  means  desired  the  abolition  of  Royalty,  and  when,  in  1650, 
Charlrs  II.  came  to  Scotland,  he  waited  upon  him,  and  was  appointed  his  Master 
of  the  Horse.  In  the  following  year,  raising  forces  in  the  West  for  the  King^ 
service,  he  was  surprised  by  a  party  of  English  horse,  and  sent  prisoner  first  to 
Hull,  and  afterwards  to  Berwick,  where  he  remained  in  confinement  till  the  Resto- 
ration. He  d.  in  1661,  leaving  five  sons;  of  whom  Hugh,  the  eldest,  succeeded 
him,  and  became  7th  EIarl  ;  James,  Srd  son,  was  ancestor  of  the  present  "Eaxl ;  and 
Robert,  5th  son,  after  commencing  his  career  in  politics  and  war  on  the  side  of  the 
English  Pariiament,  repaired  to  the  standard  of  King  Charlbs  II.,  and  was  Migor- 
General  of  the  Horse  at  the  battle  of  Worcester,  where  he  was  wounded  and  taken 
prisoner.    He  was  confined  in  the  castle  of  Edinburgh,  whence  he  escaped  in  1659, 

It  abroad  to  the  Khig,  and  returned  with  him  at  the  Restoration ;  he  left  male 


Hook,  7th  Earl,  was  a  stanch  Royalist  in  the  civil  war,  and  commanded  a 
Inm  of  hone  raised  by  himself,  in  the  King'ft  armr,  at  the  battle  of  Marston  Moor, 
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when  fats  &tber  wai  engaged  on  the  oppoaile  siile)  he  tL  in  lfi69,  and  vaa  luc- 
eeeded  by  hi*  son  Alkxamdkh,  tith  Eaul,  to  whom,  in  1701,  nict^eded  hii  ton, 
Aluusdui,  9th  £aiil  \  he  d.  in  1729,  leaving  two  aoni,  Aluundik,  IDth,  and 
AftcaiBALD,  11th  Earlb;  the  latter  succeeded  his  brother  in  17(t9,  and  d.  wttbont 
ivu«  in  179G,  when  the  male  line  of  Hic  7lh  E^l  became  extinct. 

Bj  the  death  at  the  1 1th  Earl,  and  the  extinction  of  the  male  line  of  the  7tli 
ExaLithe  title  defolvetl  on  the  repn-senutlve  of  Colonel  Jamea  MonCgomerie,  of 
Coylifield,  Sid  aon  of  the  6th  Earl.  He  nas  father  of  Hugh,  and  giandiather  of 
Alexander  Hontgomerie,  both  of  Coylafit'Id  ;  the  latter  d.  38  Dec.  17S3,  having  n. 
Lilliaa,  daughter  of  Sir  Kobvrt  Monlgomerie,  Dart.,  heiren  of  the  branch  of  Mont' 
gomerie,  of  Skelmorlj,  descended  from  ihu  2nd  Bon  of  the  lit  LoiD  MoNTOOHian; 
by  whom,  who  if.  18  Nov.  1783,  hehutl  the  following  iMue  :

Peer qf  Ireland  artdttfOreat  Britain, 

RoBcaT  Di  IvBRV,  gupposed  to  haTS  sprung  from  a  younger  son  of  Eudea,  Duke 
of  Brittany,  was  amongst  the  most  powerful  Barons  who  accompanied  William  the 
Cmqoeror  into  Elngland,  and  obtained  fh>m  that  Prince  considemble  estatea  in 
Somenetshiie  and  eUewhere ;  he  if.  in  Normandy  in  1083.  Ascelln,  his  eldest  son, 
■ometimea  called  Oonel  de  Perceval,  and,  from  the  violence  of  his  temper  and 
action*,  nunamed  Lupus,  or  the  Wolf,  was  continually  in  rebellion  against  Robert, 
Dnk«  of  Noraundj,  and  Hi:«)tv  I.,  King  of  Etigland,  and  at  war  with  his  feUow- 
noblM;  be  at  one  time  held  out  his  cutle  of  Breherval,  by  hia  own  reaoutoet 
alODCi  •gainit  the  united  power  of  the  King  of  Fiance  and  the  Duke  of  Normandy, 
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with  all  the  force  they  could  raise,  until,  wearied  with  the  tediouaneas,  and  diigusted 
with  the  difficulties  of  the  siege,  they  agreed  to  a  treaty  with  Ascelin ;  he  <i.  in 
1119.  William  Gone!  de  Perceval,  his  son,  sumamed  Lupellus,  or  the  Leaser  Wolf^ 
whence  the  surname  of  Luvel,  and  at  length  Lovell,  was  assumed  by  •  his  de- 
scendants, immediately  on  coming  to  his  inheritance,  joined  with  Waleran,  Elarl 
of  Mellent  and  Leicester,  in  rebellion  against  King  Henry  I. ;  and  after  a  deficit 
in  Normandy,  narrowly  escaped  being  taken,  by  exchanging  his  dress  with  acme 
peasants,  and  so  accomplishing  a  passage  over  the  river  Seine,  he  reached  his  castle 
of  Ivery  in  safety,  and  found  means  to  reconcile  himself  to  the  King.  From  this 
time  he  resided  chiefly  in  England,  and  fortified  his  Castle  at  Kary,  in  Somerset- 
ahire,  against  Eling  Stephen.  On  his  death  his  five  sons  divided  hia  inheritance ; 
they  were, 

1  Walleran,  Lord  of  Ivery,  and  Chief  Butler  of  Normandy ;  he  succeeded  to 
all  his  father^s  poeacssions  in  that  duchy,  and  transmitted  them  to  hia  deacendanta, 
who  flouriahed  in  direct  male  succession  of  great  and  eminent  men,  till  the  line 
terminated,  in  the  15th  century,  in  heiresses,  who  have  carried  the  inheritance  of 
Ivery,  by  repartition  amongst  their  co-heirs,  into  many  of  the  moat  iUuatiioua, 
princely  houaea  of  Europe. 

2  Ralph  Lovell,  Baron  of  Caatlo  Kary ;  he  inherited  the  principal  part  of  hia 
&ther^a  English  possessions,  but  died  without  issue. 

3  Henry  Lovell,  who  added  his  brother*s  inheritance  to  his  own  share,  and 
aucceeded  as  Baron  of  Castle  Kary ;  in  which  he  was  followed  by  eight  aucceaaive 
Baroua,  his  descendants  to  the  sixth  generation  ;  Richard,  the  last  of  them,  received 
summons  to  Parliament,  by  writ  in  1348,  and  d,  in  1351,  having  survived  his  son 
Jamea,  and  hia  grandaon  Richard ;  Muriel,  sister  of  the  latter,  became  heir  to  her 
grandfather,  and  carried  the  Barony  into  the  family  of  St  Maur,  whence  it  paaaed  by 
an  heiresa  into  that  of  Zouche  of  Harringworth,  amongst  the  co-heirs  of  which  it  ia 
atill  in  abeyance. 

4  William  Lovell,  who  for  his  share  of  the  inheritance  obtained  the  Manor  of 
Tichmarsh,  in  Northamptonshire,  and  was  also  Lord  of  Minster  Lovell,  in  Oxford- 
shire. John,  Lord  Lovell,  of  Tichmarsh,  his  descendant  in  the  direct  male  line 
through  four  generations,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1299,  and  transmitted 
the  honour  alao  in  uninterrupted  descent  to  his  great  grandson,  John,  Lord  Lovell, 
who  d,  unm,  in  1361,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  another  Lord  John.  This 
latter  m.  Maud,  grand-daughter  and  heir  of  Robert,  2nd  Lord  Holland,  by  writ 
1814,  and  the  united  Baronies  descended  in  uninterrupted  male  succession  through 
other  four  generations  to  Francis,  Lord  Lovell  and  Holland,  K.G.,  who  was  created 
Viscount  Lovell,  in  1483 ;  in  1487  he  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Stoke,  in  support  of 
Lambert  Simnel,  the  counterfeit  Duke  of  York,  against  King  Henry  VIL,  and 
being  attainted,  all  his  honours  were  forfeited,  including,  besides  those  of  Lovell 
and  Holland,  the  Baronies  of  Deincourt  and  Gray,  of  Rotherfield,  inherited  from 
his  grandmother;  he  left  two  sisters,  his  co-heira,  married  into  the  families  of 
Stapleton,  of  Carlton,  which  still  exists  in  male  descent,  and  Norrea,  which  waa 
attainted  in  the  next  generation.  The  male  line  of  thia  branch  inherited,  however, 
another  Peerage,  that  of  Morley,  created  by  writ  in  1299,  and  centering  in  Alianore,^ 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Morley,  the  6th  Baron,  who  m.  William  Lovell, 
2nd  aon  of  William,  7th  Baron  Lovell,  of  Tichmarsh,  and  uncle  of  Francis  Viscount 
Lovell ;  he  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  her  right  in  1469,  and  left  a  son, 
Henry,  who  </.  without  issue  in  1489;  and  a  daughter,  Alice,  heir  to  her  brother, 
who,  by  marriage  with  Henry  Parker,  carried  the  Barony  of  Morley  into  the  family 
of  Parker,  in  which  it  contmued  tUl  1686,  when,  together  with  that  of  Montei^e, 
which  the  Parkers,  Barons  Morley,  inherited  from  the  Courtenay  family,  it  fell  into 
abeyance  between  the  aunts  and  co-heirs  of  the  last  Lord.  But  the  male  deacendanta 
of  Alice  Lovell,  by  her  marriage  with  Henry  Parker,  continued  to  flouriab  till  they 
finally  failed  in  1740,  by  the  death  of  Sir  Philip  Parker  a  Morley  Long,  Bart,  whose 
aister  and  heir,  Catherine,  m.  John,  lat  Earl  of  E^jmont. 

5  Richard ;  he  received  for  hia  share  of  the  inheritance  some  landa  in  Someraet- 
ahire,  and  took  the  name  of  Perceval,  which  haa  been  ever  aince  borne  by  hia 
deacendanta ;  he  went  with  King  Richard  to  the  holy  wars,  and  returned  thence  in 
conaequence  of  being  diaabled,  by  the  loss  of  a  leg,  in  battle  againat  the  Saracena. 
Richard,  hia  aon,  waa  with  him  in  the  Holy  Land,  and  having  aucceeded  to  hia 
patrimony,  left  three  aona :  1  Robert  de  Perceval,  who  aettled  in  Ireland,  and  waa 
aummoned  to  the  Iriah  Parliament  in  1285 ;  he  left  two  aona,  Richard  and  Robert, 
succearive  Barona ;  the  latter  left  one  aon,  Thomaa,  4th  Lord  Perceval,  on  whoae 
death,  in  1312,  the  title  became  extinct;   2  Hugh,  of  whom  nothing  fiurther  is 
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known  ;  3  John  de  Perceval,  who  pnweueil  the  ehk-f  part  of  the  fumilj  iiilieriUince 
in  Somraaetahire ;  he  d.  in  1281. 

ThiitWDlh  in  dncent  rmm  this  John  wni  Richard  de  Perccral,  who  settled  in 
Iieland  in  the  mga  of  King  Jaubi  I,,  Hold  a  part  of  hi>  ancient  patrimonj,  and  with 
the  proceeds  bon^t  to  great  adTantARc  ronmderable  property  in  the  County  of  Cork, 
indiidiog  the  cutlet  of  Canturk  and  Lohort.  Sir  Philip,  hie  youngest  son  uid 
Vrentual  heir,  took  a  diitinRUiihed  part  in  the  military  and  poll  tical  eienls  of  the 
tloubloua  times  in  which  hia  lot  was  cast ;  during  which  he  lost  property,  according 
to  ■  minute  specificstion  submittpd  to  government  by  his  son,  to  no  less  an  amount 
tliBD  ,/^8,(KI4.  9i.  Id.  In  the  tint  eruption  of  the  rebellion,  he  vehemently  op- 
posed the  Irish  Catholics,  but  being  sent  for  by  Che  King  into  England  to  assist  at 
tlw  ConfereQcea  for  the  pacilication  of  thnt  unhappy  kingdom,  he  became  involved  in 
English  politic*,  and  took  his  sial  in  CromwcH'a  Parliament.  Here  he  soon  beaune 
obnoxious  to  the  ruling  party,  and  bbw  everything  verging  either  to  tyranny  or  dc- 
tDocncy,  till  finally,  worn  out  by  the  aimiety  the  rain  of  Ihe  country  and  of  his 
niTate  afhirs  crested,  he  d.  in  London  in  1647.  John,  his  eldest  son,  was  created  a 
Baronet  in  16G1,  and  was  grandlhther  of 

Sir  John  Perceval,  Bart.,  created,  in  1715,  Baron  Perceval  of  Burton,  Co.  Cork  k 
in  1722,  Viscount  Perceval,  of  Kanturk,  in  the  same  county  ;  and,  in  17.t.t,  RABr. 
ofEoaONT.  Herf.in  ]74fl  i  having  m.  na  mentioned  above,  Catherine,  daughler  of 
Sir  Philip  Parker  a  Morley,  by  whom  he  was  father  of  John,  2nd  Earl,  created,  in 
17C2,  a  Peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  title  of  Bahon  Lovkll  and  Hullanr  of 
Enmore,  Co.  Bomenet.  He  d.  20  Dec.  1772  ;  having  m.,  let.  Lady  Calhinine  Cecil, 
2nd  daughter  of  Jame^  5th  Earl  of  Salisbury,  by  whom  he  had  iMue.  John-Jahib, 
3rd  RarL,  his  successor,  the  Hon.  Edward  Perceval,  who  was  b.  19  April  1744,  and 
d.  13  Feb.  1839 ;  baring  m.  25  July  1775,  Sarah,  daughter  of  John  Howarth,  Esq., 
bj  whom,  who  d.  30  April  IHOS,  he  had  the  daughters  stated  in  7^  Peerage  Volume. 
Tht  Earl  had  also  by  bis  tint  marriage  one  daughter.  Lady  Catherine.  6.  20  Feb. 
1746,  c£  June  17S2,  wife  of  the  let  Lord  NcwlMrough.  Ue  m,  2ndly,  2t;  Jon.  17.^, 
Catherine,  Srd  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Charles  Compton,  and  sinter  to  Charles  and 
Spencer,  late  Earls  of  Northampton,  hy  whom,  who  wan  created,  in  1770,  a  Peeress 
of  Ireland,  by  the  title  of  Baroness  Ardcn,  of  Lohort  Castle,  Co.  Cork,  and  d.  It 
June  1784,  he  was  felber  of  Chartcs-George,  present  Baron  Arden,  and  other  iwue. 
See  AnniN,  in  The  Peerage  Voiune. 

His  Lordship  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  John-Jahu,  .Ird  Earl,  who  d. 
8  S^  1821,  and  was  succeeded  by  John,  4th  Earl,  his  only  imue  ;  to  whom,  31 
Dec.  1 S3A,  sncceeded  his  only  child,  UiMHr-FRBOiRicK-Jnidi'K-jAMiH,  the  present 
■nd  5th  Eabl.

1  1749,  Baron  of  Cockemioulh  and  Earl   of  Egremont,   both  in  the  County  of 
Cumberland,  with  remainder,  fhiling   his  issue  i^e,   to  his  nephew,  Sir  Charles 
Wjndham,  Bart.,  and  Percy  Wyndham,  and  their  issue  male.    The  Duke  was  suc- 
ceeded in  thk  Earldom,  in  1750,  by  Sir  Chani.es,  his  eldtat  nephew,  2nd  Eaki.. 
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Sir  John  WTndhnin,  of  Orchard  WTndham,  Co.  SomeiKt,  B  Cadet  of  the  Umue. 
His  2nd  son,  Edmund,  wm  &tlier  of  Sir  Thomas  W;ndhiLm,  of  Kenbifbrd,  of  whom 
it  U  related,  that,  ^orttf  before  his  death,  in  1636,  he  called  his  childnm  together  ; 
emphalicBllj  warned  them  that  thej  were  likely  to  Bee  eloud;  and  troublcmme 
tiinea ;  and  added,  "  I  command  you  to  honour  and  obey  our  gnicioui  Sovereign, 
and  in  att  timea  to  adhere  to  the  Crown  ;  and,  nlthouf^h  the  Crown  should  han^  upon 
a  bush,  I  charge  jou  fonoke  it  not."  Most  of  Km  sons  en^iagcd  Hccordingly  in  the 
service  of  King  Chablu  I.,  and  Colonel  Prancis  WyTidhum.  his  1th  ton.  Governor 
of  Dunstar  Castle,  is  memorable  for  having  conducted  Kinfi  Charlks  II.,  after  the 
battle  of  Worcester,  to  hla  house  at  Trent.  ARer  the  rrstoratjon  ho  was  created  a 
Baronet;  which  title  became  extinct  in  1719,  by  the  death  of  his  last  male 
descendant.  Sir  Francis  Wrndham,  of  Trent,  Bart. 

John,  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  John  Windham,  of  Orchard  Wyndham,  d,  in  bis 
father's  lifetime,  leaving  an  only  son.  Sir  John,  who  succeeded  his  grandfother, 
and  afterwards  to  the  estates  of  Felbrigg,  &c.,  in  Norfolk,  on  the  extinction  of 
the  senior  tine  of  the  house  ;  he  had  nine  sons,  three  of  whom  d.  tmm.,  the  othen 

1  John,  who  succeeded  to  his  estate  in  Sometsctsliirc,  and  was  fiither  of  Sir 
WillJun.  created  a  Baronet  in  1661. 

2  Thomas,  ancestor  of  the  WJndham^  of  Felbrigg,  Co.  NorfoJIt,  fhjm  whom 
proceeded  the  late  Right  Hon.  William  W.vndham. 

3  Humphrey,  ancestor  of  the  Wyndhams,  of  Dunraven  C«stle,Co.  of  Glamorgan, 
whose  heir  Icniale  hag  carried  Ihiit  estate  by  marriage  to  the  Karl  of  Dunraven. 

*  Sir  Hugh  Wj-ndham,  of  Silton,  one  of  the  Eturons  of  the  Exchequer  ;  he  was 
three  timea  married,  but  d.  in  1684.  without  surviving  issue  male. 

5  Sir  Wadbam  Wyndham.  appointed,  in  IBCO,  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  King's 
Bench ;  he  was  ancestor  of  the  Wyndhams  oT  Norrington,  Dinton,  Sulisbury,  and 
Spargrove. 

6  Sir  George,  from  whom  (he  Wrndhams  of  Cromer  descend. 

Sir  William  Wjndtuun.  created,  as  we  have  said,  a  Baronet  in  IGlil,  was  father 
oTSir  Edward,  his  auccessor,  and  grandfather  of  Sir  AVilliom  Wyndham.

Duke  of  Somerset,  1st  E*rl  of  Kumhmost.  and  was  &ther  by  her  of,  1  CHAnLS.-., 
2nd  Eahi.:  2  Percy,  he  inherited  the  estate  of  Henry,  8th  Earl  of  Thomond,  who 
had  married  his  maternal  aunt,  the  Lady  Etizalicth  Seymour,  and  whose  titles  became 
extinct  by  his  death  in  1741  ;  wBumcd,  in  consequence,  the  name  and  arms  of 
O'Brien,  and  was  crested  Earl  of  Thomond,  and  Viscount  Ibrickan,  which  titles 
biledathisdcathin  1774,  unm. 

Charlus, '2nd  B.tnii,  succeeded  to  the  titles  on  the  death  of  his  uncle,  the  Ist

1  Sii  William  Scott,  lata  Lonl  Stowell,  w  univenallj  reqiected  tot  hk  profbuad 
knowledge  of  the  ciril  law,  and  for  his  luminous  and  discriniinaling  dedaiona  as  a 
judge ;  to  which  important  station  he  rose  through  the  usual  gradationi ;  having 
•todied  with  high  distinction  at  Corpus  Chiisti  and  Univenitr  Colleges,  Oxford, 
whence  be  ent«vd  the  Civil  Law  Courts  as  an  Advocate  in  1779;  was  appointed  in 
1787  King's  Advocate- General,  Judge  of  the  Consistory  Court  of  Loadoa,  Vicai^ 
General  of  theprovince  of  Canterbury  and  Master  of  the  Faculties.  In  1788  he 
received  the  honour  of  Knighthood;  in  ITi'S  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  High  Court 
of  Admiialty,  and  in  1802  voa  elected  to  Parliament  by  the  Univenity  of  Oitbrd, 
and  continued  to  represent  that  learned  body  in  the  House  of  Commons  till  he  was 
elevated  to  the  Peerage  in  16-21,  by  the  title  of  BuioN  Stowcll  of  Stowell  Park,  Co.

TaiB  fiunil;  was  existing  at  Elphinatone  as  early  as  1'J50  ;  Sir  Williani  ElphiiutiHie. 
living  in  139S,  was  gTCBt-grandfethcr  of  AiuiANnEEi,  created  Baron  Elfhinhtonm, 
in  1509.  He  fell  at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  eo  fatal  to  the  Kiog  and  NobiUtj  of 
Scotland,  9  Sept,  1513,  and  waa  succeeded  by  his  son  Alkxjkdih,  2Dd  Lord,  who 
woi  slain  at  the  battle  of  Tinkie,  10  Sept.  1547.  He  waa  Bucceeded  by  his  mn, 
RoBiRT,  3rd  LuHD,  wbo  d.  in  1602,  leaving  three  sons,  vii. :  1  Alkiundui,  his 
successor,  4th  Lord;   '2  Oeorge,  a  prie«t.  Rector  of  the  Scottish  College  at  Rome;  3 

James,  cnsted  Lord  Balmerinoch  in  1604 ;  he  had  been  Secretary  of  SUt« 
U>  King  James  in  Scotland,  bcfoie  his  accession  to  the  throne  of  England,  and  in 
that  capacity  Burrcj>Iitious]y  obtained  the  King's  signatuie  to  a  letter  to  the  I'ope, 
eipressing  his  regard  for  the  Papacy  ;  which  afterwards  coming  to  the  King's  know- 
ledge, his  Lordship  was  tried  at  St.  Andrew's  for  high  treason,  in  1609,  convicted, 
and  sentenced  to  be  beheaded  ;  his  life,  however,  was  q>ared,  and  he  d.  a  prisoner 
in  his  own  house  at  Dalmcrinoch,  in  1612.  He  left  two  sons:  John,  -2nd  Lord 
Balmerinoch  ;  and  James,  created  Lord  Coupar  in  1607,  with  remainder,  foiling 
his  heirs  male,  to  the  male  heiia  of  his  fother ;  he  d.  in  1669,  without  issue,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  nephew  John,  3rd  Lord  Balmerinoch.  John,  2nd  Lord 
Balmerinoch,  was  restored  in  blood  after  the  death  of  his  father,  and  fell  himself 
into  equal  trouble,  being  tried  and  capitally  conricted,  in  1634,  for  abetting  and 
dispersing  a  petition  to  King  Charles  I.,  declared  to  be  a  seditious  libel,  and  con- 
Oe^ng  the  author  ;  he  was  pardoned,  however,  but  continued  inveterately  hostile  to 
the  Kjng,  aisisting  with  all  his  ability  in  the  rebellion,  till  his  death  in  1660.  John, 
Srd  Lora  Balmerinocb,  his  son  and  heir,  succeeded  to  an  e«tate  ruined  by  his 
Eltlui^  expenditure  on  behalf  of  the  covenanters,  and  still  further  reduced  after  the 
iMtoration,  by  fine*  imposed  for  his  own  compliance  under  the  usurpation,  and  for 
nonconformity ;  he  succeeded  to  the  title  and  estates  of  his  uncle.  Lord  Coupar,  in 
1669,  and  (f.  in  1704,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son,  John, 
4tli  Lord  Balmerinoch,  who  d.  in  1 736  -,  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  John, 
6th  Lord,  who  dying  without  issue,  5  Jan.  1746,  was  succeeded  by  his  onljsurriT- 
ing  brother,  Arthur,  6th  and  last  Lord  Balmerinoch.  This  nobleman  had  been 
engaged  in  the  rebellion  of  J71S,  had  obtained  a  pardon  at  the  earnest  interceasion  of 
his  &ther,  so  late  as  the  year  1733 ;  and  was  again  engaged  in  the  army  of  the 
Pretender,  when  he  succeeded  to  the  title  of  Loid  Balmerinoch  by  the  death 
of  his  brother,  and  was  laien  prisoner  a  ffew  weeks  afterwania,  at  the  battle  of 
Culloden.

His  Loidshiprf.  in  1772.  and  was  succeeded  hy  hii  eldest  Kin,  JoH^,  3nd  Loan, 
who  was  cnsted  in  1781,  Viscount  Erne,  and  in  I7!)9,  Eabl  of  Ebni,  he  d.  in  1828, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Abrauau,  present  and  2nd  Eabl.

Hereditary  Constables  of  Scotland,  and  Earls  of  Errol ;  2  Robert,  ancestor  to  the 
Marquis  of  Tweeddale. 

The  office  of  Hereditary  Constable  of  Scotland,  granted  in  1314,  to  Sir  Gilbert 
Hay,  the  4th  in  direct  male  descent  from  the  2nd  William  de  Haya,  mentioned 
above,  descended  through  five  more  generations  to  William  Hay  of  EIrrol,  who 
was  created  EUrl  of  Errol  in  1453.  His  son  Nicholas,  2nd  Earl,  d.  in  1740, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Willla.m,  3rd  Earl.     He  d.  in  1506,  leaving  issue : 

1  William,  his  successor,  4th  Earl,  slain,  with  his  Royal  Master,  at  the  battle 
of  Flodden,  9  Sept.  1513.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William,  5th  Earl,  who 
d,  without  surviving  isiue  male,  but  left  a  daughter,  Jane,  who  m,  the  7th  E^rl. 

2  Thomas  Hay,  of  Logyalmond ;  he  was  lather  of  Gborub,  6th  Earl,  to  whom 
succeeded  his  son, 

Anorkw,  7th  Earl  ;  he  m.  Lady  Jane  Hay,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  5th  Earl, 
and  d,  in  1585  ;  leaving  by  her,  besides  other  issue,  the  two  sons  following : 

1  Francis,  8th  Earl,  who,  adhering  to  the  Popish  religion,  entered  into  a  trea- 
sonable correspondence  with  the  court  of  Spain,  with  a  view  to  the  restoration  of 
that  faith  in  Scotland  ;  was  brought  to  trial,  convicted  of  repeated  acts  of  treason, 
but  pardoned,  after  a  short  confinement;  entered  into  rebellion  again,  and,  con- 
jointly with  the  Earl  of  Huntley,  defeated  a  royal  army  of  700  men,  under  the  Earl 
of  Argyll,  at  Glenlivat,  in  1594;  but  on  the  King^s  advancing  against  them,  the 
two  EarPs  besought  and  obtained  permission  to  go  abroad ;  and  the  Earl  of  ErroU 
being  once  more  pardoned,  in  1596,  returned  home,  and  henceforth  continued  a 
peaceable  and  loysd  subject  till  his  death,  in  1631.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  William,  9th  Earl. 

2  Greoige  Hay,  of  Killour,  (the  4th  son,)  father  of  Sir  Andrew,  and  grandfather 
of  Sir  John  Hay,  of  Killour,  who  succeeded  as  1 1  th  Earl. 

William,  9th  Earl,  d,  in  1636,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Gilbert, 
10th  Earl,  who  was  Colonel  of  horse  in  the  *•*•  Engagement^*  for  the  rescue  of  King 
Charles  I.,  in  1648,  and  raised  a  regiment  for  the  service  of  Charles  II.  He  d, 
without  issue  in  1674;  having,  in  1666,  obtained  a  charter,  settling  the  Earldom, 
together  with  the  office  of  High  Constable,  on  himself,  and  the  heirs  male  or  female 
of  his  body,  which  fiiiling,  to  the  heirs  he  should  appoint,  under  which  clause  the 
present  Earl  inherits. 

He  was  succeeded,  according  to  his  own  appointment,  by  his  next  heir  male, 
John,  11th  EL&rl,  grandson  of  George  Hay,  of  Killour,  4th  son  of  Andrew,  7th 
Earl;  he  d.  in  1704,  leaving  three  sons:  Charles,  12th  Earl,  who  d,  without 
issue  in  1717  ;  James  and  Thomas,  who  also  d,  without  issue  ;  and  two  daughtezs, 
Mary,  who  succeeded  her  brother,  and  d.  without  issue  in  1758 ;  and 

Margaret,  who  m.  James  Livingstone,  5th  YaiX  of  Linlithgow,  and  4th  of  Cal- 
lendar,  attainted  in  1715,  by  whom  she  had  an  only  daughter  and  heir, 

Anne,  m.  to  Willla.m  Boyd,  4th  Earl  of  Kilmarnock,  by  whom  ^e  had  James, 
who  succeeded  his  great-aunt,  as  14th  Earl  of  Errol. 

His  Lordship  derives  his  paternal  descent  from  Robert,  sumamed  Boyd,  from 
the  fairness  of  his  complexion,  son  of  Simon,  the  brother  of  Walter,  1st  High 
Steward  of  Scotland:  (from  whom  sprang  the  Royal  House  of  Stuart:)  10th  in 
descent  firom  him,  was  Robert  Boyd,  of  Kilmarnock,  who  was  created  a  Peer  of 
Parliament  by  the  title  of  Lord  Boyd,  in  1459;  in  1460  he  was  appointed  one 
of  the  Council  of  Regency  during  the  minority  of  James  III.,  and  in  1466,  Gk)vemor 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  till  the  Sovereign  came  of  age.  In  1469,  however, 
the  King^s  mind  being  alienated  from  himself  and  family,  he  had  recourse  to  arms, 
but  was  overpowered ;  his  brother  Alexander  was  taken  and  beheaded,  but  the  Lord 
Boyd  himself  escaped  to  England,  and  d,  at  Alnwick  in  1470 ;  hb  estates  and 
honours  became  forfeited.     He  left  two  sons : 

1  Thomas,  who,  during  the  continuance  of  his  father^s  power,  was  m,  to  the 
Princess  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  Jambs  II.,  with  whom  he  had  the  Elarldom  of 
Arran ;  on  the  suppression  of  his  &ther*s  rebellion,  he  e8ci4>ed  into  Denmark,  and 
thence  wandering  into  England  and  other  countries,  he  foimd  an  early  death  and  an 
obscure  tomb.    James,  Eku'l  of  Arran,  his  only  son,  d,  young  in  1484. 

2  Alexander,  to  whose  son  Robert  the  title  of  Lord  Boyd  was  restored  in  1586. 
His  son, 

Robert,  5th  Lord,  was  a  supporter  of  Queen  Mary,  and,  as  well  as  his  son  and 
successor,  Thomas,  6th  Lord,  was  in  her  army  at  the  defeat  at  Langside.  The 
6th  Lord  d  in  1611  ;  his  son  Robert,  Master  of  Boyd,  d,  before  him,  leaving  two 
sons:  1  RoBnT,  7th  Loro,  who  dL  in  1628,  and  his  only  son  Robbrt,  8th  Lord, 
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d.  withontunie,  in  1S40  ;  2  Robirt,  9th  Lord,  who,  u  a  Meady  adherent  of  King 
CHAaLn  I.,  was  isimpelled  U>  nibmit  to  a  fine  for  the  tecovery  of  hii  eetatea  ;  he  U, 
in  1 6M,  and  was  »uci«eded  by  hii  only  son, 

WiLLiAH,  loih  1.01(11  BovD,  created,  in  1661,  Earl  of  Kilmarnock  ;  he  d.  in 
March  1692,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  William,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  in  Hay 
the  mme  year.  Williau,  Srd  Eahl,  hia  son,  succeeded,  and  waa  lo  tealous  in  the 
caiue  of  the  House  of  Hanover,  that  when  the  rebellion  of  171S  broke  oat,  he 
'  joined  the  King^  anny  at  the  head  of  500  lalunteecB,  and  brought  with  him  in  arms, 
in  the  same  cauae,  bis  son  William,  Lord  Boyd,  though  but  eleven  years  of  age. 
liie  same  Lord  Boyd  having,  in  ITIT,  succeeded  his  father  as  4th  Eabl,  unfortu- 
nately in  his  maturer  yean  adopted  tontrnry  principles,  and  joining  the  Pretender's 
anny  in  1745,  was  taken  prisoner  at  Culloden,  attainted  and  beheaded  on  Tower- 
hill,  together  with  the  Lord  Balmcrinoch,  IH  Aug.  1748.  His  honoun  ware  for- 
feited, but  he  m.  the  Lady  Anne  Livingstone,  through  whom,  as  above  stated,  the 
Earldom  of  Eirol  passed  to  his  son, 

jAiim,  Lord  Boyd,  Nth  Earl  of  Ebhol,  celebrated  for  the  extraordinary  nte 
of  hii  stature  and  (he  symmetrical  proporticnu  of  his  figure,  his  manly  grace  and 
strength,  md  the  accomplishments  of  his  mind  as  well  as  of  his  penon.  Horace 
Walpole,  in  adverting  to  the  Coronation  of  QeObge  III.,  makoi  the  following  le- 
markable  observation  conceminR  this  nobleman :  "  One  there  was,  the  noblest  figure 
I  ever  saw,  the  High  Constable  of  Scotland,  Lord  Errol ;  as  one  saw  him  in  a 
space  capable  of  containing  him,  one  admired  him ;  and  it  added  to  the  eaergr 
of  his  person  that  we  considered  him  acting  so  considerable  a  part  in  the  very  haJl 
where,  ao  few  yean  ago,  one  saw  his  father,  Lord  Kilmarnock,  condemned  to  the 
block."  He  was  b.  20  April  1726,  and  rf.  3  July  1778,  having  been  twice  married  ; 
1st,  15  Sept.  1749,  to  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Alexander  Lockhart,  Esq.,  Lord  Coving- 
ton, who  d:  2  May  1761 1  and  2ndly.  10  Aug,  1762,  to  IsabeUa,  daughter  of  Sit 
William  Carr,  Bart.,  who  d.  3  Nov.  1808.  The  only  issue  of  the  first  marriage  was 
Lady  Mary  Scott,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume  ;  by  the  2nd,  his  Lordship  had 
■BOe,  besides  several  children  who  d.  young,  Gkiikc;k,  his  succe«or,  Willlam,  the 
leth  Earl,  the  other  daughters  described  in  The  Peerage  Volume,  and  his  youngest 
■m,  the  Hon.  Capl.  James  Hay,  of  the  East  India  Company's  naval  service,  who 
was  drowned  in  passing  ashore,  in  a  hont,  trom  his  ship,  the  Henry  Ihindae,  lying 
in  the  Thames,  19  May  1797,  uiini.  GoBOi,  16th  Earl,  the  eldest  son,  b.  13  Hay 
1767,  succeeded  his  father,  and  </.  without  issue  UJune  179B  ;  having  ta.  S5  Jan. 
1790,  Elisabeth  Jemima,  2nd  daughter  of  Joseph  Blake,  Esq.,  and  sister  of  Joseph' 
Henry,  1st  Lord  Wallscourt,  who  d.  17  Jnn.  1831,  having  m.  2ndly,  the  Right  Hon, 
John-Hookham  Frcre,  of  Roydon,  Co.  Norfolk.  The  Earl  vras  succeeded  by  his 
brother  William,  16th  Earl,  who  d.  in  IBIO,  leaving  the  numerous  issue,  described 
in  7»<  Peerage  Volume,  and  was  succeeded  hy  his  eldest  surviving  son,  Willum- 
Gaonos,  the  present  and  17th  Earl,  and  2lBt  hereditary  Lord  High  Constable  of 
Scotland.  He  was  created,  in  1831,  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by  the  tiUe  oT 
Baron  Kibnaniock  of  Kilmarnock,  Co.  Ayr.

His  Lordihip  ie  dewended  from  bji  ancient  bmilr.  Lord*  of  the  Hnnor  of  Capel' 
Co.  Suffolk,  for  msnj  geneiBtiona  before  John  Capel,  Eaq.,  of  Stoke  Nejland  in 
that  count;,  »boie  3nd  ion.  Sir  William,  waa  Lord  H^or  of  London,  in  1503,  and 
ancHtor,  in  tbe  6th  degree,  of  Abthvr  Capil,  created  in  1641,  Bjbon  Catel  at 
Hadham,  Co.  Hertford.  From  the  first  indication  of  a  civil  war,  be  dCTOted  him' 
•elf  and  his  fortunes,  in  the  senate  and  in  the  field,  to  tbe  service  of  the  Crown  ;  and 
at  length,  when  all  the  other  garrisons  were  lost,  and  all  the  rojal  aimie*  digpeised, 
his  Lordship,  joining  bis  forces  with  those  of  Geotge  Goring,  Eail  of  Norwich,  and 
Sir  Chariea  Lucas,  for  the  puipoae  of  making  a  tast  effort  for  tbe  nacue  of  the  King, 
waa  beaieged  in  Colchester,  which  he  vigorousi)'  defended  for  ten  weeks,  till,  after 
suffering  the  utmost  extremities  of  lamine,  they  were  compelled  to  tuirender,  under 
articles,  it  is  true,  for  the  town,  but,  for  themselves,  to  the  mere;  of  the  conqueroia. 
Hercj  they  fbund  no[ ;  Sir  Charles  Lucas  and  Sir  George  l2ile  were  shot  upon 
the  epM,  notwithstanding  tbe  qiirited  remonstrances  of  the  Lord  C^iel.  He 
waa  himself  reserved  for  no  better  fate ;  but  being  committed  to  the  Tower,  be 
liTed  to  learn  the  iniquitous  execution  of  his  royal  master,  and  being  shortl;  afler 
brought  before  the  tribunal,  miscalled  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  was  condemned  to 
suffer  death,  and  was  decapitated  in  Old  Palace  Yard,  Westminster,  9  March  1 646-9  ; 
leaving  behind  him  a  reputation  on  which  Lord  Clarendon  remarks,  "  Whoever 
shall  after  him  deserve  best  of  the  English  nation,  he  can  never  think  himself  undei^ 
valued  when  he  shall  hear  that  bis  courage,  virtue,  and  fidelity  is  laid  in  the  baliuice 
irith,  and  compared  to  that  of  tbe  Lord  Cqiel."  Sir  Henry  Capel,  his  second  son,  was 
cnated  in  1692,  Baron  Capel  of  Tewkesbury,  Co.  Gloucester ;  but  dying  without 
issue  in  1696,  at  Dublin  Castle,  in  the  exercise  of  tbe  office  of  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland,  tbe  title  became  eittncL 

AnTHim,  2nd  Loan,  eldeM  son  of  the  first  Lord  Capel  of  Hodbam,  was  created, 
in  IGei,  Viscount  Holden,  Co.  Essex,  and  Earl  of  Esskx.  He  was  of  the  popular 
party  in  tbe  Parliamentary  struggles  of  the  leign  of  Ch«iil(s  II, ;  was  accused  in 
16B3  of  high -treason,  with  tbe  Lord  Russell,  and  committed  to  the  Tower,  wbcra  he 
was  found,  a  few  days  afterwords,  with  his  throat  cut :  a  myiterious  tmnaaction,  which, 
though  much  inveatigaled,  baa  never  been  mtis&ctorily  elucidated.  AlgbrNon,  2nd 
Eari.,  his  only  surviving  son  and  sticcenor,  d.  in  1692,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
only  son,  WitMAH,  3rd  Eau.,  to  whom,  in  1743,  succeeded  his  only  son,  WiLLux- 
AHm-HoLLls,  4th  EiKL  \  he  ■■.  Frances,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  fmlhher  tittrr 
OtarioOe,  v\fe  9}  lAe  Him.  Capt.  Robtrt  BofU  Waimgham,  and  ■ulAar  pf  the  lalt 
Banneu  d»  Root)  of  Sir  Charlea  Hanbury  Williams,  by  Lady  Frances  Conin^j, 
dsugbter  and  co-heir  of  Thonus,  Earl  ConinKsb;,  and  eo-hdr  by  her  mother,  of  the 
Borony  of  Roos  ;  by  whom  his  Lordship  had  the  issue  enumerated  in  The  Fetrage 
Vtlvme,  He  was  succeeded,  in  I79S,  by  his  eldest  son  Gbosoi,  present  and  6th 
E^Ki.,  who,  having  succeeded  Is  the  eMatcs  of  tbe  Eul  Coningsby,  hai  aiiniiiil  the 
additMUtl  nroame  of  CoKiHGitBy.

This  funily  gpriiigl  from  Robert  Sitailt,  who  aausted  in  the  conqueit  of  Otamorgan- 
■hire  in  1091  -,  17th  in  lineal  descent  from  him  vu  William  Ckil,  the  lit  and 
great  Lord  BubOML^v,  K.G.  ;  who  was  b.  13  Sept  1520;  entered  of  GrajV  Inn  in 
the  2lBt  jear  of  hi>  age,  after  an  academical  education  at  Cambridge,  and  mairied 
three  months  afterwards  to  Mary,  lirtcr  of  the  erudite  Sir  John  Cheke,  Preceptor 
to  King  EnwAan  VI.  Through  the  influence  of  his  hrolher-in-laur  he  was  appointed 
Secretarf  of  Stale  b;  the  Protector  Someract  •,  he  shared  the  &11  of  that  distinguish- 
ed nobleman,  and  was  for  some  monthi  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower ;  but  was  replaced 
in  hii  office  of  Seett!tar]r  of  State  by  the  Duke  of  Narthnmberland  in  the  latter  end 
of  King  Edward's  t«ign.  During  the  ensuing  reign  of  Maky  hia  religious  opinions 
hdd  him  at  a  distance  from  Court,  but  he  was  recalled  by  Queeo  Elizabbth  on 
ha  aeceoiou,  luid  again  appointed  Secretary  of  State.  He  was  created  Bakon 
BuBOBLKT,  in  1571,  and  in  1572  was  appointed  Lord  High  Treasurer.  This  great 
slatennaii  having  retained  to  the  last  the  favour  and  confidence  of  his  Ro^  Mistress, 
and  diqilnyed  an  nnahakcn  rectitude  and  profound  Hagncity  in  the  administration  of 
the  gOTcmment,  <f,  4  Aug.  1598,  leaving  two  sons;  Thohah,  3nd  Lord,  ancestor  of 
the  prewnl  Horqnis ;  and  Robert,  created  Earl  of  Salisbury,  ancestor  of  the  Huquis 
of  Salisbury. 

TbOvah,  2nd  Luan,  K.O.,  was  created  Eahl  of  ExBraa  in  lfi05,  and  d.  in  1622, 
ICBTing,  besides  other  inne,  the  three  soni  following : 

I  WTltLiAK,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.  i  ho  m.  1st  Lady  EUiabelh  Mannera,  only  daughter 
■nd  heir  of  Edward,  3rd  Earl  of  Rutland  and  Daion  Roos,  to  which  Barony  her 
Ladyihip  succeeded  on  the  death  of  her  fother  in  1567,  and  trannnitted  it,  on  her 
deatii  in  1591,  to  her  only  son  William,  16(h  Lord  Roos,  who  dying  without  inue 
beftH«  his  fcther  and  grandfather  in  161B,  the  Barony  returned  to  the  house  of 
BntUnd.  The  Earl  took  a  second  wife,  but  had  no  male  issue  bjr  her,  and,  on  hit 
dcMh  in  1 640,  WBS  succeeded  by  the  son  of  his  next  brother.

Jane  Budden,  bj  whom  he  had  one  son,  Samuel ;  2  Sic  Edward,  the 
lit  Viscount;  3  Admiral  Sir  Iirael  Pellew,  K.C.B.,  dirtinjniished,  like  hia gallant 
brother,  for  his  naval  services  ;  he  was  captain  of  the  Cleopatra  Frigate  on  dutj  in 
the  Wert  Indiea  in  1801,  and  commanded  the  CkmqaenT,  of  74  guns,  in  the  memo- 
rable victory  of  Tralalgar.  He  mtb.  26  Aug.  175S,  and  rf.  1.1  July  1833,  having 
m.  Mary-Ellen,  daughter  of  George  Gilmore,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  aon 
Edward,  a  Captain  in  the  Life  Ouardi,  b.  \S  July  1793,  killed  in  a  duel  at  Pari^ 
with  Lieutenant  WaUh  oT  the  lame  re^mcnl,  6  Oct.  1819 -,  4  Catherine,  late  wife  of 
CharleR-Louia,  Count  Jegerakjold,  of  Sweden,  deceased  ;  .S  Jane,  late  wife  of  Lieu- 
tenant Sioiddle,  B.N.,  deceased. 

Sir  Edward  Pelliw,  the  2nd  son,  whose  eiploits  no  honourably  earned  the 
rank  to  which  he  attained,  entered  early  into  the  Royal  Navy,  became  a  Lieutenant 
in  1760,  and  in  I7S2  a  PoK  Captain,  having  already  signalised  himself  in  the  com- 
mand of  the  ReiohUiim  cutter  ofl3  guns  by  the  capture  of  the  Dutch  Privateer,  the 
Fhahirtg  of  14  guni.

Peer  <if  Scotland. 

Tub  fkniily  a  of  Anglo-Saxon  origin,  and  was  Mttled  at  TarcheMer,  Ca  Northum- 
berland, at  the  Conquiirt.  Richard  Fairfu  was  eeatcd  in  Yorkshire  in  1205,  vhere 
hia  dcscenduits  continued  to  flouriah  through  several  RenoralionB.  Richard,  living 
in  IWl,  WM  bther  of  William,  (eldeat  son,)  ancestor  in  the  5th  degree  of  Sir 
ThomM  Fairfait  of  Walton,  created  in  1629,  Viscuunt  and  Baron  Fairfei  of  Emelj, 
Co.  Tipperary,  in  the  recra«e  of  1  rchind,  which  titles  became  eitinct  in  1772,  by  lie 
death  of  Charles- Gregory,  Hth  Viscount,  his  last  male  descendant ;  and  of  Sir  Gtij, 
(3rd  ion.)  from  whom  descended  in  the  4th  degree,  8m  Thomas  FiiRFii  of  Denton, 
employed  tay  Queen  Elqab^th,  in  diplomatic  affairs,  especially  in  her  intercourse 
with  the  King  of  Scotland  ;  and  BftcrffHnlB  created  a  Peer  of  Scotland,  by  the  title 
of  Baron  Fairiai  of  Cameron,  in  ICiJ ;  four  of  his  younger  sons  were  killed  in 
anm  abroad  in  the  year  lfi21,  two  in  the  Palatinate,  one  at  Rochelle,  and  one  in 
Turkey.  His  2nd  son,  the  lion,  and  Rev.  Henry  Fairfai,  was  father  of  the  4th 
Loao ;  and  hia  eldeit  son,  Fekdimamihi,  '2nd  Luhd,  succeeded  him  in  1640  ;  taking 
aniu  in  support  of  the  ParliameTit,  he  naa,  in  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war, 
appointed  General  for  the  County  of  York,  which  County  he  represented  in  Parlia- 
ment ;  be  WM  very  auccesaftd  in  his  military  career,  but  his  fame  was  entirely 
eclipsed  by  Ihat  of  his  eldest  son,  Thouab,  3iil  Lord,  who  succeeded  him  in  tills 
and  otate  in  1647,  and  was  the  cetebnied  rebel  Genera!.  He  defeated  the  Royal 
troops  in  many  engagements,  eapecially  in  the  dedsive  battle  at  Nascby.  He  besieged 
and  look  the  City  of  Colchester,  the  last  which  resisted  the  Republican  arms,  and 
iboitly  after,  refusing  to  ait  in  judgment  upon  hia  Sovereign,  and  declining  to 
command  the  army  destined  to  act  against  Scotland,  after  that  kingdom  had  declared 
for  King  Chaiud  II.,  he  retired  fiom  public  life  to  hisaeat  in  Yorkshire.  After  the 
death  <^  Cromwell,  he  joined  the  promuten  of  the  Reetoration,  and  being  again 
retunied  to  Parliament,  was  one  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  King 
at  the  Hague,  and  invite  him  into  England ;  he  then  returned  to  his  retirement,  and 
J.  in  1671.  The  Lady  Fairfax,  his  wife,  who  rendered  hcisclf  so  remarkable  at  the 
trial  of  King  Chaklis,  by  exclaiming,  when  the  words  in  the  impeachment,  "  All  the 
good  people  of  England,"  were  read,  "  Nn,  not  the  hundredth  part  of  them  -,'*  was 
Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Horace,  Lord  Vera  of  Tilbury,  by  whom  he  had  no 
mala  issue.     He  was  succeeded  by 

HsNRT,  4th  Lord,  son,  aa  before-mentioned,  of  Henry,  3nd  son  of  the  1st 
Lord  ;  he  £  in  1 6HS,  leaving,  besides  other  isaue,  two  sons; 

1  Thomas,  6th  Lord,  who  li.  in  Jan.  1711),  and  was  father  of  TrohaS,  6th 
Lord  ;  who  d.  in  Feh.  17112  ;  and  of  Robert,  7th  Lord,  who  d.  15  July  1793. 

2  Hon.  Henry,  who  d.  in  1708  ;  and  waa  father  of  William  Furfei,  Esq.  This 
gentleman  having  undertaken  the  management  of  some  large  estates  in  Virginia, 
which  had  devolved  on  hia  couain,  the  6th  Lord  Pairfox,  acquired  property  himself 
in  New  England  and  settled  there.  He  d.  in  1757,  leaving  twosons,  of  whom  Brvan, 
the  younger  son,  in  holy  orden,  alone  survived  the  7th  Lord,  after  whose  death  be 
came  to  England,  and  luving  mode  good  his  claim  to  the  title  as  8th  Loan,  before  the 
House  of  Lordi,  returned  to  America,  where  he  and  his  Amity  have  tince  continued

dinal Wolsej  in  bis  youth,  gave  refiige  to  that  Prelate  at  Milton,  after  his  Alt,  and 
on  bdng  interrogated  by  the  King  on  his  presuming  to  entertain  so  great  an  enemy 
to  the  slate,  pleaded  hii  gratitude  to  the  Cardinal,  h'a  former  mast«r,  anil  who  had 
been  the  chief  founder  of  hii  fortune.  His  Majesty,  instead  of  resenting  this  reply, 
observed  that  he  had  few  auch  servants,  knighted  hup,  and  mode  him  one  of  the 
Priry  Council.

Alexander  de  FoiIms  defended  the 
Caatle  of  Urquhart  in  1304,  with  such  obetinacj  againet  King  Edwabd  I.  that  the 
King,  on  taking  it,  put  all  the  garriBoa  to  the  iword  ;  but  thii  brnil;  wu  continunl 
bj  tiw  deliverj  of  Alexander'a  wife  of  a  poethiimoua  son,  Alexander,  who  wu  killed 
ik  the  battle  of  Duplin  in  1362  ;  and  had  aJgo  a  poathnmoiu  kid.  Sir  John,  whose 
eldest  ton  was  Aluandu,  In  Lobd,  from  whom  tbe  present  Peer  is  12th  id  de~ 
•cent ;  and  his  2Dd  •on  was  William,  ancestor  of  the  Lords  Forbes  of  Pitiligo  in 
Scotland,  which  title  wsa  forfeited  b;  the  accenion  of  Aleionder,  4th  Lord,  to  tba 
nballion  of  1745 ;  his  onl/  son,  John,  Master  of  Filaliga,  djing  without  issue  in 
1761,  the  line  became  extinct 

ALaxANDU,  Igt  Lord,  it  in  1448,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  JlMia,  2nd 
LoMD,  who  had  three  aoni:  1  Wiluau,  3rd  Lorji,  his  successor ;  2  Duncan,  an- 
cestor of  the  pment  Sir  John  Stuart  Forbes,  of  Pilaligo,  Bart^  and  other  existing 
&milies  i  3  Patrick,  ancestor  of  Sir  John  Forbes,  of  Craigievar,  Bait.,  and  of  the 
Eail  of  Granard ;  tee  that  title. 

William,  3rd  Lord,  abio  left  three  sons :  1  Albiandib,  4th  Lord,  who  biking 
np  Sims  to  revenge  the  death  of  King  Jaheb  III.,  displayed  the  bloody  shirt  of  the 
mordered  monarch  to  incite  tbe  people  to  join  bim  ;  but  after  tbe  defeat  of  the  ELarl 
of  Lennoi  at  Tillymosa,  he  submitted  to  Jakks  IV.  i  2  Arthur,  Stb  Lord,  who 
succeeded,  on  his  brotherV  death  without  issue ;  and  dying  also  without  issue  him- 
self, was  succeeded  by  his  youngest  brother  ;  3  JnuN,  6th  Lord.  His  Lordship  was, 
in  1596,  committed  to  the  Castlo  of  Edinburgh,  with  his  eldest  son,  John,  Master 
of  Forbea,  on  an  accumtion  of  high  treason,  and  afterwards  tried  on  an  indictment, 
charging  both  father  and  son  of  connpimcj  to  murder  the  King,  by  the  shot  of  a 
cutrerin,  in  Aberdeen,  and  of  other  treasonable  acts,  all  comprised  within  the  one 
charge  of  aiding  the  King's  Engllgh  enemies ;  the  father  was  fully  exculpated  and 
released,  after  a  tedious  confinement,  but  the  son  was  convicted  and  executed  in 
1537  ;  he  d.  unm. ,-  and  the  Gth  Lord  was  succeeded  by  his  2nd  son,  William,  7th 
Lord  ;  he  d.  in  1593,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  eldest  son,  John,  6th  Lord.  Hit 
eldest  son,  John,  9tb  IjORd,  entered  into  a  religious  order  abroad,  and  d.  without 
iHue  ;  be  was  succeeded  by  his  brother,  Autuur,  lOth  Lord;  to  whom  succeeded 
his  BOO,  gnudsoD,  and  great  grandson,  AlbxaNdkr,  lltb  Lord,  William,  12th 
Lord,  and  William,  13th  Lord.  The  latter  succeeded  his  bther  in  1G91,  and  d. 
in  1716,  leaving,  besides  other  issue,  1  William,  his  successor,  1411i  Lord,  who 
d.  in  1730,  leaving  an  only  son,  Francis,  ISth  Lord,  who  d.  in  his  13th  year,  in 
1734;  2  jAHn,who  succeeded  his  nephew  as  16th  Lord.  He  was  succeeded,  in 
1761,  hj  his  only  son,  Jamib,  17th  Lord,  fbthec  of  Jamib-Ochoncar,  present  and 
1 6th  Lord,  his  successor.

TH>i>rmi.iniGiiiDNaiiof  Coleraine,  Co,  Londonderry.wasfiitherof  Captain  William 
Gardner,  wbo  commanded  a  company  in  the  army  of  King  Willtau  III.,  in  defence 
of  tbe  dty  of  Londonderry.  His  aon  and  heir,  William  Gardner,  Esq.,  d.  14  Aug. 
1782,  baring  n.  Eliiabeth,  daughter  aud  co-heir  of  Valentine  Farrington,  M.D.,  of 
Frtaton,  Co.  Lancaster,  by  whom  he  had  twelie  children. 
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The  RidliLiit  Adrnlml,  Sir  Alaii  Unnlncr,  their  -1th  aon,  wa.i  created  a  nnmnct  in 
1794  ;  HTiil  for  his  eminent  nnval  aervices,  |>iLrticuliir1;  in  the  nicmomble  buttle  of 
the  1st  of  June  1794,  was  rused  to  the  Irish  Peerage,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Qanlner 
of  Utloieler,  in  1800;  in  18M  he  wa<  also  crcaleil  Baron  Gardner  of  Uttoieter, 
Co.  StaSbnl,  in  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom.

He  m.  in  1672,  Lady  Isabklla  Bxnnbt, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Hknry  Bbnnst,  created,  in  1664,  Baron  Arlington,  of  Arling- 
ton, Co.  Middlesex  *,  and  flirther,  in  1672,  Viscount  Thetford,  Co.  Norfolk,  and  Earl 
of  Arlington,  Co.  Middlesex,  with  renuiinder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  the  heirs  of 
his  body.

HiB  Lordihip  ig  from  a  younger  branch  of  the  femily  of  Lord  Foibea,  and  u 
dmcended  fVoiD  Pnttick,  3i^  aon  of  Junes,  2nd  Lord  Forbe&  Patrick  ma  gteat- 
gtandfkther  of  William  Forbei,  Esq.,  of  Cone,  whose  4th  SOD,  Sir  Arthur  Farb«. 
having  obtained  from  the  Crovn  eiteruive  grants  of  land  in  Ireland,  together  with 
a  per-centage  upon  the  profits  of  several  Roval  fiaheiies  in  the  province  of  Ulster, 
•etUed  at  Castle  Forbes,  Co.  Longford,  and  was  created  a  Baronet  of  Nora  Scotia  in 
1628.

A  jounger  >oa  of  the  Greys  of  Northumberland  settled  in 
Scotland,  aa  earl;  at  the  13th  century,  and  wns  anceator  of  Sir  Andrew,  who  joined 
Bobeit  Bruce  io  1306.  Fourth  in  descent  flrom  him  was  Sir  Andrkw  Qeiav,  of  Brm- 
month,  created  Lord  Gray  in  1445.  Andrew,  his  boii  and  lucceMor,  2nd  Lord,  d. 
in  1469  I  he  had  two  tons,  tie.  : 

1  PBtrjch,  Maatei  of  Gray,  d.  before  hia  fother,  tearing  a  son,  Andrkw,  who  suc- 
ceeded hii  gTRndfather  ai  3rd  Lord. 

2  Andrew,  ancestor  of  Sir  William  Ortiy  of  Pittendrum,  and  through  him  of  the 
Slh  and  saeceeding  Lords  Gray. 

Andrrw,  3rd  Lord,  d.  in  1514  ;  his  two  elder  sons  were,  1  Pathicr,  4th  Lord, 
who  d.  without  issue  male  ;  2  Gilbert,  iather  of  Pathicb,  who  succeeded  his  uncle 
at  fith  LoRo.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  rout  of  Solwnj,  hy  Dacre  and  Husgnie, 
and  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  but  soon  admitted  to 
nnaom,  He  was  one  of  the  Gut  Scotch  noblemen  who  countenanced  the  Refbrmti- 
tiaD,aiid  joined  the  asociation  in  support  of  J  A  his  VL  tn  1567.  He  d.  in  1682, 
and  was  succeeded  b;  his  eldest  son  Patrick,  6th  Loan,  to  whom,  in  1 609,  succeeded 
his  son  Patrick,  7th  Lord,  who  d.  in  1612.

GREY,  EARL.    (Grey.) 

Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom, 

This  fiunily  is  supposed  to  have  come  into  England  from  Normandy,  with  William 
the  Conqueror,  and  settled  in  Northumberland,  whence  a  yoimger  branch  enugrated 
to  Scotluid  in  the  12th  century,  and  founded  the  fitmily  of  Lord  Gray. 

Sir  John  Grey,  living  in  1372,  was  fother  of  Sir  Thomas,  who  bad  two  sons : 

1  John,  Earl  of  Tankerville  in  Normandy,  m.  Joan,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Edward  Lord  Cherleton  of  Powis ;  his  male  line  fi&iled  in  1552,  and  Lord 
Scarsdale,  at  his  heir  general,  is  eldest  co-heir  of  the  Barony  of  Cherleton  of 
Powis. 

2  Sir  Thomas ;  4th  in  descent  from  him  was 
Sir  Ralph  Chrey,  who  had  two  sons, 

1  Sir  Ralph,  father  of  WUliam,  created  Baron  Grey  of  Werke,  which  title 

became  extinct  in  1706,  by  the  death  of  his  grandson  Ralph,  4th  Lord, 
whose  elder  brother.  Ford,  3rd  Lord,  had  been  created  in  1695,  Yisoount 
Glendale  and  Earl  of  Tankerville ;  he  tL  without  issue  male,  in  1701, 
leaving  an  only  daughter,  Lady  Mary,  m.  to  Charles  Bennet,  Lord  Oasiil- 
Bton,  who  was  created  Earl  of  Tankerville,  and  was  ancestor  ^the  present 
Earl  of  Tankerville. 

2  Sir  Ekiward  Grey  of  Howick,  from  whom  the  5th  in  descent  was  Sir  Heniy 

Grey  of  Howick,  created  a  Baronet  in  1746.  His  eldest  son.  Sir  Henry

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GREY  DE  RUTHYN,  BARONESS.  (Rawdon-Hastings.) 

Peeress  qf  England. 

Roger  ds  Orxy,  jrounger  son  of  John,  3rd  Baron  Grey  de  Wilton,  (see  Earl  of 
Stamford,)  was  summoned,  by  writ  1324,  as  Baron  Orby  of  Ruthyn.  He  dL  in 
1353,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Rkoinald,  and  he,  in  1388,  by  another  Rboinald, 
his  son,  who  d.  in  1440,  having  survived  his  eldest  son,  Henry,  whose  son  Edmund 
succeeded  his  grand&ther  as  4th  Lord  ;  he  was  created  Elarl  of  Kent  in  1 465,  and 
dL  in  1488,  and  the  Barony  continued  merged  in  the  Earldom,  through  five  genera- 
tions of  his  descendants.  Gboroe,  2nd  Earl,  his  son,  d.  in  1504,  and  his  two 
sons,  Richard,  who  d.  in  1523,  without  issue,  and  Hbnry.  who  d,  in  1562,  were 
successively  3rd  and  4th  Earls,  though  the  latter  was,  from  his  poveity,  unable  to 
use  any  title  of  honour ;  Henry,  his  eldest  son,  d.  before  him,  leaving  three  sons, 
Rboinald,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d,  in  1572  ;  Henry,  6u  Earl,  who 
d.  in  1615,  and  Charles,  7th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1625  ;  Henry,  8th  Earl  of  Kent,  and 
11th  Baron,  son  of  the  7th  Earl,  d.  without  issue,  in  1639,  when  the  Earldom  de- 
volved on  his  cousin  and  male  heir,  Anthony  Grey,  ancestor  of  the  extinct  Duke  of 
Kent  and  the  Countess  de  Grey,  and  the  Barony  on  his  only  sister, 

Susan,  wife  of  Sir  Michael  Longueville,  by  whom  she  had  a  son  and  heir» 
Charles,  18th  Lord,  who  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony  in  1640 ;  he  d.  in 
1643,  leaving  a  daughter  and  heir, 

Susan,  m.  to  Sir  Henry  Yelverton,  Bart.;  bhedL  in  1676,  leaving  two  sons.  Sir 
Charles,  15th  Lord,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1679,  and  Henry,  16th  Lord,  who 
was  created  Viscount  Longueville  in  1690,  and  d.  in  1704.  Talbot,  17th  Lord,  his 
son  and  successor,  wa»  created  in  1717,  Earl  of  Sussex.  He  d.  in  1731,  leaving  two 
sons,  1  Gborge- Augustus,  18th  Lord,  and  2nd  Earl  of  Sussex,  who  d.  without 
]«ue  in  1758,  and  2 

Henry,  4th  Viscount,  3rd  Earl,  and  19th  Lord,  5.  7  July  1729,  succeeded  8  Jan. 
1758,  d.  22  April  1799,  without  issue  male  ;  having  m.  1st,  Hester,  daughter  of  John 
Hall,  Esq.,  b.  1735,  d.  11  Jan.  1777,  by  whom  he  had  one  daughter.  Lady  Barbara ; 
2ndly,  29  Jan.  1778,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Vaughan,  Esq.,  who  d.  6  June  1796. 
On  Uie  Earrs  death  his  other  honours  became  extinct,  but  this  Barony  devolved  on 
Henry-EIdward  Clk)ULD,  20th  Lord,  his  grandson. 

Lady  Barbara  Yelverton,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  the  3rd  and  last  E^rl  of  Sus- 
sex, 19Ui  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthyn,  was  b.  19  June  1760,  and  d.  8  April  1781  ;  having 
m.  27  Oct  1775,  Edward-Thoroton  Gould,  Esq.,  who  d.  15  Feb.  1830.  They  had  a 
daughter,  Mary,  wife  of  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Frederick  Powis,  (see  The  Peerage 
Volume^)  and  an  only  son,  Henry-Edward,  20th  Lord,  who  assumed  the  name  of 
Yblvbrton,  and  d.  in  1810,  leaving  his  infant  daughter,  Barbara,  present  Baroness, 
his  heir ;  her  Ladyship  is  now  the  wife  of  George- Augustus-Francis  Rawdon-Hast- 
ings,  2nd  Marquis  of  Hastings. 
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GUILFORD,  EARL  OF.    (North.) 

Ptfr  of  Great  Sriftrin. 

HoBUT  North,  who  d.  in  H70,  was  father  of  Thomas  North,  Esq.,  of  Wftlkrin(r- 
hun,  Co.  Notts,  which  Thomas,  irei  grHndiather  of  Edward,  Ist  Lord  North,  nim- 
iDonedto  Parliament  in  1554,  and  high  in  thefkvouiandnmfidenceof  Hknrv  VIII., 
from  whom  he  recaired  ronsiderHble  grants  irf  land.  Me  continued  to  hold  office 
undLT  Edward  VI.  and  Queen  Marv.  although  he  was  one  of  the  Council  who 
signed  the  letter  to  that  Queen  wherein  thej  acknowledged  the  Lad;  Jane  Gre;  for 
the  lawftil  SoTereign.  He  d.  in  I56i,  and  was  succeeded  bj  his  son  R<wer,  2nd 
Lord  North,  to  whom,  in  1600,  luccecilcd  his  granilion  Dudlej,  (son  of  John,  hi* 
eldest  son  ;)  this  Dudlej,  3rd  Lord  North,  was  succeeded,  in  16G6,  bj  hi*  Mn, 
Dudley,  ith  Ijord  North,  who  d.  in  1677,  leaving,  besides  other  iaae,  the  two  mm 
following : 

1  Charles,  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Buron  Grej  of  Rolleston,  in  1673,  (ue- 
ceeded  hit  bther,  in  1 S77,  as  5th  Lord  North,  and  ^  in  169U,  when  he  was  succeeded 
b;  his  son.  William,  6th  Lord  North,  and  2nd  Lord  Ore;  of  RoUeston  (  he  cntncd 
the  arm;,  and  rote  to  the  rank  of  Lieulenant-General,  having  served  under  the  Duk« 
of  Marlborough  in  all  his  campaigns  ;  in  the  battle  either  of  Hocbset  or  BUnlMsn 
he  had  his  right-hand  shot  oS\  he  d.  without  issue  in  1731,  when  the  Barony  of 
Orey  of  Rolteston  became  extinct ;  but  that  of  North  devolved  on  Fiuncik,  3rd 
Oakoh  OuiLPOkD,  grandson  of  his  next  brother, 

2  Sn  FRANcn  Nohtb,  who  having  with  the  highest  reputation  passed  thiongh 
various  gradations  of  legal  offices,  was  appointed,  in  161)2,  Lord  Keeper  of  the  OrMt 
Seat,  and,  in  I6I<3,  was  created  Bason  Guilimrd,  of  Guilford,  Co.  Surrey.  Called 
to  the  Frivy  Council  with  no  other  patronage  thnn  that  which  bis  own  talents  and 
■oand  political  principles  had  acquired  him,  his  advancement  does  honnur  to  the 
judgment  of  Chaslbn  II..  by  whom  alone  it  was  effected.  Steady  In  his  loyalty  to 
the  Crown,  yet  Rtm  in  his  disapprobation  of  the  unprincipled  men  and  mcasurn  mF 
his  times,  the  uneeajness  of  his  mind,  afler  he  accepted  the  custody  of  the  Great  Sod, 
and  more  especially  after  the  accession  of  Jahib  II.,  hastened  his  end,  and  be  d.  in 
Sept.  1GS5,  leaiins  behind  him  an  exalted  character  for  learning,  integrity,  and 
christian  piety,  which  is  admirably  portrayed  in  the  memoin  of  his  lifb  written 
by  Mr.  Roger  North,  his  brother.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Fbancib,  2nd 
I^Hi),  to  whom,  in  1729,  fallowed  his  son, 

Francib,  3rd  Lord,  who  also  succeeded  in  17.1J,  us  7th  Lord  North,  and  was 
created  Earl  of  OuitroKo,  in  1753.  He  d.  in  17iKI,  IcKvin^  two  sons,  Frederick, 
Lord  North  ;  and  Brownlow.  Bishop  of  Winchester,  father  of  the  present  Earl  ; 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldat  son,  Fhidirick.  2nd  Earl.  K.G.,  better  known  as 
Lord  North,  having  held  the  reins  of  Government  for  twelve  years  as  Prime  Minis- 
ter, while  bearing  his  fhlher's  second  title.  His  administration  was  unlbrtanste, 
and,  after  a  vain  efTort  for  its  support  by  a  most  unpopular  coalition  with  his  vehe- 
ment  opponent,  Charles  Fox,  it  sank  at  length  befbre  the  rising  brightnen  of  H>, 
Pitt's  talents ;  and  this  truly  ailmiiable  Nobleman  retired  to  grace,  with  his  wit. 
cbaerfiilnesB,  and  virtues,  the  domestic  hewtb.  He  d.  in  1792,  leaving  three  sons, 
inEBssriTely  Eabl*  of  GtraroKS,  who  all  d.  without  surriying  mat  male  ;  they  wei«,

From  the  Ilamiltoni  of  Innerwick,  a  branch  of  the  ancient  ftmtlj  of  Hanulton, 
afteminla  Dukes  of  Hamilton,  of  which  the  Marquis  of  Abercom  a  the  preaent 
male  rei)re«entative,  descended  Sni  Tnoii.is  Hamilton  oT  Prieatfield,  who,  being 
bred  to  the  bar,  was  admitted  Advocate  in  1587,  and  appointed  a  Lord  of  Seauon  in 
1593,  b;  the  title  of  Lord  Dnimcaini ;  he  wu  ■flenrarda  Lord  Clerk  Rcgi^r  of 
Scotland  and  Secretary  of  Slate,  and  was  railed  to  the  dignity  of  the  Peeiage  in 
1613,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Binning  and  Byrei.  Being  lubaequently  Lord  Pren- 
dent  of  the  Conrt  of  Seoion,  he  whb,  in  1619,  ad>Hnced  lo  the  mnk  of  Earl  of 
Helroae,  and  in  1627,  changed  that  title  fbr  Haddinqton,  b;  patent,  retaining  the 
fbrnier  precedence.  He  d.  in  l(i37,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  mm,  Tudhab, 
9nd  Earl  ;  nding  with  the  Coicnanten  in  the  civil  war,  he  was  appointed  Colonel 
oT  one  of  their  regiments,  and  was  killed  in  1640,  by  the  explodoa  of  a  considaalile 
niagaiine  of  gunpowdei  in  the  castle  of  Dunglaia,  which,  demolishing  one  of  tho 
csstle  waits,  baried  him,  and  numerous  other  persons,  in  its  ruins.  He  left  two 
sons,  1  Thomas,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1645  ;  and  2  John,  4th  Eahl, 
who  was  succeeded,  in  1669,  by  his  only  son  Charles,  5lh  Eakl.  He  m.  Margaret, 
in  her  own  right  Countess  of  Rothes,  eldest  daughter  of  John,  Dulte  of  Rotbee,  and 
by  her,  who  d.  in  1700,  had  two  sons,  John  and  Thomas.  John,  the  eldest  son,  luo- 
ceeding  to  the  Eoildom  of  Rothes,  traigned  that  of  Haddington,  which  was  re-gnuitcd 
to  his  brother  Thomas,  6th  Earl  of  Haddinoton.  The  Earl  of  Rothes  had  eight 
eons;  and,  dying  in  1723,  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  John,  9th  Earl  of  Rothea, 
who  d.  in  1767,  and  was  succeeded  hy  his  son  John,  10th  Earl,  on  whoas  death,  in 
1773,  his  sister,  Jane-Gliiabetb,  bei^me  Countess  of  Botbea ;  but  hii  uncle,  the 
Hon.  Andrew  Leslie,  Sth  son  of  the  Sth  Earl  of  Rothea,  became  heir  male  and  re- 
ptesentatire  of  the  Ist  Earl  of  Haddington.  He  d.  hoveter,  in  1776,  and  ai  all  hii 
brothers,  the  eldest  only  excepted,  had  done,  he  d.  wm.,  and  the  Earl  of  Haddington 
again  became  the  heir  male  of  his  house. 

Thomas,  6th  Earl,  succeeded  his  father,  according  to  the  new  ansngement  of 
the  entail,  in  1685.  He  seelously  supported  the  Treaty  of  Union  ;  on  the  breaking 
out  of  the  rebellion  of  1 7 1 5,  app«red  in  arms  in  defence  of  the  bouse  of  Hanover; 
and  was  wounded,  and  had  a  horse  shot  under  him  at  the  battle  of  SheriStamir.  He 
afterwards  became  remarkable  for  his  extensive  plantations,  and  other  improvementa 
on  his  eatatea,  and  d.  in  1-735,  having  survived  Charles,  Lord  Binning,  hit  eldest  son, 
who  d.  in  1733,  leaving  three  surviving  sons,  vit  : 

I  Thomas,  who  succeeded  his  grandfether  as  7th  Earl  ;  he  d.  in  1794,  and  was 
meeeeded  by  his  only  surviTing  son,  Cbaklis,  Sth  Eabl,  who,  in  1837,  was  created 
a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  by  the  title  of  Baron  Helros  of  Tyninghame,  Co. 
Haddington,  and  d.  in  1  StW,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Thoma^  pre- 
aent  and  9th  Easl.

Ths  fint  anccalor  on  record  of  the  illiutrioiu  Houie  of  Duvqlab  utpean  to  be 
Theobald  the  Fleming,  to  whom  the  lands  of  DciivtiBa  were  granted  in  1160, 

Archibald,  hii  graadaon,  was  lather  of  1  WilliaiD,  who  coDtinued  the  line ;  3 
Andrew,  anceitot  of  the  EIsil  of  Morton. 

SirWiLGam  DougUa,  auinamed  The  Hard?,  ion  of  the  above  William,  nroie 
Ibaltj  to  King  Edwikd  I.  in  1291,  bat  waa  in  armi  agaiUBt  him  aagoiemor  i^  Ber> 
wick,  when  EnWAHD  invaded  Scotland  in  1396.  He  woi  then  compellal  to  surren- 
dn  the  town  upon  capitulation,  and  again  awore  fealty  to  Edwird  ;  he  however 
joiiied'Sir  Williani  Wallace  the  following  year,  for  which  hii  estate  waa  laid  waate, 
■nd  hii  wife  and  children  carried  olf.  Having  aRenrardB  himself  made  his  submit- 
aion  to  Bdwud,  he  waa  lent  to  England,  and  d.  at  York  in  1302.  He  left  three 
Km,  the  good  Sir  Jamea  \  Hugh,  of  wham,  (hough  he  aucceeded  to  the  fhinily  po»- 
■  Mil  Mil,  little  Qkenti  on  ia  made^  and  Archibald,  who  carried  on  the  line. 

Of  tiie  good,  and  it  maj  be  added  the  great.  Sir  James  Douglaa,  it  ii  impoaaible 
to  Ipeak  ardent!/  in  so  concise  a  history  as  the  present.  Thii  iUustrioua  Patriot, 
the  companion  and  fViend  of  King  Robirt  Bruck,  is  to  be  traced  in  all  the  lignal 
aetiona  of  this  eventful  time.  In  the  decisive  battle  of  Bonnockbum  he  took  a 
prominent  part;  and  a  variety  of  minor  engagements,  besides  the  suipriae  of  the 
English  gairiaon  in  Douglas  Castle,  the  taking  of  Roiburgh  Castle  and  the  (ewn 
of  Berwick  by  eecalade,  bear  vitnna  to  his  military  talents  and  valour ;  and  Scot- 
land being  cleared  of  the  Engliih  invasions,  England  itself  was  destined  to  record 
his  pTowea.  In  1319,  he  routed  the  ArchHahop  of  York  at  Mitton,  near  Borough- 
bridge  ;  in  1 322,  forced  the  English  camp  at  Byland  in  Yorkshire,  and  put  its  de- 
fendRi  to  flight ;  and  in  another  invasion,  when  he  headed  20,000  men,  he,  with 
two  hundred  hoisemen,  forced  his  way  in  the  night  to  the  Royal  tent,  in  the 
Knglish  camp  at  Stanhope  Faik,  and  narrowly  missed  securing  the  pemon  of  King 
Edward  III.  Robirt  Bruu  on  his  death-bed,  in  1329,  requceted  Douglas  to 
carry  his  heart  to  Jerusalem,  and  deposit  it  in  the  sepulchre  of  our  Saviour.  Sir 
Jamea  set  out  with  his  predous  charge,  but,  paning  through  Spain,  could  not  resist 
the  temptation  of  joining  in  battle  with  the  Moon  on  behalf  of  Alphonio  XI.,  King 
of  CMtJle  and  Leoa.  Seeing  the  enemy  wavering  and  about  to  give  way,  he  threw 
tbe  GMket  which  contained  the  heart  of  his  Royal  master  towards  them,  eicluming, 
"pMt  thou  onwud,  as  thou  wert  wont — Douglas  will  follow  thee  or  diel"  The 
Moon  tallied,  and  overwhelmed  by  superior  number*.  Sir  Jame*  Douglas  fell,  and 
his  body,  together  with  the  heart  of  the  King,  were  re-conveyed  to  Scotland.  He  it. 
in  1330,  uHB.  ;  but  an  iilegitimale  son,  Archibald,  finally  carried  on  the  line  of  Earll 
of  Donglia. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  next  brother,  Hugh,  who  d,  without  iasoe ;  but  Archi- 
bald, his  younger  brother,  became  Regent  of  Scotland  in  the  minority  of  David  II., 
and,  in  pursuance  of  the  war  with  England,  led  an  army  to  Halidon  Hill,  where  hii 
ftmea  were  totally  defeated,  and  himielf  mortally  wounded,  living  only  long  enough 
to  bemadepTiMmert  he  d.  in  1339.  WiUiam,  his  aon,  obtained  the  bmily  estates 
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in  1342,  bj  the  resignation  of  his  uncle  Hugh.  With  hereditaiy  hostility  to  the 
English,  he  fed  the  war  upon  the  borders,  and  in  April  1356,  concluded  a  truce 
with  the  Earl  of  Northampton,  Lord  Warden  of  tlie  Marches,  to  continue  till 
Michaelmas,  that  he  might  have  time  to  go  on  a  pilgrimage.  In  passing  throiigh 
France,  he  was  present  in  aid  of  King  John  at  the  Tmttle  of  Poictiers,  and  being 
wounded,  was  carried  off  the  field  by  his  attendants.  In  the  following  February  he 
was  created  Earl  of  Douglas,  and  continued  to  make  war,  generally  with  success, 
upon  the  English  on  the  borders,  till  his  death  in  1384.  lie  was  twice  married  ;  1st, 
to  Margaret,  sister  and  heir  of  Thomas,  13th  Earl  of  Marr,  by  whom  he  had 
a  son,  James,  2nd  Earl  of  Douglas  and  15th  Earl  of  Marr,  and  a  daughter,  Isabel, 
who  inherited  the  Earldom  of  Marr  on  the  death  of  her  brother.  The  Elarl, 
before  his  second  marriage,  appears  to  have  made  a  settlement  of  the  Earldom  of 
Douglas,  failing  the  issue  male  of  his  son,  the  2nd  E^rl,  upon  Archibald,  the  ille- 
gitinuite  son  of  the  good  Sir  James  Douglas.  He  married  2ndly,  Lady  Maigaret 
Stewart,  Countess  of  Angus,  sister  and  heir  of  Thomas,  3rd  Eail  of  Angus,  and  relict 
of  the  above-mentioned  Thomas,  1 3th  Earl  of  Marr,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  son, 
Georuk,  who,  on  his  mother's  resignation,  obtained  a  grant  of  the  Elarldom  of  An- 
gus in  1389,  and  was  the  1st  Eahl  of  Angus  of  this  ftunlly. 

James,  his  eldest  soa,  Earl  of  Douglas  and  Marr,  succeeded ;  Fordim  calls 
him  ^  Miles  acerrimus  et  Anglis  semper  infestissimus*  ;**  he  made  an  incunion  as 
far  as  the  gates  of  York,  and,  with  the  rest  of  his  spoil,  brought  off  in  one  of  his 
skirmishes  the  banner  of  Henry  (Hotspur)  Lord  Percy,  which  he  proposed  to 
elevate  on  the  pinnacle  of  his  castle.  This  brought  Percy,  with  a  large  force,  after 
him,  and  the  battle  of  Otterboum  ensued,  19  Aug.  1388.  The  utmost  exertions  of 
valour  were  displayed  on  both  sides,  and  Douglas  fell,  mortally  wounded,  **•  thanking 
God  that  few  of  his  ancestors  had  died  in  chambers  ;*^  but  his  victory  was  complete, 
and  Hotspur  made  prisoner.  He  m.  Margaret,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Robsbt  II., 
but  had  no  surviving  issue  by  her  ;  the  Earldom  of  Marr  devolved  on  his  sister,  that 
of  Douglas,  by  the  already-mentioned  settlement  probably,  on  Archibald  Doug- 
las the  Grim,  Lord  of  Galloway,  the  illegitimate  son  of  the  good  Sir  James.  This 
Elarl  himself  left  two  illegitimate  sons,  William,  ancestor  of  the  house  of  Queens- 
berry,  and  Archibald,  of  the  Douglasses  of  Cavers. 

Pity  it  is  that  our  limits  utterly  precKide  a  digression  of  suitable  length  on  the 
various  fortunes  of  this  powerful  and  warlike  family  under  the  descendant  of  Archi* 
bald  the  Grim,  3rd  Earl  of  Douglas ;  sometimes  seated  at  the  summit  of  the  poli- 
tical system,  with  all  but  the  regal  title,  swaying  the  destinies  of  the  kingdom  ; 
sometimes  suffering  under  the  axe  of  the  executioner.  The  title  passed,  in  an  incre- 
dibly short  space  of  time,  through  seven  inheritors. 

Archibald,  3rd  Earl  of  Douglas,  d.in  1401,  leaving  two  sons,  Archibald,  4th  E^L, 
and  James,  7th  Earl.  Archibald,  4th  Earl,  d.  in  battle  in  France  in  1424,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Archibald,  5th  Earl,  who  d,  in  1439 ;  leaving  two  sons, 
William,  Gth  Earl,  and  David  his  brother,  both  beheaded  in  1440,  when  the  elder 
was  but  seventeen  years  of  age.  James,  7th  Earl,  2nd  son  of  the  8rd  Earl,  suc- 
ceeded, and  d.  in  1443,  leaving  six  sons,  all  cut  off  without  posterity,  viz.  1  William, 
8th  Earl,  killed  in  1452,  receiving  his  first  wound  fWim  the  hand  of  King  Jambs  II.; 
2  James,  9th  and  hist  Earl ;  3  Archibald,  Earl  of  Moray ;  4  Hugh,  Earl  of  Onnond; 
5  Sir  John  Douglas,  Lord  of  Balvenie ;  6  Henry,  a  priest. 

At  length  the  whole  inheritance  was  lost  through  the  necessity  under  which 
Jambs  II.  found  himself,  in  1455,  of  deciding,  by  force  of  arms,  whether  himself  or 
his  too  powerful  subject,  whom  he  had  offended  beyond  hope  of  reconciliation, 
should  rule  the  kingdom.  The  haughty  rebel,  James,  9th  Earl  of  Douglas,  at  the 
head  of  40,000  men,  bade  defiance  to  an  equal  number  of  the  royal  troops ;  but  his 
arrogance  offended  his  principal  supporters ;  the  Lord  Hamilton  set  the  example  of 
desertion ;  a  panic  ipread,  and  suddE^y  Douglas  found  himself  in  firont  of  the  King^ 
army,  witJi  his  own  hereditary  forces  only.  He  fled  with  precipitation,  and  escaped 
imprisonment  and  death,  but  his  titles  and  estates  were  declared  forfeited,  nor  did 
Jambs  disband  his  troops  till  every  portion  of  the  Douglas  domains  were  in  his  pot- 
session  ;  thus,  as  with  a  stroke  of  magic,  sank  for  ever  the  power  of  this  gj«at 
fiunily.  Taken  prisoner  in  his  old  age,  after  thirty  years  of  exile,  in  an  attempt 
to  re-establish  hinuelf  by  fbrce  of  arms,  Jambs  III.,  in  pity  to  his  misfbrtunes, 
merely  condemned  him  to  the  religious  retirement  of  Lindores  AbbeT :  the  Earl, 
muttering,  **•  He  who  may  no  better  be  must  be  a  roonk,*^  submitted ;  and  dyi^g 
there  in  1488,  with  him  ^osed  the  line  of  his  grandlkther,  Anchibald  the  Giim,  8ra 
Eul<tf  Dou^Utf. 

Tq  ntna  to  Obomi,  lit  Earl  of  Angus  of  this  fiunilj,  the  true  oontinoator  of 
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the  line ;  he  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Homildon  in  1 402,  and  d.  the  same 
jearin  England.  He  left  two  sons;  1  Willlam,  2nd  Earl,  who  </.  in  1437, and 
waa  succeeded  by  his  only  son  Jambs,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  without  issue  by  his  wife. 
Lady  Johanna  Stewart,  3rd  daughter  of  King  Jambs  I. ;  2  Gborrb,  who  succeeded 
his  nephew  as  4th  Earl,  and  d.  in  1 462.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son  Archi- 
bald, 5th  Earl,  called  **  Bell  the  Cat,'^  fVom  a  singular  incident,  too  long  to  relate 
here,  in  an  action  at  the  Bridge  of  Lauder. 

•*  I  mean  that  Douglas,  fifth  of  yore, 
Who  coronet  of  Angus  bore. 
And  when  his  blood  and  heart  were  high. 
Did  the  third  James  in  camp  defy, 
And  all  his  minions  led  to  die. 
On  Lauder*s  dreary  flat.'* 

When  age  and  infirmities  had  grown  upon  him,  he  accompanied  Jambs  IV.  in  his 
filial  expedition  to  England  in  1513  ;  and,  remonstrating  against  the  imprudence  of 
joining  battle  with  the  English  army  at  Flodden,  was  answered  by  the  King, 
**  Angus,  if  you  are  afhiid,  you  may  go  home.**  The  afiVont  was  unpardonable.  The 
Earl  left  the  field  with  tears  of  indignation,  but  commanded  his  two  eldest  sons, 
with  all  his  followers,  to  abide  the  event ;  the^  fell  in  the  battle  with  200  gentlemen 
of  their  name,  and  the  £!arl  d.  in  the  following  year.  His  two  sons  killed  at  Flod- 
den were, 

1  Qeoige,  Master  of  Angus,  father  of  Archibald,  6th  Earl,  and  of  Sir  George, 
whose  eldest  son,  David,  succeeded  as  7th  Earl  ;  and  his  second  son,  James,  Earl  of 
Morton,  after  being  many  years  Regent  of  Scotland,  in  the  minority  of  Jambs  VI. 
suffered  death  upon  the  scaflTold  in  1581,  for  a  supposed  participation  in  the  murder 
of  King  Hbnry,  before  the  commencement  of  his  Regency  ;  he  d,  without  issue. 

2  Sir  William  Douglas,  of  Glenbervie,  father  of  Sir  Archibald,  and  grandfather 
through  him  of  Willum,  9th  Earl,  and  of  James,  ancestor  of  the  late  Sylvester, 
Lord  Glenbervie,  so  created  in  1800,  and  whose  title  became  extinct  by  his  death 
without  surviving  issue  in  1823  ;  Harriet,  the  widow  of  his  only  son,  the  Hon.  Fre- 
derick-Sylvester-North Douglas,  who  d,  without  issue  in  1819,  became  the  wife  of  the 
Honourable  Lieutenant-Colonel  Henry-Hely  Hutchinson  ;  see  T%e  Peerage  Volume, 
title  Donoughmore.  The  said  James  Douglas  was  also  ancestor  (through  a  younger 
son  of  his  grandson,  Robert,  Bishop  of  Dumblane)  of  William  Douglas,  Esq.,  of 
Brigton. 

Under  Archibald,  6th  Earl,  grandson  and  heir  of  the  5th  Earl,  the  house  of 
Angus  nearly  succeeded  to  the  power  and  splendour  of  the  former  Earls  of  Doug- 
las. He  m.  Margaret  of  England,  Queen  Dowager  of  Scotland,  widow  of  King 
Jambs  IV.,  and  mother  of  Jambs  V.,  in  whose  minority  he  was  continually  strug- 
f;1mg  against  the  authority  of  the  Regent  Duke  of  Albany,  and  finally  overthrew  it 
in  1526,  by  declaring  the  King*B  majority  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years.  From 
thenceforth  he  himself  governed  in  James*s  name  for  two  years,  when  the  young 
King,  making  his  escape,  issued  a  proclamation  of  forfeiture  against  Angiis  and 
his  family,  and  levied  an  army  to  put  it  into  execution,  and  the  Earl  was  obliged  to 
retire  into  England;  but  on  Jambs*8  death,  in  1542,  he  returned  to  Scotland,  and 
obtained  a  reversal  of  the  sentence  of  forfeiture.  He  was  mainly  inntrumental  in 
obtaining  the  victory  of  Ancrummuir  against  the  English,  and  fought  with  very 
different  fbrtune  in  the  battle  of  Pinkie,  in  1547  ;  he  d,  in  1556,  without  issue  male, 
leaving  by  the  Queen  Dowager  an  only  daughter.  Lady  Margaret,  wife  of  Matthew 
Stewart,  Earl  of  Lennox,  mother  of  Henry  Lord  Damley,  in  her  right  Lord 
Douglas,  and  grandmother,  through  him,  of  James  I.,  King  of  Great  Britain. 
David,  7th  Earl,  succeeded  his  uncle,  and  d,  in  1558.  He  was  succeeded  by  his 
only  son,  Archibald,  8th  Earl,  who,  after  the  execution  of  his  uncle,  the  Regent 
Morton,  was  twice  in  rebellion,  and  once  attainted,  but  obtained  a  revocation  of 
the  act  of  attainder.  He  succeeded  to  the  Earldom  of  Morton,  and  <L  in  1588, 
without  surviving  issue. 

The  title  of  Angus  then  passed  to  William,  9th  Earl,  son  of  Sir  Archibald, 
and  grandson  of  Sir  William  Douglas,  of  Glenbervie,  the  2nd  son  of  the  5th  Earl  ; 
notwithstanding  a  counter  claim  set  up  by  Jambs  VI.  as  heir  of  line,  which  was 
decided  in  fhvour  of  the  heir  male.  He  d.  in  1591,  leaving  several  sons,  of  whom 
the  two  eldest  were,  Wilmam,  his  successor,  10th  Earl,  and  Sir  Robert,  created 
a  Baronet  of  Nova  Sootia  in  1625,  ancestor  of  Sir  Robert  Douglas,  of  Glenbervie, 
Bart. 

WiiLUM,  loth  Earl,  engaged  with  the  Earls  of  Errol  and  Huntley  in  n  trea- 
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aonable  corrttpondence  with  the  King  of  Spain,  for  the  puipose  of  restoring  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion  in  Scotland,  but  was  pardoned ;  and,  retiring  lome  yean 
afterwards  to  a  monastery  in  France,  d.  there  in  1611,  leaving,  besides  other  issoe, 
William,  11th  Earl,  Ist  Marquis  of  Douulas,  his  successor,  and  Sir  James, 
created,  in  1641,  Lord  Mordingtoun,  a  title  which  descended  uninterruptedly  from 
£fither  to  son,  to  Charles,  5th  Lord,  who,  in  total  lack  of  landed  property,  d^  not 
assume  it;  he  entered  into  the  rebellion  of  1745,  and,  being  taken  prisoner,  was 
put  upon  his  trial  as  Charles  Douglas,  Esq. ;  but  pleading  his  Peerage,  and  proving 
his  tiUe  to  it,  the  trial  was  put  off,  and  never  resumed.  He  was  the  last  male  of 
his  fomily,  and  his  only  daughter  assuming  the  title  after  his  death,  it  expired  with 
her  in  1791. 

William,  11th  Earl,  was  created  Marquis  of  Douglas,  and  Baron  of  Aber- 
nethy  and  Jedburgh  Forest,  in  1633;  he  joined  Montrose  after  his  victoiy  of  Kil- 
syth in  1645,  but  escaped  from  the  rout  at  Philiphaugh,  and  soon  afterwards 
capitulated  with  the  ruling  powers.  He  d.  In  1660,  having,  amongst  other  issue,  had 
the  three  sons  following : 

1  Archibald,  Earl  of  Angus,  d.  before  his  father  in  1655,  leaving  two  wodm  : 

1  Jambs,  who  succeeded  his  grand&ther  as  2nd  Marquis,  and  d,  in  1700. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son,  Archibald,  8rd  MABaun, 
who  was  created  Duke  of  Douglas  in  1703,  and  d.  without  issue  in  1761, 
when  the  Dukedom  became  extinct,  and  a  contest  arose  fbr  the  other 
titles,  between  the  Duke  of  Hamilton,  as  heir  male,  and  Archibald,  late  Lord 
Douglas,  as  the  reputed  son  of  Sir  John  Stewart,  of  Grandtully,  Bart.,  by 
the  Lady  Jane,  only  sister  of  the  Duke  of  Douglas.  The  titles  were 
adjudged  to  the  Dukb  of  Hamilton,  now  become  chief  of  this  illustiioua 
house ;  but  the  estates  passed  to  Archibald  Stewart,  Esq.,  as  nephew  and 
lieir  of  line  of  the  Duke  of  Douglas,  and  he  was  created,  in  1790,  Baron 
Douglas  of  Douglas  Castle,  which  Peerage  is  now  enjoyed  by  his  son, 
Archibald,  the  2nd  Lord. 

2  Archibald,  created  Elarl  of  Forfar,  which  title  became,  extinct  by  the  death 

of  Archibald,  2nd  Earl,  his  only  son,  of  the  wounds  he  received  in  the 
King*s  army  in  1715,  at  the  battle  of  Sheriffinuir,  where  he  was  made 
prisoner. 

2  William,  who  was  created  Elarl  of  Selkirk,  succeeded  as  Dukb  of  Hamil- 
ton, in  right  of  the  Duchess  Anne,  his  wife,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  present 
Dukb. 

3  George,  created,  in  1675,  Elarl  of  Dunbarton,  which  title  became  extinct  on 
the  death  of  his  only  son,  George,  2nd  Earl. 

Sir  Jambs  Hamilton,  6th  in  descent  from  Sir  Gilbert,  the  first  of  the  family 
of  Hamilton  who  settled  in  Scotland,  and  whose  pedigree  is  given  under  the 
Marquis  of  Abercom,  was  created  Lord  Hamilton  in  1445,  and  appears  to  have 
possessed  considerable  power  and  influence.  It  was  an  affront  offered  by  the 
haughty  Earl  of  Douglas  to  this  nobleman  that  caused  him  to  return  to  his  alle- 
giance to  Jambs  II.,  and  produced  the  defection,  in  one  night,  of  all  the  other 
chiefr  composing  the  rebel  army,  and  the  consequent  total  overthrow  of  the 
Douglas  fomily.  He  d.  in  1479,  having  m.  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  King  Jambs  II., 
and  widow  of  Thomas  Boyd,  Earl  of  Arran,  by  whom  he  had  one  son.  Jambs, 
created  Earl  of  Arran  in  1503;  he  was  in  France,  commanding  the  Scotdi  troops 
sent  to  the  aid  of  Louis  XII.,  when  King  Jambs  IV.  was  killed  at  Flodden,  and 
returning  immediately  to  Scotland,  was  a  competitor,  though  unsuccessftdly,  .with 
the  Duke  of  Albany  for  the  Regency ;  he  d.  in  1529  ;  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son.  Jambs,  ^d  Earl. 

Jambs,  2nd  Earl,  was  declared  by  Act  of  Parliament,  on  the  death  of  EJng 
Jambs  V.,  in  1542,  to  be  next  in  succession  to  the  Crown,  Rcigent  of  the  kingdom, 
and  tutor  to  the  infimt  Queen.  One  of  the  firrt  statutes  passed  under  his  regency, 
was  an  Act  allowing  the  reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  vulgar  tongue.  The  Ihihire  of 
the  treaty  of  marriage  with  England,  which  led  to  a  destructive  war  between  the 
two  nations,  induced  the  Scots  to  send  the  younff  Queen  to  France  fbr  her  educa- 
tion, in  1548 ;  and  on  this  occasion  the  Regent  had  the  title  of  Duke  of  Chatel- 
berault  coi^erred  upon  him.  In  1554  he  resigned  the  regency  into  the  hands  of 
Mary  of  Lorraine,  the  Queen-mother.  He  opposed  the  maniage  of  the  young 
Queen  with  Loid  Diumley,  and  thereby  so  much  offended  the  new  King,  that  he 
was  forced  to  fly  into  fVance,  in  1565,  and  to  remain  there  till  recalled  by  Mary  in 
1569,  with  the  commission  to  act  against  the  Regent  Moray  and  her  rebel  sabjecta, 
« liimitsuuit-Gcoffal  of  the  kingdom  fbr  her;  bat  Mony,  getting  poMeMJon  of 
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hm  pencm,  committed  him  to  the  Castle  of  Edinbuigh,  where  he  remained  till  the 
Regent\i  death.  He  afterwardB  submitted  to  the  Regent  Morton,  and  d,  in  1574. 
He  left  four  sons,  viz.,  1  Jambh,  3rd  Earl,  who  d,  without  issue  in  1609  ;  2  John, 
Ist  Marquis  of  Hamilton;  3  Lord  David,  who  d,  without  issue  in  1611  ;  and 
4  Lord  Claud,  Baron  of  Paislej,  ancestor  of  the  Marquis  Abercom,  which  fiunilj,  on 
the  extinction  of  the  elder  male  line  of  Hamilton,  in  1651,  by  the  death  of  Willlam, 
2nd  DiJKS  of  Hamilton,  became  the  male  representatives  of  this  illustrious  house. 

Lord  John  Hamilton  was  banished  by  the  Regent  Morton,  after  the  death  of 
his  &ther,  the  Duke  of  Chatelherault,  for  his  fidelity  to  Queen  Mary  ;  but,  entering 
Scotland,  with  other  banished  noblemen,  in  1585,  he  collected  a  force  sufficient  to 
besiege  the  King  in  Stirling  Castle ;  an  accommodation  was  then  agreed  upon  and 
all  acts  enforced  against  the  house  of  Hamilton  and  their  partisans  were  rescinded. 
Lord  John  was  created  Marquis  of  Hamilton  in  1599,  and  d,  in  1604,  when  he 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  son.  Jambs,  2nd  Marquls  K.G.,  created  a  Peer  of  En- 
gland in  1619,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Innerdale,  Co.  Cumberland,  and  Earl  of  Cam- 
Diidge,  and  d,  in  1625.  He  left  two  sons,  1  Jambs,  his  successor,  1st  Dukb  of 
Hamilton  ;  2  William,  who  was  created,  in  1639,  Earl  of  Lanark,  Lord  Machan- 
ihiie  and  Polmont,  and  succeeded  his  brother  as  2nd  Dukb. 

Jambs,  3id  Marquis,  K.G.,  obtained  in  1643  a  patent,  creating  him  Dukb  of 
Hamilton,  Marquis  of  Clydesdale,  Elarl  of  Arran,  Lanark,  and  Cambridge,  Lord 
Aven,  Polmont,  Machanshire,  and  Innerdale,  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his 
body,  which  &Uing,  to  his  brother  William,  Earl  of  Lanark,  and  the  heirs  male  of 
htt  body,  remainder  to  the  eldest  heir  female  of  the  1st  Dukb  of  Hamilton,  re- 
mainder to  his  nearest  heirs  whatsoever,  bearing  the  name  and  arms  of  Hamilton. 
With  the  consent  of  Charlbs  I.,  he  led  a  body  of  6000  men  to  the  assistance  of 
Gustavus  Adolphus  in  Germany ;  landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oder  in  Aug.  1631  ; 
contributed  greatly  to  the  victory  of  Leipsic ;  but,  being  recalled,  quitted  the  Swe- 
dish army  in  Sept.  1632,  shortly  before  the  battle  of  Lutzen,  where  Gustavus  fell  in 
the  arms  of  victory.  He  continued  high  in  the  King^s  confidence,  but  does  not 
app^  in  any  public  employment  till  his  appointment  in  1638  to  be  Lord  High  Com- 
missioner for  the  affairs  of  the  Scottish  Church.  This  year  the  Scottish  Covenant 
was  adopted,  and  Episcopacy  abolished  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  Charles,  de- 
termined on  reducing  the  Scots  by  force,  gave  the  command  of  the  troops  destined 
for  this  purpose  to  the  Marquis  of  Hamilton.  Nothing  of  consequence  was  effected, 
and  the  King,  by  Hamilton's  advice,  purchased  a  peace,  by  conceding  the  points  at 
issue.  Owing  to  the  rivalship  between  him  and  the  Marquis  of  Montrose,  he  was 
imprisoned  by  the  King  during  a  part  of  the  grand  rebellion  which  shortly  followed, 
but  being  released  in  April  1646,  by  the  surrender  of  Mount  St.  Michael  in  Cornwall, 
to  the  forces  of  the  Parliament,  he  hastened  to  afford  what  assistance  he  could  to  the 
Royal  cause,  but  his  efforts  were  greatly  neutralised  by  his  zeal  for  the  Presbyterian 
profession.  He  commanded  the  forces  sent  by  the  Scotch  nobility  for  the  relief  of 
the  King  in  1648,  but  being  defeated  at  Preston,  surrendered,  in  August  that  year, 
to  the  Parliament  General,  Lambert,  under  articles  whicli  provided  for  the  lives  of 
himself  and  his  troops.  He  was  spared,  however,  only  to  witness  the  murder  of  his 
Sovereign,  soon  after  which,  by  his  heroic  death,  he  set  the  seal  to  that  fidelity  that 
had  been  sometimes,  though  unjustly,  considered  equivocal.  He  was  beheaded,  in 
defiance  of  the  express  terms  of  his  capitulation,  on  the  9th  of  March  1649.  He  had 
three  sons,  who  all  d,  young,  as  did  his  eldest  daughter;  two  younger  daughters 
survived  him,  vis..  Lady  Annb,  afterwards  Duchess  of  Hamilton,  and  Lady  Susan, 
m.  to  John,  7th  Earl  of  Cassillis.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  William,  Earl 
of  Lanark,  and  2nd  Dukb;  the  Elarl  of  Lanark  made  his  escape  from  Oxford  in 
Dec.  1643,  when  his  brother  was  arrested,  and  joined  the  Scotch  Covenanters ;  he 
was  one  of  the  Commissioners  sent  by  the  rebels  to  treat  with  the  King  at  Newark  in 
1646,  but  his  endeavours  towards  conciliation  were  vain.  When  his  brother  marched 
into  England  for  the  rescue  of  the  King  in  1648,  he  was  appointed  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  army  in  Scotland,  and  after  the  death  of  Charlbs  I.  went  abroad  to 
wait  upon  Charlbs  II. ;  he  raised  a  troop  of  horse  to  assist  the  latter  on  his 
expedition  into  England,  and  received  a  wound  in  the  battle  of  Worcester,  of  which 
he  d,  a  few  days  afterwards,  12th  Sept.  1651,  in  the  35th  year  of  his  age.  He  also 
left  no  issue  male,  but  had  five  daughters,  four  of  whom  lived  to  marry. 

The  titles,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  patent  of  1648,  reverted  to  Lady  Annb, 
eldest  daughter  of  Jambs,  Jst  Dukb,  the  elder  of  these  two  brothers;  she  m.  Lord 
Willlam  Douolab,  whose  pedigree  has  been  deduced  above,  2nd  son  of  William, 
Ist  Marquis  of  Douglas,  and  who  had  been  himself  created,  in  1646,  Earl  of 
Sdkirk,  Lord  Daer  and  Shortcleuch ;  he  assumed  on  his  marriage  the  surname  of 
Hamilton,  and  in  1660  he  was  created  Dukb  of  Hamilton  for  life ;  in  1688,  he  re- 
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Bi'gnod  the  titles  of  Earl  of  Selkirk,  Lord  Daer  and  Shortcleuch,  to  King  Jambs  VII., 
who  bestowed  them  bj  patent  on  his  3rd  son.  Lord  Charles  Hamilton,  with  re- 
mainder to  all  his  younger  sons  and  their  issue  male.  In  1G09,  he  was  chosen 
President  of  the  Convention  Parliament  at  Edinburgh,  which  declared  the  throne 
▼acant,  and  tendered  the  Crown  to  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Orange.  He  d.in 
1694;  his  Duchess  survived  him  tiil  1716',  but  made  a  surrender  of  her  titles,  in 
1698,  in  fiivour  of  her  eldest  son.  The  male  issue  of  the  3rd  Dukb  and  Ducuxss

Jambs,  4th  Dukb,  K.G.,  £larl  of  Anan,  attended  the  Convention  Parliament 
of  which  his  father  was  the  President,  and  therein  delivered  his  opinion,  that  the 
surest  way  to  heal  the  existing  evils  of  the  nation  was  to  address  his  Majesty  to 
return  from  France,  and  call  a  free  Parliament  for  the  security  of  religion  and  pro- 
perty ;  saying,  **  I  can  distinguish  between  his  Popery  and  his  person ;  I  dislike 
the  one,  but  have  sworn  and  do  owe  allegiance  to  the  other.**    He  was  twice  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  on  suspicion  of  conspiring  for  the  restoration  of  the  abdicated 
fkmily,  but  was  discharged  without  prosecution.    He  continued  to  support  the  in- 
terests of  the  House  of  Stuart,  and  was  a  determined  opponent  of  the  Treaty  of 
Um'on,  till,  suddenly  abandoning  his  opposition,  the  measure  was  unexpectedly 
carried.    It  is  stated  that  this  change  of  conduct  was  produced  by  representations 
ftom  the  Pretender,  of  his  desire  that  his  sister  Queen  Annb  should  he  gratified  in 
this  particular.    He  was,  in  1711,  created  a  Peer  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  title  of 
Baron  Dutton,  Ca  Cheriiire,  and  Duke  of  Brandon,  Ca  Suffolk.    His  Grace  lost 
his  life  in  a  very  tragical  manner,  15  Nov.  1712,  in  a  duel  with  Lord  Mohun,  in 
which  both  parties  were  killed.

Sir  Walter  Devereuj,  K.O.,  I'Jth  in  descent  from  the  above  Robert,  having  m, 
Ann,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Edmund,  &th  llaron  Ferren  oT  Chartley,  was  aiun- 
moned  to  Parliament  in  her  right  as  Baron  Fenera  of  Chartley,  and  d.  in  1185. 
Their  ion  John,  ith  Baron,  m.  Cecily,  sister  and  at  length  heir  of  Henry  Bourchier, 
Earl  of  Esaei,  and  Baron  Bourchier,  great-grand-daughter  of  William  Bourthier, 
Earl  of  Eu,  by  hii  marriage  with  Anne  Planlagenel,  widow  of  Edmund,  Slh  Earl 
of  SCstfonl,  and  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  (son  of  King  Edward  III.)  Duhe  of 
Olnucealer  and  Earl  of  Buckingham,  by  Eleanor,  daughter  and  heir  of  Humphre/ 
de  Bohun,  Earl  of  Hereford,  ELasei,  and  Northampton. 

WiLTKH,  K.G.,  son  of  John,  7lh  Baron  Ferrera  of  Chartley,  and  Cecily  Bour- 
eliier,  became,  in  right  of  hie  mother,  Sth  Baron  Bourchier,  and  waa  created 
VucouNT  of  the  County  of  Hkkiford  in  1550 ;  he  had,  besides  other  iimie,  two 
sons:  1  Sir  Richard  Derereux,  who  d.  before  hia  father,  leaving  a  ton  Waltkh, 
3nd  Vmcount;  3  Sir  Edward  Devereux,  of  Castle-Bromwich,  Bait.,  anceator  of  the 
praent  Viscount. 

Waltkh,  3nd  ViBcnuNT,  K.O.,  was  created  Earl  of  Enex  in  1572,  and  d.  in 
1S76,  in  Ireland,  whither  he  had  been  sent  with  the  title  of  Earl  Marshal,  to  repms 
the  Irish  rebeU,  but  in  fact  because  the  Earl  of  Leicester  waa  jealous  of  the  bvour 
Queen  Elizabkth  expressed  towards  him.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
RoBKHT,  3rd  Viscount,  2nd  Earl  of  Eaaei,  K.O.,  the  celebrated  bvourite  of  Queen 
Elizabeth.  Brave  and  accomplished,  but  vehement  and  imprudent,  the  short  and 
brilliant  career  of  this  distinguished  nobleman,  with  its  early  catastrophe,  is  too  well 
known  to  need  relating  here.  He  was  attainted  and  behesded  2G  Feb.  1601,  in  the 
34th  year  of  his  age,  in  consequence  of  hia  msh  attempt  to  excite  the  dtiiens  of 
London  to  rebellion,  and  to  the  inconsolable  affliction  of  the  Queen,  who  but  a  short 
time  survived  the  IWUl  event.  Ilia  only  son,  BoBsaT,  4th  Vikdl'nt.  and  3id  Earl  of 
Eaex,  was  restored  in  blood  and  honours  in  1603.  llis  unfortunate  marriage  at  the 
age  of  fourteen,  with  Lady  Frances  Howard,  eldest  daughter  of  Thomas,  Ist  Earl  of 
Suffolk,  who,  after  a  series  of  disgraceful  intrigues,  was  divorced  from  him,  and  m. 
Robert  Kerr,  Earl  of  Somenet,  the  unworthy  favourite  of  King  Jamn  I.,  (sM  title 
Lothian,)  led  to  his  secession  (irom  Court,  and,  except  two  campaigns  in  the  Pala- 
tinate, where  he  commanded  a  regiment  raised  by  himself^  he  lived  in  retirement 
till  the  breaking  out  of  the  great  Civil  War.  He  then  accepted  the  command  of  the 
rebel  army,  and  lived  only  long  enough  heartily  to  dedre  the  remedy  of  the  evils  he 
had  assisted  to  produce.  The  republicans,  to  whom  nobie  birth  and  aristocratioU 
privileges  were  highly  unacceptable,  made  ungrateful  returns  for  the  services  of  the 
Eari  of  Essex,  and  he  reugned  his  command,  in  consequence  of  the  self-denying 
ordinance,  in  April  164.^.  He  d.  in  1646,  when  the  Earldom  of  Enex  became 
extinct ',  the  Baronies  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  and  Bourchier  fell  into  abeyance  be- 
tween his  two  sistera,  Lady  Frances,  wife  of  William  Seymour,  Duke  of  Somerset, 
whoae  heir  irmeml  is  the  present  Duchess  of  Buckingham  and  Chandos ;  and  I^^ 
Dorothy,  wife  of  Sir  Hemy  Shirley,  Bait.,  and  mother  of  Sir  Robert  Shirier,  in 
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whose  bvauT  the  abeyance  of  the  Barony  i>r  Ferren  waa  terminated  in  1677  ;  hor 
heit  generel  is  the  present  Marqiiii  Townshend,  co-heii  with  the  Ducheae  oT  Bucking- 
ham of  the  Barony  of  Bourchier.  The  title  of  Viicoant  HereTord  derolved  on  the 
heir  male.  But  Walter  Dkvxrittx,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Edward  Derereui,  younger

This  family  is  of  Nonnnn  origin.  Sir  Francis  de  Court,  or  A'Court,  Lord  of  the 
Manors  of  Tudurif  and  Lockerly,  Co.  Southamjiton,  and  poascnor  of  lands  in  France 
and  Lombanly,  was  high  in  the  esteem  of  King  Hknat  IV.,  and  employed  by  him 
in  many  foreiitn  embanies. 

In  1391  he  was  appointed  Governor  of  Pembrokeahire,  which  office  he  held  till 
his  death:  a  com miaiuDn  granted  to  him  aa  Dominus  de  Pembroke  to  treat  wiUl 
Owen  Glcndower  is  stiQ  extant.  John  a  Court,  or  de  Court,  hia  deacendant,  was 
appointed  Gustos  Sigilli  in  the  Viscounty  of  Evereux  in  France,  in  the  6th  of 
Henry  V. 

In  the  14th  of  Hinry  VI.  Thomas  a  Court  waa  named  Bailiff  of  Jeney.  From 
him  descended  John  a  Court,  b.  in  1448,  who  took  the  name  of  Farys  jointly  with 
that  of  ii  Court,  and  possessed  conuderable  cetutea  in  the  Counties  of  Dorset  and 
Someract.  William  a  Court,  a  descendant  fVom  him,  m.  Susan,  daughter  of  John 
Osborne  of  Frome,  and  thus  became  posseaeed  of  the  Manor  of  Grandon,  which  had 
fbimed  part  of  the  pomHons  of  the  dissolved  Monastery  of  Haiden-Bradlej.

d.  1701,  having  n.  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  Pierce,  of  Bath,  M.D.  Tfacy  had  ana 
son.  Pierce,  who  n.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Asfae,  of  Heytesbuiy,  Esq.,  and 
d.  in  1726,  leaving,  by  her,  heaidea  other  iaaue.  Fierce,  his  eldcat  son,  who  i.  in  Sept. 
1768,  without  iaaue,  and 

William,  a  general  in  the  army,  who  succeeded  hia  hrolher  in  the  Heytcaburr 
Estate,  and  aasumed  the  name  of  Ashe,  puimiant  to  the  will  of  his  maternal  uncle, 
Edward  Ashe.  He  reprcaented  the  borough  of  Hejteabuty  in  many  Parliaments, 
and  was  one  of  the  members  who  voted  agaiiut  the  peace  in  1763  ;  for  which  he  waa 
dismisMd  team  the  LieuL-Colonelcy  of  the  Coldatream  Guards  ;  but,  on  the  Rock- 
higham  admiuistration  coming  into  t>ower,  he  waa  appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
11th  Regiment  of  Inhntry.  He  «.  Annahella,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  TboDM* 
Venum,  Esq.,  of  Twickenham  Park,  and,  dying  2  Aug.  1781,  «u  lucceedcd  by  hi* 
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only  son.  Sir  William-Pierce- Ashe  A'Court,  created  a  Baronet  in  1795;   he  d,  in 
1817,  leaving,  beaides  other  issue,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume^ 

Sir  Wjlliam  A'Court,  Bart.,  his  successor,  created,  in  1 8'28,  Baron  Hbytbs- 
BURY,  of  Heytesbury,  Co.  Wilts,  the  present  Lord  \  who  has  been  long  employed  in 
distinguished  diplomatic  missions. 


HILL,  BARON.     (Hill.) 

Peer  qfthe  United  Kingdom, 

This  is  an  ancient  and  distinguished  family  in  the  county  of  Salop,  of  which  Hugh 
Hill  or  Hull,  of  Hull  and  Wlonkeslowe,  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  II. 

Rowland  Hill  of  Hawkestone,  9th  in  descent  fVom  him,  a  zealous  Royalist  in 
the  reigns  of  Kings  Charlbs  I.  and  II.,  m.  Margaret,  daughter  of  Richard  Whitehall, 
Esq.,  and  by  her  had  seven  sons  and  seven  daughters,  amongst  whom  were  the  four 
following : 

1  Richard,  his  eldest  son  and  heir. 

2  John,  m.  a  Miss  Stubbs,  and  by  her  was  father  of  Sir  Rowland,  who  continued 
the  line. 

3  Elizabeth,  m.  Samuel  Barber,  Esq.,  of  Flashenbrook,  Co.  Stafford,  and  had  by 
him  a  son,  Samuel. 

4  Maigaret,  m.  1st,  Richard  Atcherley,  of  Morton,  Esq.,  and,  2ndly,  Thomas 
Harwood,  Esq.,  of  Tern  Hall,  Co.  Salop ;  by  the  latter  she  had  a  son,  Thomas, 
ancestor  of  Lord  Berwick. 

The  Right  Hon.  Richard  Hill,  of  Hawkestone,  the  eldest  son,  was  bred  to  the 
Church,  and  took  orders ;  but  subsequently  became  a  diplomatist,  and  in  the  reigns  of 
King  William  III.,  Queen  Annk,  and  Gkorge  I.,  was  a  Privy  Counsellor,  and  a 
Lord  of  the  Treasury  ;  he  d,  unm.  in  1727,  leaving  considerable  property  to  the  three 
nephews  above-mentioned,  namely,  Rowland  Hill,  Samuel  Barber,  and  Thomas 
Harwood,  the  two  latter  of  whom  assumed  the  surname  of  Hill. 

Sir  Rowland  Hill,  his  successor  at  Hawkestone,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1727, 
with  several  remainders,  and  d,  in  1783.  He  m.  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Bryan 
Broughton,  Bart.,  and  by  her  was  father  of  Sir  Richard,  2nd  Baronet,  who  d,  unm. 
in  1809,  and  of  Sir  John,  3rd  Baronet,  father  of  Rowland,  the  present  distinguished 
nobleman,  who,  in  consideration  of  his  important  military  services,  was  created 
Baron  Hill,  of  Almarez  and  of  Hawkestone,  Co.  Salop,  in  1814 ;  and  again,  in 
1816,  was  created  Baron  Hill  of  Almarez,  and  of  Hawkestone  and  Hardwicke,  Co. 
Salop,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  the  issue  male  of  his  late  brother, 
John  Hill,  of  Hawkestone,  Esq.,  deceased. 
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HOLLAND,  BARON.    (V»s8»i.) 

Pter  <ff  Ortal  Brilain. 

Hbnrv,  IM  Lord,  was  younger  bnrtlier  of  Stephen,  lit  Earl  of  Ilcbetter,  nnd  his 
hein  male  Bra  in  remoiodei  to  that  title.  FroAise  and  diadpated  in  bis  jouth,  Hfter 
MjuanderinghiBpatrimonr,  and  gpending  aome  ;ean  abroad  to  extricate  himself  from 
his  embarruaments.  Mi.  Foi  returned  to  his  native  country,  took  his  sent  in  Parlia- 
ment, and  aoon  displayed  his  oratorical  abilities  as  the  political  opponent  of  William 
Pitt,  afterwards  the  celebrated  Eari  of  Chathnm.  Sometimes  in  office,  taut  more 
traqnanllj  in  oppoution,  Hr.  Fox,  however,  laid  the  fbundatlon  of  wealth  and  grest- 
neaa  for  his  famUj  ;  he  m.  2  May  1744,  L.idv  Gkuruiana-Carolini  Lkhno^,  eldest 
daughter  of  Charles,  Snd  Duke  of  Richmond,  who  was  b.  27  March  173S,  created,  in 
1762,  BARONns  Holland,  of  Holland,  Co.  Lincoln,  and  d.  34  July  1774.  Mr. 
Foi  was  himself  created,  in  1 7G3,  Baron  Holland,  of  Foxley,  Co.  Wilts,  and  d.  1 
July  1 774,  ieaving  three  sons,  vii. ; 

1  Stkfiikn,  2nd  Lord,  his  successor,  who,  on  hig  death,  26  Dee,  1774,  urasiuc- 
oeeded  by  his  only  son,  Hbhrv-Richahd,  thepreseutand  SrdLoBn,  who  has  assumed 
the  name  of  Va^all  only. 

2  The  late  Right  Hon.  Chailes-Jamea  Fox,  so  greatly  distinftuished  for  his  elo- 
quence and  hia  powerful  opposition  to  the  Administration  of  Mr,  Titt,  hts  hereditary 
riral.  He  held  office  for  a  short  time  between  the  yean  1770  and  1774,  and  again 
ai  Becretaiy  of  State  under  Lord  Rockingham,  in  1 782,  and  in  the  coalition  Admi- 
nistration with  Lord  North,  in  1783  ;  but  the  star  of  Pitt  now  rose  upon  the  boriiou, 
•ud  Foi  continued  in  opposition  till  it  had  sunk  for  ever ;  he  then,  fat  a  few  months, 
held  the  reiasof  Qoremment,  in  conjunction  with  Lord  OrenTille,  till  his  death, 
wUboat  inie,  13  Sept.  1806.

HOME,  EARL.     (Hoiie.) 

Peerji/  SeoOand. 

Eluiva,  daughter  of  King  ErHSLBm,  m.  Uthred,  Earl  of  NoTthamberlaiid ;  their 
daughter  and  heir,  AlgaUia,  n.  Hsidred,  irhow  son  by  her,  Coepatrick,  Eail  of  Nor- 
thumberland, retired,  on  the  Norman  conquest,  into  Scotland.  He  left  three  sons  ; 
of  whom  Dolphin,  theeldeit,  LonI  of  H&by,  in  England,  was  ancestor  of  the  Nerilce, 
extinct  Earl*  of  Wentmoieland,  &c.,  and  now  EarlB  of  Abergarenny ;  and  Coajwtrick, 
the  f  oungtM,  who,  with  bin  descendants,  arc  ■tj'led  Earls,  woa  great-giandfkther  of 
Waldare,  Enrl  of  I>unbar,  which  title  was  borne  by  hii  male  hein  till  it  was  tbrfinted 
in  U35,  b/Qeorge,  11th  E^arl,  who«e  male  descendants  became  extinct  in  the  reign 
of  Queen  Mary. 

Patrick,  second  son  of  the  Srd  Earl  Coqatrick,  and  broths  of  Waldave,  1st  Earl 
of  Dunboi-,  was  ftther  of  William,  who,  by  his  wife,  daughter  of  Patrick,  Earl 
of  Dunbar,  beaune  possessed  of  the  lands  of  Home,  fiom  which  his  descendanU 
took  theii  name.  Fifth  in  descent  &t>m  them,  was  Sir  Thomaa  Home,  of  Home, 
whose  eldest  sod,  Sir  AleKander,  carried  on  the  elder  line  of  the  family  ■,  and  his 
sec<Hid  Kin,  Sir  David  Home,  of  Wedderbum,  was  father  of,  1  George,  whose  son  Sir 
Datid,  waa  ancestor,  by  his  eldest  son  Darid,  of  Sir  David  Home,  of  Wedderbntn  and 
Folwarth,  Bait. ;  and  by  his  second  son,  Alexander,  was  greHC-grandfather  nf  George 
Home,  created,  in  1604,  Baron  Home  and  Berwick,  and,  in  1605,  Earl  of  Dunbar, 
with  remainder  to  his  hein  male.  He  if.  without  issue  male,  in  tStI,  and  the  title 
has  not  since  been  succesAilly  claimed ;  2  Sir  Patrick  Home,  ancestor  in  the  6th 
degree  of  Patrick  Home,  created  Lord  Polwarth  in  1690,  and  in  1697,  Earl  of  March- 
mont,  with  remainiler  to  his  hein  male ;  theae  titles,  too,  have  been  dormant  since  the 
death,  in  1794,  of  his  Lordship's  grandson,  Hugh,  3rd  Earl  of  Harchmont,  no  heir 
harini!  yet  been  able  to  gubatontiate  his  claim. 

Sir  Alexander,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Home,  was  grandfather  of  Sia  Aliz- 
ANDER,  created  LuRii  HoMa,  in  1473,  and  d.  about  U90 ;  Alexander,  Master  of 
Home,  his  eldest  son,  d.  before  him,  leaving  two  sons.  1  Alixandbo,  2nd  Lord,  and 
John  Home,  of  Whiteriggs,  ancestor,  in  the  6th  degree  of  direct  paternal  descent,  of 
jAMn,  3rd  Earl. 

AlIxaNder,  2nd  Lord,  eldest  son  of  the  Uaiter  of  Home,  succeeded  his  grand- 
lather.  He  was  a  nobleman  of  considerable  political  importance,  and  had  the  chief 
guidance  of  attain  in  the  reign  of  Jahdi  IV,,  nhose  constant  favour  he  enjoyed. 
Herf.  in  1S06.  His  [wo  eldest  sons  were:  Alixandxk,  3rd  Loan,  who,  with  the 
Earl  of  Huntley,  led  the  van  nf  the  Scottish  army  at  Flodden,  dispersed  the  English 
force  opposed  to  him,  and  was  one  of  the  few  Scottish  nobles  who  escaped  the  car- 
nage of  that  dinstmus  day.  He  afterwards  joined  the  party  of  the  Queen-mother 
and  her  husband,  Angun.  and  embisced  the  English  interest  in  opposition  to  the  Re- 
gent Albany;  he  made  his  peace,  however,  in  March  1616,  and  venturing  to  Court  in 
the  following  Septemlier.  upon  the  strength  of  a  treaty  with  the  Ref^ent,  was  arrested, 
tried,  and  executed  for  high  treason,  8  Oct  1516,  leaving  no  male  inue;  3  OaoROa, 
4th  Lord,  succeeded  his  brother,  uid  obtained  a  restoration  of  his  hononn  and 
estates;  he  rf.  23  Sept.  1547,  of  a  wound  retvived  in  a  skirmish  with  the  English, 
the  day  preceding  the  battle  of  Pinkie,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  Son,  Alkx- 
ANDia,  5th  Loan,  who  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  same  skirmish  in  which  his  father 
Tcceitcil  hii  mortal  wound.  His  Iiordshia,  after  his  libention,  became  a  wwin  sup- 
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porter  of  the  Reronnation,  and  of  young  Jaheh,  on  his  Rnt  elevBtion  to  the  Scottish 
throne,  in  oppowlion  to  his  mother  ;  he  led  aii  hundred  followcra,  on  hehair  of  the 
King,  to  the  battio  of  Langnide,  aiid  is  nid  to  hnve  decided  the  fortune  of  the  da;  hy 
the  luperiority  of  his  border  spearmen  over  the  Iih  practised  wamorato  irhom  they 
were  opposed  ;  he  was  wounded  in  the  bee  and  leg  in  the  conflict.  His  Lordihip 
afterwards  withdrew  his  support  from  the  Segcnt  Moray,  and  held  out  the  castle  of 
BdinbuiKh  for  the  Queen  against  the  King's  arms ;  but  was  compelled  to  surrender 
in  May  1373,  and  was  convicted  of  treason  in  Parliament,  in  October  following,  but 
it  appears  was  not  executed,  fbr  he  d,  11  Aug.  1575.  He  was  succeeded  by  bis 
onl^r  •oil  Alikandrr,  6th  Lord,  who  was  created  in  1GD5,  Earl  of  IIoMi,  with  re- 
mainder to  his  heirs  mole  whatsoever  ;  his  iwuc  male  failed  in  1633,  on  the  death  of 
Jahk,  Znd  EarIm,  his  son,  when  the  titles  devolved  un 

Jahxs,  3rd  Eabl,  descended  tWim  the  above  John  Home,  of  Whileriggs.  He 
joined  the  assodation  in  bvour  of  King  Charlks  1.  in  1641,  and  the  engagement 
to  attempt  that  Monarch's  rescue  in  1648,  having  at  that  time  the  command  of 
the  Berwickshire  regiment  of  foot.  He  d,  in  166(f,  leaving  three  loiu,  successive 
EarU,  viz. :  Alixandir,  4lh  Karl,  who  d.  in  1674  ;  Jahbi,  5th  Eabl,  who  iL 
in  16S7,  both  without  issue;  and  Charuu,  Cth  Eabl,  who  d.  in  1706,  leaviug 
three  soos,  vii. : 

1  Albxandbb,  7th  Eabl,  his  successor. 

2  The  Hon.  James  Home,  of  Ayton,  who  forfeited  his  estate  for  engaging  in  the 
rebellion  of  1715;  he  d.  6  Dec.  1764,  having  m.  Janet,  daughter  of  ZeruUdiel  Haig, 
Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  21  Oct.  1777,  he  was  father  of  Marion,  the  2nd  wifeofALKX' 
ANDIR,  9th  Eabl  of  Horn,  and  of  Mrs.  Hunter.— See  Tht  Fetragt  Volume. 

3  The  Hon.  Geo^e,  who  d.  20  Sept.  1777,  and  his  widow  in  Oct.  1795 ;  leaving 
two  dsugbtciH,  the  eldest  of  whom  survives,  and  Betty,  the  younger,  d.

ALKiANDin,  7th  Eabl,  was  committed  prisoner  to  the  Castle  of  E^nburgh,  on 
Su^icion  of  being  concerned  in  the  rebellion  of  1715,  in  which  his  brother  was  in- 
volved, and  was  released  only  on  the  expiration  uf  the  Act  for  suqiending  the 
Habeas  Corpus  Act ;  he  d.  in  1 720,  Of  his  six  sons,  two  only,  succenive  Earls  of 
Home,  survived  the  age  of  infkncy  ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son, 
WiLLiAU,  8th  Eab].,  who  was  efficiently  active  in  the  service  of  the  government 
during  the  rebelhon  of  1745;  he  d,  without  issue  in  1761,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  brother,  Alexandir,  9th  Eabl,  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
who  was  succeeded,  in  1786,  by  his  only  surviving  son,  Alexandui,  present  and 
lUth  Eakl.

His  Lordship 
also  was  advanced  to  the  British  Peerage,  in  1796,  b;the  title  of  ViscotTNT 
Hood  of  Whitley,  Co.  Warwick,  and  rf.  in  1B16,  when  he  was  nicceeded 
by  his  only  gurviving  son,  Hbnrv,  2nd  Viscount,  who  in  1S06  succeeded 
hia  mother  as  2nd  Baron  Hood,  of  Catherington.  HiB  iamie  are  deaiTibed 
in  The  Petrage  Volume,  of  whom  Samuel,  hii  second  loD,  succeeded,  in 
1814,  his  great  uncle,  Alexander,  Viscount  Bridport,  as  2nd  BuoQ  Bridport, 
in  the  Peerage  of  Irctand.-^Sirir  that  title. 

2  Admiral  Sir  Alexander  Hood,  K.D.,  created  Daron  Bridport  in  the  Peer- 

age of  Ireland  in  I79-I,  with  remiiJndcr  to  his  great  nephew,  Samuel  Hood,

HOPETOUN,  EARL  OF.     (Hope.) 

Pfer  of  Seolland  and  nf  the  Vniteit  Kingdom. 

John  dk  Hopk  is  said  to  have  come  into  Scotland  from  France,  in  the  retinue  of 
Magdalen,  Queen  of  Jamm  V. ;  he  was  giandfitfher  of  Henry,  a  considerriile  mer^ 
chant,  whose  eldest  son,  Thomofc  continued  the  tine  in  Scotland,  and  his  younger 
son,  Henry,  was  ancestor  of  the  opulent  family  of  Hope  of  Amsterdam,  of  which 
descends  Henry-Thomas  Hope,  E^sq.,  M.P.,  of  De^ene,  Co.  Surrey. 

Thomas,  the  eldest  son,  was  bred  to  the  bar,  and  living  to  see  two  of  his  sons. 
Sir  John  Hope  of  Croighal!,  and  Sir  Thomas  H(^  of  Kerae,  on  the  Bench,  while 
he  was  himself  rtil!  an  Advocate,  he  had  the  privilege  granted  him  by  the  Court  of 
Session,  of  wearing  his  hat  while  pleading,  it  being  judged  unbecoming  that  a  fcther 
should  ^ipear  oncovered  before  his  children.  He  was  CTvated  a  Baronet  in  1628, 
and  d.  in  1646.  Sir  John,  bis  eldest  son,  was  ancestor  of  Sir  John  Hope  of  Craig- 
hall,  the  present  Baronet,  and  undoubted  chief  of  this  fhmily. 
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Sir  James  H<^>e,  of  Hopetoun,  the  (ith  son,  was  also  a  Lord  of  Senion,  and  was 
grandfiither  of  Chahlbs,  created,  in  1703,  Earl  of  Hopktuun,  Viscount  Aithrie,  and 
Lord  Hope,  hy  Patent,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  fiedling  which, 
to  the  heirs  female  of  his  body ;  he  m.  Lady  Henrietta  Johnstons,  only  daughter 
of  William,  1st  Marquis  of  Annandale,  whose  male  line  became  extinct  in  1793; 
and  his  titles  are  claimed  by  John- James  Hope- Johnstone,  Esq^  eldest  son  of  Sir 
William  and  Lady  Anne  Johnstone- Hope,  heir  of  line  of  this  marriage.  They  had, 
besides  other  issue,  the  two  sons  following : 

1  John,  2nd  Earl. 

2  The  Hon.  Charles  Hopb-Vxrx,  b.  8  May  1710,  d.  30  Dec  1791 ;  he  m.  1st, 
26  July  1733,  Catherine,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  William  Weir,  Bart.,  who 
was  b,  1  Dec  1716,  and  <2.  5  Dec.  1743;  2ndly,  20  March  1746,  Lady  Anne  Vane, 
eldest  daughter  of  Henry,  Ist  Earl  of  Darlington ;  this  marriage  was  dissolved  in 
1757,  and  she  re-married  the  Hon.  Gen.  Qeoige  Monson,  3rd  son  of  John,  1st  Lord 
MonsoD,  and  dL  14  Sept.  1776.  He  m.,  3rdly,  2  April  1766,  Helen,  daughter  of 
Geoige  Dunbar,  Esq.,  who  ^.18  Sept.  1794.

\a  lG03,EHrI  of  Suffiilk.  He  d.m  iG1R,a.ni  woi  auccecded  by  bia  mm,  THmmi- 
LUi,  2nd  LuBD,  and  2nd  Earl  of  Suffolk,  to  wtiom,  in  1640,  succeeded  his  eide«t 
son,  Jahih,  3rd  Lord,  and  3rd  Earl  of  Suffolk.  On  his  death  wilbout  inue 
male,  in  ITUS,  the  Earldom  deiolved  on  Ocoigc  Hotraid,  his  brother  and  heir 
male,  and  the  Barony  fell  into  nbcjance  between  hi>  two  daughters  and  co-hcin, 
1  Eaei,  wife  of  Edwaid,  Lord  GrifKn,  and  2  Eliiabeth,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas

the  youngest  co-heir,  whose  daughter  and  hcii  Elisabeth  m.  John  Herrey,  1st 
Esrl  of  Bristol.  Their  etdert  son,  John,  d.  bofore  his  btber,  and  FnEDUUCK- 
AuauiTUS,  his  son  and  eventual  heir,  4th  Earl  of  Bristol,  inherited  the  Barony, 
which  descended,  on  hi*  death  in  1S03,  1«  his  great-grandson  and  heir  general, 
CHABLit-AuouarUB  EIu-iB,  the  present  Lord,  who  is  son  of  Charle*  R«ae  Ellis, 
now  Lord  Seafotd,  by  his  marriage  with  the  Hon.  Eliisbetb-Catberine-Caroline 
Herrey,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  John-Augustus,  Lord  Herrey,  eldest  son  of  the 
4th  EbiI  of  Briitol.

Peer  Iff  Ireland  and  iff  Iht  Cniled  Kiagdam. 
Oknibal  Sm  John  CitAi>ocK,  G.C.B.,  was  raiaed  to  the  Peerage  of  Ireland  in  1619, 
bf  the  title  of  Baron    Howdin  of  Gtimeton    aniJ    Spaldinton,  and  of  Ciadocka- 
toim,  Co.  Kildare;  and,  hi  1831,  woa  further  created  Baron  Ilovrden  of  Howden 
and  Qrimston,  Co.  Yurk,  in  the  Peerage  of  the  United  KinKdnm. 

Hii  Lordihip  it  the  only  son  of  the  Most  Reverend  Jiihn  Cradock,  Lord  Arch- 
bidhop  of  Dublin,  who  rf.  11  Dec.  I77B,  bj  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Blaydwin. 
Esq.,  and  widow  of  Eichard  St.-George,  Esq.;  she  d.  15  Dec,  1819.  He  allege* 
hia  descent  from  Caradoc,  and  the  ancient  Princes  of  Wales,  and  hos,  in  conse- 
quence, in  18S2,  by  license  under  the  Koyal  Sign  Manual,  changed  the  name  of 
Cradock,  which  he  had  previously  borne,  for  that  of  CarBdoc.  His  anceetrj  is 
certainly  of  great  antiquity  in  Wajes,  and  once  possessed  conaideiahle  pruperty  in 
Statfordahiie,  which  hoa  since  been  curried  by  heimiBes  into  other  families.  A 
collatera!  ancestor,  Sir  Matthew  Cradock  of  Swansea,  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan, 
m.  the  beautifiil  and  virtuous  Lady  Katherine  Gordon,  daughter  of  George,  2nd 
Earl  of  Huntley,  who,  in  consequence  of  her  former  marriage  with  the  soi-disant 
Richard,  Duke  of  York,  otherwise  Perkin  Wnrbeck,  hod  obtained  the  popuhu 
appellation  of  the  White  Rose  of  Scotland.  Margaret,  the  daughter  and  heir  of 
this  marriage,  was  the  wife  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Ewyaa,  ancestor  of  the  Earls 
of  Pembroke.

Sir  Nathaniel 
Cunon,  Bart.,  m,  Suoh,  daughter  of  William  Penn,  Esq.,  of  Penn,  Co.  Bucki.  and 
wasfatber  of  Sir  Nathaniel  Cunon,  Bart.,  who  m.  Mary,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir 
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Iljilph  Asshetoii,  of  Middleton,  Co.  Lancaster,  Dart.,  and  d.  in  ]7'^>H,  leaving  issue  ; 
Nathaniel,  Ist  Lord  Scarsdale,  and  AHslicton,  created  Baron  Curzon  of  Pennhouse, 
Co.  Bucks,  in  \79i  ;  and  Viscount  Cukzon  in  \n()2.  lie  wjia  A.  2  Feb.  1730;  m. 
Ist,  in  1756,  Esther,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  William  llanmer,  Esq.,  who  d.  21 
July  1764  ;  2ndly,  6  Feb.  1766,  Dorothy,  4th  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Gro»venc»r, 
Bnrt.,  and  sister  of  Richard,  Ist  Earl  of  Groevcnor,  who  d.  24  Feb.  1774  ;  and  3rdly, 
17  April  1777,  Anna-Maigaretta,  daughter  of  Amos  Meredith,  Esq.,  and  widow  of 
Barlow  Trecothick,  Esq. ;  she  rf.  13  June  1804,  \dthout  issue.  The  Viscount  d,  21

chard-William-Penn  Curzon,  now  Earl  IIowk,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather.

Sir  Scrope  How,  Knt.,  eldest  son  of  John  How,  Esq.,  was  created  in  1701, 
Baron  of  Clenawley,  Co.  Fermanagh,  and  Viscount  Howe,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land. He  </.  in  1712,  and  was  succee<led  by  his  only  son,  Edmund-Scrope,  2nd 
Viscount,  who  d.  in  1735  •,  he  was  father  of 

1  George- Augustus,  3rd  Viscount,  who  d.  nnm,  6  July  1758. 

2  Richard,  4th  Viscount,  K.G.,  the  gallant  and  successful  Admiral ;  a  series  of 
brilliant  naval  services  were  rewarded,  in  1 782,  with  a  Peenige  of  Great  Britain,  by 
the  title  of  Viscount  Howe  of  Langar,  Co.  Nottingham  ;  and  he  was  further  created 
in  1788,  Baron  Howe,  of  Langar,  aforesaid,  and  Earl  Howe,  with  remainder  of 
the  Barony,  fiuling  his  issue  male,  to  his  daughters  and  the  heirs  male  of  their  bo- 
dies respectively.  His  Lordship  d,  5  Aug.  1799,  when  the  Earldom  and  English  Vis- 
county became  extinct,  the  Irish  titles  devolved  on  his  next  brother,  William,  5th 
Viscount,  and  the  English  Barony  on  his  eldest  daughter  CuARLOTTS-SorHiA,  the  late 
Baroness.

Armoricuj  Tristram  flbtraned  the 
lunJg  and  Rorony  of  Ilowth  in  the  12th  century,  and  having  ilcfcnteJ  an  army  of 
invading  Danes  on  St.  Lawrance'a  day,  changed  liis  name,  according  to  a  vow  made 
to  that  Suint,  in  the  eicnt  of  his  obtaining  the  victory,  for  that  of  St.  Lanrance,  vhich 
has  boon  ev^r  since  bonio  by  his  dcwendnnta. 

From  Ahmorioi'r,  Ist  Bakon,  by  lonurc  from  King  HavRT  II.,  the  Barony 
descended  uninterruptedly  troto  tathei  to  son,  througb  fonrlcen  generations,  whose 
names  it  would  be  tedious  to  enumeiate,  and  whose  dalfs  of  succession  are  rarely 
preserved,  to  Sir  Robert  SL-Lawrancc,  K.G.,  15th  Lord  by  tenure,  summoned  to 
Parliament  in  1461 ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  ion  Nicholas,  16th  Lohd,  who  d.  in 
1536.     His  son, 

CHftiSTOPKBR.  17th  Loud,  who  d.  in  1542,  had  three  sons,  Edwahd,  RicHARn, 
and  CuaiSTOPllan,  who  successively  inherited  the  Pcersge. 

From  CsmHTOFHEB,  20th  Loan,  who  d.  in  1,S89,  the  title  again  descended  unin- 
terruptedly from  father  to  son,  through  Nicholas,  21st  Lord,  who  d.  in  I60fi; 
CHRmvPHKR,  22nd  Loan,  in  1619;  Nicholas,  23rd  Lord,  in  1<>43;  William,  24th 
Loan,  in  1871 ;  Thomas,  2Sth  Lord,  in  1727  ;  Wilmam,  2Gih  Lord,  in  174S  ;  to 
TuoM AS,  27th Lord,  who  was  created  Viscount  St.  Lawranceand  Earl  of  Howth,  in 
1767.  He  was  6.  10  May  1730.  and  d.  20  Sept.  IBOl  ;  having  m.  17  Nov.  1750, 
Isabella,  3rd  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  King,  Itart.,  and  sister  of  F.ilward.  1st  Earl  of 
Kingston,  by  whom,  who  was  6,  2  Aug.  1729,  nnd  d.  20  Oct.  1794,  he  liad  the  issue 
noticed  in  The  Peerage  Volume,  and  his  successor,  William,  2nd  Earl,  (hther  of 
Thomas,  the  present  and  3n)  Earl,  and  29tli  Bsron  of  Howth.

The  11th  in  descent  from  Robert  de  Hastings,  in  the  junior  male  line,  was 
Sir  William  db  Hastings,  K.G.,  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Hastings,  of 
Ashby  de  la  Zouch,  in  1461,  the  staunch  supporter  of  King  Edward  IV.,  and  the 
House  of  York,  and  beheaded  by  the  tyrant  Richard,  in  1483,  as  too  loyal  to  ac- 
quiesce in  his  intended  usurpation.  Edward,  Lord  Hastings,  his  son,  d.  in  1507  ; 
having  m.  Mary,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Thomas  Hungerford,  Baron  Botreaux, 
Hungerford,  and  Molines,  and  was  father  by  her  of  Georcje,  Baron  Botreaux, 
Hungerford,  Molines,  and  Hastings,  created  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  in  1529;  he  d. 
in  1544. 

Francis,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.,  his  son,  d.  in  15G0,  leaving  three  sons  : 

1  Hknry,  3rd  Earl,  K.G.,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1595. 

2  George,  4th  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d.  in  1604 ;  his  male  pos- 
terity became  extinct  by  the  death  of  Francis,  10th  Earl,  in  1789. 

3  Sir  Edward,  from  whom  the  present  Earl  is  6th  in  descent. 

The  4th  Earl  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson,  Henry,  5th  Earl,  son  of  Francis, 
Lord  Hastings,  who  d.  before  his  father.  The  5th  Earl  d.  in  1 643 ;  he  w^u  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Fbrdinando,  6th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1 655,  and  was  followed  by 
his  son,  Theophilus,  7th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1701,  leaving  two  sons,  successive  Earls  ; 
George,  who  d.  in  1705,  and  Theophilus,  9th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1746  ;  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son,  Francis,  10th  Earl,  with  whom  terminated  the  male  line  of  the 
4th  Earl.  He  d.  in  1789,  when  the  Baronies  of  Botreaux,  Hungerford,  Molines,  and 
Hastings,  devolved  on  Elizabeth,  his  sister  and  heir,  whose  grandson  and  heir  is  the 
present  Marquis  of  Hastings. 

The  Elarldom,  the  inheritance  of  the  heir  male,  fell  to  the  descendant  of  Sir 
Edward  Hastings,  3rd  son  of  the  2nd  Earl.  Sir  Henry  Hastings,  his  son,  d.  in  1619  ; 
his  son,  Henry  Hastings,  of  Humberston,  Co.  Leicester,  a  ze&lous  loyalist,  who  was 
taken  prisoner  by  the  Parliamentary  forces,  confined  at  Leicester,  and  compelled  to 
pay  above  £2,000  for  the  redemption  of  his  estate,  d.  in  1656.  His  3rd  son,  Richard, 
continued  the  line,  and  was  father  of  Henry  Hastings,  Esq.,  who  d.  in  1786,  leaving 
two  sons,  viz.,  1  The  Rev.  Theophilus  Hastings,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1 804  ;  2 
Lieut-Colonel  Gcoige  Hastings,  who  m.  in  1769,  Miss  Sarah  Hodges,  and  d,  in  1802, 
leaving  one  sur\iving  son,  Hans-Francls,  r2th  Earl. 

On  the  death  of  Francis,  10th  Earl,  the  Rev.  Tueophilus-Henry  Hastingf, 
elder  brother  of  George,  father  of  the  12th  Earl,  was  living,  and  should  have  been  1 1th 
Earl,  but  he  d.  in  1 804,  without  ha\ing  claimed  the  title,  and  the  heir  of  this  dignity 
remained  unascertained  till  Hans-Francis,  the  late  and  12th  Earl,  was  summoned 
to  Parliament,  14  Jan.  1819,  having  proved  his  descent  from  the  said  EdwBrd 
Hastings,  3rd  son  of  Francis,  2nd  Earl,  and  the  extinction  of  all  the  interrening 
male  descendants.  He  d.  in  1 828,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Francis- 
Thbophilus-Henry,  the  present  and  13th  Earl.

Isl,  Jean, 
daughter  and  heir  of  lioliert  de  Keith;  2ndly,  Kgidia.  clau«htcr  and  hcirof  ^r  John 
Hay  of  TullilM)dy  ;  ami  Snllv,  Kliinljetli.  eldest  daughter  of  William,  Lord  Crichton, 
Lord  Hit'h  Chancellor  nf  Seotlanil.  He  was  created  Eakl  of  Hkntliv  in  1460, 
with  remainder  to  his  issue  by  the  said  Kliiabeth,  his  3nl  wife,  remainder  to  hi* 
heirs  whatever;  by  hia  1st  marriage  he  had  no  issue ;  hy  his  second  he  had  one 
sun,  Alexander,  aneeatur  nf  the  Setous  uf  Touvh  -,  the  iuue  of  the  third  nmrriage 
aisuDied  the  name  of  Gordon,  and  in  their  mule  descendants  the  Earldom  has  since 

ALEXA^DKH,  Ist  Earl,  d.  in  1170.  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Gucmux,  2nd 
Earl,  who  d.  in  1.502 ;  he  had,  besides  other  issue,  the  daughter  and  thi«e  Song 
fnllowiug  ;  1  Alkxa.vukk,  his  successor,  3rd  Earl  ;  2  Adam,  who  in  right  of  hit 
wife,  Eliiabcth,  luster  and  heir  of  John,  9th  Earl  of  Sutherland,  whose  surname  be 
assumed,  was  the  10th  Earl,  and  ancestor  of  all  the  succeeding  Earls  of  SutberUnd  ; 
3  Sir  William,  ancestor  of  the  Gordons  of  Gicht,  of  whom  the  mother  of  the  Isle 
Lord  Bynm  was  the  heire»  ;  he  waa  slain  at  Flodden  in  1513;  t  Lady  Catherine, 
M.,  at  the  desire  of  King  Jamks  IV.,  to  Perkin  Warbeck,  iirofessinH  to  be  the  Duke 
oTYork,  son  of  Edward  IV.,  King  of  England. 

Al.sXANUBa,  3rd  Earl,  eommanded,  in  conjunction  with  the  Lord  Home,  the 
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left  wing  of  the  Scottish  army  at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  and  was  one  of  the  few 
Scottish  nobles  who  escaped  the  carnage  of  that  disastrous  field.     lle</.  in  1524, 
having  survived  his  eldest  son  John,  Lord  Gordon,  whose  son  Gborgb  succeeded  his 
grand^ther  as  4th  Earl.    During  Uie  reign  of  Jambs  V.,  this  Earl  commanded  the 
forces  employed  against  the  English  with  alternate  success ;   he  completely  defeated 
an  army  under  Sir  Robert  Bowes,  at  Haddenrig,  in  1542,  taking  the  commander  and 
six  himdrcd  men  prisoners,  and,  afler  greatly  annoying  for  some  time  the  large  army 
of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  was  himself  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Pinkie,  10 
Sept  1547  ;   and  having  rebelled  against  the  government  of  the  Queen  Mother,  in 
consequence  of  several  personal  injuries,  was  defeated  and  killed  by  the  royal  forces 
in  the  battle  of  Corrichie,  28  Oct.  1562,  and  two  of  his  sons,  Sir  John,  and  Adam, 
afterwards  Sir  Adam,  were  made  prisoners ;   the  former  was  beheaded ;  the  latter 
pardoned  on  account  of  his  youth,  and  lived  to  be  an  active  and  successful  partizan 
of  Queen  Mary  in  the  subsequent  troubles  of  her  reign.     The  Eail  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  Gborgs,  5th  Earl,  who,  being  delivered  up  to  the  government  by  his 
father-in-law,  the  Duke  of  Chatelherault,  to  whom  he  fled  after  his  father^  defeat, 
he  was  convicted  of  high  treason,  and  sentenced  to  execution,  but  finally  pardoned. 
He  subsequently  signed  the  bond  to  support  the  authority  of  Jamks  VI.,  but  joined 
the  association  in  favour  of  Queen  Mary,  and  was  in  the  North  raising  forces  for 
her  service,  when  the  battle  of  Langside  compelled  him  to  submit  to  the  R^ent 
Moray  in  1569 ;  after  whose  murder,  in  1570,  he  obtained  from  the  Queen  the  com- 
mission of  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Kingdom,  and  raised  forces  with  a  view  to 
her  restoration,  but  was  again  obliged  to  submit,  upon  articles  of  indemnity.     He 
d.  in   1576,  and  w^as  succeeded  by  his  son,  Gborgb,  6th  Earl,  who,  following  in 
his  father^s  steps,  was  repeatedly  in  rebellion,  sometimes  successful,  but  frequently 
obliged  to  submit,  and  as  frequently  pardoned  by  King  Jambs,  who,  notwithstanding 
these  political   oflTences,  was  much  attached  to  him,  and  considered  him  a  good 
and  loyal  subject. 

In  1591  when  Francis  Stewart,  Earl  of  Both  well,  took  up  arms  against  the  King, 
and  retired  into  the  North,  the  Earl  of  Huntley  received  the  Royal  Commission  to 
pursue  him  and  his  followers  with  fire  and  sword  -,  and  under  pretence  of  the  Earl  of 
Moray  being  engaged  in  this  rebellion,  he  killed  that  nobleman  and  burnt  his  house  ; 
Huntley  thereupon  surrendered  himself,  but  was  soon  after  liberated  without 
trial.  He  was  created  Marquis  of  Huntlky  in  1599,  and  d,  in  1636;  he  had, 
besides  other  sons,  Gborgb,  his  successor,  2nd  MARQUift,  and  John,  created  in 
1627,  Viscount  of  Melgum  and  Lord  Aboyne,  but  was  burnt  to  death  in  1630, 
in  the  house  of  Sir  James  Crichton,  at  Frendmught,  when  those  titles  became 
extinct 

Gborgb,  2nd  Marquis,  a  firm  supporter  of  the  Crown  throughout  the  civil 
wars,  was  taken  prisoner  in  Dec.  1647,  tried,  condemned,  and  beheaded  at  EJdin- 
butgh,  22  March  1649,  for  levying  war  against  the  Parliament  on  behalf  and  for  the 
rescue  of  the  King.     He  had  five  sons: 

1  George  Lord  Gordon,  who  was  killed  serving  under  the  Marquis  of  Montrose, 
at  the  battle  of  Alford,  in  1645,  unm. ; 

2  Lbwis,  his  successor,  3rd  Marquis  ; 

3  Lord  James,  who  succeeded  his  father  in  the  title  of  Viscount  of  Aboyne,  to 
which  the  Marquis  had  been  created  in  1632,  with  a  special  limitation,  on  his  acces- 
sion to  the  title  of  Marquis,  of  this  of  Aboyne,  to  his  son  James,  who,  for  having 
zealously  served  the  King  in  several  engagements,  was  declared  a  traitor  by  the 
Parliamentary  government  in  1543,  and  obliged  to  fly  the  kingdom  ;  but  returning 
with  Montrose,  in  all  whose  successes  he  participated,  he  escaped  again  to  France, 
after  the  defeat  of  Philiphaugh,  and  died  there  in  a  passion  of  grief,  on  hearing  the 
news  of  the  murder  of  King  Charlbs  I.,  early  in  Feb.  1649  ;

5  Lord  Henry,  who  w^as  many  years  in  the  military  service  of  the  King  of

Lbwis,  3rd  Marquis,  d.  in  1653,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Gborgb, 
4th  Marquis,  in  whose  favour  the  act  of  forfeiture  against  his  grandfather,  the  2nd 
Marquis,  was  rescinded  in  1661,  and  his  estates  restored  ;  he  was  created  by  patent 
in  1684,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  Duke  of  Gordon,  Marquis  of. 
Huntley,  Earl  of  Huntlcv  and  Enzie,  Viscount  of  Inyemeos,  Lord  Badenoch, 
Lochaber,  Strathaven,  Balmore,  Auchindoun,  Garthie,  and  Kincardino.  At  the 
Revolution  he  held  out  the  castle  of  Edinburgh  for  King  Jambs,  and  when  it  was 
no  longer  tciuible,  surrendered  on  capitulation,  and  m»le  his  submission  to  King 
WiLLUM,  but  through  tho  coune  of  that  reign  was  always  subject  to  the  nupicions 
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of  the  government,  and  frequently  in  custody.  He  d,  in  171t),  and  was  Buccecded 
by  his  only  son,  Albxanosa,  5th  Marquis  and  2nd  Duke,  who  in  1715  had  joined 
the  standaj:d  of  the  Pretender ;  but  capitulating,  after  the  battle  of  Sherifllinuiry  ho 
was  not  prosecuted  by  the  government ;  he  </.  in  1728,  having  m.  the  Lady  Henrietta 
Mordaunt,  daughter  and  eventually  heir  of  Charles,  the  celebrated  General,  Earl  of 
Peterborough  and  Monmouth,  by  whom  he  was  father  of  Cosmo-Gborob,  his  suc- 
cessor, 6th  Marquis  and  3rd  Duke,  who  d.  in  1752,  leaving  three  sons ; 

1  Albxandbr,  7th  Marquis,  4th  Duke,  his  successor. 

2  Lord  William  Gordon,  late  Ranger  of  the  Green  Park  ;  6.  15  Aug.  1744,  and 
d,  1  May  1823;  having  m.  1  March  1781,  the  Hon.  Frances- Ingram  Shepherd,  by 
whom  he  left  an  only  daughter,  Frances- Isabella-Kerr,  b,  6  March  1782,  d.  unm,  2 
Sept  1831. 

3  The  unhappy  Lord  George  Gordon,  who,  after  the  part  he  took  in  the  riots  in 
London  in  1780,  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  tried  on  a  charge  of  high  treason, 
but  acquitted.     He  d.  unm,  1  Nov.  1793. 

Albxandbr,  4th  Duke  of  Gordon,  as  son  and  heir  of  Cosmo-George,  3rd  Duke, 
eldest  son  of  Alexander,  2nd  Duke,  by  Lady  Henrietta,  daughter  of  Charles,  3rd 
Earl  of  Peterborough  and  1st  of  Monmouth,  succeeded  to  the  Baronies  of  Beau- 
champ  of  Bletsho,  created  by  writ  in  1363,  and  of  Mordaunt  of  Turvey,  also  by  writ 
1532,  on  the  death,  in  1819,  of  the  Lady  Mary-Anostaaia-Grace,  sister  and  heir  of 
Charles-Henry,  5th  Earl  of  Peterborough.  The  Duke  had  been  created  in  1784, 
Earl  of  Norwich  and  Baron  Gordon  of  Huntley,  Co.  Gloucester,  in  the  Peerage  of 
Great  Britain,  and  d.  in  1827,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son,  the 
gallant  Greneral  George,  8th  Marquis  of  Huntlbv,  and  5th  Duke  of  Gordon,  on 
whose  death,  in  1836,  the  titles  of  Marquis  and  Earl  of  Huntley  devolved  on  the 
present  Marquis  ;  the  English  Baronies,  by  writ,  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  four 
surviving  sisters,  the  Dowager  Duchess  of  Richmond,  the  Lady  Madelina  Palmer, 
the  Dowager  Marchioness  Comwallis,  and  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  and  Viscount 
Mandeville,  the  representative  of  his  Grace*s  third  sister,  the  deceased  Duchess  of 
Manchester ;  and  all  his  other  titles  became  extinct. 

His  Lordship *s  immediate  ancestor,  Lord  Charlbs  Gordon,  3rd  son  of  Gborgb, 
2nd  Marquis  of  Huntlbv,  was  created  Lord  Gordon  of  Strathavon  and  Glenlivet, 
and  Earl  of  Aboyne  in  1660,  in  consideration  of  his  faithftd  services  in  the  Royal 
cause  during  the  civil  wars  *,  he  died  in  March  1681,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  Charlbs,  2nd  Earl,  who  was  succeeded,  in  April  1702,  by  his  only  son, 

John,  3rd  Earl,  he  d.  in  Aug.   1732,  having  m.  Grace,  daughter  of  Geoiige 

Lockhart  of  Carnivath,  who  m.  2ndly,  James,  9th  Earl  of  Moray,  by  whom  she  was 

mother  of  the  10th  Earl  of  Moray;  she  d.   17  Nov.   1738,  leaving  by  the  Earl  of 

Aboyne  three  sons,  the  surviving  issue  of  all  of  whom  are  stated  in  T/ie  Peerage 

Volume ;  they  were, 

1  Charles,  4th  Earl  ;  who  succeeded  his  father,  and  was  father  of  Gborgb, 
the  present  and  5th  Earl,  who  was  created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in 
1815,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Meldrum,  of  Morven,  Co.  Aberdeen,  and  succeeded 
the  late  Duke  of  Gordon  in  1836,  as  9th  Marquis  of  Huntlbv. 

2  Hon.  John  Gonlon,  Lieut.-Col.  in  the  army,  b.  19  June  1728,  d.  30  Oct.  1778 ; 
having  in.  18  May  1761,  his  cousin  Clementina,  daughter  of  George  Lockhart,  Esq., 
of  Carnwath,  who  d.

3  Hon.  Lockhart  Gordon,  Judge  Advocate-General  of  Bengal,  b.  1732,  d.  24

having  l>een  engaged  in  the  Royal  cause  during  the  grvind  rubeltion,  escaped  from  the 
battle  of  Worcester,  and  retired  to  France  till  the  Itestoration,  after  whieh  he  was 
employed  in  the  household  of  King  Charlxs  II..  till  hla  death  in  1672.  His  male 
isMie  failed  about  1699;    2 

The  Right  Honourable  8ir  Stephen  Foi,  who  retired  with  his  brother  to  Ftanoe, 
anil  was  cofferer  to  the  household  during  the  exile  of  King  Chaales  II. ;  after  the 
Restoration  he  was  Lord  of  the  Treasury  in  the  reign  of  King  CainLas  II.,  Jamkb 
II.,  and  William  III.,  and  first  projector  of  Chelsea  Hospital;  hem.  1st,  Eliiabeth, 
daughter  of  William  Whittle,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  a  son  Charles,  who  d.  without 
issue  before  him  in  1713,  having  been  paymnster  of  the  forces  in  the  reign  of  King 
Charlih  II.,  and  2ndly,  in  17U3,  Christian,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  the  Rev.  Charles 
Hope,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  Stephen,  his  heir,  and  Henry,  created  Lord  Hol- 
land ;  Sir  Stephen  d.  3S  Oct  1 7 1 G,  and  was  succeeded  in  his  estates  by  his  eldest 

Stephen,  created  Baron  of  Ilchester,  Co.  Somerset,  and  Baron  of  Woodfbnt 
Strangway^  Co.  Dorset,  in  1741  ;  and  in  1747,  Lord  Ilchesler  and  Stavonlale,  and 
Baron  nf  Redlynch,  Co.  Somerset,  with  remainder,  fciling  his  inue  male,  to  his  bro- 
ther Henry,  afterwords  1st  Baron  HolUnil ;  also,  in  1756,  Eahl  of  iLcnreriK,  with 
the  same  remainder.  He  m.  in  March,  1734,  Eliiabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of 
Thomas  Homer,  Knq.,  of  Mells  Park,  Dorselshire,  by  Susannah,  sister  and  heir  of 
Thomas  Stmngways,  Esq.,  of  Mulhuty,  Co.  Dorset;  and  in  consequence  assumed 
the  name  and  arms  nfSTKAN-iiH'AVK.  He  trns  £.  in  17U4,  and -i.  29  ScpL  177(j'.  By 
his  said  wife,  Elizabeth,  only  duui;htcr  and  heir  of  Thomas  Homer,  Esq..  who  was  b. 
in  17-20.  and  d.  IS  Nov.  1/92,  he  was  father  of  IUnrv-Thohas  2nd  EAn^  and 
other  inue.  Sec  Tlie  Peerage  t'aiume.  The  2nd  Earl  d.  in  1BU2,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  eldest  son  Hknrv-Stefhen,  present  and  3rd  Eahl.

Tins  noble  tamly  is  of  Noraiaii  origin,  and  came  into  England  wiih  Willum 
the  Conqueror.  Sir  Nicholas  de  VilUere.  a  renowned  warrior,  who  wa«  sealed  at 
Brookcsby,  in  Leiceetershire,  followed  KinR  KowaRD  I.,  in  the  Cruaodes,  and  in 
commemotstion  of  them  asBUmcd  Ihu  Cross  of  St,  Qeorge,  charRed  with  five  eacal- 
lop  shelta,  for  his  coal  at  arms,  which  has  been  ever  since  home  b;  hig  dcKendaiila. 
Sixth  iti  descent  IVom  him,  was  Sir  John  Villiers  of  Brookeshy,  who,  in  14S7,  wu 
diatinguiihed  for  his  valour  at  the  battle  of  Stoke,  against  Lambert  Siinnel 
and  tiie  Eart  of  Lincoln,  when  he  cammaoded  some  forces  raised  bj  himself  in 
aid  of  King  HiNRV  VII. ;  he  was  Esquire  of  the  body  of  that  King,  and  a  Knight 
of  the  Bath.     His  grandson.   Sir  George  Villiem,  who  d.  in    1606,  was  lather  of 

1  Sir  William,  created  a  Uoronet  in  1619,  which  title  become  extinct  with  his 
male  line  on  the  death  of  hii  grandson  in  1711. 

2  Sir  Edward,  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl. 

3  John,  created  Viscount  Villiera  of  Stoke,  and  Viscount  Purbeck,  but  d.  in  1617, 
without  legitimate  issue. 

4  The  celebrated  George  Villiers,  Duke  of  Buckingham,  K.G.,whabj  thegiMes 
of  his  peraon  and  address  roie  to  a  height  of  power  perhaps  never  poesCTsed  by  any 
other  British  subject,  and  enjoyed  the  favour  and  confidence  of  two  suceemve 
BOTereigns  to  a  degree  of  which  history  can  probably  present  no  rival  instance.  In 
1616,  he  wa<  created  Bamn  of  Whaddon,  and  Viscount  VillieTn  :  in  1617,  Earl  of 
Buckingham,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  two  of  his  brothen ;  Mar- 
quis of  Buckingham,  in  161B.  and  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Garl  of  Coventry,  in 
1623.  In  1618,  he  was  appointed  Lord  High  AdmimI  of  England.'  Nothing  could 
exceed  the  attachment  expressed  toward  liim  by  King  Jamer  I.,  wbich  the  Dnke 
repaid  with  that  familiarity  and  even  disrespect,  which,  perhaps,  was  rather  agreeable 
than  otherwise  to  the  King  ;  certain  i(  is,  at  least,  that  it  never  dimini^ed  bis  in- 
fluence, while  to  the  Prince,  afterwards  Charles  I.,  his  conduct  was  respectfiil  and 
submissive,  a  proof  that  the  Duke  understood  the  characters  of  both  Monarchs, 
and  knew  how  to  shape  hia  conduct  to  suit  their  respective  foibles.  "  He  was  of  a 
noble  nature,"  says  the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  "and  generoiu  disposition;"  hia  per- 
sonal courage  was  fully  displayed  in  the  command  of  the  armament  with  which  he 
made  a  descent  upon  the  lale  of  Rhe.  although  the  expedition  turned  out  unfortu- 
nately ;  and  upon  the  whole,  thoujjh  he  certainly  took  care  of  his  own  fortunes,  and 
promoted  his  relations  to  pUces  of  profit  and  honour,  it  does  not  appear,  notwithstand- 
ing that  lie  was  represented  hy  the  Parliament  as  the  public  grievance  of  the  nation, 
that  any  very  serious  misdemeanor  can  be  laid  to  hia  charge  ;  which  is  certainly  a 
bvoiirable  circumstance  in  weighing  the  chameter  of  an  individual  unexpectedly 
exalted  so  fiir  above  his  original  sphere,  honourable  a>  that  doubtless  was,  and  exposed 
to  auch  great  temptations.  He  was  aasaasinatod  when  preparing  to  embark  on  a  new 
expedition  to  Rochelle,  in  I6'2!!,  aged  36  years.  He  had  married  Lady  Katherine 
Manners,  daughter  ntid  sole  heir  of  Francis,  6lh  Earl  of  RutUuid,  whom  ahe  after- 
waida  succeeded  as  BaronenB  do  Ron  ;  and  hy  her  left  a  son  and  auccesaor,  George, 
2nd  Duke  of  Buckingham,  and  she  waa  afterward  deLvered  of  a  second  son,  Lmd 
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Francis  Villiers ;  who,  engaging  with  the  Earl  of  Holland  in  1648,  to  raise  some 
forces  for  the  rescue  of  King  Charlbs,  fell,  in  the  20th  year  of  his  age,  in  a  skir- 
mish with  the  rebels  near  Kingston-upon-Thames,  resting  his  back  against  an  elm, 
after  his  horse  had  been  killed  under  him,  and  fighting  most  valiantly  against  a 
hopeless  superiority  of  numbers.  His  brother  the  Duke,  who  was  but  just  returned 
from  his  travels,  ¥ra8  also  in  the  fight,  and  behaved  with  great  gallantry;  but 
finding  all  lost,  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  to  London,  whence  he  joined  the 
Prince  of  Wales  in  Holland.  He  was  received  with  great  favour  by  the  Prince, 
who  now  soon  became  King,  and  continued  with  him  till  after  the  battle  of  Wor- 
cester, in  which  he  fought  at  the  King^  right  hand  with  exemplary  valour ;  and 
having  secured  his  Majesty^s  retreat,  was  himself  taken  prisoner  with  the  Earls  of 
Derby  and  Lauderdale,  and  many  gentlemen,  but  contrived  to  escape  while  his 
captors  were  employed  in  plundering  his  noble  associates ;  he  again  reached  Hol- 
land in  safety,  and  soon  after  rejoined  the  King.  Returning  afterwards  to  England, 
he  married  the  daughter  and  sole  heiress  of  Thomas,  Lord  Fairfax,  notwithstanding 
which  alliuice,  he  was  again  taken  up  as  a  malignant,  and  committed  to  the  Tower 
in  Aug.  1658,  but  released  in  July  1659  ;  and  on  the  4th  of  May  1660,  had  the 
whole  of  his  estates  restored  to  him  by  a  resolution  of  both  houses  of  Parliament. 
On  the  King's  triumphant  entry  into  London  on  the  29th  of  the  same  month,  he 
rode  with  General  Monk  bareheaded  before  his  Majesty.  From  this  time  his  credit 
at  Court  became  nearly  as  great  as  that  of  his  father  had  been  before  him  ;  but  his 
talents,  though  more  versatile,  were  not  equal  to  sustaining  the  favour  he  had  ac- 
quired, and,  gradually  losing  the  affections  of  the  King,  he  lost  also  the  respect  of 
the  people,  and  having  survived  his  Royal  Master  little  more  than  two  years,  died 
almost  in  poverty  in  a  cottage  in  Yorkshire,  in  1687,  a  striking  example  of  the  mu- 
tability of  fortune.  He  left  no  issue,  and  all  his  titles  expired  with  hun,  except  that 
of  Baron  De  Roos,  which  fell  into  abeyance. 

5  Christopher,  created  Baron  Villiers  of  Daventry,  Co.  Northampton,  and  Earl 
of  Anglesey  in  Wales,  in  1623  ;  he  d.  the  following  year,  leaving  one  son,  Charles, 
his  successor,  2nd  Earl,  who  </.  without  issue  in  1659,  when  his  titles  became  ex- 
tinct. 

Having  thus  slightly  touched  upon  the  extraordinary  fortunes  of  that  branch  of 
the  House  of  Villiers  so  highly  distinguished  under  the  title  of  Buckingham,  the 
history  of  the  family  must  revert  to  Sir  Edward,  the  second  son  of  Sir  George  Vil- 
liers, and  elder  brother  of  the  1st  Duke  of  Buckingham  ;  he  was  not  included  in 
the  reversion  of  that  title,  but  married  Barbani,  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  John  St.- 
John,  and  niece  of  Oliver  St.- John,  created  Vl»<:ount  (jrandikon  in  Ireland, 
with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  this  Barbara.  They  had  four  sons,  of  whom 
William,  John,  and  Gborob,  were  successively  Vircounts  Grandim)n,  and  the 
male  line  of  the  latter  failed  in  1766,  on  the  death  of  his  grandson  and  successor, 
John,  5th  Viscount,  who  had  been  created  Earl  Grandison  in  1721,  which  title 
became  extinct,  and  the  Viscounty  devolved  on  the  Earl  of  Jersey,  descended 
from 

Sir  Eldward,  4th  son  of  Sir  Edward  Villiers,  and  Barbara  St.  John,  who,  engag- 
ing heartily  in  the  King^s  cause  during  the  rebellion,  served  in  several  engagements 
against  the  Parliamentary  forces,  and  was  woimded  in  the  battle  of  Newbury  ;  he 
however  survived  the  interregnum,  and  was,  after  the  Restoration,  appointed  to  the 
household  of  King  Charles  II.,  and  his  Lady  was  governess  to  the  Princesses  Mary 
and  Anne,  afterwards  Queens  of  Great  Britain. 

Sir  Edward  Villiers,  their  eldest  son,  was  created,  in  1691,  Viscount  Villiers, 
of  Hoo,  and  Baron  Villiers,  of  Dartford,  both  in  the  County  of  Kent ;  and  Earl 
of  the  island  of  Jersey  in  1697  ;  he  r/.  in  1711,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
William,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  1721,  leaving  two  sons:  1  William,  his  successor,  3rd 
EUrl,  and  2  Thomas,  created  Eatl  of  Clarendon,  father  of  the  present  Earl  of  Cla- 
rendon. William,  3rtl  Earl,  succeeded  in  1776,:is  6th  Viscount  Grandison,  in  Ire- 
land, and  d.  in  1769,  when  he  was  succeedetl  by  his  only  surviving  son,  Gkorob- 
BussY,  4th  Earl,  father  of  George,  the  present  and  5th  Earl,  who  succeeded  him 
in  1805;  and  having  m.  Lady  Sarah  Fane,  eldest  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Westmore- 
land, and  granddaughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Child,  Elsq.,  an  eminent  banker,  has  as- 
sumed the  additional  name  of  Child  by  his  Majesty^s  licence.

Obohoi  Kuth,  the  lato  Vucount,  hex  Ladyship*!  (klher,  vaa  5th  son  of  Charto, 
IDth  Lord  Elphinstone,  under  whicli  title  his  ancotry  will  be  ruund  ;  he  n.  lat, 
Jnne,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Colonel  William  Mercer,  grandson  of  the  2Dd 
Lord  Nairne,  and  by  her  had  an  only  daughter,  the  present  Baronen.  He  «H 
created,  in  1797,  BftTon  Keith,  of  StonehsTen  Mariacha!,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland, 
with  remainder  to  hla  only  daughter,  MiaaAKsT  HsRcni,  and  her  ianie  male; 
and  was  ftirther  created  Baron  Keith,  of  Stonehaven  Mariachal,  Co.  Kincardine,  in 
the  Peerage  ot  the  United  Kingdom,  in  ISOl ;  and  En  1803,  Baron  Kuth  of  Bon- 
heath,  Co.  Dumbarton,  in  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom,  with  remainder, 
failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  only  dHugnler,  Haruarkt  Mercir,  and  her  issue  male. 
His  Lordship  m.  Sndly,  Heater-Maria,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Henry  Thrale, 
Esq.,  hy  whom  he  had  a  second  daughter— see  The  Peerage  Volume.  Id  18U,  he 
was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Viscount  Keith,  which  title,  aa  well  as  the  Barony 
of  1801,  became  extinct  on  his  death  tn  1833;  when  his  eldest  daughter,  Mahua- 
BiT,  the  present  Uaronkss,  succsedeit  to  the  Barony  of  1803,  and  to  the  Irish 
Peerage.

Ills  Lordship's  bmity  was  of  not4.'  in  Lincolnshire  in  the  reigns  of  King  EuwARn 
VI.  and  Queen  Marv.  Sir  Vnlentint  Browne,  of  Crofts,  Auili tor-General  of  Ire- 
land, il.  1J>67.  Sir  Valentine,  his  son  and  heir,  purchased  large  estates  in  the 
Counties  of  Desmond,  Kerry,  and  Cork.  He  >n.  Thnuiasinc,  sister  of  Sir  Nidtolnii 
Bacon,  and  aunt  of  Francia.  Ihc  Breal  Lord  Vcnilam,  Lord  Chancellor  In  the  reiftu 
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of  Qui-vn  Eliuskth,  by  whom  bt  woi  blhvr  of  Sir  ^icholai  Browne,  of  Tol- 
teridge  Pork,  Co.  Herts,  and  of  Ronie,  Ca.  Kerry,  who  d.  in  ISIS.  Sir  Vateatjne, 
hia  son  and  successor,  vas  created  a  Baronet  of  Ireland  in  lliSl  -,  and  wat  father  of 
another  Sir  Valentine  who  d.  in  l<i40,  and  whose  son  and  heir.  Sir  Valentine  Browne, 
was  created  in  l(iS9,  by  Jauw  II.,  after  his  abdiciition.  Baron  of  Caatleroaae,  and 
Viscount  Kenmare,  and  was  attainted  and  oulluwed  fbr  his  altnchment  to  the  cause 
of  the  fUlen  Monarch.  Hit  son,  Sir  Nicholas,  called  the  2nd  Viscount,  whs  also 
attainted  ;  be  m.  his  cousin  Ellen,  dauf;hter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Browne,  Esq., 
'Jnd  son  of  the  tint  Baronet,  who,  out  of  her  larin.'  cirtates  was  allowed  £400  pet 
annum  for  the  maintenance  of  hcnielf  and  i-hitdrenl  His  son  Valentine,  called  3id 
Viscount,  re((ained  a  Ihtjr-  portion  of  his  eotntes.  by  means  of  fines  and  recoveries ; 
be,  as  well  as  his  son,  Thomas,  and  his  pmndson,  Valestisb,  continued  to  bear,  as 
his  predewBsor  had  done,  the  titles  conferred  uponlheinby  King  Jahbs,  though  they 
were  not  legally  recognised,  till  the  latter,  cnlled  the5th  Viscount,  had  them  granted 
to  him  in  1798  ;  he  was  afterwanis  advanced  to  the  dignily  of  Karl  of  Kbnharb 
and  Viscount  Castleroase,  in  IHOO,  and  d.  in  1612;  he  was  father  ofVALtNTisK,  the 
present  and  2nd  Earl,  his  successor.

Thb  territory  of  Gordon,  in  Bemickahire,  appeare  to  have  hecn  prtii'i^d  during  the 
reign  of  David  I.  to  an  Anglo-Norman  settler,  who  assumed  from  it  the  Bumame  of 
Gordon.  Richard  and  Adam  de  Gordon,  his  sons,  nre  the  first  of  this  name  on  re- 
eord  ;  Alicia,  great  granddaughter  and  heir  of  Itichonl,  tn.  Adam,  grandson  and  heir 
of  Adam,  and  their  son  Adam  re-united  the  family  estates. 

His  son.  Sir  Adam,  had  (<ro  sons ;  1  Sir  Alexander,  whose  male  line  tailed  in 
1402,  when  the  lands  of  Cordon  were  cairied  into  the  fiin]ily  of  Seton  by  the  mai^ 
riage  of  the  heiress,  from  whom  the  present  Duke  of  Gordon  descends ;  2  William, 
of  whom  the  present  Viscount  is  the  male  representative ;  the  7th  in  descent  from 

Sir  James  Gordon,  of  Loehinvar,  who  had  two  sons : 

1  John,  father  of  Sir  Robert,  whose  son  JoUN  was  created,  in  1633,  Vwcovnt 
KiNMURB,  and  Baron  of  Lochinvar,  with  remainder  to  his  heiis  male  whatsocrer  ; 
hiimale  issue  failed  in  1639,  by  the  death  of  his  only  son,  John,  2nd  Vibcoukt  ; 
3  James,  father  of  John,  who  succeeded  as  3rd  VismuNT,  and  of  Robiht,  4Ch  Vw- 
COUHT,  who  both  d.  unm.,  the  3rd  Viscount  in  1643,  and  the  1th  Viscount,  who  suf- 
(wsd  many  hardships  on  account  of  his  loyalty,  and  was  excej^ted  trtim  Cromwellli 
Mt  of  grace  and  pardon,  in  1 663. 

2  William,  great-gnuidfather  of  ALiXANniR,  Sth  ViscODNT,  who  went  to  Kin^ 
jAHxa  II.  at  St.  Geimains  after  his  abdication,  but  was  not  well  recited  by  hu 
Hajeatyi  he  d.  in  I69S,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Willuu,  6th  Vwrnmr.

His  pro- 
found legal  erudition,  his  inflexible  integrity,  hia  spirit  and  firmnen  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  and,  above  all,  his  unprecedented  zeal  in  the  cause  of  morality 
and  virtue,  have  acquired  for  him  a  character,  which  will  always  be  coiuudered  as 
one  of  the  Eurest  ornaments  of  the  English  Bench  ;  he  was  appointed  Master  of  the 
Bolls,  and  creeled  a  Bart  in  17B<I ;  and  in  178S,  on  his  i^ipointment  aa  Chief 
Justice,  was  created  LoRn  Khn^-on,  Baron  of  Gredington,  Co.  Flint ;  having  sur- 
vived his  eldest  son,  the  Hon,  Lloyd  Kenyon,  whose  death  affected  him  so  deeply 
that  it  is  supposed  to  have  accelerated  his  own,  he  d.  in  IH02,  and  was  succeeded  by 
hit  eldest  sumring  son,  Gioroe,  the  present  and  2nd  Lobd.

Sir  Anthony  Browne,  was  created  Viscount  Mon- 
tague in  1S54,  which  title  became  exlinct  in   1797.  by  the  death  of  Mark-Anthany,

Viscount  Kilhoriv,  Co.  Clare,  d.  in  1627 ;  his  son  Robert,  2nd  Viscount, 
d,  in  1 6.^3,  leaving,  besides  other  issue,  Rubirt,  3rd  Viscount,  his  successor,  who  d, 
without  issue  in  1657,  and  Ckarlbb,  4th  Viscount;  the  latter  (f.  in  1660,  leaving 
also  two  sons,  Rubbht,  5th  Vdcount,  who  d.  unm.  in  1668,  and  Thomas,  6th  Vut- 
ODUNT,  who  was  succeeded  by  his  son,

Peer  of  Great  BrUoin. 

PtTSB,  lit  Lord  Kind,  wns  win  of  Jerome  King,  a  tradesman  of  the  dtj  of 
Exeter,  but  of  good  fWmily  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  by  a  sister  of  the  great  John 
Locke.  Having  made  auch  great  pmgress  in  hin  studies,  while  destined  only  to  suc- 
ceed to  his  father's  business,  as  to  eicite  the  admiration  of  his  illUBtrioui  uncle,  he 
was,  in  pareuanec  of  his  advice,  Hufttred  to  continue  his  education  at  the  tJnivenity 
of  Leyden  ;  he  afterwards  entered  at  the  Inner  Temple,  where,  besides  attaining 
great  distinction  in  hii  profession,  he  acquired  considerable  leputalioa  by  the  pub- 
Ucation  of  some  theological  works.  He  was  chosen  Recorder  of  London  in  1708, 
appointed  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas  in  1714,  and  was  constituted 
Lord  High  Chancellor  in  1725,  when  he  iras  also  created  Lord  Kl^ig,  Baron  of 
Ockham,  Co.  Surrey.  Having  rengned  the  seals  in  Not.  17^  in  consequence  of 
a  paralytic  attack,  he  d.  27  July  1734.  He  m.  Anne,  daughter  of  Richard  Seys, 
Esq.,  of  Borerton,  Co.  Glamorgan ;  by  whom,  who  if.  in  1767,  he  left  four  sons, 
who  nil  successively  inherited  the  title:  namely,  John,  2nd  Lord,  who  m.  in  1726, 
Eliiabeth,  daughter  of  Robert  Fry,  Eaq.,  of  Yearley,  Co.  Devon,  who  brought  him 
no  inue,  and  if.  in  1734;  herf.  in  1740:  Pstrr,  3rd  Lord,  who  i.  unm.  in  17^4: 
WiLtUU,  4th  Lord,  who  d.  vam.  in  1767 :  and  Tiidmak,  5th  Loan,  who  m.  Wil- 
helmina-Katherina,  daughter  of  .Tnhn  Troye,  Esq.,  of  Brabant ;  she  if.  3  June  1784, 
and  his  Lordship  4  April  1779,  when  he  wns  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

PiTRR,  the  Bth  Loan,  who  was  A.  G  Oct.  1730,  and  rf.  23  Nov.  1793,  leaving 
by  hjsmarrisge,  24  Nov.  1774,  with  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Edward  Tredcroft,  Esq., 
who  d.  his  widow,  1  Nov.  18'29,  two  sons,  Peter  and  Georfte,  for  the  marriage  and 
issue  of  both  of  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume.  PrrKH,  the  eldest  son,  7th  Loac, 
succeeded  him,  and  dying  4  June  ]<t33,  wasfollowed  by  his  eldest  son,  WtLLiAV,  tbe 
present  and  Bth  Lord. 


KINGSALE,  BARON.    (Db  Couiicv.) 

Peer  qf  Ireland, 
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Lorraine,  who  d,  without  insae ;  2  Louis,  founder  of  the  line  of  LandgTBTCi  of  Thu- 
ringia  in  Germany,  extinct  in  1248 ;  Charles,  hy  some  called  Hugh,  fiUher  of 
Wigerius,  fiither  of 

Baldricus,  who  coming  into  Normandy,  in  the  time  of  Duke  Richard  2nd,  was 
Bumamed  Teutonicus,  from  his  German  origin.  He  had  six  sons,  of  whom  Nicholas, 
the  eldest,  was  ancestor  of  the  Warrens,  Earls  of  Warren  and  Surrey,  and  of  the 
Mortimers,  Earls  of  March  and  Ulster ;  and  Robert,  3rd  son.  Lord  of  Couicy  in 
Normandy,  was  hxher  of 

Richard  de  Courcy,  who  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  to  England,  and 
besides  many  other  Lordships  had  that  of  Stoke,  Co.  Somenet,  from  which  his 
descendants  took  the  title  of  Barons  of  Stoke  Courcy.  The  4th  in  descent  from  him 
was  John,  Baron  of  Stoke  Courcy,  who,  serving  King  Hknrt  II.  in  his  Irish  wars, 
conquered  the  province  of  Ulster,  and  was  created  Earl  of  Ulster,  but  having  fidlen 
under  the  displeasure  of  King  John,  was  deprived  of  his  Earldom,  and  confined  in 
the  Tower  of  London  for  a  year,  during  which  time  it  was  that  Philip- Augustus, 
King  of  France,  proposed  to  refer  to  the  arbitration  of  single  combat  the  dupntes 
BuboiBting  between  the  French  and  English  Crowns,  and  named  his  champion ;  to 
meet  whom  King  John  thought  no  subject  of  his  of  sufficient  strength  and  valour 
except  the  imprisoned  Earl  of  Ulrter ;  he  q>umed,  however,  the  proposal,  alleging 
the  ingratitude  of  the  King  for  his  past  services ;  but  was  at  length  prevailed  on,  for 
the  honour  of  the  nation,  to  take  up  the  Frendiman'B  gauntlet  So  great,  however, 
was  his  strength,  and  so  superior  his  stature,  that  the  French  Champion,  at  the  last 
charge  of  the  trumpets,  set  spurs  to  his  horse  and  fled,  leaving  the  victory  to  the 
Earl  of  Ulster.  King  Philip,  desirous  of  seeing  some  proof  of  the  EarPs  reputed 
strength,  an  helmet  of  excellent  proof  was  laid  on  a  block  of  wood,  which  the  Earl 
cleft  asunder,  and  with  the  same  blow  struck  so  deep  into  the  wood,  that  no  person 
present  but  himself  could  withdraw  his  sword.  The  king  would  now  have  restored 
his  Earldom,  which  was  held  back  by  Hugh  de  Lacy,  who  refosed  to  surrender  it, 
and  King  John  could  only  accede  to  the  Earl  the  permission  to  repair  to  Ireland  to 
reconquer  it  for  himself;  at  the  same  time  granting  to  him  and  his  heirs  male  the 
privilege  of  appearing  covered  in  the  presence  of  the  Kings  of  England,  which  the 
Barons  of  Kingsale  exercise  to  this  day.  Contrary  winds  prevented  his  succeeding 
in  fifteen  several  attempts  to  cross  the  seas  to  Ireland  ;  and  Mylks,  his  son  and  heir, 
being  imable  to  recover  his  fiither^s  Earldom,  was  created,  in  1181,  Lord  Kinosalb, 
Baron  Courcy  of  Courcy,  and  Baron  of  Ringrone,  all  in  Uie  County  of  Cork ;  he  d, 
in  1223 ;  and  was  suc<^eded  by  his  son  Patrick,  2nd  Lord  ;  and  he  by  his  son 
Nicholas,  3rd  Lord,  father  of  Edmund,  4th  Lord,  and  John,  5th  Lord;  the 
latter  was  killed  in  battle  in  the  island  of  Inchiduiny,  Co.  Cork,  against  the  Irish 
chieftain,  Daniel  Moel  Mac  Carty,  in  the  year  1295.  He  was  followed  without  in- 
terruption by  seven  generations  of  Barons  in  direct  paternal  descent  to  Nicholasi, 
12th  Lord,  who  d,  in  1474 ;  his  two  eldest  sons  were

Op  an  ancient  family,  fbnnorly  of  Yorkshire,  of  which  Sir  John  Kinj(  paned  into 
Ireland,  in  the  reign  of  Elbabith.  Sir  Robert  King,  hii  >on,  wa*  fiUher  of  Sir 
John,  who,  in  reward  for  the  leal  with  which  he  promoted  the  reatoiation  of  King 
CHAnLm  II.,  was  created,  in  IGliO,  Baron  Kingston  of  Kingston,  Co.  Galway,  which 
title  became  extinct  in  1761,  by  the  death  of  hii  gtandaon,  James,  4th  Lord ;  and 
of 

Sir  Robert,  who  waa  created  a  Baronet  in  1683,  and  d.  in  1708  ;  he  waanic- 
cessiiely  fbllowed  by  his  son  Sir  John,  who  d,  in  1730,  and  his  gnndaon,  St 
Henry,  who  d.  in  1740.  The  tatter  left  two  sons,  Sir  Robert  and  Sir  Edward,  both 
■uccMiiTelj  elevated  to  the  Peerage.  Sir  Robert,  4th  Bart.,  the  eldest  son,  was 
created  Baron  Kingsborough,  which  title  became  extinct  on  his  death  in  1755  ;  he 
was  succeeded  in  the  Baronetcy  by  his  brother. 

Sir  EowAan,  .^th  Bart.,  who  was  created,  in  1764,  Bamn  Kingston  of  Rocking- 
ham ;  in  1766,  Viscount  Kingsborough;  and,  in  176S,  Earl  of  KmasTON,  all  in  the 
Peerage  of  Ireland.  He  ni.  2  Jan.  I7S2,  Jane,  daughter  of  Thomas  Caulfleld,  Esq., 
by  whom,  who  d.  in  April  1784,  he  had,  beudes  his  eldest  son  Robert,  two  younger 
sons:  Henry,  who  d.  unm.  6  Aug.  1785,  and  William,  who  J.  11  June  1762;  and  the 
four  daughters  stated  in  T/i^  Fetragt  Votmae.  The  Earl  d.  8  Nov.  1767,  and  was 
succecdol  by  his  only  nirriving  son,  BoButr,  2nd  Eahl,  for  whose  marriage  and

liam, and  2  Robert,  ancestor  of  the  Marquis  of  Tweeddale. 

William,  the  eldest  son,  was  father  of  Darid  de  Haja,  who  had  two  sons :  1  Gil- 
bert, ancestor  of  the  Hereditary  Constables  of  Scotland,  and  Earls  of  Errol,  both 
which  dignities  are  enjoyed  by  the  present  Earl  of  Errol,  as  heir-general  of  the  last 
male  descendant  from  the  Ist  Elarl ;  and  2  William,  whose  descendant, 

Peter  Hay,  of  Melginch,  had  two  sons :  1  Peter,  his  successor  at  Melginch,  and 
ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Kinnoul ;  and  2 

Sir  James  Hay,  of  Kingash,  who  accompanied  King  Jambs  I.  into  England,  and 
was  through  life  high  in  the  favour  of  that  Monarch  and  of  King  Charlbs  I. ;  from 
the  latter  he  obtained  a  grant  of  the  Island  of  Barbadoes,  and  by  the  former  he  was 
created  Baron  Hay  of  Sawlcy,  Co.  Cumberland  in  1615,  Viscount  Doncaster  in 
1618,  and  Earl  of  Carlisle  in  1622.  He  was  a  fine  gentleman  and  accomplished 
courtier ;  preferred  pleasure  to  business,  and  is  chiefly  remarkable  for  having  squan- 
dered in  the  most  profuse  magnificence  and  sumptuous  profligacy,  the  vast  sums  ob- 
tained from  the  liberality  of  his  Prince ;  he  d,  in  1 636,  leaving  an  only  son,  James, 
who,  with  his  titles,  inherited  no  other  property  than  the  island  of  Barbadoes ;  he  d, 
without  issue  in  1660,  when  all  his  titles  became  extinct. 

Peter  Hay,  of  Melginch,  the  eldest  son,  was  &ther  of 

1  Patrick,  ancestor  of  the  Hays  of  Pitfour. 

2  Gborgb,  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  1622,  and  created  in 
1633,  Earl  of  Kinnoul,  Viscount  of  Dupplin,  and  Baron  Hay  of  Kinfauns,  with 
remainder  to  his  heirs  male  for  ever  ;  he  d.  in  1635,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only 
surviving  son  Gborgb,  2nd  Earl  ;  who  was  succeeded,  in  1644,  by  his  only  son 
William,  3rd  Earl,  a  zealous  loyalist,  who  was  twice  taken  prisoner  by  the  rebels, 
but  escaped  with  his  life;  he  d.  in  1677,  leaving  two  sons,  who  both  d.  without 
issue  :  1  Gborgb,  4th  Earl,  d.  1687,  and  2  Willlam,  5th  Earl,  who  obtained,  in 
1704,  a  charter  limiting  the  honours  to  himself  for  life ;  fuiling  him,  to  Thomas, 
Viscount  of  Dupplin,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  which  failing,  to  his  heirs  of 
tailzie  and  provisions  succeeding  him  in  the  lands  and  Barony  of  Dupplin ;  he  d,  in 
1709,  when  the  issue  male  of  the  first  Earl  became  extinct.

Th>  FALCosmg  of  Halkertown,  Lords  Falconer,  derive  their  dcacent  from  Ra- 
nulpbua,  who  obtained  from  King  William  the  Lion  the  office  of  King's  Falconer, 
tnan  which  his  denendanta  took  their  ■umome.  Sin  All^andiih  Falconxr,  b  Lord 
of  Seaaon,  who  had  the  honour  of  being  nipenedcd  in  that  afSce  in  1649  for  what 
wu  then  termed  malignancj,  and  waa  reinntated  at  the  Restoration,  waa  created  in 
16i7,  Bardn  Falconui  of  Halkertown,  with  limitation  to  his  hein  mate  wbalaoever  ; 
he  d.  in  1671,  and  waa  succeeded  hj  hia  only  oon.  Albkandeh,  9nd  Lonn,  to  wham, 
in  1684,  succeeded  his  only  son,  David.

Sir  Wilham  Petty,  H.D.,  Seoetary  for  Ireland 
to  OliTer  Cromwell,  who,  in  that  capacity,  made  a  minute  nirvey  of  all  tb« 
forftit«d  and  crown  lands  of  Ireland,  and  acquired  a  huge  fortune  by  the  per-«entaga 
allowed  upon  the  survey ;  she  was  sister  and  heir  of  Henry  Petty,  created  Earl  of 
Shelbnme  in  1719  ;  on  whose  death,  without  nirrinng  usue,  in  17SI,  the  title 
beeame  extinct.    The  Eabl  of  Kinxv  had  by  her,  bcsidee  other  inue,  two  sons : 

I  WiLLiAU,  3nd  Eabl,  father  of  Fbancis-Thohas,  3rd  Eakl,  who  succeeded 
hint  in  1747,  and  on  whose  death,  without  issue,  4  July  1818,  his  titles  deTolred  on 
his  eounn,  the  present  Marquis. 

3  John,  ^ipointed  heir  of  his  maternal  uncle,  Henry  Petty,  Earl  of  Shelbnine, 
upon  whose  death  he  assumed  the  name  and  aims  of  Pnrv.  He  was  created,  in 
1751,  Bahon  of  Dunkbhhuh,  and  ViacomiT  Fitz-Mausici,  and  in  1753,  Earl  of 
BsiLBUBNB.  In  1 760  he  was  taither  adianced  to  the  dignity  of  the  British  Peengo, 
by  the  title  of  Bakoh  Wvcoubk,  of  Chipping-Wycombo,  Co.  Bucks,  and  rf,  in 
1761;  learing  two  sons:  1  William,  2nd  Earl,  his  succenor;  2  The  Hon. 
Thomas  Fiti-Maurice,  who  n.  Maiy,  late  Countess  of  Orkney. — See  Orlnttf. 

WtLLuK,  2nd  Earl  of  Shelbume,  is  well  known  in  the  politics  of  the  early  part 
of  the  reign  of  OauRQi  III. ;  having  for  a  short  time  guided  the  helm  of  the  iMte, 
he  was  diiqilaced  by  the  coalition  of  North  and  Foi,  and  never  afterwards  held  any 
share  in  the  admioistiation.  Having  m.  Lady  Sophia  Carteret,  6th  daughter  <u 
John,  2nd  Earl  Qranville,  son  of  Qcorge,  1st  Lord  Carteret,  1^  Lady  Grace 
Oianrille,  created  Counten  of  Granville,  aunt  and  co-heir  of  William- Henr^i 
Srd  Earl  of  Bath,  Viscount  Lansdowne  and  Baron  Granville ;  he  was  created,  m 
1764,  ViKOUDt  Calne  and  Calnstone,  Co.  Willa,  Earl  of  Wycombe,  Co.  Bucks, 
and  Mahquis  of  Lansikiwne,  Co.  Somerset;  he  d.  in  1805,  leaving,  by  hit  laid 
1st  marriage,  John-Hinrv,  his  successor,  2nd  HAnama.  who  d  without  issue  in 
1B09  :  and  by  his  2nd  marriage  with  Lady  Louisa  Fitz-Patrick,  daughter  of  John, 
Snd  Earl  of  Upper  Ossory,  Hknbv,  the  present  and  Srd  Mahquis,  who  succeeded 
hi*  half-brother. 


LAUDERDALE,  EARL  OF.     (Maitland.) 
Peer  ^  Scotland  and  of  the  Untied  Kingdom. 
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the  Baron jr  of  Thirlestaiie,  and  other  property  in  the  shire  of  Berwick,  in  the  reign 
of  Albxandbr  hi.  Ninth  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  Richard  Maitland  of  Leith- 
ington  and  Thirlestane,  a  Lord  of  Session  and  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal,  who  was 
employed  in  public  offices  for  a  great  number  of  years,under  James  IV.,  J  amis  V., 
Queen  Mary,  and  James  VI. ;  he  </.  in  1586.  His  two  elder  sons  were,  1  William, 
a  Lord  of  Seauon  and  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  several  times  sent  Ambassador 
into  England,  as  the  medium  of  communication  between  the  two  Queens,  and  was 
a  staunch  adherent  of  Queen  Mary,  in  whose  behalf  he  entered  into  an  intrigue 
tending  to  her  release,  by  means  of  her  marriage  with  the  Duke  of  Norfolk.  After 
various  differences  with  tiie  successive  Regents,  Moray,  Marr,  and  Morton,  he  was 
at  length  proclaimed  a  traitor,  and  being  taken  in  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh  when  it 
surrendered  to  Morton^s  arms,  he  died  by  his  own  hand,  to  avoid  a  public  execution, 
which,  from  his  attachment  to  the  cause  of  his  Royal  mistress,  and  the  personal 
enmity  of  the  Regent,  he  knew  awaited  him.  He  d.  in  1573,  in  his  father^s  lifetime, 
leaving  one  son,  James,  a  Roman  Catholic,  who  sold  his  estate  to  his  uncle  John, 
went  abroad,  and  d.  without  issue.  2  Sir  John  Maitland,  who,  though  forfeited  in 
1570  for  his  adherence  to  Queen  Mary,  afterwards  rose  high  in  the  favour  of 
James  VI.  He  was  a  Lord  of  Session,  Lord  High  Chancellor  and  Secretary  of 
State,  and  yna  created  Lord  Maitland  of  Thirlestane  in  1590  *,  he  d,  in  1595,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

John,  2nd  Lord,  who  was  created  Viscount  of  Lauderdale,  in  1616 ;  Earl  of 
Lauderdale,  Viscount  Maitland,  Lord  Thirlestane  and  Boltoun,  in  1624;  and  d, 
in  1645,  leaving  three  sons: 

1  John,  2nd  Earl,  his  successor ;  at  the  commencement  of  the  civil  war  he 
joined  the  Covenanters,  was  much  trusted  in  the  management  of  affairs,  and  endea- 
voured to  bring  about  a  pacification  to  the  advantage  of  all  parties  *,  but  foiling  in 
this  object,  he  entered  into  the  engagement  for  the  rescue  of  the  King  in  1648, 
and  went  over  to  Holland  to  invite  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  join  the  army  assembled 
for  that  purpose ;  meanwhile  the  defeat  at  Preston  destroyed  all  hopes  from  the 
confederation,  and  the  Earl  remained  with  the  Prince,  who  now  soon  became  King, 
till  he  repaired  to  Scotland,  whither,  and  in  his  ill-&ted  expedition  into  England, 
he  accompanied  his  Majesty,  and  waa  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Worcester. 
He  remained  in  confinement  nine  years,  and,  after  the  Restoration,  being  high  in 
the  confidence  of  Charles  II.,  he  was  nearly  the  supreme  governor  of  Scotland, 
till,  foiling  under  the  di^leasure  of  the  Duke  of  York,  he  lost  all  his  offices  and 
influence.  He  was  created  Marquis  of  March  and  Duke  of  Lauderdale,  1672,  and 
a  Peer  of  England  1674,  by  the  title  of  Baron  of  Petersham  and  Earl  of  Ouilford, 
which  titles  became  extinct  on  his  death,  without  issue  male,  24  Aug.  1682. 

2  Robert,  whose  male  issue  fifiiled  in  1 664. 

3  Charles,  who  was  created  a  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1672,  and  succeeded 
his  brother  as  3rd  Earl,  in  1682.  He  d.  in  1691,  leaving  two  sons,  who  succes- 
sively inherited  the  Peerage;  namely,  Richard,  4th  Earl,  who  d,  without  issue  in 
1695;  and  John,  5th  Earl,  who  d,  in  1710. 

Charles,  6th  Earl  ;  his  eldest  surviving  son  and  successor,  d.  15  July  1744, 
having  m.  Lady  Elizabeth  Ogilvie,  eldest  daughter  of  James,  Earl  of  Findlater  and 
Seafield,  by  whom,  who  d,  24  Sept  1778,  he  had  eight  sons,  who  lived  to  maturity, 
viz.: 

1  James,  his  successor,  7th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1789— see  J%e  Peerage  Volume. 
He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.  Jambs,  present  and  8th  Earl  ;  who,  in  1 806, 
was  created  Baron  Lauderdale  of  Thirlestane,  Co.  Berwick,  in  the  Peerage  of  the 
United  Kingdom. 

2  Hon.  Charles,  d,  28  Nov.  1795;  having  m.  1st,  Isabel,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Sir  Alexander  Barclay,  of  Towie,  and,  in  consequence,  assumed  the  name  of  Bar- 
clay; she  rf.

Edward  DiSPisruR,  5lh  Lord,  descended  in  the  direct  male  line  froni  Hugh, 
Irt  Baron,  by  writ  of  summons  in  1264,  (for  whose  pcdiRrce  see  Duke  of  Marl- 
borough,) <n.  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Bartholomew  de  Burgheish, 
■ummoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  de  Burghersh,  in  1357.  Thomas,  their  Bon, 
SkI  ot  Qloucertei,  6th  Barok  Disiinceh,  and,  in  the  right  of  his  mother,  3rd 
Baron  Burghenh,  was  attainted  and  beheaded  in  l-JUO.  Richard,  his  son  and 
heir,  who,  but  for  the  attainder,  would  have  been  7th  Lord,  d.  without  issue  in 
UU. 

IsABiL,  his  sialer  and  sole  heir,  had,  by  her  lirst  marriage  with  Richard  Deau- 
diamp.  Earl  of  Worcester,  and  2nd  Baron  Abergaienny ,  an  only  daughter,  Eliza- 
beth -,  and,  by  her  second  marriage  with  Richnnl  Beauchomp,  £arl  of  Wanrick,  a 
■00,  Henry,  Duke  of  Warwick,  whose  issue  failed  in  14-19  ;  and  a  daughter,  Anne, 
m.  to  Richard  Nevil,  in  her  right  Earl  of  Warwick,  whose  co-heira  are  eitMing. 
The  attainder  being  reversed  in  14G1,  and  the  Barony  of  Dcspencer  called  out  of 
abeyance,  in  bvour  of  Ei-aABKTH,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  the  1st  marriage  of 
the  «aid  Iiabel,  Counte»  of  Worcester  and  Warwick,  she  carried  it,  with  the  Barony 
of  Abergavenny,  to  her  husband, 

EdwKrd  Nevil,  4th  son  of  Ralph,  Ist  Earl  of  Westmoreland.  Their  great-grand- 
■on,  Hbnrv  NiviL,  I21h  Baron  LEDEsriNCKH,  and  13th  Baron  Abergavenny,  d. 
without  issue  male  in  1587  ;  and  in  1603, 

Mart,  bis  daughter  and  heir,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Fane,  claimed  and  was  allowed 
the  Barony  of  Lede«pencer,  (that  of  Abergavenny  being  conlinned  to  Edward 
Ncrit,  the  heir  male  of  the  last  Baron.)  Her  son  and  heir,  Fhahcih  Fane,  14th 
LoKD,  was  created  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  and  the  Barony  of  Le  Deapencer  con- 
tbmed  in  his  male  descendants,  till  the  death  of  John,  20th  Lord,  and  7th  Earl  of 
WcMmoteland,  in  1762,  when  it  fell  into  abeyance  between  his  ■Lsters,  Lady  Mary, 
who  m.

37  Nov.  1765, 

Uaiy,  daughter  of  Henry  Fane,  Esq.,  brother  of  Thomaa,  Sth  Earl  of 

Wefltmoreland,  by  whom  he  was  bther  of  Thomas,  22nd  Loan,  and  the

He  d.  in  1831,  having  nirviied  hit  three 
eldcM  aoiu,  Thomaa,  Witiiain,  and  Milei-John  ;  the  3nd  of  whom  d.  unm. ;  he  was 
■ucceeded  tn  the  Baronelcy  by  his  fourth  and  yonngest  aon,  the  Hon.  Sir  Pnuicis- 
Jervii  Staplelon  ;  and  in  the  Barony  by  hia  Hranil-dnuflhier,  die  preaent  Baronbb, 
Hulv-Fhancib-Elizabsth,  only  lurviving  child  of  the  Honourable  ThoniM  Sla- 

The  Honourable  and  Reverend  Miles-John  Slapleton  has  also  left  four  (laugh- 
ters, who,  in  the  event  of  her  Ladyship's  dying  without  innie,  irould  be  co-heirs 
of  the  title.

Pttr  lif  England  and  <^  Scotland, 

Jin  Grace  derives  his  descent  ftom  Sir  Edward  Oabome,  eldest  Km  of  Richard  Os- 
horne,  br  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Broughton  of  Broughton,  Esq.  He  was  appren- 
ticed in  W  youth  to  Sit  William  Hewit,  one  of  the  most  conaiderable  merchaDt*  in 
London,  whose  only  child,  Anne,  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  save  from  death  in  her 
infhncy.  The  nnnemaid  playing  with  the  child  at  on  open  window  of  his  house  on 
*      '       "  "   I,  acddentally  dropped  it  Aom  her  amu  into  the  Thames  t  young 


Oabome  Iceped  instantly  into  the  river,  and  brought  the  inhnt  safe  to  land.  She 
new  up,  and  was  given,  with  a  large  estate,  in  marriage  to  her  preeerrer.  He  was 
kidj^ted  in  1532,  when  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  d.  in  1591.  Bir  Hewit  Os- 
borne, his  son,  d.ia  leU,  leaving  a  son,  Sir  Edward,  created  a  Bonmet  in  1G20; 
be  was  Vice-Pieoident  of  the  Council  in  the  North  to  Cbarlis  I.,  under  the  Earl 
al  Staffbrd,  and  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  grrat  rebellion,  was  ^tpointed  Lieu- 
taoBnt-Oeneia]  of  the  King's  forces  there.  Sia  Thohas,  his  sou  and  saocesaoi', 
•  xcaloua  loyalist,  co-operating  in  the  lestontion,  filled  several  offices  of  trust  In 
tin  administiatioD  under  Chauis  II.,  till  he  rose,  in  167S,  to  the  post  of  Lord 
H^  Trgasarar.  He  ww  created  in  the  nme  you.  Baron  Osborne  of  KiFaton,  Co. 
Totk,  and  Vlseoimt  Ladmer  of  Danby,  being  descended,  thniBgh  hia  motber,  a 
dMightM  of  ThoiDM  Walmealey,  Esq.,  from  the  Nevilee,  fnmeriy  Barona  LBtiiB«r. 
In  1874,  be  was  ftuthet  created  Earl  of  Danby,  Co.  York ;  and  in  1675,  made  a 
Peer  of  Scotland,  by  the  title  of  Viscount  DumbUne.  He  was  accused  of  ti««tt« 
with  Fkanoe  for  ■  ptnaon  for  the  King,  and  became  highly  unpopular ;  was  im- 
peadiad  of  high  treason,  and,  notwithstanding  the  precuilion  of  pracoiing  a  pardon 
tadei  the  Gnat  Baal,  a  bill  of  attainder  was  bmught  in  by  the  Commons,  and  the 
Bail  of  DuIt-  was  committed  to  the  Tower,  when  he  remaned  ^r  five  yeaia,  when 
hcmaadmittadlabaiL  He  aftemnls  took  an  aoUve  part  infarfaglBg  about  the 
JUrolnlicB,  and  «■■  in  gnat  cmdlt  widi  Sing  Willuii  and  Qlieeo  Kut,  by  wboM

he  WMcrceted  Harquis  of  Cacmarthen  in  1689,  and  ndianceil  in  1694  to  the  di^t^ 
of  DuKi  of  Lkum — hating  thiu,  in  his  own  penon,  from  a  simple  Bfironet,  puaed 
through  alt  the  gradations  of  the  Peerage  to  iU  lummit.  He  d.  in  17IS,  and  vaa 
succeeded  by  hu  son  Pehcoiunb,  3nd  Dukk,  who  d.  in  1739.  Firbubinx,  Srd 
DuKB,  his  son,  succeeded,  and  d.  in  1731  ;  he  waa  succeeded  bj  hli  son  THoma, 
4th  DuEK,  K.G.  He  m.  Mary,  foungeet  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Francis,  3nd  Earl 
QodolphJn,  by  Henrietta,  Duchen  of  Marlborough,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough  ;  and  dying  in  17S9,  was  followed  by  his  eldert  son, 
FaANcu-GoDOLPHiN,  6th  DuKB.  He  d.  in  1 799 ;  hating  n.  Lady  Avilu  D'Arcv, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert,  4th  Earl  of  Holdemea,  and  heiroi  of  the 
Barony  of  Conyers,  by  writ  1.S09  ;  she  whs  divorced  from  the  Duke  of  Leedi,  and 
afterwards  la.  John  Byron,  Esq.,  fiither  (hy  another  mamage)  of  the  great  poet 
Lord  Byron;  and  on  her  death  in  1784,  transmitted  the  Barony  of  Conyen  to 
her  son  by  her  lit  marriage,  Gmaui-WiLLUM- Frbdibick,  preaent  and  6th 
Dina,  K.G. 


LEINSTER,  DUKE  OF.    (Fitz-Gebald.) 

*  Peer  of  freland  and  ijf  Great  Brilmii. 

Waltih  Fiti-Other  was  Castellan  of  Windsor  in  the  reign  of  Williah  the  Con- 
queror, but  genealogiste  are  disagreed  as  to  his  pedigree,  which  some  deduce  ttma 
Otho,  a  noble  from  Italy,  who  came  into  England  with  that  King,  and  othen  from 
Othoere,  a  powerflil  Lord  in  the  reign  of  Alfred,  whose  ancestor  was  of  Norwegian 
origin.  This  Walter  Fili-Other  was,  howeser,  ancestor,  by  his  sons  William  and 
Gerald,  of  the  bmilici  of  Windsor,  now  represented  in  the  female  line  by  the  Earl 
of  Plymouth  ;  and  of  Fiti-Ueiald. 

Oetald  was  fother  of  Maurice,  f^m  whom  the  Duke  deaeends,  and  of  William, 
ancMtor  of  the  Marquis  of  Lansdovne. 

Thia  Maurice  Fiti-Gerald,  the  eldest  son,  was  one  of  the  adventuren  who,  in 
1169,  nndertook  the  conquest  of  Ireland  under  the  guidance  of  Richard  Strongbow, 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  He  obtained  huge  grants  of  lands,  among  which  was  the  Ba- 
rony of  Oflalej,  for  his  good  serrices,  and  assumed  the  title  of  Lord  OffUey  -,  he  d. 
in  1177.  His  eldest  son,  Obhjii,d,  waa  created  Bakun  of  OrrxLcv  in  1205,  and 
dying  in  the  same  year,  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Maurice,  2nd  Loan.  He  was 
Lord  Justice  of  Ireland,  and  on  the  defection  of  Richard  Maishal,  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke, tram  the  cause  trf'  King  John,  he  waged  battle  with  him,  in  which  the  Earl 
vas  defteted  and  slain.  The  Lord  OSUey  also  obtained  seieial  victories  over  the 
Irish  Princes.  He  d.  in  1257,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  TnonAi,  Srd 
Loan,  who  d.  in  1260,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldert  son  Jobn,  4th  Loan,  who 
wa*  killed  in  1261  with  his  brother  Maurice,  and  Haiikics  his  eldest  son,  in  a  battle 
at  Calian  in  Desmond,  against  Maccarthy  More.  Hit  said  eldest  *m,  Maurice,  left 
a  son  then  nine  months  old,  Tkohas,  6lh  Loao.  The  4th  Lord  had  several  other 
•ons,  of  whom  Gilbert,  his  2nd  son,  was  anceMor  of  the  Earl  of  Clare.  Thohab, 
6th  Lord,  ((.  in  1296,  leaving  two  sons  :  1  John,  7th  Lord,  his  successor;  2  Maurice, 
created  Earl  of  Desmond. 

His  Maurice,  I  st  Earl  of  Desmond,  possessed  considerable  power  and  inflaeacs^ 
and  tefbinng  to  obey  a  summons  to  PsTliament,  he,  once  of  his  own  authori^, 
and  again  In  conjunction  with  the  Earl  of  Kildare,  summaned  s  Pa^ament  in  oppe- 
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sition  to  that  called  by  the  Lord  Justice  in  Dublin ;  he  showed,  however,  that  he 
had  received  injury  from  the  Lord  Justice,  and  had  influence  suiKcient  to  procure 
his  removal.  He  levied  coigne,  livery,  and  black-rents,  after  the  Irish  fashion,  and, 
making  a  distinction  between  English  of  blood  and  English  of  birth,  almost  sepa- 
rated himself  from  the  English  government.  In  this  proceeding  he  was  much  out- 
done by  his  posterity,  who,  flourishing  through  six  generations  and  sixteen  succeft- 
sions,  continually  increased  their  power  and  greatness  by  encroachments  upon  the 
rights  of  government,  till  at  length  they  acquired  and  retained  the  strange  privilege, 
that  the  Earls  of  Desmond  should  never  come  to  any  Parliament  or  Grand  Council, 
nor  within  any  walled  town,  but  at  their  own  will  and  pleasure.  Waging  f^qnent 
war  against  the  state,  they  were  sometimes  successful  and  sometimes  overpowered  ; 
one  of  them,  Thomas,  8th  Enrl,  was  beheaded  in  1467,  but  his  estates  and 
honours  were  restored  to  his  son  James,  9th  Earl.  Gerald,  16th  Earl,  one  of  the 
greatest  subjects  in  Europe,  was  attainted  in  1582,  and  forfeited  his  prodigious 
estate,  which  commanded  nearly  four  counties,  his  lands,  whereupon  were  several 
strong  castles,  extending  1 10  miles  in  length.  His  son  James,  17th  Earl,  was  re- 
stored in  blood  and  honours,  but  d.  tinm,  in  1601,  and  with  him  ended  the  acknow- 
ledged line  of  the  Earls  of  Desmond.  The  father  of  the  16th  Earl,  had,  however, 
by  a  former  marriage,  a  son  Thon>as,  older  than  Gerald,  his  successor ;  this  Thomas 
he  disinherited,  and  his  son  James,  on  the  death  of  the  17th  Earl,  assumed  the  title, 
but  d.  in  the  Tower,  without  issue,  in  1608 ;  his  brother  John  was  afterwards  called 
Earl  of  Desmond,  and  left  an  only  son  Gerald,  called  also  Earl  of  Desmond,  an 
officer  in  the  Imperial  army,  who  d.  in  Germany  in  1632,  without  issue,  and  waa  the 
last  who  bore  this  title. 

John,  7th  Lord  Oflaley,  elder  brother  of  the  1st  Earl  of  Desmond,  having  a  per- 
sonal quarrel  with  William  Vesey,  Lord  of  Kildare,  Lord  Justice  of  Ireland,  laid 
his  complaints  before  King  Edwaro  I.,  and  challenged  Vesey  to  single  combat.  The 
latter,  not  approving  this  mode  of  settling  the  question,  took  refuge  in  France,  when 
the  King  gave  judgment  in  favour  of  the  Lord  Offaley,  and  granted  to  him  the  Lord- 
ship of  Kildare  and  divers  other  lands  thus  forfeited  by  Vesey;  in  May  1316,  he 
was  created  Earl  of  Kildare,  and  d.  in  September  the  same  year.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  Thomas,  2nd  Earl,  who  d.  in  1328,  leaving  two  sons.  Richard, 
3rd  Earl,  the  eldest,  succeeded  his  father,  and  d.  at  twelve  years  of  age  in  1829, 
leaving  the  title  to  his  only  surviving  brother  Maurick,  4th  Earl,  Lord  Justice  of 
Ireland.  That  nobleman  d.  in  1390,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Gerald,  5th 
Earl,  to  whom,  in  1410,  succeeded  his  son  John,  6th  Earl;  he  d  in  1427,  and« 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  Thomas,  7th  ^arl.  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  who  d,  in 
1478,  when  his  son  Gerald,  8th  Earl,  succeeded. 

The  lives  of  all  these  nobles  were  (Missed  in  continual  wars,  sometimes  with  the 
Irish  Chieftains,  and  sometimes  with  the  English  government,  with  various  success, 
of  course,  but,  upon  the  whole,  with  progressively  increasing  power,  till  this 
Gerald,  8th  'Carl,  became  so  formidable  that  the  Kings  of  England  considered  that 
the  safest  means  of  retaining  him  and  the  whole  of  their  Irish  conquests  in  subjec- 
tion, would  be  to  delegate  Uieir  authority  to  him.  He  was  accordingly,  at  several 
times,  for  thirty-three  years,  chief  governor  of  Ireland,  and  once,  in  that  capacity, 
levied  actual  war  against  King  Henry  VII.,  in  aid  of  the  impostor  Lambert  Simnel, 
professing  to  bo  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  son  of  Geoi^,  Duke  of  Clarence,  brother  of 
King  Edward  IV.,  whom  Henry  retained,  at  this  time,  a  close  prisoner  in  the  Tower. 
The  E^l  of  Kildare,  Lord  Deputy,  assisted  at  the  coronation  of  this  youth  by  the 
name  of  Ejng  Edward  VI.,  which  was  performed  with  great  solemnity,  in  1487,  by 
the  Archbishop  of  Dublin,  in  Christ  Church,  Dublin,  in  presence  of  many  Anglo- 
Irish  nobles,  who  entertained  a  particular  regard  for  the  Prince  thus  represented, 
horn  his  having  been  bom  amongst  them  when  his  fiither  was  deputy  of  Ireland. 
The  whole  island  followed  the  example  of  the  capital,  and  not  a  sword  was  raised 
on  behalf  of  Henrt^  crown  ;  but  when,  emboldened  by  this  success,  they  ventured 
on  an  invasion  of  England,  assisted  by  two  thousand  G^ermans,  fimiished  by  the 
Duchess  of  Buivundy  and  some  English  malcontents,  the  anoy  thus  raised,  and 
commanded  by  tibe  E^arl  of  Lincoln,  experienced  a  total  defeat  at  Stoke,  in  Notting- 
hamshire ;  Lsmnbert  Simnel  was  taken  prisoner,  and  the  Elarl  of  Lincoln,  together 
with  Thomas  Fitz-Gendd,  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  brother  of  the  Earl  of  Kildare, 
mt  killed.  Sir  Richard  Edgecumbe,  comptroller  of  the  King^  household,  was 
now  sent  into  Ireland  to  teoeive  anew  the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  fidelity ;  a  general 
amnesty  was  granted ;  the  Earl  of  Kildare  made  his  submission  ;  witii  many  other 
of  the  chief  nobles  he  was  required  to  attend  the  King,  who,  after  laying  before 
them  all  the  particalan  of  the  imposture,  as  confieawd  by  Simnel,  and  reproadi- 
ing  them  that  they  would  at  last  crown  apes,  dismissed  them  all  with  aanTanoei  of 
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his  favour  upon  their  future  good  behiiviour,  and  continued  the  Earl  of  Kildure 
as  his  Deputy.  It  was  not  long,  however,  before  cause  of  fresh  suspicion  arose 
on  the  appearance  of  Perkin  Warbeck,  counterfeiting  Richard,  Duke  of  York,  and 
the  Earl,  as  a  known  adherent  of  the  house  of  York,  was  removed  from  his  high 
office.  He  now  fell  into  some  very  irregular  proceedings ;  was  attainted  of  high< 
treason,  and  his  motto,  '^  Crom  a  Boo,"  with  others  of  a  simile  nature,  used 
by  some  powerful  families,  were  suppressed  by  law.  He  was  again  summoned 
to  England  to  answer  for  the  various  misdemeanours  he  was  alleged  to  have  com- 
mitted. When  accused  before  the  King  and  Council,  of  burning  the  church  of 
Cashe),  and  expected  to  defend  himself  against  the  charge,  he  not  only  confessed 
the  fact,  but  averred  that  he  should  never  have  burnt  the  church  had  he  not  be- 
lieved the  Archbishop  was  in  it.  While  tlic  Council  was  astonished  at  the  bold- 
ness of  this  declaration,  the  King  professed  himself  convinced  that  a  man  of  so 
open  a  character  could  not  be  guilty  of  the  conspiracies  chaiged  against  him  ;  but 
the  Bishop  of  Meath,  his  chief  accuser,  continuing  to  urge  against  him  sundry  im- 
portant matters,  the  Earl  waved  the  inquiry  by  asserting  that  ne  was  not  sufficiently 
learned  to  answer.  The  King  thereupon  required  him  to  choose  a  coimsellor,  to 
which  he  consented,  provided  he  was  flowed  to  command  the  services  of  the  good 
fellow  he  should  name ;  the  King  assured  him  that  he  should,  adding,  it  behoved 
him  to  choose  very  good  counsel,  for  he  doubted  his  cause  was  very  l^.  '^  I  will 
choose,"  said  the  Earl,  ^  the  best  counsel  in  England,"  and  named  the  King  himself, 
who,  pleased  with  the  fireedom,  undertook  the  cause.  The  Bishop  still  persevering 
in  his  complaints,  concluded  with  the  observation,  ^'  You  see  what  a  man  he  is,  all 
Ireland  cannot  rule  him."  "  Then,"  replied  the  King,  "  it  is  meet  that  he  rule  all 
Ireland :"  and  so  terminated  this  curious  investigation.  The  f^rl  was  sent  back 
to  Ireland,  restored  to  his  honours,  estate,  and  vice-regal  command,  and  thence- 
forth conducted  himself  as  a  loyal  subject,  expending  his  restlessness  upon  the  Irish 
in  hostility  to  the  English  pale,  over  whom  he  gained  several  important  victories,  his 
very  name  being  described  as  more  terrible  to  the  Irish  than  an  army.  In  the  year 
1490,  he  received,  as  a  present  of  great  rarity  and  value,  from  Germany,  six  hand- 
guns or  muskets,  with  which  his  guard  were  armed  when  they  stood  sentinels  before 
his  residence  of  Thomas-Court.  He  was  continued  by  King  Henry  VIII.  in  his 
office  of  Deputy,  and  d.  in  1513,  from  the  effect  of  a  wound  he  had  received  in 
battle  some  time  before,  against  the  0'*Mores  of  Leix.  In  his  more  advanced  years, 
repenting  of  his  former  outrages  against  religion,  he  rebuilt  the  church  of  Cashcl 
^which  he  had  formerly  burnt. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Gerald,  9th  Earl,  who  was  appointed  Deputy  of 
Ireland,  in  his  father^s  room,  and  was  eminently  successful  in  reducing  the  Irish  to 
subjection;  being,  however,  vehemently  opposed  by  the  jealousy  of  the  Anglo-Irish 
nobility,  he  was  superseded,  in  1519,  by  the  appointment  of  Thomas  Ilow^ard,  Earl 
of  Surrey,  to  be  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  A  great  feud  breaking  out  between  liim 
and  the  Butlers,  with  the  Earl  of  Ormond  at  their  head,  his  Lordship,  who  had  been 
reinstated  in  his  office  of  Deputy  in  1524,  was  summoned  to  E.*gland,  in  1526,  and 
committed  to  the  Tower  till  he  should  clear  himself  of  the  offences  imputed  to  him 
by  Ormond  •,  Cardinal  Wolsey  being  opposed  to  him,  it  was  not  till  1530  that  he  ob- 
tained his  release  and  returned  to  Ireland.  Here  he  continued  his  hostilities  against 
the  Irish  chiefii  and  the  Butlers,  and  was  again  appointed  Lord  Deputy  in  1532; 
but  his  proceedings  tending  rather  to  embroil  the  country  than  to  its  good  govern- 
ment, he  was  again  required  to  repair  to  England  with  permission  to  name  a 
Deputy  in  his  ab^ce.  He  appointed  his  son,  Thomas,  Lord  Offaley,  to  this  im- 
portant office,  and  departed,  furnishing  all  his  castles  with  artillery  and  munition  of 
war  out  of  the  King^s  stores.  This  act  being  construed  as  an  intention  of  levying 
war  against  the  King,  and  his  affairs  in  England  wearing  an  unfavourable  appear- 
ance, a  report  was  spread  in  Ireland  that  the  Earl  was  beheaded,  and  that  the 
same  fate  was  intended  for  his  son  and  brothers ;  the  Lord  Offaley,  resigning  his 
government,  entered  into  open  rebellion,  laid  siege  to  Dublin,  engaged  and  de- 
feated several  detachments  sent  to  its  aid,  and  maintained  a  fierce  war  for  several 
nionths,  but  was  at  length  totally  defeated  near  Naas,  made  prisoner,  and  with 
his  five  uncles  sent  to  England,  where  all  six  were  executed  at  Tyburn,  2  Feb. 
1536.  The  Earl,  his  father,  d,  before  him  in  the  Tower,  in  Dec.  1534,  oppressed 
with  grief  at  the  tidings  of  his  inconsiderate  rebellion,  and  with  his  son  and  brothers, 
was  attainted  of  high  treason,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  in  May  1536.  He  Icfc  three 
sons ;  viz. 

1  Thomas,  Lord  Offaley,  whose  unfortunate  history  has  been  related,  but  who 
succeeded  his  father  as  lOth  Earl,  the  act  of  attainder  not  having  passed  till  after 
his  own  decease. 
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2  Gbrald,  who,  Ijeing  restored  to  the  title,  was  11th  Earl. 

3  Edward,  father  of  Gkrald,  14th  Earl;  and  of  Thomas,  whose  son  Gkorgk 
liecame  the  IGth  Earl. 

Gbrald,  11th  Earl,  being  but  10  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  father^  death, 
was  preserved  from  the  enmity  of  King  Henry  VIII.,  by  the  care  of  his  female 
relatives  and  of  his  tutor  Thomas  Leverons,  his  father's  foster-brother ;  but  strict 
search  being  made  for  him  in  Ireland,  he  was  conveyed  to  the  Continent,  and  wan- 
dered from  Court  to  Court,  requisitions  from  England  for  his  surrender  still  following 
him  everywhere,  till  at  length  Cardinal  Reginald  Pole,  a  near  relation  of  his  mother 
(the  Lady  Elizabeth  Grey,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Marquis  of  Dorset)  sent  for  him 
into  Italy,  and  took  charge  of  the  completion  of  his  education.  After  the  death  of 
Henry  VII L  he  returned  to  England,  obtained  from  Edward  VI.  a  grant  of  part 
of  his  estates  ;  and,  on  his  benefactor.  Cardinal  Pole's  restoration  to  the  country  by 
Queen  Mary^s  accession,  was  reinstated  in  all  his  honours  and  estates.  In  the  reigii 
of  Queen  Elizabeth,  the  act  of  attainder  against  his  father,  brother,  and  uncles  was 
repealed.  He  proved  a  faithful  servant  of  the  Crown,  and  was  extremely  active  in 
suppressing  its  Irish  opponents.     He  d.  in  1585,  having  had  three  sons,  viz. 

1  Gerald,  Lord  Offaley,  who  d.  before  his  father  in  1580,  leaving  an  only  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  Lettice,  who  was  created  Baroness  Ofialey,  for  life ;  she  m.  Sir  Robert 
Digby,  carried  considerable  property  into  that  family,  and  was  mother  of  the  first 
Lord  Digby. 

2  Henry,  12th  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  father,  and  left  a  daughter,  Bridget,  m. 
1st,  to  Rory  O'Donel,  created  Earl  of  Tyrconnel ;  and  2ndly,  to  Nicholas  Barne- 
wall,  1st  Viscount  Kingsland  ;  he  d,  without  issue  male  in  1597. 

3  William,  who  succeeded  his  brother  as  13th  Earl  ;  he  was  drowned  in  his 
passage  from  England  to  Ireland  in  1599,  and  d.  unm. 

Gerald,  14th  Earl,  eldest  son  of  Edward  Fitz-Gerald,  brother  of  the  11th  E^rl, 
succeeded.  He  d.  in  1612,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  infant  son  Gerald,  15th  Earl, 
who  d.  in  1G20,  in  the  9th  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  cousin  George,  16th  Earl,  only  surviving  son  of 
Thomas,  brother  of  the  14th  Earl;  he  was  b.  in  1611,  and  was  consequently  of  the 
same  age  as  the  last  Earl.  His  Lordship  opposed  the  Irish  rebels  with  [all  his 
power,  and  was  a  great  sufferer  in  the  troubles  produced  by  their  general  insurrection 
in  1641.     He  d.  in  1660,  leaving  two  surviving  sons  : 

1  Wentworth,  17th  Earl,  his  successor;  he  d.  in  1664,  leaving  an  infant 
son,  .John,  18th  Earl,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1707. 

2  Robert  Fitz-Gerald,  who  having  incurred  suspicion  from  the  government  of 
King  James  II.,  was  in  confinement  in  Dublin  Castle,  when  the  news  of  the  victory 
of  the  Boyne  instantaneously  set  him  at  liberty,  and  operated  a  general  revolution 
in  the  city.  Mr.  Fitz-Gerald,  who  was  considered  by  the  Protestants  as  a  sort  of 
martyr  to  their  cause,  immediately  acquired  a  powerfril  influence  over  them,  and  by 
the  energy  of  his  measures,  prevented  all  the  excesses  into  which  the  two  parties 
were  ready  to  break  out,  and  preserved  the  peace  of  the  city,  for  which  he  received 
the  public  thanks  of  King  William  on  his  arrival  in  Dublin.  He  d,  in  1698,  leav- 
ing two  sons :  1  George,  who  d.  unm.  very  shortly  after  his  father ;  2  Robert,  who 
succeeded  as  19th  Earl  of  Kildare,  and  d,  in  1744. 

He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son  Jambs,  20th  Earl,  who  was  created, 
in  1747,  Viscount  Leinster,  of  Taplow,  Co.  Bucks,  in  the  Peerage  of  Great  Britain  ; 
also,  in  1761,  Marquis  of  Kildare  and  Earl  of  Oflfaley,  and  in  1766  Dukx  of 
Leinster,  in  Ireland.  He  was  b.  29  May  1722,  and  d,  19  Nov.  1773;  having  m. 
7  Feb.  1747,  Lady  Mary  Lennox,  3rd  daughter  of  Charles,  2nd  Duke  of  Richmond, 
who  m.  2ndly,  in  1774,  William  Ogilvie,  Esq.,  and  d,  27  March  1814.  By  this  hidy 
the  Duke  had  eighteen  children,  for  whom  see  7%e  Peerage  Volume^  His  Grace  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son, ,  Willlam-Robert,  2nd  Dure,  to  whom,  in 
1804,  succeeded  his  eldest  son  Aih^ustus-Frederick,  present  and  3rd  Duke. 
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LEITRIM,  EARL  OF.    (Clements.) 

Peer  of  Ireland  and  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Ha  Lordihip's  tamilj  iaoriginallj  from  Fmnce,  where  Albert  Clements,  one  or  his 
■ncealon,  is  said  to  have  been  a  Marshal  in  1 183.  His  descendants  were  settled  in 
the  county  of  Cavan  in  Ireland,  at  the  period  oF  Cromwell's  usujpatioD. 

Robert  Clements  was  altainled  by  the  Irish  Par! lament  conioked  by  King  Jahm 
II.  in  1689,  but  vas  restored  to  his  estates  in  Cavan  on  the  establishment  of  the 
goTemment  of  King  Wii.li*ii,  and  appointed  Deputy  Vice  Treasurer  of  Ireland. 
He  m.  Hary,  eldest  daughter  of  Theophilug  Sandford,  Esq.,  an  ancestor  of  the 
Lords  MouDt-Sandford;  by  whom  he  hod  three  sons ;  I  The  Kight  Hon.  Theo^ht- 
lua  Clemeals,  a  Privy  Counsellor  and  Teller  of  the  Exchequer  in  Ireland,  he  d.  with- 
out inue.  S  Robert,  who  d.  in  1723,  leaving  a  son  Henry,  who  d.  without  issue 
in  1747.  3TheRightHon.Nathani«lCtementa,  Deputy  Vice  Treasurer  of  Ireland, 
and  a  Teller  of  the  Exchequer,  who  ultimately  became  the  r«>resentative  of  the 
bmily,  and  by  his  marriage  with  Hannah,  daughter  of  the  Very  Rev.  William  Gore, 
Dean  of  Down,  was  lather  of 

RoBEKT  Clkhints  Esq.,  created,  in  17B3,  Baron  Leitrim  of  Manor  Hamilton, 
Co.  Leitrim  ;  in  1793,  Viscount  Leilrim  ;  and  in  1795,  E*aL  of  LKrraiM.  He  d.  in 
1804,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  Nathaniel,  present  and  '2nd  Earl,  who 
was  created  a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1831,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Clements 
of  Kilmacrenan,  Co.  Donegal.

OALFHin  do  Malerille,  who  founded  the  church  of  Melville  in  the  raign  of  Mal- 
colm IV.,  is  the  Erat  of  this  bmily  on  record,  but  whether  of  Anglo-Norman,  or 
as  it  is  said  by  some,  of  Hungarian  origin,  is  not  ascertained.

Sir  John  Melville  of  Ruith,  14th  from  him,  was  one  of  the  tint  who  embraceil 
the  reformed  relig'on.  At  the  time  of  the  war  lietween  "King  Hbnry  VIII.  and  the 
Scottish  government,  in  the  minority  of  Queen  Marv,  all  correspondence  licing 
forbidden  between  the  two  kingdoms,  a  letter  from  this  Sir  John  Melville  to  his 
son,  who  was  in  England  for  his  education,  was  intercepted,  and  the  Catholic  party 
then  in  power  had  him  taken  up,  and  upon  this  trifling  incident,  tried  and  executed 
for  high  treason  in  15-19.     He  left  several  sons,  of  whom  the  three  eldest  were, 

1  John  Melville  of  Raith,  his  successor,  grandfather  of  John,  3rd  Lord,  who 
was  ancestor  of  all  the  Earls  of  Melville. 

2  Sir  Robert  Melville  of  Murdocamy,  a  Privy-Counsellor  to  King  Jamks  VI. ; 
he  was  appointed  Ambassador  to  England  in  1.5(j'2,  and  again  in  15C7,  to  endeavour 
to  prevent  the  execution  of  Q,ueen  Mary.  lie  discharged  that  commission  with 
such  fidelity  and  zeal,  that  Queen  Elizaukth,  highly  offended,  threatened  his  life, 
and  would  have  imprisoned  him,  but  that  his  colleague,  the  Master  of  Gray,  had 
sufficient  influence  with  her  to  prevent  this  violation  of  the  international  law.  He 
was  created  in  1616,  Baron  Mklvillb  of  Monymail,  with  remainder,  foiling  his 
issue  male,  to  the  heirs  male  of  John,  his  elder  brother.  He  d,  in  1621,  leaving 
one  son,  Robert,  2nd  Lord,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1635. 

3  Sir  James  Melville  of  Hallhill,  Co.  Fife,  the  well-known  ambassador  from 
Mary  to  Elizabsth,  a  Privy-Counsellor  to  James  VI.  He  d.  in  1617,  leaving 
male  issue. 

John,  3rd  Lord,  son  of  John  Melville  of  Ruith,  and  grandson  of  John,  elder 
brother  of  the  first  Lord,  succeeded,  on  the  extinction  of  the  male  issue  of  the 
fSrst  Lord,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  patent ;  he  d.  in  1643,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  son  George,  4th  Lord.  Firmly  attached  to  the  Presbyterian 
worship,  and  weary  with  the  oppression  to  which  that  profession  was  subjected 
during  the  reign  of  Charles  II.,  he  was  in  London,  holding  some  clandestine 
intercourse  with  the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  when  the  detection  of  the  Ryehouse  Plot 
warned  him  to  make  a  timely  esca])e  into  Holland  ;  thence  he  accompanied  the 
Duke  of  Monmouth  on  his  &tal  expedition  to  England  in  1685,  and  had  again  the 
good  fortune  to  escape  on  the  discomfiture  of  that  enterprise.  He  returned  to 
England  with  King  William  :  his  forfeiture  was  rescinded,  and  his  estates  restored  ; 
he  was  created  in  1690,  Earl  of  Melville,  Viscount  of  Kircaldy,  Lord  Raith, 
Monymail,  and  Balwearie  ;  and  he  continued  high  in  fhvour  and  office  to  the  end  of 
that  Monarches  life,  when  he  finally  retired  from  public  business.  He  d.  in  1707. 
His  marriage  with  the  heiress  of  the  Earldom  of  Leven  brought  that  title,  of  which 
some  account  must  now  be  given,  into  his  family. 

Seventh  in  descent  from  George  Leslie  of  Balquhain,  4th  son  of  Sir  Andrew  Lesb'e 
of  Rothes,  ancestor  of  the  family  of  Leslie,  Earls  of  Rothes,  was  Alexander  Les- 
lie, 1st  Earl  of  Leven,  so  created  in  1641,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  what- 
soever. He  early  embraced  the  profession  of  arms,  and  by  that  excellent  judge  of 
military  ability,  Gustavus  Adolphus,  King  of  Sweden,  was  promoted  to  the  rank 
of  Field-Manual,  for  his  eminent  services  in  the  German  wars.  He  continued, 
after  that  King^s  death,  in  the  service  of  Queen  Christina,  reaping  glory  from  his 
successfVil  enterprises,  till  invited  into  Scotland  in  1639  by  the  Covenanters,  to  take 
the  command  of  their  rebellious  army ;  he  stormed  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh  and 
brought  the  forces  assembled  at  Dunse  Law  into  the  most  efficient  state  of  military 
discipline,  but  by  the  pacification  which  ensued,  both  parties  agreed  to  disband.  The 
peace  was,  however,  of  short  duration  ;  a  fresh  army  was  raised ;  General  Leslie 
was  appointed  Conunander-in- Chief  *,  he  invaded  England  in  Aug.  1640,  routed  the 
royal  army  at  Newbum,  and  obtained  military  possession  of  the  counties  of  Nor- 
thumberland and  Durham ;  a  cessation  of  hostilities  was  agreed  upon,  and  a  treaty 
followed,  which  was  ratified  in  1641,  and  General  Leslie  was  created  Lord  Balgonj 
and  Earl  of  Leven.  In  1643  he  was  i^pointed  General  of  the  Scotch  forces  sent 
to  the  assistance  of  the  English  Parliament,  and  defeated  the  Royalists  at  Marston 
Moor  in  the  following  year;  but  when  an  army  was  raised  in  1648,  for  the  rescue 
of  the  King,  the  Earl  of  Leven  refused  to  take  the  command :  being,  nevertheless, 
Bu^ected  of  an  intention  to  join  that  preparing  for  the  assistance  of  Charles  II. 
in  1651,  be  was  surprised  by  a  detachment  from  the  garrison  at  Dundee,  and  carried 
prisoner  to  the  Tower  of  London,  but  was  released  at  the  intercession  of  the  Queen 
of  Sweden  in  1654.  He  </.  in  1661,  having  had  two  sons,  who  both  <f.  before  him  : 
Gustavus,  the  eldest,  without  issue ;  and  Alexander  Loitl  Balgony,  the  youngest, 
leaTing  a  son  and  a  daughter,  vis.  Alexander,  2nd  EIarl,  and  Catbkrine,  at  Imgth 
C0UNTB88  of  Lbven,  the  wife  of  the  Ist  Earl  of  Melville. 

Alexakdbr,  2nd  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather,  d,  in  1664  ;  he  left  two 
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dauflhterB,  wlii)  succenivel]'  inherited  hid  title,  vii.  Mahoarit,  Srd  Cavursait,  who 
n.  in  167 4,  the  Hon.  Fmncis  Mantgomery.^nd  aon  of  Hugh.Tth  Eail  of  Eglintoun, 
but  d,  in  minority,  the  aanie  year,  without  inue  ;  and  Cathahini,  1th  Countim, 
whod.  unm.  in  1706. 

C.iTiiiuiTNM,  her  aunt,  only  daughter  of  Lord  Balgony,  succeeded  her  as  Sth 
Countess;  she  m.,  as  before  oheeircd,  Gbokqe,  lat  Earl  of  Mblvillr,  and  d.  in 
1713,  leariDg  tvo  surviving  sona ;  Dav[D,  who  lucceedcd  hci  as  Gth  Eakl  of 
LivtN,  and  his  fother  as  'iaa  Earl  of  Mrlvilli  ;  and  James,  wlio  left  male  iaue. 

David,  6th  Bahl,  d.  in  1728;  he  had  two  sons,  of  whom  the  eldest,  George, 
Lord  Balgony,  d,  befbre  him  in  1721,  leaving  one  son  David,  7th  Earl,  who  mic- 
coeded  his  grandfather,  and  d.  in  his  1  Sth  year:  and  Albxindih,  the  younger  son, 
succeeded  his  nephew,  Bs  8th  Eahl  in  1729,  and  rf.  in  1754,lenyingtwosonB  :  Davii>, 
9th  Eakl;  and  Lieut- General  the  Hon.  Aleiflnder  Leslie,  who  served  with  high  dis- 
tinction in  the  AmericHn  war,  and  was  second  in  command  to  Lord  ComwoUis  at  the 
bftttle  of  Ouildford  in  1781  ;  he  d.  27  Dec.  179'!  ;  leaving  by  his  mairioge  23  Dec. 
1760,  with  Mary,  2nd  daughter  of  Walter  TuUidelph,  Esq.,  who  d.  U  Dec.  1761. 
one  daughter,  for  whom  see  Tht  Peerage  Velume,

luavingtwo  sons  and  a  daughter,  viz  :

TiluHAK  Dkhtik,  E«q.,  Cspuin  of  HuM  Caatlc,  in  the  Istter  end  of  th«  reign  of 
HlNRV  VI I^  WHS  father  uf  Richard  Bertie,  Esq.,  who  had  the  good  fortune  to  many 
Katherine,  Ikiroiii!ss  WilloUKhby  de  Ercsb;,  vjdoii  of  Chnrles  Brandon,  Duke  of 
SufTulk,  and  daughter  miil  hi-ir  of  William  Willoughby,  7th  Lord  Willoughbj  dc 
Erecby.  ThU  Lady,  being  a  zealous  supporter  of  the  Reformation,  had  no  much 
cauii»  i>f  nbirm  when  the  persecution  of  the  Prote«tantg  became  a  ikvourite  meoAurc 
with  the  adkioen  uf  Queen  Marv,  that  Mr.  Bertie  found  it  neceawu';  to  make  with 
her  a  iirccigiitiitc  escape  to  the  Continent,  and  their  sulfbred  the  *everc«t  hardahipo 
during  their  lompulbory  trmcla.  The  Hansclown  of  Wesel  afforded  them  the  pro- 
tection they  requested,  and  there,  in  a  hired  lodging,  their  son  and  hrai  wu  bom, 
whn,  from  the  circumstances  of  his  parents  at  the  time,  received  the  name  of  Pere- 
grine. They  were  soon  afterwards  compelled  to  quit  their  retreat,  in  consequence 
of  learning  that  a  deiign  was  on  fbot  to  seiie  them  at  Wesel,  and  they  sought  refuge 
in  the  territories  of  tiiu  Elector  Talatine.  where  they  lived  in  obscurity  til!  their 

means  of  procuring  the  iiaiiiii  of  life  nearly  fkiled  them ;  in  this  emergency, 

it  fortunately  occurred  that  SiuiautiNO  II.,  King  of  Foland,  heard  of  their  dutretH, 
and  hospitably  invited  them  into  his  dominions ;  where  he  maintaiiied  them  in  secu- 
rity and  ease,  till  the  death  of  Queen  Marv  enabled  them  to  return  to  their  country. 
Mr.  Bertie  d.  in  158-2,  having  survived  his  Lady,  on  whose  death,  in  1580,  her  son. 
Peregrine,  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony  of  Willoughhy  de  Eresby.  He  was 
much  in  fhvour  with  Queen  Elizabeth,  served  witli  distinction  in  her  armies,  and 
attained  the  rank  of  General ;  he  if.  in  1601,  baving  n.  Mary,  daughter  of  John 
Vcre.  Eiirl  of  Oxford,  by  whom  he  was  fether  of 

ItiiiiKRT,  10th  Lord  Willoughhy  de  Eresby,  K.G.,  his  successor.  In  1625,  Lord 
Robert  inherited  fh)m  his  cousin  Henry,  IBth  Earl  of  Oiford,  the  hereditary  office 
of  Lord  Chomberhiin  of  England,  which,  ttora  the  reign  of  HknrT  II.,  had  been 
poseseed  bv  that  ancient  and  noble  lamily,  and  in  1 636,  was  created  EutL  of  Lind- 
Miv.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war,  he  was  appointed  General  of  the  Royal 
fhrccs,  received  his  death  wound,  and  was  made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Edgehill,  23 
Oct.  1643,  and  d.  the  same  night.  Two  of  his  eight  sons  also  (ell  in  the  King's  ser^ 
vice  hetore  this  Ihtnl  war  wiu  brought  to  a  close. 

HotJTJOi;,  2nd  Earl,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  was  l&ken  prisoner  at  Edgehill, 
in  a  fhiitless  attempt  to  rescue  his  father,  and  received  on  this  occnaon  from  King 
Chablkb  a  letter  of  condolence,  eipresiire  of  his  Majesty's  high  r^jard  fbr  the  de- 
ceased EarlV  memory,  and  grief  for  hia  Ion.  After  several  months'  imprisonment. 
Earl  Montagu  wns  libemtcd ;  he  commanded  the  King's  guards  in  several  battles, 
and  was  wounded  at  Nasehy  ;  he  attended  upon  the  King  to  the  last ;  and  when  he 
found  that  the  rebels  actually  intended  to  murder  their  Sovereign,  he,  the  Duke  of 
Richmond,  the  Marquis  of  Hertfort,  and  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  offend  them- 
selves to  suffer  in  his  stead,  as  the  Counsellois  who  bad  advised  all  the  measures  in-  . 
putcd  to  him  as  criminal.  Their  magnanimous  proposition,  however,  answered  no 
other  purpose  than  that  of  proeuring  them  the  me^choly  ntisfitction  of  intening 
his  remains.  He  continued  to  reside  in  England  during  the  interregnunii  rtnetly 
watchod  by  the  party  in  |ioweri  anil  after  the  restoration  was  elected  a  Knight  of 
the  Garter,  the  only  fiivour  he  received  fhuu  the  Crown.     He  rf.  in   1666,  having  v.

BoBMRT,  2Dd  Earl,  his  ion,  d,  in  1624 ;  baring  no  m>le  i«ue,  be  had  obtained  a 
confirmation  of  his  title  to  the  Lady  Anni,  his  eldest  daughter,  and  the  hun  male 
of  herbodj  ;  shem.  William,  eldest  son  of  Robibt,  1st  EUmL  of  Ancbdii. 

Balph  KeiT,  the  first  on  record  of  the  House  of  Femihiitf,  settled  in  Teiiotdale 
about  1330. 

The  6th  ftom  him  was  Sir  Andrew  Kerr,  of  Fenuhirst,  who  was  maeh  diitin- 
mlihed  in  the  reigns  of  Jahis  IT.  and  V.  for  his  reairtaoce  to  the  power  of 
the  BohUn,  and  paitieularlj  for  hii  giClant  defence  of  his  castle 
■gajnat  the  Eari  of  Sorrej  and  Lord  Dacre,  to  whom,  after  a  long 


.Bn^and  n 
of  Fenribii 
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siege,  he  was  compelled  to  surrender  it  in  Sept.  15*23.     He  d.  in  1545,  leaving  two 
sons: 

1  Sir  John,  who  retook  his  castle  of  Fcmihirst-  from  the  English,  by  storm,  in 
1549,  and  is  accused  of  being  accessory,  with  Sir  Walter  Kerr,  to  the  nocturnal 
murder  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  of  Branxholm,  in  the  streets  of  Edinburgh,  in  1552 ; 
he  d,  in  1562.  His  eldest  son.  Sir  Thomas,  was  a  loyal  and  active  adherent  of 
Queen  Mary ;  he  joined  her  at  Hamilton,  after  her  escape  fVom  Lochleven  in  1568  ; 
and  the  defeat  of  Langside  having  frustrated  all  hope  of  serving  her  in  Scotland,  he, 
in  conjunction  with  Sir  Walter  Scott,  of  Buccleugh,  carried  fire  and  sword  into 
England,  in  hopes  of  rendering  her  some  assistance  there  ;  the  Lord  Hunsdon  and 
the  Earl  of  Sussex,  in  retaliation,  demolished  the  castle  of  Femihirst,  and  laid 
waste  the  adjacent  country.  He  joined  the  gallant  Kirkaldy  in  the  defence  of  the 
castle  of  Edinburgh,  whither  he  removed  the  charter  chest  of  his  family,  which,  on 
the  surrender  of  the  fortress  to  the  Regent  Morton,  was  seized  and  never  recovered. 
He  was  then  obliged  to  take  refuge  in  France,  but  was  permitted  to  return  with  a 
fUll  pardon  as  soon  as  Jamics  VI.  assumed  the  reins  of  government.  In  1585, 
having,  as  Warden  of  the  middle  marches,  met  the  English  Warden  on  the  borders, 
a  f^ay  took  place,  in  which  Sir  Francis  Russell,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Bedford,  was 
killed;  he  was,  to  appease  Queen  Elizabeth,  committed  to  ward  in  Aberdeen, 
where  he  d,  in  1586.  His  youngest  son  was  the  celebrated  and  infamous  flivourite 
of  King  James  I.,  Robert  Kerr,  created  Viscount  Rochester  in  1612,  and  Earl  of 
Somerset  in  1613  ;  imprisoned  in  the  Tower,  and  convicted,  in  1616,  of  the  murder 
of  Sir  Thomas  Overbury,  but  pardoned  in  1624 ;  he  </.,  without  issue  male,  in 
1645,  having  m.  Lady  Frances  Howard,  the  divorced  wife  of  Robert  Devereux, 
Earl  of  Essex.  The  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Kerr  of  Femihirst,  and  elder  brother 
of  the  Earl  of  Somerset,  was  Sir  Andrew,  created,  in  1622,  Lord  Jedburgh, 
with  remainder  to  his  heirs  male.  He  d.  in  1628  without  issue,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  next  brother.  Sir  James,  2nd  Lord  ;  he  d.  in  1 645,  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son  Robert,  3rd  Lord,  who  obtained,  in  1670,  a  charter,  limiting  the  title  to 
William,  Lord  Newbottle,  eldest  son  of  Robert,  4th  Earl,  afterwards  Marquis  of 
Lothian,  and,  after  him,  to  the  eldest  son  of  the  E^l  of  Lothian,  for  the  time,  as 
a  distinct  Peerage  for  ever.  He  d.  in  1692,  when  the  male  line  of  Sir  John,  eldest 
son  of  the  above  Sir  Andrew  Kerr  of  Fernihirst,  became  extinct,  and  the  Barony 
devolved  on  the  said  Willlam,  Lord  Newbottle,  eldest  son  of  Robert,  4th  Earl,' 
afterwards  1st  Marquis  of  Lothun. 

2  Robert  Kerr,  of  Ancrum,  d,  in  1588;  his  son  and  successor,  William,  was 
assassinated  in  1590,  by  Robert  Kerr,  the  younger,  of  Cessford,  when  the  disputes 
about  seniority  between  the  houses  of  Ceskbrd  and  Femihirst  were  at  the  highest. 
Sir  Robert  Kerr,  his  eldest  son,  was  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber  to  King 
Charles  I.,  by  whom  he  was  created,  in  1633,  Earl  of  Ancrum,  Lord  Kerr  of 
Nisbet,  Long  Newton,  and  Dolphingston,  with  remainder  to  his  issue  male  by  his 
2nd  marriage,  failing  which  to  his  heirs  male.  He  was  faithful  to  his  Royal  master 
throughout  all  his  troubles,  and,  after  his  murder,  was  compelled  to  take  refUge  in 
Holland ;  there,  having  sacrificed  all  his  means  in  his  Sovereign's  cause,  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  days  in  solitude  and  poverty,  all  his  afflictions  being  aggravated 
by  the  reflection,  that  his  favourite  son,  the  Earl  of  Lothian,  had  taken  up  arms 
in  opposition  to  the  sacred  cause  in  which  he  himself  was  so  severely  suffering.  He 
d,  in  1654,  leaving  two  sons  ;  viz. : 

By  the  1st  marriage, 

1  William,  who  w.  the  above-mentioned  Lady  Anne,  Countess  of  Lo- 

thlan,  and  was  created  Elarl  of  Lothian  in  1631. 

By  the  2nd  marriage, 

2  Charles,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  2nd  Earl  of  Ancrum,  and  on  whose 

death  without  issue,  the  title  devolved  on  his  nephew,   Robert,  4th 
Earl  of  Lothian,  and  3rd  Earl  of  Ancmm,  afterwards  created  Marquis 

of  LOTIILAN. 

William,  Earl  of  Lothian,  the  eldest  son,  fVom  the  commencement  of  the 
differences  between  the  King  and  Parliament,  manifested  great  «cal  for  the  Cove- 
nant, and  was  engaged  in  all  the  actions  of  the  Scotch  army  till  1643,  when  he  was 
sent  on  a  mission  to  France,  and,  on  his  return,  repaired  to  Oxford  to  give  an 
account  of  his  embassy  to  the  King ;  here  he  was  arrested  on  an  unfounded  sus- 
picion of  treachery,  and  confined  for  several  months  in  Bristol  Castle.  In  the 
following  year  he  was  joined  with  the  Marquis  of  Argyll  in  command  of  the  forces 
sent  to  oppose  Montrose,  but  soon  surrendered  his  commission.  In  1648  he  pro- 
tested against  the  engagement  for  the  rescue  of  the  King,  but  as  soon  as  the  pro- 
position for  bringing  his  Majesty  to  trial  became  known,  he  was  one  of  the  com- 
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I'vliament  for  his  honest,  though  ineffectual,  efforts,  uid  for  the  solemn  prot««t  of 
abhorrence  and  detestation  irhich,  in  the  name  of  the  Scottish  nation,  he  had  mada 
aAoinat  the  proceedinpi  of  the  English  rulers,  and  was  soon  after  dispatched  to 
invite  King  Chaklis  II.  into  Scotland.  He  d.  In  1675,  leaving,  b;  the  Cduntdis 
of  Lothian,  his  consort,  besides  other  issue,  a  son  Charles,  ancestor  of  the  Kerrs  of 
Abbotnile,  still  existing  in  the  male  line  ;  and  his  cidett  son  and  heir, 

RoBUtT,  who  succeeded  hii  mother  as  llh  Earl  of  Lothian,  and  hk  undo, 
Charles.  3ud  Earl,  as  3rd  Earl  of  Ancrum.  He  was  created,  in  1701,  HAnaOBoT 
LuTBiAN,  and  d.  in  1703.  William,  3nd  Marquis  his  eldest  son  and  succesM>T, 
a  libertine  and  without  religion,  was,  howeier,  a  patriot,  and  an  active  supporter 
of  the  revolution  in  1G88.  He  d.  in  17'2^,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
William,  3rd  Maikiuib,  whose  2nd  son.  Lord  Robert  Kerr,  a  Captain  in  the  King's 
arm;,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Culloden.  The  3rd  Marquis  d.  in  1767,  and  va* 
succeeded  b;  his  eldest  son,  WiLLUH-HsNav,  4th  Har((L1b.  He  commanded  the 
caralr;  on  the  left  wing  of  the  Rojal  army  at  the  battle  of  Culloden  when  his  brother 
fell,  and  be  d.  in  177S. 

WiLLiAK-JoHH,  his  eldest  son,  5th  Mabquis,  succseded ;  he  was  b,  13  March 
1737.  and  m.  9  June  1763,  Eliiabeth,  only  daughter  of  Chicherier  Fortaacus,  Eeq., 
by  Eliiabeth,  eldest  daughter  of  Richard  Lord  Momington,  who  d.  30  Sept  1780. 
The  Harquis  d.  4  Jon.  IRI£,  and  was  succeeded  by  bis  eldert  son  Wu-liah,  6th 
Marquis  ;  who  was  raised  to  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom  by  the  title  of 
Banm  Kerr  of  Kemheugh,  in  1S21,  and  to  whom,  in  1 S24,  succeeded  his  eldest 
•on  JoHH-WiLLUU-RoBERT,  present  and  7th  Makquis. 


LOUDOUN,  COUNTESS  OF.    (CAMrBELL-RAWDON-HAsTiNCS.) 

PttTtti  nf  Seolland. 

Sir  Colin  More  Campbell,  the  common  ancestor  of  the  ftmitiei  of  Argyll,  Breadal' 
bane,  and  Loudoun,  was  &ther  of  Sir  Niel,  who  d.  in  1316;  and  of  Sir  Donald, 
trma  whom,  the  12th  in  paternal  deicrait,  was  Sib  Htioa  Cahfbbll,  treated  Lord 
Caupbill  of  Loudoun,  in  1601,  and  who  d.  in  1622.  His  only  son  George  if.  before 
him  in  1612,  leaving  a  daughter  and  beir,  Makoabw,  Babonds  of  Loudoun,  who 
succeeded  her  grandfiithcr. 

Prom  Sir  Niel,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Colin  Hote,  the  4th  in  deaeent,  *•■  Dnncan,  1st 
Lord  Campbell,  who  hod  two  sons  : 

1  Archibald,  ancestor  of  the  Duke  of  Argyll. 

2  Sir  Colin  ;  &tber  of  Sir  Duncan,  his  eldeM  son,  ancealor  of  the  Earl  of  Bi«a- 
dalbane,  and  of  John,  his  2Dd  son,  from  whom  deaoended,  in  tiie  5th  degree, 

SiK  John  Camfbill,  who  m.  HAROARn',  Bahonbm  or  Loudoun,  above  men- 
tioned, and  was  crated,  in  1 633,  Eakl  of  Loudoun,  Lord  Farrinywut  and  Hadiline. 
In  1640,  being  engaged  in  active  opposition  to  the  Court,  be  was  impiiaoned  in  the 
Tower  hj  the  King's  order,  on  account  of  a  letter  signed  by  him  ana  other  noblea  to 
the  King  of  Fnwce,  imploring  his  aseistance ;  he  was  however  eoon  after  libetated, 
at  the  intercMsion  of  the  Marquii  of  Hamilton.  His  Lordship  took  a  principal  part 
a^nst  the  B«y>l  authority  in  the  tnmbUs  that  ensued,  till,  h»*ing  been  one  of  the 
douniaionan  Kmt  to  treat  with  the  King  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  in  1647,  the  reeull  ef 
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that  treaty  proved  to  liim  nnil  hill  cotlcagurs,  the  Earli  of  Laudonlalc  and  LaiiBrk, 
that  the  party  now  in  power  in  KnRtand  had  ulterior  objocta  in  which  the  Scottiib 
nation  would  never  nrquiesrc,  uid  thu  engaiicmcnt  for  the  King's  rescue  was  imme- 
diately propoaed  and  adopted  ;  the  Karl  of  Loudoun  concurred  in  it,  but,  diwatistied 
with  his  aasociates  and  their  plana,  anon  withdrew.  After  the  defeat  of  Charlis  II. 
he  retired  to  (he  Highlnnila,  and  juiiieil  Lord  Glencaim  and  the  Royalists,  but,  on 
their  diBpemion,  submitted  to  General  Monk.    He  d.  in  1663. 

Jaheb.  2nd  Earl,  hia  eldest  son,  not  concurring  in  the  mcasum  of  Qovemment 
under  Chaklks  It.,  went  abroad,  and  >/.  at  Leyden  in   IGSl.     Two  of  hissoni  left 

1  IIuuH,  3rd  Earl,  his  euccesaor ;  he  obtained  a  confirniBtion  of  his  title*,  with 
remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  l>ody,  remainder  to  the  heira  whatsoever  of  the 
body  of  the  lit  Earl.  Med.  in  1731,  and  his  only  son  and  auecenor  Jouh,  4th  Earl, 
who  KTvcd  in  the  aimy  with  great  distinction  n^nst  the  rebels  in  1745,  and  com- 
manded in  chief  the  annj  opponed  to  the  French  in  America  in  the  yea»  I7fi6'7,  d. 
without  isnie  in  176*2,  when  the  issue  nf  his  father  became  extincL 

2  Liciit.-Oencml  Sir  James  Campbell,  of  Lawera,  served  in  the  army  under  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough,  and,  by  his  gallantry,  contributed  sigually  to  the  suceessflil 
inue  of  the  battle  of  MnlplaqueL  He  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Fontenoy,  where 
he  commanded  the  British  hoise,  30  April  lT4i.  His  only  son,  jAUas-Huiit, 
succeeded  as  5th  Earl,  and  din  1736,  leaving  an  only  child,  Flora-Hu»^ 
present  CouNTRas,  now  the  widow  of  Fiuncis  Rawdon- Hastings,  1st  Maiquis  of 
Hastings. 


LOUTH,  BAllON.     (Plunkett.) 

Peer  qf  Irtiand. 

This  ancient  femiiy,  of  which  Lord  Louth  is  the  chief,  is  of  Danish  extraction. 
Sir  Hugh  dc  Plunkelt  came  from  England  into  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  King  Hksbv 
II.,  and  was  ancestor  of  Jobn,  living  in  the  reign  of  Hinrv  III.,  who  had  two  sons, 
I  Jobn,  ancestor  of  Olcvrr,  1st  Loan  Loitth  ;  2  Uichard,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of 
Fingall  and  Dunsany, 

John  riunkett  of  Bewloy,  Co.  Louth,  the  eldest  son,  was  father  of  Richard,  his 
hrir,  and  grandbther  of  Waller  Plunkelt  of  Bewley,  who  was  sherifT  of  Louth  in 
U09,  and  d.  in  1436.  His  son  and  heir,  Walter,  was  snccenivelj  followed  by  hi* 
son  Walter,  his  grandson  Sir  John,  and  his  great  grandson  Sir  Patrick  Plunkctt  «f 
Kilfivan,  Bewtey,  and  Talanston,  Sheriff  of  Louth  in  1497.    He  d.  in  1508, 

Sir  Olivkb  Pti'Mttrr,  of  KilGiran,  his  son,  was  created  Babon  of  Loutb.  Co. 
Loutb,  in  1541  ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Thomas,  2nd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1574, 
leaving  two  sons:  Patrick,  Srd  Lord,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  d.  without 
issue  male  in  1575,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  brother  Olivik,  4th  Lonn,  who  d. 
in  1607,  and  was  Buccesaitely  followed  in  uninterrupted  paternal  descent  by  eight 
generations  of  Barons  to  the  present  Lord,  whose  grandfather  Olcvrr,  10th  LuKD, 
succeeded  in  17S4,  and  d.  4  March  1763;  having  m.  Hatgaret,  daughter  of  Luke 
Nettervilte,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  in  17S7,  he  had  the  inue  stated  in  The  PMragt 
Volume.  Having  survived  his  two  eldest  sons  Oliver  and  Luke,  he  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  surviving  son,  Tiiohah,  11th  Lord,  for  whom  see  7^  Peerage  fe- 
Itone,  tiither  of  Thuhas-Olivbh,  the  present  and  12lh  Lord,  who  succeeded  him  In 
1S23. 
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LOVAT,  BARON.    (Fraseh.) 

Pier  of  the  Uniled  Kingdom. 

Tm  sHinit;  of  the  tstaWy  of  LotbI  with  that  of  Saltoun  is  undoubted,  Hlthough  it 
cuinot  be  sccurately  traced.  The  first  agccrtaiaed  nnceitor  of  Lord  LoTat  u  Simon 
Fnaet,  who  with  his  brother  James  fell  at  the  battle  of  Holidon  Hill,  19  Jul;  1333. 
The  received  opinion  is  that  these  lirothers  were  the  sons  of  Sir  Aleiander  Frwer, 
■lain  St  Duplin,  (see  the  title  SALTOUN  in  thii  Volume,)  by  hii  marriage  with  Lad; 
Mar;  Druce,  lister  of  King  Robirt  I.  But  this  ig  inconsistent  with  the  &ct  upon 
record  that  this  Simon  Finser  was  it  married  man  in  1330,  at  Sir  Nie!  Campbell  of 
Loehow,  the  let  hualiand  of  (he  Lady  Mary  Bruce  d.  in  1316.  It  ia  therefine  proba- 
ble that  he  was  the  brother  rather  than  the  son  of  the  aboTe-meDtioncd  distinguished 

He  left  an  inbnt  son  Hugh,  who  is  styled  Dominus  de  Lorat,  and  Ls  nippoKd  to 
hare  been  created  a  Peer  of  Parliament  in  1431,  bj  King  Jakes  1.,  with  whom  he 
was  in  great  favour.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Hugh,  2nd  Lord,  and  he  bj  his 
ion  Thomas,  3rd  Lord,  who  if.  in  1S24.  His  oldest  son  Thomas,  HaMer  of  Lovat, 
was  killed  at  Flodden,  9  Sept.  1513,  tinin.,  and  he  waa  succeeded  by  his  2nd  son 
Hugh,  Ith  Lord.  His  Lordship  was  the  Queen's  Justiciary  in  the  North,  acd  was, 
with  his  eldest  son  Hugh,  Master  of  Lovat,  killed  in  a  bloody  encounter  with  the 
Hacdonaids,  in  which  not  more  than  ten  on  both  sides  remuned  alive  ;  at  Lochlochy 
in  Invemeas-shire,  2  June  ISl*. 

Aleiander,  5th  Lord,  hts  eldest  surviving  eon,  succeeded ;  be  it  in  15SS,  leaving 
three  sons ;  vii. 

1  Hugh,  his  tucce«or,  6th  Lord. 

S  Thomas  FrBoer  of  Knocker  and  Slrichen,  anceator  in  the  direct  male  line  of  the 
present  Peer. 

3  James  Fraier  of  Ardachie. 

Hugh,  6th  Lord,  d.  in  1576  :  and  to  him  succeeded  bis  son  Simon,  7th  Lord,  who 
din  1633.  Hugh,  Sth  Lord,  his  son,)/,  in  1646,  and  waa  succeded  by  his  grandson 
Hugh,  frth  Lord,  who  d.  in  1672,  leaving  an  only  boq  Hugh,  lOtb  Lord,  on  who» 
deaUi  without  inue  male  in  1696,  his  great-uncle  Thomas,  younger  son  of  Hugh,  9th 
Iiord,  succeeded  as  1 1th  Lord  Lovat.  His  son  Simon,  12Ui  Lord,  was  executed  on 
Tower  Hill,  9  April  1747,  for  bisacceaaion  to  the  Bebellion  of  1745,  and  his  estates 
•nd  titles  were  forfeited  to  the  crown.  The  ertatea  were,  however,  natored  in  1774, 
by  Act  of  Parliament,  to  bis  eldeM  son,  the  Hon.  Simon  Fraaer,  upon  payment  of 
20,98SJ.  He  if.  without  issue,  and  waa  succeeded  by  his  brother,  the  Hon.  Aichibald- 
Cunpbdl  Ftaser,  who  d.  in  Dec  1S15,  without  suiriiing  inoo  male ;  and  all  th« 
male  dMcendants  of  Hugh,  6tb  Laid,  having  shortly  afterwaids  become  extinct,  the

Robert  Dinghiun,  vhoae  eldest  ton  Robert,  continued  the  line  at  Mclcomb,  which 
iitill  exigta;  hia  2nd  aon.  Sir  Richard,  wb>  one  of  Queen  Eliubbth's  militur 
council ;  having  greatly  diitEnguishcd  himself  in  the  commaad  of  some  troop*  lent  to 
to  quell  the  ioiurtcctiun  in  Ireland,  he  was  appointed,  in  1S9B,  Manhal  of  Ireland 
and  Governor  of  Leinster,  and  d.  at  Dublin  aoon  after,  leaving  an  only  daughlet ;

George,  accompanied  his  brother  Sir  Richard  into  Ireland,  and  wai  Governor  of 
Sligo,  where  he  was  killed  about  the  year  IS96  bj  Ensign  Ulick  Burgh,  who  sur- 
rendered the  castle  to  O'Donnel.  He  had  iuue.  Sit  Henr;  Bingham,  of  Csstlebv, 
Co.  Hajo,  eldest  son,  created  a  Baionet  of  Nora  Scotia  in  1632  ;  and  John,  joungest 
■on,  ancestor  of  Lord  Clanmorris. 

Sir  Henr7,  lat  Baronet,  mt  succeeded  bj  big  son  Sir  Qeorge,  who  vaa  father  of 
Sip  Heniy  and  Sir  Qeorge,  luccesuve  Banmels  ;  the  latter  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 
Sir  John,  the  5th  Baronet,  who  n.  Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Agmondesham 
Vesey,  Esq.,  b;  Charlotte,  onl;  daughter  and  heir  of  Williani  Sarslield,  Esq.,  bro- 
ther of  WilUam  SarsReld,  Karl  of  Lucan ;  by  whom  he  left  isue.  Sir  John  his  soc-

The  latter  is  a  qitendid  composi- 
tion, fonning  (he  beet  and  most  dignified  representation  we  possess  of  that  august 
anembly,  over  which,  probably,  the  artist  had  little  suipicion  that  hia  own  son  was 
destined  one  day  to  preside,  lie  d.  at  an  advanced  age,  S  Sept.  1815,  having  n.  the 
daughter  of  Richard  Clarke,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  issue  three  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ten  ;  of  whom  two  sons  and  one  daughter  d.  infants.

Thomas  de  Westcote,  a  descendant  of  this  Henry,  m.  Elizabeth,  heire«  of  Thomas 
de  Luttletou,  of  Frankley  in  Worcestershire,  and  assumed  her  surname,  though 
their  three  younger  sons  continued  the  family  name  of  Westcote.  Their  eldest  son 
was  the  famous  Judge,  Sir  Thomas  Lyttleton,  who  </.  in  1481.  The  5th  in  descent 
from  him  was 

John  Lyttleton,  Esq.,  of  Frankley  •,  who,  being  a  Roman  Catholic,  was  induced 
by  some  gentlemen  of  that  persuasion  to  join  in  the  conspiracy  against  the  govern- 
ment of  Queen  Elizabeth,  which  cost  the  E^l  of  Essex  his  life.  He  was  con- 
victed of  high  treason,  though  the  evidence  against  him  amounted  only  to  his  having 
joined  the  conspirators  at  Drury  House,  towards  the  close  of  a  treasonable  consultar 
tion.  He  was  condemned  to  die,  but  the  interest  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  said  to 
have  been  procured  by  a  considerable  bribe,  saved  his  life  for  a  few  months,  and  he 
d,  of  disease  in  the  King*8  Bench  prison,  in  1601.  All  his  estates  were  forfeited,  but 
King  Jamxs,  soon  after  his  accession,  willing  to  ingratiate  himself  with  the  people, 
who  retained  great  regard  for  Essex^s  memory,  restored  them  to  his  widow  and 
fiunily.  Muriel,  his  widow,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Bromley,  survived  him  eight- 
and-twenty  years  ;  disencumbered  his  estates  from  the  debts  her  husband^s  political 
enterprises  had  created,  and  had  the  good  fortune,  or  prudence,  to  breed  up  her 
children  in  the  reformed  religion.  Her  eldest  son.  Sir  Thomas,  was  created  a 
Baronet  in  1618 ;  he  was  active  in  the  cause  of  King  Charlbs  I.,  and  a  member 
of  the  Oxford  Parliament,  but  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  rebels  at  Bewdley  in 
1643,  and  confined  in  the  Tower  of  London  till  1649,  within  which  period  his 
estates  were  sequestered  by  Parliament,  and  his  house  at  Frankley  burnt  to  the 
ground  by  Prince  Rupert,  who  had  garrisoned  it  for  the  King,  lest,  on  his  being 
compelled  to  abandon  it,  the  enemy  should  take  the  same  advantage  of  it.  He  d, 
in  1649.  His  son  and  heir.  Sir  Henry,  was  arrested  by  Cromwell  in  1654,  and  con- 
fined for  seventeen  months  in  the  Tower,  on  suspicion  of  a  design  to  subvert  the 
Government,  a  large  quantity  of  arms  having  been  discovered  in  a  private  room  in 
his  house  at  Hagley.  He  d.  in  1693,  leaving  no  issue,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
brother.  Sir  Charles,  who  was  not  less  distinguished  for  his  zeal  in  the  Royal  cause, 
during  the  continuance  of  the  civil  contests.  He  was  in  the  town  of  Colchester 
when  it  was  besieged  by  the  rebel  forces,  and  on  its  surrender  escaped  to  France. 
He  was  made  prisoner  in  1659,  on  the  miscarriage  of  Sir  George  Booths  attempt 
upon  Shrewsbury ;  but  being  shortly  after  released,  was  employed  by  the  King  as 
his  medium  of  communication  with  those  friends  in  England  who  so  materially 
fecilitated  the  great  work  of  Restoration.  He  held  office  under  Government  during 
the  reigns  of  Charles  IL  and  Jambs  II.,  but  resigned  his  employments  at  the 
Revolution,  rather  than  take  another  oath  of  allegiance.  He  d.  in  1714;  having 
m.  Christian,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Temple,  Bart.,  and  sister  of  Richard, 
Ist  Viscount  Cobham,  whose  titles  of  Viscount  and  Baron  Cobham,  are  entailed  on 
her  and  her  issue  male,  failing  the  issue  male  of  her  elder  sister  Hester,  afterwards 
created  Countess  Temple,  the  wife  of  Richard  Grenville,  Esq.,  from  whom  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham,  now  Viscount  Cobham,  descends.  By  this  Lady,  besides  two  sons 
who  d,  young.  Sir  Thomas  Lyttelton  had  issue :

Sir  William  Heathcote  of  Hunley,  Bart.,  heir  male  of  the  said  Lady  Eliiabeth,  k 
next  in  succenion  to  the  Earldom,  after  the  existing  male  descendants  of  the  lit 
Earl,  who  are  dcacribed  in  The  Peerage  Volume.  A  numerous  fkiaily  of  Heatheotea 
also  descend  in  the  male  line  IVom  the  said  Jjidy  Elizabeth,  and  are  in  remainder 
to  the  titles.

On  hii  homble  Bubminion,  howcTcr, 
hia  life  was  ipared,  but  his  honours  and  eststea  were  forfeited.  The;  were  restored 
in  1431  :  but  his  son  John,  Karl  of  Boss,  having  carried  on  a  treawnable  coma- 
pondence  with  Ebward  IV.,  King  of  England,  again  forfeited  them  in  U7fi  ;  but 
was  pardoned,  and  obtained  a  renewed  charter  of  hii  estates,  and  the  titie  of  Lord 
of  the  Isles  to  himself  and  the  hein  male  of  his  bodj,  failing  whicb,  to  Angus  ha 
natural  son,  on  the  extinction  of  whose  descendants  the  title  was  supprened.  From 
Hugh,  his  brother,  9nd  son  of  Alexander,  Earl  of  Ron,  the  6th  in  descent  was

Tub  founder  of  the  illustrious  Auntl;  of  Montagu  was  Drogo  dc  Moatacule,  one 
of  those  noble  wairion  who  came  into  England  with  Williau  the  Conqueror  i  he 
obtaiaed  considerable  grunts  of  land  in  the  Count;  of  SomeneL  Sixth  in  descent 
fhim  him  was  Simon  de  Montacute,  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1300;  he  was 
father  of  William  Lord  Montacute,  and  gtandlathct  of  William,  created  Earl  of 
Salisbury  in  1837  ;  to  the  beaut;  of  whose  Counteia  Catherine,  daughter  of  William 
Lord  Orandison,  the  gallantry  of  King  Gdwavi  III.  dedicated  his  noble  institution 
of  the  Garter.  He  was  fother  of  William,  2nd  Earl,  E.G.,  grandfather  of  John, 
3nl  Earl,  and  great-grandfiitlier  of  Thomas,  4th  Earl  of  Saliibur;,  K.O.,  a  series  of 
heroes  of  whose  exploits  the  annuls  of  our  history  are  the  immortal  records ;  the 
4th  Earl  d.  in  1428,  and  his  only  daughter  and  heir.  Alice,  carried  this  Earldom,  b; 
marriage,  into  the  lamily  of  Neville.  It  was  forfeited  by  the  attunder  of  her  son 
Richard  NeviUe,  the  great  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Salisbiir;,  K.G.,  in  1471,  and  his 
eldest  daughter  Isabel,  baring  married  George  Duke  of  Clarence,  brother  of  King 
Edwahd  I  v.,  the  honours  of  this  powerflil  house  at  length  expired  in  a  daughter  of 
the  blood  Royal,  Margaret  Plantagenet,  Countess  of  S^isbury,  their  daughter  and 
eventual  heir ;  who  was  created  Counlesi  of  Salisbury  in  1613,  atlwnl«d  in  1539, 
and  beheaded  in  1541,  leaving  a  numerous  issue  by  her  husband.  Sir  Richard 
Pole,  K.G. 

It  is  not  Bccuralel;  decided  whether  the  subsequent  fiunily  of  Honti^  de- 
wended   from   Simon,  a  younger  brother  of  John,  Srd  Earl  of  Salishury,  or  from 
James,  a  natural  son  of  Thomaa,  tho  4th  Earl.    One  of  theao  was  ancestor  of  Sir 
Edward  Montagu,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  of  whose  influence  in  that 
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anembly  King  Hbnry  VIII.  had  so  high  an  opinion,  that  requiring,  according  to 
the  arbitraiy  tenor  of  his  goyemment,  the  immediate  passing  of  a  bUl  of  subsidies, 
which  the  Commons  were  unwilling  to  grant,  he  thus  addrened  Sir  Eklward  Mon- 
tagu, who  was  kneeling  before  him  ;  **■  Get  my  bill  to  pass  by  such  a  time  to-morrow, 
or  this  head  of  jours  (laying  his  hand  upon  Sir  Eklvi«rd^  head)  shall  be  off.*'  Sir 
Edward,  considering  the  danger  in  which  he  stood  under  so  imperious  a  Prince, 
exerted  himself  so  effectually,  that  the  bill  passed  by  the  time  appointed.  In  1537 
he  was  constituted  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King*s  Bench,  and  (L  in  1557.  Edward 
Montagu,  Elsq.,  of  Boughton,  Northamptonshire,  his  son  and  heir,  left  six  sons,  three 
of  whom  were, 

1  Sir  Edward,  eldest  son,  his  successor,  created,  in  1621,  Baron  Montagu  of 
Boughton ;  his  son  Edward,  2nd  Lord,  was*  father  of  Ralph,  3rd  Lord,  created  in 
1689  Viscount  Monthermer,  and  Earl  of  Montagu,  and  in  1705  Marquis  of  Mon- 
thermer,  and  Duke  of  Montagu ;  in  his  son  John,  2nd  Duke,  who  d,  in  1749, 
the  male  line  of  the  1st  Baron  Montagu  of  Boughton  became  extinct.  Maiy, 
2nd  daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  the  2nd  Duke,  m.  Geoige  Brudenell,  4th 
Earl  of  Cardigan,  who  was  created  Duke  of  Montagu ;  their  only  daughter  and  heir, 
Elizabeth,  conyeyed  the  large  estates  of  this  branch  of  the  house  of  Montagu  into  the 
ducal  fiunily  of  Buccleuch,  and  James,  her  yoimger  son,  is  the  present  Lord  Montagu 
of  Boughton.

S  Sir  Sidney,  (6th  son,)  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Sandwich. 

Sir  Hbnry  Montagu,  3rd  son  of  Edward  Montagu,  Esq.,  and  grandson  of  the 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  was  bred  to  the  bar,  and  became  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  King^s 
Bench  in  1616.  He  was  for  a  short  time  Lord  Treasurer  of  England,  in  the  reign  of 
Jaicxs  I. ;  was  created,  in  1620,  Baron  Montagu  of  Kimbolton,  Co.  Huntingdon,  and 
Viscount  Mandeville  ;  and  in  1626,  Earl  of  Manchbstxr.  He  was  Lord  Privy  Seal 
under  King  Charles  I.,  and  d,  in  1642 ;  he  left  five  sons,  viz. : 

1  Edward,  2nd  Earl. 

2  Walter,  who  professed  the  Romish  religion,  entered  into  a  monastery  in  France, 
and  was  made  Abbot  of  Pontoise ;  he  was  employed  by  the  Queen  to  raise  contri- 
butions for  the  Royal  cause  among  the  Roman  Catholic  gentry  of  England,  and  was 
arrested  at  Rochester  when  on  such  a  mission  in  1 643,  and  kept  a  prisoner  for  four 
years.  Being  then  exiled  and  forbidden  to  return  to  England  under  pain  of  death, 
he  retired  to  his  abbey,  and  there  entertained  Prince  Henry,  Duke  of  Gloucester, 
whose  education  the  Queen-mother  had  entrusted  to  his  care.

1790  ;  leaving  by  his  marriage  in  1742,  with  Eleanor,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Thomas  Hedges,  Esq.,  who  d.  Aug.  1786,  several  daughters — 
for  the  survivors  of  whom,  see  ITie  Peerage  Volum&'-end  two  sons,  viz. : 
James,  his  successor  at  Lackham,  who  d,  unm.  12  July  1797  ;  and  Lieut.- 
Colonel  George  Montagu,  m.  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Courten^y,  Esq., 
by  Lady  Jane  Stuart,  daughter  of  the  2nd  Earl  of  Bute.  He  d,  at  his 
seat,  Knowle,  Co.  Devon,  19  June  1815,  leaving  by  her,  who  d.  10  Feb. 
1816,  GteoigenConway-Courtenay  Montagu,  Esq.,  present  head  of  the  col- 
lateral branch  of  this  noble  house,  and  two  daughters,  for  all  of  whom  see 
The  Peeroffe  Voiume ;  he  had  also  a  son,  Frederick,  a  Captain  in  the  23rd 
Foot,  who  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Albuera,  16  May  1811.

5  Geofgp,  who  left,  beuUca  other  issue,  two  sons,  Edward  and  ChU'Iei ;  the 
latter,  a  atateaman,  a  wit,  and  an  author,  was  created,  in  1700,  Baion  Ilalifox.  Co. 
York,  with  remuuder,  failinR  his  issue  male,  to  George,  son  and  heir  of  bis  elder 
brother  Edward.  He  was  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  was  also  crested,  in  17U, 
Earl  of  Halifax  and  Viscount  Sunbury ;  the  latter  titles  became  extinct  on  his  death 
in  i71i,  when  the  Barony  devolved  on  his  nephew,  Qeorge,  created,  in  1715, 
Viscount  Sunbury  and  Earl  ofHalirai ;  he  d.  in  1739,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
and  heir,  George,  last  £arl  of  Halifhx,  K.G.,  a  Secr^anr  of  State,  and  Ist  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty.

Edward,  2nd  Earl,  eldest  son  of  the  1st  Earl,  was  called  up  to  the  Houae  of  Feen 
in  big  lather's  life-time,  hy  the  title  of  Lord  Kimbolton  -,  and  was  so  forward  in  the 
first  measures  of  opposition  to  the  King's  government,  that  he  was  accuied  by  the 
Attorn ey-Qeneial  before  the  House  of  Loi^  of  high  treason,  at  the  some  time  with 
five  Hemben  of  the  House  of  Commons.  The  impeachment  &iled,  and  the  Lord 
Umbolton,  who  toon  after  succeeded  his  &ther  as  £arl  of  Manchester,  toolc  tha 
command  of  the  Parliamentary  army,  and  was  succcBsfUl  in  all  his  actions  agalnit 
the  Royal  troops.  Cromwell,  however,  his  LieuU-General,  taking  advantage  ^  the 
first  check  his  arms  experienced,  in  the  King's  relieving  Donnington  Castle,  after 
the  battle  of  Newbury,  preferred  an  accusation  against  him  be&re  the  House  of 
Peers,  in  174*,  of  having  been  backward  in  reducing  the  King's  power;  this  had  no 
immediate  elfect,  but  the  self-denying  ordinance  of  the  following  year,  by  remofing 
fh>m  commands  in  the  army  all  the  Members  ofeiliier  House  of  Parliament,  reliered 
Cromwell  of  a  General  who  had  hitherto  been  a  great  check  u)ion  his  ambitioua  pro- 
jects. His  Lordship  was  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Lords,  and  in  that  c^Mcity  used 
his  utmost  endeavours  to  bring  about  a  paciflcalion  upon  moderate  terms  ;  but  after 
the  murder  of  the  King,  he  never  again  sat  in  Parliament  till  the  convention  of 
Peers  in  April  IGGO,  when  he  was  again  called  to  the  chair,  and  the  restoration  of 
King  Ckarles  IL  was  voted.  As  iiist  Commissioner  of  the  Great  Seal  and  their 
Speaker,  the  Earl  of  Manchester  was  appointed  by  the  House  of  Lords  to  offer  their 
congratulations  to  his  Majesty  on  his  joyful  entry  into  London,  which  he  did  in  a 
memorable  qieech  addrened  to  the  King  in  the  banqueting- house  at  Whitehall,  on 
the  29th  of  Hay  1660,  and  received  a  most  gradoua  r«>ly.  He  d.  in  1671,  and  wni 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  RoBiaT,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  in  1682.  He  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  Cuakles,  4th  Eahl,  who  was  created,  in  1719,  Dukb  of  MANCutariR, 
and  d.  in  1722,  leaving  two  sons,  WiLi-UV,  his  luccenor,  2nd  Dukm,  who  d.  without 
iMueinl739;  and  Kobbkt,  3rd  Dukk,  who  succeeded  his  brother;  he  d.  in  1762, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Gborqi,  4th  Dukb,  to  whom,  who  d.  in  I78B, 
succeeded  bii  eldest  son,  William,  pteaent  and  £tb  DiiKi.

Sir  Hal- 
calm  Dnimmond  of  Drummond,  who  d.  in  H03;  and  2ndly,  Alexander  Stewart, 
nMural  son  of  Alexander,  Ear!  of  Buchan,  4th  wn  of  King  RobmT  I.  The  Counten 
d.  without  issue  in  U19,  when  the  E^iuldom  should  have  devolred  on  Bin  Subirt 
EdfiuNi,  of  right  17th  Earl,  the  heir  of  line  as  above  stated  ;  hut  King  SAiaa  1., 
then  reigning,  deairoui  to  sap  the  fbundaliona  of  a  formidable  Arialocrocy,  was  en- 
deavouringto  unite  the  ancient  li^rldoma  to  the  Crown,  and  seized  this  opportunity 
to  require  a  antrendei  of  the  E^ldom  of  Mar,  tiora  Alexander  Slewait,  widower  of 
the  Cauntev.

He  wan  Kiiccecded  by  his  only  son,  Albxandbk, 
2nd  Earl  ;  whose  son,  Robert,  3rd  Earl,  wus  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden, 
9  Sept.  1513.  His  son  and  successor,  .!ohn,  4th  Earl,  was  entrusted  with  the 
keeping  of  the  young  King  James  V.,  whose  favour  he  always  retained  ^  he  d.  1552; 
his  eldest  son,  Robert,  Master  of  Erskine,  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Pinkie  in 
1547,  in  his  father^s  lifetime,  and  his  2ad  son,  Thomas,  Master  of  Erskine,  Am- 
bassador to  England,  also  d,  before  him  ;  his  3rd  son  John,  succeeded  him  ;  and 
his  4th  son.  Sir  Alexander,  was  father  of  Sir  Thomas,  created,  in  1 603,  Baron  of 
Dirleton,  in  1606  Viscount  of  Fentoun,  and  in  1619,  Earl  of  Kellie,  all  with 
remainder  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever.  He  was  ancestor  of  all  the  succeeding 
Earls  of  Kellie,  till  his  male  issue  became  extinct  in  1 829,  by  the  death  of  Methuen- 
Kellie,  10th  Earl,  when  tlie  Earl  of  Mar,  as  next  heir  male,  succeeded  to  his 
titles.  John,  5th  Earl  of  Mar,  obtained  the  recognition  of  his  right  from  Queen 
Mary  and  the  Parliament.  Being  Governor  of  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh  at  the  period 
of  the  birth  of  King  James  VI.,  his  mother,  Queen  Mary,  desirous  to  put  the 
castle  into  the  hands  of  the  E^rl  of  Bothwell,  offered  to  commit  the  young  Prince 
to  the  custody  of  the  Earl  of  Mar,  provided  he  would  surrender  the  Castle.  The 
Earl  consented  to  these  conditions,  and  conveyed  the  Royal  child  to  the  Castle  of 
Stirling,  of  which  also  he  was  the  Keeper ;  peremptorily  refusing  to  yield  him  up 
again  to  Bothwell,  who  used  both  artifice  and  force  to  recover  possession  of  his 
person,  but  in  vain ;  the  Earl  of  Mar  thus  effectually  preser\'ing  from  the  power  of 
this  ambitious  man  a  life  of  so  much  importance  to  the  Scottish  nation  at  that 
unquiet  period,  and  from  which  have  sprung  all  the  succeeding  Kings  of  Great  Bri- 
tain. The  Earl  was  chosen  Regent  of  Scotland  on  the  death  of  the  Regent 
Lennox,  but  d,  in  the  following  year,  1572,  leaving  to  his  successor,  John,  6th 
Earl,  the  custody  of  the  young  King's  person.  The  latter  joined  the  Ruthven 
conspiracy  in  1582,  for  obtaining  possession  of  the  King,  who  had  now  some  years 
since  assumed  the  reins  of  Government,  and  for  this  was  attainted,  but  restored 
by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1585.  He  accompanied  the  King  into  England  in  1603, 
and  continued  in  favour  to  the  end  of  James's  reign.  He  d.  in  1634,  having  had 
a  grant  of  the  Barony  of  Cardross  to  himself,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  which  he  as- 
signed accordingly  to  Henry  his  3rd  son,  and  his  heirs  male.  He  left  eight 
sons,  viz. : 

1  John,  7th  Earl,  ancestor  of  all  the  succeeding  Earls  of  Mar. 

2  James,  who  m.  Mary,  Countess  of  Buchan,  and  became,  in  her  right,  6th  Earl 
of  Buchan  ;  his  issue  male  became  extinct  in  1695,  by  the  death  of  William,  8th 
Earl  of  Buchan,  his  grandson. — See  Buchan. 

3  Henry,  to  whom  the  Barony  of  Cardross  was  assigned,  but  he  d,  before  his 
father,  and  David,  his  only  son,  succeeded  to  the  Barony,  and  on  his  sons  Henry, 
William,  John,  and  Charles,  the  Earldom  of  Buchan  was  entailed.  He  was  ances- 
tor of  the  present  Earl  of  Buchan,  and  of  the  existing  collaterals  of  that  family,  for 
whom  see  77i«  Peerage  Volume,  title  Buchan. 

4  Sir  Alexander,  d.  in  1640,  without  issue. 

5  Sir  Charles  Erskine,  of  Alva,  also  in  the  entail  to  the  Buchan  title.  His  son. 
Sir  Charles,  was  father  of,  1  Sir  John  Erskine,  of  Alva,  Bart.,  grandfather  of  the 
Earl  of  Roaslyn  ;  and  2  Charles,  a  Lord  of  the  Session,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Tinwald, 
whose  son,  James,  was  also  a  Lord  of  ScMsion,  and  took  the  title  of  Lord  Alva,  and 
was  father  of  John  Erskine,  of  Cambus,  flsq.,  deceased,  for  whom,  and  the  female 
issue  of  Lord  Alra,  see  The  Peerage  Volume.

John,  7th  Earl,  d,  in  1654  ;  his  son,  and  successor,  John,  8th  Earl,  joined  the 
Marquis  of  Montrose  in  1645,  and  was  at  the  rout  of  Philliphaugh,  whence  he  es- 
caped to  Mar;  his  estates  were  put  under  sequestration  after  his  father's  death, 
and  he  lived  till  the  Restoration  in  a  cottage  at  the  gate  of  his  house  at  Alloa.  He 
d.  in  1668.  Charles,  9th  Earl,  his  son,  d,  in  1689,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son 
John,  10th  Earl,  who,  1715,  set  up  the  standard  of  the  Pretender,  at  Braemar, 
and,  on  the  unsuccessful  issue  of  that  enterprise,  escaped  to  the  continent,  where  he 
d,  in  1732,  having  been  attainted,  in  1716,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  his  titles 
forfeited.  Charles,  called  Lord  Erskine,  his  son,  who  should  have  been  11th 
Earl,  d.  without  issue  in  1766,  and  should  have  been  succeeded  by  his  cousin 
Charles,  eldest  son  of  James,  2nd  son  of  Charles,  9th  Earl.  He  d,  in  1774,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  brother  James.  1 3th  Earl  j  and  he  was  succeeded,  in  1 785, 
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to  whom  the  title*,  forfeited  by  the 
e  (tradomly  nsloreil  under  his  late 
Alajestf,  King  Okuhob  IV.,  bj  Act  of  FHrJinniciit  in  )(|-24.  He  wu  b.  in  1741, 
and  d.  20  Aug.  I83S,  having  ni.  Fnuices,  only  ilnughtcr  of  Charlei  Floyer,  Biq.,  by 
whom,  who  d.  SO  Dec.  179K,  he  hnd  the  inue  utated  in  The  Peeragt  Volume  ;  he  wu 
followed  by  hi»  eldest  Bon,  Jomk-Tiiumab,  15th  Eaul,  to  Kham,  in  IB-28,  nircenled 
hu  only  sun,  JoHN-Fr«nci8,  present  and  ICth  Earl. 


MARLBOROUGH.  DUKE  OF.    (SpencebChurchii.l.) 

Peer  <tf  En^iand^ 

To  dilat«  upon  the  services  of  JcihN  Chi-rcuu.l.  the  fiiKt  and  great  DrKi  nf 
MAnLBURUUriH,  K.Q.,  which  so  long  an  the  British  name  imd  nation  last  will 
remain  among  our  proudest  remembTances,  is  the  province  of  the  Dritish  hialorian, 
and  is  a  theme  to  which  ao  limited  a  space  as  could  lie  here  nllotled  to  it  would  be 
altogether  insufRcient ;  Inking  it  then  for  granted,  that  hia  merits  are  well  known 
lo  eiery  reader,  it  need  only  be  ohiwrved,  that  he  wna  derived  from  a  very  SDcieut 
fiimily,  of  which  lioger  de  Courcil,  a  noble  Norman,  came  into  England  with 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  obtained  from  that  monarch  prants  of  lands  in  the 
West  of  England.  Fourteenth  in  descent  from  this  Uoger,wasSir  AVinstnn  Churchill, 
who  salfered  from  sequestration  in  the  (cmnd  rebellion  ns  a  strenuous  partisan  of  the 
Royal  cause.  He  rf.  in  IGU8,  having  had  a  numerous  issue  by  his  wife  Eliisbeth, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Drake,  Bart.,  of  Ashe,  in  Devonshire,  at  which  place,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  ruin  of  her  husband's  fortune,  all  her  children  were  bom.  JiiHn 
Chuhchill,  the  2iul  but  eliTest  surviving  son  of  this  fiunily,  was  the  hero  whose 
talento,  civil  and  military,  raised  hini  to  the  highest  rank  amongst  the  subjects  of 
his  native  country,  and  acquired  him  an  immortal  fame  throughout  Europe.  He  m. 
Sarah,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard  Jennings  uf  Bandridge,  Co.  Hertford— a 
lady  of  great  abilities  and  excessiie  haughtiness,  whose  influence  for  some  yean 
held  the  mind  of  Queen  Anni  almost  in  bondage,  and  enabled  her  to  be  eminently 
•erviceable  in  promoting  the  political  views  of  her  husband  at  home,  while  he  was 
conquering  the  enemies  of  the  country. abroad.  Other  influence  however  arose, 
which  at  length  incited  the  Queen  lo  cast  off  the  subjection  in  which  her  haughty 
hvourite  had  held  her,  and  the  downfat  of  the  Marlborough  and  Whig  party  was 
the  result.     The  Duchess  rf.  18  Oct.  1744.     Their  issue  were :

The  Ehike  rose  through  all  the  gradations  of  the  Peerage  from  his  original  rank 
of  a  simple  gentleman  \  he  was  first  created  s  Peer  of  Scotland,  by  the  title  of  Lord 
Chnrchil]  of  Eyemouth,  Co.  Berwick,  in  1682,  and  was  introduced  to  the  Pevrage 
ot  EngUnd  in  168A,  by  the  title  of  Baron  ChurchiU  of  Suidridge,  Co.  Il^tsi 
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created  Earl  of  Marlborough,  Co.  Wilts,  in  1689  ;  MarqiUs  of  Blandford  and  Duke 
of  Marlborough,  in  1702.  After  the  death  of  his  only  son,  all  his  English  honours, 
with  the  Manor  of  Woodstock  and  house  and  lands  of  Blenheim,  were,  by  act  of 
Parliament,  in  1706,  settled,  on  his  daughters  according  to  their  seniority  of  birth, 
and  their  issue  male  respectively.  He  d,  16  June  1722,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  daughter, 

Hrnribtta,  Duchess  of  Marlborough,  wife  of  Francis,  Earl  Godolphin ;  she 
d.  24  Oct.  1733,  having  survived  her  only  son,  William,  Marquis  of  Blandford,  who 
m.  25  April  1729,  Maria-Catherine,  daughter  of  Peter  D'Jong  of  Utrecht,  and  d. 
without  issue,  24  Aug.  1731.  She  left  two  daughters,  Henrietta,  m.  to  Thomas 
Pelham  Holies,  Duke  of  Newcastle,  and  Mary  to  Thomas  Osborne,  Duke  of  Leeds. 
As  the  Duchess  left  no  surviving  issue  male,  the  inheritance  passed,  according  to 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  the  eldest  son  of  her  next  sister.  Anno,  Countess  of 
Sunderland,  who  was  herself  deceased. 

The  ancestors  of  the  family  of  Spencer  were  of  noble  degree  in  Normandy 
before  the  Conquest.  Robert  le  Despencer,  one  of  the  Barons  who  came  into 
England  with  William  the  Conqueror,  was  Steward,  or  Despencer,  to  that 
Monarch  ;  his  successors,  William  and  Thurstan,  enjoyed  the  same  office  under 
King  Hknry  I.,  and  from  it  the  family  derived  a  surname  which  speedily  became 
famous  in  the  English  annals.  Hugh,  the  1st  Baron  Ledespencer,  by  writ  of 
summons  in  1264,  was  great-grandson  of  this  Thurstan;  he  was  appointed  Grand 
Justiciary  of  England  by  the  BaVons,  in  opposition  to  King  Hknry  III.,  and  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Evesham  in  1265,  fighting  under  Simon  de  Montfort,  Earl  of 
Leicester,  against  the  assertors  of  the  Royal  authority.  He  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son,  Hugh,  2nd  Lord  Despencer,  created,  in  1322,  Earl  of  Winchester ;  and 
who,  with  Hugh  Despencer  the  younger,  his  son.  Earl  of  Gloucester,  (in  right  of 
his  wife,  Alianore,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Gill)ert  de  Clare,  Earl  of 
Gloucester  and  Hertford,  and  niece  of  King  Edward  IL)  occupy  so  large  a  space 
in  the  history  of  that  reign  *,  both  the  most  powerful  persons  of  their  time,  possessors 
of  the  greatest  estates  in  England,  and  the  unhappy  favourites  of  an  unhappy 
Monarch.  How  far  the  unpopular  measures  of  King  Edward  might  be  attributed 
to  these  ministers,  historians  must  decide ;  but  certain  it  is  that,  with  gratitude  not 
always  the  consequence  of  court  favour,  they  faithfully  adhered  to  their  Royal 
master  through  all  the  vicissitudes  of  his  fortune.  Both  were  put  to  death  in  1 326, 
by  the  Barons  in  arms  against  the  Crown,  without  even  the  form  of  a  trial — the 
father  in  October,  having  been  delivered  to  his  enemies  by  the  garrison  of  Bristol, 
which  city  he  was  holding  for  the  King,  and  the  son  in  November,  after  a  stout  de- 
fence of  the  castle  of  Caerfili,  which  he  at  length  surrendered  upon  capitulation, 
expressly  guaranteeing  the  safety  of  his  life.  Hugh  Despencer,  his  son  and  heir, 
was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  King  Edward  II L  in  1338  *,  he  d,  without  issue  in 
1349,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  nephew,  Edward,  who,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
sole  heir  of  Bartholomew,  4th  Baron  Burghersh,  left  one  son,  Thomas,  6th  Baron 
Le  Despencer,  who  obtained  the  reversal  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  by  which  his 
ancestors,  the  Earls  of  Winchester  and  Gloucester,  had  been  attainted,  after  their 
deaths,  and  was  created,  in  1397,  Earl  of  Gloucester :  he  owed  his  elevation  to  King 
Richard  II.,  and  continued  his  allegiance  to  that  Monarch  after  the  superior 
fortune  of  Henry  IV.  had  driven  him  from  the  throne.  He  took  up  arms  for  that 
Princess  restoration,  in  conjunction  with  many  other  nobles ;  but  Henry  obtained  a 
premature  knowledge  of  the  conspiracy  •,  met  them  with  an  irresistible  force ;  and 
the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  who  had  taken  refuge  at  Bristol,  was  given  up  by  the 
citizens,  attainted  and  beheaded  in  1400.  He  left  an  infant  son,  Richard,  on  whose 
death,  in  1414,  the  male  descendants  of  the  first  Baron  Le  De8i>enccr  became 
extinct.     The  Barony  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  heir-general  of  the  1st  Baron. 

From  Geffrey  Le  Despencer,  brother  of  Hugh,  the  1st  Baron,  and  also  great- 
grandson  of  Thurston,  the  patriarch  of  this  family,  descended,  in  the  10th  degree. 
Sir  Robert  Spknckr,  created,  in  1603,  Baron  Spknckr  of  Wormleighton.  He  d, 
in  1627,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  William,  2nd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1636. 
Hknry,  his  son,  3rd  Lord,  was  created  Earl  of  Sunderland  in  1643.  Though 
a  very  young  man,  he  had  heartily  embarked  in  the  cause  of  King  Charles  I.,  and 
lost  his  life  in  the  battle  of  Newbury,  20  Sept.  1643,  being  then  but  twenty-three 
years  of  age.  He  left  an  infant  son,  Robert,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.,  who,  on  attaining 
the  age  of  maturity,  was  employed  some  years  on  foreign  embassies,  and  recalled  in 
1679,  to  take  the  chief  lead  in  the  administration  at  home;  from  this  time  he  re- 
tained his  ofHce  of  Secretary  of  State  almost  without  intermission,  till  near  the 
close  of  the  reign  of  Jambs  II.     His  public  life  is  marked  with  so  many  instances 
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_-.  uaucceeded  by  big  ion, Charles,  Urd  Kahl.  K.  G.,vhn.as  alirady  noticed, 
tn.  Liidy  Anne  Cburchitl,  2nd  ihkU^htcr  of  the  1st  Duke  of  Marlborongh.  Vndn 
the  patrons^  of  bia  bthcr-in-ltiT,  he  VBS  introduced  in  a  diplomslic  character  at 
acvcral  foreign  court*,  and  iras,  in  I  (Uti,  appointed  Secretary  of  Slate.  He  did  not. 
however,  long  enjoy  this  office,  for  the  Duko  of  Mnrlborough'a  power  aoon  afler, 
began  to  give  way  under  the  Tory  influence  which  mnikcd  the  hitter  yean  of  Queen 
Anns.  He  reaigned  in  17in,  hut  -was  re-appointed  under  King  OioaGiI.,  and  held 
fbr  a  short  time  the  situation  of  I'reiiudenl  of  the  Council ;  he  d.  in  17*22,  leaving,  as 
noticed  abo'e,  by  Anne,  hia  Duchess,  three  BUtiiving  snnn,  via, ;

Sir  John  Clotworthy,  in  reward  of  his  valuable  services  in  promoting  the  restora- 
tion of  King  Charles  II.,  was  created,  in  1660,  Daron  of  Lough  Neagh,  and  Vis- 
a>uNT  of  MA88KRKKNB,  both  in  the  County  of  Antrim,  with  remainder,  on  failure  of 
his  issue  male,  to  his  son-in-law  Sir  John  Skeiiington,  husband  of  his  only  daughter 
Mary,  and  his  issue  male  by  the  said  Mary,  and  failing  such,  to  the  heirs  general  of 
Sir  John  Clotworthy.     The  Viscount  d.  in  1665. 

The  family  of  Skeffington  derives  its  name  from  Skeffington  in  Leicestershire, 
where  Simon  Skeffington  was  seated  in  the  time  of  King  Edward  I.  His  lineal 
descendant  Sir  William  Skeffington,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1626,  and  was  ancestor 
in  the  4th  degree  of  Sir  John  Skeffington,  who  m.  the  daughter  and  heir  of  the 
1st  Viscount,  and  succeeded  as  2nd  Viscount  Massereene;  he  d.  in  1695,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Clotworthy,  his  son,  3rd  Viscount,  who  rf.  in  1713  ;  Clotworthy, 
his  son,  4th  Viscount,  d.  in  1738;  his  son  and  successor,  Clotworthy,  5th  Vis- 
count, was  created  Earl  of  Massereene,  in  1756,  and  d.  in  1757.  He  was  father 
of  Clotworthy,  Henry,  and  Chichilster,  successive  Earls  ;  the  last  of  whom 
d.  in  1816,  when  the  Earldom  became  extinct.  All  the  male  issue  of  Sir  John 
Skeffington,  2nd  Viscount,  thus  failed,  and  Lady  Harriet,  only  daughter  and  heir 
of  Chichester,  4th  Ear\  and  8th  Vi8rx)UNT,  succeeded  as  Vist-ouNTESS,  being  heir- 
general  of  Sir  John  Clotworthy,  Ist  Viscount.  She  m.  Thomas-Henry,  2nd  Vis- 
count Ferrard,  and  d.  in  1831,  leaving  several  children,  of  whom  her  eldest  bod 
John,  succeeded  as  10th  Viscount,  and  is  the  present  Peer.

Alan  Brodrick,  Esq.,  an  eminent  lawyer,  successively  Solicitor  and  Attorney-

Envoy  Extraordinary  to  the  Court  uf  Denmark,  published  an  account  of  that 
country,  much  esteemed  at  the  time,  and  was  author  uf  several  other  valuable  pieces 
ehiefiy  political.

MONTROSE,  DUKE  OF.    (Graham.) 

Peer  qf  Scotland  and  qf  Great  Britain. 

This  noble  bmily  traces  its  descent  ftDm  William  de  Graham,  who  settled  tn  Scot- 
land in  the  reign  of  King  Davip  t.,  and  obtained  th>m  him  the  lands  of  Abercom 
and  Dalkdth  ;  from  his  eldest  son  Peter,  several  fomiliee  of  Qrahams  descend  i  and 
9tli  in  descent  fnim  John,  his  2nd  son,  was  Sir  William  Graham  of  Kincardine, 
whose  eldest  son  Alexander  was  Ikther  of  Patkick,  created  Baron  Oraham  in  1445 ; 
and  his  5tli  son,  William,  was  ancestor  nf  Lord  Lynedoch. 

Pathicii,  1st  LoRnGnAHAH,  d.  in  U65,and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  WiUUM, 
2nd  Lord,  who  if.  in  U72,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 

WiLLiAK,  3rd  Lord,  created  in  1505,  Earl  of  MoNTEiosa,  and  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Ftodden,  9  Sept.  1513.  His  son  William,  2nd  Eakl,  succeeded  him  and 
d.  in  1571  ;  he  outlived  his  eldest  son  Robert,  Lord  Graham,  who  fell  at  the  battle 
of  Pinkie,  10  Sept.  1547,  and  to  whom  was  afterwards  bom  a  posthumous  son, 
John,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather  as  3rd  Eakl.  He  was  appointed  Viceroy  of 
Scotland  in  1B04,  and  d.  in  IGOH,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  John, 
4th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1626.  and  was  followed  by  his  only  son, 

.TAim,  5th  Earl,  and  1st  Mariudi,  K.U.,  commouly  called  the  great  Harqnia 
of  Montrose.  He  was  b.  in  1612,  and  completed  his  education,  after  his  btber** 
dealh,  with  great  diligence  ;  first  making  great  proficiency  in  the  learned  languages, 
under  preceptors  in  hia  own  house,  and  afterwards  spending  several  years  abi<>ad 
in  squiring  (he  modem  languages,  and  all  the  polite  eierdses  of  the  age.  He 
returned,  ramarkable  for  his  accomplishments  and  the  variety  of  his  knowledge,  but 
was  not  issdved  at  Court  with  all  the  distinction  he  expected  ;  this  rebuff,  acting 
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upon  a  vehement  character,  led  him  into  opposition  to  the  Government,  and  he 
was  at  first  among  the  most  zealous  supporters  of  the  Covenant ;  he  fought,  always 
with  success,  in  several  engagements  *,  but  the  principles  of  his  associates  being  little 
in  unison  with  his  ardent  and  chivalrous  temper,  he  abandoned  the  cause,  and 
retired  to  his  own  residence,  some  private  rivalship  with  tlie  Marquis  of  Hamilton 
preventing  his  immediately  enlisting  in  the  King^s  service.  However,  in  1643,  he 
waited  upon  the  King  at  Oxford,  was  favourably  received,  created  Marquis  of  Mont- 
rose, and,  from  that  time,  devoted  all  the  energies  of  his  great  mind  to  the  support  of 
the  Royal  cause.  No  enterprise  was  too  perilous,  no  exertion  too  arduous,  for  his 
spirit  and  intrepidity.  With  what  undisciplined  troops  the  influence  of  his  name 
procured  him,  he  defeated  large  armies  sent  against  him,  and  with  little  assistance 
horn  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  his  exploits,  and  no  resources  beyond  it,  he 
maintained  a  desultory  war  in  the  north  of  Scotland,  till  the  unparalleled  successes 
of  his  arms,  and  the  confidence  they  inspired,  placed  him  at  the  head  of  a  conaidei^ 
able  force,  with  which  he  was  enabled  to  march  southwards,  and  even  to  obtain 
temporary  possession  of  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow.  Had  the  King^  aiikirs  now 
been  in  a  state  to  afford  effectual  assistance,  Scotland  would  doubtless  have  been 
reduced  under  the  Royal  authority ;  but  Montrose^s  energetic  character  prompted 
him  to  advance,  and  the  nature  of  the  troops  he  led  on,  rendering  them  liable  to 
total  dispersion  on  the  first  check,  he  was  surprised  and  defeated  at  Philliphaugh, 
on  his  march  towards  England,  13  Sept  1645,  and  compelled,  almost  alone,  to 
take  refUge  in  the  north.  His  exertions,  however,  soon  placed  him  at  the  head  of 
another  army,  but  a  command  from  the  King,  who  was  now  a  prisoner  to  the 
Scottish  rebels,  caused  him  to  disband  it,  and  he  retired  to  the  continent.  At 
Brussels  the  melancholy  tidings  of  his  Sovereign's  fate  reached  him,  and  he  imme- 
diately repaired  to  the  Hague  to  offer  his  serA-ices  to  Charles  II.,  who  gave  him 
a  commission  to  act  as  his  Lieutenant  in  Scotland,  and  procured  him  the  assistance 
of  six  hundred  Germans.  With  these  he  landed  in  Orkney  in  the  spring  of  1650, 
and  his  army  speedily  increased  to  1400  men.  He  then  marched  southwards, 
but  was  met  at  Invercharron,  and  totally  defeated  by  Strachan,  on  the  27th  of 
April.  He  was  himself  betrayed  by  Macleod,  of  Assyn,  in  whose  house  he  had 
taJcen  refuge,  and  delivered  to  General  Leslie,  who  conducted  him  to  Edinburgh, 
where,  with  every  imaginable  indignity,  he  was  put  to  death,  meeting  the  insults 
of  his  enemies  with  a  o&lmness  and  magnanimity,  and  his  end  with  an  unfeigned 
cheerfulness,  which  true  religion  and  the  consciousness  of  a  good  cause  only  could 
impart.  He  was  hanged  on  the  21st  of  May  1650,  at  the  age  of  38.  To  this  short 
sketch  of  the  hero's  career,  must  be  added  that  he  displayed  eminent  proofr  of  an 
elegant  genius  ;  he  spoke  eloquently,  and  wrote  gracefully  and  perspicuously,  and  a 
few  of  his  small  metrical  pieces  have  been  preserved,  which  exhibit  taste  and  true 
poetical  imagination. 

He  left  but  one  surviving  son,  Jambs,  his  successor,  2nd  Marquir,  who  d,  in 
1669,  and  was  succeeded'by  his  son  Jambs,  3rd  Marqitis  ;  he  d.  in  1684,  when  his 
son  Jambs,  4th  Marquis,  succeeded,  and  was  created,  in  1707,  Dukb  of  Montrosb, 
Marquis  of  Graham  and  Buchanan,  Earl  of  Kincardine,  Viscount  of  Dundaff, 
Lord  Aberruthven,  Mugdock,  and  Fintrie,  all  by  patent,  with  remainder  to  Uie 
heirs  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  the  eldest  heir  female  of  his  body  without 
division.  He  d,  in  1742.  James,  Marquis  Graham,  his  eldest  ton,  d,  in  his  infiincy ; 
and  David,  Marquis  Graham,  his  2nd  son,  having  been  created,  in  1722,  Earl  and 
Baron  Graham  of  Belibrd,  Co.  Northumberland,  in  the  Peerage  of  Great  Britain, 
with  remainder  to  his  brothers.  Lords  William  and  George  Graham,  d.  also  before 
him  in  1731  ;  Lord  Gteoige,  his  youngest  son,  d,  tinm.  in  1747 ;  and  William, 
Marquis  Graham,  the  only  survivor,  who  had  succeeded  to  his  brother's  British 
Peerage,  also  succeeded  his  father  as  2nd  Dukb;  he  d,  in  1790,  and  was  followed  by 
his  only  son  Jambs,  3rd  Dukb  ;  to  whom  in  1836,  succeeded  his  eldest  son,  Jamm, 
present  and  4th  Dukb. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  since  the  elevation  of  this  family  to  the  Peerage,  the 
coronet  has  descended  uninterruptedly,  without  one  collateral  sucoeaiion,  for  a  period 
of  twelve  generations ;  also  that  the  wives  of  these  noble  Peen  have  been,  without  a 
single  exception,  taken  ttom  the  daughters  of  the  Peerage,  and  of  the  nobleat  houses 
that  adorn  it.

James,  4th  Earl,  his  onlj  son, 
succeeded  him,  and  was  father  of  AtKiANnaa,  5th  Eabl,  and  of  Archibald,  from 
whom  descends  James  Stuart,  Esq.,  of  Duneam  ;  and  was  succeeded,  in  I6£S,  b^ 
his  eldest  son,  Ack-iandkr,  fith  Earl,  who  d.  in  1700.  James,  Lord  Doun,  his 
eldeM  son,  d.  before  him,  and  Charlis  and  Francis,  his  younger  sons,  were  suo- 
ceoiTe  Earls.  Charles,  6th  Eari.,^.  without  issue  in  1735,  and  Francis,  7 ch  Earl, 
d.  in  1739  ;  his  3rd  son,  Francis,  has  left  a  daughter,  widow  of  the  Bishop  of  Meath

Jamu  Dot'OLAji,  Lord  Dalkeith  and  Abeidour,  wai  created  Earl  of  Hoston  in 
lifiS  :  he  waa  lueceeded  b;  his  mm  John,  2nd  Eahl  ;  to  whom  lucceeded  his  son 
jAMta,  .Ird  Eaul.  He  d;  in  1S53,  without  iaaue  male  ;  having  obtHined,  in  1548,  ■ 
RoTal  charter  of  the  Earidom  in  &vour  of  his  son-in-law,  Jamea  Douglaa,  brother 
of  Dand,  7th  Earl  of  Anguai  David  Douglas,  his  brother,  (afterwards  7th  EaH 
of  Ang;us,J  Geoige  Douglas  hii  lather;  Archibald,  6th  Earl  of  Angus;  Richald 
Douglaa,  orother  of  the  Earl  of  Morton  himself,  besides  seTeral  other  subetitntei 
and  their  bein  male  nspectiielr.  In  consequence  of  this  settlement,  the  Earidom 
deTolved  upon 

Jaum  Donates  ^th  Eam.  \  son-in-law  of  the  3rd  Earl,  son  of  Oeoige  Douglas, 
of  Pitteudiiech,  grandson  of  George,  Master  of  Angus,  and  brother  of  David,  7th 
Earl  of  Angus.  He  was  the  principal  actor  in  the  murder  of  Riuio  in  1566,  mod 
was  in  consequence  obliged  to  By  the  kin^om.  The  influence  of  the  B^l  of  Both- 
well,  however,  obtained  his  pardon  in  the  same  jear,  and  on  his  return  he  relVised  M 
concur  with  BothweU  in  the  proposed  murder  of  Lord  Doralej-.  In  1567,  he  en- 
tered into  the  association  for  the  defence  of  the  rojal  inhnt  JAitm,  whom  the  mal- 
content nobles  had  just  proclaimed  King-,  was  appointed  in  the  November  following 
Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland  ;  and  in  1568,  commanded  the  van  of  the  King's 
arm;  in  the  battle  of  Langildc.  In  B72,  on  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Mar,  the 
oBice  of  Regent  of  Scotland  was  conferred  upon  him,  and  he  administered  the  Oo- 
vemment  in  the  name  of  King  Jaues  VI.  till  t57ti,  when  he  resigned  the  Regenc; 
into  the  hands  of  the  joung  King.  Still,  however,  retaining  an  authoritr  in  the 
state  which  no  other  person  had  influence  or  abi1it7  sufficient  to  wrest  from  him,  his 
political  enemies,  seeing  no  other  means  of  ridding  themselves  of  his  ascendancy,  ac- 
cused him  in  Parliament  of  being  a  part;  to  the  murder  of  Lord  Damley,  and  obtained 
hia  condemnation,  which  was  immediately  followed  by  his  execution,  2  June  1581. 
He  died  with  the  penitence,  resignation,  and  courage  of  a.  great  man  and  a  good 
Christian,  leaving  one  of  the  most  notable  examples  on  record  of  the  mL.lability  of 
fbitune.  He  left  no  legitimate  issue,  and  by  his  attainder  his  Earldom  was  forfeited. 
He  hod  obtained,  in  1564,  a  new  chuter,  by  which  the  Earldom  was  entailed,  biling 
his  isue  male,  on  Archibald,  8th  Elarl  of  Angus;  William'Douglas  of  Lochleven; 
Francis  Douglas  of  Longniddry ;  William  Douglaa  of  Whittinghome,  William 
Douglas  and  James  his  brother,  sons  of  the  decsoaed ;  Richard  DougUo,  brother  of 
the  3rd  Earl  of  Morton,  and  the  hein  male  of  their  bodies  respectively ;  failing 
which,  to  his  own  legitimate  heirs  male  for  ever.  But  in  consequence  of  his  for- 
feiture, John  Lord  Maxwell,  gnuidsoD  of  the  3rd  Earl,  throogh  his  2nd  daughter, 
obtained,  in  June  1581,  a  charter  of  the  Elarldom  ;  a  general  act  of  indemnity,  how- 
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over,  paasetl  in  1585,  and  a  letter  of  rehnbiliUtion  of  Jumes,  Earl  of  MoH«n,  inued 
under  the  Great  Seal,  which  deprived  Lord  Maiirell  of  his  title,  b;  reMoring  the 
righta  of  the  heir  of  entail. 

Archibald.  Bth  Earl  of  Angui,  and  5th  Earl  of  Morton,  micceeded  as  the  neit 
BubMitute  in  the  entail  of  1564,  hut  d.  without  aurviving  i«uc  in  1588,  when  the 
Earldom  devolved,  according  to  the  ume  charter,  on  Sir  William  Dovolar  of 
Lochleven,  6th  Earl,  descended  fruni  Sir  Henry  Douglas  of  Lochleven,  mentioned 
above  as  younger  son  of  Sir  .luhn  Douglas  of  Dalkeith.  Sir  William  Douglas  of 
Lochtcven.  eldest  sod  of  the  said  Sir  Henry,  was  lather  of  the  heroic  Eliiaheth 
Dougla^  maidofhonour  t«  Quei-n  Joanna,  wife  ofKin^  Jamis  J.;  who,  running  to 
secure  the  door  of  the  Royal  apartment  ngainst  the  intrusion  of  the  aasanins  of 
that  King,  unable  to  find  the  bar,  thrust  her  arm  into  its  place,  but  in  tain ;  the 
murderers  broke  her  arm,  forced  their  wiiy  through,  and  accomplished  their  bloody 
purpose.  Sir  William  was  succeeded  b;  his  eldest  son,  Sir  Henrj,  whose  son, 
Robert  Douglas  of  Lochleven,  was  killed  in  the  hattle  of  Flodden,  in  1513.  He 
was  followed  bj  his  son  and  giandHiii,  both  Sir  Roberts.  The  latter  fell  in  the 
battle  of  Pinkie,  in  1547. 

Bib  Williau,  his  son,  succeeded,  and  was  the  same  mentioned  above  as  inc- 
ceasor  to  the  5th  Earl.  Queen  Marv  was  committed  to  his  custody  at  Loehleren 
Cartle,  in  1566 ;  he  d.  in  160G,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  William,  7th 
Barl,  only  son  of  his  eldest  son  Robert,  who  was  lost  at  sea,  on  his  voyage  to  Hol- 
land, in  15B4,  before  his  father-a  Bccewian  to  the  Earldom.  This  Earl,  before  the 
biealcing  out  of  the  great  rebellion,  was  one  of  the  richest  subjects  in  the  kingdom. 
Eqiousing  the  Royal  cause  with  zeal,  he  advanced  considerable  sums  for  its  support, 
diq>osing,  for  that  purpose,  of  the  noble  property  of  Dalkeith  and  other  estates,  to 
the  value  of  no  leas  than  £ll)l),Oaa  Scots  of  yearly  rvnt.  On  the  entire  failure  of 
the  Royal  arms,  he  retired  to  Orkney,  and  d.  there  in  1648.  His  eldest  wn,  Robert, 
■ueceeded  aa  Bth  Earl,  and  d.  also  in  Orkney,  in  1649 ;  bis  son,  William,  9th 
Earl,  (/.  without  surviving  issue  in  1681,  when  the  title  devolved  on  Jauib,  lOlh 
Earl,  second  son  of  the  7th  Earl  \  he  it.  in  I6t)6,  and  was  tkther  of  Jamu.  11th 
Earl,  Robert,  12th  Eabl,  and  Qvokok,  13th  Eihl  ;  the  two  fbnner  d.  uam.,  the 
first  in  1715,  and  the  second  in  1730)  Georqk,  IStb  EAItL,(t.  in  173B,  andwasiuc- 
Mcded  by  his  eldest  son, 

Jamkh,  14th  Earl,  who,  being  in  France  in  1746,  was  imprisoned  in  the  Bastille 
Ibr  Teasoni  never  avowed,  with  his  wife  and  child,  and  a  sister  of  the  Countfas  tra- 
velling with  them,  and  after  three  months'  confinement  were  released  and  permitted 
to  proceed  to  England.  He  sold  his  large  property  in  Orkney  and  Zetland  to  Sir 
Laurence  Dundos  ;  was  elected,  in  1764,  Freudent  of  the  Roy iC  Society  ;  and  d.  in 
17^8,  leaving  two  surviving  sons ;

MOUNT-CASHELL,  EARL  OF.     (Moore.) 

Peer  of  Ireland, 

This  fiunily  descends  fVom  Thomas  de  Moore,  who  accompanied  William  the  Con- 
queror firom  Normandy,  held  a  command  in  the  battle  of  Hastings,  and  settled  in 
the  West  of  England.  His  posterity  migrated  into  various  counties,  and  ttom  a 
branch,  which  Tery  early  obtained  the  inheritance  of  Linley  Hall,  in  the  parish  of 
More,  Shropshire,  proceeded  Richard  Moore,  the  first  of  tlie  family  who  came 
into  Ireland ;  he  took  up  his  residence  at  Clonmell,  in  the  county  of  Tipperary,  in 
the  reign  of  King  Charlbs  I.,  was  great-grandfather  of  Stephen  Moore,  Esq., 
who  was  created,  in  1764,  Baron  Kil  worth  of  Moore  Park,  Co.  Cork,  and  in  1766, 
Viscount  Mount^Cashell,  of  Cashell,  Co.  Tipperary,  and  d,  in  1766,  leaving  three 

sons,  viz. :

Hia  gieal-Krandson,  Sir  Richard  Edgecumbe,  <nu  «.  peraoD  of  note  in  the  rd|i[ng 
of  Edwjild  IV.  and  Richakd  III.;  he  joined  HentJ  SlaSbrd,  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham,  in  hig  rebellion  against  the  latter  monarch,  and  waa  reduced,  after  iti  aup- 
preaoon.  to  great  eitremititt ;  be  bad  the  good  fortune  to  caoape  to  Brittanj,  to 
the  Eul  of  Kichmond,  in  whose  auite  be  retunied  to  England,  di^tlaired  great  in- 
trepidity at  the  battle  of  Boavorth,  and  was  taken  into  the  houiehald  and  confidence 
of  the  new  King.  On  the  aupprenion  of  the  Earl  of  Kildace's  rebellion,  he  waa 
sent  into  Ireland,  to  receive  the  renewed  allegiance  of  the  Iriih  noUlity,  and  per- 
formed that  difficult  commiauan  with  great  good  foitnne  and  addrev.  He  waa 
afterwards  ftequently  employed  in  politicsl  commiiaiDnB  by  HaNaT  VII.,  and  ob- 
ttuned  thini  Uiat  monarch,  in  reward  fbr  bis  many  important  aerricfs,  large  grants  of 
land  in  Devonihire  and  Cornwall.

observing  from  the  sea  its  noble  situation,  fixed  upon  it  for  bis  own,  in  his  intended 
diriaion  of  his  conquest :  the  choice,  at  least,  was  creditable  to  his  taste.  His  great- 
grandson,  Colonel  Pien  Edgecumbe  of  Mount- Eldgecumbe,  firmly  attaohed  to  the 
Church  and  King,  endeavoured  to  support  both  in  the  civil  wan  to  the  utmost  of 
bis  power  and  fortune;. so  great,  indeed,  was  the  enmity  of  the  popular  leaden 
against  him,  that  Sir  Alexander  Carew,  of  Anthony,  in  Cornwall,  was  tned  at  Guild- 
hall, condemned,  and  beheaded,  solely  upon  a  charge  of  corRoponding  by  letter  and 
penonol  conference  with  Colonel  f^gecumbe  ;  he  d.  in  1660.  His  eldest  son.  Sir 
Richonl  Edgecumbe,  K.B.,  who  d.  in  IfiBS,  was  &ther  of 

Richard,  created  in  17't2,  Bakon  Edoecuhbi  of  Mount-Edgecumbe,Co.  Devon;

Peer  of  Inland. 

Tllia  braitj  cteinw  its  descent  fVoia  Herv<  de  MonhnoTencj,  Qnnd  Butler  of 
Fmnce ;  flvm  whose  elder  Bon  descended  the  French  Barons  of  Montmoreney, 
Dukes  of  Luiembnigh,  Beaumont,  and  Laval ;  his  younger  son,  Qroffnj  de  Hont- 
morencf,  was  father  of  the  branch  which  cAme  into  England  with  William  the 
Conqueror,  and  settled  in  the  Isle  of  Anglesey,  whence  Hervej  de  Honto- 
Mariscoe  and  his  hrother  Geoffrej,  went  over  to  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  Hnnv  II., 
and  obtained  grants  of  laud  in  Wexford,  Kerry,  and  Tippcrary.  Herrey  d.  without 
issue ;  and  the  desceodonta  of  GeoRrey  oune  in  time  to  bear  tlie  name  of  Morrst, 
which  the  Viscount  and  his  relation,  Viscount  Frankfort,  hsTe  exchanged,  by  Boyal 
licence,  for  the  original  bmily  name  of  De  Montmorency. 

Sir  John  Morrts  of  Kno^agh,  was  created  a  Baronet  of  Ireland  In  1631,  and

17  Aug.  1797, 
and  two  daughters,  for  whom  see  Tht  Peerage  Volumt ;  add  by  uw  2nd 
marriage,  he  had  two  sons,  Fiianci»-Hui,vit,  Srd  Vucoinrr,  who  lud- 
ceeded  his  half-brother ;  and  William-Mary,  who  was  drowned  near  Dub- 
lin in  1B09,  having  m.

MOUNTNORRIS,  EARL  OF.    (Annesley.) 

Peer  of  Ittland. 

TuiB  ancient  family  deri'n  its  guraame  from  the  [nanor  of  Aanegley  in  Nottingham- 
■hire,  of  nhich  it  was  poBsnaed  before  the  Conquest.  A  younger  branch  settled  at 
NeTpDrt-PBgnel  in  Bucks,  whence  Robert  Annesley  removed  to  Ireland  in  the  retgn 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  ;  and  iiras  father  of 

Sir  Fbascib  Annksliv,  created  a  Baronet  of  Ireland  in  16S0  ;  in  1622,  he  had 
a  lingular  patent  granted  to  him  of  the  ilignily  of  Vibcoiwt  of  Valintu,  Co.  Kerry, 
to  hold  after  the  death  of  Henry  Power,  then  Viscount  Valentia,  vithont  ittue, 
which  title  accordingly  derolved  upon  him  on  that  event  occurring  in  1642  \  hut 
meanwhile  he  was  created,  in  1629,  Baron  Mountnorrii  of  Mountnorris,  Co.  Armagh. 
He  wai  afterwards,  in  1635,  by  an  extraordinary  act  of  power  on  the  part,  as  has 
been  said,  of  the  Lord  Deputy  Wentwotth,  better  known  by  his  subsequent  title  of 
Earl  of  StraHbrd,  sentenced  to  lose  his  head  far  an  inconsiderate  expreasiOD,  construed 
by  his  judges  into  purpose  of  evil  against  the  Lord  Deputy  ;  the  sentence,  however, 
was  not  executed,  but  he  was  kept  a  cloee  prisoner  in  Dublin  Castle  till  April  1637, 
when  the  King's  pardon  was  extended  to  him,  and  this  afl^r  was  made  one  of  the 
articles  of  impeachment  against  the  Earl  of  Straffbrd  in  1640.  He  seems  to  have 
been  alienated  tWim  the  Royal  cause  by  this  arbitrary  act,  but  took  no  active  part 
in  the  rebellion.  He  it.  in  1660,  leaving  several  sons;  fhnn  Arthur,  his  eldest  son, 
all  the  succeeding  inheritors  of  the  title  have  descended  ;  and  Francis,  his  6th  son, 
left  a  son  Francis,  who  i.  in  I7S0,  having  bad  seven  sons,  three  of  whom  have  left 
male  ismie  \  tIi.,  1  Francis,  the  eldest  son.  Rector  of  Winwick,  Co.  Lancaster,  who 
■I.  Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Robert  Gayer  of  Stoke  Pog«a,  Co.  Bucks,  by 
whom  he  was  father  of  Arthur  Annesley,  Esq.,  of  Bletchington  Fork,  Co.  Oion,  for 
whom  see  The  Peerage  Fb/um«,  the  next  heir  to  the  title  of  Vaientia'after  the  present 
Esi-1  and  his  son  ;  2  Martin,  (3rd  son,)  Rector  of  Fribham,  Bucks  ;  he  was  gnnd- 
ftther  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  Anneeley,  now  Rector  of  Clifford  Chambers,  Gloueester- 
ihire  ;  3  William,  (Gth  son,)  1st  Viscount  Qlerawtey,-^Kt<t  Earl  of  Anneoley. 

ABTHi;n,  2nd  VismUNT,  his  eldest  son  and  succenor,  was  among  the  lojal  mem- 
ben  who  met  in  the  Parliament  summoned  at  Oifbid  in  1643  ;  but,  the  Royal  cause 
baving  become  almost  hopelen,  he  was  one  of  the  five  ComminioneTS  qipointed  by 
the  two  House*  to  settle  the  afftirs  of  Ireland,  and  at  length  heartily  concurred  in 
thereatoration  of  CHAiun  II.  In  1661  he  was  created  Baron  Annesley  of  New- 
port-Fagnel,  Co.  Buckingham,  and  Earl  of  Anglesey,  in  the  Peerage  of  England. 
He  held  the  office  of  Privy  Seal  during  many  yean  of  the  reign  of  Chaslbs  II.,  and 
was  removed  from  it  in  1632,  on  account  of  the  leal  with  which  he  promoted  the  exclu- 
sion of  the  Duke  of  York  from  the  throne.  He  d.  in  1686;  lesviug,  bevdes  other 
iaue,  the  three  sons  following :

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3  Richard,  who  succeeded  his  nephew  as  3rd  Lord  Altham  ;  be  d.  in  1701, 
leaving  two  sons : 

1  Arthur,  4th  Lord  Altham,  who  d,  in  London  in  1727;  having  m.  in 

1707,  Mary,  a  natural  daughter  of  John  Sheffield,  Duke  of  Buckingham, 
who  d.  in  17*29.  His  Lordship  was  supposed  to  have  died  childlesa,  and 
his  brother  thereupon  assumed  the  title  of  Altham  ;  but  in  the  year  1743 
a  young  man,  calling  himself  James  Annesley,  Lord  Altham,  introduced 
himself  to  Admiral  Vernon  in  Jamaica,  with  so  plausible  a  tale  of  his 
birth  as  the  son  of  Lord  and  Lady  Altham,  that  Admiral  Vernon  sent  him 
to  England  with  such  representations  in  his  favour  as  induced  many  per- 
sons of  eminence  and  probity  to  support  a  suit,  which  was  immediately 
commenced  in  the  King's  Courts  in  Dublin  for  the  restitution  of  his 
rights.  It  was  made  to  appear  in  evidence  that  he  was  bom  to  Lady 
Altham  at  Dunmain  in  Ireland  in  1715 :  that  Lord  and  Lady  Altham  sub- 
sequently separated,  his  Lordship  retaining  the  child  *,  that  Lady  Altham 
being  afterwards  reduced  to  great  distress,  went  to  reside  in  London  on  the 
bounty  of  the  Duchess  of  Buckingham :  that  Lord  Altham,  connecting 
himself  with  another  woman,  who  considered  the  boy  as  an  obstacle  to  her 
views,  was  by  her  induced  to  board  him  in  the  house  of  a  poor  person,  and 
afterwards  wanting  to  raise  money  upon  his  estates,  which  he  could  only 
do  in  conjunction  with  his  next  heir,  being  of  ftiU  age,  found  it  convenient 
to  disown  his  son  :  that  upon  his  Lordship^s  death  the  title  was  assumed  by 
his  brother  and  the  child  kidnapped,  put  on  board  an  American  ship, 
carried  to  the  river  Delaware,  and  there  sold  as  a  slave :  and  that  it  was 
not  till  after  thirteen  years  of  slavery  that  he  found  means  to  escape  to 
Jamaica,  where  he  made  his  case  known  to  Admiral  Vernon.  All  these 
circumstances,  and  many  others,  being  established  to  the  satisflaction  of 
the  jury,  a  verdict  was  given  in  his  favour,  which  however  was  set  aside 
upon  a  writ  of  error,  and  his  claim  was  not  decided  when  he.</.  5  Jan. 
17C0,  leaving  two  daughters  and  one  son  ;  the  latter  was  6.  7  Jan.  1757, 
and  rf.  5  Nov.  1763. 

2  Richard,  who,  as  shown  above,  succeeded  his  brother  as  5th  Lord  Altham, 

and  on  the  death  of  Arthur,  5th  Earl  of  Anglesey,  and  6th  Viscount 
Valkntia,  succeeded  also  to  those  titles ;  to  all  which,  by  the  death  of  the 
young  claimant  in  1763,  he  acquired  an  indisputable  right.  He  d,\i  Feb.

2ndly,  Matthew  Talbot,  Esq.)  The  EarPs  2nd  marriage,  of  which  the  first 
Earl  of  Mountnorris  was  the  only  issue,  was  disputed  after  the  death  of 
the  Earl  of  Anglesey,  when  the  House  of  Lords  in  England  decided 
against  it,  and  adjudged  the  English  honours  to  be  extinct;  and  the 
House  of  Lords  in  Ireland  decided  in  its  &vour,  and  adjudged  the  Irish 
honours  to  his  son  Arthur,  8th  Vuvount,  who  was  created,  in  1793, 
Earl  of  Mountnorris.  He  </.  in  1816,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  Gkorob,  present  and  2nd  Earl.

His  son  Robert  Sandfbtd, 
En^  of  Caitletea,  ».  In  1717,  Henrietta,  daughter  of  William  O'Brien,  Earl  of 
Inehiquin,  and  d,  in  1730  ;  leaving  iMue  bj  her,  Henrj,  hit  ■uccenor,  Robert,  a 
Majot^OeneiBl  in  the  army,  and  Qovemor  of  Oalwaj  ;  and  Henrietta,  who  m.  Ed- 
wan  Nicholson,  Eicu  of  Phmroae-Ghwige.  Henry,  hia  eldest  ion  and  succeasor, 
m.  in  1750,  Sarah,  eldest  daughter  o(  Stephen  Moore,  Viscount  Monnt-CasbeU,  by 
Alida,  nster  and  heir  of  Rob^  Colville,  Esq.,  of  Newtown,  Co.  Downe,  and  d.  in 
1787,  leaving  three  wns,  Hanrj-Moore,  WiUiBin,  and  Geoiige.

William  SaniifliTd,  his  LonUiip^  next  brother,  i^o  dying  unm.  in  1S2B,  was  snc- 
ceadad  by  his  onda,  GaoftOB,  the  present  and  3rd  Loan,  only  surviTing  brother  of 
tfaalstLoKB.

Slaaa  cup,  with  the  bleaaing  that  hia  family  ihould  proqier,  and  never  want  a  nude 
eir  >o  long  oa  thia  cup  ahoold  continue  unbroken  in  their  poaacauon.  It  is  atill 
carefully  preaerved  by  Lord  Muncaoter,  and  ia  called  "  The  Luck  of  Huncaster."

Peer  iff  Scollaad. 

Hu  Lorddiip  is  of  a  younger  branch  ot  the  Duke  of  Atholl'a  ramil;,  sad  deacended 
from  Lord  Wu.luhMukbav,  4th  son  of  John,  Itt  Marquis  of  Atholl,  by  hii  mamage 
with  the  Hon.  Haigaret  Naime,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Niirhi  of  Sttat- 
hord,  who  having  beon  taken  prisoner  at  Alyth,  by  the  English  anny,  in  1 651,  when 
concerting  measurCB  with  the  Earlg  of  Crawford  and  Leien,  and  other  noblemen,  fbr 
railing  an  army  for  the  inraiion  of  England,  and  the  rettoration  of  King  Chaklu 
II.,  was  committed  to  (he  Tower,  and  remajned  in  cuKody  there  till  1660  ;  wu  «p- 
pointeda  Lord  of  Session  in  1661  ;  and  in  coniideration  of  his  Bufferings  in  the  cuue 
of  Royalty,  and  other  merits,  was  raised  to  the  Peerage,  in  1681,  by  the  title  of  Lord 
Nairnr,  with  limitation  to  the  said  Lord  William  Murray,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body 
by  Hargaret  Naime  his  wife. 

He  was  succeeded  by  the  snid  Lord  Wii.LLiH,3nd  Lord,  who  asnimed  tfaa 
name  of  Nume ;  he  did  not  take  the  oaths  to  Ooiemtnent,  nor  his  seat  in  Par- 
liament, after  the  Revolution  ;  but  engaged  in  the  Rebellion  of  1715,  in  which 
his  nephews,  the  Marquis  of  TuUibardlne,  and  Lord  Charles  Murray,  were  also 
implicated.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  Preston,  sent  to  the  Tower,  attainted,  tried, 
and  condemned  to  death,  but  respited  and  afterwards  pardoned.  He  if,  in  1725, 
when,  but  for  the  attainder,  his  eldest  son,  JoUK,  would  have  succeeded  as  3rd 
LORn ;  his  second  son,  Robert,  m.  Jean,  heiress  of  the  ancient  family  of  Mercer 
of  Aldie,  and  assumed  her  surname.  He  engaged  in  the  Rebellion  of  1745,  and  «at 
killed  in  the  battle  of  Culloden,  which  saved  his  estates  ftum  forfeiture.  Hi* 
eldest  son.  Colonel  William  Mercer  of  Atdie  and  Heikieour,  m.  Margaret  Muiraj, 
heiress  of  Fitkeathly,  and  d,  in  1790,  leaving  thtee  daughters,  of  whom  Jane,  the 
eldest,  was  the  1st  wife  of  Oeoige,  late  Viscount  Keith,  and  mother  of  Mar^ret, 
now  Baroness  Keith,  heiren  oF  Aldie  and  Melkleour,  who,  in  addition  to  her  patemal 
aane  of  Elphinstone,  has  assumed  that  of  Mercer. 

John,  Srd  Lord,  was  i.  in  1691,  m.  Lady  Catherine  Murray,  3rd  daughter  of 
Cbarlctt,  lit  Eail  Dunmore,  who  d.  9  May  1754.  He  engaged  with  his  bthet  in  the 
Rebellion  of  1715,  was  taken  prisoner  at  Preston,  and  attainted,  but  pardoited;  be 
engaged  again  in  the  Rebellion  of  1745,  and  was  included  in  the  act  of  Rttaindtr  of 
1746.  He  P<u»»i  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  France,  and  d.  there  in  1770,  when 
his  eldest  surviving  son  John,  should  have  succeeded  as  4th  Lord,  but,  in  conseqneoce 
of  the  atlainden  of  his  father  and  grand&ther,  never  assumed  the  title,  which  w«a 
BTBcioualy  restored  under  King  Ororoi  IV.,  by  Act  of  Failiament,  in  1B24,  to 
WiLLUM,  his  only  surviving  son,  5th  Lord  ;  he  d.  in  1B30,  and  was  succeeded  by  hi* 
son  WiLLuu,  present  and  Gtb  Lord. 


MAPIER,  BARON.    (Napier.) 
Peer  <^  Stxdiand. 

Fboii  John  de  Niqiin,  who  nrore  ttelty  to  King  Edward  I.,  in  139G,  deaoended,  in 

the  11th  degree,  John  Napur,  at  Merchiatoun,  the  celebrated  author  of  the  loga- 
T!thDU,who,  after  liDishmgliii  studies  at  the  Univenily  of  St  Andrews,  andmBking  the 
tour  of  Europe,  returned  to  his  house  at  Merchistoun,  where  he  resided  in  priraej  and 
letirement,  chiefly  inhabiting  a  small  room  at  the  top  of  the  tower,  and  devoting  his 
lift  to  the  studj  of  the  holy  Scriptures  and  of  mathematici,  and  here  he  constructed 
the  logHiithms.  He  was  looked  upon  by  the  comnion  people  as  a  warlock,  and  eien 
the  superior  clanes  entertained  ideas  of  his  possessing  a  superhuman  sagacity,  and 
allied  to  him  for  the  resolution  of  doubts  which  were  beyond  the  raach  of  the  or- 
dinary powen  of  man.  It  is  probable,  indeed,  that  he  amused  himself  by  encouiag- 
ing  the  papular  belief  of  his  skill  iu  necromancy,  that  he  might  be  the  Im  inteimpt- 
ed  in  his  meditations.     He  d.  in  1617. 

Sir  Archibald  NAPiaa,  his  son  and  heir,  was  created  Lord  Napdw  of  Metchis- 
toun,  in  1 637,  with  remainder  to  his  hein  male.  He  »■■  a  sister  of  the  great  Uarqnis 
of  Montrose,  and  taking  a  decided  part  in  fovour  of  the  Royal  cauw,  WH  impii- 
•oned  b^  the  CoTenonten,  with  his  son,  the  Master  of  Napier,  and  othen  of  his 
Ikmily,  in  I^lyrood  House,  whence  the  Master  effected  his  escape,  and  joined 
the  Marquis  of  Montrose ;  the  rest  of  the  family  remained  in  closer  confinement, 
flnt  in  the  Castle  of  f^nburah,  and  afterwards  in  the  prison  of  Linlithgow,  whence 
tbey  were  liberated  by  the  Master  of  Napier  after  Montrose's  victory  of  Kilnth. 
Lord  Napier  accompanied  the  Marquis  to  the  south,  and,  after  the  defeat  of  Fbillip- 
bangfa,  cacaped  with  him  into  Atholl,  where  he  d.  in  164Ji. 

His  son  Archibald,  the  gallant  Master  of  Napier,  succeeded  as  ?ad  Lord,  and 
deroted  himaelf,  with  unUmited  attachment,  to  the  (brtunea  of  hit  heroic  ancle.  He 
fbitified  the  Hut|uis'e  house  at  Kincardine,  and  stood  a  liege  against  the  army  of 
General  Hiddleten  and  a  train  of  artillery,  till  the  &ilare  of  water  and  prorinoos 
NUdeted  c^itulation  necessary,  when  he  eacaped  before  the  sunmder  ta  the  mr- 
man,  and  rejoined  Houtrose.  He  vent  abroad  with  him,  when  the  King  reealled 
his  commiwon,  and,  after  the  onfottutiate  issue  of  his  second  expedition,  continued 
in  Holland  till  hii  death,  which  took  place  before  the  Reatoiatian  in  1660. 

Abcridald,  3rd  Lord,  his  sod  and  aucceaaor,  being  the  lait  hetr  male  of  tlie  lit 
Lord, procured,  in  IG77,  anextennonofthepBtentofPeera^  to  his  three  dtteia,  with 
remainder  to  the  heir  male,  tailing  which,  to  the  eldest  heit  female,  without  diTinoni 
of  each  of  them  rcepectively.  The  issue  of  Jane,  the  eldeit  Briar,  fhiled  in 
bet  son.  Sir  Tuouab  Nicholson,  4th  Lord,  who  succeeded  his  uncle  in  1688,  and 
d.  HMM.  in  1686  ;  and  Mary,  the  voungeit  sister,  d.  unm.  \  HiUiaABn,  tb«  seMod, 
hecame  5th  BARONne  ;  she  n.  John  Briibone,  Esq.,  and  hod  an  only  dau^ter,  Bti- 
nbsth,  who  m.  Sir  William  Scott  of  Thirlestane,  Bait.,  son  of  Sir  Francis  Scott, 
<mat«d  a  Baronet  in  1666,  and  10th  in  paternal  descent  th>m  Aitfaui  Scott,  of  Uow- 
p^ey  ta  Eskdale,  a  junior,  it  is  presumed,  of  the  family  of  Soott  of  Buockuch. 
Their  son 

Fbamcis,  tncceeded  his  grandmother,  in  1706,  as  6th  Lord,  and  awmaed  tba  mt- 
name  of  NAnaa.  He  dl  in  177S,  leaving  a  veiy  numeroui  family,  of  whom  tha  four 
Bona  following  hare  left  isaua :

Thk  name  of  Nelson  is  of  eonaiderable  standing  in  the  Co.  of  Norfolk,  where  his 
Lordship^  bmily  have  long  been  patrons  of  the  diurch  of  Hillborongh,  of  which  hi* 
grandfiither  was  Rector;  and  have  been  connected  by  marriage  with  many  families 
of  distinction. 

WiUiam  Nelson,  of  Danham  Farva,  in  Norfolk,  «.  Mary  Shenc,  and  d.  37  Jan. 
1713.  His  son,  the  Rev.  Edmund  Nelson,  Rector  of  Hillborough,  m.  Mary,  daughter 
of  John  Bland,  Esq.,  and  d.  in  1747.  ilia  son,  the  Rev.  Edmund  Nelson,  Rector 
of  Bumham  Thorpe,  Co.  Norfolk,  was  lather  of  the  illustrious  Admiral  Viscount 
Nelson,  by  his  marriage  with  Cnlherine,  daughter  of  the  Rev,  Maurice  Suck- 
ling, D.D.,  by  Anne,  hii  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Charle*  Turner,  Bart.,  by  Mary, 
daughter  of  Robert  Walpole,  E«q..  and  sister  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  K.O.,  Ist  Earl 
of  Orford. 

Horatio,  the  IM  and  great  Viscoitnt  Nii.son,  whose  heroic  exploits  are  too 
recent  and  too  intimately  connected  with  the  moat  glorious  pages  of  English  history, 
to  need  recspituUtion  in  a  space  f>ir  too  limited  to  do  them  even  a  moderate 
degree  ofjusticc,  was  created,  in  1798,  Baron  Nelson  of  the  Nile,  and  of  Bumham 
Thorpe.  Co.  Norfolk,  and  Viscount  Nelson  in  1801  ;  also,  in  1801,  Baron  Nrlkih 
ofthe  Nile,  and  of  Hillborough,  Co.  Norfolk,  with  remainder  to  his  father,  the  Rer. 
Edmund  Nelson,  and  his  heiis  male;  remainder  to  the  inuc  male  of  his  si«tera 
Susannah  and  Catherine.  On  his  Lordship's  glorioos  death  at  Ttablgar.  afWr  a 
victory  which  finally  swept  the  teas  of  every  fleet  inimioil  to  Omt  Britain,  the 
Viscounty  and  the  Barony  of  1798  became  extinct;  but  the  Barony  of  1801  de- 
volved on  his  brother  Williah,  who  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Viaeount  Herton 
and  TtalUgar,  of  Merton,  Co.  Surrey,  and  Earl  Nklson  ^  Hertoo  and  TralUgar, 
with  the  nme  remainder. 
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Of  hi«  Lorilahip^  two  aislere,  whose  mule  iswie  are  thiu  included  in  the  limitation 
ofthe  titleB.Sii«aniiah,  the  oldest,  is  dectiiBcdJuivinsm-Thomo*  Bolton,  E»q. ;  and 
Catherine,  the  jounfnwt,  m.  Gcoige  Matchiun,  Esq.,  who  rf.  in  1833.  He  wa»  agreHt 
traveller  in  the  East,  nnd  a  very  wcomplinhed  inan  ;  among  Ihc  improvenienU  wliich 
he  reeommeniled  were  the  plan  of  broakwatcn  bj  piles,  and  the  la.ring  out  St. 
James's  Park  in  pleasure  (fajdcns. 

Mrs.  Bolton,  for  whose  im\ic  see  The  Feerage  Volume,  kbs  mother  of  Thohah,  lad 
Earl,  who  suceeeded  on  the  deeeiwe  of  his  uncle.  2H  Feb.  1 835.  and  took  the  name 
of  NkLson  only  aceoiding  to  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  1  SOli ;  he  d.  in  Not.  1B3.J,  and 
was  succeeded  hy  his  eldest  son  [Iorathi,  present  and  3rd  Eahu  n  minor.

Peer  qf  Ireland. 

Sir  Formal  di  Nbttkhvillk,  an  Anglo-Norman  Knight,  settled  in  Ireland  in  the

NiciiuLAH  NiTTitHviLLS,  created,  in  16-22.  Viscount  Nbttervilli  of  Dowth,  Co. 
Henth  ;  he  d.  in  1654.  having  had  eight  sons,  of  whom,  John,  the  eldest  son.  suc- 
ceeded him  as  2nd  Viikount  ;  Li'CAfi.  Ihc  2nd  son,  d.  without  issue;  and  Patrick. 
3rd  son,  was  ancestor  of  the  present  Viscounl. 

John,  2nd  Vihujunt,  d.  in  1653,  and  was  roltoffe<l  la  direct  mole  descent,  bv 
Nicholas,  3rd  Vukoiint,  who  d.  in  1689;  .Iohn,  4th  ViftcouNT,  who  d  in  i;97\ 
Nicholas.  6th  Viscoiint,  he  d,  in  1760  ;  and  .Iohn,  6th  Vu^count,  on  whose  decease, 
in  1836,  the  whole  male  issueof  John,  2nd  Visiuu NT,  oldest  son  of  the  1st  Viscount, 
become  eitinct. 

Patrick,  3rd  son  of  the  1st  Viscount,  d.  in  1676,  leavinR  a  son  Nicholas,  who  d. 
in  1719;  his  sou  James  d.  in  1762,  and  his  eldest  son  Nicholas,  in  17BB,  leaving  an

Jahbh.  who,  after  the  decease  of  the  6th  Viscount,  claimed  the  titles,  which  were 
finally  adjudRed  to  bim  by  the  House  of  Lords  in  1U34,  and  his  Lordship  is  the  pre- 
sent and  7th  VwcooKT.

Peer  of  Ireland, 

This  ancient  Welsh  fnmil;  allegeg  iu  descent  finm  three  of  the  Chie&  who  were 
beadiof  the  fifteen  tribes'of  North  Wales.  In  the  mulo  line  Frum  Cullwpi*ap- 
Tangno,  Lord  of  Ardudwy,  wlio  reeidcd  at  Harlech  Castle,  then  culled  Itroniiwer'ii 
lower,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  Wjnnn  of  Bodvcnn  ;  and  in  two  fenuile  lints,  from 
Cilmb-Droed-Ddu,  nephew  of  Mervin,  King  of  Man,  and  patriarch  of  the  family  of 
Glyn  of  Qljnn-LIifon,  his  residence  is  said  to  have  been  on  the  ate  of  the  principal 
■eat  of  that  family  ;  and  from  March udd-ap-Cy nan,  to  whom  the  Wf  nna  of  Melai 
trace  their  pedigree. 

John  Wynn-ap-Hugh,  Standard  Bearer  in  the  attack  an  the  city  of  Norwich,  by 
which  the  formidable  inmrrection,  headed  by  Robert  Kct,  in  1549,  was  suppressed, 
woa  rewarded  by  King  Edward  VI,  for  his  services  on  that  occasion  with  the 
Island  of  Bordsey,  in  the  county  of  Carnarvon,  which  is  still  in  possession  of  the 

Fifth  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  Thomas  Wynn  of  Bodvean,  created  a  Baronet 
in  1742,  he  m.  Frances,  daughter,  and  eventually  heiress,  of  John  Olynn,  Esq.  of 
Glyn-Llifon,  Co,  Carnarvon,  and  by  her  had  issue.

Sir  Jamm  Livinostok,  a  Royalist  of  untainted  principles  and  hunour,  was  enaled, 
in  1C47,  Viscount  of  Newburgh,  and  in  1S60,  by  King  CaiKLM  II,,  with  whom  he 
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had  nsiiled  aUrosil  i1urin)(  the  period  nf  his  exile.  Earl  nf  NniVBDRGn,  VJurounl  at 
Kinniunl,aiid  Baron  LivingiUin  of  Flacraig,  with  rcmikindeT  tu  hia  hein  whatsoever. 
He  d.  in  1670,  and  wiu  ■uc»:eedeJ  by  hit  onlv  KOn,  Charldi,  2nd  Earl  ;  and  he, 
in  1694,  by  his  only  daughter,  CiiARU/iTE-MAniA,  Srd  Cc>(.'NTEeH.  She  n.  IM.  Tho- 
mas, eldest  son  and  heir  of  Hujzh.  Lord  C1ifli>rd,  hy  whom  she  had  two  daughter*. 
Lady  Frances,  who  d-  una.,  in  1771,  and  Lailv  Anne,  who  quitted  the  kingdom, 
and  m.  Ul, Count  Mahoni,  and  '2iid]y, Count  Carlo  St.  Screrino,  1>»th  Italian  noblemen;

Derwentwater,  with  whom  he  engaged  in  the  rL'bellion  of  ITlo.  The  Eail  was  exe- 
cuted, and  his  title  and  noble  estates  forieited,  which  hnre  wnce  been  applied  to 
the  maintenance  of  Greenwich  IIoq>ital.  Charles,  hia  brother,  was  taken  at  Pmton, 
tried  for  high  treason,  and  condemned,  but  contrived  to  escape  out  of  Newgate.  He 
retired  to  France,  and  on  the  young  Chevalier's  landing  in  Scotland  in  1745,  em- 
barked to  join  him  on  board  the  Jitperaace  privateer,  and  was  taken  hy  the  Sheeritrat 
man-of-war,  and  thereupon  eommitteil  to  the  Tower,  and  behoadeil,  in  pumuance  nf 
his  former  sentence.  II  Dec.  I74(>.  He  left  issue  by  the  Countess  of  Newlnirgh,  three 
sons  and  fbur  daughters,  of  whom  the  two  youngest  sons,  and  the  three  etde«t  daugh- 
ters, d.  tmm.

Antkonv-Jahkh,  ith  F.ahl,  who  d.  in  IHU,  when 

FKAN*<-[H-EvRK,theRth  Earl,  succeeded,  being  eldest  son  arPrands  Eyre,  F.W].. 
by  Lady  Mary  Radclilfe,  the  4th,  but  only  m.  daughter  of  the  3rd  Countew.  Iiy  her 
3iid  matriage.  He  imBumedthe  title  under  the  sanction  of  the  concurring  opinions  of 
two  eminent  Counsel  that  the  heir  of  the  elder  daughter  being  an  alien,  and  incapable 
of  inheritance,  the  dignity  devolved,  as  a  matter  of  right,  upon  the  h^r  iif  the  younger. 
He  d.  in  1R37,  and  was  followed  by  his  eldest  son,  JotiK-TuiiHAS,  7lh  Earl  ;  to 
whom,  in  1S33,  succeeded  his  only  brother  Francis,  the  present  and  8th  Eahi,. 


NEWCASTLE,  DUKE  OF.    (Pblham-Clinton.) 

Peer  a/  Gnat  Britain. 

WiLLiAH  Di  Villa  Tancridi,  ChamberUin  of  Normandy,  had  three  sons  :  Osbeit, 
It«nebald,  and  William,  who  all  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  into  England. 
The  male  line  of  Osbert  &iled  in  1233.  Among  other  lands  granted  by  William  to 
Bcnebald,  was  the  Lordship  of  Clinton,  in  Oxfordshire,  from  whidi  his  descendants 
took  their  surname. 

The  6th  in  descent  from  Renebald  was  John  de  Clinton,  summoned  to  Parliament 
b;  writ  1299 ;  from  which  period  it  is  obtervahle  that  his  male  descendaoti  have 
mt  uninterruptedly  as  Peers  of  Parliament  to  the  present  day;  and  that  conse- 

Suently,  with  the  exception  of  the  femiliea  of  Berkeley  and  Neville,  they  are  the 
idest  memben  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  the  paternal  line.  The  flunily  of  Cour- 
tenay,  now  Earl  of  Devon,  is  entitled  to  a  similar  distinction,  but  its  mi^rtunea  in 
the  IGth  century  produced  a  long  intermission  of  its  rights. 

To  Jotm,  1st  Lord  Clinton,  succeeded,  in  direct  paternal  dncent,  d  line  of  ei|#t 
Loidi,  all  men  of  cmuiderable  note  in  their  time,  and  soMb  of  than  pMitienlariv 
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diHtinguished  for  the  commands  entrusted  to  them  in  the  French  and  Scottish  wars, 
and  for  their  zeal  on  behalf  of  the  House  of  York,  in  the  civil  contests  for  the 
Crown. 

Edward,  8th  Lord  Clinton,  K.G.,  was  thirty  years  Lord  High  Admiral  of  Eng- 
land ;  an  elevation  to  which  he  arrived,  not,  as  was  frequently  the  case  in  those 
times,  as  the  due  meed  of  his  birth  and  power,  but  through  a  series  of  active  and 
important  services  in  naval  command.  Queen  Elizabeth  conferred  on  him,  in 
1572,  the  dignity  of  EIarl  of  Lincoln.  He  d.  in  1585,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
eldest  son, 

HsNRY,  2nd  Earl,  who  was  also  highly  esteemed  by  Queen  Elizabbth,  and 
towards  the  close  of  her  reign.»  was  one  of  the  noblemen  whom  she  employed  to 
seize  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  his  house.  He  d.  in  1616,  leaving,  besides  other  issue, 
tliree  sons,  viz. : 

1  Thomas,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  in  1619,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 
Theuphiltts,  4th  Earl.  He  took  part  with  the  Parliament  against  King  Charlbs 
I.,  and,  like  most  others  of  the  same  party,  met  with  an  ungrateful  return  for  his  ser- 
vices ;  the  Commons  impeaching  him  of  high  treason,  for  endeavouring  to  promote 
a  treaty  with  the  King.  He  d.  in  1667,  and,  having  survived  his  son  Edward,  was 
succeeded  by  his  grandson  Edward,  5th  Earl,  and  12th  Lord  Clinton,  K.O.,  on 
whose  death  without  issue  in  1692,  the  ancient  Barony  fell  into  abeyance  between 
his  aunts,  the  daughters  of  Theophilus,  4th  Earl,  and  is  now  possessed  by  the 
heir-general  of  Lady  Arabella,  the  4th  daughter,  and  the  only  one  whose  descendants 
survive.  The  Earldom  devolved  on  Francis  Clinton,  6th  Earl,  his  cousin  and  heir 
male. 

2  Sir  Edward,  whose  eldest  son,  Robert,  m.  and  d.  without  issue ;  and  his  2nd 
son,  Francis,  was  father  of  Francis,  who  succeeded  as  6th  Earl. 

3  Sir  Henry  Fynes-Clinton,  who  had  five  sons,  of  whom  only  Norreys,  the  3rd 
son,  left  male  issue.  This  Norreys  had  six  sons.  The  five  younger  left  no  known 
issue;  but  Norreys,  the  eldest  son,  was  father  of  another  Norreys,  who  d.  in  1764, 

leaving  by  Martha,  daughter  of Thompson,  Esq.,  two  sons,  viz.  the  late  Rev. 

Dr.  Charles  Fynes-Clinton,  and  Kendall  Fynes-Clinton,  Esq.  The  said  Rev.  Charles 
Fynes-Clinton,  D.D.,  Sub-Dean  of  Westminster,  eldest  son  of  the  third  Norreys 
Fynes-Clinton,  Esq.,  d.  13  Nov.  1827,  leaving  by  Emma,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Job 
Brough,  Esq.,  who  rf.  15  Aug.  1831,  Henry  Fynes-Clinton,  Eisq.,  and  the  other  issue 
stated  in  This  Peerage  Volume. 

Francis,  6th  Earl,  grandson  of  Sir  Edward  Clinton,  2nd  son  of  the  2nd  Earl, 
d.  in  1693,  leaving  two  sons,  viz. : 

1  Henry- Fiennks,  his  successor,  7th  Earl,  K.G.,  m,  Lucy,  daughter  of  Thomas, 
Lord  Pelham,  and  sister  of  Thomas  Ist  Dukk  of  Newcahtlb,  and  d.  in  1728,  leaving 
two  sons,  GsoRUK,  his  successor,  8th  Earl,  who  d.  in  1730  ;  and  Hbnry,  9th  Earl, 
and  2nd  Duke  of  Newcastle. 

2  The  Hon.  Admiral  George  Clinton,  who  d.  in  1761,  leaving  one  surviving  son, 
Lieut.-General  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  K.B.;  he  d.  13  Dec.  1795,  having  m.  Harriet, 

daughter  and  co-heir  of Carter,  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  the  issue  stated  in  The 

Peerage  Volume, 

Sir  Thomas  Pelham,  Bart.,  for  whose  pedigree  see  the  Earl  of  Chichester,  was 
created  Baron  Pelham  of  Laughton,  Co.  Sussex,  in  1706  ;  Thomas,  2nd  Lord,  his 
son,  the  Prime  Minister  of  Kings  George  I.  and  11.,  was  created  Viscount  Pelham 
of  Houghton,  Co.  Nottingham,  and  Earl  of  Clare  in  1714  ;  in  1715  Marquis  of  Clare, 
and  Duke  of  Newcastle,  Co.  Northuml)erland  ;  and  subsequently,  in  1756,  Duke  of 
NBwcASTLE-under-Lyne,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  made,  to  Henry,  Earl 
of  Lincoln,  son  of  his  sister  Lucy,  Countess  of  Lincoln,  and  his  issue  male  by  Ca- 
therine, his  wife,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Henry  Pelham,  deceased,  and  niece 
of  the  Duke  *,  the  Duke  was  also  created,  in  1762,  Baron  Pelham  of  Stanmer,  Co. 
Sussex,  with  remainder  to  Thomas  Pelham,  Esq.,  grandson  of  Henry  Pelham, 
younger  brother  of  Thomas,  1st  Baron  Pelham  of  Laughton.  The  Duke  d.  without 
issue,  17  Nov.  1768,  when  all  his  titles  became  extinct,  except  the  Barony  of  Pel- 
ham of  Stanmer,  which  devolved  on  the  said  Thomas  Pelham,  Esq.,  grandfather  of 
the  present  Earl  of  Chichester ;  and  the  Dukedom  of  Newcastle-under-Lyne,  which 
devolved  on 

Henry-Fibnnbh,  9th  Earl  of  Lincoln,  the  2nd  Dukb,  K.G.,  son  of  Hknry, 
7th  Earl,  by  the  Hon.  Lucy  Pelham,  daughter  of  Thomas,  1st  Lord  Pelham,  and 
sister  of  the  1st  Duke.  He  was  b.  24  April  1720,  succeeded  his  brother  Gborgb, 
8th  Earl,  30  April  1730,  and  his  uncle  Thomas,  1st  Durb,  17  Nov.  1768,  and  d. 
22  Feb.  1794  *,  having  tn.  16  Oct.  1744,  Catherine,  eldest  surviving  daughter  and  co- 
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heir  of  the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Pelham,  only  brother  of  Thomas,  Ist  Ditkb,  by  whom, 
who  was  b.  24  July  17*27,  and  d.  27  July  1760,  he  had,  besides  other  issue,  two  sons, 
viz.: 

1  Henry,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  h,  5  Nov.  1750,  rf.  22  Oct.  1778  ;  having  m.  22  May 
1775,  Lady  Frances  Seymour-Con  way,  4th  daughter  of  Francis,  Ist  Marquis  of 
Hertford,  by  whom,  who  d.\\  Nov.  1820,  he  lefl  issue: 

1  Catherine,  b,  6  April  1776,  rf.  17  May  1804  ;  having  w.  2  Oct  1800,  Wil- 

liam, Viscount  Folkestone,  now  Earl  of  Radnor. 

2  Henry,  Earl  of  Lincoln,  who  was  b.  23  Dec.  1777,  d.  23  Sept.  1779. 

2  Thomas,  who  having  survivetl  his  brother  and  nephew,  became  Earl  of  Lincoln, 
and  succeeded  his  father  as  3rd  Dukb;  he  d.  in  1795,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
«>lde8t  son,  Hknry-Pslham,  present  and  4th  Duke,  K.G. 


NORBURY,  EARL  OF.  (Toleb.) 

Peer  qf  Ireland, 

Tub  family  of  Toler  was  originally  of  Norfolk,  and  settled  in  Ireland  during  the 
troubles  of  the  reign  of  Charlkh  I.,  when  an  ancestor  of  the  Earl,  a  successful 
soldier  of  Cromwell's  army,  obtained  a  grant  of  lands  in  the  county  of  Tipperary, 
and  settled  at  l^eechwood ;  his  descendants  distinguished  themselves  by  their  at- 
tachment to  the  cause  of  William  III. 

Daniel  Toler,  E!sq.,  of  Beechwood,  m.  Letitia,  daughter  of  Thomas  Otway,  Esq., 
of  Ciuftle  Otway,  and  left  two  sons,  Daniel,  and  John,  the  Ist  Earl  of  Norbury. 

Daniel,  the  eldest  son,  succeeded  at  Beechwood,  m.  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Paul 
Minchjn,  Esq.,  and  d.  in  1796,  leaving  three  daughters,  his  co-heirs,  vis. 

1  Harriet,  m.  to  Sir  Henrj'  Osborne,  Bart 

2  Sarah,  m.  to  Robert  Curtis,  Elsq. 

3  Eliza,  m.  to  Thomas  Taylor  Rowley,  Esq. 

John  Tolkr,  E^.,  the  second  son,  entered  upon  the  profession  of  the  law,  and 
acquired  a  great,  though  somewhat  eccentric,  reputation,  as  Attorney-General  during 
the  horrors  of  the  Irish  Rebellion  of  1798,  and  afterwards,  for  many  yean,  as  Chief- 
.lustice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  On  his  elevation  to  the  Bench  in  1800,  he 
was  created  Baron  Norbury  of  liallyorenode,  Co.  Tipperary,  and  on  his  retirement 
from  it  in  1 827,  was  advanced  to  the  titles  of  Viscount  Olandinc  of  Glandine,  Kingls 
County,  and  Earl  of  Norbury,  with  remainder  to  his  2nd  son,  Hector-John-Gni- 
ham  Toler,  and  his  heirs  male.  He  m.  Gracr,  daughter  of  Hector  Graham,  Esq., 
a  descendant  ftoiti  the  family  of  Montrose,  by  his  marriage  with  Graee,  daughter  of 
Robert  Maxwell,  Esq.,  brother  of  John,  1st  Lord  Famham.  This  Lady,  while  her 
husband  was  still  only  Solicitor-General  of  Ireland,  was  created,  hi  1797,  Baronsss 
Norwood,  of  Knockalton,  Co.  Tipi)crary,  and  d,  in  1 822,  when  she  was  succeeded  by 
her  eldest  sou,  Danikl,  2nd  Loan  Norwood  ;  who  also  succeeded  his  &ther  as  2nd 
Lowl  Norbury,  in  1831,  when  the  Earldom  and  Viscounty,  according  to  the  limita- 
tion in  theiuitent,  devolved  on  Hkctor-Graham,  the  2nd  son  of  the  1st  Earl,  and 
now  2nd  Earl  of  Norbury.  The  Earl  also  succeeded  to  the  Baronies  of  Norwood 
and  Norbury  on  the  death  of  his  elder  brother  in  1832. 
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NORFOLK,  DUKE  OF.    (Howard.) 

Fter  qf  Enelaml. 

Sir  William  Howard,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common 
I.,  whose  pedigree  ia  vnriounly  licduced  by  ilitrerenl 
ancestor  of  thin  nohle  House.     The  4th  in  descent  froi 

Sir  Robert  Howard,  who  m.  MarRaret,  eldest  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Mowbmy, 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  son  of  John,  4th  Loid  Mowbray,  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  and'heir 
of  John,  Lord  Sesrave,  hy  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  de  Brotherton, 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  and  Earl  Manhal  of  England,  fith  son  of  King  Edwaho  I.  On 
the  death  of  John  Mowbray,  5th  Duke  of  Norfolk,  grandson  of  John,  3rd  Duke, 
brotlier  of  the  above  Margaret,  the  Daroniea  of  Mowbray  and  Segrave  devolved  on 
Anne,  his  only  daughter  and  heir ;  who  dying  without  imue,  they  fell  into  abeyHnce 
between  the  heirs  of  her  two  great  aunts,  vit  this  MargMet,  wife  of  Sir  Robnt 
Howard,  and  Isabel,  wife  of  Jam«,  6lh  Lord  Berkeley.  The  Barony  of  Mowbray 
was  called  out  of  abeyance  in  1G39,  in  favour  of  Hinrv,  (7th  Duke  of  Norfolk  by 
descent,)  Eabl  of  Abuniikl,  SuaaBi'.  and  Norfolk.  The  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Ro- 
bert Howard  and  Mnrgnrel  his  wife  was 

John  Howard.  K.G.,  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Howard  in  1470,  and 
created  hereditary  Earl  Marahnl  of  Enghind  and  Dukk  of  Nohwilk  in  1483 ;  he 
was  high  in  the  Favour  of  King  Edward  IV.,  and  filled  various  officei  of  trust 
and  honour  throughout  the  reign  of  that  MoDarch.  and  of  Richard  III.  He  Inst 
his  life  in  the  cause  of  the  l.tttcr  Prince  at  the  liattle  of  Boaworth-Reld,  in  148.5,  and 
was  subtequently  attainted  in  Henry  VI]. >  let  Parliament,  and  his  honours  for- 
feited. 

TuoUAS,  2nd  Durs,  K.O.,  his  eldest  son,  h-bs  ereated  Earl  of  Surrey  In  1483, 
al  the  same  time  that  his  felher  waa  created  Duke  of  Norfolk.  He  fought  with 
t^rcnt  valour  al  the  battle  of  Boaworth,  but  was  made  prisoner,  attainted,  and  con- 
fined (br  three  yeara  in  the  Tower,  but  afterwards  libemted  by  HiNSV  VII.,  re- 
stored to  the  Earldom  of  Surrey  in  I4)t9,  and,  distinguished  by  that  Honanh's 
confidence,  held  the  highest  offices  under  hie  government  and  that  of  King  Hknrv 
VIII.  He  was  Earl  Marshal  and  Lord  HighTreasurer  of  EngUnd  ;  in  1513,  he  had 
the  command  of  the  army  which  wns  assembled  to  meet  the  Scotch  invamon  under 
KiNii  jAMKijIV.,and  on  the  9lh  of  Sept.  obtained  that  great  and  decisive -rictory  at 
Flodden,  in  which  the  Scots'  King  and  so  many  of  his  nobles  lost  their  lives.  Id 
memorial  of  this  vitiory,  Uenhv  VIII.  granted  to  the  E^arl,  as  an  augmentation  to 
bis  arms,  the  inivculchoon  chnrgcd  with  a  demy  lion  within  a  double  treasure  Borj 
counter  florj,  which  is  borne  by  all  hia  descendanla  upon  the  bend  in  their  shield. 
In  the  following  year,  1514,  he  bad  a  reneired  patent  of  the  Dukedom  of  Norfolk, 
andff.  in  15^4.  This  Duke  hod  ten  sons,  of  whom  only  three  left  tvue,  Tii,.  1 
THOMA^  (eldest  son,)  3rd  Duki  ;  2  Lord  Edmund  Howard,  (3rd  son,)  Marshal  of 
the  Horse  in  the  buttle  of  Flodden-field ;  he  was  fiither  of  Queen  Catherine,  5th 
wifbofHKN-HV  VIII.,  oflhree  sons  who  all  (f.  without  issue,  and  of  fbur  other  daugh- 
ters, all  married  lo  private  gentlemen  ;  3  Lord  William,  (9th  son,)  K.O.,  ancestor  of 
the  present  Lord  Howard  of  Effingham,  and  of  the  extinct  Eails  of  No'tingham  and 
Effingham .^-jln  Lord  Howonl  of  EfRnghnm. 

Thouah,  his  eldest  son,  .'ird  DirRx,  was  appoinled  in  1513  Lord  Admiral  of 
England,  and  acting,  as  waa  then  usual,  in  a  military  capadly  both  hy  sea  and  land, 
commanded  in  the  North,  against  the  tkotch  many  years  in  his  &ther>  lifetime. 
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bearing  then  the  title  of  Earl  of  Surrey,  to  which  he  had  been  created.  lie 
was  appointed  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  in  15*21,  in  which  station  he  served  with 
great  distinction,  and  resigned  it  in  1523;  in  that  year  he  was  raised  to  the 
office  of  Lord  Treasurer,  and  at  the  commencement  of  the  next,  was  again  in- 
vested with  the  command  of  an  army  a^nst  the  Scots,  which  he  held  at  the  period 
when,  by  his  father's  decease,  he  became  Duke  of  Norfolk;  he  was  afterwards 
intrusted  with  other  important  employments  in  the  service  of  King  Hbnby  VIII. 
At  length,  that  tyrannical  Prince  becoming  jealous,  towards  the  close  of  his  reign, 
of  the  Duke>  great  power,  which  he  imagined  might  be  dangerous  to  his  infant  suc- 
cessor, having  home  no  good  ^ivill  to  the  family  since  tiie  discovery  of  the  dissolute 
manners  of  Catherine  Howard,  hLs  fifth  wife  and  the  Duke^s  niece,  before  her  mar- 
riage, and  perhaps  urged  on  by  the  Earl  of  Hertford  and  the  Protestant  party,  who 
were  desirous  of  arrogating  to  themselves  the  chief  authority  under  the  expected 
minority,  caused  him  and  his  eldest  son  Henry,  Earl  of  Surrey,  the  most  accom- 
plished nobleman  of  his  time,  and  one  of  the  earliest  English  poets,  to  be  attainted  on 
the  most  frivolous  pretences  ;  and  the  aged  Duke  had  the  misery  of  seeing  his  son 
beheaded,  narrowly  escaping  the  same  fate  himself  by  the  opportune  death  of  the 
King.  He  remained,  however,  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  till  the  accession  of  Queen 
Mary,  who  liberated  him  on  the  day  of  her  first  entry  into  London  in  1553,  and, 
without  any  pardon  or  restitution  in  blood,  allowed  his  titles,  and  put  him  in  pomes- 
sion  of  his  estates.  He  raised  two  hundred  horse  and  six  hundred  foot  for  the  sup- 
pression of  Sir  Thomas  Wyat's  rebellion  ;  but  these  forces,  after  defeating  Kuevet, 
who  was  on  his  way  to  join  Wyat,  deserted  from  him,  and  went  over  to  the  rebels. 
He  continued,  however,  his  services  in  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection,  and  when  it 
was  accompli^ed,  retired  to  his  seat  in  Norfolk,  and  d.  there  in  1554,  having  seoi  the 
reigns  of  eight  English  sovereigns.   He  had  two  sons  who  survived  their  infoncy,  viz. : 

1  Henry,  before  mentioned.  Earl  of  Surrey,  who  was  beheaded  in  1547,  leaving 
two  sons :  1  Thomas,  4th  Dukb,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather ;  2  Henry,  K.O., 
created  Earl  of  Northampton  in  1604,  a  bad,  but  fortunate,  man.  He  d.  without 
issue  in  1614,  when  the  title  l)ecame  extinct. 

2  Lord  Thomas,  created  Viscount  Bindon  in  1559.  He  d,  in  1582,  leaving  two 
sons,  Henry,  2nd  Viscount,  and  Thomas,  3rd  Viscount,  K.G. ;  the  former  d.  without 
issue  male  in  1590,  and  the  latter  without  issue  in  1619,  when  the  title  became 
extinct. 

Thomas,  4th  Duke,  K.G.,  was  employed  by  Queen  Elizabeth  in  the  early  part 
of  her  reign  as  Lieut.-General  of  the  North  ;  and  this  office  bringing  him  into  fre- 
quent communication  with  the  leading  men  of  the  Scotch  nation,  some  of  them 
induced  him  to  enter  into  intrigues  with  Queen  Mary  for  her  restoration  and  mar- 
riage with  him.  These  were  discovered  by  Elizabeth,  and  the  Duke  promised  to 
cease  all  correspondence  with  Mary,  but  being  again  detected  in  similar  plots,  was 
brought  to  trial,  found  guilty  of  high  treason,  and  beheaded  in  1572,  being  then 
only  thirty-six  years  of  age,  and  his  honours  forfeited.  That  he  was  ambitious  of 
this  Royal  alliance,  and  pursued  it  with  imprudent  zeal,  is  beyond  all  question,  but 
his  ambition  aimed  at  no  injury  to  his  sovereign,  and  his  character  is  in  all  other  re- 
spects eminently  loyal  and  honourable.  He  was  married  before  the  death  of  his 
grandfather  to  Mary,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Henry  Fitzalan,  19th 
Earl  of  Arundel,  who  d,  in  1 557,  at  sixteen  years  of  age,  in  childbirth  of  her  only 
son  Philip,  afterwards  Earl  of  Arundel.  He  m.  2ndly,  Margaret,  daughter  and 
sole  heir  of  Thomas,  Lord  Audley,  of  Walden,  who  also  d.  a  few  years  after  her 
marriage  ;  he  m,  again  in  1666,  and  was  a  third  time  left  a  widower  in  the  following 
year.     His  male  issue  were : 

1  Philip,  (by  the  1st  marriage,)  who  in  right  of  his  mother  inherited  the  Elarldom 
of  Arundel. 

2  Lord  Thomas,  (by  the  2nd  marriage,)  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in 
1597,  M  Baron  Howard  of  Walden,  and  was  created,  in  1603,  Earl  of  Suffolk. — See 
the  titles  Suffolk  and  Howard  de  Walden. 

3  Lord  William,  whose  eldest  son.  Sir  Philip,  was  ancestor  of  the  Elarl  of  Carlisle 
— see  that  title ;  and  his  second  son.  Sir  Francis,  of  Henry  Howud,  Esq.,  of  Corby 
Castle,  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume, 

The  Earldom  of  Arundel  was  granted  in  1139,  by  the  tenure  of  the  castle  of 
Arundel,  to  Queen  Adeliza,  widow  of  King  Henry  I.,  who  m.  William  de  Albini, 
in  her  right  Earl  of  Arundel.  From  them  descended,  in  the  male  line,  the  subse- 
quent Earls  of  Arundel  to  Huoh  de  Albini,  5th  EIarl,  their  grandson,  on  whose 
death  this  Elarldom  devolved  on  his  nephew,  John  Fitzalan,  Lord  of  Clun  and 
Oswaldestre,  whose  male  line  failed  in  1579,  by  the  death  of  Henry,  19th  Earl. 
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Mary,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  this  19th  EaaU  *».,  as  before  mentioned,  Thomas, 
4th  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  ly  him  was  mother  of  Philip,  who,  but  for  his  &ther*8 
attainder,  would  have  been  5th  Dukk  ;  he  succeeded  his  grandfather  in  1579,  as 
2(Hh  EUrl  of  AauNDKL,  add  was  through  life  distinguished  by  that  title.  Equally 
unfortunate  with  his  predecessors,  he  was  twice  taken  up  on  suspicion  of  treasonable 
practices  for  the  restoration  of  the  Romish  worship  ;  and  at  length  having,  when  in 
the  Tower,  expressed  some  satisfaction  in  the  project  of  the  Spanish  invasion,  from 
which  he  hoped  his  liberation,  he  was  tried  for  high  treason  and  condemned.  The 
Queen,, finding  that  all  the  chaiges  proved  against  him  had  reference  to  his  religion 
only,  did  not  execute  the  sentence,  but  detained  him  in  the  Tower,  where  he  d.  under 
attainder  in  1595,  after  more  than  ten  years'  imprisonment. 

Thomas,  K.Q.,  his  only  son,  by  descent  6th  Duke  of  Norfolk,  did  not  at  first 
bear  any  other  title  than  Lord  Multravers,  in  consequence  of  the  attainder  of  his 
father;  but  was  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1603,  restored  in  blood,  and  to  all  the 
honours  forfeited  by  his  father,  also  to  the  title  of  Blarl  of  Surrey,  and  the  Baronies 
which  had  been  possessed  by  his  grand&ther,  the  4th  Duke  of  Norfolk.  He  was  a 
great  promoter  of  the  fine  arts,  and  the  first  collector  of  paintings  and  sculpture, 
especially  of  the  antiquities  of  Greece  and  Rome,  amongst  our  nobility  ;  his  pur- 
chase of  the  celebrated  Arundel  Marbles,  presented  by  his  grandson,  Hknry,  9th 
Dt'KK,  to  the  University  of  Oxford,  afforded  important  additions  to  modem  know- 
ledge on  the  chronology  of  Greece.  When  the  dilutes  between  the  King  and 
Parliament  became  so  serious  as  to  threaten  a  civil  war,  the  Earl  left  the  country, 
spent  some  years  in  foreign  travels,  and  d.  in  1646.  By  act  of  Parliament  in  1627, 
the  Baronies  of  Fit2-Alan,  Clun,  Oswaldestre,  and  Maltraven,  were  annexed  to 
the  Earldom  of  Arundel,  and  with  it  settled  upon  this  Thomas  Howard,  Earl 
of  Arundxl  and  Surrxy,  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  failing  which,  to  the 
heirs  of  his  body  ;  remainder  in  like  manner  to  his  uncle.  Lord  William  Howard, 
(from  whom  descends  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,)  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  said 
Thomas,  Earl  of  Arundbl  and  Surrbv.  He  was  also  created  Earl  of  Norfolk 
in  1644.  He  m.  Alithea,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Gilbert,  7th  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury ;  12th  Baron  Talbot,  1331 ;  12th  Baron  Fumival,  1295 ;  and  16th  Baron 
Strange  of  Blackmere,  1308  ;  all  by  writ.  He  had  issue  by  her,  besides  four  other 
sons  who  d.  unm.^ 

1  Hbnrv-Frkdbrick,  his  successor.  Earl  of  Arundbl,  Surrey,  and  Norfolk, 
who  also  succeeded  in  right  of  his  mother  to  the  Baronies  of  Fumival,  Strange,  and 
Talbot. 

2  Sir  William  Howard,  m.  Mary,  sister  and  heir  of  Henry,  4th  Baron  Stafford, 
(fh)m  the  creation  of  that  Barony,  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1547,  in  &vour  of  Henry, 
son  and  heir  -of  Edward  Staffoitl,  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Earl  of  Stafford,  at- 
tainted and  beheaded  in  1521,)  was  with  her  created  Baron  and  Baroness  Stafford,  in 
Sept.  1646,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  their  bodies;  and  was  himself  advanced  to 
the  dignity  of  Viscount  Stafford  in  Nov.  of  the  same  year.  He  was  accused  in  1678 
of  being  concerned  in  the  Popish  plot,  convicted  on  Oates^s  evidence,  and  beheaded. 
His  issue  male,  afterwards  Earls  of  Stafford,  failed  in  1 762  ;  and  his  attainder  having 
been  reversed  in  1824,  the  Barony  of  Stafford  is  now  enjoyed  by  his  heir  general, 
George- William  Jemingham-Stafford,  the  8th  Baron,  by  descent — See  Stafford,  for 
a  more  full  account  of  the  successors  of  this  family. 

Hbnry-Frbd brick,  the  eldest  son,  who  should  have  been  7th  Duke,  succeeded 
his  fother  as  Earl  of  Arundbl,  Surrey,  and  Norfolk.  He  was  called  to  the  House 
of  Peers  as  Baron  Mowbray,  in  1639 ;  and  steadily  adhered  to  the  King  both  in  his 
Parliamentary  conduct,  and  by  serving  as  a  volunteer  in  his  army,  till  summoned  in 
1646  to  join  his  father  in  Italy.  He  was  at  Padua,  with  the  Earl  his  father  at  the 
period  of  his  death  in  that  year,  when  he  returned  to  England,  and,  finding  the  King^s 
affaire  in  a  desperate  condition,  made  a  composition  with  the  Parliament  for  the  re- 
covery of  his  estates,  which  had  been  confiscated,  and  retiring  wholly  from  public 
life,  d.  in  1652.     Amongst  his  male  issue  were  the  five  sons  following : 

1  Thomas,  who  should  have  been  8th  Duke,  obtained  an  act  of  Parliament  in 
1660,  renewed  and  confirmed  by  another  in  1661,  restoring  him  to  the  title  of  Duke 
of  Norfolk,  with  sundry  limitations  of  the  honour  which  had  the  effect  of  settling 
it  upon  the  heire  male  of  Thomas,  4th  Dukb.  His  father,  grandfather,  and  great- 
grandfather, not  having  borne  the  title,  this  Thomas  is  generally  styled  the  5th 
Dukk.     He  d,  unm.  at  Padua,  in  1677. 

2  Hknry,  who  should  have  been  the  9th  Duke,  K.G.,  was  created,  in  1669,  Baron 
Howard  of  Castle- Rising,  and  in  1672,  Earl  of  Norwich  ;  he  had  also  at  the  same 
time  the  appointment  of  Earl  Marshal  of  England  to  himself  and  his  heirs  male, 
with   numerous  remainders,   including   all  the  male  detoendants  then  existing 'of

John,  Ist  Dukb.     He  aucceeded  hii  brothor  in  the  Dukedom  in  1677.  and  it  com- 
monly called  the  6lh  Du'KE  ;    thm  comin);  into  poiaeaaion  of  the  femilj  pniperty. 


1  Hknrv,  loth   Dl-ki,  K.O.,  a  aUuneh   Protettant :     "  Being  once,"  nji 

Burnet,  "■  required  hy  King  Jahks  II.  to  cany  the  Swotd  of  Slate  before 
him  into  a  Popish  chapel,  he  atiiod  nt  the  entrance  -,  upon  •hich  the  King 
faid  to  him,  '  Mj  LorJ,  your  father  would  have  gone  tiirther  ;'  to  which 
the  Duke  aniirercd  :  ■  Your  Mujeiitj's  &ther  waa  the  better  man,  and  he 
vouhl  not  have  gone  M  for.'  "  Ilia  Grace  Joined  in  the  invitstion  to  the 
I'rince  of  Orange  to  come  oicr  to  England,  and  on  hia  landing  declared 
for  him,  influencing  the  reiMluttona  of  Norfolk,  and  other  counties,  in  the 
■amccaoic;  he  d.  in  1701,  without  iuue. 

2  Lord  lliomni  Howard,  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  an  adherent  of  King  Jahis, 

in  whose  aervicc  he  waa  ihipwrecked  on  a  voyage  trom  Ireland  to  France 
in  168!) ;  he  left  lite  sons,  two  of  whom  d.  unm.  The  other  three  were  : 
1  TiniiflAg,  11th  Di^KK,  who  succeeded  hia  uncle,  and  d.  without  issue 
in  173-2;  3  EnvrARO,  ISth  Duxit,  on  whoK  death,  without  isaue,  in  1777, 
the  Earldom  of  Norwich,  and  Barony  of  Howard  of  Caatle-Itiaing,  be- 
come extinct;  3  Philip,  d.  in  17.^0;  leaving  one  son  Edward,  whne 
death,  in  1767,  was  deeply  lamented  by  the  Duke,  hia  uncle,  and  the 
whole  family,  and  two  daughters,  Winifred,  Lady  Stouiton,  and  Anne, 
Lady  Pelre,  between  whom  the  Baronies  of  Mowbray,  Fumival,  Strange, 
Talbot,  and  Howard,  fell  into  abeyance  upon  the  death  of  Edward,  12th 
Dv'KK,  and  continue  in  abeyance  between  their  hein;  these  ladies  bUo 
became  by  the  same  event,  co-heira  to  one  moiety  of  the  Baronies  of 
Segrave,  I2ti4,  Greystock,  1^95,  Boteler  of  Wemme,  1295.  Oilfcrd  of 
Brimmestielil,  129A,  and  Dacre  of  Gilledand,  14112,  Verdun,  1295,  BnoK 
of  Gower,  1299.  and  Liate,  I3.'<7  ;  to  all  which  Baronie^  by  the  intennar- 
liages  of  his  nncestore,  the  said  12th  Duke  was  co-heir, 

3  Philip,  a  Cardinal  of  the  Romish  Church,  generally  styled  the  Cardinal  of 
Notfblk,  and  sometimes  the  Cardinal  of  England  ;  he  waa  Almoner  to  the  Queen  of 
Chari.iui  II.,  till  the  general  objection  to  Popery  in  England  induced  him  to  retire 
to  Rome,  where  he  was  much  consulted  by  the  Engliali  Catholiea  in  the  reign  of 
Jahrh  II.,  to  whom  he  always  advised  moderate  mensnren,  predicting  the  codb- 
quenees  of  their  precipitate  pmceedings.     He  d.  at  Rome  in  1G94. 

4  Charles  Howard,  of  Grcystokc,  Co.  CumberUind ;  he  d.  in  1713,  leanna  one 
son,  Charles,  who  if.  in  1720,  and  was  father  of  Ciiahleh,  who  aucceeded  a*  13th,  or, 
as  he  is  more  commonly  called,  l(Hb  Diiki,  In  1777.  He  d.  in  17H6,  and  waa  auc- 
cce<Utl  by  his  niity  miii,  Ciiarlrk,  14th  Dckr,  who  d.  without  iuue  in  1616. 

5  Bernard  Howani  of  Gloasop.  Co.  Nolts  ;  he  was  father  of  Bernard,  and  grand- 
fiither  of  Henry  Howani.  Esq.,  of  Gloasop,  and  the  latter,  who  if.  in  1787.  was  fiithei 
of  Bbrnahd-Edwabd,  the  prevent  and  IMh  Dukb,  who  succeeded  in  ISIS.

■I'h«  luiccstor  of  this  (amilj  wna  Alwjne,  of  the  race  of  the  Saion  Earb  of  War- 
wick, anil  contemporary  with  Bilwaid  the  Confessor,  whose  >on,  Turchtl,  was  dia- 
poasesBcd  of  hia  Castle  of  Warwick  hy  Willum  the  Conqueror ;  he  aanimed  the 
name  of  Compton,  tiara  his  Lonlsliip  of  Compton,  in  Wanrick-hirc. 

Sir  William  Compton,  13th  in  descent  from  Alwync,  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
renovated  fortune  of  his  familj,  hy  the  favour  of  King  Hinrv  VIII.,  in  whose 
household  he  had  been  bred  in  the  qualitj  of  Page,  from  the  King's  childhood  and 
Ilia  own ;  he  d.  in  15^0.  Sir  Hcnr;  Compton,  his  grandson,  was  nimmoncd  to 
I'Hrliiunent,  as  Boron  Compton,  in  157*2,  and  rf.  in  1.^89;  Williau,  his  son  and 
hi'ir,  '2nd  Baron,  K.G.,  ttiU  created  Earl  of  Northamptum,  in  1618  -,  he  obtained 
H  greet  fortune  with  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Spencer,' 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  and  d.  in  I(i30,  leaving  an  only  son,  SpiN-rin,  2nd  Earl  ; 
who,  from  the  first  appearance  of  hostility  to  King  Cii*blk»'s  Government,  devoted 
himself  to  its  suj^tort  in  Parliament ;  and  on  tile  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War,  ro- 
]Hiired  to  his  Majesty's  atandnrd  at  Nottinftham,  with  a  force  of  2,000  of  the  best 
diwijilined  troops  that  were  in  the  army  at  the  battle  of  Edge  Hill.  He  secured  the 
amiH,  ammunition,  and  giirriaons,  in  the  counties  of  Warwick,  Stafford,  and  Nort}i- 
aniplim,  and  held  those  three  coitnlice  in  subjection  to  the  King,  till,  on  the  19th  of 
March  l(i4.%  he  fell  in  tho  battle  of  Hnpton  Heath,  in  which,  with  about  1,000 
Boldien  under  his  command,  he  routed  a  force  of  more  than  douhic  that  number 
under  Sir  John  Gelt.  He  left  six  sons,  of  whom  tho  five  eldest  were  as  actively  and 
zcnloiialy  cng^i^ed  in  the  Royal  cause  throughout  that  unhappy  war  as  he  had  him- 
self been  in  its  conimeneement.  Sir  William,  the  3ni  son,  though  liberated  alter 
having  been  made  prisoner  at  Colchester,  into  which  town  he  had  thrown  hiiflself  and 
his  fbllnwen,  as  the  last  place  in  which  he  could  aervc  hia  master,  kept  h  constant 
eorroKpondence  with  the  King,  and  fVom  that  time  (o  the  Restoration,  there  was 
nil  loyal  plot  nor  pretended  plot  in  which  he  was  not  engaged.  Henry,  the  6th  son, 
was  too  young  lo  hear  iirms  during  the  Civil  Wani,  and  wna  bred  lo  the  Church  ; 
nnd,  being  Bishop  of  Londo.i  in  the  reign  of  J.vuka  II.,  proved  himself  as  lealouiin 
the  defence  of  the  Protestant  Church  as  his  fiither  and  brothers  had  been  in  support 
of  the  Throne. 

James,  3rd  Earl,  the  eldest  son,  continued  (o  exert  his  utmost  abilities  in 
HiipiMrt  of  the  sinking  cnusc  of  Royalty  till  nothing  further  could  be  done,  when 
ho  was  admitted  to  comimund  for  his  cMales,  and  lived  in  retirement  till  the 
Restoration.  He  i/.  in  Killl,  leaving  two  sons  ;  Gkoroe,  4th  Earl,  his  succevor; 
and  Kr  S)>encer,  S|icaker  of  the  IIoum;  of  Commons,  created,  in  1727,  Baron  Wil- 
mington, and  in  1731)  Viscount  Pcvensey,  nnd  Earl  of  WilnUngtoo  ;  he  d.  tmm.  in 
1743.

1GG3;  he  was  father  of  Sir  David,  giandfiither  of  Sir  John,  and  great- 
grandfuther  of  Sir  James  Camwy,  Baronets;  the  latter  succeeded  in  1729, 
aa  the  male  representative  of  tlua  family,  on  the  dcAth  of  the  forfeited 
Earl  of  Southesk,  and,  but  for  the  atl^dei,  would  have  been  Slh  Earlt 
he  d.  in  17C5,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.  Sir  David,  to  whom 
succeeded,  in  1805,  the  present  Baronet,  Sir  James  Gamete  of  Southesk, 
who,  but  for  the  attainder,  would  be  8th  Earl  of  Southesk.

having  m.  30  April  1746,  Ladj  Anne  Lealie,  eldest  daughter  of  Atenuider,  Mh 
Earl  of  Leven  and  Meliille.  b;  vhom,  who  d.  S  Nov.  1779,  he  had  the  iaaue 
stated  in  Tim  Peerage  Voiume.  The  6th  Earl  was  eucceeded  b;  hia  eldeit  surriting 
■on,  the  distinguished  Admiral  W11.1.1.1M,  7th  Eari.,  nhose  gallant  serrice*  at 
Ttafalgar,  where  he  wa«  thin!  in  command,  and  on  many  other  occaaions,  received 
the  moit  honourable  mark!  of  appiobBtion  th>m  his  Bovereiga  and  both  Hou«eB  of 
Parliament.  His  Lordehip  m.  Mary,  diiughter  of  Williom-Henrf  Richeta,  E*q., 
and  niece  of  Earl  St.  Vincent,  whose  title  of  Viscount  is  in  remainder  to  her  male 
inue  by  the  Earl  of  Northesk,  failing  the  issue  male  of  her  only  surviving  brother, 
the  prewml  Viscount  St.  Vincent  ;—6>e  Si.  Vincent.  The  Eari  d.  in  1831,  and, 
having  IcMt  hia  eldert  son  George,  Lord  Rosehill,  in  his  IGth  year,  a  midshipman  on 
board  the  BlerAeim,  bearing  Admiral  Troubridgc'a  flag,  when  she  tank  in  the 
Indian  Seas  in  Feb.  Iit07|  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son,  William- 
HormiuN,  present  and  Sth  Earl. 

3  Patrick  Camegy  of  Lour,  Co.  Forfar,  ancestor  of  the  only  existing  collateral 
branch,  descended  from  the  first  Earl  of  Northesk,  d.  in  1723,  having  been  fether  of 
twenty  children,  most  of  whom  d.  unm,  James,  1 1th  son,  was  ancestor  of  a 
number  of  Camegys  in  the  County  of  Forfar  and  elsewhere.  Patrick,  his  eldest  son 
and  suGceasar  at  Lour,  had  five  sons,  of  whom  only  one  left  issue,  viz.:  i'atrick, 
the  oldest,  who  succeeded  his  bt her  in  1739,  and  rf.  in  1799,  leaving  only  one  sui^ 
vivingson,  Patrick,  who  d.  in  IH19,  leaving  a  numerous  issue,  for  whom  see  TTn 
Peerage  Volume,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  the  present  Patrick  Camegy, 
E^sq.,  of  Lour. 


NORTHUMBERLAND,  DUKE  OF     (Psrcy.) 

Peer  (if  Great  Britain. 

Thi  first  ancestor  of  the  original  house  of  Percy  was  Maioft^  de  Percy,  a  Danish 
nobleman,  who  settled  in  Normandy  before  the  conquest  of  that  province  by  Duke 
Rollo.  The  6th  from  him  was  William  de  Percy,  suraamod  Alsgemons,  or,  with 
the  whiskers,  who  came  into  England  with  Willuh  the  Conqueror,  and  obtained 
large  grants  of  lands  in  the  counties  of  Lincoln  and  York,  the  latter  being  port  of 
the  forfeited  estates  of  Cospatrick,  Ejirl  of  Northumberland,  a  Saion  Nobleman, 
whose  daughter  Emma  he  married,  and  who  having  levied  war  unsu«e«sf\illy 
against  the  Normans,  was  obhgeil  to  fly  into  Scotland  ;  his  male  line  was  continued 
in  England  by  the  house  of  Neville,  and  in  Scotland  by  that  of  Dunbar,  Earls  of 
Ehmbar  and  March,  now  represented  by  Che  Earl  of  Home.  William  de  Percy  was 
founder  of  the  bmoUB  Abbey  ofSt.  Hilda  in  Yorkshire;  and  ij.  about  1096.  Alan, 
Ms  son  and  heir,  was  fattier  of  William,  who  having  survived  four  sons,  left  his 
large  patrimony  to  he  divided  between  two  daughters,  his  co-heirs,  the  lady  Maud, 
Bi.  to  William  de  Plaeetis,  Eail  of  Warwick,  without  issue  ;  and  the  Lady  Agnes,  in 
whose  posterity  the  whole  inheritance  cenlrcd. 

She  m.  Josceline  de  Louvaine,  younger  son  of  Oodftey  I.,  Duke  of  Brabant,  and 
brother  of  Adeliza,  2nd  Consort  of  King  U>?4ST  I. ;  he  assumed  the  name  of  Percy; 
Had  obtained  from  Queen  Adeliia,  hia  stster,  a  grant  of  the  honour  of  Petwordi 
in  SoMex,  formerly  a  member  of  Arundel,  which  was  anerwanll  cooflnned  by  King 
Henrt  IL  He  left,  by  the  Lady  Agnes,  bendes  other  issue, 
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1  Henry,  who  Bncceodetl  him  at  Petworth,  and  d.  Ix'fore  his  mother,  leaving  a 
son,  William. 

2  Richard,  who  afler  the  death  of  his  father  and  brother  got  poeacauon  of  the 
inheritance  of  his  aunt,  the  Coiinten  Maud,  and  Hulisequently  of  great  part  of  that 
of  his  mother ;  he  was  one  of  the  25  Barons  a[)pointed  in  1 21 5  to  enforce  the  obser- 
vance of  Magna  Charta  \  he  had  long  litigations  with  his  nephew  William  respecting 
the  succession  to  the  family  possessions,  which  was  at  length  compromised,  after  a 
solemn  hearing  before  King  Hknrv  III.  in  person,  at  Kennington,  in  1234,  the 
estates  being  equally  divided  l)ctween  the  two  parties  during  Richard^s  life,  and  the 
whole  after  his  death  being  secured  to  his  nephew,  though  Richard  left  male  issue 
which  failed  in  his  grandsons. 

Henry,  Lord  Percy,  great-grandson  of  William,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in 
1299.  He  purchased  of  Anthony  Beck,  Bishop  (»f  Durham,  the  Barony  of  Alnwick 
in  the  Co.  of  Northumberland  ;  he  was  appointed  by  King  Edwakd  I.  Governor  of 
Galloway  and  Ayr  in  Scotland,  having  signalised  himself  in  the  Scotch  wan»  He 
d,  in  1315,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Henry,  2nd  Baron  Percy  by  writ,  to 
whom,  in  1316,  King  Edward  II.  granted  the  lands  in  Northumberland  of  Patrick 
Dunbar,  Earl  of  Dunbar  and  March  (a  male  descendant  of  Cospatrick,  Earl  of 
Northumberland,  above  mentioned,)  who  having  been  an  adherent  of  England,  had 
made  his  peace  with  King  Robert  Bruce,  and  was  now  in  arms  against  Edward. 
He  was  one  of  the  Barons  who  leagued  to  obtain  the  reform  of  abuses  occasioned  by 
the  power  of  the  Spencers,  and  was,  in  1327,  appointed  of  the  Council  to  King 
Edward  III. ;  in  1328  he  obtaineil  a  grant  from  that  King  of  the  Castle  and 
Barony  of  Warkworth.  He  was  in  the  battle  of  Halidown  Hill,  and  vras  on  the 
subsequent  day  appointed  Governor  of  Berwick.  He  continued  to  distinguish  him- 
self in  the  wars  both  in  France  and  Scotland  till  his  death  in  1352. 

Henry,  3rd  Lord  Percy,  his  son  and  successor,  d  in  1 368,  having  m.  the  Lady 
Mary  Plantagenet,  6th  daughter  of  Henry,  3rd  Earl  of  Lancaster,  grandson  of  King 
Hknry  III.,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons: 

1  Henry,  4th  Lord,  and  1st  Elarl  of  Northumberland. 

2  Thomas,  K.G.,  who  throughout  the  reign  of  King  Richard  II.  was  employed 
in  offices  of  high  trust  in  France  and  England,  and  was  a  successful  commander  by 
sea  and  land.  He  was  created,  in  1397,  Earl  of  Worcester ;  Hknrv  IV.  appointeil 
him  Ambassador  to  the  French  King  ;  gave  him  a  military  command  in  France  ; 
and  afterwards  made  him  his  Lieutenant  in  Whales  for  the  suppression  of  Owen 
Glendour^s  insurrection.  Having  never  thoroughly  approved  the  revolution  which 
placed  Henry  on  the  throne,  he  took  the  opportunity  of  this  Welsh  war  to  declare 
for  the  rights  of  Edmund  Mortimer,  Earl  of  March  ;  and  entering  into  compact  with 
Glendour,  was  joined  by  the  forces  of  his  brother  and  nephew  ;  the  latter  was  killed 
in  the  battle  of  Shrewsbury,  and  the  immediate  consequence  was  the  total  rout  of 
this  hitherto  conquering  army ;  the  Earl  of  Worcester  was  taken  prisoner  and  be- 
headed soon  afterwards,  in  July  1402.     He  d,  unm. 

Henry,  4th  Lord  Percy,  K.G.,  was  distinguished  in  the  French  wars  in  the  reign 
of  King  Edward  III.,  but  was  at  one  time  in  danger  of  losing  his  life  as  a  great 
favourer  of  the  famous  reformer  Wickliff.  He  was  created  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land in  1377,  by  King  Richard  II.,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  general.  About 
the  year  1399,  King  Richard  having  suspicions  instilled  into  him  respecting  his 
fidelity,  tent  him  an  order  to  attend  him,  which  the  Earl  refiising  to  obey,  he  was 
proclaimed  a  traitor  and  banished  the  kingdom.  Upon  this  he  joined  the  standard 
of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  not,  as  ho  averred,  to  depose  the  King,  but  to  obtain 
a  more  equitable  system  of  government.  The  Duke  of  Lancaster,  however,  was  not 
to  be  restrained,  and  being  successful  against  King  Richard,  chiefly  through  the 
assistance  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  persuaded  him  to  acquiesce  in  the  transfer 
of  the  crown ;  but  the  jealousy  which  so  naturally  subsisted  between  a  Monarch  and 
a  too  powerftil  subject,  in  times  when  a  privilege  and  prerogative  were  not  very 
accurately  defined,  threw  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  again  into  rebellion.  Having, 
with  his  gallant  son  Heniy,  Lord  Percy,  defeated  the  Scotch  at  Homildon,  and 
taken  their  leader,  the  Elarl  of  Douglas,  prisoner,  he  entered  into  an  alliance  with 
him,  and,  assisted  by  some  forces  firam  Scotland,  and  a  great  number  of  his  own 
retainers,  he  proposed  to  join  Owen  Glendour  and  his  brother,  the  Earl  of  Wturcester, 
in  Wales.  He  was,  however,  confined  by  indiqKMition  at  Berwick,  when  a  batUe 
waa  fbugbt  at  Shrewsboiy,  by  the  rebel  troops  under  his  son,  against  King  Hbnrv^ 
army,  which  ending  in  Percy  Is  death,  and  the  total  defeat  <tf  his  party,  the  Eari  was 
oompelled  to  throw  himself  on  the  King'k  mercy,  and  was  pardoned.  Agun  in  1405 
he  was  implicated  in  a  project  of  treason,  ibr  which  Thomas  Mowhmj,  Eari  Manhal, 
and  Ricluud  Scrope,  Archbisbop  of  Yoik,  were  beheaded ;  the  Earl  of  Northmnber- 
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land,  with  young  Henry  Percy,  his  grandson  and  heir,  took  refuge  in  Scotland,  and 
returning  some  time  afterwards,  raised  a  small  force,  with  which  he  recovered  some 
of  his  castles  and  Lordships,  but  being  suddenly  attacked  by  the  Sheriff  of  Yorkshire, 
with  the  poflse-comitatus,  was  killed,  after  a  sharp  fight,  on  Bramham  Moor,  near 
Hazel  wood,  in  February  1508,  and  l>eing  attainted,  his  estates  and  titles  were 
forfeited. 

Henry,  Lord  Percy,  K.G.,  his  eldest  son,  commonly  called  Hotspur,  commenced 
his  career  of  glory  at  the  age  of  14  ;  when,  at  the  storming  of  Berwick  by  his  father, 
he  is  said  to  have  been  prematurely  distinguished.  From  that  time  he  was  foremost 
in  every  battle  in  which  English  prowess  was  engaged,  and  became  so  famous  for  his 
military  skill  and  valour,  that  he  is  said  by  a  foreigner,  whose  notes  of  that  trans- 
action are  preserved  in  the  Harleian  MSS.,  to  have  been,  at  the  period  of  Hbnry 
IV/s  coronation,  the  most  valiant  and  a]>proved  knight  in  England.  ^At  the  battle 
of  Otterboume,  in  which  James,  Earl  of  Douglas,  the  opposed  commander,  was 
killed.  Hotspur  was  made  prisoner  by  the  Lord  Montgomery,  but  paying  an  im- 
mense sum  for  his  ransom,  was  speedily  liberated.  Many  years  after  this,  at  the 
battle  of  Homildon,  he  took  Archibald,  Elarl  of  Douglas,  prisoner,  and  the  fatal 
consequence  of  the  association  thereby  produced,  which  ended  in  his  death  at  the 
battle  of  Shrewsbury  in  July  1402,  has  been  already  described.  He  d.  at  37  years 
of  age,  leaving  an  only  son, 

Henry,  2nd  Elarl  of  Northumberland.  lie  was  educated  in  Scotland  with  the 
greatest  kindness  and  hospitality,  under  the  Regent,  Duke  of  AUmny,  and  was  re- 
called and  restored  to  his  honours  and  estates  by  King  Henry  V.,  in  1414.  During 
the  wars  of  that  King  in  France,  he  was  left  in  charge  of  the  eastern  border  against 
the  Scots,  towards  whom,  in  remembrance  of  their  early  kindness,  he  is  said  to 
have  always  acted  with  friendship  and  generosity  ;  he  had,  however,  his  private  feuds 
with  individuals  of  that  nation,  and  the  battle  of  Pepperden,  fought  between  him 
and  William  Douglas,  Earl  of  Angus,  with  a  small  army  of  retainers  on  each  side, 
and  in  which  the  latter  had  the  advantage,  is  said  to  have  given  rise  to  the  ballad  of 
"  Chevy  Chase."  The  breaking  out  of  the  civil  wars  between  the  Houses  of  York 
and  Lancaster  enabled  him  to  show,  in  his  adherence  to  Hknry  VI.,  the  son  of  his 
Royal  benefactor,  another  instance  of  his  gratitude  for  past  favours ;  and  he  wbs 
soon  afterwards,  23  May  1455,  killed  in  the  battle  of  St.  Albans,  where  the  Lancas- 
trian forces  were  routed,  and  the  King  himself  made  prisoner.  He  had  nine  sons, 
of  whom  three  died  young ;  two  were  in  the  Church,  and  all  the  other  four  fell  in  the 
cause  adopted  by  their  father;  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  5th  son,  was  created  Baron  Egre- 
mont,  in  1449,  and  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Northampton,  1460,  when  his  title 
became  extinct ;  Sir  Ralph  Percy,  7th  son,  died  at  Hedgeley  Moor,  in  1464,  fighting 
at  the  head  of  some  forces  raised  by  himself,  against  the  Yorkist  General,  Lord 
Montacute,  leaving  male  descendants  who  continued  to  the  third  generation  ;  Sir 
Richard  Percy,  8th  son,  was  killed  with  his  eldest  brother,  the  Earl  of  Northumber- 
land, at  the  battle  of  Towton,  in  1461. 

Henry,  3rd  Earl  of  Northimiberland,  was  of  the  same  age  with  King  Henry  VI., 
and,  at  five  years  old,  received  the  honour  of  Knighthood  ftom  the  infknt  Monarch, 
who  had  himself  jiurt  before  been  knighted  by  his  uncle,  the  Regent  Duke  of  Bedford. 
After  the  decease  of  his  father,  whom  he  succeeded  in  title  and  estates,  this  Earl 
was  the  chief  supporter  of  the  Lancastrian  interests  in  the  north  till  the  bloody  and 
decisive  battle  of  Towton,  29  March  1461,  in  which,  after  fighting  with  unwearied 
courage  for  ten  hours,  he  was  killed,  and  victory  declared  for  the  Yorkists.  He 
was  attainted  in  the  November  following  by  Act  of  Parliament ;  his  estates  and 
honours  forfeited,  and  the  Earldom  of  Northiunberland  was  soon  after  conferred  on 
John  Neville,  brother  of  Richard,  Earl  of  Warwick  and  Salisbury.  The  3rd  Earl 
m.  Eleanor,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  Richard  Poynings,  who  d,  in  his  father^s  life- 
time, eldest  son  and  heir  of  Robert,  5th  Lord  Poynings,  by  ¥rrit  in  1337 ;  this  mar- 
riage brought  the  Barony  of  Poynings  to  the  House  of  Percy,  and,  as  it  has  been 
asserted,  those  of  Fitz-payne  and  Bryan  also. 

Henry,  4th  f^rl  of  Northumberland,  K.G.,  their  son  and  heir,  being  a  minor  at 
the  time  of  his  father^  death,  was  committed  a  prisoner  to  the  Tower,  but  was  re- 
leased by  King  Edward  IV.,  in  1469 ;  his  fether^s  attainder  was  reversed  soon 
afterwards,  and  the  Earldom  of  Northumberland,  surrendered  by  John  Neville, 
who  was  created  Marquis  of  Montacute,  was  restored  to  him.  He  was  appointed 
Warden  of  the  East  and  Middle  Marches,  and,  as  such,  had  the  chief  command, 
under  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  of  the  army  which  invaded  Scotland  in  1 482, 
and  took  the  city  of  Edinburgh.  King  Richard  III.  sent  to  command  the  Earl  to 
attend  him  with  the  forces  of  the  north  on  the  invasion  of  the  Elarl  of  Richmond, 
and  he  was  on  the  field  of  battle  at  Bosworth ;  but,  nnwilling  to  lend  his  asristance 
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to  the  King,  withheld  his  troops  from  engaging,  which  acquired  him  the  ferour  of 
King  Hbnry  VII.  He  was  killed,  in  1489,  in  a  tumult  of  the  people,  excited  by 
King  IIknry*8  imposition  of  some  heavy  taxes,  from  which  the  Earl  had  vainly  en- 
deavoured to  dissuade  him.  From  Josceline,  his  4th  son,  descended  a  branch  of 
Percys  of  Beverley,  extinct  in  the  senior  line  in  the  4th  generation,  which  continued, 
however,  at  Cambridge  in  the  junior  line  much  longer,  but  is  now  extinct ;  an 
ancestor  of  the  junior  line  was  the  Thomas  Percy  concerned  in  the  Gunpowder  Plot, 
grandson  of  this  Josceline. 

1  Henry-Algernon,  5th  Earl  of  Northumberland,  K.G.,  was  also  Lord  Warden  of 
the  Marches ;  he  was  renowned  for  the  Hplcndour  and  hospitality  of  his  manner  of 
living,  and  was  a  generous  patron  of  genius  and  learning.  He  d,  in  1527,  leaving 
three  sons,  of  whom  Sir  Ingelram,  the  youngest,  d.  without  legitimate  issue  in  1538  ; 
the  two  elder  sons  were, 

1  Henry- Algernon,  6th  Earl,  K.G.,  the  happiness  of  whose  life  was  overshadowed 
by  an  early  and  ill-fated  passion  for  the  beautiful  Anne-Boleyn,  afterwards  the  un- 
fortunate wife  of  King  Hknrv  VIII.  Urged  by  the  Royal  mandate,  the  Earl,  his 
father,  compelled  him  to  renounce  the  choice  of  his  heart,  and  to  marry  a  daughter 
of  the  Eiarl  of  Shrewsbury,  from  whom  he  separated  himself  without  having  had  any 
living  issue  by  her.  The  misfortunes  which  fell  on  the  house  by  the  attainder  of  his 
next  brother,  from  whom  its  heirs  descended,  so  affected  him  that  his  constitution 
was  unable  to  support  the  shock,  and  he  d,  30  June  1537,  tlie  same  month  that  his 
brother  was  executed,  when  the  fUirldom  became  extinct,  on  account  of  the  attainder, 
as  did  the  ancient  Baronies  by  writ,  of  Percy,  created  in  1299,  and  Poyninin  in 
1837. 

2  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  who,  unfortimately  involving  himself  in  Aske^s  rebellion, 
in  1536,  was  taken,  tried  for  high-treason,  condemned,  and  executed  in  June  1537, 
and  was  afterwards  attainted.  He  left  two  sons,  Thomas  and  Henry,  both  Earls  of 
Northumberland. 

Thomas,  7th  Earl  of  Northumberland,  K.G.,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Percy,  was 
created  by  Queen  Mary,  in  1557,  Baron  Percy,  of  Cockermouth  and  Petworth, 
Baron  Poynings,  Lucy,  Bryan,  and  Fitz-Payne,  with  remainder,  in  default  of  issue 
male,  to  his  brother  Henry  and  his  issue  male,  and  Earl  of  Northumberland,  with  the 
same  remainder ;'  the  estates  of  his  family  were  restored  to  him,  and  he  was  ap> 
pointed  Warden  of  the  Marches.  Being  a  steady  Catholic,  he  was  disaffected  to  the 
government  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and,  aft«r  the  miscarriage  of  several  conspiracien, 
broke  out  in  1570  into  open  rebellion,  in  conjunction  with  the  Earl  of  Westmore- 
land, for  the  avowed  purpose  of  restoring  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in  this 
country.  He  was  attainted,  and  having  taken  refuge  in  Scotland,  was  delivered  up 
by  the  Elarl  of  Morton,  and  beheaded  in  1572.  He  </.  without  issue  male,  but  left 
fbur  daughters,  who,  but  for  the  attainder  of  their  father  and  grand&ther,  would 
have  been  co-heirs  of  the  ancient  Baronies  of  Percy  and  Poynings. 

Henry,  8th  Elarl,  K.G.,  succeeded  to  the  Elarldom  and  the  Baronies  created  in 
1557,  which,  but  for  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  would  have  been  forfeited  by  his 
brother*s  attainder.  He  distinguished  himself  against  the  Scots  in  the  reigns  both 
of  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  and,  on  his  brother^s  rebellion,  held  true  to  his  allegianco; 
but  falHng  under  suspicion,  as  a  Catholic,  of  having  plotted,  with  Sir  Francis  TTirock- 
morton  and  Lord  Paget  for  the  liberation  of  the  Queen  of  Scots,  he  was  committed 
to  the  Tower,  where  he  was  some  time  afterwards  found  dead  in  his  bed,  riiot  in  the 
breast  with  three  pistol-bullets,  by  his  own  hand,  according  to  the  verdict  of  a 
ooroner*s  inquest  He  m.  Catherine,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  Neville, 
4th  Lord  Li^mer,  by  the  writ  of  1 432  *,  co-heiress  also  to  one  moiety  of  the  Ba- 
ronies of  Phiits  by  writ  1317,  and  Lisle  by  writ  1357,  which  co-heiiships  have 
descended  on  their  heir  general  the  present  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

Henry,  9th  E^l,  K.G.,  their  son  and  heir,  was,  at  the  conunencement  of  the 
reign  of  King  Jamks  I.,  in  high  fiivour  with  that  Monarch  ;  but  on  the  discovery  of 
the  Gunpowder  Plot,  in  which  his  relative,  Mr.  Thomas  Percy,  was  concerned,  the 
Earl  was  supposed  to  be  privy  to  it,  and  was,  by  the  Star  Chiunber,  condemned  to 
pay  a  fine  of  £30,000,  and  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  Tower  for  life— a  sentence 
which  clouded  the  remainder  of  his  days ;  the  payment  of  £20,000,  which  waa  ex- 
acted, greatly  impairing  his  fortune,  and  an  imprisonment  of  fifteen  years  ma- 
terially injuring  his  health.  He  d.  in  1632.  He  loft  two  surviving  sons,  of  whom 
Henry,  the  younger,  was  created  Baron  Percy  of  Alnwick,  in  1643,  and  was  a  leal- 
0118  supporter  of  the  Royal  cause  during  the  civil  wars,  till  he  was  taken  prisoner 
at  Andover  in  1645.  After  his  liberation,  being  unable  to  attend  his  royal  master, 
liho  was  himself  a  prisoner,  and  all  hqpe  of  the  restoration  of  hk  afikin  being  at 
aa  end,  he  went  over  to  the  Hague,  and  remained  with  the  Prince  of  Wiueak 
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afterwards  King  Charlbs   II.,    till   his  death   in   1(»59,    when  his  title  became 
extinct. 

Algernon,  10th  Elarl,  K.G.,  the  eldest  surviving  son  of  the  9th  Earl,  was  Lord 
High  Admiral  of  England,  and  one  of  King  Charleses  Ministers  of  State,  till  the 
discussions  between  the  King  and  Parliament  came  to  an  open  rupture,  when  he 
remained  in  the  councils  of  the  rebels,  actuated  probably  bj  the  unhappy  persecu- 
tion his  father  had  so  long  endured.  He  was  entrusted  with  the  care  of  the  King^s 
children  when  they  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Parliament,  and  treated  them  with 
great  respect  and  kindness ;  was  wholly  averse  to  the  trial  and  murder  of  the  King  ; 
and  after  that  event  he  retired  to  his  house  at  Petworth,  where  he  resided  till  ike 
Restoration,  in  which  he  concurred,  and  was  afterwards  of  the  Privy  Council  to 
King  Charlbs  II.    He  d,  in  1668,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son, 

Josceline,  11th  Earl,  who  d,  at  Turin,  on  his  travels,  in  1670,  in  his  twenty-sixth 
year,  without  issue  male,  when  the  Elarldom  of  Northumberland,  and  the  Baronies 
created  by  the  patents  of  1557,  became  extinct  He  left  an  only  surviving  child, 
heiress  to  his  large  poraessions. 

The  Lady  Elizabeth  Percy ;  she  was  b.  26  Jan.  1667,  m.  1st,  in  1679,  to  Henry 
Cavendish,  E^l  of  Ogle,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Duke  of  Newcastle,  who  assumed 
the  name  of  Percy,  and  d.  in  1680  :  2ndly,  to  Thomas  Thynne,  Elsq.,  of  Longleate, 
Co.  Wilts,  who  was  assassinated  in  1682,  by  foreigners  hired  by  Count  Konigs- 
mark,  himself  a  pretender  to  the  hand  of  the  young  heiress ;  and  Srdly,  30  May 
1682  (having  been  thus  twice  a  widow  and  the  third  time  a  wife,  when  little  more  than 
fifteen  yean  of  age)  to  Charles  Seymour,  7th  Duke  of  Somerset ;  she  tL  23  Nov. 
1722,  and  the  Duke  d.  2  Dec.  1748.  They  had  thirteen  children,  of  whom  three 
daughters  lived  to  marry,  but  only  two  sons  survived  the  period  of  childhood,  vis. 
Lord  Percy  Seymour,  the  6th  son,  who  d.  unm,  in  1721,  aged  twenty-five ;  and  their 
son  and  heir, 

Alobrnon  Sbymour,  E^l  of  Hertford,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  writ 
in  1722,  on  the  decease  of  his  mother,  as  Baron  Percy.  He  succeeded  his  father 
as  Duke  of  Somerset  in  1748,  and  was  created,  in  1749,  Baron  Warkworth  of  Wark- 
worth  Castle,  Co.  Northumberland,  and  Earl  of  Northumberland,  with  remainder, 
failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  son-in-law,  Sir  Hugh  Smithson,  B^t,  and  the  heirs 
male  of  his  body  by  Lady  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  sole  daughter  of  the  said  Duke  of 
Somerset ;  he  was  also  created  Baron  Cockermouth,  and  Earl  of  Elgrcmont,  with  a 
special  remainder — See  Earl  of  Egremont.  He  d.  in  1750,  having  survived  his  only 
son  George,  Viscount  Beauchamp,  a  young  nobleman  of  great  promise,  who  d.  on 
his  nineteenth  birthday,  in  1744,  while  on  his  travels  in  Italy. 

His  only  daughter  and  heir,  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Sbymour,  6.  5  Dec.  1716,  m.

Richani  Onslow,  Esq.,  Recorder  of  London  and  Solicitor- General,  fith  in  deKent 
fh>m  him,  was  Speaker  of  the  PloUiie  of  Commons  in  the  reign  of  Queen  ELiZAbiTH. 
His  grandion.  Sir  Richard  Onslow,  espoused  the  Republican  part;  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  Parliamentar;  disputes  with  King  CiijinLKS  I., 
and  raised  the  regiment  with  which  the  Marquis  of  Winchester's  house  at  Buing 
was  besieged  ;  but,  tired  of  all  Che  evils  which  this  ill-omened  war  brought  in  its 
train,  he  was  one  of  those  forty  membcn  whom  the  arm;  took  into  custody  for  haring 
carried,  in  Dec.  IGiK,  a  resolution  in  the  House,  "  that  the  King>  answer  to  Ihe 
propositions  of  Parliament  was  sufficient  ground  for  them  to  proceed  upon  the  set- 
tlement of  the  kingdom's  peace."  He  had  no  concern  with  the  trial  or  condenina- 
ttoti  of  the  King,  but  was  one  of  the  Select  Committee  who  attended  Cromwell  in 
1657,  with  the  petition  of  that  House,  that  he  would  assume  the  title  and  attributes 
of  royalty,  and  delivered  an  oration  to  enforce  it.  At  length  alfccted,  together  with 
nearly  the  whole  nation,  by  an  ardent  desire  lo  promote  the  restoration  of  King 
Chahles  II.,  he  was,  in  1660,  a  member  of  the  Convention  Parliament  which  loted 
his  recal.  He  li.  in  1<jG4,  leaving  six  sons.  Henry,  his  3nd  son,  was  ancestor  in  the 
4th  degree  of  General  Denzil  Onstow. 

His  eldest  son,  Arthur,  was  an  active  partisan  and  Member  of  Parliament,  co- 
opeiBtiDg  with  his  lather  throughout  the  troubles.  He  m.  Mary,  'ind  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Foot,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  in  1649,  who  was  created  a 
Baronet  in  1660,  with  rvmniridet  to  his  said  son-in-law,  Arthur  Onstow,  Esq.,  and 
dying  in  1687,  was  accordingly  succeeded  by  Sir  Arthur  Onslow,  2nd  Baronet.  He

John  in  1IS5,  and  to  his  descendant  in  the  4tb  degree.  Sir  David  Browne,  largo 
possessiODS  in  Leinster  and  ConnHught  were  granted,  after  the  battles  of  Athenrj,  in 
1316,  and  Dundatk  in  I3IG,  in  which  he  was  engaged  with  Richard,  ttfa  Lotd  AUien- 
r;,  and  his  Ijrother,  Sir  John  Bermingham,  Ist  Earl  of  Louth.  He  settled  at  Bally- 
David  near  Athenrj ;  the  fiunil]'  removed  about  1442  tu  Cana-Browne  Castle,  in 
Oranmore,  near  Qalway. 

Sir  Daminick  Browne,  IDth  in  descent  fhim  Sii  David, was  knighted  by  Lord 
Wentvorth,  afterwards  Earl  of  Straffonl,  in  1629.  His  son  Geoffrej  was  one  of  the 
Envojs  ftom  the  Confhieratea  to  Uueen  Hknribtta,  in  1647,  and  aftcrwanls  to  the 
Duke  of  Lorraine,  in  1650.  He  was  pillaged  of  a  considerable  part  of  his  ettatMunder 
Cromwell,  and  forced  1«  remove  to  Mayo,  where  the  ftmily  have  since  redded  at 
Castle-Msc-OarTctt  His  sons  Dominick  and  Stephen,  each  held  a  r^ment  in  King 
Jauks's  service  at  the  battle  of  Aughrim.  Colonel  Browne's  son  Oeoftej-,  planted 
most  eitensivelj  at  the  Castte-Hac-0 arret t,  in  1694,  and  lived  sixty  yeara  after.  H« 
m.  a  daughter  of  the  ancestor  of  the  present  Lord  WallscourL 

His  son  DominJck  m.  in  1754,  Henrietta,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Lyndi,  of  Car- 
lindulla,  Bart,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  son,  Daminick  OeolAvy  Browne,  Esq.,  ■

All  her  surviving  descendants,  who  appear  in  The  Petragt  Voiume,  under  the  title 
Searborough,  are  in  the  remainder  to  this  Earldom,  as  are  also  the  issue  of  her 
daughter.  Lady  Frances,  by  Peter,  1st  Earl  Ludlow,  who  may  be  found  in  The 
Peerage  Volwae,  under  that  title. 

3  Lady  Harriot,  m.  to  John,  .5th  Earl  of  Cork  and  Orrery  ;  the  only  descend- 
ants IVom  ber  eldest  son,  Charles.  Viscount  Dungarvon,  are  the  present  Earl  O'Neill 
and  his  brother,  who  therefore  are  in  succession  to  this  Earldom  alter  the  fkmily  of 
the  Earl  Ludlow ;  and  ftnm  her  only  daughter,  the  Lady  Eliiabeth,  wile  of  Sir

Thu  noble  &mity  dmccndB  from  Theobald,  (son  of  Herveiiu  Fitiwalter,)  crested' 
by  King  HsNiir  II.,  Chief  Butler  of  Ireland,  fhtm  which  office  his  son  Theobald 
Hsnimcd  the  guniamc  of  Butler. 

TheobBld  Buller,  gTvnt-grHndson  of  the  Ist  Chief  Butler,  was  fiUher  of,  1  Theo- 
bald, &th  Chief  Ruder,  b  Lord  of  Parlinment,  who  d.  without  tnue  in  1290  ;  3  Ed- 
mund, Earl  of  Carrick  ;  3  Thomas,  ancestor  of  Lord  Dunbofne. 

EMmund,  hia  2nd  son,  was  created  Earl  of  Carrick  in  131S,  for  his  terricei 
nf^nst  Edward  Bruce  on  his  invasion  of  Ireland,  the  Earl  being  then  Lord  Jtutice 
of  Ireland-,  he  d.  in  1331,  leaving  two  ion*,  who  had  male  descendants,  vie -.  I 
Jamk,  created  EiRL  of  Ohmondk  ;  2  John,  fVom  whom  the  pre«nt  Earl  of  Coirick 


Jahis,  2nd  Elarl  of  Canick,  eldest  son  of  the  Ist  Earl,  was  created  Eahl  of 
Orhonde  in  1328,  and  was  succeeded  hy  his  ion  Jamks,  2nd  Ear].,  who  wu  Lord 
Juitice  qf  Ireland,  and  Lord  Deputj  to  Lionel,  Duke  of  Clarence,  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland  ;  he  rf.  in  1333,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

Jahik,  3rd  Earl,  Bl.vlcd  by  some  of  the  Irish  annalists  a  mighty  strong  man, 
and  head  of  the  chivcdry  of  Ireland,  which  kingdom  he  governed  to  the  content  of 
the  King  and  his  good  subjects.     He  d.  in  M05,  leaving  two  sons  : 

1  jAHKa,  4th  Eabl,  who  was  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  in  the  reign  of  Hknry  IV., 
in  which  capacity  he  was  godfather  of  George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  bom  in  Dublin, 
the  son  of  Richard  Plontagenet,  Duke  of  York.  Throughout  the  reign  of  Hinrv  V. 
he  was  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  maintained  a  succesaAil  war  against  the 
native  Irish  Princes.  He  was  a  proficient  in  history  and  antiquiliei,  and  persuaded 
the  King  to  i4>point  a  King  of  Arms  fur  Ireland,  at  first  called  Ireland,  and  after- 
wards  Ulster,  and  also  gave  lands  for  ever  to  endow  the  College  of  Anns.  On  the 
death  ofHasRV  V.he  was  superseded,  hut  again  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  in  1440; 
but  removed  on  account  of  the  jealousy  of  the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  and  other  Eng- 
lish  Lordii  in  1446,     He  d,   14  J2,  leaving  three  sons,  successive  Earls  of  Ormonde, 

I  J/lMkh,  5th  Earl,  K.G.,  who  had  been  created  Earl  of  Willafaire  in  1449  ; 
he  was  knighted  at  sii  years  of  age,  with  some  other  young  noblemen, 
by  King  Hrnrv  VL,  then  himself  iiged  five  yenn,  when  that  young  Prince 
hod  just  received  his  knighthood  IVom  his  uncle,  the  Duke  of  Bedford. 
He  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  in  14S3,  and,  together  with 
the  Earl  of  Salisbury  and  others,  undertook  to  guard  the  sees  for  three 
years,  on  receiving  tonnage  and  |>oundage  :  under  this  commission  he  fit- 
te<<  out  five  great  ships  at  Oennn,  in  which  he  sailed  to  the  Netherlands,  to 
fight  in  behalf  of  King  Hbnhv  the  fleet  which  the  Earl  of  Warwick  kept  at 
■ea  for  the  benefit  of  the  House  of  York.  He  commanded,  at  the  battle  iif 
Wakefield,  that  wing  of  the  army  which  surrounded  and  slew  the  Duke 
of  York  in  Dec.  URO.  )>nl  was  himself  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of 
Towtan,  in  March  I4li1  ;  urns  bi'headed  nt  Newcastle  I  May  following ; 
and  was,  with  his  brothen.  iillninled  br  Act  of  Parliament  under  King 
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Edward  IV.  in  November.  He  d,  without  iasue,  and  was  succeeded  hy 
his  next  brother, 

2  John,  6th  Earl,  restored  in  blood ;    he  was  perfect  master  of  all  the  lan- 

guages of  Europe,  and  was  employed  in  nearly  all  the  continental  courts, 
as  his  Ambassador,  by  King  Edward  IV.,  who,  himself  an  accom- 
plished judge  of  such  qualifications,  pronounced  him  the  goodliest  knight 
and  the  finest  gentleman  he  ever  beheld.  He  d,  unm,  in  the  Holy 
Land,  on  a  pilgrimage  in  1478,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving 
brother, 

3  Thomas,  7th  Earl  *,  he  was  restored  in  blood,  and  the  act  of  attainder 

against  him  and  his  brothers  abrogated  in  1485,  by  the  first  Parliament  of 
King  Henry  VII.  He  was  summoned  to  the  English  Parliament  in 
1495,  as  Baron  Ormonde  of  Rochford,  and  d.  without  issue  male  in  1515, 
when  the  Earldom  devolved  on  the  heir  male,  and  the  English  Barony 
fell  into  abeyance  between  his  two  daughters  and  co-heirs,  Anne,  wife  of 
Sir  John  St.-Leger,  ancestor  by  her  of  the  St-Legers  of  Eggesford,  Co. 
Devon ;  and  Margaret,  wife  of  Sir  William  Boleyn ;  the  latter  was  mo- 
ther of  Sir  Thomas  Boleyn,  created,  in  15*27,  Viscount  Rochford,  and  in 
15*29  Earl  of  Wiltshire,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  male,  also  Elarl  of 
Ormond  in  Ireland,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs  general.  He  d,  in  1538, 
having  survived  his  only  son,  George  Boleyn,  Viscount  Rochford,  who 
was  attainted  and  beheaded,  without  issue  male,  in  1533.  The  E^l  had 
two  daughters,  co-heirs  of  the  Earldom  of  Ormonde ;  Anne,  the  wife  of 
King  Hbnry  VIII.,  and  mother  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  whose  death  in 
1603  the  abeyance  terminated ;  and  Lady  Mary,  wife  of  William  Carey, 
Elsq.,  mother  of  Henry,  Lord  Hunsdon,  and  grandmother  of  George,  2nd 
Lord  Hunsdon,  whose  daughter  and  sole  heir,  Elizabeth,  m.  Sir  Thomas 
Berkeley,  and  by  him  was  mother  of  George,  18th  Lord  Berkeley,  the 
direct  ancestor  of  the  present  Earl  Berkeley,  who  it  should  seem  is  the 
heir  of  the  Earldom  of  Ormonde,  granted  by  the  patent  of  1529,  to 
Thomas  Boleyn,  Elarl  of  Wiltshire,  and  his  heirs  generaL 

2  Sir  Richard  Butler,  whose  son.  Sir  Edmund,  d,  in  1464,  leaving  three 
sons, 

1  Sir  James,  who  was  attainted  for  siding,  like  the  rest  of  his  fiimily,  with 

the  House  of  Lancaster;  but  the  act  of  attainder  was  repealed  under 
King  Edward  IV.  His  son  Pierce,  succeeded  to  the  Earldom  on  the 
death  of  his  kinsman,  Thomas,  7th  Earl,  in  1515 ;  and  became  the  8th 
Earl. 

2  Walter  Butler,  of  Poolestown,  the  father  of  a  numerous  posterity,  which 

flourished  in  the  male  line  to  the  7th  generation.  Sir  Walter  Butler,  of 
Poolestown,  his  descendant  in  the  4th  degree,  was  created  a  Baronet  of 
Ireland,  which  title  became  extinct  in  1723,  by  the  death  of  his  grandson. 
Sir  Walter,  the  3rd  Baronet. 

3  John  *,  he  had  two  sons,  1  Pierce,  whose  son,  Richard  Fitz-Piorce,  d,  child- 

less ;  2  John-Oge,  whose  son,  William-Fitz-John-Oge,  was  attainted  of 
felony,  and  executed  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

3  James,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Glengall. 

Pierce,  8th  Earl,  was  created,  in  15*27,  Earl  of  Ossory,  in  lieu  of  his  Earldom 
of  Ormond,  to  which  King  Henry  VIII.  created  Thomas  Boleyn,  Viscount  Roch- 
ford, but  the  latter  dying  without  issue  male,  the  title  of  Earl  of  Ormond  was  re- 
stored to  this  Earl  in  Feb.  1539,  by  patent ;  he  d,  in  Aug.  the  same  year.  He  left 
two  sons : 

1  Jambs,  9th  Earl,  at  whose  suit  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1541,  con- 
firming the  Earldom  of  Ormonde  to  him  and  his  heirs  male,  against  any  ambiguities, 
arguments,  or  questions,  that  might  arise  to  the  contrary.  He  had  been  created 
Viscount  Thurlcs,  by  patent,  in  1537.  He  d,  in  1546,  being  poisoned  with  thirty- 
•five  of  his  servants  at  a  supper  at  Ely  House,  in  Holbom  ;  he  left  seven  ions,  of 
whom, 

1  Thomas,  eldest  son,  and  lOth  Earl,  succeeded ;  he  was  i4>pointed  Lord 
High  Treasurer  of  Ireland  in  1559,  the  first  year  of  Queen  ElseabethV} 
reign,  and  continued  in  that  high  office  to  the  end  of  his  lif^  being  con- 
ployed  in  constant  warfiire  against  the  Irish  rebels.  He  <f.  in  1614,  leaving 
no  surviving  issue  male ;  his  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  in.  1st,  her  cousin 
Theobald  Butler,  Viscount  Tulleophelim,  heir  presumptive  to  the  Earl, 
who  <f.  without  issue  in  1613;  and  2ndly,  Sir  Richard  Preston,  created 
Earl  of  Desmond,  by«whom  she  hud  an  only  daughter.  Lady  Elisabeth 
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Preston,  heir  to  her  grondfother,  the  10th  Earl,  who  became  wife  of 
Jamks,  Duke  of  Ormonde,  the  12th  Earl. 

2  Sir  Edmund  Butler  left  four  sons,  who  all  d.  without  legitimate  inue  male  ; 

though  a  claim  was  made  to  the  Earldom  after  the  death  of  the  10th  Earl, 
by  Pierce  Butler,  as  son  and  heir  of  Pierce,  Sir  Eldmund^s  eldest  son.  His 
claim,  though  a  Commission  was  issued  for  its  examination,  appears  to 
have  foiled.  Theobald,  the  4th  and  last  surviving  son,  had  the  titles  of 
Ormond  and  Ossory  entailed  on  him,  by  patent  in  1608,  in  de&ult  of  the 
issue  male  of  Thomas,  10th  Earl;  he  was  created,  in  1603,  Viscount 
TuUeophelim,  and  m.  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  of  Earl 
Thomas  ;  he  d.  in  1613,  without  issue. 

3  John,  who  d,  in  1570,  leaving  one  son,  Walter,  11th  EUrl  ;  he  succeeded 

his  uncle.  Earl  Thomak,  and  d.  in  1632,  having  survived  his  son  Thomas, 
Viscount  Thnrles,  wiio  was  drowned  in  his  passage  from  England  to  Ire- 
land, in  1619,  leaving  two  sons.  Jambs,  12th  Earl,  who  succeeded  his 
grandfiither,  and  Sir  Richard  Butler  of  Kilcash,  ancestor  of  the  present 
Marquis. 
2  Richard,  Viscount  Mountgarret,  ancestor  of  the  E^l  of  Kilkenny. 
Jambs,  12th  Earl,  K.G.,  bj  marrying  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Preston,  only  daughter 
and  heir  of  the  Earl  of  Desmond,  and  grand-daughter  of  the  10th  Earl,  termi- 
nated the  unfortimate  differences  which  had  subsisted  between  his  gnmdfkther  and 
the  repiresentative  of  his  predeceasors,  and  on  account  of  which  the  great  estates  of 
the  Earldom  had  been  in  sequestration.    On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Irish  rebellion 
in  1641,  the  Earl  was  appointed  Lieutenant-General  of  the  King^i  forces  in  Ireland, 
and  displayed  the  most  indefatigable  activity  and  undaunted  resolution  in  dealing 
with  the  rebels ;  in  April  1642  he  gained  a  very  signal  victory  over  the  Irish  army 
commanded  by  the  Lord  Mountgarret,  at  Kilrush,  and  was  in  consequence  created 
Marquis  of  Ormonde.     He  continued  to  pursue  his  successes,  making  the  utmost 
benefit  of  them,  and  in  March  the  following  year,  engaging  General  Preston  at 
great  disadvantage,  obtained,  nevertheless,  a  complete  victory,  and  had  so  entire  an 
ascendency  over  the  rebels,  that  on  receiving  information  that  the  situation  of  the 
King  demanded  his  assistance,  and  the  peace  of  Ireland,  he  speedily  concluded  an 
advantageous  treaty,  which  not  only  gave  liberty  to  his  own  forces,  but  a  subsidy  to 
the  Eling,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Irish.    He  was  then  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  and  continued  to  hold  that  high  office  till  the  desperate  state  of  the 
King*s  affairs  in  England  rendered  it  advisable  to  treat  with  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
missioners, to  whom,  by  the  King^s  direction,   he  surrendered,  in  1647,  the  gar- 
risons of  Ireland,  and  immediately  left  the  kingdom,  to  join  the  Queen  and  Prince 
of  Wales  in  Paris.    In  Sept.  1748  he  returned  to  Ireland  to  make  another  effort  for 
the  restoration  of  the  Royal  authority,  and  on  receiving,  with  inexpressible  grief, 
the  intelligence  of  the  murder  of  his  Royal  Master,  he  caused  King  Charlbs  II.  to 
be  solemnly  proclaimed,  and  received  from  him  the  continuation  of  his  Commission 
as  Lord  Lieutenant.     He  used  his  utmost  efforts  to  recover  the  kingdom  to  the 
Royal  authority,  but  finding  Uiem  ineffectual,  he  again  left  the  kingdom  and  repaired 
to  Paris.    On  the  King*s  arrival  there  after  the  defeat  of  Worcester,  he  was  sworn 
of  the  Privy  Council,  and  continued  from  that  time  in  attendance  upon  his  person 
or  in  commissions  for  his  service  till  the  Restoration.    He  was  created,  in  1660, 
Baron  Butler  of  Lanthony,  Co.  Monmouth,  and  Elarl  of  Brecknock,  in  the  Peerage 
of  England,  and,  in  1661,  Duke  of  Ormonde  in  Ireland.    He  was  re-appointed  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland  in  1661,  and  resigned  that  oflice  in  1668 ;   in  1677,  he  was  a 
third  time  appointed  to  it,  and  with  difficulty  obtained  permission  to  retire  in  1682 ; 
when  he  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  Duke  of  Ormonde  in  the  Peerage  of  England. 
The  latter  years  of  his  life  were  clouded  by  the  uneasiness  with  which  he  witnessed 
the  course  pursuing  by  King  Jambs  II.  towards  his  ruin,  and  his  apprehensions  of 
what  might  ensue  are  thought  to  have  hastened  bis  end ;  he  d,  in  1688,  leaving  a 
reputation  for  loyalty,  ability  in  success,  and  constancy  in  adversity,  equal  if  not 
superior  to  any  which  that  era  of  agitation  produced.    He  lost  in  the  service  of  the 
Crown,  after  deducting  all  emoluments  received,  nearly  ^900,000,  a  sum  incompa- 
rably greater  at  that  time  than,  immense  as  it  is,  it  can  be  considered  at  present 
He  had  eight  sons,  of  whom  only  three  lived  to  maturity,  viz. :     1  Thomas,  Earl  of 
Ossory ;    2  Richard,  who  having  purchased  the  Isles  of  Arran,  was  created,  in  1662, 
Baron  Butler  of  Cloughgrenan,  Viscount  of  TuUogh,  and  Earl  of  Arran  in  Ireland  ; 
and  in  1673,  in  reward  of  the  bravery  he  had  displayed  in  the  sea  fights  of  that  year 
agaiBst  the  Duteh,  he  was  created  a  Peer  of  England,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Butler 
of  Weston  *,  he  d,  without  issue  male,  in  1685,  when  all  his  titles  became  extinct :  he 
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left  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  the  wife  of  Charles,  Lord  Comwallis,  and  mother  of 
the  first  Earl  Comwallis,  who  was  grandfather  of  tiie  late  Marquis  and  of  the 
present  Eail  ComwaUis.  3  John,  created,  in  1 676,  Baron  of  Aghexim,  Viscount  of 
Clonmore,  and  Earl  of  Gowran,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  which  titles  became  ex- 
tinct by  his  death,  without  issue,  in  1677. 

Thomas,  Eail  of  Ossory,  K.G.,  eldest  son  of  the  1st  Duks  of  Ormonds,  was 
called  to  the  House  of  Lords  in  Ireland,  as  Earl  of  Oasorj  in  1662,  and  took  his 
seat  above  all  Peers  of  that  degree  ;  he  was  Lieutenant-General  of  the  army  of  Ire- 
land ;  and  a  Rear- Admiral,  in  which  latter  rank  he  gallantly  commanded  under 
Prince  Rupert,  in  the  three  well-contested  but  indecisive  sea-fights  between  the 
English  and  Dutch  fleets  in  1673,  and  in  September  hoisted  his  flag  as  Commander- 
in-diief  of  the  fleet,  in  the  absence  of  Prince  Rupert.  Peace  being  soon  after  con- 
cluded with  Holland,  Lord  Ossory  joined  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  gained  great 
glory  in  the  campaigns  in  the  Netherlands.  In  1679  he  was  summoned  by  writ  to 
the  House  of  Lords  in  Ireland,  as  Baron  Butler  of  More  Park,  and  there  made  a 
splendid  defence  of  his  fether^s  administration  in  Ireland,  against  the  jealous  accusa- 
tions of  the  Elarl  of  Essex.  He  d.  in  1680,  to  the  regret  of  the  whole  nation  and 
great  grief  of  his  noble  father,  who,  however,  supported  his  loss  with  resignation  and 
dignity.    The  Earl  left  two  sons,  viz. : 

1  Jambs,  2nd  Duke  of  Ormonde,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather.  He  was 
strongly  opposed  to  the  despotic  measures  of  King  James  II.,  and  was  one  of  the 
first  nobles  who  went  over  to  William  III.  He  attended  that  King  into  Ireland, 
fought  in  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  and  was  afterwards  detached  to  take  possession  of 
Dublin,  and  protect  that  city  fW)m  plunder.  He  afterwards  accompanied  the  King 
into  Holland,  and  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Landen,  after  receiving  several 
wounds.  He  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  in  1702,  and  lived  there  in 
greater  splendour  than  had  been  ever  before  known.  In  1711  he  was  appointed 
Captain  General  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  all  the  land  forces  to  be  employed 
abroad,  and  retained  that  distinguished,  and  to  him  most  unfortunate  post,  till  the 
conclusion  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht ;  being  withheld  during  the  whole  of  this  time 
from  exerting  his  courage  and  abilities,  by  the  express  order  of  the  Queen  and  her 
Council  that  he  should  neither  fight  a  battle  nor  undertake  a  si^e  ;  obeying  these 
orders,  he  remained  in  a  state  of  inactivity,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrances  of 
Prince  Eugene  and  the  Allies  ;  and  when  the  accession  of  King  George  I.  restored 
to  power  the  party  opposed  to  the  late  peace,  he  was  impeached  for  high  treason  by 
the  Commons,  for  his  conduct  in  the  command  of  the  army,  at  the  same  time  that 
Lords  Bolingbroke,  Strafibrd,  and  Oxford  were  impeached  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
treaty.  Party-spirit  was  now  at  its  height ;  riotous  assemblages,  when  the  Duke*s 
name  was  made  a  watchword  of  tumult,  were  common  in  London,  and  '  Ormonde  and 
High-church*  was  a  popular  cry ;  while  the  Duke  himself  was  living  in  a  style  of 
open  magnificence,  which  contributed  to  inflame  the  revenge  of  his  enemies.  On 
the  conclusion  of  the  proceedings  in  the  Commons,  however,  he  saw  that  he  had  no 
chance  of  an  impartial  trial,  and  consulted  his  own  safety  by  withdrawing  from  the 
kingdom.  An  Act  then  passed  the  two  Houses,  in  August  1715,  requiring  him  and 
Lord  Bolingbroke  to  surrender  by  the  10th  of  September,  or  in  de&ult  thereof  to 
attaint  them  of  high  treason ;  the  Duke  neglected  to  do  so,  and  the  attainder  took 
effect ;  and  thus  was  the  ruin  of  an  illustrious  family  accomplished  by  party-q>irit, 
in  the  person  of  a  brave,  generous,  and  humane  nobleman,  to  whom  no  crime  was 
imputed  but  that  of  having  obeyed  the  commands  of  his  Sovereign.  The  Duke  in 
gr^  indignation  immediately  entered  the  service  of  the  Pretender,  and  thus  closed 
the  door  against  any  future  restoration  in  his  own  person ;  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
however,  past  in  1721  to  enable  his  brother,  the  Earl  of  Arran,  to  purchase  his  estate, 
which  he  accordingly  did.  The  Duke  continued  to  reside  abroad  till  his  death, 
without  surviving  issue,  in  1745. 

2  Charles,  created,  in  1693,  Baron  of  Cloughgrenan,  Viscount  of  Tullogfa,  and 
Earl  of  Anan,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  and  Baron  Butler  of  Weston,  Ca  Hunt- 
ingdon, in  the  Peerage  of  England.  He  was  a  Lieutenant-General  in  the  army,  and 
held  under  Queen  Anne  several  military  offices,  all  which  he  resigned  on  her  death. 
He  would  have  succeeded  to  the  Dukedom  on  the  death  of  his  brother,  and  should 
have  been  the  14th  EIarl.  He  df.  without  issue  in  1758,  when  his  titles  became 
extinct.  His  estates  he  entailed  on  the  male  heir  to  the  Earldom,  who,  the  male 
issue  of  the  1st  Duke  being  extinct,  must  be  sought  for  in  the  descendants  of  his 
brother. 

Sir  Richard  Butler  of  Kilcash.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  of  1641, 
Sir  Richard  joined  with  the  Irish,  was  a  reputed  LieuU-General  among  the  rebelti 
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and  Governor  of  the  County  of  Wotcrford,  and  acted  ii 
rigour  ;  he  d.  in  17D1.  His  ddeat  aon,  Walter  Butler,  Ei 
/ear  before  him,  leaving  tno  boub  : 

1  Thacnaa,  who  succeeded  his  grand&ther  at  Kilcaah  ;  he  wai  Colonel  of  a 
r^ment  of  horae  in  the  aervice  of  King  Jauks  II.,  and  d.  in  1739.  JuHH 
Butler,  E«q.,  of  Kilcash,  his  only  (uiviving  son,  aucceeded  la  the  esUtea  of  the 
Earl  of  Anan  in  1758,  and  should  have  breu  the  15th  Gaul  ;  he  d.  without  inue  in 
1766. 

2  John  Butler,  Esq.,  of  Gniryrickcn,  whose  only  son  WaLtkb  nicceeded  to  the 
eatate,  and  should  have  been  ICth  K-ikl  ;  hia  only  M>n 

John  became  Eahl  of  Ohmonub  hy  the  rcvenai  of  the  attainder  in  1791,  and 
ihould  have  been  the  17lh  Eahi,;  he  rf.  in  USH,  leaving  the  i»UB  described  in  The 
Pferagt  Volume ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Walter,  18th  Earl,  who  was 
created  BaroD  Butler  of  Lonthuny,  Co.  Monmouth,  in  the  Peera(;e  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  1801,  and  Marquis  of  Ormonde,  in  Ireland,  in  18iS ;  he  d.  without 
ismie  in  1830,  when  both  Iheae  titlea  became  extinct,  and  be  was  succeeded  in  the 
Earldom  by  hii  next  brother,  Juixa,  present  and  1 0th  Earl,  who  also  vaa  created  a 
Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1821,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Onnonde  of  I^nthony, 
Co.  Honmoulh,  and  Marquis  of  Oruondi,  in  Ireland,  in  182A.

Turn  fiunily,  of  British  or  Saxon  origin,  poneasod  the  Castle  and  Lordship  of 
Harley  in  Shropdiiie  before  the  Conquest.  Sir  John  de  Ilarley  was  sented  there  in 
the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror.  Twelfth  in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  Robert 
Uarley,  K.B.,  who  sided  with  the  Parliament  in  the  grand  rebellion.  His  Lady, 
BrilUona,  3iid  daughter  of  Edward,  Viscount  Conway,  heroically  held  out  hi>  Castle 
of  Brampton  for  seven  weeks  sgoinst  the  Rn>'al  forces,  in  Aug.  and  Sept  1G43,  when 
the  greater  part  of  the  town  of  Brampton  was  burnt ;  the  siege  was  raised,  but  she 
d.  iu  the  October  following,  and  the  Castle  was  soon  after  besieged  again  ;  it  then 
surrendered,  after  a  gallant  resistance,  by  the  serranta  only  of  Sir  Robert,  and  was 
burnt  to  the  ground,  as  was  also  his  Castle  of  Wigmore,  the  Ion  in  both  amounting 
to  not  less  than  £50,000.  The  estate  of  Sir  Henry  Lingen,  a  Royalist,  was  after- 
wards laid  under  sequestration,  and  the  profits  granted  to  Sir  Robert  Harley,  to 
make  good  his  losses,  but  magnanimously  restored  bj  him  to  the  widow  of  Sir  Henry. 
In  Dec.  1648,  he  was  one,  and  his  son.  Col.  Edward  Ilarley,  was  another,  of  the 
fiMty-ODe  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons  who  were  arrested  and  impiisoned  by 
the  army  for  having  voted  that  the  answer  of  the  King  to  the  propositions  of  Parlia- 
inent  was  ground  to  proceed  upon  to  the  settlement  of  the  kingdom^  peace  ;  he  d.  in 
1656. 

His  son  and  heir.  Sir  Edward  Harley,  was  a  Colonel  in  the  serrjce  of  the  Parlia- 
ment, and  was  distinguished  for  his  valour  and  abilities  ;  in  16i7  he  was  one  of  the 
eleven  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons  impeached  by  the  army  fbr  high  treason, 
on  account  of  their  firmness  in  promoting  a  peace ;  he  whs  then  excluded  the  Honse, 
but  being  afterwards  re-admitted,  was  made  prisoner,  with  his  hther  and  the  thirtj- 
niiie  other  members,  for  the  same  cause.  He  was  so  active  and  inatrumentAl  in  flir- 
tbering  the  Restoration,  that  on  his  meeting  Cuablis  II.  at  Dover  on  the  King's 
fiilt  binding  there,  he  was  appointed  Governor  of  Dunkirk,  and  set  out  immedintdy 
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to  take  posBCsaion  of  bin  government ;  but  was  di8place<l  in  16G1,  before  the  town  wait 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  French  ;  ))ecausc  the  King  apprehended  from  him  a  reAisal 
to  comply  with  the  order  for  its  surrender.  He  was  elected  a  Knight  of  the  Bath 
without  his  knowledge,  while  at  Dunkirk,  having  previously  reftised  a  Peerage,  lest 
his  co-operation  in  the  Restoration  should  be  attributed  to  motives  of  personal  ambi- 
tion. At  the  Revolution  he  raised  a  troop  of  horse  at  his  own  expense,  marched  with 
them  to  Worcester,  of  which  city  he  was  immediately  made  governor  by  the  gentle- 
men of  the  county,  and  sent  his  two  eldest  sons  to  offer  their  services  to  the  Prince  of 
Orange.  He  d.  in  1700,  leaving,  besides  other  issue,  the  two  eldest  sons  above  men- 
tioned, viz., 

1  RoBSRT,  who  was  educated  at  the  private  school  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Birch  at 
Shilton  in  Orfordshire ;  who,  besides  this  young  Ilarley,  afterwards  Lord  High 
Treasurer,  had  under  his  care,  at  the  same  time,  the  future  Lord  High  Chancellor 
Harcourt,  Lord  Trevor,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  others  who  became 
afterwards  eminent  public  men.  After  making  his  outset  in  politics  by  the  ofier  of 
his  own  and  his  father^  services,  not  obtaining  so  much  consideration  fVom  the 
parties  in  power  as  he  thought  he  deserved,  and  perhaps  not  altogether  satisfied 
with  the  Whig  and  presbyterian  principles  in  which  he  had  been  educated,  he  became 
a  staunch  opponent  of  the  Court  measures.  He  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  Honae 
of  Commons  in  the  two  last  Parliaments  of  King  William  and  the  first  of  Queen 
Anns.  In  1704  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  State,  and  resigned  that  office  in 
1708,  having,  while  he  held  it,  been  instrumental  in  concluding  the  treaty  of  Union 
with  Scotland.  In  1710,  on  the  overthrow  of  the  Whig  Administration^  he  was 
appointed  Chancellor  of  the  Ebcchequer,  and  was  in  the  following  year  stabbed  at 
the  Council  Board  by  the  Marquis  de  Guiscard,  a  French  Piq>ist,  then  under  ex- 
amination upon  a  charge  of  treason,  who  received  wounds  and  bruises  in  the 
BcufHe  that  ensued,  of  which  he  died,  and  Mr.  Harley,  on  his  re-appearance  after 
his  recovery  from  his  wounds,  was  congratulated  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  his 
escape.  In  May  1711  he  was  created  Baron  Harley  of  Wigmorc,  Co.  Hereford, 
Earl  of  Oxford,  and  E^rl  Mortimer,  with  remainder,  fiuling  his  issue  male,  to 
the  issue  male  of  his  grandfather.  Sir  Robert  Harley,  K.B. ;  and  in  the  same  month 
he  was  appointed  Lord  High  Treasurer  of  Great  Britain,  in  which  office  he  con- 
tinued till  a  few  days  before  the  death  of  Queen  Anns  in  1714  ;  having  been,  in 
1712,  elected  a  Knight  of  the  Garter.  In  June  1715  he  was  impeached  by  the  House 
of  Commons  for  the  part  he  had  taken  in  forwarding  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  then 
denounced  as  treasonable,  and  suffered  a  long  and  severe  confinement  in  the  Tower, 
but  on  trial  by  his  Peers  in  July  1717,  was  unanimously  acquitted.  His  Lordship 
took  no  &rther  part  in  public  afiairs.  He  possessed  considerable  learning  himself, 
and  was  a  great  favourer  and  protector  of  learned  men ;  he  was  an  unoorrupt 
Minister,  having  made  no  addition,  during  the  period  of  his  power,  to  his  patrimo- 
nial fortune ;  and  sufiered  persecution  with  the  intrepid  consciousness  of  integrity. 
He  d.  in  1724,  leaving  and  only  son  an  heir,  Edward,  2nd  Eabl,  who  made  inva- 
luable additions  to  the  noble  collection  of  manuscripts  left  by  his  fether,  and  the 
whole  were  sold  to  the  public  by  his  widow,  the  Lady  Henrietta  Cavendish  Holies, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  HoUes,  Duke  of  Newcastle.  He  d  in  1741,  leaving 
by  her  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  the  Lady  Maigaret  Cavendish  Harley,  wife  of 
William,  2nd  Duke  of  PorUand. 

2  Edward  Harley,  of  Eywood,  Co.  Hereford,  Esq. ;  he  dL  in  1735,  leaving  a 

SOD, 

Edward,  who,  according  to  the  limitation  of  the  Patent,  succeeded  his  cousin  as 
8rd  Earl  ;  he  c^  in  1755 ;  Isaving,  besides  other  issue,  the  three  sons  following :

His  Lordihip  ia  brother  of  the  Enrl  of  Dalhoiuic,  and  2nd  un  of  Ocotrc,  8tb  Earl 
of  Dulhousic,  son  of  Qcoi^c  Lord  Rumsay,  hy  June,  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Hetny 
Maule,  brother  of  the  3rd  and  4th  Earls  of  Fanmure. 

The  very  ancient  f^milj  of  Maule  ii  of  French  eitraction,  their  name  being 
UBumcd  fhira  the  town  and  Lordihip  of  Maule,  eight  leagues  ftom  Paris,  which, 
together  with  the  adjacent  Barony  of  Panmure,  had  belonged  to  the  name  and  Mouse 
(rfHaule  for  400  years,  when  Roger,  the  laat  Baron,  was  killed  in  Hungary,  fighting 
l^nat  the  Turks  in  1396.  Guarin  de  Maule,  a  younger  son  of  this  fiunily,  Kcom- 
panied  William  the  Conqueror  into  England,  and  obtained  from  him  the  Loniship 
of  Hatton,  in  Yorkshire,  and  other  landa.  His  son,  Robert  de  Maule,  came  into 
Scotland  with  King  David  I.,  and  obtained  team  that  Monarch  lands  in  LothiaD  ;  he 
d.  about  1 130.    Sixteenth  in  descent  from  him  wai 

Patkice  Mauls,  of  Panmure.  who  accompanied  King  Jahis  I,  into  Eaglsnd. 
He  waa  a  Gentleman  of  the  Bedchamber  to  King  CuARLia  I.,  whom  he  attended 
tltlaughout  the  civil  war,  fought  in  all  the  battles  in  which  the  King  wai  eogageil, 
and  remained  with  him  in  his  imprisonment  till  he  was  removed  fhim  him  hj  order 
oTthe  Parliament,  having  been  created,  in  1 616,  Earl  of  Panmure,  and  Lord  BbnJe  of 
BrechinandNavar,  in  the  Peerage  of  Scotland.  Ho  d.  in  IGGI,  and  wat  succeeded 
by  his  eldeat  son  Oeorgc,  3nd  Earl,  who  attached  himself  to  King  ChaRLU  II.  while 
noy  hope  of  serving  him  seemed  to  remain,  and  made  his  peace  with  General  Mock 
in  1652.    He  had  three  sons;  viz., 

I  George,  his  auccenor,  3rd  Earl,  who  d.  litbout  surviving  issue  in  1686. 

S  Jamra,  4tb  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  brother ;  having  joined  the  standard  of  the 
Pretender  in  171S,  was  taken  at  Sheriffbiuir,  but  rescued  by  his  brother  Harry.  He 
eccBped  abroad,  was  attainted  of  high  treaaon,  and  his  titlea  and  eMatea  were  for- 
feited ;  offers  of  reatoiatJon  are  said  to  have  been,  at  diflercnt  Urnea,  made  to  him, 
but  be  never  would  talce  the  oatha  of  allegiance  to  the  Houae  of  Hanover.  He  €L 
without  inue  in  1 73S. 

3  The  Hon.  Harry  Maule,  who  also  engaged  in  the  Rebellion  of  1715  ;  he  dL  in 
1734,  having  had  a  ntmieroui  isaue,  who  ell  d,  iinn.  except  one  (langhter  Jean,  the 
wife  of  Qco^e,  Lonl  Ramsay.

1.,  othen  ftoro  Henry  FEti-Herlicrt,  Chamberlsin  to  that  King.  One  of  thew  was 
bther  nf  Reginald,  from  whom  the  nth  in  descent  was  Sir  William  HerbMt, 
father  of 

I  Sir  William  Herbert,  who  for  his  Taliant  and  effectual  urvices  to  the  Hoiue 
of  York  in  the  civil  wars,  received  large  grants  of  lands  f^m  King  Row  Ann  IV.,  in 
Walea  and  elaewhere,  catatea  forfeited  by  the  Lancastrian  party  ;  he  was  niminoned 
to  Parliamept  in  U6I,  as  Heron  Herbert  of  Chepstow,  and  in  1468  was  creattid 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  In  1469  he  marched  northwards,  at  the  head  of  IB.DOO  Welsh- 
men, to  BUppreei  a  powerful  insurrection  in  the  north  in  favour  of  the  Lancastrian!  ; 
he  gave  battle  at  Danes  Moor,  near  Edgecote,  in  Northamptonshire,  was  utterly 
delated,  taken  prisoner,  and  carried  to  Northampton,  where  he  was  beheaded  by 
George,  Duke  of  Clarence,  and  Richard  Neville,  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  had  recently 
revolted  &om  King  Edward  to  join  the  Lancastrian  stnndard.  William,  2nd  Earl, 
hia  son  and  successor,  suirendeied  his  title  of  Eail  of  Pembroke  to  King  EnWABD 
IV.,  and  was,  in  lieu  of  it,  created  I'^arl  of  Huntingdon  ;  he  d.  without  inue  male. 
leaving  a  daughter  and  heir,  Kliiabeth,  who  carried  the  Barony  of  Herbert,  of 
Chepstow,  into  the  family  of  Somerset,  Duke  of  Beaufort. 

S  Sir  Richard,  whose  male  line  failed  in  letll ;  he  was  ancestor  to  the  Lords 
Herbert  of  Cherbury,  and  to  the  last  Earl  of  Powis,  of  this  family,  whose  dster  and 
heir  iR.  Edward  Lord  Clive,  the  present  Earl  of  Powis. 

William,  Ist  Earl  of  Pembroke,  eldest  son  of  Sir  William  Herbert,  left,  beudes 
William,  2nd  Earl,  a  natural  son.  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  whose  son  and  heir. 

Sib  WtLLUH  HiRBiHT,  being  of  the  household  of  King  Hbnhv  VIII..  obtained 
fVom  that  monarch  a  grant  of  the  house  and  site  of  the  late  monastery  of  Wilton, 
in  Wiltshire,  and  divers  other  lands  in  that  and  the  other  western  counties.  In 
1551  he  was  created  Baron  Herbert  of  Cardiff,  and  Earl  of  Fkhbroks  ;  he  had 
two  BODS :  1  HiNnr,  2nd  Eabl  ;  2  Sir  Edward,  whose  son  and  heir  William  ma 
ancestor  to  the  Earls  and  Harquieses  of  Powis,  which  titles  became  extinct  in  1748, 
on  the  death  of  William,  3rd  Marquis.

Thi  Rev.  Thomas  Plunket  of  Dublin  left  imuc  bj  Marj  Canjngham,  his  m'fe, 
Patrick,  nn  eminent  Phyiucian  of  the  city  of  Dublin,  who  i£  Aecemd ;  and  the 
RiOHT  Hon.  Willum-Contnoh*m  Plvnkkt,  the  preecnt  LnRO.  The  hitler  was 
6.  in  July  176i,  at  Enniskillen.  Co.  Fermanagh  ;  entered  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
in  1773,  whence  he  took  the  several  degrees  of  A.B.,  LL.B.,  and  LL,D. ;  was 
called  to  the  Irish  Bar  in  17)17,  and  ap^inted  King's  Counsellor  in  1797.  In  that 
year  he  was  appointed  to  serve  in  the  Iri^  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Chorle- 
mont.  In  1S03,  he  was  appointed  Solicitor-General  for  Ireland,  and  Attomey- 
Oeneral  and  Member  of  the  I'rivy  Council  of  Ireland  in  1806 ;  he  resigned  the 
office  of  Attorney-General  in  1B07.  In  the  general  election  of  1B06,  he  was  alio 
returned  to  ParUament  for  the  Borough  of  Midhunt,  and  in  1613  for  the  Univeraity 
of  Dublin,  which  he  continued  to  represent  in  five  luccenive  Farliaments.  In  1S31 
he  was  igain  appointed  Attomey-Qeneral  for  Ireland;  in  1827  he  woa  avom  of 
the  Privy  Council  of  England,  and  afipointed  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  Ireland,  having  decbned  the  siluBtion  of  Master  of  the  BoUi  in 
England  ;  and  in  the  same  year  was  raised  to  the  dignity  of  a  Peer  of  the  United 
Kingdomby  the  title  of  Baron  PLi'jjHrr  of  Kewton,  Co.  Cork.  In  1830  he  was, 
by  ha  Hajetty's  lett«re  patent,  appointed  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland.

Andrews  WlNMoa,  descended  ftom  Sir  Hilea,  brother  of  the  nid  William, 
Banm  Windsor,  was  tummoned  by  writ  in  1539.  as  Baron  Windsor  of  BtanwelL 
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TiioMAB.  6th  Baron  Wisdnoh  of  Stanvelt,  d.  in  1642,  leaving  hia  tiro  siaten,  vfi. 
Eliiabcth,  (the  elder.)  wife  of  Dixie  Hicknian,  E«q.,  and  Elirabeth,  (tbe  joungei,) 
tn.  IM  lo  Andrew  Windsor,  Esq.,  nnd  Sndlv  to  Sir  Junes  Ware,  his  hein,  betireen 
whom  this  Barony  fell  into  abcjance,  whith  wm  Icrminsted  hy  the  Crown  in  1660. 
in  Divour  of  Thohab  Hickman-,  son  and  heir  of  the  Bbove-menlianed  Dixie 
Hicktnon  and  Eliiabeth  his  wifb;  he  assumed  the  name  of  WiNDDon,  and  waa 
created,  in  1682,  Earl  of  Plvhoi-tii.  }le  d.  in  1687,  having  bad,  besides  other

Tkb  tint  of  this  ancient  fkmily  on  record  ii  Richard  Baumfilde  of  WeMon,  Co. 
Somerset,  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  His  son  John  obtained  a  grant  in  Foltiinore 
fh>m  William  de  Pontington,  Canon  of  Exeter-,  hia  aon,  grandson,  and  grMt-giand- 
■on,  all  named  John,  successively  inherited  thia  estate.  The  latter  waa  meeeeded 
by  his  son,  Thomsi  Baumfield  of  Poltimore,  and  he  by  his  son  John,  ftther  oT  two 
sons.  Sir  William,  his  succenor,  and  Peter,  who  founded  a  line  which  poBsessed  the 
estate  of  Hardington,  Co.  Somerset,  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  yeare,  when  tbe  latt 
of  that  bmiiy  left  it  t^raut  the  close  of  tbe  17th  centitry,  to  Sir  Copleatone- 
Wajwich  Bampfylde,  Bart.,  the  head  of  the  elder  bnnch. 

From  Sir  William,  the  eldeM  son,  the  7tb  in  de»cent  was  Sir  John  Bampfylde, 
of  Poltimore,  who  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1641.  He  m.  Gotnide,  dao^tar  of 
Amias  Coplestone,  Esq.,  and  co-heir  of  her  brother  John  Copleatone,  Eiqi  of 
Coplestone  and  Warleigb,  Co.  Devon,  by  whom  he  waa  fother  of  Ul  meccMor,  Sii 
Coplegtone  Bamfyide.  a  loyal  subject  lo  King  Cuahlbi  T.  during  the  trOoUo  of 
hia  leign.  He  was  thrown  into  prison  after  Cromwell'a  deMli  for  plM«"~ 
petition  fbr  tights  to  General  Monk  on  behalf  of  the  County  of  Deron,  b 
liberated  on  the  restoration,  and  raised  a  force  for  secuiins  order  and  o'  ~" 
the  King's  government  in  the  County  of  Devon.  He  d.  in  16S1,  after  aaaenbliiig 
■11  hi*  ftunilv  roond  his  bed,  and  strictly  charging  them  to  eontiniie  lUthftil  to  th* 
religion  of  the  established  Church,  and  to  pay  their  allegianee  to  the  ri^t  brfn  to 
tbe  Crown.

Thk  Scotta  of  Harden,  althouKh  a  junior  branch  of  the  Hoiue  of  Buccleuvh, 
hate  been  eelabliihcd  aa  a  distinct  line  as  earlj  a*  any  direct  genealogy  can 
be  traced  of  either  of  these  Houses.  The  first  known  male  ancuslor  of  Lord 
Polwarth  ia  Walter  Scot  of  Synlon,  who  lived  in  the  reigns  of  the  Kings  Robkrt  I. 
Hnd  II.  From  him  descended  in  the  direct  male  line  five  Scots  ofSynton,  the  laat  of 
whom,  Walter  Scot  of  Synton,  ia  mentioned  in  the  writs  of  the  family,  A.D.  US7. 
His  two  elder  rana  were  Walter,  hia  succemr  at  Synton,  who  d.  without  issue,  and 

Robert  Scot  of  Strickshawa,  Ca  Rosburgh  ;  he  letl  two  sons,  1  Walter,  who  aui- 
ceeded  his  uncle  at  Synton,  and  whose  posterity  carried  on  thiB  line  to  Ibe  fifth  ge- 
neration, when  his  male  issue  failed  ;  and  2  William,  the  first  Baron  of  Harden  in 
Berwickshire,  whose  posterity  eventually  became  the  representatives  of  their  ances- 
tor, the  above-mentioned  Walter  Scot  of  Synton.     Walter  Scott,  the  2nd  Baron  of 

e  sons  all  left  iaauet  the  three  elder  of 
these  were ; 

1  Sir  William,  his  successor,  whoso  male  line  ended  in  his  two  sona.  Sir  William, 
and  Robert,  both  successively  of  Harden.

3rd  daughter,  but  the  only  one  from  whom  ii 
mout,  by  whom  he  was  bther  of  the  present  Peer, 

Sia  Patrick  Hfna  of  Polwarth,  having  rendered  himself  obnoxious  to  the  Go. 
vemment  of  Charlw  II.  by  the  decided  part  he  had  taken  in  Parliament  on  the 
popular  side,  and  tor  the  exclusion  of  the  Duke  of  York  from  the  throne,  was  im- 
prisoned for  fbur  years  in  Dumbarton  and  Stirling  Castles,  but  liberated  in  1679. 
After  the  execution  of  Lord  Rusael  and  Algernon  Sidney,  having  reason  to  fear  for 
his  own  liie,  he  concealed  himself  in  the  f^ilj  burial-place,  under  the  Church  of 
Polwarth,  where  he  remained  for  several  weeks,  supplied  every  night  with  food  by  his 
aftectionate  daughter  Griiel,  when  all  were  retired  to  rest.  He  afterwarda  removed 
to  a  concealed  place  made  under  ground  in  his  own  house,  by  his  wife  scratching  up 
the  earth  with  her  handa ;  but  was  obliged  to  fly  ttom  a  comminion  aent  in  search  of 
him,  which  he  almost  miraculously  escaped,  and  reached  Holland  in  safety;  from 
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thence  he  nccomponicd  tbe  EbtI  of  Argyll  in  hii  onfottuiute  expeditioii  for  BcoUand, 
on  the  failUTD  of  which  his  eslate  wai  conliscat«l  and  s  high  reward  oStared  for  bii 
appreheiuion.  He  howeier  again  eecnped  to  Holland,  where  he  remained  till  tbe 
Prince  of  Orange  whs  c&lled  to  the  British  throne  ;  when  his  auflering  and  lenl  in  tbe 
popular  cause  were  rovarded  bj  his  creation  to  the  Peerage  in  1G90,  b^  the  tithi  of 
LoHo  PoLWARTH,  with  remainder  lo  the  heirs  mole  of  his  hodj  and  Iheii  hein.  He 
WHS  further  created,  in  1697,  Karl  of  Marchmont,  Viscount  of  ^lasonberrie.  Lord 
Polwarth  of  Polwanh,  Redbraca,  and  Grcinlaw,  witli  lemainder  to  his  hein  mate 
whatsoeicr.  Hed.  in  17*24,  and  was  aucceodcd  by  hig  eldest  surviring  son,  Alsiah- 
DIR,  2nd  Lord,  and  Earl  of  Marchmont,  to  whom,  in  1740,  succeeded  his  eldeat  tor- 
vising  son  Hugh,  3nl  Loan,  and  Earl  of  Marchmont ;  since  whose  death  in  1794, 
the  titles  remained  dormant  until  that  of  Polwarth  was  claimed  by,  and  in  1835 
adjudged  to,  IIiri^H  Scott,  Esq.,  of  Harden,  the  present  and  4th  Lord,  the  only  bod 
of  the  Waller  Scott,  Esq,,  above  mentioned,  by  his  marriage  with  the  Eoil^  daugh- 
ter, the  Lady  Diana  Hume.

Thomas  Ricard^  alias  I'ennour  of  Whitney,  Co.  Oxford,  whose  mother  was  the 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  family  of  Permour,  and  his  fbther  was  of  the  Welsh  hmily 
of  Ricardi,  d.  in  I4G5.  His  son,  Kichard  Fermor,  acquired  great  wealth  as  a 
merchant,  hut  being  a  lealoui  Romanist,  fell  under  tbe  displeasure  of  King  Hshky 
VIII.,  for  relieving  hig  Confessor,  Nicholas  Thayne,  when  a  close  prisoner  in  Buck- 
ingham gaol  I  and  his  whole  fortune  was  confiscated  under  a  priemunire  ;  some  part 
of  it,  and  amongst  othera  his  manor  of  Easlon  Nestoo,  was  jeotored  lo  him  by  King 
Edward  VI^  and  he  (f.  there  in  1552.  Uis  bod.  Sir  John  Fennor,  d.  in  1S71,  and 
was  Bucceeded  by  his  sen.  Sir  George,  who,  in  1 603,  had  the  honour  of  enlertaming 
King  jAum  I.  and  his  Queen  at  Easton,  which  he  did  with  great  ^lendour  ;  his 
eldest  son.  Sir  Hatton,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  on  that  occaainn,  succeeded 
h!>  ftther  in  lel3,  and  d.  in  164D.  Sir  William,  Mb  son  and  heii,  wu  created 
u  Baronet  b  1641,  served  King  Charlq  I.  to  the  last  with  iinBhaken  loyalty 
nnd  honour,  and  was  ■  severe  aufierer  by  the  Bequenration  of  his  estatea.

Thi  Right  Hon.  John  PonMnby,  2nd  ton  of  Brabozon,  lat  Earl  of  Benboiougb, 
(under  which  title  hii  Lordship's  pedigree  will  be  found,)  d.  in  1787,  having  had 
a  numeroiu  ianie  hj  the  Lady  Elimhcth  Cavenduh.  2nd  daughter  of  William,  3td 
DakeofDeiondiire.  Hia  eldest  son,  Williau-Brabazus,  waa  created,  in  March  1BD6, 
B*iiON  PoNSONBV  of  Imokilly,  Co.  Cork,  and  d.  in  Nov,  following,  when  he  wa« 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  John,  present  and  3nd  Loan.

d'Ossunb,  the  patriarch  of  litis  &mil;,  came  into  England  with  Wil- 
liam the  Conqueror ;  that  Urancb  of  it  ttom  which  his  Lordship  deacends  was  settled 
at  Spaldington  in  York^ire  for  many  genemtions. 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  II.,  William  Dawson,  Esq.,  came  into  Ireland  as  mI- 
lector  of  the  revenue  for  the  Counties  of  Down  and  Antrim  ;  his  son  Ephraim,  hav-

Mary, 
daushter  of  Joseph  Darner,  Esq.,  of  Came,  Co.  Dorset,  and  lister  of  Joseph,  Ist 
Earl  of  Dorchester,  and  d.  in  1TT9.  He  was  succeeded  by  hii  eldnt  sod  JouN,2nd 
Viscount,  who  was  created,  in  173A,  EAtu,  of  PoBTAaLiNQTON,  and  d.  in  179S,  leav- 
ing the  issue  described  in  Tht  Peerage  Volume,  of  whom  his  3nd  and  Sti 
sons,  the  Hon.  Captain  Henry  Dawson,  B..N.,  uid  the  Hon.  Lieulenant-Colonel 
George-Lionel  Dawson,  assumed  the  additional  surname  of  Darner  by  Hoyal  Sign 
Manoal  in  1829.

Pope, 
Swift,  Prior,  and  Gray,  the  latter  of  whom  she  steadily  supported.

Ha  Lonlihip  ia  orsn  ancient  and  honourahle  firniij;  oFthe  Low  Countrica,  of  which 
Laurence  deB  Bouveriei,  driien  Ironi  hii  home  &nd  his  potrimon;  bj  religioua  pene- 
cution,  took  advantage  of  the  liberal  policy  of  Queen  Elizabbth,  which  ofTered  ft 
iBfe  as/lum  in  this  country  to  the  ProteatAiit  rcAigee*.  Hii  grsndwm,  Sir  Edward 
des  Bouvciies,  an  eminent  Turkey  merchant,  was  knighted  bj  King  Jimm  II.,  hkiI 
d.  in  1G94,  Bt  hi»  seat  at  Chediunt.  Sir  William  dee  Bouveriea,  hii  khi,  alio  n  very 
eminent  Turkey  merchant,  wai  created  a  Baionet  iu  1714  ;  he  dl  in  1717,  iearing,

Sia  RoaiR  Jonih  of  Middleton  in  Idncaahire,  Alderman  of  London,  vaa  (ktber  of 
Thomas  Jones,  D.D, ;  who  was  tint  of  the  Universiljr  ofCambridge,  and  aiterwarda 
of  that  of  Dublin  ;  he  vat  Dean  of  St.  Patrick's,  when  he  voa  cooKcmted  Bishop  of 
Heath  in  1584,  whence,  in  1605,  he  was  translated  to  the  Kichiepiicopal  Bee  of 
Dublin,  and  in  the  same  year  was  constituted  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Ireland,  and 
d.  in  1600. 

Roger  Jonis,  Esq^  his  son,  was  created,  in  1628,  ViacoDriT  Ranilaiih,  Co.

Peer  iff  Ireland  a iid  of  Iht  Uniitd  Kingdom. 

Tat  Patriarch  of  the  lamily  of  Knox  in  Adam,  the  son  of  Uchtred,  »ho,  in  the 
reign  of  Alexander  II.,  King  of  Scotliind,  obtained  the  tands  of  Knox  in  Renfrew, 
whence  he  BHiuned  his  Bumume,  UchtrctI  Knoi,  hia  descendant,  hod  a  charter  of 
the  lands  of  RnnfHirly,  in  U74,  ftom  King  J^ues  III. ;  they  were  inherited  by  three 
UchtTed^  his  son,  grandson,  and  greBl-grandion,  and  alienated  by  the  daughter  and 
heir  of  the  last,  in  166S. 

William,  the  grandson  of  the  1st,  and  younger  ion  of  the  second,  Uchtred  Knox 
of  Bnnfurty,  was  ancestor  in  the  5th  degree  of  two  brothers,  Thomas  and  John 
Knox,  who  both  settled  in  Ireland  about  the  period  of  the  Rctotution.  The  Right 
Honourable  Thomas  Knox,  the  elder  brother,  who  was  a  zealoua  promoter  of  the 
Hanoterian  succession,  obtained  lands  at  Dungonnon  in  the  county  of  Tyrone;  he 
was  made  a  Privy  Councillor  by  King  Goooub  I.,  and  declined  the  honour  of  the 
Peerage,  leaving  no  male  issue  \  he  had  two  daughters,  Mary,  who  m.  the  Right- 
Honourable  Olive  St.-Oeorge,  and  Anne,  who  tn.  Charles  Eehlin,  Esq. 

John  Knoi,  the  younger  brother,  d.  in  1722,  leaving  a  son,  Thomas,  who 
eventually  inherited  his  uncle's  estates  at  Dungnnnon.  He  li.  in  1769,  leaving  a 
aon,  Thiisas  Knox,  Esq.,  who  was  created  Baron  Welles  of  Dungannon,  Co, 
Tyrone,  in  17B1.  and  Vucoi'nt  Northland,  also  of  Dungannon,  in  1791  ;  he  d. 
in  131R,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  aon,  Tnou.ts,  2nd  Viscount,  the  prcaent 
Peer  ;  who  waa  created  Baron  Ranfiirly  of  Rajnphorlie,  Co.  Benftew,  in  Ihe  Peerage 
of  the  United  Kingdom  in  1626,  and  in  1831,  Earl  of  RANruRLv,  in  the  Peerage 
of  Ireland.

of  Westmeath,  and  m.  the  eldest  daughter  of  Sir  John  Blennerhaaset,  Baron  of  tbe 
Exchequer.  Henry  Monck,  Esq.,  their  son  and  heir,  m,  Sarah,  daughter  and  hdr 
of  Sir  Thomas  Stanley  of  Grange  Gonnan,  Co.  Duhlin  ;  they  had  four  sons,  who  all 
left  issue,  vii. :  George,  Charles,  Thomas,  and  William.

Sir  Thomas  Liddell,  a  steady  supporter  of  King  CuiRLia  1.,  and  created  a  Baiooet 
in  1642,  for  his  gallant  defence  of  Newcastle  against  the  Scot&  Had.  in  16S0,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  Sir  Thomas,  who  m.  Anne,  daughter  of  Sit  HenrT' 
Vane  the  elder,  of  Raby  Castle,  Co.  Durham,  and  d  in  1697.  Sir  Heniy,  3rd 
Baronet,  his  son  and  succenor,  n.  Katherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Bright 
of  Badsworth,  Bart.,  by  whom  he  had  two  soni ;  Thomas,  who  d.  before  him,  and 
John  ;  the  latter  took  the  name  of  Bright  and  inherited  the  Badsworth  estate,  which 
his  grand-daughter  and  sole  beir  earned  in  marriage  to  Charles,  2nd  Harquis  of 
Rockingham. 

Thomas,  eldest  son  of  tbe  Sid  Baronet,  left  two  sons  ;  vis. 

1  Sir  Henij,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather  in  1723,  and  was  created  Lord 
Ravensworth,  Baron  of  Ravensworth,  Co.  Durham,  in  1747,  which  title  became  ex- 
tinct on  his  death,  without  issue  male,  in  1784.

The  bmil;  of  Strutt  oi  Stniti  is  laii!  to  be  of  Swin  origin,  and  to  dcicend  from  Sir 
Oodfried  Struti  de  Hinkelred  of  Untei-Wslden,  one  of  the  Chiefs  of  the  Heltetic 
confederacy  on  ill  original  formation  in  1240.  In  the  dinenuons  b^  which  the  Re- 
public was  aubsequentlj'  agitated.  Sir  Godfried  adopted  the  Ie«  powerful  aide,  and  ma 
at  length  obliged  to  seek  an  asf  luni  in  England,  where  he  perDianentl;  settled. 

Sii  DenncT  Strutt,  his  descendant,  of  Little  Waileigh  Hal],  Co.  Eskx,  wa«  a 
staunch  adherent  of  the  Roy&l  caUBc  in  the  great  rebellion,  and  having  been  created 
a  Baronet  in  1652,  fell  in  battle  under  King  Charles's  banner,  without  male  issue, 
when  the  Baronetcy  expired. 

A  younger  brother  of  Sir  Denner  Strutt  was  the  immediate  ancestor  of  John 
Strutt,  Esq.,  of  Terling  Place,  Co,  Essex,  who  d.  in  1790,  aged  88;  haTingm.  in 
1756,  Anne,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  William  Qoodday  of  Strelley,  Co.  Notts;  by

Ladv  CHARLcrm-HABV-GutTRUDB  Fin- 
Gerald,  5th  daughter  of  James,  lat  Duke  of  LeinMer.  which  Lad;  was  created,  in 
1821,  Baroness  Raylwoh  of  Terling  Place,  Co.  Essex,  and  d.  in  1836,  when  she 
was  succeeded  by  her  only  son,  JoHN-JtMCs,  the  present  and  2nd  Lord.

This  ancient  family  descends  from  Walter,  supposed  a  junior  of  the  House  of 
Forties,  whose  descendants  for  some  generations  hore  no  other  Bumame  than  tbe 
patronymic  Hack  prefixed  to  their  other's  christian  name.  Donald,  the  gnsl- 
gisndson  of  Walter,  n.  a  daughter  of  Y  Mackneill  Qbika,  by  whom  he  had  a  son 
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calW  Y,  after  his  Diaterral  Rraidl^ther.  Donald,  Ihe  >on  of  Y,  vai  called  Macky, 
which  from  that  time  has  been  the  iuniBme  of  hii  poaterit; .  The  early  hiMoiy  of 
this  femily,  like  that  of  all  others  of  the  north  oF  ScotlBnd  at  thii  batbuoiu  period, 
ia  full  of  civil  discards,  petty  feuds,  and  murders,  veiled  under  the  pretence  of  icar- 
l^e  ;  and  it  scnrcely  emerges  from  these  lawiesa  and  obscure  convulsion*  before  the 
creation  of  8nt  Donaib  Machav  of  Far,  9th  in  descent  from  the  fiiW  DoiuUd  Macky, 
to  the  Baronet*ge  in  16-27,  and  further  to  the  Peerage,  by  the  title  of  Lord  Rbav, 
in  Ib'Sii.  He  entered  into  the  service  of  the  King  of  Denmark,  till  the  ut^ent  wsnU 
of  the  Koyalisls  in  England  called  him  home  in  1641.  He  landed  at  Newcastle, 
with  a  considerable  supply  oF  arms  and  money  from  Denmark,  all  which  were  un- 
fortunately taken  when  the  town  of  Newcastle  was  stormed  by  the  Scotch  anny  ; 
Lord  Reay  himself  was  made  prisoner,  and  conHped  in  the  Tolbootfa  of  Edinburgh, 
till  released  by  Montrose  after  the  battle  of  Kilsyth,  in  Aug,  1645.  On  the  suhae- 
quent  dispersion  of  that  hero's  forces  at  Fhitliphaugh,  Lord  Reay  returned  home,  and 
appean  to  have  been  protected,  by  the  remoteness  of  hi*  situation,  from  moleatatjou 
by  the  prevailing  party.  He  d.  in  Denmark  in  1649,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldeat 
son,  John,  2nd  Lord,  who  alter  hia  Mher's  death  continued  to  support  the  Royal 
cause  ;  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Covenanters  at  Balveny  in  1654.

Peter  Thelusson,  Esq.,  (Srd  son  of  Isaac  de  Theluason,  AmbuBsdor  ftmn  Qen«TS 
to  the  court  of  Louis  I5lh,)  settled  in  England  about  1760  ;  he  vai  remarkable  Ha 
his  great  wealth  and  fi>r  the  exttaordinary  will  by  which  he  bequeathed  about 
£600,000  to  inuteeB,  to  l>e  laid  out  in  the  accumulation  of  landed  property  for  the 
beneflt  of  his  etdeat  male  descendant,  when  the  last  of  his  sons  and  their  sons  ghftll 
he  dead  ;  he  waa  6.  37  June  1737,  and  d.  21  July  1797  ;  having  n.  6  Jan.  1760, 
Anne,  2nd  daughter  of  Matthew  WoodioTd,  t^sq.,  and  rister  of  Sir  Ralph  Woo<Ubrd 
of  Carlby,  Co.  Lincoln,  Bart.

CHARLm,  let  Duke,  K.G.,  on  whom  hii  Rojal  jatlier  conferred  the  nmiame  of 
Lennox,  wan  ion  of  King  C haul nii  II.  by  Louiae-Benee  de  Penencouet  de  Que- 
rouaille,  whom  he  created,  in  1673,  Buronew  I'etenfield,  Co,  Southampton,  CoontcM 
of  Fareham,  Co.  Hnnts,  and  Duchme  of  Portamouth  for  life,  titles  which  became 
eitinct  on  her  death  in  1734,  Chaklib  Lbnnux,  her  odIt  bod,  b.  29  July  1G72,  waa 
created,  in  Aug.  1675,  Bbtdd  ofSettrington,  £arl  of  March,  and  DukioFRichhonh; 
and  in  Sept.  following.  Baron  Methuen  of  Torboltnn,  Earl  of  Daraley,  and  Duke 
of  Lennox,  in  the  Peerage  oF  Scotland.  From  b  fancy  of  the  Ducbeea  of  Ports- 
mouth in  dressing  her  son,  a  part  of  the  present  costume  of  the  order  of  the  Qaitcr 
is  deriied.  The  blue  ribbon  of  the  Order  had  been  worn  till  that  time,  as  it  is  stUl 
seen  in  ancient  portraits,  round  the  neck  of  the  Knight,  with  the  George  pendant 
fVom  it :  but  this  young  Duke  having  been  elected  a  Knight  of  the  Order  in  1681, 
vai  presented  by  his  mother  to  the  King  with  the  ribbon  over  his  left  shoulder,  and 
the  George  pendant  on  the  right  side  ;  which  norel  fashion  pleased  bis  Majesty  so 
well  that  he  gave  connnands  for  the  ribbon  to  be  henceforth  worn  in  this  manner  by 
all  the  Knighta.

Sir  Archibald  Primrose  of  Carrington,  was  a  sealoui  Boraliit  in  the  Civil  War 
of  King  Charlis  I.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Fhiliphaugh  in  1645, 
tried  by  the  Parliament,  and  found  guiltj  of  high  treaaon,  but,  b;  the  intervention 
of  the  Marquin  of  Argyll,  his  life  was  spared  ;  he  was  set  at  tibertj  in  the  following 
year,  iti  consequence  of  Montrose's  capitulation,  by  which  indemnity  was  granted 
lo  his  followers,  and  permission  to  himself,  to  quit  the  kingdom.  Sir  Archibald 
accompanied  King  Charlis  II.  in  his  expedition  into  England,  was  created  a  Baro- 
net in  1651,  and  had  his  eatatea  sequeMtated  in  consequence  of  the  unfortunate 
romlt  of  the  battle  of  Worcester.  After  the  restoration,  be  was  appointed  Lord 
Blister  of  Scotland,  and  constituted  a  Lord  of  Senion  b;  the  style  of  Lord  Car- 
rington.

Sir  William,  dL  in  1740,  and 
hacinR  survived  his  eldeM  son  William,  was  succeeded  by  bis  grandson, 

Sir  Idurence,  3rd  Bart. ;  he  had  two  sons,  vii. 

1  Sir  William,  Ihthei  of  Sir  Laurinci,  who  succeeded  him  ai  5th  Baronet  in 
1791,  and  succeeded  hjs  uncle  as  Snd  Earl  in  1807. 

2  Ladrinci-Harhan,  created,  in  nH'i,  Baron  O^ihantoh'H,  Co.  Dublin,  with 
remainder,  in  de&ulC  of  male  inue,  to  his  nephew  Sir  Laurence  Parsons,  Bart. ;

Thb  Earl  dncends  bota  a  collatcml  branch  oTthe  Enrt  of  Mhit'i  bmily,  being  4th 
in  deMent  hom  the  Hon.  Sir  Charles  Enkinc  of  Alva,  41h  son  of  John,  Tlh  Earl 
oT  Marr ;  whose  grandsan.  Sir  John  Enkinc,  Bart.,  m.  Catherine,  2nd  daughter  and 
eventually  heir  of  Henry,  Bth  Lord  Sinclnir,  which  Catherine  wag  the  lineal  represea- 
tativeoftheancient  femilyofSt.Cliur  (if  kosslyn,  formerly  Earli  of  Orkney. 

Sir  William  St.  Clair,  of  Rowlyn.  «.  in  Ihe  reign  of  Kin^  David  II.,  Isabel, 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  Maliee,  Earl  of  Strathcm,  Caithness,  and  Orkney  j  their 
ton  Henry  obtained  the  Earldom  of  OrkneT.  and  was  grandfotber  of  William,  3rd 
Earl,  who  surrendered  his  Earldom  to  the  King,  and  had  a  grant,  in  U5S,  of  that 
of  Caithtien,  which  he  rcugncd  to  Williiim,  his  son  hy  a  second  nuuriage,  from 
whom  the  present  Earl  of  Caithness  descends  in  the  male  line,  passing  over  another 
William,  the  only  son  of  the  first  marriage.  This  William,  the  elder  son,  was  father 
of  Henry,  created  Lord  Sinclair  in  1-189;  Sth  in  direct  male  descent  from  whom 
was  John,  7th  Lord,  whose  daughter  and  sole  heir,  Catherine,  ffl.  in  1659,  John 
Sinclair,  Esq.,  of  Herdmanstown,  and  their  son  Henry  succeeded  his  grandihther  as 
Bth  Lord  Sinclair,  and  he  obtained  a  confirmation  of  that  dignily  to  his  beira  male 
whatBjer.  He  was  felher  of  the  two  following  Lords,  and  of  seyera]  other  children, 
of  whom  Catherine,  the  2nd  daughter  and  eventual  heiress  of  the  property,  (her 
elder  sister's  male  issue  baring  failed,)  was  the  wife,  as  above  described,  of  Sir  John 
Enkinc  of  Alva,  Bart.,  but  there  are  descendants  stilt  existing  fhim  three  of  her 
aisteiB.  Their  son,  Lieut. -General  Sir  Henry  Enikinc  of  Alra,  Bart.,  n.  Janet, 
daughter  of  Peter  Wedderbura,  Eaq.,  of  Chesterhall,  Co.  Midlothian,  and  sister  of 
Alixandir,  1st  Earl  of  Rosslvn,  and  d.  in  1765,  leaving  by  her  two  sons;  vii., 

1  Sir  J  amis-Sinclair  Erbkim,  Bart.,  his  successor,  the  present  Earl. 

2  John,  who  d.  10  Feb.  1817,  having  m.  in  Dec.  1BU2,  Mary,  3rd  daughter  ofSir 
John  Mordaunt,  Bart.,  who  d.  17  July  1821. 

Albkanoui  Wkddirbubs,  Ist  Earl,  and  Lord  High  Chancellor,  was  son  of 
Peter  Wedderbum,  a  Lord  of  Session,  by  the  style  of  Lord  Chesterhall ;  he  was  *. 
13  Feb.  1733,  created  Baron  Loughborough  of  Loughborough,  Co.  Leicester,  in 
17l<D,  and  again,  in  1795,  Baron  Loughborough  of  Loughborough,  Co.  Surrey,  with 
remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  sister  Janet ;  also  EUkl  of  Russlvk  in  1801,  with 
the  same  remainder.  He  d.  2  Jan.  1605,  having  m.  1st,  31  Dec.  1767,  Betty.Anne, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Dawson,  Eaq.,  who  rf.  IS  Feb.  1781 ;  and  2ndly, 
12  Sept.  1782,  the  Hon.  Charlotte  Courtenay,  daughter  of  William,  1st  Viscount 
Courtenay.  The  Eahl  was  succeeded,  according  to  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  by 
his  nephew.  Sin  James-Sinclair  Erbkikk.  of  Alva,  Bart.,  the  2nd  Eabi.  ;  who  d.  in 
1837,  and  was  followed  by  his  only  surviving  son,  Jamis-Alekandeh,  present  and 
2nd  Earl.

Hn  Lordship  dcMvndg  trom  the  very  ancient  liunil;  of  Van  Wanenaer  of  HoUaod, 
of  vhiuh  three  btnthen,  Warner,  Derrick,  and  Peler,  settled  in  Ireland  in  the  niga 
at  Chaeilhi  I.,  and  became  free  Deniiens  nf  that  kingdom  by  Act  of  Parliament  in 
ICU2.  Warner  Westenra,  the  eldest  brolber,  hming  purchased  eunBidetalile  rstatea 
in  Ireland  d.  in  1  G7ti.  Ilia  ton  Henry  was  attainted  by  King  Jauu's  lTi*h  Par- 
liament in  1GQ9,  for  hi>  adherence  to  the  Kevolution,  but  obtained  the  restoration  of 
hia  inheritance  in  the  reiicn  oT  William  III.  He  i/.  in  1719,  and  iroa  succeeded  by 
his  aon,  Warner,  whose  son  and  heir  Henry  Westenra,  Esq.,  m.  Harriet,  5th 
daughter  of  Colonel  John  Murray,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  Wab.vkh-Willixm 
Lord  U^mskohi,  and  Henry. 

RuBiaT  Cuninohami,  1m  Lord,  was  A.  3  Aug.  1735,  fit.  29  May  17S4,  BUiabetb, 
2nd  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Murray  {and  co-heir  of  her  mother  Maty,  only 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Alexander  Caimes,  Bart.,  widow,  without  issue  by  him,  of 
Cadwallader,  7th  Lord  Blayney)  ;  she  d.  29  Sejjt.  1825.  He  was  created,  in  17M, 
Bahon  Rossmohi  of  Monaghan,  with  remnindcr.  failing  his  issue  male,  to  Henry- 
Alexander  Jones,  Esq.,  nn  of  the  Right  Hon.  Theophilui  Jones,  by  Anne,  sister  to 
his  Lordship's  wife  (and  4th  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Murray)  and  hia  issue  mmle  ; 
(he  if.  URiH.  in  the  1st  Lord's  lifetime)  ;  foiling  which,  to  Wamei- William  Westenrk, 
Esq.,  and  Henry  Westenra,  Esq.,  sons  of  Henry  Westenra,  Eb<j.,  by  Harriet,  atao 
■ister  to  his  Lordship's  wife,  (and  5th  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Mumy,)  and  their 
issue  male.  His  Lordship  d.  in  1801,  and  was  lucceeded  by  WAaKUi-WiLLUts, 
the  prcoent  and  2nd  Lord.

BiRTKoLOMiw,  a  FIsmiih  chief,  settled  in  the  raign  of  William  I.,  King  of  Soot- 
land,  at  Laley,  in  Aberdeenshire,  whence  hii  poatsrity  deiiTed  thnr  aimMiie.

Atfa  ftom  him  was

Sir  Andrew  de  Lesley,  whose  eldest  son,  Norman,  was  great-grandfather  of 
Gborgx,  Ist  Earl  of  Rothks,  and  his  4th  son,  George,  was  ancestor,  in  the  4th 
descent,  of  Alexander,  Ist  Earl  of  Leven,  whose  grand-daughter  Catherine,  carried 
the  Earldom  of  Leven  into  the  family  of  Melville.  See  Earl  qf  Leven  and  Melville 
in  tliis  Volume. 

Gboruk  Lkslky  of  Rothes,  created  Earl  of  Rothes  about  1458,  survived  his 
only  son  Andrew,  Master  of  Rothes,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  Gborgk, 
2nd  Earl.  The  latter,  and  his  only  brother  William,  were  killed  at  Flodden  Field 
in  1513;  the  Earl  d.  unm.;  his  brother  left  two  sons,  Gsobgb,  who  succeeded  his 
uncle  as  3rd  Earl,  and  John.  The  3rd  Earl  was  one  of  those  eight  Commis- 
sioners from  the  Scottish  Parliament  appointed  to  be  present  at  the  marriage  of 
Queen  Mary  with  the  Dauphin  of  France,  who  so  highly  incensed  the  French 
government  by  their  firm  refusal  of  the  crown  matrimonial  to  the  Dauphin,  that 
three  of  theif  number  who  died  in  one  night,  28  Nov.  1558,  at  Dieppe,  of  whom 
this  Eail  was  oiie,  were  supposed  to  have  been  poisoned.  His  Lordship^  eldest  son, 
Norman,  Master  of  Rothes,  was  the  principal  actor  in  the  murder  of  Cardinal  Bca* 
toun,  for  which  he  was  found  guilty  of  treason,  and  forfeited  by  Parliament  in  1546, 
his  father  and  John,  his  uncle,  were  tried  as  accomplices ;  the  Earl  was  acquitted, 
but  John  Leslie  was  forfeited.  The  Master  immediately  entered  the  service  of  the 
French  King,  and  was  mortally  wounded  in  1554,  in  a  battle  between  the  French 
and  Imperial  forces  near  Cambmy,  where  he  had  performed  almost  incredible  acts 
of  valour ;  he  d.  &  few  days  afterwards,  before  his  father,  without  issue. 

Andrew,  2nd  son  of  the  3rd  Earl,  succeeded  his  father  as  4th  Earl  ;  he  had 
three  sons,  who  left  issue, 

1  James,  Master  of  Rothes,  who  d,  before  his  father,  leaving  a  son,  John,  5th 
Earl,  father  of  John,  6th  Earl. 

2  Patrick,  ancestor  of  the  Lords  Lindores,  and  of  the  Lords  Newark  ;  his  male 
line  is  extinct,  and  the  title  of  Nevrark  is  claimed  by  John  Anstruther,  the  heir- 
general  of  the  first  Lord  Newark. 

3  Sir  John  Leslie,  whose  present  representative,  John  Leslie  of  Limiquhat,  Elsq., 
claims  the  title  of  Lindores,  as  nearest  heir  male  of  the  1st  Lord. 

John,  5th  Earl,  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d.  in  1641.  John,  his  only 
son,  eleven  years  of  age  at  his  father's  death,  succeeded  as  6th  Earl  ;  he  carried 
the  sword  of  state  at  the  coronation  of  King  Charles  IL  in  Scotland  in  1651, 
and  accompanying  the  King  into  England,  was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  but  was  liberated  in  1655.  In  1663  he  obtained  a  confirmation  of  his 
titles  by  charter,  granting  them  to  himself  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  which 
failing,  to  the  eldest  heir  female  of  his  body,  without  division,  bearing  the  name  and 
arms  of  Leslie,  with  several  special  limitations  over.  In  1667  he  was  appointed 
Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland,  and  created  Duke  of  Rothes,  Marquis  of  Ballin- 
breich.  Earl  of  Leslie,  Viscount  of  Lugtoun,  Lord  Auchmontie  and  Caskieberry, 
with  limitation  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body;  he  d.  27  July  1681,  without  issue 
male,  when  the  above  titles  became  extinct,  but  the  Earldom  devolved  on  his  eldest 
daughter, 

Margaret,  7th  Countess  ;  she  m.  Charles  Hamilton,  5th  Earl  of  Haddington, 
and  had  two  sons :  John,  8'th  Earl  ;  and  Thomas,  on  whom  the  Earldom  of  Had- 
dington yras  settled  by  patent,  and  who  was  anc^tor  of  the  present  £larl  of  Had- 
dington. 

John,  8th  Earl,  her  eldest  son  and  successor,  assumed  the  name  of  Leslie  : 
on  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  in  1715,  his  Lordship,  with  a  detachment  of 
the  Scotch  Greys,  entered  the  town  of  Kinross,  dispersed  a  party  of  the  rebels  who 
were  about  to  proclaim  the  Pretender,  and  carried  Sir  Thomas  Bruce,  of  Kinross, 
prisoner  to  Stirling.  He  was  also  distinguished  for  his  gallantry  in  the  battle  of 
Sheriffmuir,  where  he  commanded  the  horse  volunteers.  He  (L  in  1722,  having  had 
eight  sons,  of  whom  Andrew,  the  youngest  and  last  survivor,  became  h^id  of  the 
Haddington  branch  of  the  House  of  Hamilton,  by  the  death  of  his  nephew  John, 
1 0th  Earl  of  Rotheh,  in  1773 ;  but  the  Earldom  of  Rothes  being  entailed  on  the 
heir  female,  and  that  of  Haddington  being  secured  in  the  junior  male  line,  Mr.  Leslie, 
tliough  ne  claimed  the  estates  of  Rothes,  was  entirely  precluded  fh>m  either  inheri- 
tance. He  d.  unm,  in  1776,  when  the  Earl  of  Haddington  again  became  the  chief 
of  his  house.  John,  eldest  son  of  the  8th  Earl,  succeeded  as  9th  Eari.,  and  d,  in 
1767,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son  John,  10th  EIarl,  who 
dying  without  issue  in  1773,  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sister, 

Jane- Elizabeth,  1 1th  Countekr,  b.  5  May  1750,  d.  2  June  1810 ;  having  m.  Ist, 
1  Jan.  1766,  George-Raymond  Evelyn,  Esq.,  who  was  father  by  her  of  Gborob- 
WiLLLAM,  12th  Earl,  and  d,  23  Dec.  1770  ;  the  Countess  m,  2udly,  30  Oct  1772, 
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Sir  Lucu  Pi^ya,  ban.,  H.D.,  and  by  him  had  the  inue  stated  in  The  Peentgr 
Faiume,  as  half- broth >;ni  and  «isU.'r  of  the  I'Jth  Eaiu.;  after  the  Counteaa>  d«tb. 
Sir  Lucna  re-morried,  29  June  IS13,  Deborah,  daughter  of  Anthony  Aiikew,  K«q- 
H.D.;  and  rf.  17  June  1830,  when  hewaasucceeded  in  bi>  Baronetcy  by  the  Hon. 
Sir  Charlea  Leslie,  hia  eldest  ton,  oil  hia  iasuc  by  the  Cciuntkm  having  '  "~ 

name  of  Lcalic.  The  Hon.  and  Rev.  Sir  Henry  Leslie,  liii  2nd  aon, 
the  Baronetcy  in  1833,  on  the  death  oFSir  Chnrlts,  hie  elder  brother. 
Gkurue- William,  12th  P:ahi,,  eldest  aoti  of  the  Count^a*  by  her 
succeeded  his  mother,  and  amumed  the  tinnie  nf  Leslie  ;  he  d.  in  18I7|  having  had 
Ni  (laughlem— for  whom  «ee  TSe  Peenif/e  t'aiame.  Ladv  Henhikita-Ankb,  hia 
eldest  daughter,  succeeded  him  as  13th  CimSTRxii,  and  by  her  mariiB«e  mth  Ueor^ 
Gnytlier.  Eaq.,  who  nwimed  the  name  of  Leslie,  left  several  children — aee  TSe 
Perrage  PVume— of  whom  GsnaiiK- William- li^viiLVK-LuiLta.  present  and  lith 
Eakl.  succeeded  her  in  IHID. 


ROXBUKGHE,  DUKE  OF.     (Innes-Kbr.) 

Peer  nf  Scotland  aiut  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

For  the  origin  of  the  noble  house  of  Ker,  sre  the  title  of  Lothian  in  this  Volume. 

Sir  Robert  Ker  of  Cessford,  10th  in  descent  tcom  John  Ker,  his  first  recorded 
ancestor,  vua  at  an  early  age  ap|iainted  a  Warden  of  the  Borden.  In  1597,  for 
■ome  infraction  of  the  border  truce,  he  fell  into  the  cuatody  of  the  Archbishop  of 
York,  who  writes  of  him  to  the  Lord  Treasurer  Burleigh,  "  I  understand  chat  the 
genlleman  is  wise  and  valiant,  but  somewhat  haughty  and  resolute."  He  waa  soon 
released  and  created  a  Peer,  br  the  title  of  Lord  Roxburghe.  He  held  important 
official  employments  throtigh  the  reigna  of  Jamsi  \.  and  Charlm  L,  and  on  the 
breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion  adhered  to  the  King.  In  1G16  he  was  created  EakI. 
of  RoxBunaHE,  Lord  Ker  of  Ccnford  and  Cavertoun  ;  and  having  survived  hia  two 
sons,  William  and  Harry,  both  nicceauvely  styled  Lord  Ker,  he  obtained,  in  1S46, 
a  new  investiture  of  the  titles,  to  himself  and  the  hrin  male  of  his  body,  tailing 
which,  to  his  heira  and  aasign^  to  be  nominated  by  himself:  in  1S46  he  executed 
a  deed  of  nomination,  in  &TOur  of  Sir  William  Dimnmond,  5th  son  of  Jthn,  2nd 
Rarl  of  Perth,  by  Lady  Jane  Kei,  eldest  daughter  of  the  said  1st  Earl  of  Rox- 
hurghe,  provided  he  married  the  eldest  daughter  of  Hairy,  Lord  Ker  -,  and  after 
him,  or  niling  this  eondition,  the  inheritance  to  paaa  to  the  daughters  of  Harry,  Lord 
Ker,  his  son,  deceeaed,  and  their  hein  mole  successively;  Aubng  which,  to  hia  own 
nearest  heirs  male  whatsoever;  he  d.  in  1650.  His  son  Hairy,  Lord  Ker,  who  i. 
before  him  in  1643,  left  three  daughten ;  vii.: 

1  Jane,  m.  to  Sm  Willmh  DauxuoND,  who  aucceeded  as  '2nd  Eau.,  aiimml 
the  name  of  Ker,  and  was  anceator  t^  the  Eaila  and  Dukes  of  Koxbni^ie,  to  tlie 
death  of  WiLLUH,  1th  Dukb,  in  1S06. 

2  Anne,  m.  to  John,  4th  Earl  of  Wigtonn,  without  male  issoe. 

3  Marfmret,  m.  in  I66S  to  Sir  James  Innea  of  Innei,  Bart,  by  wfaesD  she  was 
mother  of  Sir  Horry  Innea,  Bart.,  whose  son.  Sir  Hany  Innea,  Btirt.,  was  fUher  of 
Sir  jAwa,  5th  Duki. 

William,  Sod  Earl,  d.  in  1675 ;  he  had  fbur  eona,  of  whom  Bobrbt,  eUait 

son,  succeeded  as  3td  Earl  ;    and  John,  4tfa  son,  inherited  the  title  of  La>d 

Bellenden;  the  latter,  besides  other  sons,  had  John,  3rd  Lord  BaUendmi,  (SttlMr 

of  Ker,  4th,  and  Robert,  6th,  Lords  Bellenden ;  John,  5th  Lotd  BeUendisn,  m«  at 
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ihe   4th  Lord,  d.  without  iaiw  ;t   and   William,  &lht:r  of  William,   Tth    Lotd 
Bullenilen,  who  rui.'i.'oi.iIihI  aa  4th  Dikh  at  Roxbvkohk. 

RoBHT,  3tiI  Karl,  Koinft  bj  aea  lo  Scotliuut  in  1<))J2,  with  Junes,  Duke  of  York, 
wBi  lost  in  the  O'Anuwfer  frigate,  when  that  venel  struck  off  Yarmouth,  and  the 
Duke  of  York  narrowly  escap^  in  his  boat  He  was  bthei  of  Robikt,  4th  Eahl, 
who  d.  un«.  in  160b',  onJ  Juun,  Sth  Karl,  who  succeeded  his  brother.  He  was 
created,  in  17W7,  Di'KS  of  UoxBuitr^uii,  Murquis  of  Beaumont  and  Cessfbrd,  Earl  of 
Kelso,  Viscount  of  Broimouth,  luid  Lord  Kcr  of  Ceaafoid  and  Cavertouu,  with 
remainder,  (ailing  the  hirira  male  of  ]ii»  boiiy,  to  the  other  hein  deatmcd  to  succeed 
to  the  title  of  Earl  of  RoiliurKhe  ;  he  >/,  in  1741,  leaviog  one  son,  Rubikt,  his  suc- 
cessor, 2nd  Dl-kk,  who  d.  1755,  and  was  succeeded  bf  hia  eliical  son  John,  Srd 
DuKK,  K.G.,  he  d.  in  1804,  and  with  him  eipircd  Ihe  male  line  of  Robut,  3rd 

WiLUAU,  4th  DuKE,  who  Bnceccdod,  was  descended  as  above,  froDi  John  Lord 
Hellendcn,  4th  son  of  Ihe '2nd  Earl,  and  on  hie  death  in  I HOS,  the  whole  male  line 
of  Ihe  2nd  Earl  become  extinct.  After  a  tedious  investigation,  the  Houie  of  Lords, 
in  IBI'2,  decreed  the  titles  to  Sir  Jahu  Imiis,  Bart.,  Sth  Dukk,  the  heir  male  aa 
above  recited  of  9ir  James  Innes,  Bart,  by  the  Hunouiable  Mai)|Bret  Ker,  3nl 
daughter  nf  Harrj'  Lord  Ker,  ton  and  heir  of  the  1st  Enil  of  Roibuighe.  Hia  Glace 
if.  in  1623,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-seven,  learinf;  one  ton,  then  onl;  seven 
yean  old,  Jahc-Hiniiv-Bobirt,  present  and  6th  Ditki,  who,  in  1837,  was  created 
a  Peer  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by  the  title  of  Earl  of  Innes. 

The  5th  Duke,  the  2nd  Baronet  of  Nova  Scotia,  by  patent  in  1625,  was  chief  of 
the  name  of  Innes,  ^9lh  Laird  of  Innes,  and  24th  in  paternal  descent  from  his 
ancestor  Beroaldus,  who  obtained  from  Malcolm  Canmorc  a  charier  of  hia  lands  <^

nays  the  authentic  femily  pedigree,  compiled  by  Duncan  Forbes,  of  Culloden, "  There 
arc  three  things  wherein  they  are  either  notableor  happy  :  first,  that  th 
never  went  to  a  woman ;  next,  that  none  of  them  ever  married  an  ill  wift 
thirdly,  that  no  friend  ever  Buffered  for  their  debt." 


RUTHVEN,  BARON.     (Ruthvkn.) 

Peer  qf  Scollaad. 

Thr  patriarch  of  this  fiimilj  was  Thor,  a  penon  of  Danish  or  Saioo  extnetion,  who 
settled  in  Scotland  in  the  reign  of  David  I.  Swan,  his  son,  amongst  other  lands 
in  Perthshire,  possessed  the  manor  of  Ruthven,  ftom  which  hi*  grandson.  Waller 
de  Ruthven,  assumed  his  auiDamc.  Seventh  in  deacent  from  tbia  Walter,  was  Sir 
William,  lit  Lord  Kuthven,  created  s  Peer  of  Parliament  in  USB.  He  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  grandson, 

WiUiam,  2nd  Lord  Ruthven  ;  he  hsd  three  sons ; 

I  Patrick,  3rd  Lord  Ruthven,  whose  son  WilUam,  crcAted  Eail  of  Gowiie  in 
1581,  entered  the  following  year  into  a  conspiracy  with  other  Prssbyteiiafi  nobleo, 
calling  themselves  the  Lords  of  the  Refonnalion,  to  seise  the  penon  of  King  Jahu 
VI.,  and,  keeping  htm  in  their  custody,  to  administer  the  Government  in  his  name. 
The  scheme  was  at  first  successful,  but  in  the  following  year  Jahib  accomplished  his 
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acap«.  The  partin  implicated  in  the  Raid  qf  Gaiprie,  aa  thii  entoipiue  wu  then 
called,  were  declared  tniton ;  the  End  of  Oowrie  ww  pardoned,  but  afterwatd* 
tecammencdiig  his  treasonable  projecta,  van  tried  and  executed  in  1584,  for  hia 
bimer  offence,  notwithstanding  the  pardon  previouBlf  received.  He  left  Ave  aoaa,  Ut 
whom  hiseatateB  and  honoun  were  restored  in  1586  ;  James,  tbe  eldest,  aecond  Earl 
of  Gowrie,  d.  in  his  fourteenth  ;ear,  in  I5HB  ;  John,  the  2nd  sod,  who  succeeded  hi* 
brother  a>  3rd  Earl,  with  Alexander,  the  Itrd  son,  actuated  bj  a  doire  of  levetiging 
their  fbther's  execution,  which  the/  always  described  as  murder,  or  bj  tome  itilt  lew 
excusable  motive,  conqiired  to  aaniHnate  the  King  al  the  EUrl^  home  at  Path, 
whither  they  had  invited  him.  Jamis  was  rescued  from  this  imminent  peri]  by  the 
Duke  of  Lennox,  the  Ear]  of  Mar,  and  others.  Gowrie  and  hii  brother  were  kitted 
in  the  scuffle,  and  afterwards  attainted,  their  honouis  and  large  patrimony  forfeited  ; 
and  their  posterity  and  surviving  brethren  declared  incapable  of  holding  any  offices, 
honoum,  or  possessions.  Thus  was  eitinguidied,  in  1600,  the  elder  tnanch  of  the 
Houtt  of  Ruthven. 

2  Jafnes,  2nd  son  of  the  2nd  Lord  Ruthven,  d.  without  issue. 

3  Alexander  Ruthven  of  Freeland,  the  3rd  son,  was  gtandbther  of  8ni  Tbouw 
Rdthvin,  a  Covenanter  in  the  civil  war,  but  created  by  Kiog  Charlk  11^  in 
leSl,  a  Peer  of  Parliament,  by  the  title  of  Loan  RtrrHvaN  of  Freeland;  the  patent 
was  burnt  when  the  house  of  Freeland  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1750,  but  it  is  qd- 
dentood  that  the  title  wo*  giaoted  to  the  heiis  general  of  the  patentee's  body.  The 
1st  Lord  d.  in  1673. 

David,  2nd  Loan,  his  only  son,  d  without  iaaue  in  1701,  and  was  socceeded  by 
liis  niece,  Isabbl,  3rd  BAsoNaaa,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Fraocds  Ruthven,  by  Eli- 
sabeth, die  only  daughter  who  left  surviving  inue,  of  the  1  at  Lord  ;  the  Bareness  m. 
Colonel  Junes  Johnson  of  Qratney,  Co.  Dumfries,  whose  issue  by  her  took  the 
•nmamc  of  Ruthven.  She  d.  in  1732,  and  voa  succeeded  by  her  only  son,  Jaiub, 
4th  Loan,  who  d.  in  I7S3,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  JaMBs.  Sth  Lomo  ; 
l«wh<Hn,in  1789,  socceeded  his  eldest  son,  JAiiK,premt  and  6th  LoM.

The  first  of  his  Graced  ancestors  on  record  ia  Sir 
Eobert  Hannm,  Lord  of  the  manor  of  Ethale,  in  Northumberland,  but  at  what 
date  is  onkDOwn  ■,  Sir  Robert  Hannen,  7th  in  descent  from  him,  lived  in  the  niga 
ofKingHvnvIII.

Bt.  Lotsr,  by  Anne  Ptantagenet,  sister  of  King  EnwAUi  IV„  and  was  ftthn  by 
herof 

THoifiit,  13th  Banm  Roos,  K.O.,  who  succeeded  his  EUhet  in  1511 1  waa  oeatcd 
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Earl  of  Rutland,  in  1525;   and  d.  in  1543.     He  had,  besides  other  issue,  two 
sons,  viz. 

1  HxNRY,  2nd  Earl,  whose  issue  male  &iled  on   the  death  of  Gbohub,   7th 
Earl. 

2  Sir  John  Manners,  whose  eldest  son.  Sir  Oeorge,  was  father  of  Sir  John,  who 
became  8th  Earl.

1  Edward,  3rd  Earl,  Baron  Roos,  K.6.,  d.  in  1587,  without  issue  male,  leaving 
an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth,  Baroness  Roos,  who  m.  William  Cecil,  son  and  heir  of 
Thomas,  Ist  Earl  of  Exeter,  and  </.  in  1591  ;  leaving  an  only  son,  one  year  old,  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  William  Cecil,  who  succeeded  her  as  Baion  Roos,  and  d,  unm. 
in  1618. 

2  John,  who  succeeded  his  brother  as  4th  Earl,  and  d,  in  1588  ;  three  of  his 
sons  were  successive  Earls  of  Rutland,  viz. : 

1  RoGKR,  5th  Earl,  the  intimate  friend  of  Robert  Devereux,  Earl  of  Essex, 

in  whose  insurrections  in  1600  he  was  implicated  and  committed  to  Uie 
Tower,  but  released  on  the  accession  of  King  J  amis  I.  in  1603. 

2  Francis,  6th  Earl,  K.6.,  who  succeeded  his  brother.    He  vras  created,  in 

1616,  Baron  Roos  of  Hamlake,  with  remainder  to  his  issue  male.  In  1618, 
he  succeeded  to  the  ancient  Barony  of  Roos,  on  the  death  of  William 
Cecil,  Lord  Roos,  and  d,  in  1632,  without  issue  male,  when  the  new 
title  of  Roos  became  extinct,  and  the  ancient  Barony  devolved  on 
Katherine,  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  widow  of  Oeorge  Villiers,  1st 
Duke  of  Buckingham.  She  d.  in  1 666,  and  was  succeeded  by  her  son 
George,  2nd  Duke,  on  whose  death,  in  1687,  this  Barony  fell  into  abey- 
ance between  the  two  sisters  of  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th  Earls  of  Rutland, 
viz.  Bridget,  wife  of  Robert  Tyrwhitt,  Esq. ;  and  Frances,  wife  of  Wil- 
liam, Lord  Willoughby  of  Parham.  The  heir  general  of  Lady  Fiances  is 
the  present  Baroness  de  Roos,  in  whose  fiivour  the  Barony  was  called  out 
of  abeyance  in  1806. 

3  GiOROB,  7th  Earl,  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d.  without  issue  in  1641, 

when  the  Earldom  devolved  on  the  grandson  of  Sir  John  Manners,  2nd 
son  of  the  1st  Earl. 

John,  8th  Earl,  was  succeeded,  in  1679,  by  his  only  surviving  son,  John,  9th 
Earl,  who  had  been  summoned  by  writ  to  the  House  of  Peers  in  1679,  a  few  months 
before  the  death  of  his  father,  as  Baron  Manners  of  Haddon  ;  he  yras  created,  in 
1703,  Marquis  of  Granby,  Co.  Notts,  and  Duiuc  of  Rutland  ;  he  d  in  171 1,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son,  John,  2nd  Dukx,  K.G.,  he  (i.  in  1721, 
having  had  a  numerous  issue  by  two  marriages ;  his  8th  son.  Lord  Robert  Manners, 

d,  in  May  1782,  leaving  by  his  marriage  1  Jan.  1756,  with  Mary,  daughter  of 

Digge,  Esq.,  who  d.  22  Feb.  1829,  in  her  ninety-second  year,  the  issue  stated  in  T/ie 
Peerage  Volume. 

John,  3rd  Dukb,  K.G.,  succeeded  his  father;  he d.  in  1779  ;  having  m.  Bridget, 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Sutton,  Lord  Lexington.  His  two  younger  sons. 
Lord  Robert,  who  d.  unm.  in  1762,  and  Lord  George,  successively  assumed  the 
name  of  Sutton,  on  succeeding  to  the  Lexington  property.  The  latter  was  6,  8 
March  1723,  and  d.  9  Jan.  1783 ;  having  m.  1st,  5  Dec.  1749,  Diana,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Chaplin,  Esq.,  who  d.  3  April  1767 ;  and  2ndly,  5  Feb.  1768,  Mary,  daughter 
of  Joshua  Peart,  Esq.  He  had  the  numerous  issue  described  in  TThe  Peerage  Volume^ 
and  among  whom  are  Viscount  Canterbury  and  Lord  Manners.  John,  Marquis  of 
Granby,  the  Duke^s  eldest  son,  remembered  for  his  campaigns  in  Germany,  d.  in 
1770,  before  his  father,  leanng  two  sons,  Charles,  4th  Dukx,  and  the  gallant  Lord 
Robert  Manners,  Captain  of  his  Majesty *s  ship  Retoluium^  in  the  command  of  which 
he  was  mortally  wounded,  in  the  glorious  engagement  with  the  French  fleet  in  the 
West  Indies,  12  April  1782. 

Charles,  4th  Dukx,  K.G.,  succeeded  his  grand&ther ;  d,  whilst  Lord  Lieutenant 
of  Ireland,  in  1787 ;  and  was  succeeded  by  his  minor  son,  John-Hinry,  present  and 
5th  Dukb,  K.G.

Thw  fiunily  hod  ftouiuhed  in  the  CountiM  of  Devon  and  Cornwall  for  man;  geoe- 
istioni  before  John  Eliot,  who  waa  ancestor  in  the  4th  de«ent  of  Richard  Eliot, 
Esq.,  who  purchased  the  site  of  the  Priory  of  8t.-Gcnnaii>,  Co.  Cornwall,  to  which 
he  RBve  the  name  of  Port  Eliot.  Ho  d.  in  1609,  and  was  aucceeded  in  hia  eitate  bj 
hi>  Bon  Sir  John. 

Thii  SirJahn  Eliot  being  member  of  Parliament  for  the  County  of  Cornwall,  in 
1636,  and  a  great  opponent  of  the  Court,  was,  in  conjunction  with  Sir  Dudley 
Diggei  and  aix  othen,  appointed  to  manage  the  impeachnient  by  the  Commona,  of 
Geoi^e  Villien,  Duke  of  Buckingham  ;  and  for  the  prominent  part  they  took  in  thii 
Hllair,  thcae  two  Memben  were  both  committed  Ui  the  Tower,  but  noon  afterwaidg  re- 
leased. 6ii  John  waa,  however,  again  imprisoned  in  the  Oalehouae,  after  the  dia- 
mlution  of  this  Parliamenl,  for  refusing  to  contribute  towards  s  loan  to  the  govem- 
ment,  but  was  liberated  previous  lo  the  elections  for  the  new  Parliaments,  which  met 
in  1628,  and  he  was  again  chosen  to  represent  the  County  of  Cornwall.  The  heat 
of  hia  lanffuagc  again  gave  offence  to  the  Court,  and  he  was  again  imprisoned  in  the 
Tower,  where  he  d.  in  1632,  He  left  two  sons,  John,  whose  male  line  failed  with  hii 
son  Daniel,  in  1702;  and  Nicholas,  whose  two  grandsons,  Edward  and  Richard,  suc- 
cessively inherited  the  tiunily  estates  after  the  death  of  their  cousin  Daniel.  Richard, 
who  rf.  in  1748,  was  felher  of

garet, wife  of  Edmund  Tudor,  Earl  of  Richmond,  and  mother  by  him  of  King 
Hknry  VII.  After  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset,  she  m.  3rdly,  Lionel,  Lord 
Welles,  by  whom  she  was  mother  of  John  Viscount  Welles,  who  m.  Princess  Cecily, 
daughter  of  King  Edward  IV.  By  Sir  Oliver  St-John  she  had  two  sons ;  1  Sir 
John,  great-grandfather  of  Oliver,  created  Lord  St.-John  of  Bletshoe  in  1558 ;  2 
Oliver,  ancestor  of  Viscount  Bolingbroke. 

Olivbr,  Ist  Lord,  had,  besides  other  issue,  two  sons ;  1  Jorn,  2nd  Lord,  who 
succeeded  his  &ther  in  1582 ;  he  <f.  in  1596,  without  male  issue,  and  the  Barony  of 
Beauchamp  of  Bletshoe  is  now  vested  in  the  Duke  of  Gordon,  the  heir  general  of 
Anne,  his  only  daughter ;  2 

OuvsR,  3rd  Lord,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d,in  1618;  he  had,  besides 
other  sons, 

1  Oliver,  4th  Lord,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  who  was  created  Eurl  of 
Bolingbroke  in  1624,  and  d,  in  1646  ;  he  had  four  sons,  of  whom  the  two  younger 
left  no  issue.  Oliver,  Lord  St-John,  the  eldest,  had  accumulated  so  large  a  debt 
as  to  be  compelled  to  fly  the  kingdom ;  till  King  Charles  I.,  being  informed 
of  his  situation,  and  that  means  might  be  fbund,  if  he  were  at  home  and  at  liberty, 
to  pay  his  debts,  and  so  to  relieve  many  worthy  persons  who  were  securities  for 
him,  called  him  to  the  House  of  Peers.  From  the  time  of  his  taking  his  seal, 
he  voted  in  every  instance  against  the  government ;  and  when  the  disputes  between 
the  King  and  Parliament  had  grown  into  open  war,  he  received  a  commission 
in  the  rebel  army,  and  was  killed  in  1642,  in  his  father^s  lifetime,  at  the  battle 
of  Edgehill.  He  left  three  daughters,  but  no  male  issue.  Sir  Paulet,  2nd  son, 
d.  also  before  his  father,  leaving  two  sons :  Oliver,  2nd  Earl  and  5th  Lord,  who 
d.  without  issue  in  1688;  and  Paulet,  3rd  Earl  of  Bolingbroke  and  6th  Lord 
St.-John,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d.  in  171 1,  when  the  Earldom  became  ex- 
tinct.

Burghlej,  and  brother  of  Thomas,  lat  Earl  of  Eieter,  (for  trhoae  pedijireo  see  the 
article  Exeter,)  van  cri'sted,  in  lti03,  Baron  Cecil  of  Enendon,  Co.  Rutland  ;  in 
1604,  ViBcount  Cranboumc.  Co.  Dorset;  and  in  1605,  Earl  of  SAlisBirBy.  He 
WBB  a  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  rf.  in  1612,  before  his  fiftieth  year,  prematurely 
worn  out  by  the  fatigues  of  public  biuinen,  to  which  he  hod  unremittingly  dedicated 
hEmsclf  for  many  years;  he  was  Micceeded  by  hia  only  son,  William,  Snd  Eabl, 
K.G.  He  d.  in  1668,  having  nurived  his  eldest  son,  Charles,  Viscount  Cranbourac, 
whose  eldest  son,  Jahis,  Srd  Eabl,  K.G.,  succeeded  his  grandfather,  and  d.  in 
1683.  His  son  and  successor,  Jahh,  4th  Eabl,  having  become  a  convert  to  the 
Roman  Catholic  religion,  narrowly  escaped  prosecution  as  a  Popish  Becusant,  and 
Impeachment  for  high  treason,  on  suapidon  of  being  engaged  in  a  plot  for  the 
restoration  of  Jaubs  II.  He  d.  in  1694,  and  was  successively  followed  in  the 
Earldom  by  bis  son  and  grandson,  both  named  James.  The  5th  Eabl  d.  in  1738  ; 
and  the  6th  Earl  in  1780.  The  latter  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  JAllB^  7th 
Earl,  K.Q.,  who  was  created  Marquis  of  Salbbukv  in  1789,  and  dying  in  1823, 
was  succeeded  by  bis  only  son,  J ambh-Bbowklow- William,  present  and  3nd 
Marquis,  who  by  Royal  sign  manual  assumed  the  name  of  Guscoigne,  on  his 
marriage  with  Frances-Mary,  daughter  Bnd  sole  heir  of  Bamber  Gascoigne,  Esq.

The  name  of  Fraser  is  of  great  antiquity  in  Scotland.  A  French  original  has  been 
assigned  to  it,  which,  though  it  has  no  very  strong  claim  to  authenticity,  is  illustratiye 
of  the  name  and  armorial  bearings  of  the  family.  One  Julius  de  Beny  is  said,  in 
consequence  of  having  entertained  a  King  of  France  with  a  dish  of  very  fine  straw- 
berries, to  have  had  strawberry-leaves,  in  French  (frases)  assigned  to  him  by  the  mo- 
narch for  his  arms,  and  from  this  circumstance  his  descendants  are  supposed  to  have 
assumed  the  name  of  Fraser.  When  they  first  settled  in  Scotland  is  uncertain,  but 
the  name  is  met  with  as  early  as  the  reign  of  David  1.  The  Lords  Saltoun  and  Lovat 
have  a  common  descent,  but  the  separation  of  their  fiunilies  took  pUce  before  any 
authentic  genealogy  can  be  deduced. 

The  first  directly  ascertained  ancestor  of  Lord  Saltoun  is  Gilbert  Fraser,  who  was 
Sheriff  of  Traquair  in  the  reign  of  Alexander  II. ;  he  had  issue,  1  Simon,  who 
after  his  &ther*B  death  was  Sheriff  of  Peebles ;  2  Andrew,  Sheriff  of  Stirling,  who 
was  present  when  Baliol  did  homage  to  Edward  I.,  12  Dec.  1292;  3  William, 
Chancellor  of  Scotland,  and  Bishop  of  St.  Andrew^s ;  he<^  in  1297. 

Simon,  the  eldest  son,  had  at  least  two  sons ; 

1  Simon  Fraser,  who  having  taken  a  distinguished  part  in  the  Scottish  war  of 
independence  against  Edward  I.  was  finally  made  prisoner,  and  beheaded  by  that 
monarch  in  London  in  1306  ;  he  left  no  male  issue. 

2  Sir  Alexander  Fraser,  also  a  distinguished  partisan  of  Robert  Bruce ;  he  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Duplin  in  1 332,  having  m.  the  Lady  Mary  Bruce,  sister  of 
King  Robert  I.,  whose  first  husband.  Sir  Niel  Campbell  of  Lochow,  </.  in  1316. 
From  William  Fraser,  their  son,  descended  in  the  9th  degree  Sir  Alexander  Fraser  of 
Philorth,  who  m.  as  above,  Margaret  Abemethy  of  Saltoun.    Their  son, 

Alexander,  10th  Lord  Saltoun,  consequently  succeeded  to  the  Peerage,  as 
heir  of  line.  He  advanced  large  sqxdb  in  aid  of  the  Royal  cause  in  the  dv^l 
wars;  had  the  command  of  a  regiment  in  the  expedition  into  England  for  the 
rescue  of  Charles  I.  in  1648,  and  accompanied  Charles  II.  to  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  whence  he  had  the  good  fortune  to  escape  into  Scotland.  He  d. 
in  1693,  in  the  90th  year  of  his  age,  having  survived  his  only  son  Alexander, 
Master  of  Saltoun,  who  d,  in  1682,  and  his  eldest  grandson  Alexander,  who  d,  umm, 
in  1673.

He  was  in  the  rebel  army  in  the  batdes  of  Manton  Moor, 
Naseby,  and  others,  but  seceded  from  Parliament  when  he  found  that  body  under 
the  control  of  the  army.  He  returned  to  the  administration  of  public  aflain  in 
16A3,  was  soon  after  appointed  a  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  and  joint  Admiral  of 
England  ;  and  having  the  command  at  sea  at  the  time  of  Cromwell's  death,  he 
ngnilJed  to  Charlbi  II.,  before  the  avembling  of  that  Parliament  which  TOted  the 
reatoration  of  the  Boyal  family,  that  the  fleet  and  himself  were  at  his  Majesty'i 
dispeaal ;  and  had  finally  the  happinees,  on  the  26th  of  May  I6ED,  of  Unding  Uie 
King  at  Dover  fhnn  ht>  own  ship.  For  thcee  serricea  he  was  created,  in  1660, 
Baron  Montagu  of  8(.  Neofs,  Co.  Huntingdon,  Viscount  Hinchinbroke,  and  EUai. 
of  Bandwicb.  He  was  Vice-Admiral  of  Englacd,  and  in  that  c^ndty  urred 
under  the  Duke  of  York  in  the  battle  of  Lowestoffe  in  June  I6GS',  in  8epL  the 
Hme  year  he  beat  a  fleet  convoying  the  Dutch  East  Indi^men,  and  took  eight  men 
of  war.  He  was  then  appointed  Amba«ador  EitiBordinary,  to  conclude  a  peace 
with  Spain,  which  he  succeHl^iIly  accomplished.  On  the  bnaking  out  of  the  new 
Dutch  war  in  1672,  he  again  fought  under  the  command  of  the  Duke  of  York  in 
the  great  battle  in  Solebay,  on  the  coast  of  Suffolk,  on  the  2Bth  of  Hay  in  that 
year ;  and  was  left  in  the  Rofol  Jvmti,  carrying  1 00  guns  and  1 000  men,  to  lunain 
the  attack  of  the  whole  squadron  of  Van  Ghent,  aided  by  four  fire-ships ;  after 
disabling,  in  this  unequal  oonleat,  which  he  Hood  for  many  hours,  seren  of  the 
enemy'i  ships,  and  sinking  three  of  the  flre-sfaipa,  the  Reftti  Jamet  was  at  last  burnt 
bj  the  fourth.  The  body  of  the  Viee-Admiral  was  found  on  the  lOth  of  Jim«,«nd 
was  afterwards  interred,  with  every  mark  of  honour,  in  WeMminater  Abbey.

he  m.  Algitha,  daughter  of  Aldred,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  (and  aiater  lo  Ccb- 
patrick,  ancolor  of  the  Earl  of  AbCTgavennj,  the  Eail  of  Home,  and  Lord  Dundas,) 
and  was  fether,  besides  other  issue,  of  Ughtred.  whose  son.  Sir  William,  is  styled 
de  Lumlcy,  from  his  castle  of  Lumley,  in  Duiham.  The  6th  in  descent  frooi 
him  was  Ralph  de  Lumley,  summoned  to  Tarliament  in  1364;  he  was  killed  at 
Cirencester  in  11(10,  in  a  rebellion  apiinBt  King  Hbnrv  IV.  for  the  restoration  of 
Richard  II.,  and  was  attainted.  Sir  John  Lumley,  Snd  Lord  Lumley,  his  son,  was 
restored  in  blood,  but  was  not  summoned  to  Parliament ;  he  distinguished  himself 
in  the  French  wars  unJer  King  Hinhv  V.,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Baug;  in 
1421.  Thomas,  3rd  Lord,  his  son,  was  governor  of  Scarborough  Cattle;  he  ob- 
tained in  the  lit  year  of  King  Rdwahd  IV.  the  reremi  of  his  grandfather's 
attainder,  and  received  summons  to  Parliament;  he  was  succeeded  bjr  his  son 
George,  4lh  Lord,  who,  as  well  as  hia  successors  in  the  title,  were  all  distinguished 
in  the  border  wan  between  the  Scotch  and  English  nationa ;  be  dl  in  1508,  and  waa 
succeeded  hy  hia  grandson,  Richard,  lith  Lard,  eldest  son  of  his  son  Thomai,  who  d.

1  John,  6th  Lord,  was  one  of  the  principal  commanden  of  the  Tanguard  in  the 
battle  of  Flodden,  and  waa  in  the  fierceM  of  the  light,  being  oppowd  to  the  Eaib  of 
Montrose  and  Crawford,  who  were  both  killed.

Lord  Willuh  Douglas,  Srd  >oa  of  Willism,  1st  Marquii  of  Douglas,  wai 
creMed,  in  1646,  Rirl  of  Silhihe,  Lord  Daerand  Shortcleocb.  In  1660  he  <nu 
created  Duke  of  Hamilton  for  lifb,  hii  wife  Anne  having  succeeded  her  uncle  as 
Ducheea  of  Hamilton ;  and  ia  1688  he  resigned  the  E^tdam  of  Selkirk,  which  was 
granted,  with  the  precedencj  of  the  former  patent,  to  his  3id  son  Lord  Charlei 
Douglas,  and  his  usue  male ;  which  biliiig,  to  his  younger  sons,  Lords  John, 
George,  Basil,  and  Archibald  Hamilton,  and  their  issue  male ;  all  now  extinct,  ex- 
cept the  present  Earl,  desceoded  from  Lord  Basil.  The  Duke  of  Hamilton,  1st 
EiBL  of  SiLKIHK,  d.  in  1694,  having  had  the  seven  sons  following  : 

1  James,  4th  Duke  of  Hamilton,  whose  deacendont  and  heir  male  ii  the  present 
Duke  of  Hamilton  and  Brandon. 

2  Lord  William,  who  d.  in  France  without  issue,  probably  before  the  patent  of 

leee. 

3  LOHn  Charlk,  who,  in  1688,  became  2nd  Eaul  of  Silkirk  ;  he  d.  without 
issue  13  March  1739,  and  wai  succeeded  hy  his  next  brother. 

4  Loan  JoH>',  who  had  been  created  a  Peer  of  Scotland  in  1697  by  the  titles  of 
Earl  of  Ruglen,  Viscount  Riccartoun,  and  Lord  Hillhouse,  with  remainder  to  the 
heirs  whatsoever  of  his  body ;  he  succeeded  his  brother  Charlks  as  Srd  Ejja  of 
SaLKiaa,  and  d.  in  1744,  without  surviving  issue  male  ;  his  only  child,  who  left  issue, 
was  Lady  Anne,  his  eldest  daughter,  who  succeeded  as  Countess  of  Ruglen  ;  she  wa» 
mother  of  William,  4th  Duke  of  Queensberry,  and  Srd  Earl  of  Ruglen,  on  whoae 
death,  without  isHie,  in  1810,  that  Earldom  became  extinct. 

G  Lord  George,  created  a  Peer  of  Scotland  in  1696,  by  the  titles  of  Earl  of 
Orkney,  Viscount  of  Kirkwall,  and  Baron  of  Dechmont,  with  remainder  to  the 
heirs  whatsoever  of  his  body  t  he  d.  without  issue  male,  in  1737,  before  hi*  elder 
brotheia,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  daughter,  Anne,  who  carried  the  Earldom 
of  Orkney,  by  marriage,  to  the  Irish  fitmily  oif  O'Brien,  Earl  of  Inchiquin  ;  she  was 
grandmother  of  the  late  Countess,  who  was  succeeded,  in  1831,  by  her  grandson,  the 
present  Earl  of  Orkney. 

6  Lord  Basil ;  he  was  drowned  in  the  autumn  of  1701  in  the  Minoock,  a  small 
river  of  Galloway,  when  about  to  cross  it  with  his  brother  the  Earl  of  Selkirk,  and 
other  friends  ;  a  servant  who  rode  forward  to  try  the  fbrd  having  been  dismounted 
by  the  unexpected  strength  of  the  current.  Lord  Basil  rushed  in  to  save  him,  but  hia 
horse  falling,  both  were  carried  away  by  the  torrent  before  his  brother  or  fHends 
could  render  any  asNstance.

Haddington,  who  dl  28  Nov.  1802.  Thdr  »ie  will  be  foond  in  TSe  Pttr- 
Oft  Valymt.  The  Eoil  haiing  lunived  hii  bx  elded  loni,  waa  nicceeded 
bjr  Thomik,  hii  7th  and  yonngeat  *on,  5th  Eabl,  who  ia  remariiable  fbr 
the  ntUeiiient  fbimed  hy  him  on  Prince  Edward'a  Iiland  in  the  Gulf  of 
St.  Lawrence;  he  dL  in  1S20,  and  ma  meceeded  by  hii  only  aon  Dunbai^ 
jAiias,  present  and  6th  Eahl.

Edmund  Fkacbt,  E«q.,  of  Eartham,  Co.  Sunei,  descended  from  the  andeiit  family 
of  Feche,  of  Kingrtborpe,  Co.  L^cetter,  whose  ancestor,  Hamon  Feche,  waa  Sheriff' 
of  the  Co.  of  CBmbridBC,  in  the  time  of  King  Hknkv  II.,  was  giand&ther  of  Wil- 
liam Peachy,  Esq.,  who  by  Maiy,  daughter,  and  co-h«r  of Hall,  Esq.  wTNew-

Sir  John  Siufill  wai  created  a  Peer  of  Parliament  in  U94 ;  he  fell  at  the  battle 
of  Flodden  in  1513,  and  wu  succeeded  bj  hii  eldeit  Bon  Willum,  2nd  Lobd,  who 
d.  in  154S.  Bobsrt,  3rd  Lord,  hi«  eldest  non  and  auccenor,  took  anna  on  behalf 
of  King  James  VI.  againit  Queen  Marv,  and  waa  engaged  in  the  battle  of  Langado, 
sllhough  hii  joungeat  ion,  John,  who  m.  Maiy,  daughter  of  Alexander,  5th  LonI 
LJTingitone,  waa,  aa  well  aa  his  wife,  among  the  Queen's  moat  confidential  aervanta. 
Their  son.  Sir  Jomea  Sempill,  of  Beltrees,  waa  Ambaaaador  to  England  in  1559,  and 
an  author  of  some  note,  as  was  bis  son  Robert,  and  his  grandson  Fmncis  ;  the  latter, 
a  atedfiut  adherent  to  the  House  of  Stuart,  sold  Beltrees,  but  bis  line  continued  io 
hia  BOO  and  grandson,  both  named  Robert,  and  the  male  deecendaots  of  thii  btaoch 
exiated  at  least  till  1789. 

Robert,  Master  of  Bcmpill,  eldest  son  of  the  3rd  Lord,  d.  befbre  his  father,  leaving 
a  son  Robert,  who  succeeded  aa  4th  LoRn.  He  d.  in  IGI 1,  and  waa  succeeded  by 
hia  eldest  aon  Huen,  5th  LORO,  who  was  bther  of  FiUNCis,  6th  Loud,  hla  niccenor 
in  1639,  and  Robert,  7th  Lord,  who  aucceeded  hia  brother  in  1R44.  Robert  d.  in 
1675,  leaving  iaaue,  1  Francis,  8th  Lord,  who  d.  without  issue  in  1684  ',  2  Anne, 
m.  to  Francis  Abercromb;,  t>!  Fetlemier,  created,  in  1689,  Lord  Olaaaford,  for  life 
onlf ;    3  Jean,  fli,  to  Alexander  Sinclair,  of  Koalin. 

On  the  death  of  Francis,  8th  Loris  hie  eldest  liater  and  heir,  Aknr,  9th  Banme«, 
obldned,  in  1688,  a  renewal  of  the  patent  to  henelf,  and  Francis  Abercromby,  Laid 
Olaaalbrd,  her  husband,  and  their  heirs  male,  remainder  to  their  daughters  and  their 
hein  male,  remainder  to  the  eldait  heir  female,  without  diiiaion  of  their  sons.  Their 
inue  assumed  the  name  of  Sempill.  The;  had.  bnidea  oth^r  soaa,  FhaNcu,  10th 
Lord,  who  aucceeded  his  mother,  and  John,  Uth  Loan,  who  both  d.  unM.,  also 
HuQH,  12th  Lord,  who  succeeded  in  1716.  He  bad  the  command  of  tbe  left  wing 
of  the  Royal  army  in  the  battle  of  Culloden,  and  d.  in  1746,  when  he  was  aucceeded 
by  hia  eldest  son  John,  13th  Lonn,  to  whom,  in  1782,  succeeded  bis  eldest  son 
Hugh,  Uth  Lobd,  who  d.  in  1830,  and  was  succeeded  bj  hia  only  surriring  bod 
Sklkirk,  15th  Lobd  ;  on  whose  death,  in  1SS5,  the  title  derolted  on  liis  eldest  sister, 
Maria-Jankt,  the  present  Bahonbss.

Sib  John  Coopu,  of  Rockboume,  in  the  County  of  Southampton,  great-gruuiHii  of 
John  Cooper,  Esq.,  of  Hertjng,  who  d.  in  U95,  wta  created  a  Buonet  m  I62'2,  and 
d.  in  1631,  leaving  hy  Anne,  hia  lit  wife,  daughter  and  sole  beir  of  Sir  AdUiodj 
Aihlej,  of  Wimbome,  St.  Giles,  Co.  Donet,  SecretBr/-at-War  in  the  reign  of  Q,ueen 
ELiUHrTH,  whoif.  in  1638,  Sia  Anthony  AaHLiv-CooFUt,  hii  eldeat  Km  and  (uc- 
ciiaor.  ThiaSir  Anthony,  lucceeding  in  hiachildhood  to  a  !argeestate,inipiOTed  his 
natural  abilities  bj  a  diligent  application  to  Iub  studieg  at  Oxford,  and  aftervaida  at 
Gra>'i  Inn,  where  he  became  con^icuoui  for  his  knowledge  of  the  hiw.  At  the 
brewing  out  of  the  rebellion  he  enlisted  himself  io  the  Ro^  pa^r,  but,  owing  to 
■ome  penonal  ofTencea  received  from  Prince  Maurice,  and  afterwards  from  the  King 
himself.  Sir  Anthony  passed  over  to  the  Parliament.  He,  however,  was  so  deairous 
of  putting  a  atop  to  the  civil  contest,  thai  his  inSucnce  in  the  weMem  countieagave 
rise  to  a  thiid  party  denominated  the  Clubmen,  which,  spreading  oier  the  country, 
became  very  foraiidahtc  both  to  the  Royalist  and  Parliamentary  aimy,  with  the 
avowed  intention  of  compelling  both  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  to  submit  their 
dilfercnces  to  the  arbitration  of  h  free  Parliament  convened  for  that  especial  purpose. 
The  i^id  successes  of  the  Republican  arms  defeated  this  project  Sir  Anthonj 
vehemently  opposed  the  usurpatian  of  Cromwell,  by  whom  he  was  excluded  ftom  hu 
seat  in  Farliunent,  and  after  whose  death  he  was  very  active  and  influential  in  pro- 
moting the  restoration  of  Kinft  Chaklir  II.  He  was  one  of  the  deputation  sent  by 
the  Parliament  to  request  "  that  his  Majesty  would  be  pleased  lo  return,  and  to  take 
tlie  government  of  the  kingdom  into  his  hands,  where  he  would  find  all  pouble 
affection,  duty,  and  obedience  from  all  his  subjects."  Three  days  before  the  Kbig^ 
Coronation,  in  166),  he  was  created  Baron  AsMey,  of  Wimbome  8l  Giles,  Co. 
Donet.  He  was  a  Minister  of  State  through  great  part  of  CBAHLsa  II.'s  reign,  and 
was  one  of  the  five  ministers  who,  from  the  initials  of  their  names,  were  styled  by  tho 
Opposition  the  **  Cabal."  He  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor  in  167*2,  and 
created  Baron  Cooper  of  Pawlett,  Co.  Somerset,  and  E*bl  of  SHiFiroiDBv.  He 
was,  however,  so  strong  an  opponent  of  Popery,  and  so  little  IhTOurable  to  the  sue- 
ce«ion  of  the  Duke  of  York,  that  in  1673  he  was,  by  the  influence  of  the  Duke, 
deprived  of  the  Great  Seal,  and  becoming  a  violent  opposer  of  the  Government,  was 
thrown  into  the  Tower  in  1677,  and  there  detained  for  a  year  on  a  charge  of  con- 
tempt of  the  authority  and  being  of  Parliament,  and  wu  only  released  at  length 
upon  acknowledging  hu  oflence  on  his  knees  at  the  bar  of  the  House.  In  1679  tlie 
feelings  of  the  nation  running  high  against  Popery,  be  was  fbr  a  short  time  made 
President  of  the  Conndl,  but  again  displaced  fbr  pentsting  in  his  oppodtion  to  tlw 
Dukeof  York^toctession.  In  16B1  he  was  again  committed  to  the  Tower,  and  an 
indictmantof  high  treooD  was  pTefbfTod  against  him,  beSiie  the  grand  jury  at  the  Old 
Bailey,  chargiDg  him  with  being  party  to  a  conqiiiacy  fbr  ftrdUy  pterentjiig  tho 

'onofUie  Duke  of  York,  skiing  the  King^  guuds,  and  compelling  bit  Ma- 

>  submit  to  sni^  terms  as  the  oonqiirators  should  prescribe  -,   much  was  sworn

SHREWSBURY,  EARL  OF.    (Talbot.) 

Peer  qf  England  and  qf  Ireland. 

This  noble  &mily  is  said  to  have  been  in  England  before  the  Conquest,  bat  the 
first  of  the  name  on  record  is  Richard  de  Talbot,  a  Baion  soon  after  that  CTenL  He 
left  two  sons ;  Qeffery,  the  elder,  was  fkther  of  William,  from  whom  descend  the 
TalbotsofBashalland  Thomhill.  in  the  County  of  York-,  and  Hugh,  the  younger, 
was  bther  of  Richard  Loid  of  Eccleswell  and  Linton  in  the  Coonty  of  Herefbrd. 

This  Richard,  also  left  two  sons ;  Gilbert,  his  heir,  and  Richard,  who  settled  in 
Ireland  in  the  reign  of  King  Hbnrv  II.,  and  was  ancestor  of  the  Talbots  of 
Halahide  Csstle,  Co.  Dublin.— -See  the  Article  TalM  and  Malahide. 

Gilbert,  the  eldest  son,  was  grandfiither  of  Gilbert,  LonJ  Talbot,  who  ■«.  Guenda- 
line,  daughter  and  at  length  hek  of  Rhese  ap  Griffiths,  Prince  of  South  Wales;  he 
d,  in  1374.  Richard.  Loid  Talbot,  his  son,  relinquishing  his  paternal  coat  of 
■nna,  which  was  bendf/  i^f  (m  pUca  argent  and  gulet,  asnmied  that  of  his  mother 
and  the  Princes  of  Wales,  her  ancestors,  yit.  gulti,  a  lion  rampant  aitlun  a  bordart 
engrailed,  or,  which  is  borne  by  bis  descendants  to  the  present  day ;  he  d.  in  1306. 
Gilbert  Lord  Talbot,  his  son  and  successor,  receired,  in  1331,  the  Gift  summons  to 
Parliament  extant  to  any  of  his  fiunily,  although  before  and  after  him,  the  chieft  of 
this  powerftil  and  warlike  bmily  are  named  widi  distinction  in  all  the  feats  of  aims 
which  teil  within  their  sphere,  and  are  frequently  fbund  in  the  great  offices  of  State. 
From  this  period  the  descendants  of  Lord  Gilbert  hare  umnterniptedly  enjoyed  the 
dignity  of  the  Peerage ;  he  d  in  1 346,  and  bis  title  descended  in  the  direct  line  to 
his  son,  grandson,  and  great'-grandson,  Richard,  2nd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1356  i 
Gilbert,  Srd  Lord,  who  d.  in  1387,  and 

Bichaid,  4th  Lord,  who  d,  in  1396 ;  having  m.  Ankaret,  Bstei  and  at  length 
•ole  hai  of  John.  Sth  Baron  Strange  of  Blackmere,  (by  writ  ISOB,]  heir  of  Fulke, 
lit  Lord  Strange  of  Blackmere,  by  Eleanor,  3nd  daughter  and  «o-h«r  of  John,  2nd 
Banm  Oi&id  of  Brimmeafield,  (by  writ,  1395.)    They  had  two  ami :

1  Gilbert,  5th  Lord,  who  d.  in  1419,  leaving  a  daughter  and  aole  heir,  An- 
karet,  Uaroncas  Talbot  and  Strange  of  Blockmere,  who  d.  in  1421,  in  her  fourth 
year. 

2  John,  7th  Lord,  K.G.,  who  succeeded  his  niece  in  her  titles  and  estates. 
This  is  that  famous  Sir  John  Talbot,  whose  achievements  fill  the  annals  of  the 
French  wars  after  the  premature  death  of  the  heroic  King  Hbnry  V.,  whom  he  had 
attended  in  the  Utter  part  of  his  victorious  career,  and  in  his  triumphant  entry  into 
Paris.  To  recite  the  forty  several  battles  in  which  he  was  victorious,  and  the  towns 
which  yielded  to  the  terror  even  of  his  name,  would  be  to  transcribe  the  pages  of 
history,  and  to  undertake  too  important  a  task  for  so  limited  a  space.  Alternately 
conquering  in  France,  and  governing  in  Ireland,  where  his  Lordship  ruled  as  Lord- 
Lieutenant  during  two  distinct  periods  of  about  seven  years  each,  he  gained  equal 
gloTy  in  both  countries ;  for  in  those  days  the  government  of  Ireland  was  little  else 
than  a  continued  warfare  against  the  scarce  civilized  natives  and  iheir  restless  chie& 
At  length,  on  the  20th  of  July  1453,  at  eighty  years  of  age,  this  Achilles  of  Eng- 
land, as  he  has  been  called,  fell  in  battle  before  Chatillon,  being  shot  through  the 
thigh  with  a  cannon-ball,  his  horse  having  been  killed  under  him.  He  was  created 
Earl  of  Shrkwhbury  in  1442;  in  1443,  being  then  Lord-Lieutenant,  conaideiing 
the  great  devastation  and  spoil  committed  by  the  Irish  rebels  in  the  county  and  city 
of  Waterford,  a  large  tract  of  land,  with  extensive  jurisdiction,  were  conferred  upon 
him,  and  in  1446  the  titles  of  Eari  of  Wexford  and  Waterford.  He  m.  Ist,  Maud, 
eldest  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of  Thomas  Nevile,  Lord  Fumival,  (by  .writ 
1295,)  and  co-heir  of  the  Barony  of  Verdon,  (by  writ  1295,)  and  2ndly,  Maigaret, 
eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard  Beauchamp,  14th  Earl  of  Warwick,  by 
Elizabeth,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas,  12th  Baron  Berkeley,  by  Margaret, 
sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Warine,  2nd  Baron  Lisle,  (by  writ  1357  ;)  John,  hu  son 
by  the  2nd  marriage,  (whose  filial  piety,  forbidding  hu  forsaking  his  wounded  parent, 
notwithstanding  the  EaxVs  solicitation  that  he  would  save  himself,  cost  him  his  life 
at  the  battle  of  Chatillon)  had  been  created,  in  1443,  Baron  and  Viscount  Lisle, 
which  titles  became  extinct  in  1469,  by  the  death  of  his  only  son  Thomas,  2nd  Vis- 
count, and  this  moiety  of  the  Barony  of  Lisle  became  forfeited  in  1558,  by  the 
attainder  of  his  heir  general,  John  Dudley,  Duke  of  Northumberland. 

John,  2nd  Earl,  K.G.,  son  and  heir  of  the  1st  marriage,  ^wsa  killed  with  his 
brother.  Sir  Christopher,  on  the  Lancastrian  side,  in  the  battle  of  Northampton  in 
1460  ;  he  had,  besides  other  sons,  who  d.  without  issue,  the  two  following: 

1  John,  3rd  Earl,  K.G.,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  who  d,  in  1473 ;  his  male 
line  failed  in  1618,  on  the  death  of  Edward,  8th  Earl. 

2  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot  of  Grafton,  Co.  Worcester,  (3rd  son ;)  he  was  knighted  fbr 
his  valour  in  the  battle  of  Bosworth,  where  he  commanded  the  right  wing  of 
Hbnry  VII.'s  army,  to  which  he  had  brought  the  whole  power  of  his  nephew,  the 
young  E^l  of  Shrewsbury,  amounting  to  2000  men,  and  in  which  he  was  severely 
wounded.  He  afterwards  obtained  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  and  held  many  im* 
portant  offices  under  the  Crown  in  the  reign  of  Hknry  VII.  and  Hknby  VIII,  He 
<i.  in  1516,  leaving  three  sons: 

1  Sir  Gilbert,  whose  two  sons,  Humphrey  and  Walter,  d,  without  iaue. 

2  Sir  Humphrey,  who  d.  without  issue  in  the  Holy  Land. 

3  Sir  John  Talbot  of  Albrighton,  Co.  Salop,  and  afterwards  of  Giafton  ;  he 

d.  in  1549,  leaving  three  sons,  of  whom  the  two  eldest  were,  1  Sir  John, 

who  d,  in  1555,  leaving  two  sons,  Gkorgb,  9th  Earl,  and  John,  &ther 

of  John,  10th  Earl  ;   2  a  second  John,   of  Salwaip,  Co.  Worcerter, 

ancestor  of  the  Earl  Talbot,  and  of  Sir  George  Talbot,  Bart 

GioROX,  4th  Earl,  K.G.,  son  and  heir  of  the  3rd  Earl,  was,  like  his  anoeston, 

distinguished  for  his  valour  and  loyalty,  and  was  one  of  the  chief  nobles  of  the 

realm  through  the  reign  of  King  Hbnry  VI II.    Francb,  5th  Earl,  K.G.,  his 

eldest  survivmg  son  and  successor,  was  successftilly  engaged  in  the  Scottish  wan  ; 

he  d.  in  1560,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son, 

Gborgb,  6th  EIarl,  K.G. ;  a  nobleman  who  is  described  as  the  richest  and  most 
powerftd  Peer  of  his  time,  but  ftt>m  whose  time  the  fiunily  may  be  said  to  hsTe 
declined  in  consequence,  chiefly  perhaps  from  the  circumstance  of  its  lineal  desoent, 
hitherto  uninterrupted,  having  fh>m  this  period  wholly  fidled  ;  only  in  one  imftmire 
afterwards  has  the  Peerage  descended  to  the  third  generation ;  and  with  the  exofifikm 
of  the  10th  and  11th  Earls,  no  inheritor  of  this  title  subsequently  to  the  0th  Earl,  hM 
left  male  issue.  The  fSust  is  singular.  In  1572  he  was  appointed  Eari  Maishal 
of  England,  and  soon  after  the  arrival  of  the  Queen  of  Soots  as  a  ftagttiTe  in  this 
eoontrjt  she  was  put  under  the  custody  of  this  Earl,  fhmi  whom  she  iveeiv«d  twmj 
attention  consistent  with  the  state  of  siUb-guard  in  which  he  was  eompdled  to  detam 
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her.  He  was  not  happj  in  his  domestic  circumstances ;  his  2ntl  wife,  a  daughter 
and  co-heir  of  John  Hardwicke,  of  Hardwicke,  Co.  Derby,  Esq.,  and,  before  her 
marriage  with  him,  three  times  a  widow,  1st  of  Robert  Barley,  Esq.,  who  had  be- 
queathed a  lai^e  property  to  her  and  her  heirs ;  2ndly,  of  Sir  WilUam  Cavendish, 
whose  &mily  was  through  her  means  raised  to  wealth  and  honours ;  and  3rdly  of 
Sir  William  St.  Lo,  whose  large  estates  were  also  settled  on  herself  and  her  issue, 
had  a  family  of  six  children  by  her  2nd  marriage,  to  whose  aggrandisement  her  in- 
fluence over  the  Earl  induced  him  to  make  concessions  very  unfavourable  to  his 
own  interest  and  happiness  and  those  of  his  children,  while  his  own  sons  by  a 
former  marriage  (he  had  no  issue  by  his  second)  contributed  to  his  cares  by  their 
disobedience  and  fierce  dissensions.  Thus  deprived,  by  the  necessity  of  perpetual 
watchftiln^s  over  his  Royal  Charge,  of  the  splendour  of  his  public  station,  and 
denied  the  consolation  and  comfort  of  domestic  society,  he  was  perhaps  in  a  scarcely 
less  enviable  situation  than  his  unfortunate  prisoner  herself.  He  was  relieved,  afler 
fifteen  years,  of  this  painful  trust,  and  d.  in  1 590,  having  survived  his  eldest  son, 
Francis  Lord  Talbot,  who  d,  without  issue  in  1582.  He  left  three  sons,  of  whom 
Henry,  the  youngest,  d.  without  issue  male  in  1596;  and  Gilbert  and  Edward 
were  successively  Earls  of  Shrewsbury,  and  both  rf.  without  male  issue. 

Gilbert,  7th  Earl,  K.G.,  d,  in  1616,  leaving  three  daughters,  his  co-heirs,  of 
whom  only  the  youngest.  Lady  Alathea,  at  length  sole  heir,  left  issue.  By  her 
marriage  with  Thomas,  Eiarl  of  Arundel,  she  carried  the  Baronies  of  Talbot,  Fur- 
nival,  Strange  of  Blackmere,  and  her  moiety  of  the  Baronies  of  Verdon  and  Gittard 
of  Brimmesfield,  into  the  family  of  Howard,  and  her  co-heirs  are  the  Lords  Petre 
and  Stourton. 

Edward,  8th  Earl,  succeeded  his  brother  as  heir  male,  and  d.  without  issue  in 
1618. 

The  descent  of  Gborgb,  9th  Earl,  from  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot  of  Graflon,  3rd  son 
of  the  2nd  Earl,  has  been  already  deduced  ;  he  d.  unm.  in  1630,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  nephew  above  mentioned. 

John,  10th  Earl,  d.  in  1653,  leaving,  besides  other  children,  Francis,  llth 
Earl,   his  eldest  son  and  successor,   and   Gilbert,   his  4th    son,   who  m.  Jane, 

daughter  of Flatsbury,  Esq.,  by  whom  he  had  issue  Gilbert,  1 3th  Earl  and 

George. 

Francis,  llth  Earl,  was  killed,  in  1667,  in  a  duel,  by  George  Villiers,  2nd 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  the  paramour  of  his  wife :  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son  Charlks,  12th  Earl,  K.G.,  then  but  seven  years  of  age,  who,  even  in  his 
early  youth  sought  the  advice,  and  obtained  the  friendship,  of  Archbishop  Tillotson, 
to  aid  him  in  a  laborious  inquiry  into  the  comparative  truth  and  merits  of  the 
Catholic  and  Protestant  doctrines,  which,  after  having  closely  employed  two  years 
in  putting  into  the  form  of  a  theological  disputation,  he  applied  to  the  settlement  of 
his  own  faith,  and  sincerely  embraced  Protestantism  in  1681,  at  a  period  when  the 
opinions  he  abjured  were  becoming  fashionable  through  the  influence  of  the  Court. 
He  had  subsequently  the  satisfaction  of  converting  his  cousins^  the  Earl  of  Cardigan 
and  his  brother,  from  Popery.  He  was  an  active  supporter  of  the  Revolution,  and 
was,  by  King  William  III.,  created  Marquis  of  Alton,  Co.  Stafford,  and  Duke  of 
Shrewsbury  in  1694.  Queen  Anne,  on  her  death-bed,  delivered  to  him  the  staff 
of  Lord  Treasurer,  just  before  resigned  by  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  his  Grace  being 
then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  whence  he  had  been  called  to  London,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  divisions  among  the  ministry.  This  appointment  contributed  ma- 
terially to  the  peaceable  accession  of  King  Georgb  I.,  whom  his  Grace  immediately 
concurred  in  proclaiming.  He  d.  in  1718,  without  issue,  when  the  Dukedom 
became  extinct,  as  did  the  male  descendants  of  Francis,  1 1th  Earl.  His  Grace 
was  succeeded  in  the  Earldom  by 

Gilbert,  13th  Earl,  son  of  Gilbert,  4th  son  of  the  10th  Earl;  he  was  a  clergy- 
man of  the  church  of  Rome,  and  d.  in  1743. 

George,  his  brother,  assumed  the  title,  but  died  before  the  13th  Earl,  in  1733, 
having  m.  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas,  4th  Viscount  Fitz- William,  by  whom  he  left 
three  sons, 

1  George,  14th  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  uncle;  he  was  b.  22  Dec.  1719,  and 
rf.  without  issue  22  July  1787 ;  having  m.  21  Nov.  1753,  the  Hon.  Elizabeth  Dor- 
mer, daughter  of  John,  7th  Lord  Dormer,  who  d.  l\  Aug.  1809. 

2  Charles,  who  d,  in  1776,  having  m.  1st,  23  May  1749,  Mary,  daughter  of 
Robert  Alwyii,  Elsq.,  who  d,  without  issue  8  June  1750;  and  2ndly,  7  April  1752, 
Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Mostyn,  Bart,  by  whom,  who  d,  19  Feb.  1812,  he 
had  Charles,  15th  Earl,  John-Joseph,  father  of  the  16th  Earl,  and  Beveral 
daughters,  all  deceased.

Charles,  15th  Eakl,  Mm  of  Charlea,  next  brother  of  the  Utb  Eaki,  suc-

John,  pretent  and  16th  Eabl,  son  of  John-Joaeph,  brother  of  the  15th  Eau..

Peer  qf  the  United  KingAm. 

AfiTKO>-Y  Addinoton,  E«q.,  of  Trinity  College,  Oiford,  M.D.,  mt  elected  a  Fellow 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  in  1756.  After  practising  for  some  years  in  London, 
he' was  obliged  by  ill-health  to  retire  into  the  country,  and  settled  at  Beading.  He 
wa«  b.  13  Dec.  1713,  and  it  31  Match  1790;  having  m.  23  Sept.  17«,  Maiy, 
daughter  and  heir  of  the  Rev.  Haviland-John  Hiley,  by  whom,  who  d.  7  Not.  1778, 
he  had  iaaue, 

1  HiNHV,  the  present  Peer,  who  having  been  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons irom  the  year  1789  to  ISDl,  was  in  that  year  appointed  First  Lord  of  the 
Treaniry  and  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  continued  at  the  heed  of  the 
Goremment  till  May  IB(H,  during  which  period  he  concluded  the  peace  of  Amiena, 
and  renewed  the  war  with  France.  Since  his  resignation  of  the  helm  of  Slate,  he 
has  held  some  office  of  imporlance  under  nearly  all  the  Tory  Administratians  that 
have  succeeded.  In  1805  he  was  created  Viscount  Sidmouth  of  Sidmouth,  Co. 
Devon.

Tmt  ftmilj  of  SL-Clait  cune  into  England  tront  NonnandT  with  Wtujui  the 
Conqueror ;  two  branches  of  it,  thou  of  Herdmanstown  and  Boailjn,  Kttled  ia 
Scotland  in  the  12th  century.  The  St.-CIain  of  Uerdmanitown  derive  their  de- 
icent  from  Henry  de  St.-Clair,  whom  we  find  atyled  "  vicecomes"  of  Richard  de 
Moreville,  Conitable  of  Scotland  in  1162. 

William,  Earl  of  Orkney  and  Caithnen,  Chief  of  the  SincUin  of  Ro«l;ii,  le- 
ugned  the  Earldom  of  Orkney  to  King  Jahu  III.  in  1170,  and  in  1176  got  a 
charter  of  that  of  Cutiineaa,  in  fkioui  of  William,  the  eldest  son  of  hi«  Snd  marriage, 
pBoing  oTer  another  William,  tiie  son  of  hta  lit  marriage  ;  he  alio  wttled  the  lands 
of  Roalyn  on  3ir  OliTer  Sinclair,  a  younger  son  of  his  ^d  marriage,  from  whom  dn- 
■ccnded  the  succeeding  bouM  of  Sinclau'  of  Bceslyn,  the  direct  male  line  of  whidl 
becune  extinct  in  1778. 

William  St.-Clsir,  his  disinherited  eldest  son,  ^ipealing  to  the  laws,  obtained, 
hy  compromise  with  his  younger  hrothers,  a  good  estate  in  the  counties  of  Fifb  and 
Edinburgh.  His  son  Henry  was  created  a  Peer  of  Parliament  in  UB9,  and  was 
killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden  in  1S13.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Willum, 
2nd  Lord,  to  whom  succeeded  his  son,  Hinhv,  3rd  Lord.  The  latter  survived  his 
eldest  son,  James,  who  was  father  of  HeNkv,  Jjhkb,  and  Piteucs,  successively 
4th,  Sth,  and  6th  Loans.  Patxics,  6th  Loan,  d.  in  1G15,  and  was  succeeded  bj 
his  eldest  son,  John,  7th  Lord,  who  wai  taken  piuoner  at  the  battle  of  Worcerter, 
and  detained  in  curtody  till  1660  ;  be  d.  in  1676.     His  only  daughter  and  heir, 

Catherine,  who,  in  1659,  m.  John  8t.-CIair,  Eh|.,  of  Herdmanstown,  d.  before 
her  lather  in  childbirth  io  1666  ;  leaving  three  children,  of  whom  HaNBV,  Sth 
Lord,  son  of  John  and  Catherine  Sinclair,  succeeded  his  grandiatber,  the  7th 
LoBD,  and  oblvned  in  1677  a  confirmation  of  the  dignity  of  Loao  Sinclair,  wHh 
the  original  precedency  of  1469  by  patent,  with  remainder  to  the  heii*  male  of 
his  body,  foiling  which  to  his  heirs  male  whatsoever-,  but  dying  Haich  1723,  the 
title  became  dormant,  in  consequence  of  the  attainder  in  17Ifi  of  his  eldest  son, 
John,  who  should  have  been  9th  Lord  ;  but  who  dying  in  17S0,  and  his  brotbra 
Jakbi,  10th  LoltD,  in  1762,  both  without  ioue,  the  title   devolved   on   the  hdr 

CUAHLU  SlNCLAm,  eldest  son  of  Matthew,  brother  of  Hrnrt,  nth  Lord; 
nather  he  nor  his  son,  Andbiw,  12th  Lord,  who  succeeded  bim  in  177S,  and  d.

Tm  bmilj  of  St.-Maar  came  into  Englaail  with  William  the  Conqueror,  aod 
■ettled  in  Monmauthshirc ;  whence  they  removed  into  Somenetahire,  on  the  mar- 
riage of  Sir  ItO|{er  Seymour,  with  Cecily,  elde«t  daughter  of  John,  2nd  Baroa  Bean- 
chomp  uf  llache,  (by  writ  1299,)  and  co-heir  of  her  brother  John.  3rd  Lord. 

Sir  John  Seymour,  Knight-banneret.  Cith  in  pnt«mal  ileiicent  fhim  thia  marriage, 
d.  SI  Dec.  1536,  leBving  by  Maigery,  his  wife,  2nd  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Wenl- 
worth  of  Nettlested,  Co.  Suffolk,  Knight  of  the  Oath,  who  d.  in  1550,  three  sons  aad 
three  daughteni,  vii. :

After  her 
death,  the  Lord  Sudley  resumed  hia  former  object  of  marrying  the  Princen  Eliia- 
beth  ;  and  for  hia  intrigues  for  that  purpose,  as  well  a>  fbr  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
pcMKtiBiou  of  the  King's  person,  and  inducing  him  to  govern  without  his  council, 
and  for  other  designs  for  the  subvcnion  of  the  government  as  established  by  the 
late  King's  will,  he  was  attainted  by  Act  of  Parliament,  condemned  unheard,  and  be- 
headed 10  March  1519.     He  left  an  only  daughter,  Mary,  who  if.  an  infknL 

4  Jane,  in.  SO  Hay  1536,  King  Hinry  VIII.,  and  dl  24  Oct.  1536,  in  childbirth 
of  her  only  son.  King  Edward  VI.

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  K.O.,  the  eldest  son,  brother  of  the  Queen  and  uncle  of 
King  Edwakd  VI.,  was  created,  in  June  1536,  Viscount  Beaucbamp  of  Hacbe,Co. 
Somerset,  in  consideration  of  his  descent,  a>  above  noticed,  from  the  noble  femily  of 
that  name,  and,  in  1537,  Earl  of  Hertford,  both  with  remainder  to  bis  issue  mate 
thereafter  to  be  begotten.  In  1.^47,  he  was  created  Boron  Seymour  and  Duki  of 
SoMKHsrr,  with  remainder  to  the  heim  male  of  his  body  by  Ann,  his  2nd  wife,  (ailing 
which,  to  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  his  son  by  Catherine,  his  1st  wife,  and  his  hein 
male.  He  was  appointed,  by  King  Hsnkv  VIII.,  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  of  Eng- 
land, and  Lieutenant-General  of  the  North,  in  which  latter  c^«icity  he  invaded 
Scotland  in  !542 ;  embarking  with  two  hundred  sail,  he  landed  at  Leith,  burnt  and 
plundered  that  town  and  Edinburgh,  and,  returning  into  England  by  land,  waited 
Haddington,  Dunbar,  &c.  on  his  march.  He  stood  high  in  King  Hbnrv's  favour  to 
the  end  of  his  reign,  and  was  by  his  will  appointed  one  of  the  Council  to  young  Et>- 
ward.  On  the  King's  decease  he  repaired  to  his  Royal  nephew  at  Hertford,  and 
conducted  him  to  London,  where  he  was  unanimously  elected,  by  the  Council,  Goter- 
nor  of  the  King's  person,  and  Protector  of  the  kingdom  during  his  minority.  In 
the  first  year  of  his  administntion,  he  concluded  a  pence  with  France,  that  he  might 
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))e  enabled  to  direct  all  hig  attention  towards  accomplishing  the  desirable  union  of 
the  two  kingdoms  of  this  island  by  the  marriage  of  the  King  to  the  infiint  Queen  of 
Scots ;  but  his  negotiations  to  this  effect  pronng  unavailing,  he  endeavoured  to  force 
the  Scottish  nation  into  compliance  by  an  invasion — a  method  of  wooing  to  which 
the  Scotch  very  naturally  made  vehement  objections ;  their  armed  resistance,  however, 
gave  way  at  the  battle  of  Pinkie,  before  the  courage  and  conduct  of  the  Protector, 
who  obtained  a  signal  victory,  but  was  recalled  from  the  scene  of  his  successes  by  the 
necessity  of  securing  his  authority  at  home,  against  the  intrigues  of  his  brother,  the 
Admiral.  These  were  speedily  suiipressed  by  the  death  of  the  latter ;  but  so  great 
an  accumulation  of  power  as  that  now  possessed  by  the  Protector  had  never  been 
enjoyed  by  a  subject  of  this  realm,  etjpecially  by  one  who,  notwithstanding  his  near 
relation  to  the  Kin^,  was  not  of  the  blood  Royal,  and  it  excited  the  jealousy  of  the 
nobility.  A  confederacy  was  formed  aguinst  him,  headed  by  John  Dudley,  Earl  of 
Warwick,  afterwards  Duke  of  Northumberland,  who  himself,  ruined  by  an  excess  of 
prosperity,  fell  in  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  fixing  the  crovm  upon  the  brow  of  his 
daughter-in-law,  the  Lady  Jane  Grey.  The  Duke  of  Somerset  was  unable  to  sup- 
port himself  against  their  united  machinations,  but  he  did  not  wholly  succumb  at 
once;  in  1549  he  was  deprived  of  his  Protectorship,  committed  to  the  Tower,  and 
his  estates  declared  forfeited  to  the  Crown ;  but  he  was  liberated  in  three  months, 
the  chief  of  his  property  recovered,  and  a  reconciliation  effected  in  appearance 
lietween  him  and  the  Elarl  of  Warwick,  a  marriage  being  solemnized  between  the 
Duke's  ehlest  daughter  and  John  Viscount  Lisle,  son  of  the  E^rl,  which  the  King 
graced  with  his  presence.  This  feud,  however,  was  not  thus  to  be  closed ;  diwen- 
bions  again  broke  out  ;  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  who  procured  a  patent  to  raise  him  to 
the  rank  of  Duke  of  Northumberland,  possessed  the  political  power,  but  the  King 
favoured  his  uncle,  and  allowed  him  so  much  access  to  his  person  that  Northum- 
berland began  to  perceive,  that  unless  he  could  eflectually  remove  him,  his  own  pre- 
eminence would  not  long  exist.  The  Duke  of  Somerset  was  therefore  impeached  of 
high  treason  and  felony  ;  of  the  treiison  he  wsis  acquitted,  but  found  guilty  of  felony 
in  an  intention  to  murder  the  Duke  of  Northumberland,  being  a  Privy  Councillor; 
whether  this  accusation  was  founded  in  fact  can  no  farther  be  ascertained  than  by 
the  judgment  of  the  Peers,  but  it  is  certain  that  no  attempt  had  been  made  by 
Somerset  upon  the  life  of  his  rival,  yet,  for  this  imputed  intention,  he  was  con- 
demned to  suffer  death  ;  and  young  Edward,  though  he  had  now  attained  an  age 
when  he  was  capable  of  acting  to  a  certain  extent  for  himself,  was  induced  to  permit 
the  immoIati(m  upon  the  scaffold,  for  such  a  cause,  of  an  uncle  who  hod  been  so  long 
in  immediate  attendance  upon  his  person,  lie  was  beheaded  in  1552,  greatly 
lamented  by  the  nation,  and  especially  by  the  Protestants,  whom  he  had  warmly  and 
steadily  supported.  His  honours  were  forfeited.  Edward  himself  lived  but 
eighteen  months  after  this  fatal  event,  and  the  troubles  that  ensued  on  his  death, 
chiefly  the  result  of  Northumberland's  intrigues,  ended  in  bringing  that  turbulent 
noble  himself,  the  innocent  instrument  of  his  ambition,  and  others  of  his  family,  to 
the  block. 

Edward,  Earl  of  Hertford,  eldest  son  of  the  Protector  by  his  2nd  marriage,  who, 
according  to  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  should  have  succeeded  as  2nd  Duke,  was 
by  Queen  Elizahstii,  in  1559,  created  Banm  Beauchump  of  Hache,  and  Ear]  of 
Hertford.  He  fell  into  trouble,  and  was  nine  years  detained  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower, 
on  account  of  his  marriage  with  the  Lady  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry 
Cirey,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  by  the  Lady  Frances  his  wife,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Charles  Brandon,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  by  the  Princess  Mary,  daughter  of  King  Hknry 
VH. ;— see  the  Royal  GetiecUogy  in  this  Volume^)  which  marriage,  the  Lady  being 
sister  of  Lady  Jane  Grey,  and  so  nearly  connectetl  with  the  blood  Royal,  excited  the 
jealousy  of  the  Queen.  The  Countess  d.  in  the  Tower,  where  she  was  brought  to 
bed  of  two  sons  ;  the  eldest  of  whom,  Edward,  Viscount  Beauchamp,  d.  before  bis 
&ther,  having  had  t*hree  sons :  1  Edward,  who  m.  Anne,  daughter  of  Robert  Sack- 
yille,  E^l  of  Dorset,  but  d.  in  1018,  before  his  father  and  grandfiither,  without 
issue ;  2  Sir  William  Sbvmour,  restored  to  the  Dukedom  of  Somerset ;  and  3 
Francis,  created,  in  1041,  Baron  Seymour  of  Trowbridge;  he  was  grandfather  of 
Francis,  b'th  Dukb.  Edward,  Earl  of  Hertford,  who  should  have  been  2nd  Duks, 
d,  in  1621,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  grandson. 

Sir  William  Skvmour,  K.G.,  who,  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  grandfkther^ 
entered  in  1610  into  a  clandestine  marriage  with  a  Lady  of  Royal  blood,  the  Lady 
Arabella  Stuart,  daughter  of  Charles,  5th  Earl  of  Lennox,  uncle  of  King  JjkMis  I., 
2nd  son  of  Matthew,  Earl  of  Lennox,  by  the  Lady  Margaret  Douglas,  only  daughter 
of  Archibald,  Earl  of  Angus,  by  Margaret  of  England,  Queen  Dowager  cf  ScoUaiifl, 
widow  of  Jamb8  IV.  and  mother  of  Jambs  V.,  Kings  of  Scotland.  King  Jamet^  on

hearing  of  this  marriage,  concluded  without  hia  concurrence,  committed  Mr.  Sey- 
mour to  the  Tower,  and  the  young  lady  to  close  imprisonment  in  the  house  of  Sir 
Thomas  Parry,  at  Lambeth ;  both  contrived  simultaneously  to  effect  their  escape,  but 
while  Mr.  Seymour  reached  France  in  safety,  the  Lady  Arabella  was  retaken  and 
imprisoned  in  the  Tower,  where  she  d.  without  issue  in  1615.  His  father  and  elder 
brother  being  dead,  he  succeeded  his  grandfother  as  Earl  of  Hertford  in  1621,  and, 
in  1640,  was  created  Marquis  of  Hertford.  Though  before  the  commencement  of 
the  rebellion  he  had  held  himself  aloof  from  the  Court,  where  he  had  been  received 
with  coldness,  and  lived  in  great  splendour  in  the  country,  associating  chiefly  with 
persons  who  afterwards  were  forward  in  their  opposition  to  the  King,  especially 
with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  whose  sister  he  had  married ;  and  though  he  was  himself 
desirous  of  promoting  the  rational  liberty  of  the  country,  yet  he  speedily  perceived 
the  rancour  against  the  established  Government  which  animated  the  party  who 
boasted  their  zeal  for  liberty,  and  from  the  first  meeting  of  the  Parliament,  •*  never," 
says  Lord  Clarendon,  **^  concurred  with  them  in  any  one  vote  dishonourable  to  the 
King."  He  continued  immoveable  in  his  loyalty  throughout  Charleses  troubles, 
serving  him  with  his  counsels  and  his  arms  ;  and  when  that  unfortunate  Monarch 
was  condemned  to  death  by  his  rebellious  subjects,  joined  with  the  Duke  of  Rich- 
mond, and  the  Earls  of  Southampton  and  Lindsey,  in  petitioning  that  they,  as  the 
responsible  advisers  of  all  the  measures  with  which  the  King  was  charged  as  inju- 
rious to  the  nation,  might  suffer  in  his  stead.  Their  petition  was  rejected,  but  the 
body  of  their  murdered  Sovereign  was  committed  to  these  faithful  servants,  for 
interment  in  his  Royal  Chapel  of  Windsor.  During  the  usurpation  he  lived  in 
retirement  and  unmolested,  and  immediately  after  the  restoration  was  restored  to 
the  title  of  Dukr  of  Somkrset,  with  all  privileges  aopertaining  thereto,  as  fully 
as  if  the  act  of  attainder  of  the  5th  of  King  Edward  VL,  had  never  passed.  He 
d.  24  Oct  1660 ;  having  had  five  sons,  of  whom  only  the  two  following  lived  to 
maturity : 

1  Henry,  Lord  Beauchamp,  who  d.  before  him  in  1656,  leaving  issue  :  William, 
4th  Dukr,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather,  in  his  minority,  and  d,  unm.  in  1671  ;  and 
the  Lady  Elizabeth,  who,  by  warrant  from  Charlbs  II.,  had  precedence  and  title 
as  a  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Somerset ;  she  m.  Thomas  Bruce,  Earl  of  Aylesbury, 
whose  heirs  through  this  marriage  possess  the  Seymour  estates  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Marlborough ;  her  lineal  representative,  and  consequently  the  heir  of  the 
Lady  Catherine  Grey,  is  Anna- Eliza,  present  Duchess  of  Buckingham  and  Chan- 
dos. 

2  John,  who  succeeded  his  nephew  as  5th  Dukb  ;  he  d.  without  issue  in  1675, 
when  the  male  line  of  Willlvm,  3rd  Duke,  became  extinct,  as  did  the  title  of  Mar- 
quis of  Hertford.  The  Dukedom  and  other  titles  devolved  on  the  male  heir, 
grandson  of 

Francis,  created,  in  1641,  Baron  Seymour  of  Trowbridge,  brother  of  William,  3rd 
DuKB.  This  Lord  Francis  d.  in  1664,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  Charles, 
2nd  Lord  Seymour  of  Trowbridge,  who  d.  in  1665,  leaving  two  surviving  sons,  viz.: 
1  Francis,  his  successor,  3rd  Lord,  who  also  succeeded,  on  the  failure  of  the  elder 
line,  as  6th  Dukb  of  Sombrset  ;  he  was  murdered  at  Lerice,  in  Italy,  in  1678,  by 
the  vengeance  of  an  Italian,  for  an  affront  offered  to  his  wife,  not  by  Uie  Duke,  but 
by  some  French  gentleman  with  whom  he  was  in  company ;  he  d.  unm.,  and  waa 
succeeded  by  his  brother  ;  2 

Charles,  7th  Dukb,  K.G.,  m.  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Josceline, 
5th  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  d,  in  1748,  leaving  an  only  son,  Alobrnon,  8th 
Duke,  who,  uniting  in  his  own  person  the  blood  and  the  possessions  of  his  illus- 
trious ancestors  of  the  houses  of  Seymour  and  Percy,  was  perhaps  the  greatest 
subject  this  country  has  ever  seen  by  hereditary  right ;  he  was  summoned  to  Parlia- 
ment in  his  father's  lifetime  as  Baron  Percy,  in  1722,  and  created  Earl  of  Northum- 
berland and  Elarl  of  Egremont,  each  with  a  special  limitation.  He  d.  without  sur- 
viving issue  male  in  1750,  when  the  titles  of  Earl  of  Hertford  and  Baron  Beauchamp 
of  Hache,  and  Seymour  of  Trowbridge,  became  extinct  -,  the  Barony  of  Percy,  by 
writ  1722,  devolved  on  his  only  daughter  and  heir  Lady  Elizabeth,  m,  to  Sir  Hugh 
Smithson,  Bart.  ;  the  Earldoms  of  Northumberland  and  Egremont  descended  ac- 
cording to  the  respective  patents ;  and  the  Dukedom  of  Somerset  and  1st  Barony  of 
Seymour,  by  the  failure  of  heirs  male  of  the  1st  Duke  by  his  second  marriage,  de- 
volved, according  to  the  limitation  of  the  patent,  on 

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  Bart.,  9th  Dukb,  the  6th  lineal  descendant  and  heir 

male  of  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  son  of  the   Ist  Duke,  by  his  1st  marriage ;  whose 

posterity  were  thus  put  into  possession  of  their  birthright,  after  an  exclusion  in 

favour  of  a  junior  branch,  which  had  continued  for  two  hundred  years.    This  Sir 
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Edward  Seymour,  the  son  of  the  1  at  Dukk,  was  restored  in  blood  by  Act  of  Par- 
liament in  1553,  and  d,  in  1593;  Sir  Edward,  his  son,  was  created  a  Baronet  in 
1611,  and  d.  in  1613 ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son.  Sir  Edward,  who  expended 
£20,000  on  improving  and  enlarging  his  ancient  castle  of  Buiy-Pomeroy,  in  Devon- 
shire, which  was  afterwards  laid  in  ruins  by  the  Parliamentary  army  for  the  adher- 
ence of  its  owner  and  his  family  to  the  Royal  cause ;  he  dL  in  1659.  Henry,  his 
2nd  son,  served  under  the  Marquis  of  Hertford,  (3rd  Duke  of  Somerset,)  through- 
out the  civil  war,  and  being  attached  to  the  household  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  was 
the  bearer  of  the  last  messages  which  passed  between  the  Prince  and  his  Royal 
father ;  he  left  a  son.  Sir  Henry  Seymour,  Bart,  of  Langley  Park,  Co.  Bucks,  who 
d.  without  issue  in  1714.  Thomas,  3rd  son,  and  Sir  Joseph,  6th  son,  of  this  Sir  Ed- 
ward, also  left  male  issue. 

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  3rd  Bart,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  was  amongst  the 
faithful  and  active  adherents  of  King  Charlbs  I. ;  he  d,  in  1688,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son.  Sir  E^dward,  4th  Bart.,  who  makes  a  conspicuous  figure  in  the 
political  transactions  of  his  time.  He  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons in  1673;  but  when  again  elected  to  that  office  in  1679,  though  at  the  time  a 
Privy  Councillor  and  Treasurer  of  the  Navy,  the  King  three  times  refused  to  sanc- 
tion his  appointment  He  opposed  the  Bill  of  Exclusion  with  forcible  and  effica- 
cious aiguments,  but  was  a  chief  promoter  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act,  and  at  the 
Revolution  joined  the  Prince  of  Orange.  On  the  accession  of  Queen  Anne,  he  was 
offered  a  Peerage,  which  from  motives  of  family  pride  (for  he  is  described  as  the 
proudest  of  mcnj  he  declined,  but  procured  the  title  of  Baron  Conway  for  his 
youngest  son.  He  d.  in  1708,  leaving  two  sons  by  his  first  wife,  viz. :  Sir  Edward 
Seymour,  his  successor;  and  Lieut-General  William  Seymour,  who  d.  without 
issue  in  1728;  by  his  second  wife,  Letitia,  daughter  of  Francis  Popham,  £Lsq.,  of 
Littlecote,  Co.  Wilts,  and  cousin  of  the  3rd  Viscount  Conway,  in  Ireland,  he  had 
six  sons,  on  whom  Lord  Conway  settled  his  estates  in  tail  male ;  the  two  eldest 
were,  Popham,  who  having  taken  the  name  of  Conway,  d,  unm.  in  1699;  and 
Francis,  created  Baron  Conway,  as  above  mentioned,  in  1703  ;  he  was  ancestor  of 
the  present  Marquis  of  Hertford — see  that  title  in  this  volume  ;  the  four  younger 
sons  d.  without  male  issue. 

Sir  Edward  Seymour,  5th  Bart.,  d.'m  1741,  leaving  three  sons,  of  whom  the  two 
elder  left  issue,  viz. 

1  Sir  Edward,  his  successor,  who  succeeded  as  9th  Dukb,  on  the  extinction 
of  the  junior  line  of  this  noble  house  by  the  death,  in  1750,  of  Algbrnon,  8th 
Dukk. 

2  Francis,  who  d.  23  Dec.  1761,  having  m.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Alexander 
Popham,  of  Littlecote,  Co.  Wilts,  and  widow  of  Edward,  Viscount  Hinchinbroke,by 
whom  she  was  mother  of  the  4th  Earl  of  Sandwich ;  and  by  her  left  issue,  a  son 
and  a  daughter;  the  latter,  Mary,  m.  30  Nov.  1758,  John  Bailey  of  Sutton,  Co. 
Somerset ;  and  the  son,  Henry  Seymour,  Esq.,  m,  1st,  24  July  1753,  Lady  Caroline 
Cowper,  only  daughter  of  William,  2nd  Earl  Cowper,  who  was  b,  20  June  1733, 
and  d.  3  June  1772  ;  and  2ndly,  5  Oct  1775,  Louise  Coimtess  de  Panthou,  who  aL 
in  April  1815.  By  the  1st  marriage  he  had  two  daughters,  and  by  the  2nd  an  only 
son,  Henry  Seymour,  Esq.,  of  Northbrook,  Devon,  and  Knoyle,  Wilts,  M.P.,  for  all 
of  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volume. 

Edward,  9th  Duke,  d,  in  1757 ;  having  m.  Mary,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of 
Daniel  Webb,  of  Monkton- Farley,  Co.  Wilts,  Esq.,  and  niece  and  heir  of  Edward 
Somner  of  Seend,  Co.  Wilts,  by  whom,  who  d.  in  1768,  he  had  four  sons,  vis. : 

1  Edward,  10th  Dukb,  who  succeeded  his  fiither,  and  d,  unm,  in  1792. 

2  WxBB,  11th  Dukb,  who  d,  in  1793,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving 
son,  Edward- Adolphus,  present  and  12th  Dukb;  his  younger  son.  Lord  Webb- 
John  Seymour,  5.  7  Feb.  1777,  and  d,  unm,  15  April  1819. 

3  Lord  William,  who  d,  29  Oct  1800  ;  having  m.  5  June  1767,  Hester,  daughter 
and  heir  of  John  Maltravers,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  in  May  1812,  he  had  iMue.  See 
The  Feerage  Volume.

Jamd,  6th  Lohd,  his  eldest  son  and 
successor,  joined  Queen  Makt  at  Hamilton  in  1563,  and  was  severely  wounded  in 
the  battle  of  Langside  ;  he  d.  in  1&69,  leaving  two  sons,  of  wham  the  younger  wai 
progenitor  of  B  fiunily  of  SomerriUe,  still  subaiMing,  and  Ht;oH,  the  elder,  suc- 
ceeded him  as  7th  Lord  ;  he  d.  in  1S97,  leaving  two  surviving  ions,  Gilbibt,  his 
suecenor,  and  Hugh,  ancestor  of  the  present  Lotd  Somerville.  Gilbkbt,  Bth 
LoBD,  lived  in  a  style  of  splendour  no  much  exceeding  his  means,  that  he  mined

Stafford,  with  Lady  Anne  Plantagenet,  only  surviving  child  and  heir  of  Thomas  of 
Woodstock,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  6th  son  of  King  Edward  IIL    The  Barony  of 
1547,  which  was  limited  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of 
Henry,  the  restored  Lord  Stafford,  became  extinct  about  1640,  by  the  death  of 
Roger,  5th  Lord,  his  last  male  descendant ;  and  the  above  Sir  William  Howard, 
and  Mary,  his  wife,  lineal  heiress  of  the  ancient  but  attainted  Barons  Stafford,  and 
of  Thomas  of  Woodstock,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  were  created,  in  1640,  Baron  and 
Baroness  STArFORD,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  their  bodies,  failing  which 
to  the  heirs  female  of  their  bodies ;  and  Sir  Willlam  was  in  the  same  year  created  Vis- 
count Stafford,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body.     He  was  accused  in 
1678  of  being  concerned  in  the  Popish  Plot,  convicted  on  Oates^s  evidence,  and  be- 
headed.   They  had  three  sons,  who,  on  account  of  their  father^s  attainder,  were  pre- 
cluded from  inheriting  his  titles  *,  they  were,  Henry,  John,  and  Francis ;  the  latter 
attended  King  Jambs  II.  in  his  exile,  and  left  an  only  son,  Henry,  who  d.  unm, 
Hbnry,  the  eldest  son,  who,  but  for  the  attainder,  would  have  been  2nd  Lord,  was 
created  Earl  of  Stafford  in  1688,  with  remainder,  failing  his  issue  male,  to  his  bro- 
thers, John  and  Francis ;  he  m.  3  April  1694,  Claude-Charlotte,  eldest  daughter  of 
Philibert,  Count  de  Grammont,  but  </.  childless,  19  April  1719,  when  he  was  sue 
ceeded  by  his  nephew,  eldest  son  of  his  next  brother, 

John  Stafford-Howard  ;  he  </.  in  1714,  leaving  three  sons  and  several  daughters ; 
the  sons  were,  William,  who  succeeded  his  imcle  as  2nd  E^rl  of  Stafford,  and 
should  have  been  3rd  Lord  ;  John- Paul,  who  became  4th  E^rl ;  and  Edward,  who 
d.  before  his  brothers,  unm, ;  the  daughters  all  d.  without  issue,  except  Mary,  the 
eldest,  who  m.  Francis  Plowden,  Esq.,  and  by  him  had  a  son,  Francis,  who  d,  unm. 
in  1 788,  and  a  daughter,  at  length  her  sole  heir,  Mary,  m.  to  Sir  George  Jeming- 
ham,  Bart,  by  whom  she  was  mother  of  Sir  William  Jemingham,  fkther  of  the  pre- 
sent Lord. 

William,  the  eldest  soji,  3rd  Lord,  and  2Dd  Earl  of  Stafford,  d.  in  1734,  leaving 
one  son,  William-Matthias,  3rd  Earl,  who  should  have  been  4th  Lord  ;  and  who 
d.  without  issue  in  1751  ;  and  three  daughters:  the  Lady  Mary,  who  m.  Guy,  Count 
of  Rohan-Chabot,  and  d.  without  issue  in  1769  ;  the  Ladies  Anastasia  and  Anne, 
both  nuns.  On  the  death  of  William-Matthias,  3rd  Earl,  his  titles  devolved  on 
John-Paul,  his  uncle  and  heir  male,  the  4th  Earl,  and  who  should  have  been  5th 
Lord,  on  whose  death,  without  issue,  in  1762,  the  Elarldom  became  extinct.  He  was 
the  last  male  descendant  of  Sir  Willlam  Howard,  Viscount  Stafford,  and  1st 
Lord  ;  but  for  whose  attainder  the  Barony  of  1640  would,  on  the  extinction  of  his 
male  heirs,  have  fallen  into  abeyance  between  the  above  three  sisters  of  the  3rd  Earl, 
and,  on  the  decease  of  the  Ladies  Mary  and  Anne,  would  have  emerged  in  the  person 
of  the  Lady  Anastasia  Stafford- Howard,  by  right  of  inheritance  6th  Baronbss  ; 
she  d,  in  1807,  when 

Sir  William  Jerninoham,  Bart.,  of  Cossey-Hall,  Co.  Norfolk,  son  of  Sir  George 
Jemingham,  Bart.,  by  Mary,  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir,  of  Francis  Plowden, 
Esq.,  by  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  John  Stafford-Howard,  2nd  son  of  the  1st  Lord, 
would,  but  for  the  iniquitous  attainder  of  his  ancestor,  have  become  7th  Lord. 
That  attainder  was  reversed  in  1824,  in  favour  of  his  son  Sm  Gboro^  William,  the 
present  and  8th  Lord,  and  the  title  and  precedence  of  daughter  of  a  Baron  was 
granted  in  1831  to  Charlotte- Georgiana,  his  only  daughter. 

The  claim  of  the  present  Iiord  to  the  Barony  created  by  patent  in  1640,  was  al- 
lowed by  the  House  of  Peers  6  July  1825.  His  Lordship,  who  has  assumed  the  ad- 
ditional name  of  Stafford,  also  claims  the  ancient  Barony  by  writ  1299,  but  his 
right  to  it  has  not  yet  been  decided  upon. 

The  family  of  Jemingham  has  been  seated  in  the  Coimties  of  Norfolk  and  Suf- 
folk, nearly  from  the  time  of  the  Conquest  Sir  Henry  Jemingham,  15th  in  descent 
fVom  Jemegan,  the  first  of  the  name  on  record,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1621,  and 
was  ancestor,  in  the  6th  degree,  of  the  present  Lord.

John,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Ist  Viscount,  who  succeeded  his  fiither,  was  appointed 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  in  1691,  but  was  obliged  to  resign  that  office  in  1695, 
on  account  of  his  share  in  issuing  the  order  for  the  massacre  of  Glenco,  which  in  a 
vote  and  address  of  the  Scotch  Parliament,  was  declared  to  be  a  barbarous  murder, 
and  for  th^  same  reason  was  obliged,  though  he  succeeded  to  his  father*s  title  of 
Viscount  in  1695,  to  absent  himself  fVom  the  House  of  Lords  till  1700,  when  he 
took  the  oaths  and  his  seat.  He  was  created,  in  1703,  Earl  of  Stair,  Viscount  Dal- 
rymple, Lord  Newliston,  Glenluce,  and  Stranraer,  with  remainder,  foiling  the  heirs 
male  of  his  body,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  his  father,  Jamba,  1st  Viscount 
Stair.  He  entered  so  earnestly  into  the  measure  of  the  Union,  that  exhaustion, 
caused  by  the  fatigue  and  anxiety  he  suffered  in  bringing  it  to  bear,  occasioned  his 
sudden  death,  8  Jan.  1707.  He  was  ancestor  of  all  tlfie  succeeding  £^ls,  and  left 
three  sons,  viz. :  ^ 

1  John,  2nd  Earl,  who  succeeded  his  father ;  he  served  with  great  distinction  in 
the  campaigns  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  and  had  commands  in  the  battles  of 
Ramilies,  Oudenarde,  and  Malplaquet,  but  quitted  the  army  soon  after  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  when  the  intention  of  ministers  to  separate  from 
the  Allies  became  manifest  On  the  accession  of  King  Gsorgk  I.,  he  was  appointed 
Ambassador  Extraordinary  to  the  Court  of  France  ;  in  which  capacity  he  incurred 
the  displeasure  of  the  English  Ministry  by  endeavouring  to  open  the  eyes  of  the 
Regent  Duke  of  Orleans  to  the  juggling  pretences  of  the  financier  Law,  of  Mis- 
sissippi notoriety.  He  was  recalled  in  1720,  and,  entering  warmly  into  opposition  to 
the  Walpole  administration,  remained  in  retirement  till  its  dissolution  in  1742, 
when  he  was  appointed  commander  of  the  allied  forces  in  Flanders  with  the  rank 
of  Field-MarshaL  In  the  following  year,  the  King  in  person  taking  the  command 
of  the  army,  the  Earl  fought  under  his  Majesty  at  the  battle  of  Dettingen ;  but, 
finding  his  counsels  slighted,  and  a  preference  diown  on  all  occasions  to  tiie  Hano- 
verian troops,  resigned  his  command  and  retired.  He  d.  in  1747,  with  the  reputation 
of  one  of  the  most  penetrating  statesmen,  and  most  experienced  and  brave  warriors 
of  his  time  ;  no  less  eminent  in  the  Cabinet  than  in  the  field  ;  of  incorruptible  in- 
tegrity, and  adorned  by  the  finest  accomplishments  and  manners.  He  was  m.  but 
left  no  issue.  And  his  next  brother  and  heir  having  m.  Penelope,  Countess  of  Dum- 
fries, he  obtained  a  renewal  of  his  patent,  granting  the  Earldom  of  Stair  to  the 
second  and  every  succeeding  son  of  that  marriage  in  tail  male,  and,  fiiiling  such 
issue,  to  William,  Earl  of  Dumfries,  and  his  heirs  male,  conditionally  thai  de  two 
Earldoms  should  be  separated  so  soon  as  there  should  be  two  sons  descended  of  the 
said  Earl  to  enjoy  them.

Edmund,  the  eldest  son,  succeeded  his  grandfather  as  4th  Lord  Grey  de  Ruthjm, 
and,  in  1465,  was  created  Ekirl  of  Kent ;  in  which  Earldom  this  Barony  continued 
meiged  till  the  death,  in  1639,  of  Henry,  8th  Earl,  whose  sister  and  heir  carried  the 
Barony  into  the  family  of  Longueville,  through  which,  and  that  of  Yelverton,  Earl 
of  Sussex,  it  descended  to  Henry  Gould,  20th  Lord,  father  of  the  Baroness  Grey  de 
Ruthyn,  wife  of  the  Marquis  of  Hastings.  The  £larldom  of  Kent  devolved  on 
Anthony  Grey,  cousin  and  heir  male  of  the  8th  Earl,  whose  great-grandson,  Henry, 
was  created  Duke  of  Kent,  and  d,  in  1740 ;  when  the  male  line  of  the  Earb  of  Kent 
became  extinct,  and  his  title  of  Marquis  Grey  passed  to  his  grand-daughter,  the 
Countess  of  Hardwicke,  whose  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  was  created  Countess  de 
Grey,  and  whose  youngest  daughter  was  mother  of  Thomas-Philip,  Lord  Grantham, 
who,  in  1833,  succeeded  his  aunt  as  Eail  De-Grey. 

2  Edward,  Lord  Astley,  (eldest  son  by  the  2nd  marriage,)  he  m.  Elizabeth, 
grand-daughter  and  heir  of  William,  5th  Ba^n  Ferrars  of  Groby,  (by  writ  1297,) 
and  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Ferrars  of  Groby ;  he  dL  in  1 457, 
and  these  two  Baronies  afterwards  descended  together.  The  Lord  Eidward  had  three 
sons,  viz. 

1  Sir  John  Grey,  Lord  Astley  and  Ferrars  of  Groby,  but  never  summoned  to 

Parliament ;  he  was  killed  in  the  second  battle  of  St.  Albans,  on  the  Lan- 
castrian side  in  1461  ;  hem.  the  Lady  Elizabeth  Widville,  eldest  daughter 
of  Richard,  Earl  Rivers,  K.G.,  and  by  her,  who  after  his  death  became 
the  Queen  Consort  of  Edward  IV.,  and  mother  of  Edward  V.,  and  of  the 
Princess  Elizabeth,  heiress  of  the  House  of  York,  and  wife  of  Hsnry  VII., 
he  had  two  sons, 

1  Sir  Thomas,   who  succeeded  his  grand&ther  as  Baron  Astley,  and 

Ferran  of  Groby,  and  was  created  Marquis  of  Dorset ;  tee  below. 

2  Sir  Richard,  taken  prisoner  by  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  while  as- 

sisting the  Earl  Rivers,  his  uncle,  in  conveymg  the  young  King 
Edward  V.  to  London,  and  beheaded  by  his  orders  in  Pomfret 
Castle,  without  trial  or  accusation,  in  1 483.  _^^ 

2  Edward ;  he  d.  in  1491,  having  m.  Elizabeth,  sister  and  heir  of  ThoM^ 

Talbot,  2nd  Viscount  L'Isle,  became  in  her  right  Baron  L'Isle,  and  was 
created,  in  1483,  Viscount  L'lide  ;  his  only  son,  John,  2nd  Viscount,  d. 
without  issue  male  in  1512  ;  and  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  the  1st  and 
sister  of  the  2nd  Viscount,  becoming  their  eventual  heir,  carried  the 
barony  of  L^Isle  into  the  &mily  of  her  husband,  Edmimd  Diidley,  whose 
son,  by  her,  John  Dudley,  Duke  of  Northumberland,  became  in  her 
right  Baron  L^Isle. 

3  Reginald,  killed  on  the  Lancastrian  side  in  the  battle  of  Wakefield  in  1460. 
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Sir  Tliomas  Grcj,  7th  Lord  Astl«y,  and  8th  Lord  Ferran  of  Grobjr,  K.O.,  was 
created  Marquis  of  Dorset  in  1475  bj  his  step-fother.  King  Edward  IV.;  after 
whose  death  he  was  attainted  under  Richard  III.,  and  rescbred  in  blood  in  the 
first  year  of  IIbnry  VII.  He  d.  in  1501,  having  been  twice  married,  Ist  to  Anne, 
daughter  of  Henry  Holland,  Karl  of  Exeter,  by  whom  he  had  no  issue ;  and  2nd]y, 
to  Cecily,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  William,  3rd  Baron  BouTille,  (by  writ  1449,) 
and  maternally,  6th  Baron  Harrington,  (l)y  writ  1324 ;)  they  had,  besides  other 
issue,  Lord  Leonard  Grey,  (their  6th  son,)  created  Viscount  Garney  in  Ireland ;  but 
tried  for  some  treasonable  association  with  the  Irish,  attainted  and  beheaded  on 
Tower-hill  in  1541  ;  and 

Thomas,  (their  eldest  surviving  son,)  who  succeeded  to  the  titles  of  his  frther 
and  mother,  2nd  Marquis  of  Dorset,  K.G.     He  d.  in  1530,  learing  four  sona,  riz., 

1  Henry,  3rd  Marquis,  his  successor,  K.G.,  who,  in  1551,  was  created  Duke  of 
Suffolk ;  baring  m.  Frances,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Charles  Brandon,  Duke  of 
Suffolk,  by  Mary,  Queen-dowager  of  France,  daughter  of  King  Hknry  VII.  The 
Duke,  baring  been  induced  by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  to  enter  into  the  plot 
for  raifling  his  daughter,  the  I^ady  Jane  Grey,  to  the  Throne,  was  attainted  and 
beheaded  in  1555,  when  the  titles  of  Duke  of  Suffolk,  liarquis  of  Dorset,  Baron 
Astley,  Ferrars  of  Groby,  Harrington,  and  Bonrille,  became  forfeited.  By 
Frances  his  Duchess,  who  after  his  death  m.  Adrian  Stokes,  Esq.,  and  d.  without 
issue  by  him  in  1563,  he  had  three  daughters,  viz. : 

1  The  accomplished  and  unfortunate  Lady  Jane  Grey,  whom  the  ambition 

of  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  elevated  to  the  throne  only  to  bring  her 
to  an  untimely  grave ;  she  was  m.  to  Lord  Guildford  Dudley,  4th  son  of 
that  Duke,  and  who  suffered  on  the  scaffold  on  the  same  day  that  she  was 
beheaded,  12  Feb.  1555. 

2  Lady  Catherine  Grey,  the  eventual  heir  of  the  Princess  Mary,  whose  unfor- 

tunate marriage  with  the  E^rl  of  Hertford  has  been  related  in  this 
volume — Me  title  Sombrsbt.  She  d.  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower,  where  her  two 
sons  were  bom.  The  present  representative  of  this  marrisge  is  Richard- 
riantagenet.  Marquis  of  Chandos,  eldest  son  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham 
and  Chandos. 

3  Lady  Mary  Grey  ;  warned  by  the  misfortunes  of  her  sisters,  she  preferred 

security  to  honour,  and  m.  Martin  Keys,  E^.,  Serjeant-porter  to  Queen 
Klizaubth,  and  d,  without  issue. 

2  Lord  Thomas  Grey,  who,  after  the  proclamation  of  Queen  Mary,  joined  in 
the  inmirrection  of  Sir  Thomas  Wyat,  and  was  beheaded  27  April  1555. 

3  Lord  Leonard  Grey,  concerned  in  the  same  rebellion,  and  also  beheaded  in  the 
Tower. 

4  Lord  John  Grey,  who,  after  the  execution  of  his  three  brothers,  became  the 
chief  of  this  branch  of  the  family,  but  could  not  inherit  any  of  its  honours  on 
account  of  the  attainder  of  his  eldest  brother,  in  whose  person  they  were  forfeited  ; 
he</.  inl564. 

Sir  IIsnry  Grby,  his  only  surviving  son,  purchased  the  Estate  of  Enrille,  in 
the  County  of  Stafford ;  he  was  created  Baron  Griy  of  Groby,  Co.  Leicester, 
in  1603,  and  d.  in  1614;  baring  surrived  his  eldest  son  Sir  Jolm  Grey,  who  left 
one  son, 

HiNRY,  successor  to  his  grandfather;  baring,  by  marriage  with  Lady  Anne 
Cecil,  youngest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  William,  2nd  Earl  of  Exeter,  become  poa- 
sessed  of  the  Castle,  Borough,  and  Manor  of  Stamford,  he  was  created,  in  1628, 
Earl  of  Stamford.  He  commanded  the  Parliamentary  army  of  the  West  in  the 
commencement  of  the  great  rebellion,  and  met  with  a  signal  defeat  fiom  the  Royal 
army  at  Stratton,  in  Cornwall,  in  May  1 642 ;  having  tcdcen  reftige  in  JElxeter,  he 

?rooeeded  thence  to  command  the  forces  in  Wales,  and  continued  in  arms  till  May 
644,  when,  tired  of  a  thankless  serrice,  he  requested  leave  to  travel  to  the  hoi 
baths  in  Franco  for  the  recovery  of  his  health.  His  estates,  during  his  absence,  being 
all  taken  possession  of  by  the  Royal  forces,  his  lady  and  children  were  reduced  to 
great  distress,  and  the  Parliament  voted  £500  a-year  for  their  support  He  d.  in 
1673.  He  had  four  sons ;  of  Anchitel,  the  2nd,  and  Leonard,  the  4th  sons,  nothing 
remarkable  is  recorded ;  the  other  two  were, 

1  Thomas,  Lord  Grey ;  he  entered  ftom  the  first  warmly  into  the  rebellion,  was 
military  commander  of  the  County  of  Leicester,  where  he  was  Yehemently  cqppoaed 
by  Colond  Hastingt,  a  younger  son  of  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon,  who  fortified  hia 
fiither'k  house  at  Aahb^-de-la-Zouche,  and  thence  maintained  the  Royal  interati 
in  Leicester  and  the  adjoining  counties ;  and  when,  by  the  sopprenion  of  reaiataiiee 
on  the  part  of  this  loyaliit,  Us  occupation  in  this  quarter  was  at  an  end,  he  npairad 
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to  London  to  take  hi»  shore  in  the  awflil  praceedingi  there  in  pmgreaa.  He  nt  in 
jud^pneat  on  his  Sovereign  \  agaed  the  inirraiit  Tor  tat  murdei ;  and  soon  after,  bll- 
ing  under  the  diipleaaure  of  tte  uiurper,  wm  impriwned  in  Wind»or  Castle.  He 
obMined  his  libert;  onl;  to  plunge  into  freih  eiceaaea,  &nd  putting  hinuelf  at  the 
head  of  the  Sth-monarchy  men,  was  a^n  impriioned.  The  goremment,  unwilling 
to  proceed  to  eitremilies  a^nit  a  man  who  had  gone  luch  lengths  with  them,  egain 
liberated  him,  and  he  d,  fVom  a  fit  of  the  gout,  heightened  b^  the  violence  of  his 
pasaiona,  in  lt>S7.  He  left  one  son,  Thouas,  who  succeeded  his  grandbthei  at 
Sod  Eabl.  He  was  a  strenuous  opposer  of  popery  and  arbitrary  power;  was  con- 
cerned in  the  Duke  of  Monmouth's  rebellion,  but  pardoned  -,  and  was  a  zealous 
supporter  of  the  Revolution.  He  d,  in  1720,  without  iaue,  when  the  title  and  part 
of  hia  estates  devolved  on  his  cousin. 

2  John,  (3rd  son,)  on  whom  his  fkther  conferred  Eaville  Hall ;  he  left  one  son, 
Hamiv,  who  succeeded  his  cousin  as  3rd  Earl,  and  d,  in  1739,  when  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  eldest  son, 

Harkv,  4th  Eahl,  who  d.  in  ITGRi  hnving  m.  the  Lady  Haiy  Booth,  sole 
daughter  and  heir  of  George,  2nd  Earl  of  Warrington,  {hy  patent  1690,  and  3rd 
Baron  Delamcre,  by  patent  1661,  on  whoM  death,  1758,  those  titles  became 
eitinct,)  and  their  son  and  heir,  Ghibuk-Hahhy,  Bth  Eahl  of  Stakkibd,  was 
created,  in  1796,  Baron  Delamere  of  Dunham  Massey,  Co.  Cheater,  and  Eahl  of 
Warrindton.     They  had  three  sona;  tit.: 

\  GBOHUE-HAnRr,  above-mentioned,  5th  Earl  of  Stamtord  and  lit  of  Wah- 
RtNoTDN,  under  the  present  patent ;  for  whom  see  The  Peerage  Volvmt.  He  d,  in 
lOlS,  nnd  was  succeeded  by  hia  eldest  son,  Okokge-Harbv,  present  and  6th  Eahl. 

•2  Hon.  Booth,  b.  15  Aug.  1740,  d.  i  March  1803;  having  m.  10  May  I7S2, 
Elizabeth,  dnugbtcr  of  Charles  Mainwaring,  Esq.,  by  whom,  who  d.  4  July  1823,  he 
had  the  iaaue  sUled  in  The  Perrage  Volume. 

3  Hon.  John,  6.  22  May  1743,  rf.  in  July  1802;  having  m.  23  July  1773,  Susan- 
nah, daughter  of  Ralph  Leyceeter,  Esq.,  who  d.

Peer  <tf  Great  Brilairt. 

J.tHiB  Stanhopb,  eldest  son,  and  the  only  son  who  left  issue,  of  the  Hon.  Alex- 
ander Stanhope,  12th  son  of  PhiUp,  Ist  Earl  of  ChesUrfield,  (which  title,  see  for 
Earl  Stanhope's  pedigree,)  having  risen  to  the  rank  of  Major-General  in  the  array, 
wasappointed  to  the  chief  command  of  the  British  forces  in  Spain  in  1708.  His 
firrt  enterprise,  on  oasuming  this  command,  was  the  reduction  of  Port  Mahon,  in 
the  island  of  Minorca,  which  he  achieved  with  great  gallantry  and  skill ;  this  was 
followed  up  by  the  victories  of  Almenara  and  Saragoasa.  and  !n  Sept  1709  he 
entered  Madrid,  of  which  he  took  possession  in  the  name  of  King  ChaRim.  But 
his  triumphs  were  short.  The  Duke  de  Vendome  ossumed  the  command  of  the 
combined  French  and  Spanish  armiea  ;  the  Castilians  attached  to  King  Philip  aban- 
doned Madrid  and  crowded  to  his  standard ;  the  armies  of  ChaRLU  were  n^lected 
both  by  the  governments  of  Vienna  and  London  ;  Oeneiol  Stanhope  retreated  before 
B  superior  (bree,  and  being  deeerted  by  the  German  Commander,  Prince  Starhem-

two  thanmnd  meo.    On  the  accemton  of  KinR  Orobox  I.  he  was  appointe*!  Secretarr 

of  State,  and  coDtinue<I  to  hold  a  princiiiel  place  in  the  Administration  till  his  death. 
Hewa*  created,  in  1717,  Baron  Stanhope  of  Elvaiton,  Co.  Deibj,  and  VMCOUnt 
Btiwhope  of  Mahon,  with  remainder,  billng  hi>  imue  male,  to  his  kinnnaD,  Thonuu 
Stanhope,  Eh].,  of  Eliaiton,  and  to  Charles  and  William,  hia  bnHheiB,  and  their 
hein  rnale  respectitelir;  they  were  sons  of  John  Stanhope,  Eaq.,  gruidaon  of  Sir 
John  Stanhope  of  Eliaiton,  hrother  of  the  IM  E^l  of  Chesterfield.  Of  these  thi«e 
brothers,  Thomaa  d.  without  inue  -,  Charles'/,  nnm. ;  and  William  wu  crested  Earl 
of  Harrington,  and  waa  ancestor  ofthe  present  Earl,  who,  with  all  the  male  brandies 
of  bis  &mil?,  are  consequently  in  remainder  to  this  Peerage.  He  waa  fiMher  created 
ElBL  BTANHori  in  17IS,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body.  He  d.  ia 
1731,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  1'hilip,  2nd  Eam.,  who  d.  in  1786,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  son,  Charlkk,  3rd  Eiai. ;  this  ingenions  and 
adentific  nobleman  was  Bncceeded,  in  tSlti,  by  his  eldest  son,  PutLih-Hainiv,  present 
and  4tb  Eabl.

Sib  John  SrotRTON,  crsated,  in  1448,  Baron  Stouhton  of  Stourton,  Co. 
Wills;  he  d.  in  I4S2.  William,  '2nd  Loan,  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  ■>. 
Margaret,  2nd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  John  Chediock,  a>-beir  with  her  ttster 
Katherine,  the  wife  of  Sir  John  Arundel,  ofthe  Barony  of  FiW- Payne,  by  writ  129S, 
Sir  John,  thiir  father,  being  the  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Jolin  Chediock,  who  was  son 
and  heir  of  John  Cbediock,  by  Isbel  his  wife,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert, 
Stb  Lord  Fitr-Pa)Tic.  The  2nd  Lord  SromiTos  and  Margaret  bis  wiffe,  left  lhi«e 
sons,  John,  William,  and  Edward,  succesuve  Lords.  John,  3rd  I^Rit,  d.  witb- 
out  issue  male  in  1484,  and  Anna,  his  daughter,  d.  unm.  in  1533 ;  William,  4tti 
Lonn,  d.  without  issue  in  1522;  and  Edward,  5th  Lord,  d.  in  163e,  and  was 
succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  William,  6th  Lord.  His  eldest  son  and  successor, 
Charles,  7tb  l>ottD,  was  put  to  death  at  Salisbury  in  1557,  for  baring,  with  Ibur  of 
his  sons,  been  concerned  in  a  murder ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  John, 
6lh  LoBJi.  who  d.  in  1588,  and  was  tbUowed  by  his  next  brother,  Edwavd,  9th 
Lord,  To  him  succeeded,  in  1632,  his  eldest  son,  Willlah,  10th  Lord,  who  soi^

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Hii  Lordship,  at  gnndion  and  heir  of  WiLLUM,  Ifth  Lord,  b;  WimAid,  eldot 
dsnghter  and  co-heir  of  Ph[lip  Howard,  Ew].,  brother  of  Thomai,  II  th,  snd  Edward, 
12lh  Dukes  of  Norfolk,  is  co-heir  {with  Lord  Petre,  as  grandson  and  heir  of  Anne, 
2nd  daughter  of  the  said  Philip  Howard,  Esq.,)  of  the  Bmnnies  by  writ  of  Mowbray 
1S95,  Fumival  1295,  Stiange  1308,  Talbot  1331,  and  Howard  U70 ;  also  co-heii 
(with  Lord  Petre,  as  above)  of  one  moiety  of  the  Baroniet  by  writ  of  Segrave 
1264,  GrejMock  1295,  Verdon  1295,  Braoae  of  Gower  1299,  Lisle  I3J7,  and  Dacre 
oTOiUealand  US2.

Thb  family  of  Rous  existed  in  Suffolk,  and  are  said  to  have  had  property  at  Strad- 
broke  in  that  county,  before  the  Couqueat.  Sir  John  B«us  of  Henham  Hall,  Co. 
Suffolk,  Uth  in  descent  tmm  Peter  Le  Rous  of  Dennin)(ton,  Co.  Suffolk,  his  tint 
recorded  ancestor,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1660.  Sir  John,  2nd  Baronet,  hla  son 
■ad  heir,  wb«  high  Sheriff  of  Suffblk  in  1661,  and  d.  in  1730,  leaving  two  sons,  Sir 
John,  his  succtSBor  who  i(  unm.  in  1731,  and  Sir  Ttobett,  4th  Ftoranet,  who  succeeded 
him,  and  d.  in  1735,  having  m.  Lydia,  daughter  of  John  Smith,  Esq.,  of  Holton, 
Co.  Suffolk.

Thi  gallant  Lieutenant-Qeneral  8ib  John  Bvno,  G.C.H.,  who  in  1836,  vu  created 
Baron  Stbafi^bd  of  Harmondsworth,  Co.  MEddle«i,  ii  brother  of  George  Byog,

Tbb  first  of  this  ancient  fiunil;  who  settled  in  Scotland  is  aud  to  hare  been 
Maurice,  a  Hungarian,  who  accompnined  Edgar  Atheling  and  his  sister  Hargaiet 
into  Scotland,  and  obtained  fhim  King  Hau^lu  III.  the  lands  of  Drymen,  from 
whence  his  posteril;  derived  their  surname.  From  him  descended  Sir  Malcolm 
Dnunmond,  who  flourished  in  the  reign  of  King  William  I.  of  Scotland :  the  10th 
fhim  him  was 

John,  who  was  created  Loid  Drummond  in  U88,  andrf.  in  1519.  His  eldest 
son  William,  Master  of  Drummond,  was  executed  in  1511  for  setting  fire  to 
the  Church  of  Honyraird,  in  which  several  of  the  Murrays,  with  whom  be  had 
k  bud,  and  who  bad  taken  refuge  there  ttom  an  attacli  of  Drummond's  men, 
were  burnt    He  left  a  Hn  Walter,  who  d.  befbre  his  gtand&ther  in  1518,  leatjng  a 


i  Patrick,  3rd  Lord  Drummond,  who  d.  in  16BA,  leaving  also  two  sons,  vii. : 
Jamee,  4th  Lord,  who  was  created  Eort  of  Perth  in  1605,  with  remainder  to  hie  hein 
mate  whatsoever,  and  d.  without  inue  male  in  1611  \  and  John,  who  ancceeded  hit 
brother  as  2nd  Eiarl  of  Perth.  Tbnmghout  the  troubles  of  the  civil  wan  he  was 
unshaken  in  his  loyalty  to  King  Chahlis,  and  d.  in  1662,  leaving,  beaidea  other  iaue, 
three  sons: 

I  Jamea,  Srd  Eari  of  Perth,  who  was  taken  priwner  at  the  battle  of  Phillip- 
haugh  I  he  £  in  1G75,  leaving  two  eons. 

1  James,  hii  ■ucceeaor,  4th  Earl  of  Perth,  who,  adhering  closely  to 
King  Jamis,  and  having  suffered  a  severe  imprisonment,  tiillowed 
by  lunishment  for  his  loyalty  to  the  abdicated  Monarch,  was  by 
him  created  Duke  of  Perth.  He  dL  in  I71G,  when  his  titles  Ruled, 
his  eldest  son,  James,  Lord  Drummond,  having  been  attainted  for 
Ilia  share  in  the  rebellion  of  1715.  He  eecaped  to  Fiance,  and,  on 
his  father's  death,  aanmied  the  title  of  Duke  of  Perth  ;  he  d.  at 
Paris  in  17S0,  leaving  two  sons,  Jamea,  styled  Duke  of  Perth,  and 
Lord  John  Drummond,  both  attainted  for  joining  in  the  rebellion  of 
1745.  The  Duke  eac^ing  after  the  battle  of  Coltoden,  d,  of  ex- 
haustion on  his  passage  to  France  in  1 746,  in  his  thiity-thiid  year, 
and  hii  brother  John  d  in  the  fbllowing  year,  both  without  isnie. 
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Lords  John  and  Edward,  their  uncles,  younger  sons  of  the  Ist  Duke, 
BUcceflBively  aasumed  the  ducal  title  after  the  deaths  of  their  ne- 
phews, and  both  (/.  without  issue,  the  last  at  Paris  in  1760.  An  Act 
of  Parliament  was  passed  in  1784  enabling  the  King  to  grant  their 
forfeited  estate  to  the  legal  heir,  and  it  was  in  consequence  granted 
to  James,  late  Lord  Perth. 
2  John,  created  in  1686  E^l  of  Melfort,  with  remainder  to  the  issue 
male  of  his  2nd  marriage,  which  failing,  to  his  heirs  male  whatso- 
ever ;  following  King  Jambs  in  his  exile,  he  was  by  him  created 
Duke  of  Melfort  in  1690,  and  attainted  by  the  Elnglish  Parliament 
in  1695.  He  </.  in  1714  at  St.  Germains,  where  for  many  years  he 
had  the  chief  administration  of  King  Jaicxs^s  afiaiis.  He  was 
twice  m. ;  1st  to  Sophia,  heiress  of  Lundin,  niece  of  the  Duke  of 
Lauderdale,  whose  fSunily,  against  his  will,  brought  up  her  children 
in  the  Protestant  faith,  and  an  exception  was  xnade  in  their  &vour 
in  the  act  of  attainder  passed  against  him.  James  Drummond  of 
Lundin,  his  greatpgrandson  by  this  marriage,  having  proved  him- 
self the  heir  male  of  the  house  of  Perth,  obtained,  in  1785,  a  grant 
of  the  estates  of  the  Earl  of  Perth,  in  conformity  to  the  Act  of 
Parliament  mentioned  above,  and  was  created,  in  1797,  Lord  Perth, 
Baron  Drummond  of  Stob  Hall,  Co.  Perth,  which  title  became  ex- 
tinct on  his  death  in  1800.  He  left  an  only  daughter  and  heir, 
Clementia-Sarah,  m.  to  the  present  Lord  Willoughby  de  Eresby, 
who  assumed  the  name  of  Drummond.  But  the  titles  of  Melfort, 
but  for  the  attainder,  would  have  descended  to  the  issue  of  the  Ist 
titular  Duke^s  2nd  marriage  with  Eupheme,  daughter  of  Sir  Tho- 
mas Wallace ;  the  eldest  of  these  was,  John,  called  2nd  Didce  of 
Melfort,  who  m.  Gabrielle  d^Audibert,  Comtesse  de  Lussan,  by 
whom  he  had  a  son  James,  called  3rd  Duke,  who  by  Mary  de  Be- 
rcnger,  left  four  sons,  viz. :  1  James-Lewis,  called  4th  Duke,  who 
d,  without  issue  in  1800.  2  Charles- Edward,  called  5th  Duke  of 
Melfort,  the  present  representative  of  this  ancient  fimiily,  in  whom 
but  for  the  attainder  the  title  of  Lord  Drummond  would  vest ;  he  is 
unm.  3  Henry-Benedict,  who  d.  tmm.  in  1788.  4  Leon-Maurioe, 
who  </.in  1826,  having  m.  in  1794,  Mary  de  Longuemare,  by  whom 
he  has  left  a  son  George,  6.  in  London,  6  May  1807,  who  is  m.  and 
has  issue. 

2  Sir  John  Drummond,  ancestor  of  Sir  William  Drummond  of  Logieolmond, 

Knight  of  the  Crescent,  of  literary  and  political  notoriety. 

3  William,  2nd  Earl  of  Roxbuighe,  whose  male  line  foiled  in  1805,  on  the 

death  of  William,  4th  Duke  of  Roxbuighe — See  that  title  in  this  Volume 
2  Jamks,  2nd  son  of  David,  2nd  Lord  Drummond,  to  whom  the  thread  of  this 
pedigree  has  at  length  arrived,  the  ancestor  of  the  Viscount  Strathallan,  was 
educated  with  King  J  amis  VI.,  and  was  a  great  &vourite  of  that  Monarch,  whom 
he  accompanied  to  Perth  on  the  memorable  5th  of  Aug.  1600,  when  the  Earl  of 
Gowrie  and  his  brother  were  killed  in  an  attempt  upon  his  Majesty^  life,  and  gave 
a  clear  deposition  relative  to  that  mysterious  affair.  He  was  created  a  Peer  of 
Scothind  by  the  title  of  Lord  Madkhtt  in  1609,  and  d,  in  1623,  leaving  two  sona, 
vis.: 

1  John,  2nd  Lord,  who  with  his  two  sons  suffered  considerably  in  the  cause 

of  King  Charlbs  I.,  he  was  &ther  of  David,  3Td  Lord,  who  d.  in  1684 
without  surviving  issue  male,  and  of  William,  4th  Lord  ;  the  latter  was 
created,  in  1686,  Visoount  Strathallan  and  Baron  Drummond  of  Crom- 
lix,  with  remainder,  foiling  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  to  hii  heirs  male 
whatsoever.  He  d,  in  1688,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son  William, 
2nd  Viscount,  on  the  death  of  whose  only  son  William,  3id  Vsoount, 
in  171 1,  the  issue  male  of  the  1st  Viscount  foaled. 

2  James,  also  with  his  son  Sir  James,  a  loyalist  in  the  dvil  war ;  the  latter  d, 

in  1675,  leaving  an  only  surviving  son. 
Sir  John  Drummond.    He  was  outlawed,  in  1690,  fbr  his  attachment,  to  the  wUh 
dicated  fomily,  and  d,  in  1707,  leaving,  besides  a  younger  son  Thomas,  who  was  en- 
gaged in  the  rebellion  of  1715,  two  elder  sons,  vis. : 

1  William,  who  succeeded  as  4th  Visoount  on  the  extinction  of  the  male  de- 
scendants of  the  1st  Yi>coiuit  in  1711.  He  engaged  in  the  rebdlion  of  171&,  and, 
was  taken  at  Sberiffinuir,  but  no  proceedings  took  place  against  him ;  he  also  joined 
the  yoong  Chevalier  in  1745,  was  left  Commander-m-diief  of  his  Ibroos  in  Sootland, 
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when  he  marched  into  England,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  CuUoden  in  1746: 
he  was  attainted  hy  Act  of  Parliament.  Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Lord  William 
Murray,  2nd  Lord  Naime,  was  committed  to  Edinburgh  Castle  in  Feb.  1746,  on 
account  of  her  activity  in  the  cause  of  the  Chevalier,  but  was  liberated  on  bail  in 
November  following.  She  d,  in  1773;  they  had,  besides  three  other  sons,  who  d, 
linm.,  the  four  following : 

1  Jamis,  who  succeeded  as  5th  Viscount,  and  having  engaged  in  the  rebellion 

of  1745,  was  attainted  ;  he  d.  2'2  July  1765,  having  m.  Eupheme,  daughter 
of  Peter  Gordon,  E^.,  by  whom,  who  d.  5  July  1796,  he  Ic^  issue,  1 
James,  his  successor,  who,  but  for  the  attainder,  would  have  been  6th 
ViAx)UNT ;  he  was  b,  in  1752,  and  d.  unm,  10  Dec.  1775 ;  2  Andrbw- 
JoHN,  who  should  have  succeeded  his  brother  as  7th  Viscount  ;  he  was  b, 
in  1758,  and  d.  unm,  20  Jan.  1817  ;  3  Margaret,  who  d,  in  1821 ;  having 
m.  in  Dec.  1779,  George- Augustus  Haldane,  Esq.,  of  Gleneagles,  who  d. 
26  Oct.  1799  ;  4  Elizabeth,  who  d.  in  July  1831,  aged  76. 

2  William  Drummond,  (3rd  son,)  who  d,  25  May  1772:  having  m.  Anne, 

2nd  daughter  of  Major  David  Naime,  by  whom,  who  d,  31  May  1782, 
he  was  father  of  Jambs-Andrkw-John-Laurbncb-Charles,  the  pre- 
sent and  8th  Viscount,  who,  but  for  the  attainder,  would  have  succeeded 
in  1817  on  the  death  of  his  cousin  the  7th  Viscount,  and  was  graciously 
restored  to  his  honours  under  King  George  IV.,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  in 
1824. 

3  Robert  Drummond,  of  Cadlands,  Co.  Hants.,  Banker  at  Charing-CrcMs ; 

(6th  son,)  he  was  6.  in  1729,  and  (f.  19  Jan.  1804 ;  having  m.  in  1753, 
Winifred,  daughter  of  William  Thompson,  Esq.,  who  d,  2  April  1791. 
The  numerous  surviving  descendants  of  this  marriage  are  stated  in  The

4  Henry  Drummond,  (7th  son,)  who  d,  24  June  1795 ;  having  m.  21  March

Charles,  7th,  and  Spencer,  8th,  Earls  of  Northampton,  5.  13  Sept  1744,

1  George  Drummond,  Elsq.,  5.  15  June  1758,  d.  6  March  1789;  having  m. 

30  Nov.  1779,  Martha,  5th  daughter  of  the  Right  Hon.  Thomas  Harley, 
by  whom,  who  was  6.  10  May  1757,  and  d,  \6  Aug.  1788,  he  had  the  three 
children  stated  in  TT^e  Peerage  Volume,

Ths  family  of  Gower  ia  of  Anglo-Snion  oriRin.  and  wa>  Bcated  in  Yorkshire  at  the 
time  of  (he  Coii(|uest.  The  Duke  traces  hia  pedigree  fh)m  Sir  Nicholae  Goirer, 
a  Knight  of  the  Shire  for  the  Co.  of  York  in  the  reign  of  EowAac  III.  The  7th 
in  descent  from  him  was  Sir  Thomas  Gower,  of  Sliltenhiun,  in  that  County,  created 
a  Baronet  in  1620.  His  eldest  eon  and  successor,  Sir  Thomas  Gower,  a  Btedfast 
adherent  of  King  CHAntaa  I.,  m,  Eliiabelh,  daughter  of  William  Howard,  of  Na- 
worth  Castle,  and  sister  of  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,  by  whom  he  had  no  issue ;  and 
Sndly,  FmncGs,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  John  Leveson,  of  Haling,  Co.  Kent,  by 
whom  he  had  two  sons,  Edward  and  William.

Peeress  of  Scotland. 

WiLLUM,  the  first  possessor  of  this  very  ancient  Peerage,  created  about  the  year 
1228,  d,  in  1248,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  infant  son,  William,  2nd  Earl,  who 
having  enjoyed  the  title  seventy-seven  years,  d.  in  1 325,  and  was  succeeded  by  his 
son,  Kenneth,  3rd  Earl,  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Halidon  Hill,  in  the  cause 
of  King  Davio  II.,  in  1333.  These  Earls  continued  to  succeed  in  direct  |>atemal 
descent  through  five  more  generations,  namely ;  Willlam,  4th  Earl,  who  d.  in 
1370;  William,  5th  Earl,  who  left  a  second  son,  Kenneth,  ancestor  of  Geoige 
Sutherland  of  Forsc,  who,  as  heir  male  of  the  ancient  Earls,  claimed  the  dignity  of 
Earl  of  Sutherland  in  1766  ;  Rohert,  6th  Earl,  who  d,  in  1442  ;  John,  7th  Earl, 
who  d,  in  1460  ;  and  John,  8th  Earl.  He  d.  in  1508,  leanng  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
viz. :  John,  9th  Earl,  who  d.  witliout  issue  in  1514  ;  and  Elizabeth,  on  whom  the 
succession  devolved,  and  who  was  enfeofitMl  in  the  Earldom  of  Sutherland  in  1515, 
being  then  the  wife  of  Adam  Gordon  of  Aboyne,  2nd  son  of  Geoige,  2nd  Earl  of 
Huntly. 

Adam  Gordon  had  a  charter  of  the  Earldom  jointly  to  himself  and  Elizabeth 
his  wife  for  life,  and  to  the  longest  liver  of  them  ;  the  Countess  d.  in  1535,  and  the 
10th  Earl,  her  husband,  in  1537.  They  both  survived  their  eldest  son,  Alexander, 
Master  of  Sutherland,  and  were  succeeded  by  their  grandson,  John,  11th  Earl, 
who  was  poisoned,  with  his  wife,  by  the  widow  of  his  uncle,  Gilbert  Gordon,  whose 
son,  John,  was  next  heir  to  the  Earldom  after  Alexander,  Master  of  Sutherland,  the 
Earl*s  son.  The  Earl  and  Countess,  with  their  son,  were  on  a  visit  at  Helmisdale 
Castle,  the  seat  of  the  widow,  when  poison  was  administered  to  them  in  the  liquor 
they  drank  at  supper,  of  which  the  young  John  Gordon  unsuspectingly,  and  without 
his  mother^  knowledge,  partook,  and  d,  within  two  days.  The  Master,  being  out  on 
a  hunting  party,  did  not  return  till  the  supper  was  nearly  ended,  when  his  ftther, 
feeling  himself  poisoned,  took  up  the  table-cloth  with  all  things  on  it,  and  thxew  it 
out  of  the  window,  and  sent  his  son  home  that  very  night  to  Dunrobin  Castle,  with- 
out permitting  him  to  take  any  refreshment ;  himself  and  his  Countess  d,  fiye  days 
afterwards,  in  1567,  when  the  Earl  was  in  his  forty-second  year.  The  wicked  sathoir 
of  this  deed  of  horror,  already  punished  by  the  loss  of  that  son  for  whoie  benefit  she 
had  performed  it,  was  conveyed  to  Edinbuigh,  and  condemned  to  death,  bat  aTtuded 
a  public  execution  by  suicide  in  prison. 

From  this  period  another  succession  of  five  Earls  followed  m  unintemipted 
paternal  descent;  namely,  Alexander,  12th  Earl,  the  Master  of  Sutheriand  aboTe- 
mentioned,  who  providentially  escaped  this  melancholy  catastrophe,  mooeeded 
his  firther,  and  d,  in  1594;  John,  13th  Earl,  d,  in  1615 ;  John,  14th  Ea&l,  A  in 
166S,  having  been  in  the  early  part  of  the  cinl  war  a  partisan  of  the  PuliiiiiMnt, 
and  afterwards  lealoualy  attached  to  the  service  of  King  Charles  II. ;  QaoBOBp 
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ISth  E*«L,  d.  in  170S  \  and  John,  I6th  EAH^  in  1733,  This  Earl  ma  ven'  active 
in  a«i«tine  the  gnvemmpnt  to  luppreag  the  rebellion  of  17IS;  he  survived  hie  onlj 
•on,  William,  Lord  StrathnaTer,  who  d.  in  1720,  and  was  followed  by  hui  grand- 
•on,  William,  17th  Eahl,  who  d.  in  17S0,  and  wa«  succeeded  h/  his  only  aon, 
William,  18th  Earl.  Thi.  nobleman  d.  at  Bath,  having  jun  completed  hii  thirty- 
firit  year,  under  circumitanceB  peculiarly  affecting.  IIi«  Lordihip  had  tn.  14  April 
1761,  Mary,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  William  Maiwell  of  Pnntoun,  and  by 
her  had  two  infant  daughteis,  the  Lady  Catherine,  *.  in  London  24  May  1764,  who 
d.  at  Dunrobin  Castle  3  Jan.  176e  ;  and  the  Ladv  ElizabkiH,  the  present  CouSTBSS, 
*.  24  May  1765.  The  death  of  the  eldest  of  these  children  »  affected  both  of  the 
antiable  parents,  that  change  of  scene  was  recommended  for  the  renovation  of  their 
spirits  i  and  they  undertook  the  long  journey  from  their  northern  seat  to  the  scene 
of  gaiety  in  almost  the  farthest  extreme  of  this  island,  at  that  time  a  theatre  of  uni- 
versal resort  for  the  great,  the  wealthy,  and  the  Ray  i  but  scarcely  had  they  reached 
Bath,  when  the  Earl  was  seized  with  a  fever,  and  the  Countess  nuiwd  him  with  such 
unremitting  attention,  without  retiring  to  b«i  fbr  twenty-one  days  and  nighla,  that 
&tigue  and  anxiety  were  too  much  for  her  already  deprtssed  health,  and  she  d.  I 
June  1766;  the  Earl  survived  her  a  few  days,  and  it  on  the  16th  of  the  same  month. 
Their  inbnt  daughter  was  committed  to  the  charge  of  her  matcnial  grandmother,  then 
the  second  wife  of  Charles  Enkine,  Lord  Alva  and  Tiuwald,  a  Lord  of  Session, 
who  brought  her  up  and  lived  to  a  great  old  age  ;  dying  in  London  in  1806  :  she 
was  called  Lady  Alia.  A  competition  arose  for  the  title  of  Sutherland,  which,  after 
long  litigation,  was  decided  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  1771,  in  fiivour  of  the 
orphan,  Elizabbth,  present  and  19th  CouNTBa,  now  the  widow  of  George-Gran- 
ville Leveson-Gower,  Duke  of  Sutherland,  by  whom  she  had  iwia — Set  the  pre- 
ceding article.

Th«  Hon.  Thomas  Townihend,  2nd  son  of  Charles,  2nd  Viscount  Towoshend,  one 
of  the  most  elegant  scholars  of  his  age,  was  father  of  the  Bight  Honouiable  Thouam 
TowNSHEND,  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  created  Baron  Sydney  of  Chiselhunt,  Co. 
Kent,  in  1783,  and  in  1789  Viscount  8vbn»v  of  8l.  Leonard's,  Co.  Gloucester. 
Be  was  b.  24  Feb.  1733,  m.  19  May  17GD,  Elizabeth,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Richard  Powys,  Esq.,  by  Lady  Mary  Brudenell,  2nd  daughter  of  George,  Srd  Earl 
of  Cardigan  I  thed.  1  May  1826,  having  had  the  issue  stated  in  T%«/'e#ra$e  Volume. 
His  Lordship  d.  1  July  1800,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Joun-ThohaS, 
2nd  Viscount,  to  whom,  in  1831,  succeeded  his  only  son,  John-Robibt,  present  and 
3rd  Viscount,  For  his  Lordship's  pedigree,  lee  the  title  Mahuu  Townbhind  in 
this  Volume.

8jR  John  Taaffe  waa  created,  in  ia'2fl.  Viscount  Taaffi  of  Corrait,  and  Baron 
of  fialljmote,  both  in  the  Countj  of  Slif(o,  andd,  in  1742,  having  hoi)  fourteen  sou -, 
of  whom  Thiobald,  the  eldest  son,  was  hia  BuceesHir,  and  anceator  of  the  succreding 
Peen  till  1757,  Then  his  mole  line  bi>catne  extinct ;  and  William,  the  8th  son,  was 
ancestor  of  the  present  Viscount. 

Thiobald,  2nd  Viscount,  was  created,  in  1663,  Earl  of  Cailingford,  Co.  Louth, 
and  d.  in  1677,  leaving  four  sons,  vii. : 

1  Nicholas,  2nd  Earl  and  3nl  Viscount,  his  succeasor,  who  d.  without  issue  in 
1690. 

2  Francis,  the  ikmeus  Imperial  Oenetal,  Count  Taaffe;  he  succeeded  his  brother 
OB  3nl  Eail  and  1th  Vibcdunt,  end  d.  •rithout  inue  in  1704. 

3  Dillon,  whose  issue  male  biicd  before  the  death  of  his  brother. 

4  John,  tihod.  in  1689,  leaving  one  son,  Thsobald-Lambirt,  AOt  Viaxursr, 
and  4th  Earl  of  Carlingford,  who  succeeded  his  uncle,  and  d.  without  inue  in  173B, 
when  the  Earldom  and  the  mate  issue  of  the  2nd  Viscount  became  extinct. 

The  inherilance  then  devolved  on  the  heir  male  of  William,  8th  son  of  the  1st 
Viscount,  the  isaue  male  of  all  the  seven  elder  sons  having  become  extinct ;  this 
William  left  an  only  son,  Francis,  whose  only  son,  Nicholas,  succeeded  as  6th 
VincoiTNT,  on  the  extinction  of  the  elder  line.  He  was  a  Count  of  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire,  and  a  Lieutenant- Oeneral  in  the  Austrian  serrtce,  and  poisened  lante 
catatea  in  Silesia,  Bohemia,  and  Upper  Austria  ;  he  if.  in  1769,  and  tus  eldest  son, 
John,  having  d.  befbre  him  in  1768,  he  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  Rodolfh. 
7th  ViscOtWT,  to  whom  succeeded,  in  1830,  Fhanciii,  his  eldest  son,  the  prewnt 
Viscount.  The  Viscount  possesses  the  Lordships  of  Elitchau  in  Bohemia  ;  and  of 
Wischenau  in  Moravia ;  he  resides,  as  did  his  ptedecesson,  in  the  Castle  of  EUachau. 
and  eojojs  a  high  station  in  the  Austrian  court

Cigenitor,  Richard  de  Talbot,  wai  a  Baron  in  Ihe  reign  of  Willuh  the  Conqueror  ; 
Krandaon,  Richard,  wa«  fhther  of  Gilbert,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  8hrew«bur7,  and 
of  Richard,  who  aeltl^  in  Ireland  in  the  time  of  Iliyar  11^  uid  erected  the  Cartle 
of  Malahide,  where  his  deuendants  in  the  direct  mole  line  have  been  resident  fiir 


His  uQ  Adam  was  bther  of  Richard  Talbot,  who  on  hia  de&th,  in  1287,  dinded 
hig  large  eetalee  between  his  elder  son,  Richard  of  Talbotatown  and  Feltrim,  an- 
cestor of  the  Talbota  of  Feltrim,  and  his  younger  Bon,  Sir  Milo  Talbot  of  Halahide, 
whose  grandBOn,  Sir  Thomas,  was  guminoned  to  Parliament  in  1372,  and  again  in 
1374  ;  why  this  Barony  has  never  since  been  claimed  by  bis  descendants  dots  not 
l^ipear,  but  Richard  Wogan,  the  present  Peer,  is  the  direct  repreaenlatiTe  and  heir 
general  of  hia  ancestor,  and  should  be  the  16th  Baron. 

Sir  Thomas,  jth  in  descent  from  this  Thomas  Lord  Talbot,  left  iMue,  William 
Talbot,  Esq.,  oT  Halahide,  his  heir,  and  Robert,  whose  son  William  acquired  the 
estate  of  Carton,  in  the  County  of  Kitdare,  was  created  a  Baronet  in  1622,  and  in 
1685  Baron  of  Talbotstown,  Viscount  of  Baltinglasa,  and  Earl  of  Tyrcmnelli  in 
16Sg,  after  the  abdication  of  King  Jaheh,  he  was  flirther  advanced  to  the  dignitj  of 
Marquis  and  Duke  of  Tyrconnel ;  he  left  no  male  issue. 

From  Wtlliani,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas,  descended,  in  the  6th  degree,  the  l«te 
Richard  Talbot,  Esq.,  of  Halahide,  who  d.  24  Oct.  1 788;  having  n.  Haimakkt, 
eldest  daughter  of  the  late  James  O'Reilly,  E>q.,  of  Ballylough,  Ca  Westmtath, 
who,  in  1831,  was  cmted  BAHnNiw  Talbot  and  Malahidb  of  Halahide,  Co. 
Dublin.  Her  Ladyship  d.  in  1S34,  and  wu  succeeded  by  hei  eldest  son,  RM:aAKi»- 
WoOAN,  present  Lokd.

Maiy,  sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Ford,  3rd 
Lord  Grey  of  Werke,  created,  in  I69S,  Viscount  Grey  of  Glendalc,  and  Earl  of 
Tankerville,(onoof  his  ancestors  having  been, by  HiNRV  VI.,  created  EarlofTan- 
kerville,  in  Nonnandy,  which  honour  was  forfeited  by  his  giandson.)  These  titles 
became  eitinct  by  hig  death  in  1701,  and  his  son-in-law,  Chahlih,  2nd  Loiio 
ONSULEiTON,  was  CTcaled,  in  17U,  Earl  of  Tankiiivuj.«,  which  honour  has  de- 
scended unintemiptedlj,  from  fiilhcr  to  non,  upon  CHARLKS-AiroufrruR,  present  and 
5th  Earl,  through  three  intenening  E.rlk,  all  named  Charlui.  The  1st  Earl  d. 
in  1732;  the  2ad  Eabl  in  1753;  the  Srd  in  1767;  and  the  4th,  who  was  succeeded 
by  his  eldest  son,  the  present  Earl,  in  1 B22.

1783,  he  had 
iaaue,  Johk,  the  lit  Loan  TaiuNMofm,  and  a  Snd  son,  the  Re».  Thomas- William 
Shore,  who  rf.  17  Fch.  1822,  having  m.  Juliana,  daufthter  of  William-Mackworth 
Praed,  E«i.,  of  Teignmouth,  Co.  Devon,  by  whom  he  left  imue. 

JoKN  Skohe,  Esq.,  the  ddest  sun,  won  erratcd  a  Baronet  in  1792,  on  being  ap- 
pointed Governor-General  of  India,  and  on  retiring  from  that  important  itation,  wu 
elevated  to  the  Pcftage  of  Irehind  in  1737,  by  the  title  of  Dahon  TvaNMOirru  of 
Teignmouth.  Hia  Lordiihip  d.  in  1834,  and  was  succeeded  by  hit  eldeat  wd  Chau.h- 
JUHN,  prcwut  and  Sti'd  Lueid.

thij  Volume ;)  and  John,  who  greatly  distinguished  himself,  as  a  Lieut.-Colonel  of 
Diagoons,  at  the  battle  of  Almanza  in  Spain,  under  Lord  Galway. 

Clotwuhthv.  fourth,  but  eldest  surviving  son  of  Colonet  John  Ui>ton,  even- 
tually succeeded  at  Castle  Upton,  and  was  created,  in  1776,  Daao.v  of  TrhclkTuWn, 
Co.  Antrim  ;  he  d.  in  1785,  and  wni  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  Juhn  HaNnr,  2nd 
LonI,  who  wot  creeled  Vimuiint  Timtlktown  in  1806,  and  is  the  present  Pen:

RtR  ChaRLBI  Abbott,  the  upright  and  enlightened  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ihe  King's 
Bench,  who  was  created,  in  1827,  Dakon  Tkntsrhkn  of  Hendon,  Co.  Middlesex, 
was  the  son  of  Mr.  John  Abbott,  of  Canterbury,  who  d.  U  Feb.  1795,  hy  his  marriage 
with  Alice,  only  daughter  of  Mr.  Daniel  Bunce,  of  Canterbury,  who  d.  8  April  17!)3. 
They  had  an  elder  son,  John,  a  merchant  of  London,  and  a  daughter,  for  both  of 
whom  see  The  Peeragt  Volume. 

CHAnLEB,  the  second  son,  was  bom  at  Canterbury,  in  a  small  house  now  putted 
down,  near  the  entrance  of  the  Cathedral,  He  received  his  early  education  at  the 
fh;e  giammar-schoot  in  that  city  ;  and  here  his  assiduity  and  talents  procured  him  a 
a  foundation  scholarship,  which  enabled  him  to  pursue  tits  studies  at  Corpus  Christi 
College,  Oxford,  where  he  soon  obtained  a  fellowship.  In  17114,  he  competed  suc- 
cessfully for  the  prize  for  the  best  compomtion  in  Latin  verse  upon  the  Air  Balloon  ; 
and  in  17  86  obtained  the  prize  for  an  Eriglish  Essay  on  the  Use  and  Abuse  of  Satire; 
and  thus  having  established  his  reputation,  he  commenced  Tutor.  In  this  capacity 
Mr.  Justice  Bulter  became  acquainted  with  him,  through  the  medium  of  his  son,  and 
held  forth  so  much  encouragement  fVom  liia  appreciation  of  his  talents  as  induced 
Mr.  Abbott  to  become  a  student  for  the  Bar,  to  which  he  was  in  due  cauise  called 
by  the  Ilononiable  Society  of  the  Inner  Temple.     His  celebrated  work  upon  ship- 

Cing  procured  him  the  Patioriage  of  Lords  Eldon  and  Ellenboiough  ;  and  though 
is  abilities  were  not  so  highly  estimated  by  the  Attorneys,  with  whom  chiefly  lies 
the  power  of  ^ving  employment  to  the  Gentlemen  at  the  Bar,  they  brought  him  at 
length  into  ■  situation  worthy  of  them  ;   he  was  promoted  to  the  Bench  in  February 
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IBlti,  u  a  puiine  Judge  of  the  Common  Pleas,  and  vai  remoTed  io  the  followiog 
April  to  the  CoQit  of  King's  Bench,  of  which,  in  November  1 81 B,  he  wai  appointed 
Lord  Chief  Jiutice.  In  thii  elcralfd  and  important  office  ho  continued  to  hu  death 
in  November  1832,  when  he  waa  succeeded  in  histitlebj'hiieldiMtKiD,  Juun-Hknbv, 
present  and  3nd  Lord.

Ladj  Margaret  SackviUe,  eldest  daughter  and  at  length  sole  heir  of 
Richard,  Earl  of  Dorset,  by  the  Lad/  Anne  Clifford,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of 
George,  13th  Lord  De  Clifford  and  3rd  Earl  of  Cumberland,  by  whom  he  left  six 
MHia  George,  the  youngest,  d.  unm.  in  1670,  of.a  wound  received  thiee'jean  before 
in  reecuing  the  Elector  Palatine  ftom  an  ambuscade ;  Nicholas,  the  eldest  son,  suc- 
ceeded his  fcthcr  as  3rd  Earl  ;  and  in  1678,  by  the  death  of  hu  cousin,  the  Lady

Thu  fiimily  descendd  Irom  Brian  Boirombe,  King  of  alt  Ireland  in  10O2  ;  whose 
ancestors  had  leigned  in  Ireland  for  many  gcneiations,  and  whose  descendants  con- 
tinued Princes  of  Thomond  till,  fai  the  reign  of  King  IIunrv  VIII.,  Connor 
O'Brien,  Prince  of  Thomond,  left  at  his  death  an  inbnt  son,  Donoufih,  when  his 
btother  MuHRuuuH  usurped  his  dominions,  and,  submitting  himself  to  King 
HiNRV  Vlll.,  was  created,  in  1543,  Elarl  of  lliomond  for  life,  with  remainder  to  hia 
nephew  Donough,  who  succeeded  him, 

Donough,  '2nd  Earl,  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Conner,  3rd  E^l,  who  had  iamie, 
1  Donough,  4th  Earl,  whose  male  line  &iled  in  1741.  by  the  death  of  Henry,  8th 
Earl;  he  had  been  created,  in  1714.  Bnron  Tadcaster.  in  the  Peerage  of  Great 
Britain,  which  title  became  extinct  by  his  death.  3  Daniel,  crested  Viscount  CIbip. 
which  title  was  forfeited  by  the  attainder,  in  1691, of  hisgreat-grandson,  Daniel,  4th 
Viscount ;  his  mole  line  and  that  of  Connor,  Prince  of  Thomond,  father  of  the  2nd 
Earl,  became  extinct  in  1774,  by  the  death  of  Charles,  who  hut  for  the  attainder 
would  have  been  7th  Viscount  Clare,  and  10th  Eul  of  Thomond.

application  to  any  service  committed  to  his  management,  fh)m  which  no  fatigue  nor 
indisposition  could  ever  divert  his  attention  ;  he  was  never  unfortunate  in  any 
undertaking,  nor  miscarried  in  any  expedition  he  was  appointed  to  command.  He 
was  created  a  Baronet  in  1715,  and  advanced  for  his  distinguished  merits  to  the 
honours  of  the  Peerage  in  1721,  by  the  titles  of  Baron  Byng  of  Southill,  Co.  Bedford, 
and  Viscount  Torrinoton,  Co.  Devon  ;  he  d,  in  1733,  leaving  five  sons,  viz. :

Countess  of  Clarendon  and  Lady  Maryborough,  conscientiously  refused  to  sign  the 
warrant  for  his  execution.  Admiral  B3rng  was  shot  on  board  the  Monarque^  in 
Portsmouth  Harbour,  14  March  1757.

brother  ;  he  «aa  a  minor  during  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.,  but  put  himielf  very 
forward  in  promoting  the  KeMaradon.  He  carried  an  addren  to  Parliament  in  Jan. 
ItiSy  from  the  County  of  Norfolk,  demanding  the  rcstomlioD  of  the  secluded  Hem- 
bem,  or  the  convening  of  a  free  Parliament ;  in  that  of  16E0,  which  Toted  the  Re- 
Horation,  he  represented  the  County,  and  was  ajipointed  one  of  the  twelre  Com- 
monera  to  carry  over  to  the  King  the  humble  petition  of  the  two  Houaea  that  be 
would  be  pleased  speedily  to  return,  and  take  the  goremment  of  the  kingdom  into 
his  hands.  He  wa»  created,  in  Ififil,  Dnron  Townshend  of  Lynn  Begia,  Co.  Norfblk, 
and  in  168S  Vucoi-nt  Tdwnshind  of  Raynbam,  Co.  Norfolk  ;  he  >£  in  1687,  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

Charlkn,  2nd  Vigrot-NT,  wh"  throughout  the  reign  of  OtoKOi  I^  sod  in  the 
early  part  of  that  of  Gn)iuiii  II.,  held  a  most  diftingulshed  station  in  the  council* 
of  the  country.  He  retired  ftom  the  administration  in  1730,  on  account  of  the 
public  and  private  jealousies  which  were  daily  increaung  between  him  and  hia  bco- 
ther-in-lair,  fonnerly  his  friend  and  coadjutor,  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  neighboun  in 
the  county.  Lord  Townshend,  the  only  Peerage  family  of  the  Connty  of  Norfolk, 
liad  long  been  accustomed  to  dimi  ita  polities,  and  now  saw  fail  influence  nipeneded 
even  there  by  the  growing  importance  of  the  favourile  Minirter  of  the  Crown  ;  Rayn- 
bam, long  the  seatof  first  consideration  and  qilendour  of  the  County,  gradually  sank 
beneath  the  rising  mngnificence  and  sumptuous  hospitality  of  Houghton,  while  ita 
noble  owner,  ftank,  impetuous,  and  overbwing,  under  the  shadow  of  whose  ■uperioi' 
consequence  his  rival  had  risen  into  power,  could  not  brook  that  independence 
of  his  dictates,  and  even  contradiction  to  his  projects,  which  Sir  Robert  Walpole 
now  constantly  displayed.  He  retired  then  with  an  unsullied  character  fbr  int^nty. 
honour,  and  disinteiestednet*,  and  after  qiending  the  evening  of  his  lifb  in  niml 
occupations,  nerer  once  listing  the  capital,  lest  he  should  be  drawn  igBin  into  the 
vortex  of  its  intrigues,  d.  at  Raynbam  in  '1738.  He  was  twice  married  :  IM,  to 
Rliiabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Lord  Pelham,and  aiater  of  Thomas,  Duke  of  New- 
castle ;  and  3nd1y  to  Dorothy,  mater  of  Sir  Robert  Walpole,  Ist  Earlof  Orford;  be 
had  four  sons  by  each  marriage,  of  whom  the  three  eldest  of  the  Ist  mairiige,  and 
the  youngest  of  the  second,  \ett  issue,  vii. ;

Charlbs,  3rd  Viscount,  succeeded  his  father,  and  d,  in  17G4,  leaving  two  sur- 
viving sons,  viz. : 

1  George,  4th  Viscount,  and  1st  Marquis  Townshend. 

2  The  Right  Hon.  Charles  Townshend,  who,  at  the  commencement  of  the  reign 
of  GsoROB  III.,  acted  a  brilliant  part  in  the  Administrations  of  the  time,  and  d,  in 
the  office  of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  1767.  The  versatility  of  his  political 
conduct  acquired  for  him  the  nickname  of  *•*'  The  Weathercock,^*  but  his  talents 
drew  from  the  eloquent  Edmund  Burke,  when  summing  up  his  character  in  the 
House  of  Commons,  this  spirited  eulogium — '*  Perhaps  there  never  arose  in  this 
country  a  man  of  more  pointed  and  finished  wit,  and,  where  his  passions  were  not 
concerned,  of  a  more  refined,  exquisite,  and  penetrating  judgment.  He  was  the 
delight  and  ornament  of  this  House,  and  the  charm  of  every  private  society  which 
he  honoured  with  his  presence.  There  are  many  young  members  now  present  who 
never  saw  that  prodigy  Charles  Townshend,  nor  of  coiu-se  know  what  a  ferment  he 
was  able  to  excite  in  every  thing  by  the  violent  ebullition  of  his  mixed  virtues  and 
failings,  for  failings  he  undoubtedly  had,  but  none  which  were  not  owing  to  a  noble 
cause,  to  an  ardent,  generous,  perhaps  an  immoderate,  passion  for  fame,  a  passion 
which  is  the  instinct  of  all  gr>3at  souls.''  He  m.  Lady  Caroline,  eldest  daughter  and 
co-heir  of  John,  Duke  of  Argyll  and  Greenwich,  and  widow  of  Francis,  Earl  of 
Dalkeith ;  by  this  lady,  who  was  created,  in  1766,  Baroness  of  Greenwich,  with 
remainder  to  her  male  issue  by  him,  and  who  </.  in  1794,  when  that  title  became 
extinct,  he  left  two  sons,  Thomas-Charles,  and  William-John,  who  both  d.  unm. 
before  their  mother,  and  one  daughter,  Anne,  who  d,  in  1825 ;  having  m,  1st, 
Richard  Wilson, Elsq.,  from  whom  she  obtained  a  divorce  in  1798;  and  2ndly, 
John  Tempest,  Esq. 

George,  4th  Viscount,  was  created,  in  1786,  Marquis  Townsheni),  of  Rayn- 
ham,  Co.  Norfolk  ;  he  was  b.  28  Feb.  1724,  and  rf.  14  Sept.  1807  ;  hanng  m.  1st, 
in  Dec.  1751,  Lady  Charlotte  Compton,  14th  Baroness  de  Ferrers  of  Chart- 
ley,  and  7th  Baroness  Cobipton,  3rd  and  only  surviving  daughter  and  heir  of 
James,  5th  Earl  of  Northampton,  who  was  b.  8  Aug.  1729,  and  «/.  14  Sept.  1770  ; 
and  2ndly,  19  May  1773,  Anne,  3rd  daughter  of  Sir  William  Montgomery,  Bart., 
who  was  L  6  Aug.  1753,  and  d.  30  March  1819.     He  had  issue  by  both  marriages. 

George,  2nd  Marquis,  succeeded  his  mother  in  1770,  as  15th  Baron  de  Ferrers 
of  Chartley,  and  8th  Baron  Compton,  and  was  created,  in  1784,  Earl  of  Leicester, 
in  the  patent  of  which  Earldom  he  is  styled  Baron  de  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  Baron 
Bourchier,  Louvaine,  Basset,  and  Compton.  He  succeeded  his  father  in  1807,  and 
d,  in  1811,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son  George-Ferrers,  present  and 
3rd  Marquis. 

The  origin  of  the  Barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley  is  derived  from  the  ancient 
family  of  Ferrers,  of  which  Robert  de  Ferrers  wascrcatetl  Earl  of  Derby  in  1137, 
and  Robert,  his  son,  is  styled  Earl  of  Nottingham ;  these  two  Earldoms  continued 
vested  in  the  male  heirs  of  the  2nd  E^l,  till  Robert,  8th  Earl,  was  dispossessed  of 
them  in  1265.  John  Ferrers,  his  son  and  heir,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in 
1299  as  Baron  Ferrers  of  Chartley,  which  Barony  was  inherited  by  his  male 
descendants  till  the  death,  in  1449,  of  Edmund,  5th  Lord,  whose  daughter  and  sole 
heir, 

Ann,  m.  Walter  Devereux,  who  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  her  right  as 
Baron  de  Ferrers  of  Chartley ;  their  son,  John  Devereux,  7th  Lord,  m.  Cecily, 
sister  and  at  length  heir  of  Henry  Bourchier,  Earl  of  Elssex,  and  6th  Baron  Bour- 
chier, (by  writ  1342  ;)  Walter,  their  son,  8th  Baron  Bourchier  and  de  Ferrers  of 
Chartley,  was  created  Viscoimt  Hereford,  and  was  father  of  Richard,  his  eldest  son, 
who  d,  before  his  father,  leaving  a  son  and  heir,  Walter,  2nd  Viscount ;  and  of 
Sir  EMward,  his  3rd  son,  fW>m  whom  the  5th  and  succeeding  Viscounts  Hereford 
descended.  Walter,  2nd  Viscount,  was  created  £^1  of  Essex,  which  title  be- 
came extinct  on  the  death  of  his  grandson,  Robert,  3rd  Earl,  in  1646,  when  the 
Viscounty  devolved,  as  above,  on  the  heir  male,  and  the  Baronies  fell  into  abeyance 
between  his  two  sisters,  Frances,  wife  of  William  Seymour,  Duke  of  Somerset, 
whose  present  representative  is  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Chandos,  and  Dorothy, 
wife  of  Sir  Henry  Shirley,  Bart. 

In  1677  the  Crown  terminated  the  alieyance  of  the  Barony  of  Ferrers  of  Chartley 
in  favour  of  Sir  Robert  Shirley,  Bart.,  12th  Lord,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Henry  and 
Lady  Dorothy  Shirley ;  he  was  created  Viscount  I'am worth  and  Earl  Ferrers,  and 
d,in  1717,  when  the  Earldom  devolved  on  Washington,  his  2nd  but  eldest  surviving 
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son,  and  the  Barony  on  Elizabeth,  his  grand-dBUghter,  sole  dnughter  and  heir  of 
Robert,  hia  eldeM  Kin. 

She  in.  Jauks  Cohpton,  Sth  BsrI  of  Noithampton,  and  Gth  Baiiok  Compton,  br 
writ  1572,  and  d.  in  1741.  when  the  BaJOnj  of  Fcrre™  fell  into  abejance  between 
her  two  daugblen,  but  emerged-  on  the  death  of  Lad;  Jane,  the  eldest,  in  1 74D, 
whim  Ladv  Charlutti.  the  only  surviving  daughter,  inherited  it,  as  she  did  also  in 
1754,  the  Baron;  of  Complon,  bj  the  death  of  her  &ther  the  Earl  of  Northamp- 
ton, when  hia  Earldom  devolved  on  his  brother  and  heir  male,  George  Compton, 
6th  Earl. 

The  Baroness  m.  George,  4th  Viscount,  and  1st  Marquis  Townshend,  and  djing 
in  1770,  was  suceeedrd,  as  above,  bj  her  eldest  son,  the  Hon.  Oboroe  Townsuimi, 
afterwards  Earl  of  Leicegler,  and  3nd  MAnuLna  Townkrend,  who  waa  succeeded  in 
IHII,  b;  his  eldest  son,  GniRr^B-FENitKHn,  the  present  and  3rd  Mahoiih,  2Dd  Eari 
of  Leicester,  tSth  Baron  de  Ferrers  of  Chartlej,  and  llth  Baron  Compton.

jAng  Stuart,  Earl  of  Bucban,  2nd  son  of  Sir  James  Stuart  of  Lorn,  by  .Tone, 
Queen-dowager  of  Scotland,  (the  widow  of  King  Jauis  L,  and  mother  of  King 
Jahu  II.,)  had  a  naluial  son,  Jaoiea,  who  obtained  a  legitimation  under  the  Gremt 
Seal  in  14B9,  and  waa  ancestor  in  tlie  4lh  degree  of  Sir  John  Stuart,  who,  in 
162B,  waa  created  Lord  Stuart  of  Tmquair,  and  in  1633  Earl  of  Traiiuair,  Lord 
Lintoun  and  Cabentoun.  Lord  Clarendon  says  of  him,  that  his  integrity  to  the 
King  WW  without  blemish,  and  hia  affection  to  the  Church  so  notorioua,  that  be 
never  deaeited  it,  till  both  it  and  he  were  overrun  and  trodden  under  fbot.  He  was 
taken  priioner  at  the  battle  of  Preaton  in  1 646.  and  sent  imder  a  Arong  guaid  to 
Warwick  Castle,  where  he  iras  confined  four  yean  ;  being  at  length  released,  he  re- 
turned home,  where  he  suffered  extreme  poverty,  and  d.  in  1659.  John,  3nd  Earl, 
his  only  son,  joined  the  Harqula  of  Montrose  with  a  considerable  body  of  hone  in 
Sept.  1645,  just  befbre  the  battle  of  Philiphaugh,  from  which  he  cached ;  bat 
Bccompanjina  the  Duke  of  Hamilton  in  his  expedition  into  England,  in  1648,  wv 
taken  also  prisoner  at  Preaton,  but  soon  released.  He  succeeded  his  bther  in  1E59, 
and  d.  in  1666;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sou,  Wiluam,  Srd  Eabl,  who 
d.  wm.,  and  was  followed  by  his  only  surviving  brother,  Chahleh,  ith  Earl.  H« 
d.  in  1741,  leaving  two  sons,  CHARLB^  his  successor,  6th  EIarl,  who  d.  without 
issae  in  1764,  and  John,  6di  Earl,  to  whom,  in  1779,  succeeded  his  only  nn 
Cbablis,  7th  Earl  ;  he  d.  in  1 827,  and  was  sneeeeded  by  bit  only  loii,  CaxKLia, 
present  and  Sth  Eabl.

Tenth  from  him,  vat  Sir  Edward  Waldesmvc, 
H'hu  being  of  tho  household  of  the  Princess,  nflerwardB  Queen  Hakv,  whs  cammitted 
to  the  Tower  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  VI.,  for  njfuaing  to  forbid  tho  celebration 
of  Mosa  in  her  house ;  he  had  not,  however,  been  confined  much  aboTe  a  month, 
when,  being  seized  with  tlie  quartan  ague,  he  was  entrusted  to  the  cuitodf  of  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  in  a  priratc  house  for  his  more  ens;  cure,  and  six  months 
iiftecwards  obtained  penniuon  to  return  to  his  own  house.  The  King  liied  not  long 
after  this ;  and  the  accemion  of  MaRV  brought  gicat  advantage  to  hor  futhM  servant. 
This  proqieritf  was  not,  however,  of  lanji  continuance  ;  Mary  died,  and  Sir  Edward 
woa  divested  of  oil  his  cmplopnents  hy  Etimbeth.  and  oftain  thrown  into  the  Tovrer, 
where  he  d.  in  15ni.  Sir  Edward  Waldegmvc,  his  gnuidion,  was  created  a  Baronet 
in  1643.

WALSINGHAM.  BARON.    (Dk  Grbv.) 

Peer  of  Great  Britain. 

His  Lordship  is  descended  from  William  De  Grey  of  Carendish,  Co.  SuHiillc,  in 
the  time  of  Edwabd  I.,  alleged  to  be  the  nme  WQliam,  3rd  son  of  Sir  Henry  De 
Qrey,  ancestor  of  the  noble  houses  of  Gre;  bo  numerous  in  the  ancient  Peerage  of 
this  Realm,  who  in  the  pedigree  of  the  Earl  of  Stamford  is  described  as  poMC—or  of 
Landford,  Co.  Notts,  and  Sandiscre,  Co.  Derby.  The  marriage  of  Sir  Thomas  De 
Grey,  great-grandson  of  the  above  mentioned  William,  with  Isabel,  daughter  and 
cn-heir  of  Fulk  Baynnrd,  Esq.  brought  him  the  estate  and  mansinn  of  Herton  in 
Norfolk,  which  is  still  the  residence  of  his  lineal  deacendant  and  heir,  the  present 
Lord    Walsingham,  though    two  of  bis   Lordship's    interrening    predecesson    left 

Tenth  in  descent  from  this  marriage  was  Sir  William  De  Grey,  who  in  June 
1780,  retired  (ram  the  office  of  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
and  in  October  of  the  same  year  vai  created  Baron  Walmnuuau  of  Walsingham, 
Co.  Norfolk  \  he  d.  in  1731,  and  was  succeeded  hy  his  only  surviiing  son.  Thohas, 
2nd  Lord,  who  d:  in  lOlS;  leaving  the  issue  described  in  The  Peerage  Volume;  hii 
Lordship  was  mcceeded  by  hia  eldest  son,  Gsonos,  Brd  Lord,  who  b«ng  infirm  from 
the  effect  of  wounds  received  in  the  military  service,  was  imfottanstely  bnmt  to 
death  in  his  bed,  27th  April  1S31.  when  his  Lady  also  met  her  death  ftxim  a  bll  in 
endeavouring  to  escape  fVom  her  bed-room  window.  His  Lordship  was  succeeded  by 
his  only  brother,  the  Hon.  and  Rer.  Thomas  Db  Ghbv,  present  and  ith  Lord.

WARWICK,  EARL  OF.    (Grbvillk.) 

Peer  of  Great  Brilain. 

WiLLlAH  the  Conqueroi  hating  dispossessed  Turchil  lie  Warwick,  a  Saxon  noble- 
man, (luiceMor  to  the  Marquis  of  Northampton,)  Ras-e  hie  lands  and  Caitle  of  War- 
wick to  Hcnr;  de  Ncwburgh,  2nd  son  of  Roger  de  Ik'11omnnt»,  and  Earl  of  Mellent ; 
from  him  the  Earldom  passed  through  six  of  his  male  dcscondonts,  to  Thomas  de 
Nowbuigh,  who  d.  without  male  issue  in  1343 ;  when  it  devolved  on  heiretaes,  and 
finally,  in  1267,  on  Isabel  de  Mauduit,  daughter  and  at  length  heir  of  Alice,  sister, 
and  Bt  length  heir,  of  Henrj,  A(h  Earl. 

She  m,  William  de  Beauchamp,  Baron  of  Elmlcy,  hy  whom  she  had  imue, 

1  William,  ancestor  of  the  succeeding  Earls  of  Warwick  of  that  nimame.

From  William  dc  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  proceeded  in  direct  succeamon 
from  lather  to  son,  seven  Earls  of  this  fbmily,  the  most  powerful  and  illustrious  in 
English  history,  and  seated  in  their  Baronial  castle,  which  to  the  present  da;  exhibits 
the  finest  specimen  extant  of  the  ancient  fortified  mansion.  Henry,  the  last  of  them, 
was  created  Duke  of  Warwick  in  1444  ;  he  d.  without  issue  male,  in  1446,  and  his 
inRuit  daughter,  Anne,  Countess  of  Warwick,  dying  soon  after,  the  inheritance  de- 
Richard  NoyiU,  Earl  of  Warwick,  the  celebrated  King  Maker,  son  of  Richard, 
Earl  of  Salisbury,  hy  Anne  de  Beauchamp,  sister  of  the  Duke ;  Isabel,  his  eldest 
daughter,  and  at  length  sole  heir,  m.  Ocoige.  Duke  of  Clarence,  brother  of  King 
EnivAHoIV. ;  and  their  son,  Edward,  bore  the  title  of  Earl  of  Warwick,  which  was 
forfeited  by  his  attainder  in  1499.  Hatgaiet,  his  sister  and  heir,  tn.  Richard  Pole, 
K.G. ;  the  Marquis  of  Hastings  is  her  eldest  co-heir. 

From  Walter  de  Beauchamp  of  Alecster,  2nd  ion  of  William,  Baron  of  Elmley. 
by  Isabel  de  Mauduit,  Countess  of  Warwick,  proceeded,  in  the  junior  male 
line,  the  Barons  Boauchamji  of  Dletsho,  (whoso  title  having  passed  hy  females 
through  the  families  of  St.  John  and  Mordaunt  to  that  of  Gordon,  is  now,  with 
the  Barony  of  Mordaunt,  in  abeyance  between  tho  co-heiiB  of  George,  last  Duke  of 
Gordon  i)  and  the  senior,  the  Barons  Beauchamp  of  Powycke,  by  writ  1447, 
whose  male  line  failed  about  1496,  and  Eliiabeth  the  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Richard,  the  last  Lord  tn.  Robert,  2nd  Lord  Willoughhy  de  Broke  ;  their  eldest 
■on,  Edward,  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  Eliaibelh,  who  m.  Sir  Fulke  Qrcville. 

The  family  of  Qreville  came  into  England  at  the  Conquest ;  and  this  Sir  Fulke 
was  7th  in  descent  from  William  GrevilU,  who  settled  at  Milcote  in  Warwickshire, 
in  the  reign  of  Richard  II. 

Sir  Fulke  Gre»ille  had,  by  Elizabeth  Willoughby,  two  sons  : 
1  Fulke,  whose  son,  the  accomplished  Sia  Pulki  Gkivilli,  the  ftiend  of  Sir 
rhilip  Sidney,  and  one  of  the  brightest  ornaments  of  the  Court  of  Eliiabcth,  ob- 
(uned  ftom  King  Jahbi  I.  a  grant  of  Warwick  Castle,  which  he  found  in  a  ruinous 
condition,  and  which  at  a  vast  expense  he  repaired  and  beautified.  He  waa  created, 
in  1030,  Baiion  Buooki  of  Benuchamp  Court,  Co.  Warwick,  with  remainder,  &iling 
his  mde  issue,  to  Robert  Qreville,  son  and  heir  of  Fulke,  only  son  of  Robert,  bii 
uncle.      He  d.  childless,  in  IGS8,  sssasnnated  by  one  of  his   own  MTvants,  and 
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MaigBTet,  his  ainter,  become  sole  hpir  to  the  Daronj  of  Willoughbj  lie  Broke, 
Hiid  eld«t  co-heir  ot  the  Barony  of  Bcauchamp  of  Powycke  ;  she  m.  Sir  Richard 
Vemey,  ancator,  hy  her,  of  the  preseet  Lord  Willoughby  de  Broke. 

2  Robert,  &ther  of  Fulke,  whoK  ton,  Robkht,  RUcceeded  at  2nd  Lobd  asreea- 
bly  lo  the  alxiTe  limitBtion  ;  ^ucated  by  the  lit  Lord  tu  hu  heir,  he  neverthelcM 
imtribed  norne  wild  priaciples  of  liberty  which  were  certainly  greatly  at  Tariance 
with  the  doctrinCB  of  the  reign  of  Elizabith,  and  from  the  first  eymptom  of 
diiunion  between  the  King  and  Pnrliument,  he  ranged  himself  in  the  moat  hostile 
position  possible  against  all  the  measures  of  the  Court ;  when  theae  wordy  broils 
grew  to  actual  warfiire,  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant- General  under  the  Earl  of  Es- 
sex, and  Commander  of  the  Counties  of  Warwick  and  Stafford ;  and  nuking  bis 
castle  the  principal  strong-hold  of  the  Parliament  in  those  paria,  he  engaged  in  the 
hottest  of  the  war  ;  he  was  mainly  instrumental  in  the  rictory  of  his  party  at  E!dge- 
hill,  and  was  killed  soon  after  in  the  B«ault  of  St.  Chad's  church  at  Lichfield,  de- 
fended in  the  most  gallant  manner  by  the  Earl  of  Cherterfield,  2  March,  1643,  benig 
SL  Chad's  day ;  and  having,  as  Lord  Clarendon  reports,  that  very  moming  prayed, 
"  that  if  the  cause  he  was  in  wero  not  right  and  just,  he  might  he  presently  cut  off." 
He  was  followed  in  succeniou  by  three  of  his  fire  sons,  vii. :  1  Fiuncih,  3rd 
Lord  who  d.  unra.  \   2  Robsrt,  4th  Loan,  who  d.  without  issue  male  ;  and,  3, 

FuLKS,  5th  Loan,  a  posthumous  son,  who  succeeded  his  brotbcT  in  I67S,  and  sL  in 
1710  ;  baring  had,  besides  two  younger  sons  who  d,  unm.,  the  two  following:

2  Algernon,  bther  of  Fulke  Greville,  Esq.,  of  WUberry,  Co.  Willa,  who  d.  in  1 806, 
leaving  by  his  mnniage  with  Francis,  3rd  daughter  and  co-heir  of  James  Macartney, 
Esq.,  who  i£  in  June  17S9,  Captain  William  GreviUe,  R.N.,  and  the  other  isMie 
staled  in  The  Peeragt  rolume. 

Francis,  6th  Lord,  was  created,  in  1746,  E^hl  Brooks,  and  subsequently,  in 
1769,  Earl  of  Warwick,  immediately  after  the  eitincOon  of  the  funily  of  Rich, 
Earls  of  Warwick  and  Holland,  eight  descents  of  whom  had  enjoyed  that  title  since 
their  creation  to  it  in  1618;  he  <f.  in  1773,  leaving  three  sons  ;

Tkb  noble  family  of  La-Foer,  upon  which  a  junior  branch  of  tha  •ndaat  hotaa 
ofBttMfoid  haa  engrafted  itself  deacends  IVom  Kr  Roger  I^-Pooi,  iriw  {■  Ika 
Kjgn  sf  King  Hamv  II.,  accompanied  Richard  Strongbow,  Knl  of  FOibioka^lato 
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Ireland,  and  for  his  services  in  that  expedition  was  rewarded  with  divers  grants  of 
land  in  the  conquered  country.  His  descendants  appear  to  have  been  Lords  of  Par- 
liament, but  the  earliest  summons  extant  is  the  writ  of  1375,  issued  to  Nicholas  La- 
PoBR,  the  8th  in  descent  fVom  this  Sir  Roger,  and  in  virtue  of  which  the  Marquis  of 
Watford  ranks  as  the  Ist  Baron  by  writ  of  the  Irish  Parliament.  His  grandson, 
Peter  La-Poer,  m.  the  daughter  of  the  Lord  Decies,  and  bj  her  had  a  son,  Richard, 
created  Baron  La-Poer  of  Curraghmore,  in  1 535  ;  he  was  slain  in  service  against  the 
Irish  rebels  about  1540.  Fifth  in  descent  from  him  was  Richard,  Lord  La-Poer,  who 
m.  in  1673,  Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Fitz-Gerald,  of  Dromana  and  the 
Decies,  Ebq.,  and  was  created  in  the  same  year  Viscount  Decies  and  Elarl  of  Tyrone. 
He  d.  in  1690,  leaving  two  sons,  John  and  James,  Earls  of  Tyrone  ;  John,  2nd  Earl, 
d.unmAn  1693;  and  James,  his  brother  and  heir,  the  3rd  Earl,  </.  without  issue 
male  in  1704,  when  the  Earldom  became  extinct,  and  it  should  be  noted  as  remark- 
able of  this  ancient  family,  that,  during  the  lapse  of  more  than  five  hundred  years 
since  they  had  been  planted  in  Ireland,  they  had  never  suffered  any  forfeiture,  hav- 
ing never  once,  though  seated  in  a  country  continually  disturbed  by  convulsions  and 
civil  wars,  been  engaged  in  any  rebellion  against  the  Crown  of  England ;  but  had 
continued  to  enjoy  the  lands  anciently  granted  to  them,  and  to  reside  in  the  place  at 
Curraghmore,  in  the  County  of  Waterford,  where  they  had  first  settled.  James,  3rd 
Earl,  left  a  daughter  and  sole  heir,  Catherine,  who,  as  the  lineal  and  chief  representa- 
tive of  the  fiunily,  claimed  the  ancient  Barony  of  La-Poer ;  and  it  was  resolved  by 
the  Irish  House  of  Lords,  in  1767,  that  she  had  proved  her  claim,  and  was  entitled 
to  this  Barony  in  fee ;  she  was  then  the  widow  of  Marcus- Bxrbsfori),  1st  Earl  of 
Tyrunb,  of  the  new  creation. 

John  de  Beresford,  the  Patriarch  of  his  Lordship^s  paternal  f^ily,  was  seated 
at  Beresford,  in  the  parish  of  Alstonfield,  in  Staffordt^re,  in  1087.  He  was  followed 
by  his  male  descendants  in  uninterrupted  succession  to  the  reign  of  Henry  IV., 
when  John  de  Beresford,  the  11th  of  his  line,  left  three  sons.  Aden,  the  eldest,  his 
successor,  d.  without  issue.  The  posterity  of  John,  the  2nd  son,  transmitted  the 
lands  of  Beresford  to  Eldward  Beresford,  Esq.,  the  16th  in  paternal  descent  fh>m  the 
first  John  de  Beresford  ;  he  d,  in  June  1621,  leaving  by  his  wife  Dorothy,  the  heiress 
of  another  branch  of  his  house,  a  daughter  and  heir,  Olivia,  whose  only  child,  by  Sir 
John  Stanhope  of  Elvaston,  Olivia  Stanhope,  carried  Beresford  Hall  and  the  patri- 
monial estate  of  her  ancestors  into  the  family  of  Cotton,  by  her  marriage  with 
Charles  Cotton,  Esq.,  fother  by  her  of  Charles  Cotton,  the  poet,  and  friend  of  Isaac 
Walton. 

Thomas  Beresford,  Esq.,  of  Newton  and  Bentley  in  the  Co.  of  Derby,  the  3rd 
son  of  John,  1 1th  Lord  of  Beresford,  was  a  person  of  high  repute  in  his  time,  and 
served  with  distinction  at  Agiucourt,  as  appears  by  the  following  inscription  on  his 
monument,  still  extant  in  Fenny  Bentiey  Church  : 

Quem  tegit  hoc  marmor  si  forte  requiris.  Amice, 

Nobile  Beresford  tu  tibi  nomen  babes. 
Luce  patrum  clarus,  proprio  sed  lumine  major, 

De  gemina  merito  nomina  luce  capit 
Arte  domo  excellens,  strenuus  dux,  fortis  et  audax, 

Francia  testatur,  curia  testis  Agen. 

He  also  served  Hbnry  VI.  in  his  wars  in  France,  and  is  reported,  in  the  civil  wars 
of  the  rival  roses,  to  have  raised  for  the  service  of  that  King,  a  troop  of  horse  con- 
sisting entirely  of  his  sons  and  of  his  own  and  their  retainers.  He  m.  Agnes,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Robert  Hassal  of  Arelayd,  in  Cheshire,  and  by  her  had  an  issue, 
which  might  go  far  towards  forming  a  troop  of  horse,  as  besides  five  daughters  of 
whom,  only  one  d,  unrn, ;  they  had  sixteen  sons,  twelve  of  whom  married,  six  left 
male  posterity,  and  James,  the  youngest,  was  Canon  Residentary  of  Lichfield  Cathe- 
dral, Rector  of  Chesterfield,  and  the  founder  of  two  Fellowships,  and  two  Scholar- 
ships in  St.  John*s  College,  Cambridge.  Of  the  other  fifteen  sons  it  will  only  be  ne- 
cessary to  particularixe  the  six  eldest,  namely  : 

1  Aden,  of  Fenny  Bentley ;  his  male  issue  &iled  in  the  fourth  generation. 

2  Thomas,  m.  Maigaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  Wolgatethorp,  Elsq.,  but 
left  no  issue. 

3  John,  of  Biadlow-Ash  ;  his  son  Anthony,  m.  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Walter 
Blunt  of  OsbastoD,  Co.  Leicester ;  who  m.  2n<Uy,  Sir  Thomas  Pope  of  Tittenbanger, 
Co.  Herts,  founder  of  Trinity  College  Oxford  ;  and  3rdly,  Sir  Hugh  Pawlet,  of  Km- 
ton  St.  George  *,  she  had  no  isnie  by  her  last  two  husbands,  and  by  her  fint,  only  one 
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sant  John,  in  whom  enAed  the  male  imuc  or  hia  fnaniUiithci ;  he  left  Ihnw  dnughlen, 
hU  cn-hcira.

WELLESLEY,  MARQUIS  OF.    (Wellesi.ev.) 

Peer  iff  Inland  and  iff  Great  Britain. 

The  family  of  Cowley,  or  Colley,  remoTed  fh»m  Rullandnhire  into  Ireland  in  the 
reign  of  King  Henrv  VIII.  Waller  Colley  was  SoUdtor-General  for  Ireland  in 
1537  ;  the  7th  from  him  waa  Ru-hard  Collkv.  Esq.,  whn  being  appointed  heir  to 
the  estates  of  his  cousin.  Garrett  Wesley,  oi  Wellcaley,  Esq..  of  Dongan  Castle,  Co. 
Meath,  took  the  name  of  Wbllesliv  ;  he  was  created  Baron  Horninoton  of 
Horuington,  Co.  Meath,  and  if.  in  1756  ;  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  son,  O^r- 
HSTTT,  2nd  Lord,  who  waacreatetl,  in  1760,  Viscount  Wellestey  of  Dongan,  Co. 
Meath,  and  Earl  of  Mormnoton  ;  be  i/.  23  Hay  1781,  and  was  succeeded  by  hia 
cldertson,  RiCHAan.Znd  Earl,  who  was  crested  a  Peer  of  Oieat  Britain  in  1797,  by 
the  title  of  Baron  Wellealey  of  Wellmlcy,  Co.  Somerset;  was  advanced  lo  tile 
dignity  of  MAHquis  War-LeeLii-,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  in  1799,  and  is  tbe 
present  Marqucs.  His  Lordship  was  educated  at  Eton  and  at  Christ  Church, 
Oxfbrd,  and  won  every  literary  honour  at  each  \  took  his  aeat  in  the  Irish  House  of 
Lords  in  Oct  1781 ;  on  the  Institution  of  the  order  of  St.  Patrick,  in  March  1783, 
he  waa  installed  one  of  the  original  knights  of  that  Order,  being  not  then  23  yean  of 
age  ;  and  in  the  neit  year  was  sworn  a  Privy  Councillor  in  Ireland.  Among  many 
eminent  public  stations  which  he  has  iilltj  and  nmameuted,  have  been  Uiose  of 
Oovemor-Oeneral  of  India,  and  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  to  which  latter  he  is 
now  a  second  time  appointed.  His  Lordship  is  also  a  knight  of  the  Garter.  The 
1st  Earl  was  alw;  fitther  of  William,  Lord  Maiyborougb,  Arthur,  Duke  of  Wel- 
lington, the  Hon.  and  Rev.  Dr.  Gerald- Valerian  Wdlestey,  and  Henry,  Iionl 
Cowley. 


WELLINGTON,  DUKE  OF.    (Wbllesley.) 

Peer  o/tht  United  Kingdom. 

This  illiutrioua  hero,  whose  fame  ns  a  inilitar;  Cammnndct  U  written  in  indelible 
characleni  in  the  proudest  poffca  of  British  histoiy,  ww  bom,  the  Hon.  Artiiur 
Wellcslej,  3rd  son  of  Garrett,  In  Karl  of  Momington,  I  May  1769 :  hie  firat  esnj 
in  active  militar)'  senice  vaa  made  in  Holland  in  17S4  ;  in  1797,  having  purchased 
tlie  Lieutenant-Colonelcy  of  the  33rd  Regiment,  then  on  service  in  India,  he 
nccomijanied  his  brother,  the  Qovemor- General,  thither,  and  there  laid  the  fouii- 
diition  of  that  renown  which  has  since  filled  the  world.  He  was  eminently  serTicv- 
iihlo  in  the  Mysore  war,  under  the  command  of  General  Hairtt,  and  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Scringapfttam  after  the  itorming  of  that  dty.  On  the  bte^ung  out 
of  the  Mahratta  war,  he  van  appointed,  with  the  rank  of  Hajoi- General,  to  the 
command  of  a  Bp[)arate  army  within  the  Deccaa,  and  in  this  command  it  was  that 
his  brilliant  talenti  lirrt  shone  upon  the  world,  almost  in  their  fliQ  splendoui,  in 
the  skilful  combinations  by  which,  under  the  most  adverse  circumstancea,  he 
achieved  the  decisive  victory  of  Asaaye;  that  of  Argaum,  whic^  fbllowed,  and  the 
storming  of  the  fortress  of  Gawilghar,  ended  the  war,  and  earned  bt  Hajor- 
General  Wcllcsley  the  thanks  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  the  Order  of  the 
Bath. 

Sir  Arthur  returned  to  Gurojie,  and  wna  appointed  Chief  Secretary  of  Ireland 
under  the  Vice-royalty  of  his  friend  the  late  Duke  of  Bichmond,  Aom  which  office, 
he  was  called  to  a  command  in  the  expedition  to  Copenhagen,  under  Lord  Cathcart, 
and  materially  contributed  to  its  luccess. 

In  August  180R  he  was  sent  to  Portugal  with  a  considerable  fbrce,  and  fboght 
the  battles  of  Boleia  and  Vimiera  before  the  arrival  of  Sir  Harry  Bunaid  and  Sir 
Hugh  Dalrympte,  who,  by  concluding  the  Convention  of  Cintis,  destroyed  a  put 
of  the  advantages  ^rly  to  be  expected  fhim  the  courage  of  the  aimy,  and  the  skill 
of  its  Commander,  The  three  G^crals  were  summoned  home,  the  command  ie- 
volved  on  the  brave  but  unfbrtunate  Sir  John  Moore,  and  the  Peninaula  was  evacuated 
by  the  British  trootM.  An  investigation  into  the  whole  of  the  Portngnen  a&ir 
proved  to  the  Govenunent  and  to  the  nation,  that  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley  waa  the 
Genoral  to  lead  the  British  army  to  victory,  and  his  q>pointment  to  the  command- 
in-chief  of  another  expedition  sent  to  Portugal  followed  in  1809.  His  brilliant  paa- 
nge  of  the  Douro  onco  more  treed  Portugal  from  the  presence  ot  the  Fnnch  trooM, 
and  the  glorious,  though  indecisive,  conflict  of  Talavera  ensued,  in  rewaid  of  irtud 
Sir  Arthur  was  elevated  to  the  Peerage  in  1809,  by  the  title  of  Baron  Donio  of 
Wellesley,  Co.  Somerset,  and  Viscount  Willington  of  Talarera  and  WcUingtai, 
Co.  SomeiieL  All  that  consummate  military  skill  could  do  tgutat  the  [fod^iaMa 
superiority  of  force  now  opposed  to  the  British  General,  waa  eActod  bj  tlw  com- 
pletion of  the  impregnable  lines  of  Torres  Vedras  and  the  battle  of  Tliiwill  BQa 
defimaive  operations  were  completely  succeasftil,  the  enemy  withdraw  from  the  ax- 
hausted  country,  and  the  year  1BI2  opened  with  the  capture  of  the  impwtaBt  fititma 
of  Ciudad  Rodi^.  The  year  of  restrictions  on  the  flmetiona  c^  the  KegiD^  «m 
now  expired,  and  the  first  use  made  by  the  Prince  Begent  of  the  free  mmisii  it  tia 
mal  powen  wsa  to  raise  the  hero  to  the  rank  of  Earl  of  Wellinston,  Co.  ni«iinw< 
The  bttrms  of  Badaioi  next  fell,  the  victory  of  Fuentca  d'OnoRi  led  lb*  «bw  tn 
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the  glorioai  day  of  Salamanca,  and  the  conqueror  wet  created  Harquia  or  Wel- 
lington ;  the  siege  of  Cadii^  raiaed,  oiitt  the  goveminent  of  Spain  restored  to  ita 
capital,  were  the  immediate  fruita  of  thii  brilliant  victory.  The  year  1B13  was 
itluitrated  by  the  deciaire  victory  of  Vittoria,  which  won  for  the  Qenecat  a  Field- 
Narahal'a  baton  ;  the  capture  of  Pampelunn  and  San  Sebastian,  and  the  defeat  of 
the  French  anny  in  the  panes  of  the  Pyreneea,  accompliahed  the  deliverance  of 
Spain,  and  the  close  of  thia  year  saw  the  victor  established  on  the  territory  of 
France.  In  1814  the  battlea  of  Orthea  and  Toulouse  preceded  the  general  peace, 
and,  at  ita  conclusion,  the  laurelled  conqueror  was  raised  to  the  Ducal  dignity. 
Numerous  votes  of  thanks  had  passed  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  the  country. 
with  a  lavish  hand,  afforded  the  means  of  aupporting  the  lint  rank  in  the  state  so 

Ever;  country  in  Europe  ahovered  ita  honours  on  the  British  Commander,  and 
a  penonal  conflict  with  the  leader  of  the  French  armies  and  his  choaen  troops  wns  all 
that  now  remained  to  seat  his  unrivalled  glory  :  Napoleon  returned  frtan  Elba,  tbe 
Rcld  of  Waterloo  was  fought  and  won,  and  Wellington's  triumphs  were  consummated. 
England  could  do  no  more  for  the  Duke  and  the  Field-Manhal,  but  history  wiU  add 
this  proudest  wreath  to  his  imperishable  laurels. 

Since  the  Peace,  to  which  hia  arms  so  splendidly  contributed,  the  Doke  of 
Wellington,  as  Ambassiuior  abroad,  Commandei^in-Chie^  or  Stateaman  at  home, 
and  very  lately  as  leader  of  the  opposition,  has  not  ceased  to  devote  his  time  and 
talents  to  his  country.

Peer  iif  Scollartd  and  nf  the  Untied  Etngdom. 

Hacdutf,  Thane  of  Fife,  one  of  the  most  powerftil  tuligecta  in  Scotland,  who 
overthrew  the  usurper  Macbeth,  and  restored  the  tbrone  to  Mau»lh  III.,  wb« 
created  Earl  of  Fife.  Oillmichael,  4th  E^arl,  hia  deacendant,  had  two  sons,  1  Dun- 
can, 6th  Blarl ;  from  whom  proceeded  the  succeeding  Earls  of  Fil^  till  his  male  line 
failed  Id  1 3S3,  and  the  Earldom,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Countess  Isabel,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Duncan,  12th  Earl,  became  vested  in  the  Crown ;  3  Hugo,  who  ob- 
tained fh>m  his  father  the  lands  of  Wemyw,  Co.  Fifb,  from  which  bis  descendants 
asnimed  their  surname.    The  14lh  fh>m  him  was 

Sit  David  Wemyas,  of  Wemyis,  who  d.  1£44,  leaving  issue, 

1  Sir  John,great-grand&ther  of  John,  created,  in  1 638,  Lord  Wemyas  of  Elcho, 
and,  in  1633,  Eahl  of  Wihtsh,  Lord  Elcho  and  Hethel,  with  remainder  to  his  heirs 
male  for  ever.

The  family  of  Wykeham  of  Swalcliffe  is  of  great  antiquity,  and  chums  affinity  with 
the  illustrious  William  of  Wykeham,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  though  no  evidence  of 
the  degree  of  relationship  exists.  The  first  authenticated  ancestor  of  this  family  is 
Sir  Robert  Wykeham  of  Swalcliffe  in  the  14th  century ;  the  8th  in  descent  from  him 
was  Richard  Wykeham,  Elsq.,  of  Swalcliffe,  who  m.  Vere- Alicia,  daughter  of  the 
Rev.  Richard  Fiennes,  and  sister  and  co-heir  of  Richard,  last  Viscount  Saye  and 
Sele ;  his  2nd  son  Richard,  was  fiither  of  Fiennes  Wykeman-Maitinf  Eaq^  of  Leeds 
Castle,  Kent ;  his  eldest  son  and  successor,  was 

William-Humphrey  Wykeham,  Esq.,  of  Swalcliffe,  who  was  b.  in  1734,  and  d,  in 
1784,  having  m.  the  Hon.  Sophia  Wenman,  daughter  of  Philip,  5th  Viscount,  and 
sister  and  heir  of  Philip,  6th  Viscount  Wenman  in  Ireland,  on  whose  death,  without 
issue,  26  March  1800,  that  title  became  extinct.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Wykeham  was  6.

Thb  ancestors  of  this  noble  ftunily  held  the  high  tank  of  Crof- Tmsur  (IVoin  whicb 
they  took  their  name)  in  the  Duchy  of  Nonnandy,  fnaa  its  erection  in  913,  till 
the  invasion  of  Engloiid,  when  Gilbert  le  Grotrenor  and  his  uncle  Hugh  Liqiu*, 
accompanied  King  William.  Robert,  son  of  Gilbert,  obtained  lands  in  tiie  Co.  of 
Chester,  from  the  said  Hugh  Lupus,  at  length  Earl  of  Cheater,  and  waa  lineal  an- 
cestor, through  til  generations,  of  Sir  Robert  le  Grosvenor,  who  proved  this  pedigree 
before  a  Court  of  Chivalry  in  defence  of  his  arms,  amre,  a  iend  or,  ngiunst  Sir 
Richard  le  Scrope,  who  challenged  them.  The  descent  of  Sir  Robert  waa  ftdly  ad- 
mtttsd,  but  the  Binii  were  adjudged  to  Scrope,  and  tn  conclunon  Sir  Robert  le 
Grosvenor  was  recommended  to  bear  <umre,  a  garb  or,  from  the  aims  of  tha  ancient 
Ewls  of  Chester,  which  has  ever  since  continued  the  eogniiance  of  his  deaeendaots. 

Sir  Richard  Orosreuor,  Sth  in  descent  from  the  ahore  Sir  Robert,  was  crested  a 
Baronot  in  1623,  and  d.  in  1645.  Sir  Richard,  3nd  Baronet,  his  son  and  snotMBor, 
vaa  sheriff  of  Cheahtre  in  1644,  and  raised  the  pane  OMoUaJtu  to  oppose  the  Pailia- 
nentary  army  under  Loid  Faii&i,  and  his  estate  being  in  conseiiaenee  aeqnartlMol, 
he  was  rejected  ftom  his  mannon  at  Eaton,  and  obliged  to  take  nAige  in  the  ■»«■»» 
house  of  a  neighbour  tiU  the  Restoration.  He  d.  in  1S64;  and  waa  aocceeded  by 
his  grandson.  Sir  Thomas,  three  of  whose  sons.  Sir  Richard,  SirTliomaa,  and  w 
Robert,  were  succeasiTe  Baronets :  the  latter  d.  in  175S,  and  waa  aOECoadad  ij  Urn 
eldest  son. 

Sir  BicHA*[i,who,  in  1761,  waa  created  Baron  GroaTcnor  of  Eatnn,  Co.  Cbaater, 
and  in  1784  Viscount  Belgnre,  Co.  Cheater,  and  Eahl  OaoaviHoK ;  iM^iii  1802, 
and  was  anccceded  by  Bodirt,  hia  tmly  son,  preaent  and  3nd  Eail,  who,  in  1881, 
via  crsaled  Hakquib  of  WmnuinffTER,  nnd  who  ■■.  Lady  Eleanor  Egartoit,  on)j 
Burriring  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas,  Eori  of  Wilton,  whcM  tithi  wm  iaIieRtod  u 
1B14,  by  hia  grandson,  Thomas,  the  ^  Mm  of  the  Slarquis.

HowsLL  A?  ViNE,  of  Monmouthshire,  liring  before  the  Conquest,  was  ancestor  in 
the  I'Jth  degree  of  John  Vane,  of  Tudeley;  whose  2nd  son,  Richard,  was  great- 
grandfather of  Sir  Thomas  Fbdc,  ancestor  of  the  Eail ;  and  his  4th  son,  John,  was 
ancestor  of  the  Maiuuis  of  Cleieland. 

The  above  Sir  Thomas  Fane  was  attainted  of  high  treason  in  1554,  for  being 
eoncemcd  in  Sir  Thomas  Wjatt's  rebellion  ;  he  m.  in  1574,  Mary,  BaronOH  Le  De- 
Spencer,  daughter  and  sole  heir  uf  Henry,  Baron  Abergavennj  and  Le-Deqiencer, 
co-heir  of  the  Baron;  of  Burghersh,  great-grandson  of  Edward  Nevill,  6lh  aon  of 
Ralph, created  Earl  of  Westmoreland  in  1397, which  titlewasforfeited  in  1570,  b; 
the  attainder  of  Charles,  fith  Earl. 

Their  son  Fkancfb,  was  created  Eau.  or  Wktmoriland  and  Baron  Buighersh 
in  1624,  and  succeeded  his  mother  as  14th  Lord  Le-Despencer  in  1626  t  he  i  in 
1 638,  leaving  soveial  sons,  of  whom  the  two  following  were  the  eldest. 

I  HiLOMAT,  his  aucceasor,  2nd  Earl;  he  d.  in  1665,  leaving  two  sons,  rit. : 
Charlks,  3rd  Eakl,  Mb  auccenor,  who  d.  in  1691  without  issue,  and  ViaB,  4th 
Earl,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  d,  in  1693.  Vere  left  three  sons,  succesove 
Earls,  who  all  d.  without  issue ;  Visa,  5th  Earl,  in  1699 ;  Thomas,  6th  Earl,  in 
1736 :  and  John,  7th  Earl,  in  1762,  having,  in  1733,  been  created  Baron  Cathe> 
lough,  in  the  Peerage  of  Ireland,  which  title  became  extinct  at  hia  death  :  and  three 
daughters,  Lodf  Susan,  the  youngest,  d.  unm.  in  1735,  and  the  Barony  of  Le  De- 
spencer,  upon  the  death  of  the  7th  Earl,  fell  into  abeyance  between  the  two  elder. 
Lady  Mary  Doshwood,  whose  descendants  became  extinct  in  1788,  and  Lad?  C». 
therine  Paul,  whose  heir-general  is  the  present  Lord  Le-Despencer. 

3  Sir  Francis,  who  was  Governor  of  Doncsster  Castle,  and  afterwards  of  Lin- 
coln, for  the  King  in  the  ciril  wars  ;  hia  3rd  aon.  Sir  Henry,  waa  father  of  Charles 
Fane,  Esq.,  who,  in  1718,  was  created  Viscount  Fane  and  Baren  Longhaire,  in  the 
Peeniso  of  Ireland,  which  titles  became  eitinct  in  1782,  by  the  death  of  Charles, 
3nd  Viscount,  the  only  son  who  survived  him.  Sir  Francis,  eldest  son  nf  the  above 
Sir  Francis,  was  father  of  Francis  Fane,  Esq.,  of  Fulbeck,  in  Lincolnshire ;  whose 
aon  and  heir,  Francis,  d.  in  1726,  leaving  three  sons  : 

1  Francis  Fane,  Esq.  of  Futbeck,  who  d  Hnm.  in  1757. 

3  Thohas  Pani,  Esq.,  of  Brympton,  in  Somenetahire,  a  merehsot  in  Bristol, 
who  succeeded  as  8th  Earl  in  1763,  on  the  extinction  of  the  issue  of  Hildhav,  2nd 
Earl. 

3  Henry  Fane,  Esq.,  of  Wormsley,  in  Oxfordshire,  who  d.  in  1 777,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  eldest  son.  John  Fane,  Esq.  who  was  5.  in  1751,  and  it  8  Feb.  1824  ; 
having  m.  30  Nov.  1773.  Lady  Elizabeth  Porker,  eldnt  daughter  of  Thomas,  3nl 
Earl  of  Macclesfield,  by  whom,  who  was  i.  29  June  1751,  and  d.  10  June  1B29.  he 
has  left  the  iMue  stated  in  n<  Pttragi  Volami. 

Thohas,  eih  Earl,  d.  in  1771,  leaving  two  sons,  vii.:  I  John,  his  successor, 
the  9th  Earl,  to  whom,  in  1774,  succeeded  hia  eldest  son,  John,  present  and  10th 
Earl,  K.G.  ;  and  2  Henry,  who  d.  i  June  1802,  having  m.  12  Jan.  1778,  Anne,

Mated  Bt  Wortle)',  Co.  York,  fVom  the  Conquest,  and  vaa  obliged,  accoiding  to  the 
■ettlement  of  the  Wortle;  ettate,  to  take  the  name  of  Wohtlkv.  He  had  two  Mma, 
John,  the  rounger,  d.  unm.,  and  Edward  Woitley-Honlagu,  E»q^  the  elder,  m.  the 
celebrated  Lwiy  Hniy  Pierrepont,  daughter  of  ETelfii,  Duke  ot  KingKon,  vhoae 
lalenlii,  wit,  literary  genius,  and  aingulimtjea,  have  iiuule  her  tame  ai  eitdujie  >■ 
the  Engluh  language ;  she  d.  'Jl  Aug.  1762,  and  Mi.  Wortley-Hont^  d.  in  1761. 
They  hod  one  xin,  Edward,  who  wb«  diiinherited,  and  d.  without  iinie  in  1776, 
and  one  daughter,  Mary,  on  whom  the  Wortley  property  deiolied  ;  she  waa  b.  in 
Feb.  1718,  m.  John,  Sid  Earl  of  Bute,  and  waa  created  Baionea  Monnt-Stuait,  with 
remainder  to  her  iasue  male  by  the  Earl ;  ahe  d.  6  Not.  1794,  le«>ing  a  numeioua 
iuae.—See  Earl  of  Bute  in  this  Volume.  Her  2Dd  son,  the  Hod.  Jamea  Stuart, 
■ucceeded  to  her  ettate,  and  in  consequence  assumed,  in  179£,  by  the  King^  Royal 
ogn-manual,  the  additional  name  of  Woktlkv  ;  to  which,  in  1803,  lie  &rtbcr 
added,  by  the  laine  licence,  that  of  Hockeniie,  on  succeeding  hii  uncle,  tho  Bight 
Hononnble  Jamea  Btuatt-Mackeniie,  who  d.  without  iMue  6  April  1800,  in  the 
ettates  of  Sir  Oeoige  Mackenzie  of  Roaehaugh,  fiither  of  Agnea,  wife  of  the 
1st  Earl  of  Bute,  and  his  great-grandiDOther.  He  wai  b.  19  Sept.  1747,  and  d.  I 
Haich  1816;  having  n.  8  June  1766,  Margaret,  daughter  of  Bit  Darid  Cunyng- 
hune,Bart.,  by  whoai,who(f.  tSJan.  IBOB,  hehad  iwie  ;— See  HfParrv*  Fofan*. 
UUeBute. 

His  eldest  son,  Jahis-Abciubald,  whs  created  Baron  WiuKNcurra  of  Woitley, 
Co.  York,  iu  1826,  and  is  the  prewmt  Peer. 


WICKLOW,  EAEL  OF.    (Howard.) 
Pter  i)f  Inland. 

Thih  hm\\y  has  long  be«n  aented  at  Shclton,  in  the  County  of  Wicklow. 

John  HowBid,  Eiq.,  of  Shelton,  d.  in  1643 ;  Ralph,  hia  son  and  heir.  Ton  pro- 
feasor  of  phy»ic  at  the  UniTeraity  of  Dublin.  Hating  retired  with  his  fkmily  to 
England  in  consequence  of  the  diBturbances  in  Ireland  which  followed  upon  the 
nbdicatian  of  Jiuis  11^  he  was  attainted  bj  the  Irish  Parliament  in  IH89 ;  and 
King  Jahih  baring  giien  his  muiBion  at  Sbelton  to  a  Mr.  Hacket,  stopped  there  to 
refhtsh  himself  after  the  battle  of  the  Bojne.  Dr.  Howard,  on  the  re-establishment 
of  tmnquiltity  under  Kins  Willum,  recovered  his  estates,  and  d.  in  1710,  leaiing 
two  sons;  1  Hugh,  who  rf.  without  issue  in  1738-,  and  2  Robert,  Lord  Biahop  of 
Elphin,  who  succeeded  his  brother  at  Shelton,  and  d.  in  1740. 

The  Right  Honourable  Ralph  Howahd.  eldest  son  of  the  Bishop,  was  created, 
in  1778,  B«on  Clonmore  of  Clonraore  Castle,  Co.  Carlow,  and  Viscount  Wicklow 
in  17S5.  He  d.  36  June  1789,  having  m.  II  Aug.  17«S,  Alkji,  only  daughter 
and  heir  of  William  Forward,  Elsq.,  of  Cnatle  Forwiud,  Co.  Don^al,  who  was 
created,  in  1793,  Covntuh  of  Wicklow,  and  d.  7  March  1H07.  Thoirctdert  son, 
RoBiniT,  succeeded  his  fother  as  2nd  Viscount,  and  his  mother  as  2nd  EaKL,  and 
d.  unm.  in  1S15,  when  he  wis  succeeded  hj  his  next  brother  William,  3rd  Earl, 
who  d.  in  1816,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son,  William,  picvent  and  4th 
Eahu 
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liament  as  Baron  Latimer,  aiid  d.  without  issue  in  1430,  and  one  daughter  Elizabeth, 
sole  heir  to  her  brother,  m.  to  Sir  Thomas  Willoughbj,  '2nd  son  of  Robert,  4Ui  Lord 
Willoughby  de  Eiiesby. — See  Lord  Middleton. 

In  1432,  Qeoige  Ncvill,  5th  son  of  Ralph,  1st  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  son  and 
heir  of  John,  3rd  Lord  Nevill  of  Raby,  by  his  1st  wife,  Maud,  daughter  of  Henry, 
Lord  Percy,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  as  Baron  Latimer. 

But  RoBBRT  Willoughby,  great-grandson  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  WHloughbr, 
by  Elizabeth,  sister  and  sole  heir  of  John  Nevill,  5th  Lord  Latimer,  claimed  his 
Barony,  against  Richard  Nevill,  2nd  Lord  Latimer,  under  the  new  writ,  grandson 
and  heir  of  George  Nevill,  summoned  in  1432;  he  did  not,  however,  prosecute  his 
claim,  and  was  summoned  to  Parliament  by  writ  in  1492,  as  Babon  Willoughby  de 
Bkokb  ;  he  d,  in  1502.  Robbrt,  2nd  Lord,  his  son  and  heir,  m.  Elizabeth,  eldest 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard,  2nd  Lord  Beauchamp  of  Powyke,  {see  Earl  of 
Warwick  in  this  Volume,)  and  d.  in  1522,  when  the  Barony  of  WiUoughby  de  Broke 
fell  into  abeyance  between  his  two  grand-daughters,  heirs  of  Eldward,  his  eldest  son, 
who  d.  before  him ;  Blanche,  the  younger  daughter,  m.  Sir  Francis  Dawtrey,  but  </. 
without  issue,  and  Elizabeth,  who  after  the  death  of  her  sister  became  the  sole  heir, 
m.  Sir  Fulkc  GreviUe ;  their  eldest  son,  Fulke,  was  &ther  of 

1  Fulke,  created  Baron  Brooke. 

2  Margaret,  heir  to  her  brother;  she  m.  Sir  Richard  Vemey,  and  d,  in  1631, 
leaving,  besides  other  issue,  her  eldest  son  and  heir.  Sir  GreviUe  Vemey,  who  d. 
in  1642  ;  he  left  three  sons,  of  whom  Greorge,  the  youngest,  d.  unm. ;  the  two  elder 
were, 

1  Sir  Grbvillb,  who  d,  in  1668,  leaving  an  only  son,  William,  who  d,  tmrn.  in 
1683. 

2  Richard,  who  became  at  length  Lord  Willoughby  db  Bbokx. 

The  Barony,  however,  remained  dormant,  till  it  was  claimed  by,  and  in  1696 
allowed  to,  this  Richard  Vbrnb^',  who  should  have  been  10th  Lord.  He  d.  in 
1711,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son,  Gborob,  11th  Lord,  who  d, 
in  1728,  leaving  two  surviving  sons,  Richard,  his  successor,  12th  Lord,  who  dL 
without  issue  in  1752,  and  the  Right  Hon.  John  Vemey,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  who 
d.  in  1741,  leaving  an  only  son,  John-Pbyto,  who  succeeded  his  uncle  as  13th  Lord. 
He  d.  in  1816,  having  had  eleven  children,  of  whom  only  three  survived  him,  two 
sons  and  a  daughter;  John-Pbyto,  14th  Lord,  his  eldest  son,  succeeded,  and  d. 
unm.  in  1820,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  only  surviving  brother,  Hbnry-Pbtto, 
present  and  15th  Lord,  who  is  the  sole  representative  of  the  ancient  Barons  Latimer 
ofthe  writ  of  1299. 

In  the  male  line  the  family  of  Vemey  is  very  ancient ;  Sir  Richard  Vemey,  who 
tn,  Margaret  Greville,  and  has  been  shown  above  to  be  ancestor  in  the  6th  degree 
of  the  present  Lord,  was  himself  15th  in  descent  ftom  Roger  de  Vernal,  seated  at 
Bromsnulfe,  Co.  Stafford,  grandson  of  William  de  Vemai,  who  is  mentioned  as  living 
in  1119  and  1148,  and  was  the  son  of  another  William  de  VemaL

male  line  of  the  present  Lord  Hiddleton. 

Sir  Willism  Willoughbj,  hisdeicendant  in  the  6tb  degree,  tn,  Alice,  urter  and 
co-heir  orWalter,2iid  Baron  Beke  oT  Ereahy;  (by  writ  1295;)  their  kd,  Robkht, 
wasiiunmoned  to  Parliament  oa  Baron  Willouokbv  iti  1313,  and  hii  niccenon  were 
styled  Barons  Willaughby  de  Eresby.  Me  d.  in  1316,  and  wufallowed  in  direct 
male  descent  from  father  to  son  by  John,  2nd  Lokd,  irho  d.  in  1349 ;  John,  Sid 
Lord,  who  d.  in  1372 ;  Robiht,  4th  Loan,  who  d.  in  1396,  and 

WiLLUH,  5th  Loan  ;  be  d.  in  1409,  leaving  two  sons : 

1  HoBKHT,  6th  Lord,  who  (i.  without  inue  male,  in  1 452,  leaiing  an  only  daughtet 
and  heir,  Joan,  ■>.  to  RicHARn  Wellid,  son  and  heir  of  Leo,  Gth  Lord  Welles,  who 
had  been  attainted  m  1416  ;  he  was  lummoDed  to  Parliament  in  her  right  as  Baron 
WiLLOiToHBV,  but  beheaded  by  King  Edward  IV.,  with  his  only  son,  Robert,  fbr 
their  adherence  to  the  House  of  Lancaster,  in  1469  ;  he  left  an  onty  daughter  and 
heir,  Joan,  m,  to  Richard  HAvriNOS.  in  her  right  8th  Lord  Whlouohb*.  He  d.  in 
1503,  and  Joan,  Ius  wife,  if.  in  1505,  without  iuue. 

3  Sir  Thomas;  he  was  &ther  to  Sir  Robert,  whose  son.  Sir  Christopher,  d.  in 
1499,  leaving  William,  hii  eldest  son,  who  ■uct^eded  in  1505,  as  9th  Lord  Wil- 
LOUQHBv  Di  Ehxkbv.  Sir  Christopher  waa  also,  by  Chnatopher,  hia  3nd  son,  ancestor 
oTtheLords  Willoughby  ofParham,  extinct  in  1779;  and  by  Thomas,  hia  4th  sod, 
of  the  present  Lord  Middletoo — See  that  title  in  this  volume. 

WiLLUM,  9th  I«RJ>,  if.  withoutiasue  male,  1525,  when  the  Barony  devolved  on  his 
only  dnughCer,  Kathsrins  ;  she  m.  Ist,  Charles  Brandon,  Duke  of  Suffolk,  widower 
of  the  Prince«  Mary,  daughter  of  king  Henry  VII.,  by  whom,  who  il  in  1545,  she 
had  Henry,  2nd  Duke  of  Suffolk,  and  Lord  Charles  Brandon,  who  both  d.  young  on 
the  same  day,  14  July  1551.  She  m.  Sndly,  Richard  Bertie,  Eaq^  For  her 
subsequent  history,  and  that  of  her  descendants  by  Mr.  Bertie,  Barons  Willoughby 
d'Ereaby,  Earli  of  Lindsey,  and  finally  Dukes  of  Ancaetei,  see  title  Lindsey  in  this 
Volume  ;  in  which  place  aa  they  are  described  at  leii^,  it  will  therefore  only  be 
neccaaary  here  to  state  the  lucceaaion  of  the  Barony.  PiaaaBiNa,  their  son  and  heir, 
I  Ith  Iard,  claimed  and  was  allowed  the  Barony.  He  d,  in  1601,  having  m.  the

noble  (kmily  since  the  reign  of  King  Henby  II. ;  be  d.  in  1642,  and  waa  aUGceeded 
byhisBonMoNTAOu,  13lb  Lord,  ftid  Earl  of  Lindsey,  who  d.  in  16K6.  He  wasfbllow- 
ed  by  his  son  Bobbbt,  14th  Lord,  3rd  Earl  of  Lindsey;  and  he,  in  1701,  by  his  son 
RuBBRT,  15th  Loan,  Ist  Duke  of  Ancaster,  who  d.  in  17'22.

Sir  William  Paitlit,  K.G.,  Lord  High  Treasurer,  created  Baron  St.  John  of 
Banng  in  1539  ;  Earl  of  Wiltshire  in  1.^50  ;  and  MAUiuia  of  Winchektik  in  l.t51. 
A  statcaman  and  courtier,  who,  to  use  his  own,  somewhat  however  mimnderatood. 
phrase,  b;  being  a  willow  and  not  an  oak,  rose  to  a  high  degree  of  rank  and  power, 
retained  his  prospeintj  to  the  end  of  a  long  life,  and  the  favour  of  the  crown  through 
the  various  change*  of  polilica  which  marked  the  successive  reigna  of  Hinhv  VIII., 
Edward  VI.,  Marv,  and  Eluabbth.  He  d.  in  1572,  in  the  ninetj-aeventh  jear 
of  big  age,  having  lived  to  see  one  hundred  and  three  of  his  own  deacendanta.  John. 
his  eldest  son,  2nd  HARQi'ia,  succeeded  ;  he  d.  in  1576,  and  was  succeeded  bj  bis 
eldest  »on  William,  3rd  Marqub,  to  whom  succeeded,  in  1 59B,  his  only  son, 

William,  4th  Marduih.  He  entertained  Queen  ELaABrrH  with  great  splendour 
at  Basing,  and,  by  adopting  a  very  magnificent  style  of  living,  brought  hiniBelf  into 
consdenible  pecuniary  embansnment ;  he  if.  in  1626,  leaving  sii  sons,  of  whom  only 
two  had  issue,  vii, ; 

1  John,  3rd  but  eldest  surviving  son,  his  succeaaor.  6th  Marijuis.  who  having 
garrisoned  and  stored  his  bouae  at  Basing  as  a  place  of  support  for  the  Royal  forces, 
stood  a  siege  in  it.  notwithstanding  a  treacherous  attempt  of  his  youneeat  brother. 
Lord  Edward  Paulet,  todeUver  it  up  to  theenemy,from  Aug.  1743,  to  16  Oct.  1745, 
when  in  the  general  decline  of  the  Royal  cauae,  it  was  taken  b;  storm,  after  a  moat 
valiant  and  determined  defence,  and  the  Marquis  was  made  priaooer  with  nicb  of 
his  ganisoD  as  survived  the  fight  i  ten  pieeea  of  ordnance  and  mudi  ■mmniiitiaa 


w«K  alio  taken  bj  the  conquenin,  u  Cromwell  hinuelf^  wba  directed  the  ■■niilt.

CiuRLE!!,  6th  Mahiuis,  eldest  aon  and  nucceooi  of  the  SthMAaqi'ig,  waa  enated 
Dukeof  Boltnn  in  1 689,  and  (f.  in  1699,  leaving  two  »oni,  Chablbs  liii  axeeemar, 
2nd  Duke,  and  Lord  William,  who  left  Iwo  eons,  William,  and  Sir  Charlea-Armand, 
Paulet,  K.B.  who  d,  tn  1751  without  iiiaue  ;  and  William  had  one  Km,  William,  who 
d.  unm.,  and  a  daughter,  Annabella,  &om  whom  deacendi  Lord  Bajning,  who  hat 
anumed  the  name  of  Powlett. — See  Bayning  in  this  Volume. 

Charlh,  7th  HaKquis,  and  2nd  Duke  of  Bolton,  K.G.,  d.  in  1722,  leaving 
three  aoni:  Chahlis,  8th  Harquu  and  Srd  Duke,  K,G.,  who  d.  without  le^£ 
mateimein  1754;  Harkt,  who  aucceeded  hia  brother  m  4th  Duke;  and  Lord 
Nunu-Paulet,  &ther  of  laabelto,  late  Couoten  of  Egmont,  mother  of  the  prcaent 
Earl. 

HAkRV,  9th  Marijuts  and  4th  Duke,  d.  in  1759,  leaving  two  wmi :  CaAUjn,  hii 
fuccessor,  10th  Marquib  and  5th  Duke,  who  d.  imm.  in  1765,  leaving  large  eatatea 
to  Jane-Mar;,  bis  nBtural-daughteT,  whoM  huahend,  Thomaa  Orde,  Eaq.,  aBamed 
the  name  of  Powlett,  and  was  created  Lord  Bolton  in  1797 — wa  that  title;  and 
Harbv,  11th  Mari)IIiii  and  6th  Duke  of  Bolton,  who  nicceeded  his  brother,  and  d.

Thb  laHy  anceatoti  of  the  Earls  of  Winchilsea,  Nottingham,  aad  AjlMfard,  bkv* 
bemi  groad^  mianmreeenCed  by  modern  genealogista,  not  excepting  Dogdala^  na 
noble  Ikmly  of  Finch  is  originally  of  French  extraction.  ^  the  mil  I  IBM  af 
Adelhold,  only  child  of  Herbert,  Count  of  Vennandtna  and  Tt^tt,  Abb.  Iltl, 
with  Hugh  HagnuB,  Count  of  Valois,  the  Fieft  of  thoae  LordAipa  BHMd  to  Oa 
HouM  of  Valon,  and  ultimately  to  the  Crown  of  Franoe.  Bndo,  HMbMt^  Mat 
bather,  Amndad  the  ilgnorial  Houw  of  Ham,  and  the  youngMt.  Fetw;  flf  lAan 
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little  else  is  known,  that  of  Fitzherbeit  in  Elngland.  Herbert,  his  son,  married 
Emma,  daughter  of  Eudo,  Count  of  Bloia,  aunt  to  King  Stkphrn,  and  was 
chamberlain  to  William  KuAis  and  IIknrv  I.,  as  was  his  son,  Herbert,  Filius 
Hereberti,  to  Stkphkn  and  Henry  II.  The  latter,  besides  other  issue  by  Lucy, 
his  first  wife,  had,  by  Maud,  his  second,  let  Peter,  who  left  issue,  and  2nd  Matthew, 
(Filius  Hereberti,)  two  of  the  Barons  who  sided  with  King  John.  Matthew  was 
Sheriff  of  Sussex,  1233,  and,  besides  other  issue,  had  a  younger  son,  Herbert, 
(Filius  Matthei,)  to  whom  Hknry  III.  made  grants  in  Warblmgton,  and  other 
manors  in  that  county,  some  of  which  were  possessed  by  the  Finches  so  late  as 
1620.  He  commanded  the  King's  forces  against  the  Welsh  ;  was  killed  at  Maigam 
in  1245  ;  and  Herbert,  his  son,  was  the  first  of  the  family  who  assumed  a  surname, 
being  styled  in  a  writ  of  supersedeas  in  the  Exchequer,  8  Edward  II^  Herebertus 
Hereberti,  dictus  Finch.**  Vincent,  Filius  Hereberti,  alias  Finch,  his  son,  was 
Sheriff  of  Sussex,  and  Sir  William  Finch,  sixth  in  lineal  descent  from  Vincent,  was 
made  a  Knight  Banneret  by  Hknry  VIII.,  at  the  battle  of  the  Spurs. 

Sir  Thomas  Finch,  son  of  Sir  William,  joining  with  the  Lord  Abeigavenny 
in  1553,  drove  Sir  Thomas  Wyat  and  his  insurgents  out  of  Kent.  He  was  after- 
Mrards,  in  1564,  appointed  by  Queen  Elizabkth  Knight-Marshal  of  the  forces  in 
Newhayen,  then  besieged  by  the  French,  and  was  shipwrecked  and  drowned  with 
the  whole  ship's  crew  and  passengers,  above  two  hundred  persons,  on  his  voyage 
thither.  He  m.  Catherine,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Moyle,  of 
Eastwell,  Co.  Kent,  with  whom  he  obtained  that  mansion  and  estate,  and  by 
her  had  three  sons,  of  whom  Thomas,  the  youngest,  d.  without  issue ;  the  two 
elder  were, 

1  Sir  Moyle  Finch,  created  a  Baronet  in  1611,  and  d,in  1614,  having  m,  Eliza- 
BiTH,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Heneage,  which  Lady  was  created  Vis- 
countess of  Maidstone,  Co.  Kent,  in  1623,  and  Countbss  of  Winchilsea  in  1628 ; 
she  d.  in  1633,  and  was  succeeded  by  their  son,  Thomas,  2nd  Earl. 

2  Sir  Henry  Finch,  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  afterwards  Lord 
Keeper,  who,  for  the  judgments  he  gave  in  the  case  of  ship-money,  incurred  the 
displeasure  of  Parliament  so  greatly,  that  when  affiEurs  took  a  turn  unfovourable  to 
the  Royal  cause,  he  was  compelled  to  escape  to  Holland.  He  had  been  created, 
in  1640,  Lord  Finch  of  Fordwich,  Co.  Kent,  which  title  became  extinct  on  his  death 
in  1661. 

Sir  Moyle  Finch,  the  elder  brother,  had,  by  Elizabkth,  Countsss  of  Win- 
chilska,  seven  sons,  of  whom  only  the  two  following  left  issue,  viz. : 

1  Thomas,  2nd  Earl,  (2nd  son,)  hed,  in  1639,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest 
son,  Hbnbagx,  3rd  Earl,  to  whom  the  charge  of  Dover  Castle  was  committed  by 
General  Monck,  previous  to  the  restoration  of  King  Charlks  II.  He  was  created  in 
1660,  Baron  Fitz-Herbert,  of  Eastwell,  Co.  Kent,  and  d,  in  1689,  having  had 
twenty-seven  children  by  four  wives ;  of  his  sons,  only  the  three  following  lived  to 
bear  his  title,  or  give  heirs  to  it. 

1  William,  Viscount  Maidstone ;  he  was  killed  in  the  naval  battle  against  the 

Dutch  in  1672,  leaving  a  posthumous  son,  Charlks,  who  succeeded  his 
grandfather  as  4th  Earl,  and  d.  in  1712,  without  surviving  issue. 

2  Hknkagk,  who  succeeded  his  nephew  as  5th  Earl  ;  he  d,  without  issue  in 

1726. 

3  John,  who  succeeded  his  brother,  and  also  d,  without  issue  in  1729,  when 

the  Barony  of  Fitz-Herbert  and  the  male  issue  of  the  2nd  Eaxl  became 
extinct 

2  Sir  Heneage  Finch,  Recorder  of  London  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, who  d.  in  1631,  leaving  issue,  Hknkaok,  his  son  and  heir,  created  a  Baronet 
in  1660.  In  1674  he  was  made  Lord  Keeper,  and  created  Baron  Finch  of  Dar 
ventry,  Co.  Northampton  ;  in  1675  he  was  appointed  Lord  High  Chancellor,  and 
in  1681  created  Earl  of  Nottingham.  He  d,  in  1682,  obtaining  firom  Bishop 
Burnet  the  character  of  an  uncorruptible  Judge,  impartial  on  the  Bench,  even 
against  the  King  himself;  filling  the  church  livings  with  worthy  men,  and  obliging 
all  to  residence  ;  most  eloquent  in  Parliament,  on  the  Bench,  and  in  conversation. 
He  had  ten  sons,  two  of  whom  have  left  descendants  still  flourishing  in  the  Peerage. 

1  Danixl,  2nd  Earl  of  Nottingham,  his  successor,  who  succeeded  as  7th 

Earl  of  Winchilsea,  on  the  extinction  of  the  male  issue  of  the  2nd  Earl  in 
1729. 

2  Heneage,  1st  Elarl  of  Aylesford,  and  ancestor  of  the  present  ElarL — See 

that  title. 
Danikl,  7th  Earl  of  WiNCHiLSKA  and  2nd  of  Nottingham,  d,  in  1730,  leaving 
by  Anne,  only  daughter  of  Christopher  Viscount  Hatton,  and  sister  and  heir  of 
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Witliom,  the  laM  Vincnunt,  «x  sotu,  three  of  whom  hnre  tucMcded  or  given  hrin  to 
the  title,  vii, :

From  Sir  Conatsntine  de  Wodcboiue,  vlio  wtu  kniglited  bj  King  IIknuv  I.,  pro- 
ceeded in  a  lineal  detcent  of  lii  genentiona,  all  distinguished  bj  the  honour  of 
Knighthood,  Sir  Bertram  de  Wodehouse,  who  left  two  sons.  Sir  William,  who 
Httended  the  Black  Prioce  into  Spain,  and  John,  who  woa  Lord  Chancellor,  and  d. 
in  1339. 

Prom  Sir  William  de  Wodehoiue,  the  eldeM  aon,  through  five  more  genentioni 
of  Knighti,  dcKended  John  Wodehouse,  Eaqoire  of  the  Bod;  to  King  Hhmiy  V., 
who  won  great  renown,  and  also  the  femilj'  btidb,  creat,  motto,  and  lupporteTs,  at  the 
littttlc  of  Agiocourt,  and  rf.  in  1 430. 

Seventh  in  dfKent  team  him  wu  Sir  Philip  Wodehoiue,  who  aerved  Queen 
Elizabith  by  aea  and  land  in  Spun  and  Forti^ ;  he  vai  koighted  b;  the  Earl 
of  Enei,  and  waa  made  a  Baronet  at  the  fiiM  creation  of  that  Order  in  1611.  He 
was  BUcceKTelr  followed  in  direct  lineal  deecent  b;  Sir  Thomaa,  Sir  Philip.  Sir 
John,  and  Sir  Annine  Wodehouae,  Baroneta.
